ACCOUNT OF THE CHRISTMAS FESTIVITIES AT FONTHILL. 

(by a correspondent who wa^ present.) 

JgjEVERAL of the firft artifts in the noble fpecimen of Gothic architc6hir$ 
Jjp ku gdcnr, whole talents, in their dif- now erefting at Fcnthill, being at preftnf 
■MfSrtri branches, have bten engaged lor there to pats the Chriffmas holidays, Mr. 
fbepi^n^ and ornaments of an a j bey, a Jiec^foid tho^ this occafion to £ive an

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entertainment to the numerous bpdy of 
daily workmen who have been, arid will 
Jong be, employed on this edifice, or on 
the grounds and plantations where it is 
iituated. 

On Friday, Jan. 6,being Twelfth Day, 
the feaft was given without doois ; but 
Jo far was it from being confined to the 
workmen juft mentioned, wh<* amount 
to upwards of three hundred, that the 
poor in general of. the two Fon'Jiills, of 
the town or H union, and many otheitfpoor 
per Ions of the neighbourhood, all togetiier 
rear one thouland, received tickets to 
pai take of it j not to mention that bread 
and itrong bter were piovided for ten 
thouland of* the multitude ot fti angers, 
who were admitted into the park as lpec- 
tators of the entertainment. The din- 
ner, to the p^rlons incited, coniiftui of 
an ox, and ten ftieep,roafte'"l whole. A vei y 
large /qu ire tent, or booth, coved in the 
icoi’, and coveied with canvafs, having 
/even long parallel tables, each receiving 
one hundiul perfons, was eieiied' on the 
lawn, befoje the Noith fiont of tlie 
hou/e, for t he purport? of the dinner. At a 
proper diltance, on one fide of this capa- 
cious booth, a confide] able length of bi ick. 
wall, to iuppcrtlhe mctffaiy iron ranges, 
was reared for the ccc.ifion. Eleven great 
riles which /applied them, partly /or the 
purport- ol roalting the nruat, and partly 
tjut of wanning ‘lie aii, nu.y be imagined 
to have had a itnki.^ eife£l in the emtp 
**d'oeil. On theoppofite fide of the booth, 
and in fnuft or the home, a portion of 
ground was triced out, within which 
was pitched a Tuikifh tent, for the re- 
ception of Mr. Beckford, anti a large 
company of ladies and gentlemen. In 
the area, between this and the cl inner- 
tent, two bonfires were lighted, and, at 
due diftances from each, were placed two 
funic ircular tables, to receive a number 
of children at dinner, chiefly belonging 
to the per /ms feated in the grand bo.>th. 
Betwixt the bonfires fulficient. /pace was 
left for the exhibition of feveral of file 
rural fports with which the company 
wei e entertained both before and after 
dinner. Prizes were given to- the belt 
wreftlers, runners, players at fingle ftick, 
and thole who excelled in va'ious other 
performances* The game of foot-ball, 
on ail open part of the lawn betwixt the 
icene already deferibed arn^ the lake> 
afforded admirable diverfion. This en- 
gaged not only the two parties concerned 
in the match, but put ten thou land fpe&a- 
tvrs-, chiefly confifting of the pcalantiy 
ol btith ie:ies, ki motion, all in high glee 
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at the different turns of the game, and 
yet without riot, or any other diforder 
than a lively and continual change of 
place. This diverfion formed to thoie 
wl$o beheld it from high ground at fome 
diltance, taking in the occafional feenery, 
combined with the views ot the houie, its 
i'uin ur-ding hills, woods and water, a ipcc- 
. tacle altogethei of fingulai intereft, and, 
indeed, qj curiofity. The bonfires and all tfie 
dthersj'whichremained burning all night, 
with their flames and long wreathed co- 
lumns oi differently coloured linoke riling 
among the lolty firs and unlcaved oaks in 
the neighbourhood of the tent, ftilj 
crouded by a ftiouting multitude dimly 
lien dancing round tfiem, dilplayed to. 
ipe&utors in the houie an eflfeft equally 
piciuieique and uncommon. Many gen- 
tlemen of the county, the Mayor, tho 
Coipoiation, and other gentlemen of the 
city of Sal ifouiy, having expielfcd a de- 
fire to pay their ielpc'6/s to Mr. Beck- 
/.<rd on this occafion, a fuperb dinner, in 
ti^e old ftile of haionial h fpitality, was 
llrved in the Giecian lull, which, with 
tut c'donadcs and palfigts leading to it, 
was beautifully illuminated. A chofen 
band ok vocal and inftrumentaJ mufic en- 
tertained the company during the whole 
evening, and the greatut good -humour 
and hilarity prevailed beyond the eariieft 
hours cf the mowing. T!ie collection 
o/‘ fongs, catches, and jjiees, prepared 
by Mi . Crtrfe, and printed for Lne occa- 
fion, that books might be diurihufrd to 
the whole company, was jiulicioufly 
made, and. trie execution ot them did 
equal credit to his taftc and that of, the. 
Salilbury choir. The effect of fome of 
the choiuifts, particularly that cf GoJ 
fa r j>‘ tbe Kthg, accompanied as thi^y 
were by the organ, and the lull band of 
military inftrumen*s, and thefe joined by 
hundiecls of voices in the ’hall, and in the 
apaitments contiguous, with thole of 
per foils who filled the colonades and 
iurrounded the houie, was inconceivably 
grand, and e Hr 'ted in the minds of many 
of the company a lively recolle&ion of 
the full performances of Weftminfter'

been witnefled at Fonthill. 

The joy, gratitude, and contentment, 
expreired by repetted acclamations from 
filch a multitude of the pealantry as af- 
iembled on the lawn, their neat appear- 
ance, and, above all, their orderly con- 
duct throughout the day, were circum- 
* ltanccs, in thefe times, highly to their 
credit, and it 1 vt* to fhewthe vaft influence 
winch gcfitlemen of fortune and benefi- 
cent uifpoiitions, re udinc: on their eftates 
in the country, can dill maintain, in op- 
position to the efforts of more modern 
habits and fashionable life, which, totally 
eftianging the highci from the lower 
ranks of lociety, tend to increafc the hard- 
ships and difeontents of the latter, and, 
in their conlequcuces, to halten that le- 
velling and confufion of all oideis, which 
the higher ranks arc fo peculiarly intc- 
refted, by their belt exertions, to avert . 

We cannot dole this account without 
mentioning, what we have learnt on good 
authoi ity, that the Chriftmas feltivities of 
Fonthill, which appear to have been con- 
ducted with fuch extraordinary liofpiu- 
litv, were begun by arts of thfcmolt fub- 
ftnntial chanty j Mr. Bcxkford having 
ordered two lumdied blankets to bt* dis- 
tributed among the poor families of both 
the Fonthills, with a load of fuel to each < 
of them, bdides confidcrable fums of mo- 
ney to the indigent of his own and other 
neighbouring pari Huts. 

As fome interefiiiig circumstances ic- 
lative to Fonthill, and the works which 
h;nc been carrying on there for thele la It 
fixteen yeais, are little known to thT pub- 
lic, much the fintft parts of the place be- 
ing never fhewn but to Mr. ficckford's 
particular friends, and the primaiy mo- 
tives of thefe great projtrts being little 
undci (food, we hope to be able, in our 
next, to gratify our readers, through the 
fame channel by which we have pro- 
cured the above account, with a commu- 
nication of fome particulars, which will, 
peitiapa, be thought moie valuable, as 
they are of a lefs temporary nature than 
thofe we have now prefented.

AN ACCOUNT OF SIMON OCKLEY, 

ARABIC PROFESSOR. AT CAMBRIDGE. 


ClMON OCKLEY, an eminent Orien- 
^ talift, was of a gentleman’s family 
at Great Ellingham in Norfolk, where 
his father lived j but was born acci- 
dentally at Exeter in 1678. After a, 
proper found^ftion in fchool- learning he 
was fent in 1693 to Queen's College in 
Cambridge, where he (bon diltinguiflied 
himfelf by great qpicknefs of parts, as 
well as by (what do not Always accom- 
pany them) intenfe application to Litera- 
ture; to the Oriental Languages more 
particularly, for his uncommon (kill in 
-*Which he afterwards became famous. 
He took at the # ufuaT tftnes the degrees 
in Arts, and that of Bachelor in Divinity. 
Having taken holy orders alfo, he was 
in 1705, through the intveft of Simon 
Patrick, BiHiop of Ely, prefented by 
Jefus College, in Cambridge, fi§ the 
YUpragc of Swavefey in that county; 
dfpl in 1711 cholcn Arabic Pioi’cflbr of 
thu University. Thele prctermonLs he 


held to the day of his death, which hap- 
pened at Swavefey the 9th of Augull, 
1720J immaturely to himfeJf, but more 
fo to his family. 

Ocklcy had the culture of Oriental 
learning very much at heart ; and the (c- 
veral publications which he made were 
intended folely to promote it. In 1706 
he printed at Cambridge an ufeful little 
h^ok, entitled, Introduftio ad linguas 
Orient ale i, in qua lis difeendis via muni - 
tur, et earum u/us oftenditur .

As to his litenry cha: after, which is

“Mr. D. B. however met with his iuft 
aid: for having lince driven all his 
iett caipentcr negiotstothe woods by his

obliged to fly the celony, and leave hfs 
t-ffate and flock to the difpol’al ot hi* 
crcditois, while one of the above unhap- 
py dclerters, » famboo (the offspring, that 
is, of a mulatto and a negro), has, by his 
induflry, been the prote&or ot Cery and 
her children. Iiis name is Jolycoeur, 
and he is now the firft of Baron’s cap- 
tains, whom you may have a chance of 
meeting in the rebel camp, breathing re- 
venije againft the (Jar! it i. ins. 

“Mrs. D. B. is ftill in Surinam, being 
ai refled foi her hulband's debts, tillFau- 
coiiberg lhall be fold by execution to pay 
them. This lady now lodges at my 
houfe, where the unfoi tunate Joanna at- 
tends her, whom (lie tieats with peculiar 
tend erne is and diftinchon.” 

“ Having thanked Mis. Demelly for 
her account oi Joanna, in whole eye 
glittered the piccious f pearl of fympathy, 

I took my leave, and went to my lodg- 
ing in a ftale of fadnefs and ftupeta&ion.. 
However hilling, and like the flile of 
i. nuance, this ri lation may appear to lome, 
i: is ncvirti.ilcis a genuine account, and, 
cii that icon, may not be entirely unin- 
ktiliing to my renders. " 

C.ipi. btedman mentions, in a note at 
the bottom ot the page, that, in Surinam, 
ir .» mother be in llavtry, her offspring 
ore hir mailer’* property, ftiould th^ir 
lather be a prince, Uriels he obtains them 
by puich..le. We apprehend that this 
regulation ii» univ< i lal wherever llavcry 
r> eliabliflied. Tile narrative above 
cited i ornamented by a whole-length 
reprefcntation of Joanna, in which both 
tlu lo\u and rhe artifl have laboured with 
inimitable iureeis. 

In the Fifth Chapter a circumflance is 
detailed which Ihews that, however harfh 
the treatment ot the llaves may occafion- 
ai!y he at Surinam, yet, on the whole, 
rh. pi inter* me not Ion y to favour them, 
wl i.iit mav ’oeilone by riansterring their 
h.m'.llnpb to utneis. This proves, we’ 
llioiiki : lin.R., tu it of wanton cruelty po- 
• !.i v will, 'mr the moll part, pievent the 
parpen .men. 

“ hive oi fix bailors now were buried 
every day, beienging to the mcrchant- 
lhipo, wiiole lamentable fate I cannot 
pais t?y unnoticed, bung a£hially uled 
write than the negroes in this feui clung 
climate, wIku, btlides rowing large 
flat-bottomed baiges up and down the 
river, day and night, for coU'ae, lugar, 
&c. and beyig expokd belides to the bur- 
ning- lun and heavy rains-, and flowing 
the above commodities in a hold hot 
as 4n oven, they are obliged tq row fever/ 

upftart 
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upftart planter to his eftate at a call, 
which faves the gentleman fo many ne- 
groes, and for which they receive, in re- 
turn, nothing — many time! not fo much 
as amouthfuf of meat and drink; palli- 
ating hunger and thirft by begging from 
the flaves a few bananas or plantains ; 
eating oranges, and drinking water, 
which, in a little time, relieves them from 
every complaint, by flipping them off to 
eternity. In every ^>art of the cAlony 
they are no better *tieated, but, like 
horfes, they mult (having unloaded the 
veflcls) drag the commodities to the dil- 
tant Itore-houfes, being bathed in fweat, 
and bullied with bad language, fometimes 
with blows ; while a tew negroes are 
ordered to attend, but not to work, by 
the direction of their mailers, whiefi 
many would willingly do to relieve the 
droopiftg Tailors,* to whom this ulage 
mult be exceedingly difheartening and 
galling. The planters even employ 
thofe men to paint their houlcs, clean 
their lafli-winefows, and do numbulels 
other menial offices, for which a feam.m 
was never intended. All this is done 
to lave the work of their negroes ; while 
by this ufage thou lands are fwtrpt to the 
giave, who, in the line of their protellion 
«done, might have lived for many years ; 
i*)r dare the Weft India captains to re- 
fufe their men, without incurring the dif- 
plealure of the planteis, and feeing their 
lliips rot in the harbour without a load- 
ing ; nay, I have heaid a Tailor fervently 
wifh he had been born a negro, and beg 
to be employed ainongft them in cultivat- 
ing a cdffee plantation." 

Admit the truth of the fafts above 
ftated in their full extent (and there is no 
feafon to call them in queltion), and then 
fay whether flaves are the only objects of 
a juft man’s companion ; and whether 
Kuropeans and Fieemen are not often 
plunged in deeper and more pungent dif- 
treii*. 

Soon after his arrival our author was 
attacked by a violent fever, in confe- 
quence of an intemperate and diflipated 
courle of life in a very unhealthy ditnate. 
In this calamity he was treated with great 
k inducts and humanity by many of the in- 
habitants of Surinam. But he attributed 
his recovery chiefly to the good offices 
and tenter nurling of Joanna, who, hear- 
ing^of his malady, came, with one of her 
to offer her fcrvices. By her un- 
iting cart and attention he had the 
good fortune to regain his health and 
fbirits in a g: vat mealiire ; at lea(J, fo 
far A to take an airing in the carriage of 
a friend. 


“ Till this time," fays o«r author# 
I had chiefly been Joanna's friend ; but 
now I began to feel I was her captive. 
I renewed my wild propofals of purcha- 
fing, educating, and transporting her 
Eui ope; which, though offered with the 
mod perfect fincerity, were by her re- 
jected, with this humble declaration : 

“ I am born a low contemptible' (lave. 
Were you to treat me with too much at- 
tention, yob my ft degrade yourfelf with 
all your friends and relations ; while the 
pure hale of my freedom you will find ex- 
penlive, difficult, and apparently impoffi- 
ble. Yet, though a Have, I have a foul, 
I 'hope, not inferior to that of an Euio- 
pcan ; and blulh not to avow the regard I 
retain for you, who have diftinguifhed 
me it> jruich above all others of my un- 
happy birth. You have, Sir, pitied me ; 
anil now, independent of every other 
thought, I lhall have pride in throwing 
myielf at your feet, till fate Dial! part 
us, or my conduit become fuch as to give 
you ^aule lo banilh me from your pre- 
fence." 

“This flie uttered with a downcaft 
look, and tears dropping on her heaving 
boiom, wl^ile fne held her companion by 
the hand. 

“ Froyn that inftant this excellent crea- 
tine was mine ; — nor had lever caufe to 
repent of the Iti p I had taken, as will ap- 
pear more particularly in th§ courle of 
this narrative. 

“ I cannot omit toiecord, that having 
purchaied for her prefents to the value of 
twenty guineas, l was the next day great- 
ly aftoniihed to lee all my gold returned 
upon my table ; the charming Joanna 
having carried ever*' article back to the 
merchants, who *.hcu fully returned 'her 
the money.

* cation of a v^ork which has long 
been a defidcratum to ftudents j a work 
which communicates the important dilco- 
veries in natural knowledge in an enter- 
taining manner, and which presents to 
gencial readeis an eafy explanation of the 
mo ft curious phenomena which conti- 
nually fall under the obiervation of man- 
kind. To acquire inch information is 
not only agreeable, but profitable, as by 
Brewing the connexion, utility, and mu- 
tual dependance of the works oi the Cre- 
ator, it converts idle wonder into devout 
admiration, and raifes an impregnable 
bulwark againil the aflaults of atheiim. 

Dr. G. commences his work with a 
general account of the properties of mat- 
ter, and concludes the Firlt Book with the 
fubjeft ofmagnetilin. In the Second Book 
the nature and properties of that affive 
and univerfal agent, heat, or fire, are 
confidered. After giving a hiftory of 
opinions and dilcoveries, both ancient 
and modern, with refpeft to fire, he com- 
pletes the fubje& by a full account of the 
doftrines by which Dr. Black of Edin- 
burgh has defervedly gained fo much re- 
putation. In the Third Book the difeo- 
veries i dative to light and colours are 
brought down to the prelent time. In 
explaining the laws of vifton, the eye is 
confidered as an optical inftrument, which 
gives occasion to remark fuch defers in 
that organ as may be relieved by glafles. 
The ftru&ure of the various forts of mi- 
crofeopes and telefcopes is confidered, 
and the principles are explained on which 
thefe inftruments are capable of improv- 
ing lb wonderfully the powers of vifion. 
This book contains many pleafing rela- 
tions refpelting the more ftriking phe- 
nomena of light and colours, The lufc-

jeft of Coptics is treated with accuracy 
and ability, but in fame parts will prove 
rather unintcrefting to per Ions not ac- 
quainted with the mathematics. The 
Fourth Book treats of electricity and 
electrical phenomena, thunder and light- 
ning, ^aterlpouts, meteors, the aurora bo- 
realis, See. The Fifth Bock relates to air,- 
and is particularly important. 

On the dilcoveries which have been 
made withAfpeft to the properties of the 
elaitic fluids principally depend thole 
vnlf impnJvements in chemical ami phi- 
lofophical knowledge which have for fame 
yean, palf lb much engaged the # attentior» 
of icientific men. We have no hefitation 
in laying that the work before us con- 
tains the bed' account of the different fpc- 
cies of air which has yet been prefenred 
to the public. In this book are included 
th? elalticity and weight of the atmo- 
fphere, wi th ihei^ more remarkable cffe&s, 
the nature of foulfll, the caufes of 
winds, and the atmolpherical phenomenal 
together with an account ot the prognof- 
tics of the weather, as fai a* they have 
been afeertained. It alfo explains the 
principles on which balloons afeend into 
the higher regions of the atmofpherc. 

Minerals are tiie fubjefl of the Sixth 
Book, which leads to the itrullurc of the 
earth, and the ftriking effeCls ot volca- 
noes and earthquakes. In this part of 
the work the new chemical doflrines are 
better applied in explain^ the changes 
which mineral fubltances undergo than , 
we have yet feen. Water is the fubjefb 
of the Seventh Book, and from the vari- 
ous lfates and circuinftances in which it 
is found, forms an interefting fubjcil: 
of enquiry. The Eighth Book treats, 

\ tetty largely, of vegetation, the ftruc- 
ture of vegetables, and the properties of 

K vege 
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vegetable fubftanccs. The Ninth Book, 
for almoft the whole of which our author 
acknowledges himfelf indebted to Dr. 
Belcher, ol Maidftone, treats of the flruc- 
ture and funfHons of animals. Ti.c ana- 
tomical part is accurate, but in feme 
parts more minute, than, perhaps, the 
plan of the work required. The phyfio- 
iogy is entertaining, and might have? 
been prolonged with advantage. The 
Tenth and laft book gives a concife and 
judicious vitvv of the human mind. That 
thcDc.flor has not embraced the pernicious 
tenets of what is called the New Philo lo- 
phy, will appear from the Mltwing ex- 
traft : 

‘‘That the doflrine of the aflbeiation of 
ideas fhould, in the mind of any vi {ionary 
writer, have ever been conne&cd with 
the fatal neceflity of human a£thn§, is, 
I confefs, to me a matter of furprize. 
Miferable, indeed, mult be the ftate of 
man, if he was endued with no power 
of regulating or directing the train of 
his ideas j if they mu ft flow tor ever in 
one neceflary, unbroken channel,* or if 
external objects alone were to dictate to 
us what to think. It is obvious, that if 
this was the cale, there could be no va- 
riety, and fcarcely any change in the pur- 
fuits of men : the thoughts mult flow 
from each other in one unintcuupted ie- 
ries, and man could not be an accounta- 
ble, and l'cjrcely a rational cicaluic. 


“It is, however, plain, that we have a 
power of interrupting the train of thought, 
of dwelling more intenfely upon particular 
ideas, and even of occauonally diverting 
our reflettioA and contemplations into 
new channels $ and this power alone is 
fufticient, in my 'opinion, to conltitute 
man a free agent*. Indeed, thole au- 
thors who contend moft for the do&rine 
of a fatal neceflity are among the flrft 
to recommend an application to lludy and 
the cultivation of tne mindj whereas, if 
the mind is endued ‘with no fpontaneous 
energy whatever, no felf-dire&ing agen- 
cy, lurely inch a recommendation is in- 
confident and ahfurd f. 

“ On any queftion ofierious importance, 
analogical realoning fhould be admitted 
with the utmoft caution ; and yet a fenfe- 
lefs and puerile analogy has been called in 
to the aid of an argument, which cannot 
be fupported by poiitive proof. Motive 
and aaion in morals, have been compar- 
ed te caufe and eflett in phyfics f. That 
feme motive in the mind precedes every 
human action is certain, and thus far the 
analogy is juft ; but the motive may as 
well be in the will itfelf, as the mere re- 
fult of any external caufe. If, indeed, 
the analogy was true in all its parts, a 
human being would be altogether as lub- 
ject to the laws of inei t matter as a block 
of marble or of wood. Whatever Os 
fubjeft to an abfolute r^gceflity, can never 


“ * It is impoflible to obferve, without a fmile, men boafling of being the difciples of Mr. 
Locke, who have apparently never itad a page of his writings, oi, if they have .ooked into 
them, have evidently mifunderftood them. With how much juftice this real phdofopher is 
reprefented as a favourer of the abfurdities of the fatalifts, will appear from the following 
paflage ; “ This at leaft (fays Mr. Locke) I think evident, that we find in otirfelves a 

power to begin or forbear, continue or end fevcral a&ions ol our rmnd-., and motions of our 
bodies, hr.rely by a tNtught’or pieftrcnce of the mind ordering, or, as it were, commanding 
the doing er not doing fuch or luch a particular adhon. Tins powti which the nund has 
thus to oidtr the confidcration of any idea, or the forbearing to confider it, or to prefer the 
motion of aijy pat^ of the body to its left, and vice verja , in any particular inlt«nce, is what 
we call the will.”

“ f If theie is no degree of freedom or fpontaneity in human adlions, what is meant by 
the word* deliberation, piudtr^', and judgment? If the opinion of the fatalifts is true, 
our inteiicrence in any matter or aftion 1^- fuptiflucus ; and yet who is there that does nol 
ptreeive, tl.at the courfe of adanverous diftafe n.ay he impeded by the calling in of a phyfi- 
C.an? a mattei whuli wate’nbiMy witfi^the choice of the patient himftlf. 

“ J 'i he arguments by which theathufts have attempted to prove this analogy are the 
moft abfurd and puerile that can well be imagined. “ Every effedt,*’ fay they, “ muft pro. 
eccd from foine qpd fins caui^muft Le dependent on another.*’ The diredt cundufion 
from this i<, “ ttu: there is no where any origin or beginning of motion, but every thing is 
nectflanly produced by an tttinal ch.un of caufes and effects, without any independent ori- 
gin." Such reafomng a* this exadtly reftmblca that of the Indian, who fuppofea the caith to 
reft on a crocodile, the croct djle on an elephant— but what does the elephant reft on ? In 
iadr , to compare the operat ons of the mind to any of thequalities of matter, is to compare, 
Di. Claike obferves, a fqua*c to the co’our of blue, or a triangle to a found. It is like 
the blind man, who, being aflud what idea he bad of Jc*rkt 9 faid, he fancied it moft be 
farthing tike the found of a drum. • 
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be the Incipient caufe, or the beginning 
of motion or aft ion of any kind ; it mult 
• be altogether under the command and di- 
region of external objeft^j it muft be 
altogether inert or paiffve, having no 
principle of action in itlelf. On this ac- 
count, as I before intimated, there would 
be much more uniformity in the actions 
"of men, if they were fubjeft to a fatal 
influence, than there appears to be ; there 
would be no difficulty in deciding Vhat 
muft be their condflft in any given cir- 
cumftances. 

“ A Ireedom of deliberating, chufing, 
and determining upon things, is what 
eveiy man feels in himfelf*. It is the 
dilate of nature and common fenfe ; one 
of the firft perceptions we have of the 
operations of our own minds* It does not 
lie with u's, therefore, to prove, that the 
human mind is free ; but it lies with the 
opponents of liberty to piuve that it is 
nu free ; and this ought to be done upen 
direft, politive, expel imental evidence; 
and not upon fanciful analogies or con- 
jecture. 

“The only argument which the fatalifls 
have ever been able to adduce, which at 
all bears upon the point, is this — that 
men aft from motives, and thele motives 
are dependent upon lituation and extennl 
ebreum (lances. This, then, is really 
the point at iflue between the tataliih, 
and the advocates for the free agency of 
man. The former fuppofe the in- 
fluence of motives fiom external cauies 
to be abfolute and unlimited ; the latter 
allow the influence of motives to a certain 
extent, but they deny that it Is abiolute 
and unlimited. 

“ In the prelent date of human know- 
ledge, it is, indeed, a ipccies of dogma- 
thin not to be enduicd, to pretend pre- 
cilely to aicertain how far the influence 
of external motives extends over the 
mind of man. That external cauies 
fhould have a certain weight and influence 
with us, is certainly^confiltent with the 
wifdom of Divine Providence, and con-* 
fillent with that order and regularity 
which he has every where ellablilned. If 
men were to aft entirely independent of 
all influence from external cauies and 
circumftanccs, the world would be an 
entire fccne of confufion and di fol- 
der ; if, on the contrary, they were en- 
dued with no power .of choice or deli- 
beration, *the whole would be an inani- 


mate uniform mafs, flibjeft to Certain and 
definite laws, as much as inert matter. 
In thi^ therefore, the fame happy medium 
appeal to be eftablifhed as in other in- 
fiances. Man, from his natural relation 
to external things, from that wonderful 
connexion which cxilts between the body 
^nd the mind, is fubjeft to a certain in- 
fluence from lituation and circumftances ; 
but there is Hill in his own mind a power 
of reflecting, deliberating, and deciding 
upon his motives and conduft. 

“ Another argument in favour of fata- 
lity is deduced lrom the prelcience of-the 
Deity. “If God foreknows all things 
(it is alleged), then every event mU ft be 
predetermined." But this argument 
rclls upon the fame prefumptuous foun- 
dation as the preceding, which would 
politivcly determine the precife degree of 
influence that external cauies mull have up- 
on the mind ofman. Degmatiliu certainly 
never was the road to truth, and is utterly 
inconfillent with that inodefty and humi- 
lity, which is the very chaiafteriltic of a 
real Philolopher. The prelcience of the 
Deity ' Who will dare to fay that he is 
able to define it ? Who will dare to al- 
lege that be underftands every particular 
ciicumftance and attribute of the Divine 
exigence b To fay that God cannot ex- 
ert hi his own powers in that way which is 
mull agreeable to the ends that infinite 
wiidom propolis, and infinite goodneis 
would diftate, is to define and limit om- 
nipotence ! and to affirm ^hat God can- 
not constitute man a free agent, cannot in 
this inllance dil'penle with his own pre- 
sence, is to lay, that God is not omni- 
potent. This was long my own opinion j 
and 1 was happy to And it confirmed by 
the excellent and judicious Dr. Henry 
More, whole fentiments on this fubjeft 
were pointed out to me by a {fiend. “ k 
is true (lays he) we cannot otherwile 
think of God’s forr-kno r zviedge > but as 
being’ every way clear and perfeft, and 
without poflibil^y of error, as to thofe 
objefts about which he judges or pro- 
nounces. And iurely he does always 
judge and determine or things according 
as they are ; that is to lay, of a contin- 
gent thujg as it is qpntM^ent ; .and of a 
neceflary thing as it is neceflary. W he net 
it comes to pafs, that thofe things which 
are contingent and proceed from a free 
principle of afting, are allowed to be Ilea 
by God’s conlent.

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“ But not to confine God 'domnifcience 
within narrower, nor afcribc to it wider 
bourn’s than we do to his omnipotence, 
which all iuppoie to be an ability to do 
whatever implies not a contradiction j let 
ns diipatch the difficulty in a tew words, 
by laying, that th* fore -knowledge of 
crntingtnt efFeCts, which proceed from ^ 
j>ce principle of ail tne, does cither im- 
ply a contradiction, or it does not. If 
it does imply a contiadi£lioi\ then <fuch 
effects are not the obic.Ts of God’* om- 
ni/imiLt , nor determined by it, nor 
rightly fuppotVd to be determined at all. 
But it it dees not imply a contradiction, 
then we actually coniefs, that tlrjtne 
prefci'na, and human fret - will, are not 
inconfiftent, but that they may Hand to- 
gether. , 

“Thcmoft dec ifive argument, hftwever, 
flgainlt the fatalilts, is, the extravagant 
c r.clufions to which this gloomy and 
ocmroi dels doCtrinc leads, and the hor- 
rible c on Icq lienees which aic attached to 
it. It man is a ncc/Jfv regent, he cannot 
padlibly be an accountable being j foV liovv 
prepottercus is the thought, how incon- 
tinent would it be with every pi inciplc 
of juftice, to punifh any being whatever, 
or in any degree, for what he coifld not ha\ e 
avoided ? In a theological view, therefoic, 
this doClrine appeals »to conduft diieC’tly 
to atheiiin ; tor vve cannot conceive of 
the Deity yji fuch a manner as to iuppoie 
him wantonly cruel or unjnft. To lay 
that future punifhmcnts ate not to be (as 
the orthodox party conceive) tteinal in 
theii duration, does not umove the dif- 
ficulty j to punifh ,u all for involuntary 
offences, is aui.lt) and injufticc. The 
iyftem ot t ice agency, on, the contrary, 
is confident with dtl the atnibutes of 
God, and is highly confolatoiy and in- 
llruCHve to man. This ivliein refts upon 
tile cleareft •bans of juitiee. Man is 
created free ; lie has good and evil placed 
before him, with the ftrongeft and muff 
conciliating motives in the Chriftian dif- 
penfatioi: to purlue the oifc, and to avoid 
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the other. If he perverfely takefr the 
wrong courfe, and proves incorrigibly 
wicked, every principle of realon and^ 
equity fanfli^ns the juftice of his pu- 
nifiunent. Into, the nature of that punifh- 
ment, it is not my prelent bufinels to en-t 
quire. It will doubtlel's be fuch as to 
latisfy infinite juftice, yet tempered by 
the fwcet and l'alutaiy exercifeot irifinite 
mercy. 

“ Jf the divine laws are tlms outraged 
by the prepofteious bypothefis of a fatal 
necefiity, human laws, I fear, will not 
ftand upon a mftch firmer foundation. 
To punifh any criminal for an error 
which he could not avoid, is certainly 
not only cruel, but wicked in the ex- 
treme j and yet fuch mull be the cafe,' if 
the doctrine of the fatalifts is true *. 

w On the whole, it is the part of true 
philofophy to avoid eqvally the dangerous 
extremes of an arrogant dogmatifm, which 
profeftes, like the ignorant opponents of 
Sociates, to know every thing, and of 
that perplexing fcepticiim which would 
deprive the human underft muling of capa- 
city and intelligence. As finite beings, 
many fails arc neceflarily placed beyond 
tlie teach of our relearches. They arc 
neither flitted to our faculties, nor our 
lit u at ion in this life ; and where we have 
no baiis of fail on which tc reifon, erro g r 
will generally be the conllquencc of our .

V. Traniaftions at Clowey, 
and on our journey, till our arrival at 
the Copper-mine iViver.— 44 During our 
itay at Clowey we were joined by up- 
wards of five hundred Jndians from dif- 
ferent quarters, moft of whom built 'ca- 
ntos at this place j bift as I wa p , under 
the protection of a principal man, no 
one offered to moleft me, nor can I lay 
they were very clamorous for any thing 
I had. This was undoubtedly owing to 
Matonabbec’s informing them of my 
true fituation, which was, that I had 
not, by any means, fufticicnt neceffaries 
formyfelf, much let's to give away. In 
the night (of the 28th of May, 1771) 
one of Matonabbce’s wives and another 
woman eloped.. It was fuppofed they 
went off to the Eafhvard, in order to 
meet their former hulhands, from whom 
they had been lbme *time befoie taken by 
force. This affair made mere noife and 
buttle than I could have fuppofed $ and 
Matonabbee feemed entirely di icon cu ted, 
and quite inconfolable for the lois of Iris 
wife. She was certainly by far the hand- 
foir»ft of all his flock, of a moderate 
fwe, and had a fair complexion ; Ihe ap- 
paiently poflett'ed a x mild temper, and very 
engaging manners. In faft, flie feemed 
to have every good quality that could be 
expected in a Northern Indian woman, 
and that could render her an agreeable 
companion to an inhabitant of this part 
of the world. She had not, however, 
appeared happy in her late fituation, and 
chole rather to be the foie wife of a 
fpright 1 y young fellow of no no^fchough 
very capable of maintaining WQ, than 
to have the feventh or eighth lhare of the 
affeftion of the gieateftman in the coun- 
try. 

“ I am forry to mention an incident 
which happened while we were building 
the canoes at Clowey, and which by no 
means does honour to Matonabbee : it 
is no lei’s a crime than that of having 
aftually Itabbed the hulband of the above 
mentioned girl in three places, and, had 
it not been for timely affittance, would 
certainly have murdered him, for no 
other reafon than becaufe the poor man 
had fpoken*difrefpeftfully of him for 
having taken away his wile by force. 
The cool deliberation with which Mato- 
nabbee committed this bloody aftio# 


convinced fne it had been a long prenie- 
ditated defign j for he no l’ooner neard of 
the man’s arrival, than he opened one 
of his |vives bundles, and with the 

f reateft compofure took out a new long- 
andled knile, went into the man’s tent* 
and, without any preface whatever, took 
him by the collar, and began to execute 
hft horrid defign. The poor man, anti- 
cipating his danger, fell on his face, and 
called ior affiance, but before any could 
be had he received three wounds in the 
back ; fortunately for him, they all hap- 
pened on the fhoulder-blade, lb that his 
life was lpared. Whe-n Matonabbee 
returned to his tent, after committing 
this horrid deed, he fat down as com- 
poledly as if nothing had happened, called 
for water to wafh his bloody hands and 
knife, Tmoked his pipe as ulual, feemed 
to be perfectly at tale, and aiked if I 
did not think he had done right ? — It ha$ 
ever been the cuftom among thofe people 
for the men to wrettle for any woman to 
whom they are attached, and, of courfe, 
the ftroJigeft party always carries off the 
prize t A weak man, unlels he be a 
good hunter, and well-beloved, is feldom 
permitted to keep a wife that a ftronger 
man thinks vforth his notice ; for at anv 
time when the wives of thofe ifrong 
wrettlers art heavy-laden either with furs 
or provifions, they make no fciuple of 
tearing any other man's wife fjem his 
bottom, ami make her bear a part of his 
luggage. This cultom prevails through- 
out all their tribes, and caufes a great 
lpirit of emulation among their youth f 
who are upon all occalions, from theii 
childhood, trying their ftrength and fkil* 
in wieffling. This enables them to pro- 
reft their property, fcnd particularly* 
their wives, from the hands of thole 
powerful raviffiers, fome of whom make 
aim oft a livelihood by taking yhat they 
pleatte from the weaker parties, without 
making them any return. Indeed, it it 
reprefented as an aft of great generojity* 
if they condei'cend to make an unequal 
exchange j as, in general, abufe and in- 
lull are the only return for the lofs which 
is iuftained. 

lt The way in which they tear the 
women an^ other property from one ano- 
ther, though it has the appearance of 
the great eft brutality, can fcarcely bo 
called fighting: I never knew any of 
them receive the leaft hurt in thefe ren- 
contres ; the whole bufmefs confifts in 
handling each other. about by the hair of 
the head $ they are feldom known either 
to ftrike or kick one another, lt is not 
lincoiqmon 
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.uncommon for one of them to cut ofF his 
hair, anti to greafe his ears, immediately 
before the conteft begins. This, how- 
ever, is done piivatel^ ; and it *is lome- 
times truly laughable to lee one of the 
parties drafting about with an air of 
importance, and calling out, “ Where 
is he ? why does he not come out ? c " 
when the other will bolt out with a 
clcan-ihorned head andgreaied cajo, rufli 
on his antagonift, feizc hire by th£ hair, 
and, though perhaps a much weaker man, 
ioon drag him to the groi while the 
ftrouger is not able to’ lav hoM on him. 
It is very frequent on thole occaiicns for 
each party to have Ipies, to w.itch the 
other's motions, which puts them more 
on a footing of equality. For want of 
hair to pull, they feize each olheir about 
the wailt, with legs wide extended, and 
try their Hrength, by endeavouring to 
vie who can firil throw the other down." 

BAD QUALITIES OF THE NORTHERN 

INDIANS. ^ 

Their difpofltions arc in general 
morofe and covetous, ard they lean to 
be entirely unacquainted even with (he 
name of girtitude. The are forever 
pleading poverty, even among them (elves, 
and when tiiey \ i fi t the factory, thcie is 
net one of them that has not a thoufmd 
wants. When any real du.refiul ohjcfls 
prefuit tW 'in lei \ ls at the Company's fac- 
tory, they uie always relieved with 
victuals, deaths. medicines, and every 
other neccflai y» gratis; and, in return, 
they indraft eveiy one of their country- 
men how to behave in order to obtain the 
fame cha: Iry . Thus, it is very common 
to lec both men and women come to the 
fort hair naked, when either the level e 
cold in winter, or the extreme trouble- 
fomcnefs of the flies in fu miner, , make it 
neccfiary for tvery part to be covered. 
On tholl ctcafions they aie feldom at a 
lofs for a piaufibie dory, which they re- 
late as the cccalion of their dill refs (whe- 
ther real or pretended), bud never fail to 
interlard their liiltoi y with plenty of 
fighs, tears, and groans, lomeiimes af- 
fcfting to he lame, and even blind, in 
order to excite pity. Indeed, I know of 
no people that have more cortfnand of 
their paflions on fuch occafions ; and in 
this lefpeft the women exceed the men, 
as I can affirm with tiuth : I have feen 
fame of them with one fide of the face 
bathed in lean, while the other has ex- 
hibited a fig.ii'icant fmile. Falie pre- 
faces for obtaining charity are fo com- 
mon jmong thofc ‘people, and fo often 


detefted, that the Governor is frequently 
obliged to turn a deaf ear to many who 
apply for relief ; for if he did not, he 
might giveaway the whole of the Com- 
pany’s goods, and by degrees all the^ 
Northern tribe would make a trade of 
begging, inftaui of bringing furs to 
purthale what they want. It may be 
truly laid, that they poflcls a confiderahle 
degree of deceit, and are very complete 
adepts in 'the art tf flattery, whip h they 
never fparc as long *.s they find it conduces 
to their intcreft, but not a momebt 
longer. They take care always to feem 
attached to a new Governor, and flatter 
lus piide by telling him that they look 
up to him as the father of their tribe, 
on whom they can fately place their de- 
pendancc ; and they never fail to depre- 
ciate the gencrolitv of his predecelfor, 
however ex ten five that might have been, 
however humane or difinterefted his con- 
duct ; and if afperfing the old, and flat- 
tering the new Governor, has not the 
defied cfi eft in a realisable time, they 
rcpieiuit him as the woift of charafters, 
and tell him to his face that he is the 
m«*ft cruel ol m«v. ; that he has no feel- 
ing ror the diitrelles of their tribe, and 
that many have peiilhed for want of pro- 
per alii dance (which, if it be true, is only 
the want of humanity among themielve^) ; 
and then they boaft c f having received 
ten times the favours and pre lent s from 
his predeceflbr. It is remarkable, that 
thole aie mod lavilh in their prailcs, who 
h ive never either deferved or received any 
favours from him. In time, however, 
this language alio ceafes, and they aie 
perfectly reconciled to the man whom 
they would willingly have made a fool, 
and lay, “ he is no child, and not to be 
deceivedky them." 

“ T^BkdifFer fo much from the red 
of mankiTO, that harlh uncourtcous ulhge 
feems to agree better with the generality 
of them, particularly the lower claflj, 
than mild treatment ; for if the lead re- 
fpeft Ue fliewn them, it makes them in- 
tolerably info lent 5 and though lome of 
their leaders may be exempt from this im- 
putation, yet there afe few even of them 
who have ienfe enough to let a proper 
value on the favours and indulgences 
which are granted to them while they 
remain at the Company's faftorics, or 
elfewhere within their territories. Ex- 
perience has convinced me, that by keep- 
ing a Northern Indian at a didance, lie 
may be made ferviceable both to himlelf 
and the Company ; hut by giving liiii^ 
till lead indulgence at the faftqry, lie 
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will grow indolent, inactive, and trou- 
blefome, and only contrive methods to 
tax the generality of an European. 

44 The greateft par£ of thefe people 
‘ never t fail to defraud Europeans when- 
ever it is in their power, and take every 
method to overreach theuLin the way of 
trade j they will difguife their periods 
and change their names in order to defraud 
them of their lawful debts, which they 
are lometimes permitted to cqptraft at 
the Company's Ja&ory j and all debts 
that are outftanaing at the fucceftion of 
a new Governor are entirely loft, as they 
always declare, and bring plenty of wit- 
nefles to prove, that they were paid long 
before, but that their name's had been 
forgotten to be ftruck out of the book. 

** Notwit hftand ingali thofe bad qualities, 
they are the mildelt tribe of Indians that 
trade at any of t|pr Company's fettlements,

SIR WILLIAM JONRS, 

PNE OF HIS MAJESTY’S JUDGES OP 

THE SITRSME COURT OF BENGAL. 

This Ic%rtied man perhips owed his 
great and extenfive application of mind 
to a particular accident. He was natu- 
rally of a very lively difpolition. On 
fitting one day under a pear-tree in the 
yard of the boariling-houfe at Harrow, 
where he was at fchool, fome of the 
fr^pit 'fell off, and there was a general 
fcramble of the hoys that were near the 
tree for it ; — poor young Jones had his 
thigh broken in the prcls, arid was di- 
rectly conveyed to bed, where he lay 
for a leng time, and contracted a love of 
reading from the books that were 
brought to airiufe him. 

Sir William gave an ample tefti- 
mony in his belief of Chriftianity J * n a 
blank leaf of one„of his Arabic MSS. 
His defence of the Chronology of Mo- 
fes, againft the wild fyftems of the 
Eattern Philolophers, is prelcrvcd in 
the Afiatic Tranfadtions. The laft a# 
of his life was an aft of homage to the 
Supreme B^ing, who, in kindnefs to 
mankind, afforded them a dilpenfation 
of his will, and brought life and immor- 
tality tn light. Sir William died in a 
kneeling attitude in his clofet, with his 
hands clafped together, and his eyes 
turned up towards Heaven. * 

Sir William Jones's opinion of the 
Bible was written at the end of one be- 
longing to him, as follows : 

44 I have regularly and attentively 
read thefe Holy Scriptures, and am of 
opinion, that this Volum^ indepen- 
dently of its divine origin, contains 
more fublimiiy and beauty, more pure 
morality, moie important biftory, and 
finer llrains of poetry and elocuence, 
than can be collt&ed from all other 
books, in whatever age or language 
they may have been composed.” 

In- Sir William Jones, India has loft 
her greateft ornament, the Commenta- 
tor of her Poetry, the Inveftigator of her 
Hiftnry, and the JElucidaror of her An- 
tiquities, her L^ws, her Manner*, and 
her Opinions. His lofs may be confi- 
dered as a public loft ; and the Haft In- 
dia Company, to whom he w,as fo va- 
» luable and fo honourable a fervant, feem 
bound in gratitude to ere£t a Statue to 
him in the Cathedral «f St. Paul* in 
London, the appropriate Biicifh Temple

The Underfigntd is charged to tranf- 
mit to the MiniftCr of Foreign Affairs 
the inclofed Memorial, containing the 
propofals of his Court, with rcipeft to 
the application of the general principle 
already eftabliftied, as the bafts of the 
Ncgociation for Peace. 

He will, with rhe utmoft readinefs, 
enter with that Minifter into every ex- 
planation which the ftatt and progrefs of 
the Ncgociation will allow, and he will 
i^t fail to enter into the difeuifion of 
thefe Propofttions, or of any Contre- 
Piojet which may be tranfmitted to 
him on the part of the Execmive 
Directory, with that franknefs and that 
fpirit of conciliation which correfpond 
with the juft and pacific intentions of 
his Court.

The principle, already eflablifhed, as 
the baft® of the Negotiation, by thecon- 
fent of the two Governments, is founded 
on Reftitutions to be made by His Bri- 
tannick Majcfty to France, incomptnfa- 
tion for the arrangements to which that 
Power may confent, in order to latisfy 
the juft pretenftons of the Allies of the 
King, and to preferve the political 
balance of Europe. 

In order to accompli In -thefe Objects, 
in the manner the moft comjpleat, and 
to offer a freib proof of the ftncerity of 
hiswilhea for the re-eftablilhtaent of 
general tranquillity, His Majefty would 
propofe, that there Ihould be givej to 
W<fL.

II. With regard to the other Julies 
of His Britannic Majefty, His M%fty 
demands, that there be referred' to Her’ 
Majefty the Emprefs of all thflRuffiaa, 
a full and unlimited power c(f taking 
part in this Negotiation, whenever fbe ! 
ifiay think fit, or tf acceding to the 
Definitive Treaty, and thereby return- 
ing to a ftate of Peace with France., 

Ill His Majefty alfo derqpjads, th^ 
Her Moft Faithful Majefty may be com* 
prehended in this Negociation, and may ' 
return to a ftate of peace with France, 
without any ceflion or burthenfpme coQf 
dition on either fide. 

IV. On thefe conditions^ His Majefty 
offers to France the entire and unre- 
ferved reftitution. of all the Conquefts 
which Jie has made on that Power in 
the EilTand Weft Indies, propofing at 
the fame time that a mutual underftand- 
ing Ihould be eftablifhed as to the 
means of fee u ring for the future the 
tranquillity of the two Nations, and of 
confolidating, as much as po$W<£ tfle 
advantages of their refpe&ive poffeftiocs. 
Hi® Msjcfty offers, in. Uka manner,

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the reftitution of the Wands of St. Fierre 
and Miquelon, and of the Fifhery of 
Newfoundland, on the footing of the 
Status ante Bdlum. 

But if, in addition to this, His Majefty 
were to wave the right, given to him 
by the exprefs ftipulationsof the Treaty 
of Utrecht,' of oppofing the ceffion of* 
the Spamfti part of St. Domingo to 
France, His Majefty would then de- 
mand, in return for ttys cohceilion, a 
compenfation, which might fecure, 
at leaft in fome degree, the mainte- 
nance of the balance of the refpe£tive 
polTeifions in that part of the world. 

V, In all the cafes of ceflions or 
reftitutions, which may come in queftion 
in the courfe of this Negotiation, there 
fhoulcTbe granted on each fidt^, to all 
individuals, the moll unlimited right to 
Withdraw with their families and their 
property, and to fell their land and 
other, immoveable pofleflions \ and 
adequate arrangements fhould alfo be 
made, in the courfe of this Negotiation, 
for the removal of all fequeftrations, 
and for the fatisfa&jon of the juft 
tlaims which individuals on either fide 
may have to make upon thq. refpettive 
Governments.

COKtltfeftTIAL MFMORIAL ON THE 

PEACE WITH SPAIN AND HOL- 
LAND. 

THE Allies of France not having 
hitherto expreffed any defire or difpofi- 
tion to treat with the King, His Ma- 
jefty might have forborne to enter into 
any detail on thgir account ; but in 
order to avoid any details prejudicial 
to the great objett which the King has 
in view, and to accelerate the work of 
a General Peace, ' His Majefty will not 
refute to explain himfclf in the firft 
uiftance on the. points which concern 
thofe Powers, if, then, the Catholic 
King lhould defirc to he comprehended 
in this Ntgociation, or to be allowed to 
accede to the Definitive, Treaty, this 
ir.ov.ld meet with no obfiaclc on the part 
of His Majefty. Nothing having 
hifhei co been conquered hy Either of 
the two So.ercigns from the other, no 
other point could, at the prefent mo- 
ment, come into queftion butthat of the 
re-eftablilhmcnt of Peace, limply, and 
without any reftitution or compenfation 
whatever, except fuch as might polfibly 
refult from the application of the prin- 
«g£|i declared at the end of the fourth 


article of the Me moriai already delivered 
to the Mimfter for Foreign Affairs. 

But if, during the Negociation, any' 
alteration fhoufd take place in the ftate 
of things, in this refpetf, it will thejt 
be proper to agree upon the reftitu- 
tions and eompcnfatlons to he made on 
each fide. 

With regard to the Republic of thf 
United Provinces, His Britannic Majefty 
and hfs Allies find tlfemfe Ives too nearly 
interefted in the political fituation of 
thofe Provinces to be able to confent 
in their favour to the re*eftablifhment 
of the Status ante Bellum as with 
refpeft to territorial puffeflions, unlefs 
Fra nee could, on her, part, reinftate 
them in all refpe£ts in the fame politi- 
cal fituation in which they flood before 
the War. * 

Jf at leaft it were* poflible to re- 
eftablifti in thofe Provinces, agreeably 
to what is believed to be the wifh of -a 
great majority of the inhabitants, their 
ancient Cbnftitution and form of 
Government, his Majefty might then 
he difpofed to relax, in their favour, 
from a very confiderable part of the con- 
ditions on which the prefent flate of 
things obliges him to iniift. 

But if, on the contrary, it is with 
the Republic of Holland, in its prefeijj 
date, that their Britannic and Imperial 
Mnjefties will have to treat, they will 
feel themfilvis obliged to feek in, 
territorial acquilitions, thofe comptnfa- 
t-ons, and that fecurity, which inch a 
ft ate of things will have rendered 
itul'fpenfiblc to them. 

Rellitutions of any kind, in favour 
of Holland, could in that cafe be 
admitted in fo far only as they fhall be 
compenfated by arrangements calcu- 
lated to contribute to the fecurity of the 
Auftrian Netherlands. The means of 
accompliflung this object will be found 
in the ceflions which France has exafied 
in her Treaty of Peace with Holland, 
and the pofleflion of which by that Power 
would in any cafe be abfolutely incom- 
patible with the fecurity of the Auflrtan 
Netherlands, in the handsof his Impe* 
rial Majefty. 

It is on thefe principles that hit 
Britannic Majefty would be ready to* 
treat for the re eftablifbment of Peace 
with Republic of Holland in jts pre- 
fent ftate. The details of fuch a dif- 
cuffion muft ncceflarily lead to the eon- 
fideration of what would be due to the 
intereft and the rights of the Houfe of 
Orange.

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MT lord, Paris , Dec. 20, 1796. 

Mr. Ellis returned here from London 
en Thurfday laft/ the i^th inftanc, at 
five P. M. and delivered to me the 
difpatches No. xi and 12, with which 
he was charged by your Lordlhip. 

Although nothing can be clearer, 
more abl)£ drawn up, or more fatif- 
fa&ory, than the inftru&ions they 
contain, yet as it was of fc the laft 
importance that I Hhould be completely 
matter, of the fubjeft before I law the 
French Minifter, 1 delayed alking for a 
Conference till late on Friday evening, 
with a view that it ttiould not take 
place till Saturday morning. 

He appointed the hour of eleven A. 
M, on that day, and it was near one be- 
fore we parted. Although what is faid 
by M. Delacroftc before he has com- 
municated with the Directory cannot 
be confidered as officially binding, and 
probably may, in the event, be very dif- 
ferent from what I ihall hear when he 
fpeaks to me in their name, yet as it 
is impoffible they ffiould not nearly 
conjc£lure the nature of the overtures 
I ffiould make, and of courfe he pre- 
pared in fome degree for them, it is 
material that your Lordlhip ffiould be 
accurately acquainted with the firft 
impreffions they appear to make on M. 
Delacroix. 

I prefaced what I had to communicate 
with faying, that I now came authorifed 
toenter with him into deliberation upon 
one of the moft important fubjedts that 
perhaps was ever brought into dif- 
cuffion— that its magnitude forbade ail 
JineJfe y excluded all prevarication, fuf- 
pended all prejudices, and that as 1 had 
it in Command to fpeak and adt with 
freedom and truth, I expedted that he, 
on his part, would confidcr thefe as the 
only means, which could or ought to be 
employed if he wiffied.to fee a NegocUr- 
fion, in which the happinefs of millions 
was involved* terminate fuccefsfully. 
That, for greater preefon, and with 
a view to be clearly underttood in what 
1 was about to propofe, I would give 
bim a Confidential Memorial, accompa- 
nied by an Official Note, both of which, 
when "he ha<f perufed them, would 
fpeak. for themfelves. The Memorial 
Contained the .conditions, on the ac- 
Cornpliffiment of which His Majefty 
confidered the rettoration of Peace to 
depend. The Note was expreffive of 
hw Majefty 's readineft to enter into any 
fyyJanauoD required by the pireftory 
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on* the fubjedl, or to receive anyCta/rr* 
Projet , retting on the fame bafts, whicty 
the Directory might be difpofed to givf 
in. That, moreover, I did not he- 
fitare declaring to him, in conformity to 
the principles which I had laid down, 
and^rom which I certainly never ffiouh} 
.depart at any period of the Negocin* 
tion, that I was prepared to anfwer any 
queftions, explain and elucidate any 
poiifts,oq which it was poffible to forefee 
that doubts or mifconceptions c *uld ariie 
on the confideration of thefe Papers. 
And having faid thus much, I had only 
to remark, that I believed, in noftini- 
lar Negociation which had ever taken 
place, any Minifter was authorifed, in 
the firft inftance, to go fo fully intq 
the difeuffion. as I now was— That 1 
was fure neither the truth, of this re- 
mark, nor the mahifeft conclufion to 
be drawn from it, would efcape M. 
Delacroix’s obfervation. 

I then put the two Papers into his 
hands. He began by reading the Note, 
on which of courfe he could only expreft ■ 
fatisfadtion. After perufing the Con- 
jidential Memorial with all the attention 
it deferved, he, after a ffiort paufe.faid, 
that it appeared to him to be liabk 
to infurinountable objedtions j that it 
feemed A him to require much more 
than it conceded, and, in the event, 
not to leave France in a fijuation of 
proportional greatnefs to the Powers* 
of Europe. He faid, the Aft of their 
Conftitution, according to the manner 
in which it tuas interpreted by tbe befi 
Publicijis (and this phrafe is worthy 
remark}, made it impoffible for th«r 
Republic to do what we required. Thr 
Auftrian Netherlands were annexedtdr 
it j they could not be dilpofed of without 
flinging the nation into all theconftifioir 
which muft follow a cpnvecetion of the 
Primary Aflembliesj and he faid, he 
was rather furprifed that Great Bri« 
tain ffiould bring this forward as the 
governing condition of the Treaty, fine?' 
he thought he had, in fome of our late 
conversations, ful I y explained the nature 
of their Conftitution to me. 1 replied, 
that every thing I had heard from him

forehand ; yet that there exifted a Drcit 
public in Europe, paramount to any 
Droit public they might ^hink proper to 
eftabliih within their own dominions ; 
and- that if their Conftitution was 
publickly known, the Treaties exifling, 
between his Majefty and the Empe- 
ror were at leaft equally public, and 
in thefe it was clearly and diftin&ly 
enounced, that the Two Contracting 
Parties reciprocally prom i ft“ nor A) lay 
down their arms without the rcltitution 
cf-all the dominions, territories, & c. 
which may have belonged to either of 
them before the War. That the da»e 
of this ftipulation was previous to their 
annexing the Auftrian Netherlands to 
‘France; and the notoriety of this 
ought, at the very moment when they 
had pafted that Law, to have convinced 
them, thatj if adhered to, it mud prove 
an infurmountable obftaclc to Peace. 
J applied his maxim to the Weft India 
Illands, and to the fettlements in the 
Eaft Indies; and alked him, Whether 
it was expcCted that we were to wave 
our right of poffetfion, and be required 
flill to confider them as integral parts 
of the French Republic which mujl be 
reftorec), and on which no value was 
to be fet in the balance of com pe illa- 
tion ? 1 alfo dated the poffible cafe 

of France paving loft part of wfcat (he 
-• deemed her integraf dominions, inftead 
of having added to them in the courfe of 
the War, and whether then, under the 
apprehended of (till greater Ioffes, the 
•Government, as it was now com po fed, 
ihould conlider itfel? as not Vtfted 
Tvith powers fufficient to fave their 
country from the impending danger, 
by making Peace on tne conditions of 
Sacrificing a portion of their dominions 
to fave the remainder ? M. Delacroix 
ffiid, thip v* t s dating a cafe of neceldty, 
and fuch a mode of reafoning <Jid not 
'attach to the , prefent circujnflances. 
J readily admitted the firft part of thi? 
proportion, but contended, that if the 
power exifted in a cafe of neceflity, 
ft equally exifted in all others, and 
particularly in the cafe before us, dnce 
he hitnfelf had repeatedly told rat thqt 
Pcacegvaa wh^t chi? Country apd 4 s 
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Government wilhed for, and even 
wanted. 

M. Delacroix, in reply, Ihifted his 
ground, and fey a ftring of’ arguments 
founded on premifes calculated for this 
purpofe, attempted to prove, that from 
the relative fituation of the adjacent 
Countries, the prefent Government of 
France would be reprehenlible in the 
extreme, and deferve impeachment, if 
they t*/er fuffered th% Netherlands to be 
feparaced from their dominions; that by 
the partition of Poland, Ruffia, Auftria, 
and Prulfia, had increafed their power 
to a niuft formidable degree; that Eng- 
land, by its conquefts, and by the 
activity and judgment with which it 
governed its Colonies, had doubled its 
ftreiigth. — Your Indian Empire alone, 
faid Nl. Delacroix with vehemence, has 
enabled you to fubfidiie all the Powers 
cf Europe agamft us, and your mo- 
nopoly of trade has put you in pefleftion 
of a fund of inexhauftible wealth. 
His words were : 44 Votre Empire dans 
I'lnJe r vous a fount i les Moyetts de f alary 
toutes les Vuijfances contre nous, et vous 
avtx accapace le Commerce de Mam ere

From the ntcefliry that France Ihould 
keep the Netherlands and the 
Bank of the Rhine for the purpofe of 
prtferving its relative fituation in 
Europe, he pafted to the advantages 
which he contended would refult to the 
other Powers by fucH an addition tq 
the French dominions. Belgium (toule 
his word) by belonging to France, 
uould remove what had been the 
fource of all Wars for two centuries 
paft, and the Rhine, being the natural 
boundary of France, would enfure the 
tranquilliry of Europe for two centuries 
to come.

] muft add, that whtnever I men- 
tioned the reiteration of the Netherlands 
to the Emperor, I always took care 
jt fhould be undcrltood that theft* were 
to be accompanied* byM'uch further 
ceflions as lliould form a competent 
J:ne of defence, amfrthrt France could 
not be permitted to ki.cp poiicllion of 
a'l the intermulute country to the 
Rhine ; and 1 particularly dwelt on 
jthis point, when 1 held ou r the 
bility of admitting an exnnfu^n of the 
jhnnts of fiance on the fule f f Germa- 
yiv. But as the French Minifter no 
Jels ftrcnuoufiv oppoied the reftitutton 
of the Nethci lands to the Emperor 
than I tenurioufly infilled upon it, 
the further ejttenfion of my claim could 
not of courfe become a fubjcCLof argu- 
ment. 

I believe I have now, wph a tolerable* 
degree of accuracy, informed jour 
jLordffiipof all that the French Minifter 
laid on r.iv opening myfeif to him on 
that part of my inftruclionj whicn more 
imrnedi ately relates to Peace between 
Great Bi irain, his Imperial Majtlly, 
and Glance.' It remains with me to 
inform your Lord (hip what puffed be- 
tween us on the lubjedt of our refpec- 
tivc Allies. 

On the artVles referring a right to 
the Court of Fr. Petcrlburgh, and to 
jhat of Lifb.m* to accede to the Treaty 
of Peace on rlj-i ftrict Status ante Bfl- 
/?/?/;, the Frtmh Minifter made no other 
ri in; rk thrn by mentioning the Allies 
of ihe Republic, ami by inquiring 
\vhethtV I prepared to' fay any 

thing relative to thur interefb, which 
ftrrainiy iht* Republic could never 
abandon. This afforded me rheoppor- 
runiry of giving in the Confidential 
Memorial B native to Spain and Hol- 
land, and I prefaced it by repeating ro 
fctm the fubflarre of the firft part of 
your Lord ih ip's No. 12. 

Although l had touched upon chc 
of the Spam Hi parr of Sr. 
Domingo. when 1 had been fpcaking 
to Mu Delacroix on the Peace with 
France, yet, as it did nor become a 
matter of difeuffinn between us till f 
came to mention the Peace with Spain, 

1 thought it berrer to place all that 
od tht fupj.ft :n this part of iny 
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difpatch; it was the only point on which 
he entered, but I by no means infer 
from his nor bringing forward lome 
claims f»r*Spain, that we sre not to hear 
of any in the courfe of the Ncgocu- 
non ; on the contrary, I have little 
doubt that many, and moft of them 
madimffiblc, will be made before it 
can end. He, however, was filent on 
them at this moment, and confined all 
htf'had to fay to combating the idea that 
Spain was bouiVl ny the Treaty of 
Utrtchr not to alienate ner poffeffiony 
in America. J had rhe Article copied 
in my pockcr, and I read it to bun. 
He confeftcd ir was clear and explicit, 
but that circlin') fiances had fo materially 
altered fuice the year 1713, tint en- 
gagements made then ought not to be 
punfulered as in force now. I fai,d tint 
the fpirit of the Article itfelf went to 
provide for diftatu contingencies, not 
for xvhat was exptfled to happen at 
or near the time when the Treaty 
was m?de, and that it was becaule 
the alteration of circumftancts he al- 
luded ro was forefeen as poflible, that 
the cluu ft* was inferred ; and that if 
Spain paid any regard to the faith of 
Treaties, ffie muff confider herlelf as 
no Ids ftriCHv bound by this claufe 
now, than at the moment when ii»:vas 
drawn up. I went on by faying, that 
it did nut, hpwever, appe&r quire im- 
polfible tl at this point might be fettled 
without much difficulty j and that mean* 
might be devifed that his Catholic 
Majefty ffiould not break his faith^ 
and both England and France* be equal y 
finished. 1 then held out to him, but 
in general teims, that cither Spain 
might regain her part of St. Do* 
mirgo, bv making lome confiderable 
ceflion to Grcar Britain and France, as 
the price of Peace, or th3t, in return 
for leaving the u hole of Sr. Domingo to 
France, we fhould retain either Marti- 
nico ( r St. Lucia and Tobago. M. 
Delacroix lifttned with a degree of 
attention to theie proposals,- but he was 
fearful of committing himfetf by any 
expreflic. n of approbation, and he dit- 
miffed the fubjeft of the Court of- 
Madrid, by obferving, that France 
nevtr would forfakc the interefls of its 
Allies. *' 

Our converfation on thofe of i.s other 
Ally, Holland, was much longer, as 
the ’ wording of the Memorial inevita- 
bly led at once deep into the fubject. 

*M. Delacroix atfefted to' treat any 
clcvuricn from ihc Treaty at' peaces, 

concfu^ed; 
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concluded between France and that 
Country, or any reftoration of Terri- 
tories acquired under that JTreaiy to 
France, as quite impfa&icable. He 
treated as equally impra&icable a.ny at- 
tempt at reftoring the ancient Form of 
Government in the Seven United Pro- 
vinces. He talked with an air of tri- 
umph of the cftablilhment of a National 
Convention at the Hajjue, and wyh an 
affectation of feeling^ that by it ttie 
Caufe of Freedom had extended itfclf 
over fuch a large number of People. 
He however, was ready to confers, that 
from the great lolTes the Dutch Re- 
public had fuftained in its Colonies, 
and particularly from the weak man- 
ner in which they had defended them, 
it could not be expelled that his Majefty 
would conlent to a full and complete 
reftitution of them*, fcnd that it was 
rcafonable that furne lhould be facri- 
fieed ; and he alked me if I could in- 
form him how far bur views extended 
on this point ? — 1 faid, I had rcafon to 
believe that what his Majefty would 
require would be poffeflions and fcttle- 
ments which would not add either to 
the power or wealth of our Indian 
dominions, but only tend to fecure to 
us their lafe and unmolefted pofltflion. 
Ycjfcnican by this, faid M. Delacroix, 
the Cape ancf Trincomale ? J laid, 
they certainly came under that deferip- 
tioij ; and I law little profpeft of their 
being reftored to the Dutch. Monf. 
Delacroix launched forth on this into a 
moft laboured diflertation on the value 
of the C^pc of Good Hope, which he 
did not confider at all as a port de 
leldcbe , but as a pofleftion which, in 
our* hands, \vould become one of the 
moft fertile and moft produ£live Colo- 
nies in iheEaftj and, according to his 
eftimation of it, he did not fcruple to 
aflert, that it would ultimately be an 
acquifltion of infinitely greater import- 
ance to England than that of the Ne- 
therlands to France \ and, if acquiefced 
in, lhould j)e reckoned as a full and 
ample compenfation for them. He 
added, " If yo« are matters of the Cape 
and Trincomale, we fhall hold all our 
lettlements in India, and the Jflands of 
France and Bourbon, entirely at the 
tenure of your will and pleafure ; they 
will be ours only as long as you choole 
we lhould retain them. You will be 
foie matters in India, and we lhall be 
entirely dependent upon you.’* 1 re- 
peated to him, that it was as means of 
defeneg, not of offence, that thefe 


pofleftions would be infilled on ; and 
that, if the matter was fairly and 
difpaflionAely difcuffed, he would 
find that they afforded us a great addit- 
ional fecurity, but no additional power 
of attack, even if we were difpofed to 
difturb the peace of that part of the 
wofld. If tlufe, and perhaps fom'e few- 
other not very material fcttlumcnti be- 
longing to the Dutch, were to be in- 
filled upon, aifd ifjie'would be plealed 
to enumerate all we lhould (fill have to 
rettorc to them, while they had nothin^ 
to reftore to England, it was mipof* 
libit* not to confider the terms on which 
his Majefty propofed Peace to Holland 
as generous and liberal. 

M. Delacroix was not at all difpofed to 
agree with • me on this point j and faid, 
Holland, ftiipt of thefe poffeflions, would 
be ruined. He then held out, but as if the 
idea had juft clotted his mind, tliepoffi. 
bility of indemnifying the Dutch for their 
lofles in India, ny giving them a trail of 
territory .towards the Mcufe (I could not 
find out whether he meant Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, Liege, cr the countries of Juiiers 
and Berg), and hinted, that if this was not 
to be done, $f\ additional fugar ifland 
might, perhaps, be ceded to the Dutch 
Republic. J told him ajl this might be^ 
come a fubjeft of future difeuffion } and 
I conceived, that if we could agree upon 
the moie effential points, the Trealjf would 
not bieak off on thefe ftcondary confidera- 
tions. Our converfimon had now been 
extiemely long, and M. Delacioix ended 
by faying, that, although he had taken 
upon himiclfto enter with methusfai upon 
the fubjeft, yet I mull not confulei any- 
thing he laid as binding, or as pledging 
the Republic, till fuch time as he had laid 
the papers I had given him before the Di- 
recloiyj and, in order to do this with 
more accuracy, he again alked me, Whe- 
ther in his Report he was to ftate,tbe dif- 
unitmg Belgium from France as a fine 
qua non from which Ins Mijelty would not 
depait ? I replied, It molt certainly was a 
fine qua non from which his Majefty 
would not depart ; and that any propolal 
which would leave the Nethei lands annexed 
to France would be attended wilh much 
greater belffefit to that.Power, and lofs to 
the Allies, than the prelent relative fituation 
ef the Belligerent Power* could entitle 
the French Government to expeft. 

M. Delacroix repeated his concern at 
the ’peremptory way in which I made this 
afferrion, and afked, Whether it would 
admit of no modification ?— I replied, If 
France could, in a Contra Projet , point 

out 
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out a pra£Hcable and adeqpate one, ftill 
keeping in view, thatthe Neihei lands mult 
not be French, or likely again tfc> fall into 
the hands of France, fuch a propofal might 
certainly be taken into confideraiion. 

M. Delacroix by nomieans encouraged 
me to explain my i elf more fully 3 he re- 
peatedly faid, that this difficulty lelatWe 
to the Netherlands was one which could 
not be overcome. 

Juft as 1 was taking lefive of t liim, he 
begged me to explain what was meant by 
the words in the memoire (A) in the +rli 
paragraph, beginning de s' or ten re mu~ 
iuel'ement fur Us Motors d'affurer* and 
ending at Uurs pojftjfwns refpttlnjiS. I 
told him it lefeired to the definitive 
fyftem adopted by France in the Weft 
Indies, and went to exprefs g wiih, that 
the two Powers fhould agiee on fome 
general and uniform fyftem of internal 
police in the fettlements ihete, which 
would contribute to thefeemity of thtfe 
pofleffions to the rcfpe£li® countries, and 
at the fame time to the happinds j>t eveiy 
defer piion of inhabitants in them. 

M. Delacroix, a little hint at my ex- 
predion relative to the fyftem adopted by 
France, endeavouied to recriminate on us j 
but he endtd by faying, that they fhould 
certainly be wiling to concpi in any ai - 
rangement lelat ve to the Negioes, which 
did not militate againft the principles of 
their Cbnftiturion. Here om confeience 
ended, and as, during the whole com fe of 
ir, I bore in my mind the poflibiiuy, 
that although this our firft might be. the 
only favourable oppoi (unity 1 fhui.l 1 ever 
have of Ipeaking on the general piinciphs 
cn which ins Majeity was difpofed to tieat, 

I endeavoured, adverting mure or lets 
to almoft eveiy point in my inftruflions, 
to enable M. Delacioix (it he reports 
faithfully) to ftaie to the Diieftojy what 
I faid id* inch a manner as to put it out of 
their power to mifconceive what \veie Ins 
Majefty’s intentions, to remove all pofli- 
bility of cavil on this cafe, and t bung 
them to a clear and diftin£t anfwei, whe- 
ther they would agiee to open a NeL boa* 
tion on tin# piinciple of the Status ante 
Be Hum, or on one diffeiing from it only in 
form, not in fubftance, 1 hope in attempt- 
ing to do this I did not, in t+fb firft >n- 
ftance, commit m>felf, or difeover inoie 
of my inductions' ihan it became me to 
do* and that in the convention with M. 
Delacroix nothing eicaped me which might, 
tt fome fubftquent period, hurt the pro- 
grel’s of the Negociation. I have, ] be- 
lieve, given this conference nearly verbatim 
f%om Lordfliip* and I was particularly 


anxious to do this eorre&ly and minutely, 
as well that you may judge on the propriety 
of what 1 faid niyfelf, as that what M. 
Delacroix Dfid to me m^y accurately 
known, and remain on record. 

It mull, however, be Remembered (as 
I obfervea in the beginning of this dif- 
patch) that he fpoke from himlcif, as 
Miniller indeed, but not under the 
immediate intimations of the Diretffofy, 
and this con fide ration will take a lirtle 
away from the fihgularity of fome of 
the pofitions he advanced. 

1 confefs, my Lord, from the civility 
of his manners, and from his apparent 
rcadinefs to difeufs the fubje 6 t, the im- 
pre/lion which remained on my mind on 
leaving him was, that the Negociation 
would go on, but be liable to fo many 
difficulties, and fome of them fo nearly 
infurmountablc, that, knowing as I do 
the opinion of the Diredtory, I faw 
little profpedt of its terminating fuc- 
ccbfuliy. B it I did not expert the 
conduct of the Pire&ory would imme- 
diately be fuch as to evince a ma- 
nifelt inclination, and even determina- 
tion, to break oft" on the firft propofols ; 
and I was not a In tie furpnfed at re- 
ceiving, on Sunday, at three P. M, 
the inciofed ietf r (A) from M. Dela- 
croix : he fetn it by the PrincipalJje- 
cnetary of his department (M. Guirau- 
det) who communicated to me the ori- 
ginal of the arreteof the Diredlory, of 
which this letter, abar.ng the alteration 
in the form, is a iiteral copy. After 
perufing it, I afkcd M. Guiraudet 
whether he wa 9 informed of its con- 
tents, and this Jed toil fhorr coKverfation 
on them. i told him, that both the 
lemands wcie fo unexptffted tnat I 
could nor reply ro -hem off-hand : that 
as to the firll* it w?s quite unufud to 
fign Mtmi rials which were annexed 
to a Note actually figned, ajid^that I 
fcarcely felt myfelf aqthorjfed to 
depart from what was, I bcheved, an 
invariable rule. That as to the fecond 
demand, made ip fo peremptory and 
unprecedented a way, 1 could without 
much hefitatiun fay at once that it could 
not be corfiphed with. Monf. Gui- 
raudec lamented this much, and laid, that 
this being the cafe^c feared our prin- 
ciples of Negociation would .never co- 
incide. I agreed with him in my ex- 
prelfions of concern. We converled 
together afterwards for fome time, but 
nothing, patted at all worthy remark.

As to the ftrangc demand of an Ul- 
timatum, it was perfectly clear what 
it became me to lay,*and I hope that in 
the inclofed anfwcr*B. (which 1 font 
yefterday morning at twelve o’clock to 
M. Delacroix), 1 Ih all be found to have 
adhered as clofcly as puflibly to the fpirit 
of my infftruCtions. 

Yefterday evening, at half pad nine, 
M. Guiraudct brought me the Note C. 
to which I immediately replied by the 
Note D. They require no comment ; 
and as I intend leaving Paris to-mor- 
rcVV, and travelling with all convenient 
fipced, I (hall fo foon have it in my power 
to fay the little which remuns to fay 
relative to tliib fudden, though pcrlnps 
not un looked for, clofe to my Million, 
that 1 need not trel'pals any further on 
your Lordllnp’s patience.

DECLARATION 

OF 

HIS BRITANNIC MAJESTY. 

THE Negociation, which aft # anxious 
defire for the reiteration of Peace had 
induced his Majefty to open at Paris, 
having been abruptly terminated by the 
French Government, the King thinks 
fc to himfelf and to his people to 
n this public manner, the circum- 
|i whicn have preceded and at- 
) a tranfaftion of fo rauch impor- 


tance to the general intereftf of £u- 
rope. 

It is well Jcnown, that early in the 
prefent year nis Majefty, laying afide 
the confideration of many circumltances 
of difficulty and difeouragement, d e- 
termined to take fuch fteps as were 
bed calculated to open the way for 
Negociation, if any correfponding de- 
fire prevailed on thejpart of his enemies. 
He directed an overture to he made in 
his name by his Minifter in SwiffcrlanJ, 
for the purpofe of ascertaining the difi. 
pofnions of the FrcnchGovermnent with 
refpeft ro Peace. The Anfwer which 
he received in return waP at once 
haughty and evafivc: It affected to 
queftion the tinceriry of thofe difpo- 
ntious of which his M ijefty’s conduit 
alluded fo unequivocal a proof; it rail- 
ed groundlefs objections to the mode of 
Negociation propoled by his Majefty 
(that of a G-ncial Congrtfs, by ivnich 
Peace hns fo often been reftered ro 
Europe); but it ftudmufly palfcd over 
in file net his Majefty \ dclue to learn 
what other mode would be preferred by 
France. Jt j-.t the fame time aflertrd a 
principle, which was ftated as an indil- 
puiiable Preliminary ro all Ncgocia- 
t;on; a principle under which the terms 
of Pcc.ee muft have been regulated, 
by the ufual conliderations of juftice, 
policy, and reciprocal convenience; hut 
by an implicit fubmillion, on the pair of 
all other Powers, to a claim founded on 
the internal Laws and feparatc Confti- 
tution of France, as having full autho- 
rity to (uperledc the Treaties ^titered 
into by Independent States, to guvern 
their Interclls, to controul their En- 
gagements, and to difpofe of their Do- 
minions. 

A pretenfion in itfelf fo extravagant 
could in no inftance have been admitted, 
nor even liflened to for a moment. 
Its application to the prefent cafe led to 
nothing left than that France fhould, as 
a Preliminary to all Difcuilion, retain 
nearly all her Conquefts, and thofe par- 
ticularly in which his Majefty was moft 
concerned, both from the ties of intertft^ 
and the facred obligations of Treaties : 
that fhe fhould, in like manner, recover 
back all that had been conquered from 
her in every part of the World ; and 
that flie fhould be left at liberty to bring 
forward fuch further demands, on all 
other points of Negociation, as fuch un- 
qualified fubmilfiou on the part of thofe 
with whom the treated could not fail to 
produce 
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On fu:h grounds as thefe, it was fuf- 
ficicnti v evident that no Negotiation 
could be eftabljft&ed : neither did the 
janfwer of his Majeft'y’s Enemies afford 
any opening for continuing the difeuf- 
fion, fincc th t mode of Negotiation 
offered by his Majcfty had been peremp- 
torily reje&ed by them, and no other 
had been flared in which they were 
willing to concur. 

His Majcfty was, however, no* dif- 
couraged even by this reiult from ftili 
purfuing fuch mcafures appeared to 
him mod conducive to the end of 
Peace ; and the willies of his Ally, the 
Emperor, corrcfponding with thofe 
which his Majcfty had manifefted, fen- 
timents of a ftmilar tendency were ex- 
prefttd on the part of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty at the time of opening the Cam- 
paign : but the continuance of the fame 
fpirit and principles on rhe part of the 
Enemv rendered this frelh overture 
equally unfuccefaful. 

While the Government of France 
thus perfiftedin obftrudtmg every mea- 
fure that could even open the way to 
Negotiation, no endeavour was omirted 
to miflead the public opinion through- 
out all Europe with reipeft to the real 
caule of the prolongation of the war, 
.^nd to caft a doubt on thofe difpofitions 
which could alone have dictated the fteps 
taken by his Mqefty and his auguft 
illy. 

In order to deprive his enemies of 
all pollibilicy of fubterfuge or evafton, 
and in the hope that a juft fenfe of the 
continued calamines of War, and of 
thelTTcreafing diftrefles of France her- 
fdf, might at length have ltd to more 
juft and pacific difpofttions, 1m Majcfty 
renewed in another form, amd through 
the intervention of a friendly Power, 
a propofol for openiug Negotiations for 
Peace. The manner in which this in- 
tervention was received, indicated the 
moil hoftile d’fpofition towards Great 
Britain, a>nd at she fame time afforded 
to all Europe a finding inifance ‘*1 that 
injurious and offenftvc conduct which 
is obferved, on the pari of the French 
Government, towards all other coun- 
tries. The repeated overtures made in 
his Majeliy’s name were neverthelefs of 
fuch a nature, that it was at I aft found 
impoiiible to perfift in the abfolut? re- 
jection of them, without the direct and 
undtfguifcd avowal of a determination 
to rpfufe to Europe all hope of the re- 
floration of tranquillity. A channel 
was therefore at length tyMiicajt^d, 
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through which the Government of 
France profeffed itfclf willing to carry 
on a Negotiation, and a readinefc we 
exprefied (though in terms far remote 
from any fpirit of conciliation) te re- 
ceive a Mimftcr authorised by his Ma- 
jefty to proceed to Farit for that pur- 
. P ol «* 

Many circumftances might have been 
urged as affording powerful motives 
againft adopting this fuggeftion, until 
the Governmdht of France had given 
fome indication of a fpirit better cal- 
culated to promote the fuccefs of fuch 
a Million, and to meet thefe advances 
■ on the part of Great Britain. The 
King's deftre for the reftoration of ge j 
neral Peace on juft and honourable 
terras, his concern, for the intereftt of 
his fuBje&s, and ,his determination to 
leave to his enemies no pretext for im- 
puting to him the confequences of their 
own ambition, induced nim to overlook 
every fuch con fide ration, and to take a 
ftep which thefe rcafons a lope could jus- 
tify. 

The repeated endeavours of the 
French Government to defeat this Mif- 
fion in its outfet, and to break off* the 
intercourse thus opened, even before 
the firft fteps towards Negotiation could 
be takim, the indecent and injurious 
language employed with a view to ir- 
ritate, the captious and frivolous objec- 
tions raifed for the purpofe or obftr act- 
ing the progrefs of the difeuifton ; all 
thefe have fufficiently appeared from the 
Official Papers which paffed on both 
Tides, and wh:ch are known to all Eu- 
rope. " 

But, above all. the abrupt termination 
of the NegociatioiMias afforded the mofk 
conclufive proof, that at no period of it 
was any real wifti for Peace entertained 
on the part of the French government. 

After repeated evafion and delay, that 
Government had at length contented to 
eftabhih^as the Bafts of the Ntgociation> 
a principle propofed by his Majcfty, li- 
beral in its own nature, equitable to- 
wards his Enemies, and calculated to 
provide for the intertfts of his Allies, 
and of Europe. It Had been agreed, that 
Commentation (houid be made to France 
by proportionable Rcftitutions from his 
Majcfty *s Conquefts on that Power, for 
thole arrangement* to which flic (houid 
He called upon r« content, in order tot 
fatisfy the juft prerenfions of his Allies, 
and to prefer ve the political Balance of 
Europe. At the deftre of the French 
(government itfclf^ Memorials were 
If a- pre- 
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prefented by his Majefty’s Minifter, 
which contained the outlines of terms of 
Peace, grounded on the Bafts fit efta- 
hliflied, and in which his Majcfty pro- 
poled to carry to the utmoft. poffible e^x- 
rent the application of a principle To 
* quirable \vith refpr to France, and fo 
liberal on his Majdty's part. The de- 
livery of thtfe Papers was accompanied 
by a Declaration exprefsly and repeated- 
ly made, both verbally a f nd ilt writing, 
that his JVlajefty's Minifter was willing 
and prepared to enter, with a fpirit 
of conciliation and fairnefs, into the oil- 
culfion of the different points there con- 
tained, or into that of any other propo- 
sal orfchenic of Peace which the French 
Government might vvifhto fubftitute in 
its place. ‘ 

in reply to this Communication, he 
received a demand, in form the mo ft 
offenfivc, and in fubftance rhe niotl ex- 
travagant, that ever was made in the 
courfe of any Negotiation. It was pe- 
remptorily required of him, that in the 
veiy outlet of the ffulinefs, when no 
anfwer had been given by the French 
Government to his firft prnpofal, when, 
he had not even learned, in any regular 
fhape, the nature or extent of the objec- 
tions to it, itnd much lei’s received fr< m 
thar Government any other off.* or plan 
of Peace, he fiiouh 1 , in hours, deliver 
in ailaitmrnr of the final terms ro which 
his Court would in any cafe accede ; a 
demand tending evidently to ill nr the 
door to all Negt nation, to preclude ail 
difeuflion, all explanation, all pnilibility 
of the amicable’ adjuftmtnt of pr-incs 
of difftience ; a demand in its n.irure 
prepoherous, in its^xecution impracti- 
cable, ft net it 'S plain that no fuch ulti- 
mate rtfn! ution, rcipe&irg a general 
plan of Peace, ever can be rationally 
formed, rrmth left, declared, without 
knowing what points are principally 
cojefted to by the enemy, and what fa- 
cilities fie may be willing touffer ih re- 
turn for cowteJfjon in thole refpetfs. 
Having declined compliance with this 
demand, and explained the reafonswhith 
' rtiulucd it liwlmillihic, but having, at 
rite fame time, exprefsly renewed uhe 
declare ion of ins readinefs to en^r in- 
to tire difculfton of the prrp.dal he had 
conveyed, or of any other which might 
be communicated to him, the King's 
JV) mifter received no other anftier than 
*n abrupt command toquit Paris in for- 
ty -e-ighr i.ouis. — If, in addition to fuch 
an inluit, any further proof were pe- 
ceffary of the difpofiiious of thole by 


whom it was offered, fufch proof wouLd 
be abundantly Jupplicd front the con- 
tents of the Note in which this order 
was conveytef. The mode of Nego- 
tiation, on which the French Govern- 
ment had nftif infilled, is there reject- 
ed, and no practicable means lefr open 
for treating with effect. The bafts of 
Negotiation, fo recently eflahhlhed by 
mutual con fen t, is there declaimed, and 
in its ffonm a principle, clearly inadmif- 
fible, is re-anerted, ts the only ground 
on which France can confent to treat, 
—the very fame principle which had 
been brought forward in reply to his Ma- 
jefty’s firlt overtures from Swifferjand, 
which had, then been rejected by his 
Majcfty, but which now appears never 
to have been, in fa<5l, abandoned by the 
Government of France, however inennr 
ftfient with that on which they had ex- 
prefsly agreed to treat. 

Jt is therefore neceffary thar al I Europe 
fliould underhand, that the rupture of 
the Negotiation at Paris doc? nor aiife 
from the failure of any ftneere attempt 
on the part of France to reconcile, by 
fair difcullion, the views and inrertfls 
of the contending Pavers: fuchadif- 
cuflion has been repeatedly invited, and 
even folicited on the part of his Ma- 
jefly, but has been, in the firft inftitnr^ 
and abfolutely, precluded by ihc a£t of 
the French Government. 

Jtanles txclufivcly fmm the deter- 
mination of that Government to reject 
all means of Peace — a determination 
which appeared bur too fttongly in all 
the preliminary ciifcullions ; which was 
clearly manifested in the demamJ of an 
yitiniatum, made in the. very outfet of 
the Negotiation i but which is 'proved 
beyond all pollibility of d'-uht, by (hp 
obftinate adherence to a claim which 
never can be admitted — a claim that the 
con fi ruction which that Government 
affects to put (though even in that re- 
fpc£t unfupported by the faCt) on thp 
internal Con/htution of its own country , 
lhall he received by all othtr nations as 
paramount to every known principle of 
public law in Europe, as fuperior to the 
obligations of Treaties, to the ties of 
t( fn»non iokereft, to the rrudt preffing 
and urgent confederations of general fe- 
ennty 

On fuch grounds it is that the French 
Government has abruptly terminated a 
Negotiation which it commenced with 
relu&ance, and conducted with every 
indication of a refolutmn to prevent its 
finajduccefs. On theft* motives n isjthac 

■ • • * i. _ 
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the further efTufion of blood, the con- 
tinued calamities of War, the interrup- 
tions of peaceable and, fricnjly inter- 
(.ourfe among mankind, the prolonged 
diflrdTcs of Europe, andthc accumula- 
ted miferiesdf France itfelf, are by the 
Government of that country to be juili- 
fied to the world. 

Ilis Majtftv, who had entered into 
the Negotiation with good faith, jivho 
has luffcrcd no implement to prevent 
his profdcuung it with earneftnds and 
fincerity, has now only to lament its 
abrupt termination; and to renew, in 
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the face of all Europe, the folemn de- 
claration, that, whenever his enemies 
Ihall be difpofcd to enter on the work of 
general Pacification, in a fpirit of cori- 
uliation and equity, nothing (hall be 
wanting on his part to contribute to 
the accomplifhmenc of that great objeft, 
with a view to which he has already 
offered fueh conftderable Sacrifices on his 
pare, atjd which is now retarded only 
by the exorbitant pneteniionsof his ene- 
mies.

a Similar kind on the part of this coun- 
tryman be wife, decorous, or Safe, until 
the common enemy lhati have abandon- 
ed his hoftile difpofition towards all 
other States, by ceafing to place his own 
internal regulations above the public 
Jaw of Europe, to infift that ail others 
ihall, in ail cafes, Sacrifice the faith of 
their Alliances, apd the protedtion of 
their ancient and dcareft interefts, to 
the Hwifltc nance of his Treaties and the 
gratification of his ambition, and for ever 
to appeal to the ptfeple againlt their own 
lawful Governments. 

44 That our prefent experience only 
induces uS more ftedfaftly to renew our 
former adherence to his Majeftv's Royal 
Declaration* of his great and bone fire hi 
views, inOftober 1793, which lie was 
gtacioufiy pleai'ed to communicate to us 
at the opening of the following Scilion 
in January 1794. 

44 That we ihall never confider the 
poirelTors of power in France (under 
whatever name or external furiji of go- 
vernment that power may be exercil'cd) 
as capable of maintaining the ordinary 
relations of peace and amity, until 
they ihall have disclaimed in condudt, 


no lefs thjn in wbrds, that Syd^ift 
which, having emanated from the origi- 
nal principw of the Prenfch 1 Revolution, 
ft ill continues to operate in a more dais* 
gerous, becaufe in a 1 more fpecioua 
form, and which, in iti Addrefs to his 
Majefty in January 1794, this Houfe 
deferibed as 44 a Syftem difpbfihg arbi- 
trarily of the lives and property of a nu- 
merous people, violating every reftraint 
of juftice, humanief, and religion,” 
44 equally incompatible with the happi- 
nefs of that country, and with the tran* 
quillity of all other nations.” 

44 That wc now, at then, intreat his 
Majeftv 44 to be perfuaded, that in all 
our deliberations we ihall bear in mind 
the true .grounds and origin of the 
War ;** thac» we Ihall jever remember

gour in our ex^tions ftill more chaw 
ever St nfiblc, that by discontinuing or 
relaxing our efforts, we could hardly 
procure even a Ihort interval of delufive 
rcpoSc, and could certainly never obtain 
either fecuiiryor peace.’ •

A very long debate now tookpl^ce 
on «i motion of General Fitzpatrick to 
addre/s his Majefty to intercede with 
rli i Emperor for the liberation of Ge- 
neral La Fayette, McflYs.Latour Mau- 
beuge, and Bureau de Pufy, who were 
kept in clofe Confinement in the prifon 
of Olmutz, as fuch imprifonrnent was 
injurious to the caufe ot the Allies* 

The General drew a'tnchdbholy rise- 
ture of La Fayette and Uis companions 
in their captivity, ,The right, toim- 
prifon them, he faid,'could bejuftificd by 
no law of any civilized nation whate- 
ver, It was as unjuft' as their treatment 
had fincc been barbarous,, and cruel. 
The undeferved fuffe rings of Madame 
La Fayette he painted in the qioft* pa- 
thetic terms. After feeing her mother, 
filler, and other dear relations, fuller un- 
der the axe of Robcfpicrre, Ihe had the 
fortune to elude with her two daugh- 
ters the vigilance and fuiy of the ty- 
rant. Jnftantly /he flew to tile fuccour 
of hei hu/band, and with fntne difficul- 
ty obtained an audienceof the Emperor, 
■who did not hear her tale of woe without 
emotion. She alked leave to alleviate 
her hufband's fufierings by Sharing h»s 
confinement, and hinted a hop* of Ins li- 
bciation. 'To the firll the y&uug So- 
vereign confented, but laid as to the 
Genera Pc liberation™ the bufinefi 
was com plica ted-^lns hands were bound 
upon the fubjeft." 

Here General Fitzpatrick drew a de- 
plorable pifture of the Hate in which 
/lie and her daughters found, and con- 
tinued with her nufband in the pi ifon. 
Fed on unwholefome food, in vj!e 
cioathing, and in ^’loathfome cell, her

to enable h-s Maiefty to make terrain re- 
gulations rcfpe£ti*g tliat colony, for ic 
was the with of the Govemnymt of this 
country, that it ihould not be held in 
the monopolifnVg manner of the Dutch, 
who compelled'other countries in their 
traffic with it to numerous impqfts and 
inconveniences — but be opvntothe trade 
of all nat]'.ns f and in its impofts equal- 
ly impartial to all. He moved a Bill ac- 
cordingly. 

The Houfe being then formed into a 
Committee, the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man again role to Uate the annual ac- 
countsof the revenues and expenditures 
of theEaft India Company. He. read 
from papers' the accounts. of the re- 
ceipts and charges (call up in rupees 
ana pagodas) at the different fettle- 
meats j an<Vhen combined them with 
the property of the Company at home 
and aHoat. m one view— the rctylt of 
which was, that there was a large lur- 
plus of revenue, arid the Company's 
affairs thi a year were better as to debts 
k - and afiets i^.- 1 40,^90!. 

Much of the piofperityof otir territo- 
ries in India, and particularly in Bengal, 
he attributed to the wife and benevolent 
fyffern which had bt\«* eft.ibhlhtd in 
.* that province by a N» bit, Loid (Mar- 
quisCornwaliis), arid the good effeds of 
which were daily obferved id the 
ing liappincfs and tlwincitafing wealth 
of that country. There fecurity was now- 
affixed to property, the ptoplr wer$ 
happy in the enjoyment of what they 
poffcfed, and population incrcafcd from 
the tempratmn which increafed profpc- 
rity held out to people- to leave other 
count! ies,nnd to fettle m that. From an 
increafe of population an increafc of 
revenue foNowcd of courfe, becaufe 
there was a g\eater dein^nd for every 
‘ article of confumption in the country. 
He then remarked', that this year near 
400,000!. had been expended, agrt^ably 
to the juft nr>d humane laws of Parlia- 
ment, m relieving thofc officers of the 
' Company who had long laboured under 
age, ficknefs, and infirmity ; ih ' the 

cxpctice 
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expenee of our eofiquefts of’tpfcylon, 
BaUvia, &c. had been defrayel! by the 
C om pany j a nd that though from the v i- 
gilanccof our Navy&ione of the Eaft In- 
cha flops had been cdprured, yet ojt ac- 
count of the .war the exptnees of 
freighr ha&jncreafed one million ; hut, 
Jnotwirhfta ruling thefe heavy deduc- 
tions, he fiiil hoped, the million to beap- 
rropiiated to the nar^n wtuld be 'found 
■forthcoming.*- • 

Mr. I) vmd&s finally ohferved,that the 
trade qf rhe Company had lail year in- 
crea fed four millions, ^nd as it was not 
probable they ihould long have ^3 rival 
Sn that quarter of the globe, ic wa* not 
likely their trade would foon bc f dtV 
mmiilicd. Theh* prcfcnt capital ^llow* 
cd them t>y Parliament to traffic with, 
would therefore be inadequate, and it 
ruuft be enlarged. The Right Hon.^ 
Gentleman then made feverai motions 
founded or? hi* ftatement. 

Mr.Biddtilph, Sir Francis Baling, and 
Mr, HulT'cy, made feverai obfervauons, 
tending ro fhew that the Company's af- 
fairs were not in the ftqoriihiug fituatton 
now rcprefcnied ; and vv.efe replied to by 
Mr. ^Scotr (Chairman ot the> Court of 
Diieftoi^. Sir Francis thought Che 
Cape would be an incum 'fiance to us ; 
it, he laid, annually cutt vthe Dutch 
500.fS*jol, a year to maintain it- . Mr. 
Huffcy infilled, it would turn out, that 
were all the Company ’b effe £t$ convert -r 
jsd into money, it would noE have enough 
to pay oft' ail demands; the former ho 
calculated at 6,734,000!./ and the latter 
would amount to 7,780,000!. 

Mr. Dundas contradicted this ftate- 
.nnent, and fticWd that the Company 
had almoft enough to pay their, perfopal 
debts om of their pesfpnal eifeCH, and 
- jrv^ hefe was added their old property; 
not only would they be abltf-JO* pay to. 
the amount of theiT capital % 1 'thevend «, 
of rheir Charter, but be a rich foC'ety 
indeed, were they to divide the furpluai 
smoiig them, Hr^ie added, they fh 011 tdj 
be fo ill advifed a$ to adopt fuch a de- 
termination. 

After fomc further cOiiVerfation, the

Mr. Erlkine rofe to oppofe the Ad- 
drefs. and was entering into a detail of 
the hi dory of the war, when he was 
taken fudduily ill , and fat down, unable 
to proceed. 

Mr. Fox lamented that after a war of 
four years, in which 200 millions of 
money had been expended, 6,ooo,oool. 
added to the annual taxes, apd more 
blood fhed than at any period on record, 
Minifters were come to this point, to 
complain of the haughty and inadmilli-. 
ble demands of the French government. 
He entered into an examination of the 
papers before the Houfe, of the argu- 
ments adduced by the Minifies, ridi- 
culed the renewed affertion of France 
being again on the verge of bankruptcy j 
and cenfurcd a principle of anticipation^ 
hitherto fo fallacious and fatal to ttye 
country. The Directory, he contend- 
ed, had in every meafure of this Go- 
vernment inconteftible proofs of the in- 
finccrity of us proffered amity, and 
without fome grounds of mutual confix 
dence, no negotiation could prove iu6%\ 
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cefsful ^ there could be none between 
the French Government and his Ma- 
jelly’s Minifters; and if Gentlemen 
had perfonat motives for preferring the 
Miniller, and Ihould think every hazard 
of war ought to be incurred to deftroy 
French principles, they mud choofe be- 
tween the Mimfter and peace, for they 
were incompatible. Could the French 
Directory belie ve.$erfons to be in ear- 
ned to conclude peace with them, who 
had declared the country was in danger 
the moment peace arrived from the m- 
fluxof French principles f Unlefs Mi- 
nifters difavowed the principles ©f the 
war, there could be no hopes of peace. 
Mr. Fox, after difculling a variety of 
fubjedts introduced igMr. Pitt's fpeech, 
entered into a full examination and hif- 
tory of the negociation. He infilled 
upon the abfurdity and imbecility of 
Lord Malmelbuty’s million ; who was 
fent to treat on fubjefts on which he had 
no power to conclude any terms, and 
with powers to come to a definitive con- 
clufiou on fubjedls of which he was not 
empowered to treat.

Tl/DGING it to be proper that my 
J Lords Commiflionei s of the Admiralty 
fhould be acquainted as foon as poflible 
with the capture of a Spamlh fiigate by 
his Majefty's (hip under my command, I 
heiewith inclofe you a copy of my letter 
to the Commander in Chief, giving an 
account of the action, aqd I requeft you 
will be pleaied to lay the fame before their 
Lordflnps. 

Extract of a Letter from Captain Bow- 
en, oj his MajeJiy's Ship TJerpfi chore, to 
Admiral Sir John Jervis, K, B. Com- 
mand, r in Chief of his MajeJiy's Ships 
and V e(f Is m the Medttn 1 auean , da- 
ted at Gibraltar ibe 2 \d of Ott . 1796. 
On the morning ot the 1 3th inlt. at day- 
light, we difeovered a frigate to windward 
Handing towards us 5 about eight I could 
pciceive her making every preparation for 
battle, and was then apparcnily in chace of 
us. Our fituation altogether was fuch as 
to prevent my being over defirous of en- 
gaging her. Out of our fmall comple- 
of men, we had left thiity at the hof- 
pit.il, and we had more than that num- 
bei Itill on hoaid in oiu ill and conva- 
leftvnt lifts, all of whom were danger- 
oufly lick or extremely weak. We were 
lcaicely out of fightof the fpot where we 
knew the Spanifti fleet to have been cruiz- 
ing, only two days before j and, in faft, 
we had flood on to look for them, with a 
view of alcei taming theii movements. A 
fmall Spamlh veflel, which we conjeftu- 
red to be a fort of tender, was patting us, 
fleering towaids Carihagena, lb that I 
could haidly flatter inyfelf with being a- 
ble to bi mg the frigate off in the event of a 
victory, or of even efcaping mylWf, if 
dilabied. On the other hand, it evident- 
ly appeared, that nothing but a flight and 
fupenor failing could enable me to avoid 
an action; and to do that from a bi- 
gate apparently not much fupcr.or to it's, 
except in point of bulk, would have been 
committing the cliai after of cne of his 
Majelty’s (hips more than l could hi ing 
myl'elf to lefolve on, l therefoie continued 
Handing on without any alteration of courfe. 

Having, with infinite iatisfaftion and 
comfort to myfelf, commanded the Terpfi- 
chore’s crew for two years and a half, 
through a pretty confideiable variety of 
fcrvicefj 1 well kuew the vetcian flu^F 
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which I had (fill left in health to depend 
upon, for upholding the c ha rafter of Bri- 
tifti feamen j and I felt my mind at eaft 
as to the termination of any aftion with 
the fi ‘gate in fight only. 

At half paft nine (he came within hail, 
and hauled her wind on our weather beam ; 
and,as I conceived lhe only waited to place 
lierfelf to advantage, and to point her guns 
with exaftnefs, and being mylelf unwilling 
to lofe the polition vve weie then in, I or- 
dered one gun to be fired, as a trier of 
her intention. It was fo inftantaneoufly 
returned, and followed up by her whole 
broadfide, that 1 am confident that they 
mull have done it at the fight of our flafh. 
The aftion of courfe went on, and we foon 
difeovered that her people would nor, or 
could not, refill our fire. At the end of 
about an hour and forty minutes, during 
which time we twice wore, and employed 
about twenty of the laft minutes in chace, 
flte furrendcred. At this period lhe ap- 
pealed moil entirely dilabled, and we had 
diawn up dole alongfide, with every gun 
well chaiged and well pointed. It was, 
neverthdefs,' witli confiderable difficulty 
that I prevailed on the Spanifh Command- 
er to declir** the receiving of fuch a broad- 
fide by fubmitting; and, from every thing 
which I have fince learned, the jperfonal 
corn age, condudl, and zeal of that officer, 
whole name is Don Thomas Ayalde, was 
fuch dining the aftion, notw ithftanding 
the event of it, as reflefts on him the great- 
eft honour, and irrefiftibly mnprefles on my 
mind the highelt admiration of his cha- 
racter . After (from the tffeft of our fire) 
all his booms had tumhied down, and ren- 
dered his wafte guns unfei viceable, all the 
Handing rigging of hi$ lower mails (hot 
away, and 1 believt nearly every running 
rope cut through, and a great number of 
his people killed and wounded, he dill 
pcrlevered (though he could rally but few of 
his men) to defend his flnp, almoll longer 
than defence wasjuftifiable. Had there been 
the iinallelt motion in the lea, every mad 
mull inevitably have gone by the board. 

Our lofs (which will appear by the in* 
clofed lift) has been lei's than could have 
been expected : but our mails, fails, and rig* 
ging, were fyund to be pretty much cut tip. 

The Ipirited exertions of every officer, 
man, and boy, belonging to the (hip I 
command, as well in the aftion as in the 
fecuring two dilabled (hips, and bringing 
them inftantly off from a critical fituation, 
by taking the prize in tow, and by their 
inceflant labour ever fince* will* 1 truft, 

Vvhe* 
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when their fmall number is confidered, 
place them in a light fupeiiur to any 
praile which I could beftow. I am even 
unwilling to Ipeak of the particular con- 
duct of any of the office: s, hut the talents 
difplayed by the Firft Lieutenant (Devon- 
/hire), who was but juft out of our fsclc 
lilt, during the action, added to his un- 
common fatigue in talcing care of the prize, 
and the very able manner in ^hich h^con- 
du£fed and prepared t6 defend her, enti- 
tles him to this diftin£tion, and pioves him 
highly deferving of the recommendation 
you gave him, with his appointment in 
the Weft Indies. And although 1 had 
rather any other perfon Ihould obferve the 
conduct of a brother of mine in action, 
and fpeak of it afterwaids, yet I feel it my 
duty, as Captain of the flop, to ftate, that 
I thought Mr. Bowen’s (the Second Lieu- 
tenant) conduT was paiticularly anima- 
ting to the (hip’s company, and ulidul, 
from the great numbei of guns which he 
favv well pointed in the couile of tlie ac- 
tion ; added to which, fiom the abfence of 
the Firft Lieutenant on board the piize, 
the labouring oar of this fhip h is i lilen 
©n him, and, in my mind, the talk we 
have had fincc the action has been infinitely 
moie arduous than that of the aflion ithlt.

He found the 
Fiench army encamped in tlnec lines, in 
fi ont of Vicenza. 

On the 6th, as General Alvinzy was 
on the point of pufiung forward his ad- 
v.oKcd guard, Buonapuie, who had 
nuiched in the night, commence 1 a moll 
fie vert- attack upon Ins whole line.. . The 
attion began with General Pro ven a's 
corps about feven in the morning, and 
veiy fhortly atteiwaids the enemy ailb ad- 
vanced againit Biftano. 

Geneial Alvinzy reports, that the ene- 
my’s attacks, though made with the greatefl 
impetuofity, were conliantiy and com- 
pletely repelled ; and that night put an 
end to the affair, without either party hav- 
ing gained or loft any ground j but an 
indifputable proof of the Auftiians hav- 
ing had the advantage in this action is, 
that when Geneial Alvinzy next mwming 
was prepaiing to renew it, lie found tlial 
the enemy had completely retreated. He 
reports, that they di retted their march to- 
ward Liliera. 

General Proverra’s bridge over the 
Brenta having been deltroyed in the comic 
of tire morning of the 6th, his column 

could 
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Could not crofs the river till towaids noon 
on the 7th, and Geneial Alvinzy’s whole 
corps arrived late in the evening of that 
dav at the camp of Caldo Ferro. 

General Davidovitch had in the mean 
time driven back the coi ps oppofed to him, 
had made a thouland pnfoucis, and taken 
poffeffion of Tientc, as was mentioned in 
his former 1 epoir. • • 

On the fame day that the above-men- 
tioned level e action was fought on the 
Bienta, General Davidovitch attacked the 
enemy in the ft rang pafs of C.aliano, a lit- 
tle to the noithwaidof Roveiedo. The 
Fiench had entienched their pofmon, ami 
occupied, in conliderable foice, the cdtlcs 
of Beilano and Ln Pima, which, as I un- 
d-rftand command the pals. 

The ftrength of tlw: polition was Inch, 
that, notwithllamhng his icpeated ef- 
forts, General Davidovitch could not foice 
it on the 6th ; but on the following day he 
renewed his attack. 

The corps on the right of the Adige 
eftablifhcd batteries on the heights of 
Nomi, which filed with conlid- table effect ;

HONOURABLE S! RS, 

WE have particular fatisfaftion in 
offering to you our lineere congratu- 
lations on the complete lucccE which 
huv attended the operations of Rey- 
AJmnal Rainier in the Eaftern Seas; 
and judgingthatan early communication 
<sf this event might be of material ufe 
to his Majcfly’s Mmiflcrs, we have de- 
termined to forward this letter by the 
route of Bulforah. 

It appears by the Rear-Admiral’s 
Difpatches, dated the 27th of March 


and nth of April Uft, and which reach- 
ed us on the 18th inftant, by the Or- 
pheus frigate, that the Britilli troop* 
were in polfefti m of the iflands of Am- 
boy na and Banda, with then feveral 
dependencies, comprizing, as it was 
thought, the whole of the Dutcli iflands, 
excepting Fornatl, yielding cloves, nut- 
megs, a\id mac*. This acquifition has 
been attained without the finallcft lofs 
on our fide. 

Amboyna nnd its dependencies were 
delivered lip on the 16th of February, 
and Binda and its dependencies on the 
8ih of March.

Savannah, Nov- 29. On Saturday 
the 26th iriftant this city exhibited a 
fccne of defohtion and diftrefs, proba- 
bly mme awfully calamitous than any 
previmfly experienced in America. Be- 
tween lix and feven o’clock in the even- 
ing a fmali bake-houfc, belonging to a 
Mr. Gromct, in Market fquare, wa$ 
difeovered to be on fire. The citizens, 
together with the officers and crews of 
the veflxls in the harbour, were foon 
convened j but, unfortunately, no im- 
mediate and dtcifivc meafures were 
adopted by which-the fire could be (lop- 
ped in its beginning. 

The feafor, for two months previous 
to this accident, had been dry ; tho 
night *js cold, and 3 light breeze 
from N. N. W. was foon increafcd 
by the efleft of the fire. The 
coverings of the buildings being of wood 
\veie, from ihe above circumftancts, 
rendered highly combuftible. Several 
of the adjoining houfts were foon af- 
fedfed, and tflen almuft inftantly in 
flames. The wind now became ftrong, 
and whirled into the air, with agitStcd 
violence, Urge flakes of burning (hm* 
gles, boards, and other light Jubilances, 
winch, alighting at a diftance, added 
confulion to tii other terrois of the 
conflagration. The ufe of water was 
now rendered totally vain ; its comnqdn. 
exringmlhing power leemed to be loft, 
— Torrents of flames rolled from houf'n 
to houfe, with a definitive rapidity 
which b’d defi?nce to all human con- 
troul, and individual exertions were 
from this time prim 'pally pointed to- 
wards the lecuring of private property. 
The dirc&ion or the fire being now 
committed to the wind, it* r?ge was 
abated only when, by extending ro tin* 
common, ir found 110 farther object 
wherewith to feed its fury. On the 
north lideof Mai ket-fqinrc, and thence 
in a louth-ea&crlv dire&ion, the inha- 
bitants were enabled, by favour of ihe 
wind, to favc their houfes, and limit 
the conflagration. — On the other hand, 
by the time it had expended on rhe Bay, N 
nearly to AWrcoru-ftreet, the prodi- 
gious quantity of heal; already produced 
in the center of the city ^ beuan to draw 
in a current of air Lom rhe eafl, and 
embied lbme of the mod ^Itiye inhabi- 
L g 
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tants and feamtn to fave a few houfes 
in that quarter, after having been in 
Imminent danger. Betwceh twelve and 
one the rage of the fire abated, and few 
other houi'es from this time took fire. 
The exhautted fufferers, of both fexes, 
had now to remain expofed to the in- 
clemency of a cold frofty night, and to 
witnefsthediftrcffingfpeftacicofth'cirnu- 
mcrous dwellings, covered with volumes 
of fmoke atfd flame, falling into ruins. 

Thus was this little city, ioon after 
emerging from the ravages of our revo- 
lutionary war, and which had lately 
promifed a confiderable figure among 
the commercial cities of our Sifter States, 
1 tlmoft deftroyedin one nigh^. The num- 
ber of houfes (exclufive of other build- 
ings) which are burned, is faid to be 
nearly 30c, but of this (together with 
an eftimare of property deft roved) a 
more particular ftatement than we can 
now fumifi) is expe&ed fliortly to be 
offered to the public. We can only 
fay, that two thirds of the city appear 
in rum, in a direction from the corner 
of Mafket- fquare, along the Bay of 
Abcrcorn-ftrtet, thence Tn a fouth*eaft 
direction, taking the whole centre of 
the city to the fouth and call comiituiis; 
a few houfes quite in rhedbuth-tafy pan 
only excepted. It is find, that three 
or four white men ftnu two or three 
negroes loft their lives in rendering 
affiltance during the tire; and whether 
any more, is not yet afeerramed. 

During the conihgrarion on Satur- 
day night laft, in four hours 229 houfes, 
befidt out- houfes, ( &c. were burnt, 
amounting to one million of dollars, ex- 
ecutive of looffc property j 375 chimnics 
arc Handing bare, and form a dilmal ap 
pcarance— 171 houles only, of the com- 
part part of the city, are Handing— more 
than 400 families are ddliture ot houfes.

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the fpot. As they elucidate each other, 
and will probably throw light on a Cub- 
ic# vyhich has i'o much engaged the 
pens of the learned, we gladly prefent 
both to our readers.— The firft account 
js as follows : 

On Tuefday the 3d inft. fome peo- 
ple emplo) c*d at the plough, near Stone- 
henge, remarked that three of the larger 
th>ncs had fallen, and were apprifed of 
jthc time of their fart by a very fenfible 
conculfion, or jarring, of the ground. 
Theie ftones prove to be the weftern of 
th oft* pairs, with their impofts, which 
have had the appellation of Trilithons. 
They fell flat wellward, and levelled 
with the ground a Hone alfo of the 
fccond circle, that flood in the line of 
fneir precipitation. From the lower ends 
of the fupporters being now expofed to 
view, their priof depth in the ground 
is fatisfadlorily afeertained t it appears 
to have been ab^-ut fix feet. The ends, 
however, having been cut oblique, 
neither of them was, on one fide, more 
th3ii a foot and a half deep. Two only 
cf the five tnlithons of which the 
adytum confided, tye now therefore in 
their original pofition. The deftruftion, 
of any part of this grand oval we muft 
peculiarly jamenr, as it was compofed 
^Fthe moft ftupendous materials of the 
whole ftrudture. The above accident 
is to be attributed to the fame circum- 
flances that occasioned the difclofure of 
the lubterraneous palfage at Qld Sarum 
two years ago, and there is no necefliry 
of calling in the aid of any qthcr agency 
thgu that of repeated njoilturc on the 
foundation, and particularly of the rapid 
thaw that fucceeded the late deep fnow # M 
: Our fecond account runs thus ; 

*' On Tuefday, 'January 3d, in con- 
ftquence of the rapid thaw Succeeding a 
Vcfy' fevere froft, the weather being 
perfectly calm, ohe of the trilithons in 
jhc 'inner circle of Stonehenge, sshich 
were lb called by 'Dr. Stukely from 
their being formed of three ftones (an 
import refling upon two upright ftones) 
fuddenly inclined* and tell. It had 
long deviated from its true perpendicu- 
lar. There were originally five of thefe 
trilithons, two of which are, even now, 
ftill remaining in’ their ancient ftate. 
|t is remarkable, that no account has 
ever been recorded of’ the falling of the 
Others, and, perhaps, no alteration has 
been made in the appearance of Stone, 
hengc for three centuries prior to the 
prelent tremendous downfall. The im- 
port which is the fmaJicft of the three 


ftones is fuppnfed to weigh 20 tons. 
They all now lie proftraee on the 
ground, and have received no injury 
from their aerial reparation.

Count Rumford’s name is Thompfon; 
and lie is, if we are lightly iidonned, a 
native ot a town ot the lame name as his 
prelent title il' the pi ovince ot Mulla- 
chulets. Dining the late unhappy war 
between the Colonies and tlie mother 
countiy, he 1 ailed a legiment of Ame- 
rican Dragoons, and fignali/ed himlelf 
un many occalions during the heat ot that 
to-be-hunented contelt. Atone peiiod 
he was, wc are told, employed under 
Lord George Germaine, Secietaiy ot 
State Spi the American Department ; and 
about February 1 784. received from his 
Majelty the honour of knighthood, 


In the fame year, by his Majcfty’a 
permiUion, he engaged himlelf in the 
lei vice ot his Set cue Ilighnels the Elector 
Ikilitmc, Reigning Duke ot Bavaria, ami 
was employed in vaiious public lei vices, 
particulaily in ai ranging his military af- 
fairs, and inti educing a new lyltem of 
older, difcipline, and economy fmong 
his Hoops. But thetc weie not the molt 
impoitant ler vices rendered to the Elector 
by Count Rumloid : he formed e ,; ablifli- 
ments tor the leliet of the pcor at Mu- 
nich ; tui nilhed them with employment ; 
put a complete Hop to mendicity, then 
exceedingly prevalent; and, by eltablifh- 
ing good regulations, brought the whole 
vagi ant tribe to piefer indulti y to idle- 
iuts, and cleanlinets and decency to filth 
and jpgs. He luggelttd m.my plans tor 
piovidmg tlie poor with tood, whole - 
lome, agieeible, and nouiilhing, at a 
frnall ixpence ; and bv various experi- 
ments, was enabled to lave in the article 
ot 1ml a gieat part ot the expence which 
be to l been incurred in the article of 
drilling the piovihon for the table. In 
puiiuing thefe enquiries he made* many 
vain ible di'^pveries in the conltruftion of 
chimneys; and was enabled to point out 
the means, which have fince been luccels- 
fully employed, of inciealing tin heat, 
and at the lhme time deciealing the 
quantity of fuel. In many parts of the 
three kingdoms, theie expel iments have 
been t’.iul, and found to anlwer the pro- 
poled end ; and, at the time we are writ- 
ing this Memoir, numbers are employed 
in adapting the chimneys of many no- 
blemen and gentlemen to receive the be- 
M 1 nefit 
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n^fit of the plan. He was the means of 
introducing into Germany the ufe of that 
whole Tome vegetable the polatoe; of fa- 
miliarizing the ufe of it to the people in 
general; and of conquering the national 
prejudice againft it. He intioduced ma- 
mjfafturee, until then unknown, into 
Munich ; and before he left that place to 
come to England, had tho pleafure to 
affift in packing up, and fending off ovcj 
the Alps, by the Tyrol, fix hundred ar- 
ticles of clothing of different kinds, for 
the poor of Verona. At that junHurc 
he had hope foon to fee the poor of Ha- 
vana grow i ich by mamifaft tiring cloth- 
ing for the pool c f Italy. How far this 
expectation has been defeated by the ca- 
lamities of war, which has lince raged in 
the place where his improvements were in- 
troduced, we are afraid to enquire. 

Services inch as thefe, though origi- 
nally intended for particular places, are 


not tp be confined to them ; but 
are calculated for every fituation not 
forbidden by climate or inveterate pre- 
judice. Much of Count Rumford’s plans 
might be adopted in thefe kingdoms, to 
the benefit ot evciyclafs; and fome of 
them have already met with a cordial re- 
ception. Where fo much has been done 
as at Munich, it m:.y well be concluded 
that the Author has not gone unreward- 
ed. He lias received honours from his 
new mafter, the El eft or (we hope more 
than honours), and now files hunfelf 
Count of Rumford, Knight of theOi- 
ders of the White Eagle and St. Sta- 
nillaus, Chambcilain, Privy Counfellor 
of State, and Lieutenant Genual in the 
fei vice i f the Dukuot lEivaiia, Colonel 
of his Regimtnt of Artillery, and Com- 
mander in Chief of the General Staff c f 
his Aimv, F. R. S. Aral.

CRAYON PAINTING. 


C RAYON Pictures are in their nature 
more delicate, and ccnfequently mou* 
liable to injury, than almoft every other 
kind of painting: they are ufually exe- 
cuted upon a paper ground, parted over 
the fintfi linen, and are often painted upon 
blue', but moft copirponly upun paper pi e- 
pared with a fize ground, rendered of a 
middle teir.t for the fake of expedition, 
and lometMTjts upon papa perfectly 
white. It muft r.ot be concluded that 
bccaufe Crayon pictures are eafily mimed, 
that they cannot with ciio l)e pre lei v<d 
a great length of time; nay, ler many 
centuries; but it will ahv lys he r.ecefiaiy 
to kicp thf;m v/tth attention, and above 
all things to take c^re that they are not 
left in damp rooms, or in moilt plates, 
for the paite which is uied in preparing 
the ground :> will inevitably pioduce a 
mildew, and bljcks j and the daikeit 
colours be covered with fpots. 

All the light teints of Englifli Crayor.s 
are perfedtly ufe and durable, and pictures 
ofth$|4efcription are to be feen that have 
beett pointed more than forty years, and 
which have been expofed to the climates 
of the Eaft and Weft Indies ; and are, 
twiihftanding, in no lefpedt decayed, 
muft always be rcniem^eieelj that as 


Crayon pictures aie dry, and have of 
conrfe a powdery furl ace, they never 
fhould be left uncoveied with a glai> ; 
became whatever duit let tie* upon them 
cannot be blown otl or unnntd in any 
other manna'. Crayon piciuies, wheq 
finely painted, .ue tupa latiiely beautiful, 
and decorative in a vuy high digree in 
apaitments that are not too large j for, 
having then uirf.ice dry, they paitake in 
appearance of the effect of Firico, and by 
caudle light an- luminous and beautiful 
beyond all other pieluus.

('The Critic )• 

Amongft the lingularities of this learned 
felf-tormentoi, he either hated or affefted 
to hate a pun lo much, that he either 
grc\V outrageoufly angry, or quitted the 
company whenever a pun happened to be 
let off* in his prefence. He has exprefled 
his contempt of this fpeCies of wit in 
many paits of his writings, particularly 
in one where he makes this very particu- 
lar remaik : t( I look Upon the difference 
between a pun, and a fentiment well con- 
ceived and happily executed, to be as 
gieat, as the pain oftealing — and the ex- 
qunitc plealuies of fruition.” 

With this well known prejudice againlt 
him the wits ot his time conftantly 
availed themfclvts j One night in parti- 
cular, at Button’s, Steele wanted to make 
a party without Dennis, tho* he could 
not decently do it, as Dennis was in the 
coffee- ho ule at the lame time ; ruminating 
for feme time how to get rid of him, he 
at lalt obferved Rowe lining at the oppo- 
hte fide cl the lame box, wncn coming up 
to Dennis he afked him aloud, “ what 
was the matter with him The matter 
with me,” fays Dennis, “ what do you 
mean by that >” — “ Why,” lays Steele, 
“ I did not know ; but you appeared to 
me to be like an angry waterman j you 
lock one way, and Rowe another.” 

This was enough fer our angry critic, 
who immediately bounced up, and left 
the room, thundering his anathemas 
againft all puns and mifcrable punfters. 

This acerbity of temper ltuck to poor 
Dennis to tb Jail, as the following anec- 
dote, not generally known, will prove j 
nor could even the liberality or afliduity 
ot his friends allay it. Having outlived 
an annuity which he had of one hundred 
pounds per year, the latter part of his 
life was fupported partly by the benefac- 
tions of his founds, and partly by bene- 
fit plays, which they occalionalfy pro 
N cuitd 
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cured for him- His Jaft benefit was 
“ The Provoked Hufband,” which was 
obtained by the intcreft of Pope and 
Thomfon j and as it turned out luc- 
cefsful, Savage, who could contribute 
nothing but by his pen, wrote and pub- 
Jifhed, in Dennis's name, fome compli- 
mentary veries on the occalion. Whvii 
Dennis heard thele lines repeated to him 
(for by this time he was quite blind), he 
exclaimed in a gieat fury, “ Why am I 
treated in this manner? by G— d this can 
be no other than that fool Savage.” 

This was perhaps his lalf flafh of 
critical refentment, as he died two days 
afterwai ds. 


DUKE DE SCHOMTlERr.H. 

This celebrated General, who from his 
eminent lervices railed lumlelf to the title 
of a Duke in England, and hence is en- 
titled to rank amongft celebiated Knglilh 
characters, was no ltfs remaikable for 
his polite and eafy behaviour, and his at- 
tachment even to the laft to young and 
gay company, than tor his military ac- 
complifhments. His ptrfon was agree- 
able} he made a fine figure on fcorlcback; 
danced and walked well, and was lb far 
from feeling any of the incommodities 
of age cither in body or mind, 
that in point ef drefs, exercife, and 
fprifchtly humour, he came nothing fhoi t 
of the company he kept. He uled to 
fay, “ that when he was young he con- 
verted with old men to gain wiklom and 
experience ; and now that he was old, he 
delighted in the company of young men 
to keep up his 1 pints.” 

The year befoie his death, as he was 
walking in the park with a number of 
young officers about him, a grave old 
Nobleman of his acquaintance met him, 
and rallied him a good deal on the youth- 
ful company he kept. 14 Why, yes, my 
Loid,” replied Schombergh, “ I do it 
on a military principle, as you know a 
good General fhould always make his 
retreat as late as he can.”

80ME ACCOUNT of a CUSTOM OBSERVED by the AFRICAN SLAVES 
in our BRITISH COLONIES. 

From “ LETTERS on the MANNERS and CUSTOMS of FOREIGN 

NATIONS.” 

T HE old Fort, where we held our ule of the African (laves.— I wa« 
holpital, was contiguous to a bury- aftonifhed one afternoon to obferve nu- 
iug ground , chiefly appropriated to the mcrous parties of Itflwns about th* dif-

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fcrcnt graves ; but Toon learnt that thofe 
t>erfons were excrcifing certain rites over 
tke tombs of their deceafcd relations ; a

The ceremony was truly lingular, and 
afforded me the greatpft liitisfaction. — It 
difeovered, I muft own, as great a 
degree of luperftition as ever exitted, but 
at the lame time evinced iucK lively 
marks of giateful a flection, as cannot be 
oblerved without infpiriug a tender fym- 
pathy j it formed a light which, though 
confidered in the abftraft it may be thought 
mod groflly ludicrous, was dill a 1 pc chicle 
highly fentimental, and delicately plea- 
ting.

I thought it lhange, that a woman 
whole dilcourfe evmced lb much good 
ienle fhould ncveithelels coniine it to 
the narrow fpheie ot iu perdition , but the 
cultoms of nations and the piejudices of 
education arc not eatily iubdued. 

Out upon the li* piejudices* I feel fome 
relics of them at ttys hour *, they creep 
along my bones, inlmuate themlelves in- 
to my v 1 1 y mairow, and, for aught 1 
know, will iciiiain theie till the wouns 
flitted ge them. 

The Negio addrefled cveiy iyllable of 
hei conveiiat ion to the ■ ult ot hei de- 
puted huiband, and lometimes leaned as 
if flu; pan ltd for anlwus, flic had pio- 
vided, for a ptrlon in hn cijcunilt.int* s, a 
molt fumptuous^ dinnei ^ llie brought 
it with her to her hufuand sgiave * 

The munoi able Spanilh Gala, when 
phud in the lair oidei of piopoitiun, 
was not iupeiioi to this Ntgio s entei - 
t.unnicnt ; it was like the “ widow’s 
mite,” a valuable tiealuie* this geni- 
j ous woman had pit cured luclulanitns for 
the mtlancholycelebrationor litr huiband s 
death, as lht could not aifoid at any time 
to puichalc tor hti'lelij giatelul oilciing 
of an exalted foul' ttiuki tubule ot le- 
— fined .ltfeftion 1 — to weep m uniion with 
inch a gentle being was a luxmy indeed ; 
this was a Jympathy worth being lluied, 
nor ih all my boiom ever foigtt to chuilh 
the lac led memory of inch a piivilege. 

There was not an aiticlc in tins plenti- 
ful fealt, which tlie woman and hei at- 
tendants did not caie fully d ltribuic upon 
the grave ; a plate of boiled 1 ice being 
then pi dented to her, ihe took a hand- 
ful, and Lhrew it up into the ail ; a p«>i- 
tion of it tell upon my hat; the woman 
tihld ved it, and would have wiped it off, I 
took it hum my head, with a leipeftful 
bow, and otl'i i til her an .1 poloyy tor 
having cauled an inten upturn to lie i ce- 
remonies; fhe continued them. I have 
heard the belt 01 tdons of our Butilh 
Cicero’s* yis, but I have alio heaul an 
umnltrudedNcg] o' a Have' whole poweis 
of rhetoiic arc tar above the reach of my 
comparifon. . , 

It would have flumed our orators, had 
they been pi ell lit at the declamation of 
this unlettered woman. ... .. 

She now inveighed againft the malice 
of a neighbour, who had wantonly 
alptrfed her chai after, and tiled to vm- 
dei mine her reputation; Ihc pointed out 
iheuiulty ol luchungeneious calumnies, 

anet # nvade fame animated Itii&uas upon 


the conduct ot thole who, trom motive* 
either of envy of natuial malevolence, 
indulge a vile propenfity to defamation. 

She called Ileavi n to wirnels with what 
unbounded rendu nels Ihe H lied thedutie* 
ot a mother; with what kiupulcus inte- 
grity flic carried on ha- bulinels ; and 
with what iiieneliy dccoium file even 
treated all hei friends and neighbours. 

It js true, flic Ipoke entiieiy in the firffc 
pel Ion ; but heicegotilm was pufeftlycx- 
culable; this harangue was meant as a 
lolemniefutation of thole calumnies with 
which lhe had been innocently branded. 

I c u Id not for a moment doubt the 
tiuth of her alien tions ; there is an ingenu- 
ous* and tei vid tlylc that lnaiks the con- 
icioiu dignity ot innocence, widely dif- 
ting milled from the mean equivocations 
of confounded guilt. I would have 
pledged my life foi her velocity.

'i’he pi rib ns from whom I had this in- 
fo] nut nn oh lei val, that a few indances 
ot per, 111 v liad occmied; but tint the cri- 
minals all uniMinly either lfarved or 
poi.omd themlelves foon after, being un- 
able to luppcit the weight ot infamy 
att .ched to luch a bleach of folcinn cul- 
toms. 

I was furpi i led to hear this woman dif- 
couile with hei liufband’s tpirit upon many 
palt tramaftions : She related ieveral fa- 
mily anecdotes* and, what gave me infi- 
nite phalure, obierved of fome white 
man, that he was full of charity and 
feeling ' h* was always gentle, generous, 
and friendly* “ but he is gone now, 
poor Olivei, he is gone !” laid ihe, “ he’s 
gone* he's gone!”— I am not equal to 
her words.' 

Had ll thou been prefent, Yorick, at 
this feene, thou would ft have done fome 
jullice to the merits of a Have. 

Warm from the lively touches of thy 
matchlefs pencil, we ihould have had a 
faithful pifture of her fenfibility; yes, 
thou won Id ft have built a temple to her 
manor v, as glorious and immortal as the 

flirine 
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flirine that confecratcs the dull of thy 
Le Fevre 1 

The woman having finilhcd her ora- 
tion, I was going to retire, when (he, per- 
ceiving it, came forward and prefented me 
with lome cake; flic picflid me much to 
have fome wine, which I declined ; how- 
ever, to make her amends I took u tum- 
bler of forrcl-waiei, which is a moil cool 
and agieeajjlc beverage of a hue (car let 


colour, and very much ufed in thnf$ 
warm climates. The woman now went 
away, and I was infinitely (hocked “at the 
manner in which this folemn ceicmony 
eloftd ; it ended in a general fcramble of 
the fpe£lators,who foon,feizing on the dead 
man's (inner, devoured it on his grave, 
without lb much as waiting to fay grace.

“ I thuientcicd Hie old man's dwt lling, 
which was about half the lizi ol your 
inner pai lour, and in which a little turf 
on the health, a few icligiou book >, and 
a mifciabJe bed, weic the only objects 
that duw my attention. I next attended 
him iomewhat lower down the lull, where 
he (howed me a cavity neatly hiicked by 
his own hands, and of the dimeniiom, of 
a human body : this fays he is to be my 
grave, and I have a friend who, if he lui - 
vives me, will depofit inv remains here.

will not go 1 here to leek* it. If I quit 
thi$ retreat', I mud go into a workhoule, 
which I djllike; here I am quite con- 
tented: wjffiwhat you have brought me 
from yoiifchSritable female friend, I have 
fevctito^A shillings, and have no farther 
anxiety for the winter: once 1 was here 
three whole days furrounded with fnow, 
and unable to Itir five yards from my 
dwelling } but I had bacon which had 
been lent me by a friend j I had potatoes, 
and T had lnow water to drink } and I had 
a miiul perfectly at re It.” So tar for the 
worthy Hermit, about whom all I have 
laid .is exactly true, only that the real 
lpeech was probably not worded in the 
lame manner, and was interrupted by oc- 
Calionai queltions from me.” 

Farther paiticulais of the faid Hermit, 

44 I was on a week’s tour, with Mr. 

and Mrs. , one of her liiteis, and 

a gentleman, when we heard of this 
curious and venerable character. It is 
near Wollely-bi idge in Statfordlhire, 

and afrout fourteen miles from Mr. , 

that the forelt is fituated } and tho’ my 
curiolity was much railed by the name of 
a hermit, I do not think I ihould have 
• g^ne out of my way for farthei mfoi na- 
tion about him, had I not been Itimu- 
iated to it by one of my fair companions, 

Mil's , who being informed by the

Hemairicd a lecond iiniej it 
was to a widow, and Hie behaved well to 
him; when flu* died, he betook, himlelf 
to his old uade of a bnektayer, and

«< mpoied ot 1 o,oou K, Idler?, 1000 cavaliy, 
ar.fl neai 1 50 piece s ol cannon ; 1 500 ele- 
phants, 3000 tiacke\iti% and an innumt- 
lable tiain of camels, holies, and bul- 
locks j great numbeis 0 (Ruts 4 filled \wrh 
the Nuirab's woiiKii ; many laigc and 
Imall boats can ivd on carts diawn by 50, 
40, 30, or 10 bullocks ; tygers, leo- 
•^11 ds, hawks, fighting-cocks, quails, 
ajul nightingales ; pigeons, dancing- 
women, and hoys , lingers, playus, buf- 
foons, and mountebanks. In Ihoit, his 
Excellency had every thing, eveiy ohjett 
which could plcale or furprize, cauie a 
linile, or ra ile a l'neer, attract admiration, 
fix with wonder, or convulle with laugh- 
ter ; captivate the pye, lull the car, or 
tickle the palate : above <; 00 Coders were 
employed to cany his llmoting appaiatus, 
guns, powder, Ihot, and rtateuis ; he 
has above icco double bairel guns, ihe 
finelt that Man ton and N*iA could make, 
and lingje hands, piftoU, lwoids, and 
fpeais without number. 

Riligion cor.iliained him to ftop fome 
days at Bauve.h to pay homage at the 
tomb of a ccleln atid Saint | ; all^ >0./ r. 
who are able ltilit to worftiip tnis holy 
Anchoiite once a year, geneially in the 
month of May ; his bones weic dilcour- 
e4 about 400 yeais ago, and manitclk-d 
tltpir fan&ity by fomc miraculous marks. 
The witty and unbelieving lav, tiny wejc 
the fkelcton of an afs, without thinking 
of the impiety in imagining theic is any 
relemblance between an ais and a faint, 
whether dead or alive. 


LncnoiVy loth Jan, 1794. 

From Baraenh we lleeied towaids 
Nanpara, a fmall town in the firlt rang* 
of mountains, commonly called the Com* 
vio:u Thlh, which extend from the Eai- 
tern extiemity of Bout an to Ilurdivai , and 
divide Ho, doji an lrom Tibet and Nap id. 
Game of all lbits were deftioyed every 
morning and evening without number or 
diltimftion ; his Excellency is one of the 
belt markimen I ever law ; it would be 
ltr.ingc it he was not, as one day with, 
anothei he fires above 100 Ihots at evtiy 
lpccies of birds and animals. The fiilt 
tiger wc law and killed w.ts in the moun- 
tains”: we went to attack him about 
noon $ he was in a narrow valley, which 
the Naivab iuriounded with above 200 
elephants ; we kaid him growl horribly 
in a thick bulh in the middle of the val- 
ley. Being accullcmed to thelpo^f, and 
veiy eager, I pufhed in my elephant ; the 
ficire bead chaigedme immediately $ the 
eltphant, a timid animal, as they genc- 
1 ally aie, turned tail, and deprived me of 
the opportunity to file; I ventured again, 
attended by two or three other elephants 9 
the tiger made a ipiing, and nearly 
rcached the hack of one ot the elephants, 
011 which win three 01 four men ; the 
elephant ftiouk himlclt !o ioicibly as to 
throw theic mm elf his back; they tumb- 
led into the bufh ; I gave them up for 
loll, but was agin ably lii rp:i zed to fee 
tlum cicep out unhurt. Hu Excellnuy 
was all this tune on a lif.ng ground near 
the thicket, looking on calmly, and beck- 
oning to me to drive the tiger towaids 
linn , I made another attempt, and with 
men lucccts ; he darted out towaids me 
an my appioach, i-.aiing furiuutly, and 
ladling Ins tides with his tail. I luckily- 
got a Ifvot, and hit him; he letrcatedinto 
the bufh, and ten or tw< ive elephants juft 
then pulhed into the thicket, alarmed the 
tiger, and obliged him to iun out towards 
the Naivabf who inihutly gave him a 
warm reception, and, with the afliftance

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of fome of his Omraos , laid the tiger 
fprawJino: on his fide as dead as a ftene. 
A loud mout of zuba ! zuha ! proclaimed 
the victory ; and thole who had been too 
timid to approach before, from idle ap- 
prehenfion, allumed their valour, and 
ruffled on the fallen hero with llaughtering 
fwords. On elephants theie is no dan- 
ger in encountering thefe lavage beads, 
wh.ch you know irom repeated trials. I 
have been at the killing of above thirty 
tigers, and feldom law any one hurt : if 
you rccolleft, I was once thrown off my 
elephant on one, and elcaped with a 
feruile.

This was tile place defin- 
ed for the grand hunt, which we were 
daily taught to ex peel with pleating anxi- 
ety, by the flond deienptions of his tx- 
idlnuy . On the 5th til December, early 
in the morning, we were lummonul to the 
Sylvan war : a line of 1200 elephants 
was drawn up on the Noith of the lake, 
facing the Kail ; and we pruuuled ra- 
pidly through the high 41:111. with minds 
glowing with the expectation ot the mag- 
nanimous Ipoit we fhould meet.

When we* h ut ai lived at the Eufivrn ex- 
tremity ot the 1 -ke, wc perceived a large 
drove of wild elephants feeding anti 
gamboling at the toot ot the mountains ; 
f counted abo/e out hundred an l jevauy. 
At this critical moment Mr. Conway, a 
Gentleman in the* Nanvab's lei vice*, tell 
off his elephant, owing to the animal's 
-flipping his tore foot into a concealed hole ; 
Mr. Conway was much bi tided, pair, 
and almoll lenleleis j the Nuwab flopped 
to put him into a palankeen, ami fern him 
back to the encampment. This gave the 
wrM elephants time to gaze on 0111 diead- 
lul fionr, and recover lr<m then anuze ; 
mnffy ol them lc.imperul off toward;, the 
hiJL. Lire Na: tab divided our line of 
1200 elephant i into four bodies, and lent 
them in pm lint ol the wild ou^s which 
they were to take or deffioy ; I lemamcd 
with the* divinon attached to lire Saiiab ; 
We attacked a large male eh pliant, and 
afn 1 a long contelt killed him in the lame 
manner, as the one I have aheady dei- 
ciibed ; wc killed alio four Imillei ones, 
3j;d our divition, including the other tluee, 
caught 21 elephants which we led to cur 
encampment in high triumph. I have 
only given a fhort account ot this grand 
hunt, as it is impniiible for the moll 
Iplendid language to deicribe \vh it we 
lhw and fell. 'The confufion, tumult, 
noife, firing, Ihrieking, and roaring of 


1200 tame elephants attar ked and at-* 
tackir.g 170 wild ones, all m terrible dif- 
oidfV tojfetly fonned a dreadful melange 
which cannot be imagined bv the ni.Wt 
luxuiiant fancy; to attempt therefore a 
delineation would be to in,mv the lublirnfr 
iubjecl. TlieJe wep* above 10,000 (hots 
filed ti cun all quartei s ; and,c oniider inr the 
confufum, I am imputed the icene wa$ 
iior nune bloody on our'idr; about 2 q 
nun were k.iled and manned, and near 
halt adoziMot hories. I had two rifles 
arul two double barrels, and a boy to 1 
foi me ihw khu'Wa} '* ; yet I could ).ot 
fire quick enough, though l expel, did 
4^0 balls. Many of our tame elephants^ 
wjia v.eie nmjl, and brought to oppuie 
tire* wild ones, wui knocked down, 
biuiled, pit iced, and made to fly j the 
lu gdl eie ph nit we kilkd was above tea 
feet high -j , and would have *foJd Joi 20,00$ 
lupus f ii it had been caught. Our 
pi 1 e of this day might, without ampli- 
fic itiun, be eltmuted at 50,0^0 rupee* 
but you know il.c love ot luue was not 
ou 1 aim. 

Pauli* for a moment, my dear Sir, and 
reflect 011 the Icene I h ive deferibed ; and 
you will confels, though feen through 
the impcrfcil medium ot a defcription, 
that it mult have been the lublimeft fight 
that evu was prefented to the mind of 
111 m in the Sylvan war. Apollo jjvouM 
have been .'(tonifhed ; Aft eon concerned j 
and D ana and her nymphs Lightened out 
of their wits. We exp itiate on it with 
1 apt u:e to this day ; and no one who vv*s 
preient wili lole the Fetiu.nihi.ircc of it a« 
long as he enjoys his rappellant faculties. 

From D k> a Jet t\\ e came to b'aizt bat,', 
where we repo fed tor three weeks, to re- 
cover from 1 he gicit fatigue we had un- 
dergone. After a gay icene* of every 
Ipecici of ciicntal amuicmvnt and diflipr.’- 
tion. we leuirned to tins place, having 
killed inoui excunion eight tigc*i$, iix ele- 
phants, and caught twenty -one. To 
enumerate the other kinds of game would 
lequiie a fheet as ample rs the petition 
which was prefented to Jiaiggaze Kb an $ 
and might perhaps be treated bv you in 
the manner that conqueror treated thp 
petition. Adieu.

J have mentioned the author of thole mo- 
numental record* with tome little alpci it v, 
for endeavouring to immoitalize prejudices 
which it would have been much better 
to have buried in oblivion, I would nut 
be undcrltood to with to convey a genual 
reflection upon his character, which was 
that of a man equally pious and learned ; 
but only to lliav that theie is, even 111 
*''•* belt and moll enlightened minds, 
fomething which will, at times, lepieH 
that liberality of lentiment which religion 
and erudition, philanthropy and philo- 
fo]>li) , ought to inlule into them. 

In this piopenlity we can only lament 
the imperfection of human nature, and, 
from fi*ch examples, endeavour to con cot 
any tunpoiaiy depravity of heait, inch 
as, from tlieii coiniih'd, we liiav judge 
lometimes to leign even in thclu of men 
other wile diftinguillicd tor wiiclom and 
virtue : in which clals, I repeat, I mem 
to include the Rev. Di. Gale, of whom I 
fliall iubjoin the lew following anecdotes : 

This Gentleman was bom in tin year 
1634, at Scruton, in Yoiklhire. He was 
educated at Wcltminiter Schcol, tionr 
which he removed to Cambridgi , where 
he continued fevcial years, became a Fel- 
low of Trinity College, and after wards 
Greek Proft flor in that Unrveilily. lie w 
long he continued in this lituatioij is un- 
certain j but we find that, in the year 
1672, having, as I befoie obfeived, Pern 
the year 1666, dillinguiflicd himteif by 
bis political writings, he was chuftn 
Head Matter of fit. Paul's School, and 
foon after had tlie honour to be named by 
the City to compole thole iniciiptioiis eiv- 


graved upon the Monument, whi-ch have 
been lo muchcenfured ai-d celebrated, for 
which he was, by the Corporation of 
London, rewarded with a piece of plate*. 

In the year 1676 he received a far more 
ample remuneration j for lie was made a 
Prebendary of St. Paul's, being one of 
ihofe termed cunjuvipt. pet max '* 

Dr. Gale had, as loon as he was qua- 
lified, taken the Degiee of Deft or of Di- 
vinity ) lie was alio cholen a bellow of 
the Royal Society ; and gave to the repo- 
litoiy of Gufluin ColJ.ge a Reman urn 
with its allies. 

About the year 1097 he made a dona- 
tion to the new Library ot I unity Col- 
lege of a gicat number of Aiabic Manu- 
ka iprs. 

Having continued Head Mafter of St. 
Paul's School twenty-five years, he, in 
the lame year 1697, was preferred to the 
Dtanry ot the Metropolitan Church of 
Yoik, in which lituation his* piety, hof- 
pitaiity , and bencvolcr.ee, were equally 
confpicuous ; as was alio his caie for, 
and good government of the Chapter, and 
his alliduiry in k pairing and beautifying 
that vendable and angult Cathedral. 

It was a misfortune lamented by his 
friends and the literal y woild, that Dr. 
Gale did not long enjoy that elevated 
Hat ion to which his merit, in an anxious 
and laborious employment, had 1 ailed 
him, He died at his iXunry, April die 
JRh, 1702, having behind him the clia- 
i:i6Kr of a learned divine, a great liilfo- 
nan and antiquary, and one ot the belt 
Gucun.s ot his time. 

The kveial works width he puhlilhed 
aic equal evidences of his inddatigablc 
induiiiy and erudition, as the loilowing 
catalogue ot them will tvrnce :

ACCOUNT OF TUI* WORKS NOW EXECUTING AT FONTHILL. 


C UCII was the avidity of the Public for 
inioimatk n upon the lubjed or the late 
Fcftivilks at Fonthill, that our account 
in the laft Month’s Magazine was, we 
fear, conliderably anticipated by details, 
not much unlike cur own, which, in the 
courfe of t l v* month, h?.d b^en vliv gene- 
rally ciicnl :*ed through the channel of 
the London and Provincial P.ipei->. This

Hying ( n for the 
4nJ:rot giving buad to the poor of an 
exrurf.vc neighh^urhcf d, deffitutc* c i 
vrnnuf.u Inns, u.-d that tluoirgh the Jau- 
daM: nudivni ot their own labour and 
iidi.Uiy. In this principle will he 
found the ni< five of nudt cf the woiks of 
this <bee, ar.d ::i twdiyhr.ding all the 


beautiful fpecimens of genius and ta- 
lents which the firlt Artiffs have dis- 
played theie, or are engaged to produce, 
the world will have leis latisfattion in 
contemplating the various works at 
Fonthill as monuments of Mr. Beck- 
ford’s diltir.guifhed tafte in the Fine Arts, 
than as a continued exercile of that ge- 
nerous and charitable dilpofiticn, which 
is ever tendering his piincely fortune, in 
lome way 01 other, lubicrvient to the 
benefit or happinefs of others. 

Although parts of the original eftate 
at Fonthill are covered witli fine oak 
timber, yet feme thoulaad acus of the 
ground pin chafed by Mr. Bcckiord’s fa- 
ther, as well as by himlclf, the leaks of 
which have been continually railing. 
woe implanted. Not to mention the 
great pi mtation begun by the late Mr. 
Beckford, the pi dent gentleman has 
been, e\ery year lince his polidlion, con- 
tinuing them upon a grander kale. Se- 
veral hundred theufand trees, and, feme 
yi i is, nor Ids than a million , and thofe 
of all the deferent lorts ot h>relt wood, 
and cf various tribes of exotic plants 
and ihr ubs, often cunllkute the woi k 
but of a hr gle lcalbn. As new pur- 
c kales are continually adding large tiads 
ot land to Mi. Bickford's d< main, hia 
plantations will piobably pr< ceed in the 
lame ftiie fur lome m us to come. As 
the planting at Fonthill may he conli- 
derc'l as a kind of general undertaking 
?lw 4 .ys going fcnvaid in tlie- proper ka- 
Lns, a 'ingle work ordy intliis way Hull 
be particularly fpecitud, becaul’t it was 
attended by lbmc ciicumft. nces which 
gave it peculiar merit. — The fione of 
the prefent Fonthill Houfe, built by the 
late Mr. Bed: ford, was taken from a 
quar ry on the Eadcrn fhore of the Lake, 
at an inconfrderuble diftancc frem the 
lciteof the nranlion itfelf. Several acut 
of reeky ground, wliich formed this 
quarry, continued after the completion 
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fcf* the buildlrtg flill open $ and exhibit- 
ing nothing but large naked malfes of 
white Hone and ugly excavations, and 
thole almoft fronting the houfe, it was 
relolved to cover every part of this 
quany, fome pi&urefque features of 
rock excepted, with foil brought fiom 
adiffmce by dint of labour, and then to 
plant the ground with oak, beetli, elm, 
larch, fir, Sec. leaving green walks, 
bordered with fhrubs and flowers, jyid 
fuch other lpaces open, as good taltc 
iiiggtflcd, according to the natuie of the 
ground. This plantation Mr. Beckford 
icon after conlideiably extended along 
the adjoining hills which hang over the 
Lake $ on the fide of which has been 
formed a Grotto trickling with peitnnial 
fprings $ the fur face of its Rcck-woik 
variegated with many-coloured mofles, 
and its crevices filled with aquatic plants 
and flowers. This whole range of 
Icenery, but particularly the quairy 
part, the wood having now attained a 
very conliderable giowLh, may, in point 
of beauty and original efl’ed, challenge 
any garden Icenery in the kingdom. 

That woik, having employed a great 
number of hands for two 01 thiee years, 
was fucceeded by an cnlaigement of the 
bed of the river, and the removal of a 
‘ iiont* bridge of liver a I arches, by which 
the water could no longer be trolled. 
The different form of the fhorcs and ex- 
tenlion now given to the breadth of tiie 
water have entirely changed its former 
alpefcf and character, and rendeied it 
worthy of its prelent appellation of a 
Luke. The clearnefs and depth of this 
water, partly iupplied by the river blad- 
der, and partly by thole numerous foun- 
tains ifluing from the high ground, and 
giving the appropriate name of Fonthill 
to the village, add greatly to the merit 
.of this Lake, in refpedd to its volume and 
expanle, and entitle it to rank as one of 
the moil interelting obje&s of the place. 
Further improvements, however, are in 
due time to be made upon this water j 
its fizc to be ftill enlarged, and its form 
more varied. 

Mr. Beckford’s next undertaking was 
the formation of a new Kitchen and 
Flower Garden, contiguous to each 
other, in a more convenient Icite, under 
a warmer alpeft, and upon a Icule four 
tunes larger than the old one. The Hot 
Walls, Pineries, Conlervatorics, quan- 
tity of glazed Frame- work, the Gar- 
dener s Houle, importation of foil for 
this extenflve fpot of many acres, with 
its plantations and nurferies, and an 
Vel. XXXI. Jan. 1 7y 7. 
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extenflve inclofure of handfome brick* 
Wall round the whole, have* altogether 
concurred to render this work almoft as 
unrivalled in magnitude and convenience* 
as it muft have been in matter of ex- 
pence. 

About three years ago was begun a 
Wall of coniiderable height and thiek- 
nefs, built of hewn Hone, and carried 
circularly round near ieven miles of the 
loftielt and finefl part of the hills and 
woods of Fonthill. This has been fi- 
nifhed with a ltrong painted paling, in- 
clined outwards, as a ebrvaux ile jrtza 
which runs entirely round the top of the 
wall in order to fecure this favourite 
inclofure from all intrulion. Hares, 
pheafants, partridges, and other game, 
with bit ds of long or of beautiful plu- 
mage, are the conlfant inhabitants of this 
fecure region, and aie, lome or other of 
them, continually offering'themlelves to 
fight in the air or on the ground, half 
tame, ;u\d almoft fcarlefs, as if conlcious 
of their privileged fafety. 

At the bottom of a wildly wooded 
hill, within this inclofure, is a natural 
Lake of the molt t ran fpa rent water ahd 
happily varied outline — 

“ Haud procul indeLacus

On an elevated feite above this Lake, a 
fpate, conveited into a Lawn, has been 
opened in the Wood, confuting chiefly, 
in this part, of larch and the various 
tribe of firs, with tome mixture of holly 
and yew, for the creation of a Gothic 
Abbey, upon a very magnificent plan by 
Wyatt. This edifice, in which confi- 
derable progiels is already made, extends 
to the length of 185 feet j one of its 
towers, an oft agon of 64 feet in diame- 
ter, will rile to the height of 145 feet. 
They alone, who have ieen the elevations 
of this edifice, and are acquainted with 
its cliara&criftic fituation, can form any 
adequate notion of the grand and flriking 
effects which it will difplay within the 
place itfelf, or prelent to the furrounding 
country. It will naturally enough be 
alked, what i'uggefted to Mr. Beckford 
the lcheme of this building in the form 
of a Gothic Abbey : the following cir* 
cumttances will explain the motive s— * 
When this Gentleman’s father* foon 
after the bunting of the ancient houle in 
j 755', began fo erei\ the pvefent noble 
manfiqn,ne obtained a faculty to take 
P dottn 
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down the old dlurch, which flood too 
near it, and to build anew one in a 
fituation more convenient. This vene- 
rable old ft rupture, dedicated to St. Ni- 
cholas, contained a number of monu- 
ments, and fome of fplendid worhman- 
fliip for the times when they were ex- 
ecuted, in memory of the family of 
the Mervyns, formerly one of the moll 
opulent and refpe&able in the enmity 
of Wilts. This family was <Mct mh d, 
by anheirefs, from the lir t\ Loul I -tu- 
rner, who was fuminoncd in P.nli.um nr 
in the reign of Edward J. I linuigh 
the Mervyns, Mr. Beck ford clearly 
traces his own lineal defetnt up the 
fame fourcc # . The above-mentioned 
fepulchral monuments of the Mervyns, 
who were not only Mr. Beck ford's an- 
ceftors, but for fcvcral centuries the 
original poffelTors of the Fonthill eft ate, 
having been expofed to the open air on 
the removal of the old church, and 
negle&cd till their ornaments became 
mutilated and their inferiptions effaced, 
Mr. Bcckford hasdefigned his Gothic 
Abbey as a memorial tribute} in their 
Head, to this ancient family. Their 
Arms, in regular fcrics, and with their 
different Quarterings, are to be painted 
on the windows of this edifice, and the 
names and dates of each fuccelfive mem- 
ber of the family inscribed on mural 
tablets, in the galleries and cloyftcrs of 
the Abbey. 

Although it will be imagined that 
avenues and ridings cannot have been 
wanting in the vaft extent of the woods 
and plantations of Fonthill, it fhould 
be particularly noticed in this account 
of works fet on foot Dy the prcl’cnt Mr. 
Beckford, that a great variety of beau- 
tiful walks and avenues have been 
formed under his direction, particu- 
larly within the great walled inclolure. 
Thefc, though each of very confuler- 
able length and width, are all laid in 
the fmootheft turf, kept at great expence, 
and conftantly mown in the manner of 
owling-greens, and are almoft all 
bordered on cither fide, within the 
ofty fereens of the plantations with 
laurel* flowering fhrubs and flowers in 
great variety and abundance. One of 
the approaches lately made to the Ab- 
bey is a broad llraight avenue, in the 
fame flile and keeping as of thole juft 
mentioned, and at its termination at rhe 
wall of the inclofurc communicating, 


by means of a bridge over a road, with 
a bold terrace, four miles and a half in 
length. Betides this terrace, and the 
avenues here fpoken of, a walk (for fo 
it is called) was begun to be opened laft 
fununcr, which is to be continued for 
at leall twenty miles, and is to wind 
about in eafy curves over hills, valley* 
and levels, to every ftriking or inte- 
i filing point of view which can be com- 
manded within or without the whole 
extent of Mr. Bcckford’s fylvan do- 
main. As the ground of this walk is 
to be Imoothtcl throughout, and covered 
with the verdure of a lawn, a great 
deal of labour isneceflary to its forma- 
tion, and not more than five or fix 
miles of it are yet entirely iinifhcd $ 
but as an addition of labourers will be 
employed upon it, a very confiderable 
progrels may be expected in the courfe 
of another year. 

With how little influence the motive 
of oftentation can be fuppofed to have 
operated on the mindol the Proprietor, 
in the greateft of thefe projects, may 
be concluded from the impra&icabrlitv 
of fliewing more than a Imall part of 
them to the numerous companies who 
are ufed to include Fonthill in the plan 
of their iummer excurfions. It is not 
only that fornc days would be requili*— 
for parties on foot, but that no carriage, 
except garden chaifes, with broad 
wheels, can, without injury, be .ni- 
mitted within the great walled inclo- 
lure. 

As not lefs than three hundred men 
will generally continue to be employed 
on the prefent works, it is hoped that 
two years more may nearly fuffice for 
their accompli foment. When they are 
finjflicd, nothing, unlefs we mention 
another inclofure of about eleven hun- 
dred acres, the prefent bank-fence of 
which will be changed into a wall, will 
remain to be executed, except the great 
Tower on Stops- Beacon, of which air 
incorrclt, though not exaggerated ac- 
count, appeared laft autumn in the 
Papers. 

Mr. Wyatt has already drawn fome 
of the plans and an elevation of this 
edifice. The Prefident of the Aca- 
demy, and many other celebrated Ar- 
tifts, are at prefent engaged on the 
paintings and different objects of orna- 
ment for the Abbey, not K> mention 
many others intended for the decoration 


* The Writer of this Memoir had, very lately, infpe&ion of the Table of this Dcfcent, 
s drawn out with great pacific n by Sir lfaac Heard* Carter King at Arms. 
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of Fonthill-Houfe ; a great portion of 
which has beet entirely new fitted up 
and furnifhed fince Mr. Beckford came 
to age ; and the whole, before long, 
will have undergone the like change and 
improvements. 

It remains now only to notice one 
particular, which certainly claims re- 
gard m this Memoir. Alithefe fplcn- 
did works are nor^nerely effected in 
confcquence of Mr. Beckford’s orders, 
and by fmcans of his fortune j but his 
own genius, whofc comprehtnfion and 
activity appear equal to any under- 
taking, has been the informing fpirit 
of the whole j every one of the above- 


mentioned projects, whether of ufe or 
of ornament, having originated from 
himftlf, and their plans, of whatever 
kind, having been alfifted or corrected 
by his own pure and clatfic talfe. One 
of his principal amufements at Foothill 
confifts in attending and frequently 
directing the iuperior workmen in the 
execution of his fehemes ; and fuch is 
the ardour with which he is carrying 
forward his favourite building, the 
Abbey, that the froft and fnow of the 
prefent winter were never fuffered to 
ftop any pan of the work which could 
ftill go on, nor to prevent his own daily 
cxcurnons to thclpot. 
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/■^NE of the nioft pleafurable occur- 
^ rences is meeting a friend occalion- 
ally*after a iepaiation for any length of 
time. It generally calls into exerciie 
ibme of our neft a fie 61 ions, and is grate- 
ful in proportion as unexpected. We re- 
gard our pre lent Traveller in this endear- 
ing light, and re-commence our ac- 
quaintance with fnnilar emotions. His 
tanner ingenious narrations charmed us in 
no inferior degree, and icniibly enlivened 
our Journal (lee Vol. XVIII. p. 106. 285. 
440.) ; and we now join him in his fecond 
route, in perfeft. confidence of re- 
ceiving from his fcientific labours and 
weil-digefted obfervations equal inft ruc- 
tion and amufement. No man ever had 
the means of both more completely at his 
command, was better qualified to com- 
municate the ftorcs derived from indus- 
try and experience, or more liberally in- 
clined to gratify the utmoft curiolity of 
his readers: and with whatever avidity 
and eagernefs he may be again, perilled 
by fuch as have already participated in 
his p^rfuits, or ran lacked the relburces 
he opens of honeft intelligence, we ven- 
fme to iufure them high latisfa&icn. 


Whoever looks in thefe Volumes for an 
arbitrary folution of inexplicable pheno- 
mena, chimeras, and monlters of human 
creation, or.any confirmation of all thofe 
marvellous improbabilities, lies, and 
dreams, which fpeculative men fabricate 
in their clofets for the credulous multi- 
tude to fwallow implicitly, will afluredly 
be difappoinLcd. Our very intelligent 
adventuier, no abetter of iinpolture, 
embraces, with a zeal truly honourable to 
the libel al purfuit of fcieuce, every op- 
portunity tlut occurs of detefting if> 
diftipating the clouds of ignorance, in 
which genuine nature is ftill lb much en- 
veloped, and, by adhering rigidly tofafl, 
effectually counteiafts the prevalence of 
fiftion and fallehood. The rcfult, in- 
deed, of lor.g and lev ere exertion and in- 
veftigation :ue here exhibited in fuch 
genuine and explicit cliai afters, as cannot 
fail to inta cit, in an eminent degree, all 
the real admirers of rural fcencry in its 
naked and fmiple ftate. 

The want of a copiou-s Table of Con- 
tents is a detriment to the popularity 
of the work, bygivingitfuch an abrupt- 
nefs, as renders it rather repulfive and 

Pj r r *-**•-» 
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forbidding than inviting to the gene- 
rality of readers. Sloth often finds an 
cxcuie hi this deficiency by declining a 
talk not previoufly defined, and thus the 
livings of avarice furnifli a cloak tor ig- 
norance. It is where we expett the great- 
eft variety of entertainment that we are 
molt felicitous to fee the bill of fare j and 
our appetites are never blunted by know- 
ing before -hand the ipccific nature df our 
provifion. The molt uleful account we 
wan give of thefc Travels is, therefore, 
to iiip ply, as well as we can, this unpar- 
donable negleft, by laying before our 
Readers, as our manner has lately been, 
a brief fummary of what they contain. 
By fuch an analyfis, however imperfeft, we 
jnay become, in feme mcafuie, the Au- 
thor’s aifociates in all his cxcurlions j 
learn the objeft on which he fets out ; 
appreciate his means of realizing it ; 
follow him in his route ; contemplate the 
fatigues and dangeis he encounters ; and 
calculate the acquilitions he makes ; 
noting, as we proceed in whatever may 
ftrike us as rfeteftivc in his plan, or, the 
execution of it. 

Our Traveller does not ftatc fpecifi- 
eally what the exdufive aim of his labo- 
rious and expensive undertaking is ; but 
he feems to be every wliere (liniulated by 
an inefiftinle defuc of improving natui.il 
hiftdry, and elnecially of examining with 
his own eyes luch pm titular branches of 
it as aie molt to his talie. hew ob- 
jects of any value or novelty, in any litu- 
ution, or on any cccafion, elcape his re- 
iearch. Oftener than once we find him 
regretting his want of botanical know- 
ledge, which prevented his collecting the 
vaiietyof curious vegetables which lur- 
rounded him, ai d that he had neithu the 
/kill nor apparatus of a chymift lor analy- 
sing the different lubftances or bodies 
which occurred to him, and excited his 
attention. His great paffion, which di- 
rected and concentered nil his ftudics and 
purfuits, was to range through animated 
nature, and ft left from the infinite 
/warms of c. matures who people the Afri- 
can territories, fuch as are leafl known 
to the naturalifts of Europe. He aban- 
dons himfclf entirely to whatever he 
deems moltelTential and conducive to this 
icquifition. The fupreme and prevail- 
ing end of all his ambition and labours 
Is "fuch an aflemblage of animated forms 
Its has been hitherto produced by no fer- 
1 ’ iner natural ift. Two objefts feem to 

occupy hjs attention equally, in all cir- 
ctimixances ; the knowledge of the coun- 
try, and fuch materials as could be found 


and amafled for this depofitmn. .Th^fe* 
however, prove occalionally fo incom- 
patible, and interfere lo effentially with 
each other, as to put him fojnctimes to 
the greateft inconvenience. But the ul- 
timate relult of all his ingenuity and 
dilcoveries are reserved for his orni- 
thology, which he repeatedly piomiles 
the public, and to which his further de- 
tails and trftits of •Jill the non-deicripts 
which fall in his way, are in general re- 
ferred. 

Of the means he poffelHd and prepaied 
for accomplilhing theie ends, he lomc- 
times prefents us with veiy copious and 
minute details. The caravan he equipped 
con lifted of three carmgcs, accompanied 
with relays of cattle for relieving each 
other in the draught, fome Hottentot 
negroes who ferved him on his preceding 
journey, and leveral new ones ; but no 
other European was fuffered to be of the 
party but himfclf. His train was like- 
wife fui milled with fome faddle-horlcs,and 
a fm.ill flock of Iheep, goats, and milk- 
cows. He had alfo a few poultry, a monkey, 
his old companion, and leventeen clogs. 
The meichandi/e by which he meant to 
trailic with the natives were tiinkefs of 
diffeient kinds, tobacco, brandy, milsj 
and knives. Thefe, with fire -aims, 
powder, lead, provilions of tools an 
iron, and ftores of inch liiccffaiies as 
were not likely to be found very plen- 
tifully, at leatt in diftriits without cul- 
tuie, civility, or perhaps inhabitants, 
kitchen utenfils, and inftiuments for 
hunting and preparing the materials of 
his cabinet, compofed his luggage. ''For 
the confidence and fat i station of his rea- 
ders in what may be expeHed from his 
diligence and exertions, be delineates very 
particularly all the app.uatus he thought 
Jndilpenfible both to laktv and luccefs. 
He even condelpends lo characterize the 
individuals who compr folds fiuice, and 
ascertain the ftver.il departments thyy 
filled. He ftates the natuie of their ler- 
vices, the ufes to which his animals are 
fe pa lately appropriated, and, in propor- 
tion as theyanfwered his purpofe, omits 
no occafion of celebrating their merit in 
the fond language of an indulgent maltel*. 
The very ftrufture and conformation 
of his waggons, the mode of his en- 
campments, and the invariable care and 
precautions eflential to his fppurity, are 
correfUy ft'ated for the information and 
convenience of future tiavellcrs. The 
arts by which he fecured the game in 
molt requeft, his means of obtaining the 
fpecific objeffs of his curiolity vgithleaft 
t * damage, 
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ifamage, of heft preparing, keeping, and 
lowing them for carnage, and a great 
variety of ingenious devices to which he 
had occafionally rtcourie, where expe- 
rience failed, and he depended 1’ole.ly on 
the reiourecs of his own mind, are all 
fpecified and explained. It were netd- 
Jeis to add the talents and addiefs by 
which this complicated machine is fabri- 
cated, put in motion, cofidu£led, and ren- 
du ed in every rei'peft efficient. Of tnele 
every reader mull be left to form his own 
judgment, by an impartial eftitnate of the 
work, on carefully perufmg its contents. 

The firlt Volume ot thele Travels de- 
feribes the tour of the colony, which in- 
cludes a coniiderable tradl of country 
behind and round the Cape. His me- 
teorological remarks on the adjacent 
mountains, lome ot which overlook an 
immenfc extent, both of lea and land, 
a«e cuiious and new. Some of thele 
altitudes, the very description ot 
which renders us giddy, helped hirn to a 
paitial anticipation ot the difficulties he 
had to lurmount in the journey he medi- 
tated: but his ardour only mcixafui in 
pioporcion as the wilds under vnw ap- 
peared impaflabie. He enumeiaks, m 
this intiodu£lion to the travels be tore him, 
various incidents, occalioncd by his 
iiiemlDiips both in town and among the 
planters on their ianns, at a diltance 
which conlideiably impeded his letting 
out. Of all the captivating lpots in 
this rich and lonuntic colony, a place 
called the Tzunuy-f^ur Riws l’eems to 
have charmed him moll. He mentions it 
as peculiarly calculated for th tfetis ol a 
town, which, with very little attention, 
might foon be made to rival that on the 
Cape j and from the vicinity ot a capa- 
cious haibour, and a conllant lupply of 
the bell and cheapeit piovilions, with 
every commercial accommodation, calily 
lurpal's it both in trade, population, and 
pugnihcence. He travelled the whole of 
what is called Hotttntot Holland , S:vel- 
Itnbach , Draaken Sffyn, Rockeveld , 
Rooge-zartd, and by Szuartlatid j every 
point as far as this enchanting retreat. 
The refpedlive productions ot the leveral 
cantons, their tlate of cultivation, and 
local peculiarities, are deferibed in his for- 
mer work. They iurniflud him few ar- 
ticles for his colle&ion on this occafionj 
and what oblervations they fugged, are 
chiefly confined to the chara6leis ot the 
planters, and their mode of living. 
'Thele he divides into tliree dalles : 'The 
hilt are a kind of grandees ot enormous 
wealth, jpoffi lied q! iumptuous citobldh- 


ments, and marked from others by a 
diltant, lupercilious, and haughty de- 
portment : The next owe every thing to 
their own indultry, enjoy an high degree 
of independence, live in a moderate 
Hate ot competence, and emulate each 
other in profiling the amiable virtues 
of kindnefs and hoipittdity : The third 
are a iptcies ot droveis, who keep their 
flocks iA the recedes ot the country, and 
expol’e them to lale in ihc dritrmt can- 
tons, lead a wandei ing and pailorai life, 
and have no means of lublillence, but 
what is deiived trom this ambulatory 
traffic. 

The two firft Volumes of this Work, 
pubiiffied lix years ago, had no chart by 
which thq eye could turnilh the lealt help 
to the underftanding, dn tiacing the 
courie of our tiaveller through a defert 
hitherto fo little known. This defeat i$ 
in part at leall lupplied by the prefent 
publication, to wh.ch is prelixed a map 
explanatory ot both tours ; the former 
by a red line, and this by a yellow. 
Thele extenflve routes lie in oppofite 
diicuions, on a bale m the fliape of an 
angle, the veitex of which jets out into 
the lea, and foims one ot the molt extra-* 
oidinary capes or piomontones in the 
world, which is wafhed by the Southern 
Ocean in front, by the Indian on one fide, 
and by the Atlantic on the other. C 5 ur 
traveller reached along both thcres very 
tar up the country to a diltn£t of Caflxa- 
11a in one voyage, and mountains inha- 
bited by the liozufuanaSy under the tro* 
pic ot Capricorn, in the other. But this 
lketch only expoles the vallnefs of the 
latitudes ltill unexplored, and the im* 
mcnle fwarms of unknown lavages bu- 
ried m their deep impenetrable recefles 5 
and it mull leave on the mind of every 
judicious reader llntiments of real con- 
cern, that one lo competent to the talk 
had it not in his power to vifit the whole. 
This map, like many others, is on too 
final! a kale to be of much ufej and ill 
coniults the convenience of readers by a 
rigid adherence to the technical language 
ot geography, which fo few understand. 
Had the leveral tribes of favages recon- 
noitered, and their different hordes or 
kraals, been diilin£lly named in large 
flrong characters, and the moil important 
fades emphatically marked, every reft- 
mg-place, place of adventure, or pl%Ce 
noted by whatever accident or circum- 
flance, in the whole courie might have 
become equally perfpicuous to every rea- 
der, t 

Little do men in affluence and eatft 

and 
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and po flcffcfd of many invaluable advan- 
tage^ from fcience and indultiy peculiar 
to a polifhed ftate of l’cciety, think of the 
txpence to which they owe their enjoy- 
ments. The pain of much thinking, t lie 
druugeiy of level e iuvcliigalton, and all 
tluue nameleik cu cumltances of Jolicitudc 
and labour, which render a fludious lire 
fo we.niioinc both to the flefh and the 
ipints, aie ftldoin liiflicieiitJy cofl fide red 
by thole to whole indulgence and luxuiy 
it chiefly conlribuhs.

inteied to the narration, and fenhbly en- 
hance the value of the refill t. 

The Author has no where laid before 
Ids readers a regular catalogue of his ac- 
quifitiuns in natural hiftory. They can 
bed judge of thde who have feed’s to 
the cabinet he mud by this time havedi- 
ge-ded and arranged. TJ^ following aie 
a few fpe'e linens of the advantages we 
owe to bis new TravcU s 

i. Though no botanid himfell, he 
diiclolcs the mod fertile fources for en- 
riching that delicious feitnee to fuch as 
ftudy and purfue it. He promiles to 
puhlifl) with all convenient fpced leveral 
engravings of fome Angularly beautiful 
plants. He explains the nature of vege- 
tation in theic acrid climates, characte- 
rizes ti.e loil, and duetts the floiid how 
to cherifli and pidlrve this exquilite tafle 
with molt plea line and fuaels. An un- 
common plant often and inlenlibly rivets 
lnm to ihe fpot. In a fweet thicket on 
the bank of the Fifh Rivet, lie is filled 
with rapture at the light of a lily (bedding 
its beauties to the ‘ deleft air,* and wav- 
ing majeltically on a flexible dem, fevert 
feet lugli and lix inches round the bulb, 
more* than one foot in length, and neatly 
two and a half in circumference. 

z . His claflificatiou of animals was here 
conlidei ably augmented, as theie feitile 
banks fuinifhed him with eighty di derent 
lpecics ot birds, ten of which were en- 
tnely new •. t licit novelty was the moiq 
pleating as it was what he principally 
louglil. He added likcwile to his'collec- 
tion many quadrupeds both great and 
final 1 : but what is of the* higheit con- 
kqutT.cc to the knowledge of genuine 
natuie, the habits and manners of every 
independent kind he was chiefly careful 
to examine and difplay ; and from the in- 
fl antes piodutedin thde Volumes of his 
acutends and dilci imination, we arc 
hcaitily dif poled to wifh him all poflible 
iuccd’s in the feveral publications an- 
nounced, and which are probably now in 
ti .tin. 

3. He endeavours to purge natural 
hiftoiy of all the misfhapen fables which 
have hitherto disfigured and difguifed it. 
Several fa6fs doubted or difhelieved, he 
authenticates ; aflerts the practicability 
of taming the fierceft animals from his 
own experience and example in the cafe 
of a zebra; and eftablifhes the fafeinating 
powvi of certain reptiles from the tefti- 
mony of his own fc-nfes, and that of 
o;ltu' lcientific gentlemen of indifputabh;

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Credibility and honour : and thefe things 
aie the more likely to be nue, that this 
publication mu ft reach the Cape, wheie 
many witnefles are alive N and to be 
found) and infallible means of detedl ing 
fi&itious-Hatements are at hand, 

4. Nothing recommends the Woik 
more to our attention, than the many 
amiable and interelting tfaits it affords 
of our common natuie.in its molt artlefs 
and limple condition. All the Author’s 
l’uffeiing and expence of time, talent and 
property, would have been amply rcpay- 
ed by only qualhing that calumny and 
aveihon, which unfortunately configure! 
Inch multitudes of our fellow-creatines to 
the hatred and injury of otheis, not much 
better than themlelves. But he re ictus 
alio numbcrlefs hordes of mild andliaim- 
lefs individuals from prejudice and ob- 
feurityj makes them known and iefpe£t- 
ed by each other; .md inlhmids the go- 
vernment of thefe lunote lcttlcments how 
the numerous tribes who occupy the back 
grounds may be trained and made fci- 
vicoable : and nothing can be moie pha- 
ling than the laptuie and enthuliahu with 
which he dwells and expatiates on their 
warm uniufpicious umpcis, the inildnefs 
anil freedom of tluir mannas, the holpi- 
tality they fliew tv) it 1 angers, the confi- 
#, , ncc they exeicile on all occalions, and 
the veiy exquilite plealuie tluy uniformly 
take in doing gencious and good natuud 
things. 

5. The predecelfors of our traveller 
In foine part ot the lame route aie eveiy 
where handfomely treated. Of ionic who 
evidently had the improvement of fcience 
excluiively at heart, he fpcaks in terms 
of high lefpcft, and realties their mif- 
takes with delicacy and libel ality ; but 
^others who take every thing on tiult, 
and are fond of exaggerating the tiadi- 
tions of the populace, anti even itpcat 
with approbation the romantic table.. of 
the planteis, he induftiioull) expoles to 
tiie infamy they merit. 

6. On the fuppolition that we /hall 
be able to retain this indlimable lbttle- 
ment of which we aie now in pofLiTion, 
vve earneftly recommend theie Tiavels to 
the attention of Government : they 
bring forward objc6ls of great public im- 
portant? : various high commcicial ad- 
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vantages in which this country abounds 
arc luggefted, fome of the fine It bay-s for 
/hipping in the known woild aie pointed 
out, and feveial rich Annas of navai 
Itores laid open. New lituaiions pecu- 
liarly inviting to belli colonization are 
dilclofed, where the loil is fertile, the cli- 
mate gentle, water plenty, game abun- 
dant, ample communication with the fen 
and with Europe open, and the whole 
feenery for an immente fwcep of the molt 
beautiful lying grounds exquiiitcly rich 
and romantic. The pra&icability of tra- 
velling the whole of thefe unknown regi- 
ons is flcqucntly and fully alceitained; 
and the belt guide to luch an undertaking 
are, doubtlcls, the adventuies and expe- 
rience here detailed. 

Notwithltanding the fmgular degree of 
jileafure vve have derived from the perufal 
of theie Travels, we do not? think them 
rdtogc'thei faultlefs. Many of his details 
might be profitably com prelfed. His de- 
lciiptions both of animals, vegetables, 
and occurrences, are alio very often tedi- 
oully prolix. Among all the monlters 
he law, he accounts for none of their car- 
cafes when dead ; he does not once men- 
tion feeing any ot their bones, or hazard 
a Angle conjeihue on this phenomenon. 
IIovv age is accommodated among ra- 
vages, the ltate both of men and women 
during that intereliing period; and h*»w, 
where, and with what lolcnuiity their 
dead are iiUcncd, he leaves us wholly in 
the dark. All thefpcculations he throws 
out on the vai ions Ihades of the human 
character in this uncultivated and unde- 
praved flage, are equally lu per Acini and 
unfatisfa&oiy. Fi^m the inhabitants of 
thefe high remote latitudes, where the 
wonders of 11.it me are in perpetual exhi- 
bition, and an ixticme fci mentation ot 
the elements divet lilies her entire organi- 
zation, whodi&vvu in other lefpc&s nd 
weaknefs of intellect, it leems odd no 
traces ot lefle&lon were dilcerned, con- 
cerning either the oiigin of things, or 
their own cleltination; but this key,though 
the belt for unlocking all the latent excel- 
lencies and myftriies of our nature, did 
not accord with the philolophy of the 
new Ichool. It is at lead not fiom a dif- 
ciple of materlulilin that we can expeft 
fuch intelligence.

Neither mo) ah nor religion will ac- 
knowledge thcmlelves benefited by a work 
whofe great lcope and purport it is to 
fliew, that the t.iiicfl face and iemblance 
of virtue is commonly a cloak to the 
molt horrible ci imes t and unit is all the 
other i'ourccs of imp) obabil/ty and wilder 
mult be conlidei cd as completely ex- 
haulted, it is dithcult to allign a reafon 
for the levival or rhe exploded mylleries 
of J'orcery , and the J pints of darkntfs . 
If it was our Author’s intention, which 
we would not willingly flip pole, to at- 
tack religious cjiIus, and, of c curie, 
itligion it lei t, by exhibiting the extreme 
depravity of its molt eminent dbciples, 
he will, in the opinion of all ioirnd 
judges, be conlidered not only as having 
tailed of his intuitmrt, but as having 
paid an lionniu ible tiibute, the mote 
valuable far bung undr /h t tied , to etch - 
Jiajtuul tjhd'bfumt r*s.

If the reader wiflies to he Inflru#e<f 
in the ftcret of railing up fpirits from 
the vafly deep, various fpecimens of that 
recondite Ibre may be cclle£led from this 
Angular performance ; and one by a ve- 
teran and experienced artift, no lefs a 
perfonage than the Wandering Jew him - 
felf \ We fliall, however, felc6l an ex- 
ample from the fecond Volume, which is 
rather more highly finifhed, and is no 
unfavourable (aril pie of our Author’s 
adioitnefs in this lcicnce of darknefs and 
devils* 

u The light of the returning lamps 
gilded the walls, and in a few moments 
after Matilda flood betide him.

Asa fpecimen of the poetry in this 
work, we (hall feleft 7 be 1Vaur-King t 
an imaginary potentate of the Danilh 
Mythology, whofe province it is to agi- 
tate the deep, occafion fhipwrecks, and 
drag the drowning tailors beneath the 
waves. Mr. L. informs us, in a Ihort 
Preface, that from the third to the twelfth 
ftanza it is the fragment of an original 
Danifh Ballad. We have not yet feen 
it extracted into any periodical publica- 
tion.

A Sermon preached at Knarefborough, O&ober 3, 1796, on Occafien of a Form 
of Thankfgiving being read foi the late abundant Harveft. By the Rev. Samuel 
Clapton, M. A. Johnlbn. 


1 1 ^ 7 HEN thou haft eaten and art full, 

4 then fhalt thou blefs the Loid 
4 thy God for the good land which He 
4 hath given thee. Beware that thou 
4 forget not the Lord thy God, in not 
4 keeping his Commandments and his 
Judgments and his Statutes, which I 
command you this day.” — Deut. viii. 
v. 10, 11. 

This is an excellent pra&Ical Seimon, 
accompanied with Notes to illuftrate 
arts of it. Speaking of the two cele- 
rated Bills that patted laft Seftion of 
Pailiament for the regulating alfemblies, 
Mr. Clapton fays, “ Since thofe Bills 
have pafled into Laws, the emula- 
tion of excelling in harangues has lub- 
fided ; the ardour of propoling mealures, 
of obvhuing objections, and of forming 
relolutions, have cooled ; and, inftcad ot 
confulting the welfare and promoting the 
happineft. of the State, thofe lelf-created 
Legiflators now confine thcmlelves within 
the narrow ciicle of their own duties. 
Such are the ibual bldling* ariliug from 


the two Bills, which, though mifrepre- 
lented by the united powers of artifice 
and clamour, weie oppolld bynumbeis 
as few as their aiguments were feeble.” 

Our Divine, with great propriety, 
quotes the following pallage from the 
pcfthuinous v/ork of Mr. Gibbon, rela- 
tive to the fubjeft of Parliamentary Re- 
form : 

44 If you do not,” fays he in a Letter 
to his noble Editor, 44 relilt the fpirit 
of innovation in the firft attempt, if you 
admit the fmallcft and moft fpecious 
change in our Parliamentary fyftem, you 
arc loft.

r f HE following account of Capt. Sted- 
■* man's killing an Aboma lnake is 
very entei taming, and chaiatlcriftic ot 
the manners and lelources ot the ne- 
groes : 

“ As I was reding in my hammock, 
between the paroxylins ot my fever, 
about half way between Connotubo and 
Baibacotba, while the Charon was float- 
ing down, the fentincl called to me that 
he^ had ken and challenged lcmcthing 
black, and moving in the brufli wood on 
the beach, which gave no anfwer ; hut 
which, ti <;iii its fize, he concluded mult 
be a man. I immediately dropped an- 
chor, and, having manned the canoe, ill 
ns I vv.io , I ttepped into it, and rowed up 
to the place mentioned by the ientinel. 
Heie we all ttepped alhoie to leconnoitre, 
as I luipected it to be no other than a rc- 
M lpy, or a draggling paity detacned by 
tlie enemy ; but one ot my llaves, of the 
name of David, dcclaied it was no negro, 
bur a large amphibious lnake, which 
could not be far Irom the beach, and I 
might have an opportunity of /hooting it 
it I plealed. To this however I had nut 
the lea/t inclination, lrom the uncommon 
lize of the ermine, from my weakness, 
arid the difficulty of getting through the 
thicket, which leaned impenetrable to 
the water's edge ; and, therefore 01 den d 
all ot them to return on bcaui. The 
ne^ro then alked me liberty to ftep for 
ward and Iboct it hiinielf, alluring me it 
could not be at any gieat diltance, and 
warranting me againit all danger. 'I his 
declaration inlpiied me with fo much 
pride and emulation, tha f I determined to 
tike hi) lull advice, and kill it inylelf, 
provided he would point it out to nr*, and 
be re 1 por.ii blc for the hazard by Handing at 
r y tide ; from which 1 Iwoie, that it he 
elaud to move, I fliould level the piece at 
h.micli', and blow out his own briins. 

“ 1 o tliis the 1 egio cheer lully agiced j 
and, having loaded my gun with a ball 
cartridge, we proueded ; David cutting 
a \ at h With a bill-hook, and a marine 
fed!, an in- wi;h three more leaded Art locks 
to keej> m ltd'iineis. We hud not gone 


above twenty yards through mud and 
water, the lugio looking every way with 
an uncommon degree ot vivacity and at- 
tention, when, darting behind me, he calh d 
out, “me lee fnakee 5” and, in etfc£l, 
there lay the animal, rolled up under the 
fallen leaves and lubbifti oi the trees, 
and lb well covered, that it was l’orne time 
before I diltin&ly peiccivcd the head of 
this inonfter, diftant from me not above 
lixtcen feet, moving its foiked tongue, 
wh le its eyes, from their uncommon 
brightnels, appeared to emit lparks of 
file. 1 now, 1 citing my piece uport**h 
branch for the purpofe of taking a lurer 
aim, fired, hut milling the head, the 
ball went through the body, when the 
animal llruck round, and with Inch afto- 
nilhing force as to cut away all the un- 
derwood around him with the facility of 
a Icy the mowing grals j and, by flounc- 
ing his tail, cauled the mud and dirt to 
fly ovn 0111 heads to a conliderahk dif- 
tance. Of this proceeding, howtvei, we 
were not torpid ipetfators, but took to 
om heels, and clouded into the canoe, 
l lie negro now intreated me to renew the 
charge, airuiing me the fnake woi^ld be 
quiet in a few minutes, and at any late 
perfr fling in the attention, that be was 
ncithei able nor inclined to pm lire us, 
which opinion he fuppoited by walking 
b elm e nre till I fliould be leudy to fire ; 
and thus I again under ti ok to make the 
trial, elpecially as he laid that his fint 
fiuitmg backwards had only prrceukd 
fi°m a defile to make room for me. I 
now found the liiakc a little removed 
from Ids former flat ion, but very quiet, 
with his head as befoic, lying out among 
the fallen leaves, rotten baik, and old 
mols. I fired at it immediately, but 
with no better fucccfs than the other time j 
and now, being but /lightly wounded, he 
lent up Inch a cloud of dull and dirt as 
I never law but in a whiilwind, and 
made us once more fuddenly retreat to 
our canoe, where, now being heartily 
tired of the exploit, I gave orders to row 
towards the barge $ but David flill in- 
timating me to permit him to kill the ani- 
mal 
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Bial, I was, by his perfuafions, induced 
tp make a third and lalt attempt in com- 
pany with him. Thus, having once 
more diicovcred the fnake, we diichaigcd 
both our pieces at once, and with this 
good cfie£t, that he was now, by one ot 
us, fliot thiough tile head. David, who 
was made completely happy by is luc- 
celslul conclufion, ran leaping with joy, 
and loH no time in bringing the boat- 
rope, in order to drag him ('own to the 
canoe; but this again pioved not a very 
eaiy undei taking, lince the creature, not- 
withftanding its being moi tally wounded, 
(till continued to wreath and twilt about 
in Inch a manner as rendered it dangerous 
tor any perlbn to approach him. The 
negro, howevei, having made a running 
noole on the lope, after lcme fmit- 
lels attempts to make an approach, thiew 
it over his head with much dcxtciity; 
and now, all taking hold ot the i ope, wo 
dragged him to the beach, and tied 
him to the Hern of the cance, to 
take him in tow. Being Hill alive, he 
kept fwimming like an cel ; and I having 
no relifh for inch a lliipmate on boaul, 
whole length (notwithlfanding, to my 
aftonifhmcnt, all the negioes declared it 
to be but a young one come to about 
half its giowth) I found, upon nualuring 
it, to be twenty-two feet and foine inches, 
and its thicknds about that of my black 
boy Quaco, who might then be about 
twelve years old, and lound whole waill 
1 lince nieafiucd the ciaatuie’s lkin. 

<< Being arrived along -lide ol the Clra- 
ron, the next conlidciation was how to 
difp«le of this immeiile animal ; when it 
was at length dctci mined to bring him on 
fliore at Baibacocba, to have him lkin- 
ned, and take out the oil, & c. In order 
to effect this purpole, the negio David, 
having climbed up a tree with the cud ot 
the rope, let it down over a Hrong torked 
bough, and the other negioes hoiltcd up 
the inake, and lu (pended him fiom the 
tree. This done, David, with a fliarp 
knife between his teeth, now left the 
tree, and clung taft upon the inonHer 
which was Hill twining, and began his 
operations by ripping it up, and (tripping 
down the (kin as he defcended. Though 
I perceived that the animal was no longer 
able to do him any injuiy, I contefs I 
could not without emotion fee a man 
Hark naked, black and bloody, clinging 
with arms and legs round the llimy and 
yet bleeding monfter. This labour, 
however, was not without its ufe, lince 
he not only dextroully Hnidicd the opera- 
lion, but provided me, beiides the (kin, 
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with above four gallons of fine clarified 
fat, or rather oil, though thq% was 
walled, perhaps, as much more. This 
I deliveicd to the lurgeons at Devil's 
Haiwar, for the ule of the wounded men 
in the holpital, for which I received their 
hearty thanks ; it being coniidered, par- 
ticulaily. for bruiles, a very excellent 
remedy. When I fignified my (urprife 
to fee .the fnake Hill living after he was 
depiivedof his intellines and (kin, Cara- 
maca, the old negro, whether from expe- 
rience or ti aditiom, afliired me he would 
not die till alter luni’et. The negioes 
now cut him in dices, in order to drels 
and feaft on him, they ail declaiing that 
he was exceedingly good and wholefome, 
but, to then great mortification, I refilled 
to give my concunence, and we rowed 
down with the lkin to Devil’s Harvvar.

Weftly Lyboija, and Boa in the Britifh 
Encyclopedia, to which publication I 
refer the reader for the perfett account, 
and an excellent engiaving of this won- 
derful cieature, which, in the Colony of 
Surinam, is called Aboma. Its length, 
when full grown, is laid to be (bmetimes 
forty feet, and more than four feet in 
ciicumference ; its colour is a gieetrifli 
black on the back ; a fine brownidi yel- 
low on the fuLs, and a diity white under 
the belly ; ihe back and lidts being (pot- 
ted with ii regular blick rings, with a 
puie white in the middle. Its head is 
broad and Hat, fmall in proportion to 
the body, with a laige mouth, and :• dou- 
ble iow of teeth ; it has two bright pro- 
minent eyes, covered all over with (calcs, 
lbrne about the lize of a (hilling ; and 
under the body, near the tail, armed 
with ! wo Hrong claws, like cock-lpurs, to 
help it in feizing its prey. It is an am- 
phibious animal, that is, it delights in 
low and marihy places, where it lies coiled 
up like a rope, and concealed under mol's, 
rotten timber, and dried leaves, to leize 
its prey by furprize, which from its im- 
menie bulk it is not aftive enough to 
pur fue. When hungry it will devour 
any animal that comes within its reach, 
and is indifferent whethei it is a (loth, a 
wild boar, a Hag, or even a tiger ; round 
which having tvviHed itfelf by the help 
of its claws, lb that the creature cannot 
efcape, it breaks, by its irrefiftibl* 
force, every bone in the animal's body, 
which it then coveis over with a kind of 
flime or Haver from- its mouth, to make 
it Hide } and, at lad, gradually fucks it 

in 
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in till itdifappears *. after this the Abo- 
ma cannot fhift its iituation, on account 
of the great knob ol knot which the fwal- 
Jowed prey occafions in that part of the 
body where it refts, till it is digcftcd ; 
tor till then it would hinder the fnake 
irom Hiding along the ginund. During 
that time the Abcma want-* no other 
iubliftenee. I have been told of negioes 
being devoured In this animal, and am 
diipoied to credit ike account ; forfhould 
they chance to come within its reach when 
hungi y, it would as certainly Jeize them as 
any other animal. Ido not appiehendth.it 
its flefh, which is very white, and looks 
like that of filli, is in any lcfperl perni- 
cious to the Itomach. I mould have had 
no objeilicm to the negioes t»Jng it till 
it was confunied, had I not obieived a 
kind of di flat is faction among the re- 
maining marines, who would not have 
been pleaied with my giving the negrr cs 
the ule ot the kettle to bvul it. The bite 
of this irakc is laid not to bt /'nomou-. ;

Stedman adds concerning another fnafe# 
of this fpecies, though not from his own 
per tonal knowledge :

Arufluie and functions of the nervous fyftem, 
a large detail is given of fenfations JcT.rjhcd 
by the patient, or fymptoms which have oc- 
curred to the notice of the ptaftltioner. 
Thefe are ai tanged under the different func- 
tions winch are affected by them ; and the 
morbid Ante of the Circulating, refpiratory, 
and other actions ot the fyftem, as influenced 
by thefe difoafes, is pointed out.

This venerable bard, alter delighting the 
public mete than half a ctntury, full of years 
and literary func, at the age of near 72, of- 
fers to the world the piefent Volume, com- 
lifting of a tew oceaiional Odes, &c. which he 
had bcfoie pubhthed fepaiately, but which 
could not be infeited in the laft edition of lus 
Poems, in two Volumes, 1796, without too 
much mcrcafmg their rtze. To thefe are 
added fuch as have ftolcn into the woild fur- 
reptitioufly, and otheis (chiefly juvenile 
compohtions), which he was aware cxilled 
in nunufciiptb in the hand* of ri.ftcrcnc pci- 
foi s j and two Dramas, which had re- 
ceived the appiobation cf certain poetical 
and critical friends of unqueftioned judgment, 
many of them lince dead. Mcft of thclc 
pieces will be rectived with plrafurc by eveiy 
reader of talte. The Diamas are, fiift, 
“ bappho,” a lyiical pciformance in thtee 
ads, which we have heard was formerly fee 
to mulic by Giardini : it has not, however, 
bt-n leprcAnted on the Stage. The fecond, 
entitled, “ Aigtncile and Curan,” is a Jegen- 
d.iiy diarna, wntten about the year 1766 on 
the old Enelifh mode], and is taken from 
V an ici’s “ Albion’s England.” This piece, 
though probably intended foi the Stage, has 
never been offered to it; though vie think, 
with fome alttiation, it would be not unlikely 
to fuccced,

'THIS great Phyfician attended that 
brutal tyrant the father of the late 
King of Prulfia in his laft illnefs, 
who, expe&ing that nature itfeif was to 
yield co hisexa&ions, became extremely 
angry with Hoffman when he did not 
fuccecd in abating the violence of his 
difeafe, and told him that he would 
ban i Hi him. «« Sire/ 1 faid the Phyfi- 
cian, with a dignity infpired by the 
conltinufncfs of his own worth, “ I 
have exhaufted all the refources of my 
art on your difeafe ; your Majefty can 
fend me nowhere, where I lhall not 
find my name come thither before my 
perlon.” The King was ftruck with 
this magnanimous anfwer, and became 
compofed, and even fond of hirn who 
the fjnrit to ma'se it. 

In one of his works he thus declares 
his confidence in fimple and familiar 
remedies. “ I affirm with an oath,” 
fays he, f‘ th^t there was a time when 
I ran after cnymical remedies with great 
ardour; but age and farther experience 
have perfuaded me, that a few medi- 
cines, judicioufly chofen, taken from 
fubilances the mod fimple and the mull 
ynptomifing in appearance, relieve 
with greater promptitude and with 
greater cfficicy the general run of 
dileales, than all thcchymical prepara- 
tions, the molt rare and the moll re- 
fbercb/es 

When he was conlultcd by patients 
in health, who in the midft of that va- 
luable bleffing imagine ttiemleives ill, 
and who doctor thcmlclves to prevent 
difeafe, he ufed to fay, “ Are vou 
really in carneft to have good health > 
Avoid Phyficians and medicines, Fugc 
medicos & medicamina 

According to the ingenious Dr. Fer- 
riar, of Manchcfter, He wrote a little 


EfTay which may be perufed with ad- 
vantage, entitled “ Medici Morborurn 
Caufae, Phyficians the Cauies of Dif. 
cafes.” 

“ The lives of many hyfterical and 
hypochondriacal patients,’* adds Dr. 
Ferriar, in his excellent Treatil'e on ttoe 
Converfion of Difcafcs, 4 4 have been 
at once fhortened and embittered by th£ 
thoughtleis encouragement which fomt 
practitioners give to the ufc of fpiri- 
tuous liquors. I have feen moft melan- 
choly inftances, in which habits of dram- 
drinking have been thus acquired, 
under the lan&ion of the medical at- 
tendant, by perfons not only temperate, 
but even delicate in their moral habits. 
In this manner hy ftcncal disorders of no 
great moment are converted to fchirru* 
of the liver and dronfy, to apoplexy, 
pally, and 01 her fatal difeafes. “ Sed

Air Manning declared himfclf happy 
iif hearing that the Corporation of the 
City of London were at length con- 
vinced of tht propriety and ntcclfity of 
con limiting Wet Docks for the fur- 
ther improvement of the port of Lon- 
don, pud of adopting feme plan for the 
more enlarged accommodation of jt& 
trade. The Petition now prefented by 
them ro the Houfe llrongly argued* thi 
necfffiry of fuch improvement; hut he 
hoped that it was not intended to ob- 
ftiutt, by the bearing of Counfel, the 
progtefs of the Bill which he had the 
honour of introducing into the Houfc, 
and the fecond reading of which ftood 
for to-morrow.

indeed been presented for hearing 
Counfel againft tlfe fecond reading of 
that Bill ; but this was matter for the 
Houfe to decide on to-morrow. 

Mr. Alderman Curtis laid, that he 
had no intention of oppofing the fecond 
reading of the Honourable Gentleman’s 
Bdl i nor had the City of London gi- 
ven any fuch inftruftions to their re- 
presentatives. Their foie object was, 
to be allowed to bring in another Bill, 
and that the Houfe might have an op- 
portunity of deciding on their refpeftivc 
merits.

SECRETARY OF StATE BY CITI- 
ZEN ADKT. 

*T*HE underfigned Minifter Plcnipo- 
tentiary of the French Republic, in 
conformity to the orders of his Govern- 
ment, has the honour of tranfmitting to 
the Secretary of State of the United 
States, a Rcfolution taken by the Execu- 
tive of the French Republic, on the 
nth Miffidor, 4th year, relative to the 
conduit which the fliips of war of the 
Republic are to hold towards neutral 
vefTels. The flag of the Republic will 
treat the flag ef Neutrals in the fame 
manner as they fhall fufler it to be treat- 
ed by the Englifh. 

The fentiments which the American 
Government have manifefted to the 
Underfigned Minifter Plenipotentiary, 
do not permit him to doubt, that they 
will fee in its true light this meafurc, 
as far as it may concern the United 
States, and that they will alfofeel, that 
it is dictated by imperious circumftances, 
and approved b) juftice. 

Great Britain, during the War fhc 
has carried on againft the Republic, has 
not ceafed ufing every means in her 
power to add to that fcourge, lcourges 
llill more terrible. She has ufed the 
well known liberality of the French na- 
tion to the detriment of that nation. 
Knowing how faithful France has al- 
ways been in the obfcrvance of her 
Treaties ; knowing that it was a prin- 
ciple of the Republic to refpclt the flags 
of all.Nations, the Britifti Government, 
from the beginning of the War, has 
caufad neutral veflels, and in particular 
American veflels, to be detained, taken 
them into their ports, and dragged 
from them Frenchmen and French pro- 
perty. France, bound by a Treaty with 
the United States, could And only a 
real difadvantagein the Articles of that 
Treaty, which caufed to be refpetted 
as American property, Englifh property 
found on board American veflels. They 
had a right, under this con fide ration, to 
expelt that America woyjd take fteps 
in favour of her violated neutrality. 
One of the predeceflors of the under- 
figned, in July 1793, applied on this 
fubjelt to the Government of the United 
States $ but he was not fuccefsful, Ne« 
Vol. # XJCXI, Fhb. 1797. 


Verthelefs, the National Convention, 
who, by their Decree of the 9th May 
1793, fiad ordered the icizure of enc- 
my’s property on board neutral veflels, 
declaring at the fame time, that the 
meafure fhould ceafe when the Englifh 
fhould refpelf neutral flags, had except- 
ed, on the 23d of the fame month, the 
Americans from the operation of this 
general order. But the Convention 
was obliged foon to repeal the la\V 
which contained this exception fo fa- 
vourable to Americans : the manner in 
which the Englilh conduced them- 
felvcs, the manifeft intention they had 
to flop the exportation of provifions 
from America to France-, rendered it 
unavoidable. 

The National Convention, by this, had 
reftored the equilibiium of neutrality 
which England had deftroyed 5 had diu 
charged their duty in a manner juftified 
by a thonfand paft examples, as well at 
by the neceflity of the then exifling mo- 
ment. They might, therefore, to recall 
the orders they had given to feize the 
enemy's property on board Amerioan 
veflels, have waited till the Biitifh Go- 
vernment had firft definitively revoked the 
fame order, a fufpenfion only of which 
was produced by the embargo laid by 
Congrefs the 26th of March 1794; but 
as foon as they were informed that, under 
orders of the Government of the United 
States, Mr. Jay was directed to remon- 
ftrate againft the vexatory meafures of 
the Englifli, they gave orders, by the lav/ 
of the 13th Nivofe, 3d year, to the fhips 
of war of the Republic to refpeft Ame- 
rican veflels, and the Committee of Public 
Safety, in their explanatoiy Refolve of the 
14th of the fame month, haftened to fanc- 
tion the fame principles. The National 
Convention and the Committee of Public 
Safety had every reafon to believe that 
this open and liberal conduit would de- 
termine the United States toufe every effoi t 
to put a flop to the vexations impofcl 
upon their commerce, to the injury of the 
French Republic. They were deceived 
in this hope 5 and though the Treaty of 
frienc^fhip, navigation, and commerce, 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, had been figned fix wJt-ks before 
France adopted the meafure I have juft 
fpoken of, the Englilh did not abandon 
the plan they had formed, and continued td 
flop and carry into their ports all Amerl- 
S can 
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can vefltls bound to French ports, or 
returning from tliein. 

Thu conduct was the fuhjell of a Note 
which the underfigned addrefled on the 
the 7thVendemiaire(z9th September 1795, 
O. S.) to the Secretary or State. The 
remondrances which it contained were 
founded on the duties of Neutrality, upon 
the principles which Mr. Jefferlbn had 
laid down in his Letter to Mr. Pinck- 
jiey, dated the 13th September I794- 
Yet this Note has remained without an 
unfwer, though recalled to the remem- 
brance of the Secretary of State by a dif- 
Batch of the 9th Germinal, 4th year (29th 
March 1796, O. S.) and American vef- 
Ibis bound to French ports, or returning 
from them, have dill been feized by the 
Engl id). Indeed more ; they have added 
• new vexation to thofe they had already 
fmpofed upon Ameiicans : they have im- 
jwefled feamen from on board American 
reflels, and have thus found the means 
<0 if drengtheniug their crews at the ex pence 
of the Ameiicans, without the Govern. 

• Blent of the United States having made 
Jtnown to the underfigned the deps they 
bad taken to obtain latisfaftion tor this 
violation of ncutiality, fo hiutful to the 
kwerefts of France, as the underligncd 
bath fet forth in his Difpatches to the 
Secretaiy of State of the 91I1 Germinal, 
4th year (29th March 1796, O.S.), 19th 
Germinal (8th April 1796), and id Flo- 
real (lothApiil 1796), which havj re- 
gained without an anfwer. 

The French Government, then, finds 
itfelf, with refpell to America at the 
prefciit time, in circumdanc^s iimilar to 
Ithofe of the year 1795: and if it fees 
itfelf obliged to abandon with refpell to 
them, and neutral Powers in general, the 
favourable line of conduit they purlued, 
and to adopt different meafures, the blame 
(hould fall upon the Britilh Government: 
it is their conduit which the French 
Government has been obliged to follow. 

. The underfigned Minilter Plenipoten- 
tiary conceives it his duty to iemaik^to 
the Secretary of State, that the neutral 
. Governments, or the Allies of the Re- 
public, have nothing to fear as to the 
pent of their flag by the French, 
piff keeping within the bounds of 
neutrality, they caufe the right of 
neutrality to be rcfpe&ed by the 
the Republic will refpelt them. 
JBtfT if through weaknefs, partiality, or 
;r motives, thev fliould fuller the En- 
jltofport with that neutrality, and turn 
1 thqg advantage, could they tlien 


complain when Fiance, to redore the 
balance of neutrality to its equilibrium, 
dial! all in the fame manner as the En-» 
glifl* i No, certainly j for the neutrality 
of a nation confids in granting to Belli* 
gerent Powers the fame advantages $ and 
that neutrality no longer exids, when, in 
the courfe of the War, that neutral nation 
grams to one of the Belligerent Powers 
advantages not ftipulated by Treaties an- 
te! ior to the War, or differs that Power 
to feizc upon them. The neutral Go- 
vernment cannot then complain, if the 
other Belligerent Power will enjoy ad- 
vantages which its enemy enjoys, or if it 
leizes on them; orherwife that neutral 
Government would deviate with refpelt 
to it from the line of neutrality, and would 
become its enemy. 

The underfigned Minider Plenipoten- 
tiary thinks it ufelefs further to develope 
tliefe principles. He does not doubt that 
the Secretary of State feels all their force 4 
and that the Government of the United 
States will maintain from all violation 4 
neutrality which France has always re- 
fpelled, and will alwayi refpelt, when 
her enemies do not make it turn to her 
detiiment. 

The undeifigned Minider Plenipoten- 
tiary embraces this opportunity of reiterate 
ing to the Secretary ol State the affurancc 
of his effeem ; and informs him, at the 
fame rime, that he will caufc this Note to 
be printed, in oidei to make publicly 
known the motives which, at the prefent 
junllure, influence the French Republic.

REPLY OF THE EXFCUTIVE GOVERN- 
MENT OK AMERICA TO CITIZEN 
ADF.T’s NOTE, INCLOSING THE DE- 
CREE OF Tilt EXECUTIVE DIREC- 
TORY RESPECTING NEUTRAL VES- 
SELS. 

SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your Note, of the 27th ult. 
lovering a decree of the Executive Di- 
reltoi * y of the French Republic, concern- 
ing the comifterce of neutral nations. 

This decree makes no diftinllion between 
neutral powers, who can claim only the 
rights lecured to them by the law of 
nations, and others between whom and 
the French Republic Tieatics have im- 
1 poft# 
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pofed fpccial obligations. Where no 
Treaties exift, the Republic, by feizing 
,and confifcaiing the property of their 
enemies, found on board neutral veffels, 
would only exercife an acknowledged 
right under the Jaw of nations. If, to- 
wards fitch neutral nations, the French 
Republic has forborne to execute th<s right, 
the forbearance has been pei fe£Uy gra- 
tuitous. The United States, by viitue of 
their Treaty of Commerce with Fiance, 
it and on different ground. 

In the year 1778, France voluntarily 
entered into a Commercial Tieaty with 
us, on principles of perfect reciprocity, and 
cxprefsly (tipulating that freejbtps Jhould 
make free goods: that is, if Fiance 
Jhould be at war with any Nation, with 
whom the United States Jhould be at 
peace, the goods (except contraband) and 
t lie pei Tons of her enemies (foldiers in 
adtual fetvice excepted) found on board 
the veffels of the United Stales were to be 
free fi om captuie. O11 the other hand — 
if the United States Jhould engage in war 
with any Nation, while France remained 
at peace, then the goods (except contra- 
band) and the pei tons of our enemies 
(foldiers in a&ual ftrvice excepted) found 
on board French veffels, were alio to be 
fiec born capture. This is plainly ex- 
prtffed in the 23d Article of that Treaty, 
and demonffratesthat therecipiocify theie- 
by ffjpulated was to operate at dijfeicnt 
periods — that is, at one time in favour' 
of one of the contra&ing parties, and 
of the other at another time. At the 
prefent time, the United States being at 
peace, they poffcfs by the Treaty the right 
cf carrying the goods of the enemies of 
France without iubjt&ing them to cap- 
ture. But what do the fpiiit of the Deciee 
of the Executive Dire&ory and the cur- 
rent of youi obfervations lequire ? That 
the United States Jhould now gratuitouJly 
renounce this right. And what reafon is 
affigned for denying to us the enjoyment 
ot this right ? Your own words fui mJh the 
anfwer : 44 France, hound by tieaty to the 
United States, could find only a real difad - 
vantage in the articles of that Treaty, 
which can fed to be refpe&ed as American 
property EngliJh property found on board 
American veffels." This requiiition, and 
the reafon affigned to iupport it, alike 
excite fur prize. The American Govern- 
ment, Sir, confcious of the purity of its 
intentions, of its impartial obfervance of 
the laws of neutrality, and of its inviolable 
regard to Treaties, cannot for a moment 
admit, that it has forfeited the right to 
claim a reciprocal obfervance of imputations 
Oil (be part of the Fiench Republic, wbofc 


' friend /hip moreover It has evenr reafon 
to cultivate with the moft perfect nnceHty. 
This right, formerly infringed by a Deeres 
of the National Convention, was recogniz* 
ed anew by the repeal of that Decree. Why 
it Jhould be again queJtioned we are at a 
Jofs to determine. We are ignorant of 
any new reftraints on our commerce by 
the Britifh Government ; on the contrary j 
we poffefs recent official information, that 
no new orders have been iffued . 

The captures made by the Britifh of 
American veffels, having French property 
on board, are warranted by the law of 
nations. The force and operation of this 
law was contemplated by France and the 
United States, when they formed- their 
Treaty of Commerce, and their fpecial 
ftipulation on this point was meant as an 
exception to an univerfal rules neither our 
weaknels norourftrength have any choice, 
when the queffion concern9-the obfervance 
ot a known rule of the law of nations. 

You are pleafed to remaik, that the 
conduct of Great Britain in capturing 
veffels bound fo and from French ports 
had been the fubjtlt of a Note, which, oft 
of the 29th September 1795, wasaddreffed 
to the Sccietary of State, but which re- 
mained without an anfwer. Very fuffi- 
cient reafons may be affigned for thcomif- 
fion. — The Jiibje&, in all its ftfpe&s, 
had been officially and publicly difeuffed, 
and the principles and ultimate meafurrs 
of the United States founded on their 
indifputable lights weie as publicly fixed. 
But if the fubjeft had not, by the previous 
difeuffions, been already exhaufted, can it 
be a matter of furprife that there Jliould 
be a repugnance to anfwer a letter con* 
tabling Jiich infiiuiations as thefe : 

44 It muff then be clear to every man, 
who will difcaid prejudices, love, hatred, 
and, in a word, nil the paffions which 
lead the judgment affray— -that the French 
Republic have a right to complain, it the 
Ameiican Government fuffered the En- 
gtifh to interrupt the Commercial Reis* 
lions which exiff between her and the 
United States: if, by a perfidious conde- 
feenjion , it permitted the EngliJh to violate 
a right which it ought, for its own Sjhout 
and inter efiy to defend : if, under tfee cloak 
of neutrality, it prefented to England a 
poniard to cut the throat of its faithful 
ally : if, in fine, partaking in t he tyran- 
nical and homicidal rage of Great Britain , 
it concurred to plunge ihe People nf France 
into the horrors of Famine l” For the 
Jake of preJ'erving harmony, (Hence woe 
preferred to a comment upon theft inftJ 
nuations» - »

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You are alfo plea fed to refer to your 
letters of March and April laft, relative 
to imprefles of American feamen byBri- 
tilh (hips, and complain that the Govern- 
ment of (he United States had not made 
known to you the fteps they had taken to 
obtain faiisfa&ion. This, Sir, was a mat- 
ter which concerned only that Govern- 
ment. As an independent nation, we 
were not hound to render an account to 
any other o. 1 the meafures we deemed pio- 
perfor the piote&ion oi our own citizens ; 
fo long as tl)eie was hot the flighted 
ground to fufped that the Govetmnent 
ever acquiefced in any aggreflion. 

But permit me to recur to the fubjed 
of the Decree of the Executive Directory. 

As before obfervtd, we aie officially in- 
formed that the Britifh Government have 
iflued no new ouiers for C 3 puning the 
veflcls of the United States. — We aie alfo 
officially informed, that on the appeal ance 
pf the notification of that Deciee, the 
Minider of the United States, at Paris, 
applied for information, “ Whether or- 
ders were iftued for the feizuieof neutral 
veflels, and was informed, that 110 fuch 
order was iflued, andfurthet, that no fuch 
order would be iflued , in cafe the Bntilh 
diJ not feize our veil'cls.” — This commu- 
nication fiom the Minifter of the United 
States at Paris, to theii Mmifter at Lon- 
don, was dated the 28th of Auguft. But 
the Decree of the Directory bears date the 
14th Meflidor, anlwcting to the 2d of Ju- 
ly. Thefe ciicumftances, together with 
fome obfervations in your Note, leave the 
American Government in a ftateof uncei- 
tainty of th? real intentions of the Go- 
vernment of France. Allow me then to afk, 
Whether, in the a&ual ftnle of things, onr 
COinmeice is conlideieil as liable to iuffer 
any new reftridions on the part of the 
french Republic ? Whether the reftmints 
row exerbled by the Britifti Government 
are confidered as of a natuie to jultiiy 
a denial of thofe rights, which 3 re pledged 
to us by our Treaty with ypur nation? 
\Vhetlier orders have been actually given 
to the (hips of war of the French Repub- 
lic 4 o capture the veflels of the United 
States? and what, if they exift,'aie the pre- 
pjfe terms of thofe orders ? 

Thefe queftjons, Sir, you will fee, are 
Jiiahly interefting to the United States. — 
It i| with fxtreme concern, that the Go- 
vernment finds itfelf reduced to the 
jiettlpty of afleing an explanation of this 
and if it fhaf| be informed that a 
jj^ine of conduct is to be adopted 10- 
i this country, on the ground of the 
referred to, its furprife will equal 


its regret, that principles fhould now be 
queftioned, which, after repeated difeuf- 
(ions, both here and in Fiance, have been 
demon (hated to be founded, as we con- 
ceive, in the obligations of impartial neu- 
trality, of lhpulations by Treaty, and 
of the Law of Nations.— I hope, Sir, 
you will find it convenient, by an early 
anfwer, to remove the fufpence in which 
the Government of the United States 1$ 
now held on the queftion above dated. 

I fliall dole this letter by one remark 
on the iingularity of your caufing the 
publication of your Note.— As it con- 
cerned the United States, it was properly 
add rt fled to its Government, to which 
alone pertained the light of communicating 
it, in fudi time and manner as it (hould 
think fit, to the Citizens of the United 
States.

IN rtcurnng ro the internal fituation 
of our country, lince I had laft the plea- 
fure to addrei. you, I find ample rcafon 
for a renewed exprcliion of that grati- 
tude to the Rultr of the Univerfe, which 
a continued feries of profpcrity has fo 
often and fo juftiy called forth. 

The Ads of the (aft Scftions, which 
required fpecial arrangements, have 
been, as far as circumftances would 
admit, carried into operation. 

> Meafures calculated to enfure a con- 
tinuance of the friendfliip of the Indians, 
and to preferve peace along the extent 
of our interior frontier, have been di- 
gefted and adopted. In the framing of 
thefe, cafe has been taken to guard, on 
the one hand, our advanced fcttlements 
from the predatory incurfions of thofe 
unruly individuals' who cannot be re- 
trained bv their tribes ; and, on the 
other hand, to protect the rights fecured 
to the Indians by Treaty $ to draw thcr^ 

<■ nearer 
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nearer to the civilized (late, and infpire 
them with corredt , conceptions of the 
power, as well as juftice, of the Go- 
vernment. 

The meeting of the Deputies from 
the Creek nation at Colerain,'in the 
State of Georgia, which had for a 
principal objett the purthafe of a par- 
cel of their land by that State, broke up 
without its being accomplifhed ; the 
nation having, previous to their de- 
parture, inftru&cd them againft making 
any falc j theoccafion, ho w ever, has been 
improved, to confirm by a new Trea- 
ty with the Creeks, their pre-exiftmg 
engagements with the United States* 
and to obtain their confent to the efta- 
bliihment of trading houfes and mili- 
tary ports within their boundary, by 
means of which their friendlhip and 
the general peace may be more efftdlu- 
ally fecured. 

The period during the late Selfion, at 
which the apprupi lation was palled, 
for carrying into off dt the Treaty of 
Amity. Coimntrce, and Navigation be- 
tween tne United States and Ins Bri- 
tannic Majclly, neccffanly procralli- 
nated the reception of the polls llipu- 
iated to be delivered beyond the date 
alfigned for th.it event. As loon, how- 
ever, as the Governor General of Ca- 
nada could be addrefled with propriety 
on the fubjedf, arrangements were cor- 
dially and promptly concluded for their 
evacuation, and the United States took 
poffeifion of the principal of them, com- 
prehending Ofwcgo, Niagara, Dttroir, 
Miclyilimaki»ac,and Fort Mfcanti, where 
fuch repairs and additions have been 
ordered to be made as appeared irulil- 
penftble. 

The Commiilioners appointed on the 

£ art of the United States and of Great 
Imam, to determine which is the river 
St. Croix, mentioned in the Treaty of 
Peace of 1783, agreed in the choice of 
Egbert Benfon, Isl'q. of New York, for 
the third Commillioncr. The whole met 
at St. Andrew’s, in Paffamaquoddy Bay, 
in the beginning of Odlober, and di- 
rected furveys to be made of the rivers 
in difpute j but deeming it impraflicable 
to have thefc furveys completed before 
the next year, they adjourned to meet 
at Burton in Augull 1797, for the final 
dccifion of the queltion. 

Other Commiflioncrs appointed on 
the part of the United States, agree- 
ably to the levcnth article of the 
Treaty with Great Britain, relative to

The Treaty with Spain required that 
the Commiliioners for running the 
boundary bne between the territory of 
the United States and his Catholic Ma- 
jerty’s Provinces ot Kart and Weft Flo- 
rida, Ihould meet at the Natches, before 
the expiration of fix months after the 
txclunge of the ratifications, which was 
eiftdcu at Aranjuez on the 25th day of 
April, and the troops of his Catnolic 
Majclly occupying any ports within the 
limits of tne United States wert within 
the fame period to be withdrawn. — The 
Cornmiliiuncr of the United States, 
therefore, commenced his journey for 
the Natches in September, and troops 
were ordered to occupy the ports from 
winch the Spanilh girrilon Ihould be 
withdrawn, information has been re- 
cently received of the appointment of a 
Commilliorifr on the part of his Catho- 
lic Majerty for running the boundary 
line, but none of any appointment for 
the adjurtment of the claims of our 
Citi/tns, w hide velTels were captured 
by the armed velTels of Spain. 

In pursuance of the Ar.t of Congrefs, 
partfd in the lart Scllion, for the pro- 
tetiion and relief of American Seamen, 
Agents were appointed, one 10 relidc iir 
Great Bi itain, and the other in the Weft 
Indies. The tffedfs of the Agency in 
the Wert Indies aie not yet fully af- 
cer tamed; but thole which have been 
communicated afford grounds to believe, 
the nuafure will be beneficial. The 
Agent deftined to refide in Great Bri- 
tain, declining to accept the appoint- 
ment, the bufinefs has confequently 
devolved on the Minifter of the United 
States in London ; and will command 
his attention, until a new Agent (hall 
be appointed. 

After many delays and difappoint- 
ments arijing out of the European 
War, the final arrangements for ful- 
filling the engagements made to the 
Dey and Regency of Algiers, will, in 
all prefenc appearance, be crowned with 
futcels j but under great, though in- 

curably 
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evitable difadvantages, in the pecuniary 
tranfaftions, occalioned by that war, 
which will render a further provifion 
neceflary. The a&ual liberation of all 
•ur Citizens who were prifoners in 
Algiers, while it gratifies every feel- 
png heart, is itfelf an earned of a fatif- 
fa&ory termination of the whole nego- 
ciation.

RESCRIPT, 

FUBUSHKD BY ORDER OF THE KING v 
OF ritUSSSIA, RESPECTING THE 
PRUSSIAN TERRITORIES ON THE 
LEFT BANK OF THE RHINE. 

Frederick William II. 

WE having been informed, that an f 
opinion has been propagated through a 
part of our State of Wcfiphalia, fituattd 
on the left Bank of the Rhine, to wit, 
the Provinces of Cloves, Meurs, and 
Guilders, in the aftual pofleliion of the 
French Troops, that fufficient remon- 
ftranccs and protections had not been 
made on our part againft the various 
innovations and oppreffions which the , 
French Commiflarics and Agents ex- ^ 
erufc over our faithful fubje&s ; we 
have therefore thought it good to make 
tins public declaration, by means of our 
Regency, jointly with our Chamber of 
War and of Territory ; and vVe do 
publicly declare that we have ne^er 
ceiled, nor lhall we ever ceafe, to in- 
ter' ft curftlves in behalf of our faid 
lubjefts, by the intervention of our En- p 
vw to the French Republic; and that 
it is far from our intention to depart 
from the bafis of the Treaty of Balle 
li'ipt idling the Civil or Financial Ad- 
minifl ration of thofe Countries. 

In concluding the Treaty by which 
the War between our State and the 
F lunch Republic was put an end to, it 
was never our intention to grant them 
more than a mtre military pofleffion of 
our Provinces on the left fide of heRhine, 
till Peace lhould be concluded with the 
Emperor ; and this intention, which had 
been taken as a bafis in the negocia^ions, 
is fufficiently manifeft by the tenor of 
the 5th Article, which exprefsly de- 
clares, “ That the Troops of the Re- 
public Hull occupy thefe Countries be* 
lorging to it. 0 

. c The 
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The difference between Provinces 
Conquered from an enemy, and thofe 
which belong to a Power in alliance, 
and which have been merely conceded 
for a temporary military occupation t is 
fufficiently evident; and it is obvious 
that they ought not to be treated in 
the fame manner. 

It is therefore impoflible for us to 
believe that the French Government, 
confidering the amicable ties fubfifting 
between us and it, will dill oppofe fuch 
evident rcafoning. It cannot fail to 
conceive, that neither fcqucftration nor 
confifcation of the goods of the Clergy, 
nor the projected fale of woods, nor 
the enormous contribution of three mil- 
lions, impofed on the country between 
the Meule and the Rhine, winch would 
entirely ruin that country, can take place 
with any regard to appearance of juft ice. 

It has already in tflfett given our En- 
voy at Paris tlu moft pofitivc afluiance, 
that the meafurcs- taken with refpett 
to the Clergy ihould he put an end to, 
and that the Eccleliaftics (hould remain 
in quiet enjoyment of their goods and 
revenues ; we, therefore, conftanrly ex- 
pert the revocation of the order for 
the fale of woods, and, in gcncial, a 
renunciation of all thofe deftruftive in- 
novations relative to our dominions. 

We fliall not bv any means recognize 
as valid the (ale of woods, which ha\e 
already taken place to our great alio- 
nilhinent ; and we are pofitively deter- 
mined to have recourfe to the purchi- 
lers for reftituiion in kind, or for the 
valuc*at which the property fold (hall be 
eftimated by our Agents, and for the da- 
mages which (hall refult from the wade 
committed on thefe woods. 

In thofe cafes, where the purchafers 
cannot be found, we (hall exercife our 
feverity on aU thofe who are employed 
by thefe lad for cutting and carrying 
wood. We, in confequence, txhort our 
faithful Subjects of the laid Provinces 
to remain allured of our lading and 
efficacious protection, and to wait vyith 
confidence for the return of that ancient 
order of things, fo highly to be defired.

FROM HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORD 

LIEUTENANT OF IRELAND TO 

BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT. 

CAMDEN, 

I Have it in command fiom his Maje|$y 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the deeped regret that his 
endeavours to prelerve peace with Spain* 
and to adjud all matters in difeuffion with 
that Court by an amicable Negotiation* 
have been rendered ineffettual by an 
abrupt and unprovoked Declaration of 
War on the part of the Catholic King. 

His Majedy, at the fame time that he 
(inceiely laments this addition to the cala- 
inities of War, already extending over fo 
great a part of Europe, has the fatisfatf ion 
toiefleft, that nothing has been omitted 
on his part which could contribute to 
the maintenance of Peace on good grounds, 
confident with the honour of his Crown 
and die inUreltsof his dominions* * 

And he ti lifts, that under the pro- 
tection of Divine Providence, the firm- 
nefs and wifdom of his Pailiair.ent will 
enable him efFe&ually to repel this unpro* 
vuked aggreilion, and to alford to all Eu- 
rope an additional pi oof of the fpirit and 
reliances of his Maj city’s kingdoms. 

I am alfo commanded hy his Majefty 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the utmoft concern that 
his ear neft endeavours to effect the refto- 
ration of Peace have been unhappily fruf- 
trared, and that the Negotiation in which, 
he was engaged has been abruptly broken 
otF by the peiemptory refufal of the 
French Government to tieat, except upon 
a bafis evidently inadmifTible, and by their 
having, in confequence, required his Ma- 
jefty’s Plenipotentiary to quit Paris within 
48 horns. 

I have diiefted the feveral Memorials 
and Papers which have been exchanged in 
the couifeof the late difeuffion, and thu 
account tranfmitted to his Majefty of its 
final refult, to be laid before the Houfe. 

From thefe Papers, his Majefty truftc* 
it will be proved to the whole world, that 
his conduit has been guided hy a fin cere 
dcfire to effe& the reftoration of Peace on 
piiucipies fuited to the relative fituatjon 
of the Belligerent Powers, and efTential 
for the peimanent interefts of his king- 
doms, and the general fecuiity of Europe* 
whilft his enemies have advanced preten- 
tions atonceinconfiftent with thole objects* 
unfupported even on the grounds on which 
they were profefted to reft, and repugnant 
bom to the fyftcnj eftablHlied by repeated 
T Treaties. 
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Treaties, and to the principlesand prafticc 
which have hitherto regulated the inter- 
courfe of independent nations. 

Irt this fituation his Majcfty has the 
confolation of rtfleftiivg, that the conti- 
nuance of the calamities of War can be 
ttttriited only to the unjuft and exorbitant 
views of his enemies j ami hrs Majcfty, 
looking forward with anxiety to the mo- 
ment when they may be d fpoied to aft 
on different principles, places in the mean 
time the fulled reliance, under the pio- 
teftion of Providence, on the wildom and 
frnnnefs of his Parliament, on the tiied 
valour of his foices by fea and land, and 
on the zeal, public fpirit, and rcfouices of 
his kingdoms, for vigoiflns and effectual 
fupport in the prolecution of a contclt 
which it does not depend on his Majcfty 
to terminate, and which involves in it 
the fecurity and permanent rnterefts of 
this country and of Euiope. 

I lincerely congratulate the Iloufe of 
Commons upon the failure of the recent 
formidable attempt of the French to invade 
liis Majefty's kingdom of Jielaml. The 
providential dilj>erfioii of their tquadrr.ns, 
until his Mtkjelly’s Fleets wen tiuhltd to 
appear upon the Coalt, cannot t.ui to im- 
prefs fenfations of awful and let sons gra- 
titude for fo fignal an inllauee of Divine 
Interpofition 5 at the faint- time the Com- 
mons will cheriih the Dust iftory icftecbon, 
that the delufivc hopes of luccels in dea- 
ling divilion and inluneftion in the 
country, by which the enemy weie in.

TH h underfigned is charged, by the 
cxprels command of the King of Pruf- 
fia. His Moft Gracious Sovereign, to 
make ihe following overtures tq all 
Their kxcellcncics, the Plempoten- 
ti mo of ihe Alfociatcd States of Nor- 
trier n Germany, delegated to aflemble 
in Convention at Hildclheim : The 

geneial concerns- of Germany, with re- 
gard to the continuance of the War, ftifl 
remain m a moft undecided condition, 
and the confolatory hope of a general 
Peace, lo devoutly to be wilhed, re- 
mains as yet uncertain and remote to 
the laft degree, fince the Negociations 
entered upon for that purpofc may, 

alas 1 produce a farther and 11101c obfti- 
nate War, rather than bring about its 
final conclufion. lji th's perplexing 
ficuation, it certainly is a happinefs 
which Northern Germany cannot fuf- 
ficiently praife, to fee itfclf entirely 

freed, not only from the mifenes of 
this ravaging War, but alfo from all 
the inconveniencies conncfted with it, 
fuch as the requifwons of the Bellige- 
rent Powers, the paflage and inarches of 
troops, and many other funilar bur- 
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It needs but a flight comparative glance 
at the mod piteous ftate of the countries 
of Southern Germany, /f formerly flou- 
ri/hing, and now ruined for a long time 
to come, in order to feel, in ins whole 
-extent, the happinefs of the Northern 
parts, which have, for the two laft cam- 
paigns, enjoyed the moft perfect tran- 
quillity. 

The King is fully convinced, that it 
can be unknown to none of his Co- 
States, who participate in this bjHfing, 
that it is the mere fcfult of the in- 
defatigable exertions of Ilis Majefty, 
by which he has laid a fafe foundation 
for the neutrality of Northern Ger- 
many, and mod cffedlually prote&ed it 
by a corps of his own troops, and of 
tliofe of the two allied Courts. His 
Majefty has further confohdatcd this 
neutrality, by the formal acccflion of his 
Serene Highntfs the Elector of Saxony, 
and the whole circle of Upper Saxony, 
in \irtue of a fuppkmcntary Article 
added to the Convention of the 5th of 
Auguft 1796, by which a line of de- 
marcation, extending from the utmoft 
coafls of the Noith Sea, to the Lower 
Rhine, and from hence to Silefla, en- 
compared the whole North of Ger- 
many. The two aflbciations in this v^ft 
extent of territory, mull remain fepa- 
rate, with refpedt to the maintenance 
of the troops, drawn out to cover their 
neutrality, which is done in Upper 
Saxony by a Corps belonging to the Elec- 
tor himfelf, but with regard to their 
common defign, they join hand*;, and 
by this enlargement, dfedted by His 
Majefty, the Neutrality of Northern 
Germany receives a new and inanifcft 
importance. 

The King is likcwife firmly refolvrd 
to jtcure farther , ami until the conclufion 
of the Wai\ the full enjoyment of the 
Neutrality to all the AJfoci at cd States, to 
prate ft them and tbiir territories againft 
every Power, and to dr fend them in 
particular , at all times, a id in the moft 
effcftiud and powerful manner, againft 
the meurjions of the Troops of the Belli - 
gerent Pawns, againft each and every 
demand of Mi lit cay Requifitions , of what- 
ever fort , and the Levying of tbofe Requi- 
ft/ioxs which might be attempted by exe- 
cution, and againft all Jimilar burdens of 
War j like wife to fctcen them by bis moft 
forcible inter pofition , during the period 
tf this Neutrality, from all the fubfeouent 
demands of fupplies for the War of the 
Empire . 

Theunderfigned is exprcfsly inftrufl- 
ed to give once more thple definite and 
mojl explicit affiances. Jt affords in' 
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finite pleafure to His Majefty to have 
thus lecured the invaluable benefits of 
the neutrality to all his Co-States, con* 
nedled with his dominions by their to- 
pographical locality, in the fame man- 
ner as it has been done to his own ter- 
ritories, and to have thus given them fo 
llrong a proof of his friendly fentiments. 
Befides the gratifying cnnfcioufncfs o t 
having hitherto aecompliflied this happy 
end, His Majefly requires no other 
proof of gratitude on the part of his 
Co- States, than that they (hoiild conti- 
nue as heretofore to co-operate in the 
maintenance of the troops. The King 
flatters himfelf the more to find the moft 
perfect rcadinel's on their part, fince 
the burden which will nnfe from this 
meafure to the countries thus protected, 
does not bear the mod diftant compa- 
rifon with the manifold evils, and the 
probable and entire ruin averted from 
them, cfpecially fince the two Courts 
allied with His Majefty, and i’urni/hmg 
troops in like manner, make the major 
part of the facnficcs required for that 
end. This latter circumllasicc mull 
ftrike all the aflbciated States with the 
moll perfedl conviction, that the conti- 
nuance of thole mcafurcs will not be 
prolonged a Angle moment beyond the 
period of their indifpenfiMe necefiiry/ 
Hue the underfigned has His Majefty’s 
direct commands, to declare in the moft 
politivc manner, that His Majefty deems 
the continuance of thofe meafures ab- 
folutely ncccflary for the prelent, as he 
will only find himfelf enabled by the 
corps of troops which is drawn out, 
covering the line of demarcation, main- 
taining farther, in the moft efficacious 
manner, the neutrality of the cjuntries 
fuuate within their precincts, to fulfil 
the promiles previoufly given. Yet in 
this he will not compromife himfelf 
relpedting thole very pollible events 
which accompany the viciflitudes of the 
fortune of War. But whereas the King 
is under the neccllity of fetting bounda- 
ries to the great facrifices he has already 
made \ and whereas the concurrence far- 
ther demanded of the protected coun- 
tries for the maintenance of the troops 
who defend them* is Co extremely juft 
and equitable; the underfigned has alfo 
expreis orders, herewith to declare* 
that in the unexpected cafe of the ma- 
jority oi the States not difplaying the 
neceffary zeal and alacrity, his Majefty 
will forthwith withdraw his troops,, 
renounce entirely all the obligations 
which. he has voluntarily taken upon 
him from motives of Patriotifm ; itip- 
prefs totally the Conveuuou made for 
T 2 that 
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that purpofe with the French Republic, 
and confine hiinfelf folely to the defence 
of his own dominions, abandoning all 
the reft to their own means and re- 
fourcis, and making known his inten- 
tion tothe Belligerent Powers. Should 
fucli a refolution once be taken, and the 
corps be withdrawn, no circumftances, 
of whatever complexion l'oever, (hall 
induce his Majefty to recur again to the 
adoption of (imilar meafures ; and the 
underfigned is obliged to announce be- 
fore-hand, that his Majefty will at no 
rateintcreft himfelf again in the fate of 
thofeof his Co-States, who (hall not now 
accept of the friendly proffer of pro- 
tection, made with fo much friend ftiip, 
and fo nnny perfonal lacrifices. 

The coldnefs which has for loinc time 
pad been manifefted from various quar- 
ters refpcCting the maintenance of the 
troops, has induced his Majefty to au- 
thorize the underfigned to make this 
frank and explicit declaration, and to 
give the well-meant warning, not to 
iuffer ihcmfelves to be deceived by the 
hope of a fpeedv Peace, but rather to 
rely upon the fufficienrly public-lpirited 
and patriotic fentiments of the King, 
and lus Majefty ’s knowledge of the ge- 
neral fituation of public aff urs, and to 
entertain the firm confidence that his 
Majefty would certainly, and with great 
pleafure to his Co-States, fave the bur- 
dens required by the maintenance of 
the troops, if there were the leaft pufii- 
hilityof fecuring to their territories rhe 
benefits of the neutrality, and all the 
advantages which have hitherto accrued 
from it, without fuch a meafure. 

That, however (the faving of the bur- 
dens occafioned by the maintenance of 
the troops), according to the genera] 
fituation ofaffurs, he ng impn/ftble, and 
his Majefty deeming tt abfolutely necrjfary 
to preferve the carpi of obfn'vation till the 
contl ti/ion of Peace ; if the tranquillity 
and neutrality of Northern Germany are 
tQ be maintained , h.s Majefty douhts 
r.or but all his aflociated Co-States will 
fhew their readintfs for that purpofe, in 
the maintenance of the troops, difpiay 
proper zeal in a meafure fo clofely con- 
nected with felf-prefervation, and ren- 
dcr practicable the farther execution of 
beneficent defigns of his Majefty. 

\ With this confidence, the under- 
figned, by fupremc command, has the 
honour to make known to you, &c.&c. 

. [Here follow twoarticles, Specifying 
the fupplies to be granted, for three 
moftjrhs longer, in flour, oa*s, hay, and 
ftraW, for the. Pi uffian, Hanoverian, 
^nd Krunhyick troops, at two. different 
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periods, viz.— the i5thinftant and the 
j ft of April. In order to fecure the fub- 
fiftence of the troops in future, the 
States of Northern Germany are to meet 
in Convention at HideKheimonthe 20th 
inftant, or to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
regulate the quotas of lupplies in ne- 
ceflaries or in money, for as long as the 
War may laft.] 

As thofe deliberations (in Convention 
at Hildelhcim) will preclude all fubje&s 
not tOTentially and direCtly relating to 
the muntenance of the troops, the 
underfigned will lofe no time to termi- 
nate them with the utmoft fpeed, and 
not to dctanl the Plenipotentiaries a 
moment longer than (hall be neceffary 
from following their other affairs. The 
(lattenng confidence with which the 
underfigned has hitherto been honour- 
ed in the late Negotiations, make him 
equally confident that his zeal and acti- 
vity will be entirely depended upon in 
that bufinefs. Hehasonly moft urgent- 
ly to requeft, that, for the fake of dif- 
patch, the States may furnifh their 
Plenipotentiaries with full inftruCVions 
for the purpofe, which has been thus 
plainly notified, in order not to wade 
time in fending for new ones, but that 
the neceiTary refolutions may be taken, 
not only for the farther fubftantial re- 
gulation of the maintenance, but for the 
obligatory aftent to the fame to the end 
of the War. 

The underfigned has it likewife in 
command to requeft, that their Excel- 
lencies the Plenipotentiaries may ar- 
range matters in fuch a manner, a$ not 
to quit the Convention, till the ftate of 
affairs (hall permit its fuipenfion or con- 
clufion, fince the gradual departure of 
manv Plenipotentiai jes has formerly 
occafioned a precipitate fufpenfien of 
the firft Convention, wh'ch has been 
highly prejudicial to the difpatching of 
bufincls. His Majefty will alfo confider 
the fulfilment of this will}, and the in-* 
fallible meeting of the Convention, 
according as it is expefred to meet, as a 
gratifying proof that his Serene Co- 
States wifli to do jnlire to his efforts 
and facrifices. And the underfigned 
alio looks forward for the defired an* 
fwer, refpeClmg the fourth fending of 
fupplies, before the expiration of the 
prelent month, and hopes to have the 
honour and pleafure to lee again their 
Excellencies the Plenipotentiaries at the 
fecond opening of the Convention, oa 
the 20th of February.

“pjISPATCHES.of which the foliow- 
^ ing are extracts, have betn received 
by the Right Hon. Henry Dundas, one 
of hib Majefty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, from Major-General Gordon 
Forbes, commanding his M^jcfly’s 
troops in the ifland of St. Domingo, 
dated Port-au-Piince, October 9, 1796. 

I am happy to have the power of af« 
Turing you, that cur fituation in St. Do- 
mingo is by far more favourable at this 
time than fince his Majefty has been in 
pofleflion of any part ©f ir. The fuccefs 
of the very judicious arrangementsmade 
by Major-General Bowyer, at Jeremie, 
and the divifions amongft the enemy in 
the fouth part of the ifland, where al- 
nioft all the Republican Whites have 
been maflacrcd lince their defeat, has 
allured the fafety of the important quai- 
ter of the Grand Ance. 

The fame fpirit of difeord prevailing 
alio 111 the North, and the (need's of our 
troops towards the Spnnilh frontiers, 
have encouraged the remains of Jean 
Francois’ army to co-operate with us ; 
they have, in confequeno , fought fe- 
veral battles with the republican party, 
and have fent us a number of prifaners. 

St. Marc’s and Mole St. Nicolas arc 
alfo in a ftate of perfect lecurity, and 
the parifli of L’Arc ihaye was never in 
a higher ftate of cultivation, nor the 
Negroes more peaceable and orderly 
than at this moment. Indeed fuch is the 
public confidence, that the Planters are 
now actually importing from Jamaica a 
confiderable number of new Negroes. 

Etfraft of a Letter from Major-General 

Got don F01 be s to Mr, Secretary Dundas , 

da' ed Port au-Ptinte, Ottober 9, 1796. 

IT is with the utmoft factsfa&ion I 
have the honour to inform you, that the 
enemy, who had made ufe of the utmoft 
exertion to collect all their force in the 
Southern part of the Colony for the at- 
tack of Jeremie in various points at the 
fame time, have been defeated every 
where with very confiderable lofs on 
tfieir fide, and on cur part fortunately 
very trifling. Major-General Bowyer, 
whofe account of the bufinels I inclofe| 
has condu£tcd himfelf, in the difficult 
fituation of a command of very extenfive 
fountry and pofts, in the moft mafterly 
and judicious manner; and J beg leave 
*o expjefs my marked admiration of 


this moft meritorious officer, whofe eoh« 
du6t on all occafions will, I dm confi- 
dent, recommend him highly to his Man 
jefty’s gracious favour. I beg leave alfo 
to recommend all thofe officers and men 
under his immediate command, partis 
cularly Lieutenant Gilman, of the 17th 
regiment of Foot, of whom he fpeak* 
in terms of high approbation. I ant 
happy to inform you that the Major-Ge- 
nera!, who was wounded in the above gaU 
lantdefenccof the important quarter un^ 
der his command, is perfectly recovered. 

This important defeat of the enemy 
allures the tranquillity of Jeremie, and 
particularly as it is certain Rigaud, the 
Chief of the Blacks to the Southward, 
has decidedly declared againft Santhonax 
and the Republic, and has caufed almoft 
all the white people in his power to be 
maflacred.

SIR, 

FROM the intelligence you will pro- 
bably have 1 eceived from other quar* 
ttrs, you will nor be furpiizcd to hear 
of the pofts on the extremities of this 
dependency, both K»ft and Weft, being 
attacked in force on the func day. On 
the 8th of Auguft 1 ordered Lieutenant 
Bradihaw, with 22 of the 13th Light 
Dragoons, mounted, to march for Du 
Centre j and Capt. Whitby, two fiibaU 
terns, and 60 privatesof the 17th Light 
Dragoons, with non c-mirniifioncd of- 
ficers in proportion, tmbarked the fame 
evening for Cay mites, from whence they 
aruved, without any accident, at Du 
Centre and Raymond, which was a for- 
tunate circumftance, as the next day t 
the nth, the enemy appeared before 
Puft Raimond, and, after keeping a very 
heavy iire on the Biock-Houle, v. itfi 
little cfte£l, they attempted toftorm it in 
confiderable force four different t:mes t 
and were each time repulfcd with great 
lofs, and their Chief killed. In thi$ 
bulincis only one Bntifh d^J two chauf- 
feurs were wounded. On Captain 
Whitby’s arrival, at Du Centre, he de- 
tached Lieutenant Gilman, of the 17th 
Light Dragojns, with 20 men, to Poft 
Raimond, who immediately placed him- 
felf in the Block Houle with his de- 
tachment and a large party ofehaffeurs. 
On the 12th the enemy Hill continued 
before the Block-JIoule, which is fitu- 
ated on a fmaii height about ico yard* 

from 
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from the fort, keeping up a fire with 
mufquitry with as little effect as before, 
when Lieutenant Gilman made a fuc- 
ccisful fortic with the whole of the 1 7th 
and fome chaffeurs, driving the enemy 
before him into the woods, who left 16 
Whites and 47 Blacks dead on the fpot, 
and many dead and wounded were af- 
terwards found in the woods and road 
leading over the mountains td Aux 
Caycs. Some fuur-pouinl (hot, a two- 
pounder mounted, fcvtidl firelocks and 
mher articles, were left by the enemy 
in their retreat, I am happy to report, 
that m this gallant affair, tile 17th regi- 
brisk had onlv two privates wounded. 
The chaffeurs had one oflietr, Captain 
I>uto} a, and three chaffeurs, killed, 
and 14 wounded, it is fuppoled the 
l©fs of the enemy mult have been very 
confidcrable indeed, as, from every ac- 
count of and dcfeiters, above 40 

Whites arc among the killed and thole 
dead of their w funds and found in the 
woods, which I can calily conceive, as 
the affiult of the Block-Houfc was made 
by about 200 Whites, tornurlv fuldicrs 
in the regiment of Tic 1 wick, adiited by 
the Brigands. 

Captain Wlnthy reports, that the ho- 
nour of the Hr it 1 ih fir vice was never 
more ably m amt Lined than in the en- 
gagement at Poll Raimond, and cx- 
prtffes himlclf highly grateful to Lieu- 
tenant Gilman and the fuldicrs of the 
17th, as well as thofc of the colonial 
corps, for their active exertions in Jo 
bravely checking tlic enemy in the at- 
tempt on tim poll. 

Indeed Lieuien.yit Gilman's intrepi- 
dity aitd cool conduit on this occalion 
appear to me fu pi ai(e- worthy, that I 
Ihoufd not do inliice to him or my own 
feelings on tins creation, if I did not 
Arongly recommend 1 ;mu to you, Sir, for 
promotion. 

I am alfo happy to have it in my 
power to report, that the enemy has 
been under the ncicJiiiy of railing the 
liege of Jrois, bcfoic which they lay 
eighteen days. On the nth ult, Ge- 
neral Rigan’, with 3000 or 4000 Bri- 
gands, appeared before it, and fent a 
Jummons to Captain Beanufh to furren- 
der flit* fort to the Republic of France. 
Captain Beamifli ytry properly an- 
fwered, lie fliould defend it to the laft 
extremity. The enemy had in the night 
landed a fixtecn- pounder and a mor- 
tar, which, with incredible labour, they 
got up, and opened on the fort next 
day, within about 430 yards. The 
moment^ heard Irens was inverted, l 
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ordered 100 privates, officers and *on« 
commilfioned officers inproportiort,with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hooke of the 17th, 
to embark for that place, where they 
arrived lafe. Lieutenant-Colonel Hooka 
took the command of the fort andtroops, 
in which ftation he has rendered very 
meritorious fervices. 

Finding the enemy had advanced a con- 
fiderable foi ce between Irois and L* Alice 
Eros, which fhut up by land the commu- 
nication with Jeixmie, I determined, with 
what force I could colle£l, to attack them 
on the M01 nc Gautier. On my arrival al 
1/ Alice Eios, the 161I1, a plan was agreed 
upon to inarch in three columns on the 
19th, fo as to an ive before Morne Gautier 
at day-break. ObJerving on my approach 
that a few men of the 17th dragoons wetfi 
killed and wounded, and that firing at a 
dillance anfwered no pyipofe, I determined 
to attempt to cany the hill by affiult, had 
foi n.ed the 17th dugoons foi that purpofe, 
oidered the 13th to ilifmouut, and wa» en- 
deavouring to rally the Negroes, who had 
been thrown into fonie confufion, when I 
received a fliot in my left bread, which 
cauftd me to fall from my hoile: after- 
waids I knew nothing of wliat palled, ex- 
eept by icpoitj and 1 was fony to hear 
that we were undei the neceffiiyof retreat- 
mg, with the lol’s of the thiec- pounder we 
had with \is. 

Fortunately this Httle check did not 
afFe£l the fafety .of- the fort ; on the con- 
traiy the enemy, who mull have fuffered 
moie than ouifelves, evacuated Gautier, 
and jetired the next day to Rigaud, on the 
oihei hdeof Irois i and on the 29th Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hooke wiote me he had 
railed the liege entiiely: fb that, Sir, I 
may now congratulate you on this depen- 
dency being wholly fieed fiom the ene- 
my, and on your having it in your power 
to acquaint his Majdfy’s Minilleis that 
lie lias been beaten and foiled in eveiy 
quai ter of tiiis illand under yom command. 

I have not hitherto been able to proems 
exatt leunns oi the killed and wounded, 
but I conceive that the 17th legiment had 
about leven killed and 14 or 15 wounded 5 
none dangeroufly in my affaii of the 19th 
ulr. Lieutenant- Colonel Hooke has not 
yet made his report { but I do not believe 
more than two were killed at Iiois, and 
three or four wounded, lo that the ene- 
my’s fliot and fliells had little effe6l. 

I am lorry to fay that my Biigade-Ma- 
jor Manners received a ball through his 
thigh ; but as it miffed the bone, no bad 
effe& will aiife, and he is doing well.

DISPATCHES, of which the follow- 
ing are Extracts, have been received from 
Robert Craufurd, Efq. by the Right 
Hon. Lord Grenville, his Majefty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foieign Af- 
fairs. 

Head-Quarters of his Royal Highnefs 

the Archduke Charles of Auftria, 

Orenburg, Nov. 13, 1796. 

MY LORD, 

I HAVE the honour to inform your 
Lordfhip, that in the night from the 11 It 
to the nd, the trenches weic opened before 
Kehl, on the light bank of the Kinzig. 
The firft parallel of this attack, with ns 
communications, proceeding from the right 
and left flank of the right wing of the line 
of contravallation, weie lb far completed 
during the night, that before day-break the 
men were tolerably covered. The enemy 
did not attempt to interrupt the woik, nor 
had he yet fired a (ingle (hot upon the 
tienches ; but early yelteiday morning 
(the 2 2d ) , he made a fudden attack upon 
the left wing of the line o( conti avallat ion, 
and, after an a&ion, than which nothing 
could be poflibly moie fevere, was dnven 
back into his woiks with veiy great lots. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of the 
night from the 21ft to the 22d, bi ought 
over a large body of troops from Stiaf- 
bourg, founed his columns of attack dole 
behind the chain of his advanced ports 
with fo much filence that ihey were not 
perceived. Juft before the break of day 
(which however was rendered extremely 
obfcuit by a very thick mill that lulled 
the greater part of the foienoon) thefe co- 
lumns began to advance. The inllant 
the Auftiian videltts and centnes gave 
their fire, which was the only notice ot the 
approaching attack, the enemy’s infantry 
milled on with the utmoll impetuolity, 
without firing a (hot, and in an inllant 
they were mallei s of two redoubts of the 
left of the firft line. The village of Sund- 
heim was attacked in the fame manner, 
and with equal fuccels; after which, com- 
ing in the rear of the curtain that conned s 
ihe village with the firft ledoubt to its left, 
the enemy immediately carried that woik, 
one face of which was not quite flmlhcd. 
Upon this, large bodies of their infantry 
rufhed through the openings in the curtains 
on the whole front ot this wing; and, 
whilft part advanced again ft the fecond 
line, the other* endeavoured to make them- 
l’elves mailers of the remaining redoubts 
ot the full; but thefe, though perfectly 
left to thcmfclvci for a confide table ume 


entirely furrounded, cut off from every 
alii fiance, and attacked with fury by the 
enemy, who frequently got into the 
ditches, and attempted to climb the para* 
pet, were defended in a manner that retied* 
tire higheft honour on the Officers and 
troops that were m them. The loft in all 
of thefe redoubts was conliderable, and ia 
one the artillery drivers were at laft obliged 
to fire the guns, hut all the attacks were 
repulfed. 

The enemy’s right column, after occtu 
pymg the two woiks which they had car- 
lied, pu filed on between the dykes to at- 
tack the left of the fecond line ; but Piince 
Fiedeiick of Orange (whofe gallant and 
judicious conduit cannot fufficiently be 
prailed) having rallied his brigade, placed 
a part of his infantry behind the dyke, 
which connects the thiid redoubt from the 
left of the firft line with the 'work which 
is on the left of the fecond ; and in this 
fituation he refilled the moll fevere attack 
that can be imagined upon his front ; 
whilft thole bodies of the enemy’s infan- 
try, which had pieiced between the re- 
doubt of the fiill line, were actually in 
his rear, lie not only maintained his poll, 
but completely checked the enemy’s pro- 
grefs on this flank. 

A great part of the ti oops of the left 
wing had been woikmg in the trenches on 
the right of the Kinzig. General Li 
Tour, who commands the army of the 
liege, foi nied three of tliele battalions which 
happened to be mil returning from woik, 
and retook the village of S 11 ndheim, which 
he maintained, though the enemy made 
great efforts to diflodgehim. Lieutenant- 
General Staader (who commands the left 
wing) diovc back the enemy, who had 
advanced againlt the right of the fecond 
line ot it, and tetook the ledoubt on the 
left of Sundheim 1 and the Piince of 
Orange, advancing between the two 
dy kes, defeated the column with which he 
had been fo ftvciely engaged, and reco- 
v«ied the redoubts it had canied. The 
enemy then retired into his entrenched 
camp. 

The lofs of the Andrians amounted to 
+0 Officers and about 1300 men killed, 
wounded, and miffing, which, conlideiing 
that not more than naif the left wing was 
engaged, is certainly conliderable; but 
that of the French mull have been mirth 
greater. The ground round the works 
was in fome paits covered with their dead 
bodies, and lam very much within bound* 
in dating their lofs at 2000 men. Duiing 
t(ic time the French were in pofleifion of 
the redoubts on the !“lt, they found means 

to 
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to carry off five pieces of cannon. Tlie 
others were all i eta ken. 

It is impoflible to attempt to do juftlce 
to the conduit of the Archduke 3 he ani- 
mated the troops in retaking Sundhcim, 
direiled the attacks on the work that had 
been loft to the left of it, and, under the 
heavieft fire, gave his orders with the 
greateft coolnefs and the mod perfect mili- 
tary knowledge. 

Lieutenant Proby, of his Mnjefty’s 9th 
regiment of foot (attached to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Craufurd's million), was wounded 
by a mulket Ihot ; but I feel great fatis- 
failion in being able to add that the wound 
is of a very (light nature, and will have no 
other conlequence whatever than that of a 
very (hoi t confinement.

IT is with much fatisfailion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lordfhip, 
that, after an interval often days without 
any advices from Italy, his Royal High- 
nefs the Aichduke has tins day received a 
rrpoit from General Alvinzy, the tenor 
©t which is fuc h as to conliun the hopes 
which his former dilpatches infpiied. This 
report, winch is very Ihort, is dated Cala- 
bro, Nov. 13, and is in fubitance as 
follows : 

After the aition of the 6th, near Baf- 
fano, the enemy continued to reueat, 
abandoned even the ftrong pofition of 
Montabello wiihout refinance, and crofted 
the Adige at Veiona. 

On the nth General Alvinzy arrived 
near Villanova, and the fame evening a 
confiderable part of the enemy's aimy, 
commanded by Buonaparte in perfon, ad- 
vanced from Verona, and took poll in the 
neighbouring mountains. 

Early on the 12th Buonaparte com- 
menced a general attack upon the whole 
line, which though matle with infinite 
violence, was rtfifted with the moft per- 
fect fteadinefs and bravery. 

Whilft Buonaparte was thus employ- 
ed, in repeated thoygh ineffectual ef- 
forts, to toice the front of the pofition, 
General Alvinzy detached a column 
againft each of his flanks. No fooner 
had thefe arrived at their point of attack, 
than the enemy retreated with precipi- 
tation ; and a moft fevere and important 
affair was thus completely decided in 
favour of the Auftrian*. 


Two of the enemy’s Generals were 
known to have been wounded, and a 
third was amongft the number of pri- 
foners already brought in.

I HAVE the honour to inform your 
Lordfhip, that after the affair of the 
2 2 d mil. nothing remarkable happened 
here till the night from the 26th to the 
27th, in which the enemy made afally, 
in confiderable force, againft the firft 
parallel of the attack on the right bank, 
of the Kinzig. The enemy was in- 
flantly repullcd, with the lofs of about' 
40 killed and wounded. Amongft the 
killed was a commandant of a battalion. 

The batteries of the firft parallel, as 
well as the guns in all the redoubts to 
the right and left of it, commenced 
firing this morning; and in the collide 
of the forenoon the enemy’s advanced 
pods were driven out of the village of 
Kthl.

Davidowich, dated Piovc/ano, 
Nov. 18, m which hegivesan account 
of his having, on the preceding day, 
attacked and entirely defeated the enemy 
on the heights of Rivoli. 

The attack commenced about feven 
in the morning of the 17th, and, after 
a moft obftinate refiflance, the enemy’ 
was entirely driven from his pofition, 
and purfued as far as Cambara. 

General Davidowich took 12 can- 
non, about 1100 prisoners, and many 
officers. Amongft the latter are Gene- 
rals Fiorella and Valette. He praifes, 
in the warmed terms, the conduit of 
his generals, and the difeipline and re- ‘ 
markabici bravery of his troops. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of 
the night from the 17th to the 18th, 
received confiderable reinforcements, 
took another pofition on the heights 
near Cambara 3 in which Gcne^l Da- 
vidowich 
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vidowich attacked him the next morn • 
Jng. and drove him back beyond Pef- 
chierra. 

When General Davidowich Tent off 
this report (the evening of the fecond 
affair) he was encamped with his right 
towards the Lake of Garda, near Colla, 
and his left to the Adige ; Pefchierra 
.being in front of his right wing, and 
Verena in front of his left.

The anniverfary of the murder 
Of Louis XVI. has been again cele- 
brated at Paris by a fete. The Oath of 
Hatred to Royalty and Anarchy was 
repeated, and the Directory allifted at 
the ceremony. 

This anniverfary was celebrated, 
however, amidft the execrations of all 
the writers of eminence in Paris, the 
force of whofe language evidently pro- 
duced a fenfible imprelfion on the mafs 
of the people ; Barras, Prefident of the 
Directory, took therefore vaft pains, in 
a long difeourfe, ta explain the nature 
of the ceremony, and to Hate that they 
were far from propofing even the jiijl 
pumihmentof the laft of their kings as 
the fubje6t of a fcaft, but as a day of 
important recollettion ; upon which 
Frenchmen, calling to mind the horrors 
of the ancient fy ftem, fliould fwear eter- 
nal hatred to Royalty on the one fide, 
And to Anarchy on the other. This 
fiypocritical qualification of the cere- 
mony, -however, did not appeafe the 
indignation of the feeling and nervous 
writers, who confider it as a horrible 
exhibition of inhumanity, and deprecate 
its repetition. 

After the fpeech of Barras, the Con- 
ftitutional Guard of the Directory took 
the oath in the following words: 

“ I fwear eternal hatred to Royalty 
" and Anarchy, and inviolable at- 
« tachment to the Republic and 
“ Conftitution of the third year/* 
In the fitting of the Council of Five 
Hundred, the Prefident Riou le Bru- 
maire, in prefacing the taking of the 
oath of hatred againft Royalty, had the 
impudence to couple the virtuous Louis 
XVI. with the infamous Robefpierre. 
In the Council of Elders, feveral mem- 
bers propofed toconfine the Oath to Ha- 
tred againft Royalty in prance, but this 
reftriaion was rejetted by the Council, 
JFeb. 4. The Paris Journals to the 
Vofc. XXXI. fEB. 1797- 


goth ult. reached town laft night. By 
thefe Journals we learn, that the lait 
efforts of the Emperor to relieve Man- 
tua, and rc-eftablifh himfelf in Italy, 
have been unfortunately fruftrated by 
the genius and good fortune of Buona- 
parte. 

The laft reinforcement fwelled the 
Imperial army of General Alvinii to 
upwirds of 50,000 men ; thefe main- 
tained for fome days a moil obftinate fe- 
ries of battles with the French army, 
the refult of which was, that 23,000 of 
the Imperialifts were made prifoners* 
with the lofs of a proportionate number 
of cannon, ftandards, &c. Several of 
thefe ftandards, it is added, were work- 
ed by the hands of the Emprefs of Ger- 
many herfelf. 

Such are the leading particulars re- 
lated by the French Generals. It ia 
fcarcely poflible that the whole of their 
llatemcnts can be ftrittly corrctt, but 
the general fatt is too true. 

ExtraB of a Letter fiom Buonaparte to 
General Clarke , dated Vt ?rona y Jan. 20. 

* Scarcely had I quieted Roverbella, 
when I learned that the enemy pre- 
fented itfelf at Verona. MafTena made 
his dilpofitions in a very happy manner. 
We took 500 prifoners and three pieces 
of cannon. General Brune received 
leven balls in his cloaths without being 
wounded by any of them. Such is the 
effett of good fortune. We had only 
ten men killed, and ioo wounded.

Exlrafl of a Letter from the Commander 
in Chief Buonaparte , to the Executive 
Directory. 

44 Head- Quarters at Roverbella, Jan. 18. 

“ Since the 1 jth of January fo many 
operations have taken place, which have 
multiplied the military proceedings in 
fuch a degree that it will be impoflibie for 
me to fendyou before to-morrow thecir- 
cumftantial accounts ; and this day I 
rouft content iqyfelf with fimply an- 
nouncing them. On the 1.3th of Janu- 
ary the enemy came to attack the divi- 
fion of General Maftena before Verona, 
which produced the battle of St. Michel, 
where we were completely fuccefsful. 
We made 600 prifoners, and took three 
pieces of cannon. The fame day they' 
attacked the head of our line at Monte- 
baldo, and brought on the battl$ of Co- 
rona. They were repulfed* and wo 
took 1 i-o prifoners. 

“ On the 14th, at midnight, the di- 
vifion of the enemy's army, which* 
fince the $th, was eftabliihed at Bavi- 
u lagu*. 
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lagua, whence it obliged the divifion of 
General Angereau to fall back, haftily 
threw a bridge over the Adige, within 
a league of PortoLegnago, oppofite Au- 
guiari. 

“ On the 14th, in the morning, the 
enemy filed a very ftrong column by 
Montagna and Caprina, and thus oblig- 
ed the divifion of General Joubert to 
evacuate Corona, and concenter at Ri- 
voli. I forei'aw this movement, and got 
there in the night, when enfued the 
battle of Rivoli, which we gained on 
the 14th and 15th, after an obftmatc re- 
finance, in which wc took 13,000 pri- 
foners, fevcral rtandards, and many 
pieces of cannon. General Alvinzy, al- 
moft alone, had much difficulty in eicap- 
ing. 

u On the 25th Genera! Guycux at- 
tacked the enemy at Anguiari, with a 
view to overpower them before thev 
entirely effected their palfage. He did 
not fuccced m his defign, bur he made 
300 prifoners. On the 2ath General 
Angereau attacked the enemy at An- 
guiari, which cauled the feeond battle 
at that place. He made 2000 prifoners 
took fixteen pieces of cannon, and de- 
ftroyed all their bridges on the Adige ; 
but the enemy, profiting ot the night, 
deliled ftrajght for Maiitua. He had 
aheady arrived witluu te»ch of the 
cannon of that place, and attacked the 
fuburb of St. George, where we were 
carefully entrenched, and in which at- 
tempt they failed. I arrived in the night 
with reinforcements, and began tilt bat- 
tle of La Favorite, from the field of 
which I now write to you. The fruits 
of this aftion were 7000 prifoners, with 
flandards, cannon, all the baggage of 
the army, a regiment of hufTars, and 
a confiderable convoy of grain and black 
cattle, which the enemy was endea- 
vouring to throw into Mantua. Wurrn- 
fer attempted a fortie to attack the left 
wing of our army ; but he was received 
in the ufual manner, and obliged ro re- 
turn. Behold then in three or four 
days the fifth army of the Emperor to- 
tally deftroyed I 

“ We have 23,000 prifoners, among 
#fciDm are one Lieutenant-General, two 
Generals, 6000 men killed or wounded, 
fixtypicces of cannon, and about 24 ftand- 
ajrds. AH the battalions ©f the Volun- 
teers of Vienna are made prifoners. 
Their ftandards have been worked by 
the. hands of the Emprefs.

THE SURRENDER OF MANTUA. 

It was on the 9th, that the important 
account arrived at Paris. But the Di- 
rectory, not having received the official 
details, did not make any formal com- 
munication to the LegilHturc till Satur- 
day iafi, when the Council of Five 
Hundred received a Melluage, of which 
tin following brief, but eventful ac- 
count, is given in a Paris Paper of the 

1 2th. A Mcflage from the Directory 

announced the Capture of Mantua, the 
entrance of the Army of Italy into the 
Papal Territories, and the complete de- 
feat of hi- HolmclVt Army, Nor it 

this all — the vjftorious Army of Italy, 
no longer cramped in its exertions by the 
liege of Mantua, has ftretched its van 
arms on every fide ; to the Bilhopric of 
Trent, towards the Adriatic, andtothe 
Romagna. A divifion has entered Ro- 
\eredoand Trent, where the enemy's 
hofpitals fell into the lunds of the 
French. Another divifion has reached 
Trcvifo; and by this time probably 
Trieftc, the only port which the Em- 
peror has on the Adrianc, is m their 
pollclfion. The Pope had difpatched 
his army to co-operate with the Aus- 
trians, but their career was loon checked 
by the Republicans, who completely 
defeated them. 

The garriibn of Mantua are, we un- 
derftand, to remain prifoners of wir till 
exchanged. 

The Paris papers contain long and 
minute details refpcChng the conlpirai 
cy, of which it is in our power to give 
only a very imperfect idea. The papers 
tranfmitted to the Council of Five Hun- 
dred by the Directory, whilft they place 
the exigence of fomc plot beyond all 
doubt, are at the fame time computed of 
elements fo abfurd and contradictory, 
that the whole feems to be the \Vork of 
tome exalted head, andobfeure adven- 
turous 
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turous Intriguers (perhaps, indeed, of 
the Republicans themfelves), rather than 
of Louis XVIII. to whom the Directory 
would impute it. This confpiracy ex- 
hibits a fort of ridiculous coalition be- 
tween our Government, the Jacobins, 
and the Royal Dire&ory at Paris. On 
the one hand, we find the Marquis de 
Bouillc, who lives very quiet jn Lon- 
don i the Prince de Poix, who was dil- 


f raced by Louis XVIII ; and Puilaye, 
efpifedby all parties, pointed out as the 
commanders of the Royal columns^ on 
the other hand, we fee the names of 
Tallien and the Marquis del Campo in 
the lift of the confpirators ; and we are 
told, the fon of Egalitd, who refides at 
Philadelphia, is concealed in the fcoufe 
of Santerre. to difpme with Louis 
XVII 1. the fruits of the confpiracy.

lbn taken into cuftody a few days 
ago, on fufpicion of robbing Lord Bu- 
rington, near Putney, and who was only 
difeharged the preceding day at Bow- 
ftrcct, was this evening (hot dead on 
Finchley Common by Lord Strathmore, 
s\ hom he attempted to rob. His. Lord- 
iln p was going out of town in a poll- 
chaife, followed by three fervants in 
another chaifc ; when on Finchley 
Common two men rode up to the car- 
riages ; Lancaftcr to that in which his 
Lordfhip was, and, after linking the 
poll-boy in the face with his pillol to 
make him Hop, came ro the door of the 
chaile, and running his piftol through 
the glafs it by accident ftalhcd in the 
pan, on which his Lordfhip immediately 
difeharged a hlunderbuls at him, the 
contents of which lodged in his throat; 
he in a very few moments fell oft his 
horfe, dead j his companion, who was 
at rjie other chaile, hearing the report, 
made up and caught hold of the bridle 
of Lancafter’s horfe juft as he tell, and 
rode off w ith it as fall as pollible. Lan- 
cafter was lb on after taken to the work- 
houfe at Finchley, where the Bow- 
ftrect officers went to fee him. He was 
very much difguifed in drefs, having a 
\ydch wig on, and & blue apron, like 
that of a butcher. He is fuppoled 
to have committed a great number of 
Tobberies about the metropolis within 
The laft two or three years. 

Feb. i. This evening about ten 
o’clock the pacrole, going their rounds, 
difeovered the body of Colonel Frederick 
lying dead under the porch of the weft 
gate of Weftminftcr Abbey. He ap- 
peared to have been Ihot, one fide of his 
face being totallyjgonc, and a vaft quan- 
tity of blood and fume brains lying about 
the fpot where he was found. Several 
t)f the inhabitants near the fpot about 
half-paft eight o’clock, were alarmed by 


the report of fire-arms. The Colonel’s 
hat was lying by lm> tide ; and in his 
pockets were found two lhillings, a 
paper with a fmall qiuntity of gun- 
powder, and a card of his addrefs. 

The Coroner’s Inqueft fat upon the 
body, when Mr. Sterling, of Northum- 
berland-ftreet, with whom the deceafed 
had lodged for fome time pall, and a 
gentleman ofthe name of Grctton, fpoke 
particularly aj to the deranged Hate of 
the dcceafed’s mind for feveral months ; 
that he fuppofed his derangement origi- 
nated from diftrefs, occafioned by his 
lofing a penlion of iool. per year, al- 
lowed him by the Duchefs of Wirtem- 
berg previous to the war ; but who, to 
compenl'ate the lofs, propofed railing a 
regiment of foldicrs, to be difpofed of 
as the Britifli Governirient ffiould think 
lit, on condition that the deceafed fhould 
have the command of it, which regi- 
ment was offered to the Eaft India 
Company, or to ferve in Portugal; but 
from fome unknown rcafons was not 
accepted, which affected the deceafed 
lo much, his diftreffes increafing, that 
he frequently told feveral of his friends 
he Ihould deftroy himfelf. 

Mrs. Segur, who keeps acoffee-houfe 
in Palacc-yard, alfo fpoke to the de- 
ranged ftate of the dcceafed’s mind, who 
called at her houfe on T uefday evening, 
appeared in a high fever, and refufedto 
take the fmalleft rcfrelhment. 

Mr. Gwillain, of the Story ’s-Gate 
coffee-houfc, proved the deceafed’s din- 
ing there enWcdnefday; but obferved 
nothing particular in his conduit. 

William Colvin, the boy who faid he 
faw the^deceafed killed, wasre examined 
before the Coroner; when, on the 
oath being adminiftered to him, he con- 
feffed that all he had before faid was 
falfe ; and that he knew nothing fur- 
ther concerning the tranfattion, than 
that he met a boy on Wedncfday night 
in St. Margaret’s Chuich-y.ird, who 

V z informed 
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informed him the bod/ of a man was 
lying under the porch of the Abbey- 
ate,oppoiite Tothill-ftreet, and whom 
e accompanied to view it. 

Under thefe circumftances, and it 
alfo appearing that the dcceafcd had 
borrowed a piftol a few days ago of a 
perfon in Sr. Martin’s lane, the J ury , at 
near four o'clock, returned a verdittof 
Lunacy. 

The piftol has not yet been found ; 
moft likely it was picked up by the boy 
who firft difcovered the body. 

Colonel Frederick, we are afiured, 
was more than 70. He has left a daugh- 
ter, and, we believe, four grand chil- 
dren. He was a very amiable and un- 
offending character. 

1 e was the chief companion of the 
prefent King of Poland fir we may Hill 
call the amiable and unfortunate mo- 
narch by that name) while in this coun- 
try, and ufed to relate a curious anec- 
dote of dining with the King, then 
Count Poniatowfki, at an obl'cure cof- 
fec-houfe in the city, where each relied 
-upon the other foC money to pay the 
expenees of a very modcrare dinner ; 
but both were too neceflitous, and 
Frederick was obliged to pledge his 
watch to liberate himfeH and the future 
Monarch of Poland. 


The remains of this unfortunategefl- 
tleman were yefterday interred in the 
church-yard of St. Ann’s Soho, near to 
the body of his father. The hearfc was 
accompanied by two mourning coaches, 
in which were ibme gentlemen, who 
admired and efteemed him when living, 
and were folicitous of paying this laft 
tribute to departed worth I— About an 
hour before the interment, a very re- 
locatable perfon deftred to place upon 
the church-wall, at the head of the 
grave, the following character. It was 
fubmitted to the minifter, who granted 
the requeft. 

“ Here lie the mortal remains of 
Colonel Frederick, fon of Theodore, 
King ofCorfica. — In his deportment he 
was a finilhed Gentleman ; in honour, 
honefty, and truth he was princely. He 
was poor in circumftances, rich in the 
poifeftion of the moft liberal heart ; and 
the greateft diftrefs he laboured under 
was the want of abilities to relieve the 

diftrefles of others. God be with 

him.” 

King Theodore died in the parifh of 
St. Ann’s, at the houfe of Mr. Def- 
champs, No. 5, Little Chapel-llreet, on 
the nth of December 1756.* 

A Letter was received in town from 
Mr. Margarot, dated Port Jackfon, 


* A writer in one of the daily papers, who feems to be well informed, fiys, “ The gene- 
ral opin.on that Colonel Frederick was the fon of the late Theodore, King ot Corfica, is, we 
have leafon to believe, perfectly unfounded. The following anecdotes with refpett to this 
unfortunate man have been fent by a Gentleman who was for many years on terms of inti- 
macy with him, and had various opportunities of learning many curious circumftances re- 
fpedhng his origin and purfuits : 

“ Colonel Frederick was not the fon of Theodore. He was, like Theodore, a German, 
and he was alfo, like him, an adventurer ; but he was no relation whatever to him. He 
had been a lay brother in a Capuchin Monaftry, from which he decamped, and fome time 
after came over to England in very great diftrefs, without friends, and with no refources but 
what he found in his own fertile and happy nund. He arrived much about the fame time 
that Theodore died, and finding the people take a kind ofintereft in the hapltfs fate of a man 
who they were told was a King, Mr. Frederick hit upon the expedient of parting for his fon, 
and it fucceeded. The afltrtion could not be eafily contradicted. The fadt did not merit 
invertigation, and it was every where believed that he was the fon of Theodore. - 

« When I was a boy I remember him living by the bounty of minors. Sir John Borlafe 
Warren w*s a viry great friend to him, for he took him into his houfe, and bought his fgn a 
comnurtion in the 15th legiment. This fon was killed at German Town, in America. 

“ I alkcd the father fome years fince how he came to be a Colonel, and he told me that 
the Duke of Wirtemberg had given him the Brevet rank. He conftantly lived by expedients, 
and fiom hand to mouth j conftantly aflifted, but always poor. But whatever his whole hif- 
tory may be, and no one in this country knows it except the widow of David Gairick, who 
is his country-woman, and vi ho knew him well, he certainly did not deferve the fate he nujt 
with. 

** Exceflive vanity was the wekk part of Colonel Frederick’s character, but in almoft every 
other point of view his qualities were of the moft ertimable kind. He pofltflcd the principal 
rcqttifites of an accomplilhed gentleman ; and* though frequently diftrefled himfelf| he has 
been often known to adjnnufter fiom his Bight refources relief to the miferablc.*'

TN our Magazine for March 1786, we 
** pielentcd our Readers with an account 
of this agieeable Dramatift to that pe- 
riod j we fliall now relume the lubjctt, 
and complete the preceding account to the 
prefent time. 

In January 1787, Mr. Cobb added 
anothei veiy pleaiunt Farce to the afting 
Jift of Drury-Lane Theatre, entitled, 
“ The Firft Floor.” It was ailed many 
nights dining that feafon, and has gene 
1 ally taken iu turn evciy year lince. I11 
tnis larce, as in “ The Humourift,” 
Mr. Cobb was powei fully fupported by 
the exertions of Mr. Bannifttr, jun. In 
Augult, the fame vtar, a flight perform- 
ance, entitled, “ Kngli/h Readings,” in- 
tended to ridicule a pra&ite then carried 
to a Judicrcus extent, though in itlclf, 
and in the hands of competent pel formers, 
not to be condemned, o| Public Readings, 
was produced atthefJaymarket.This was 
generally afci ibed to the pen of Mr. Cobb. 

The next year, 1788, in the month of 
Fcbiuary, Mr. Cobb pi od need, at Diujy 
L*ne, another Comic Opel a, entitled, 
41 Love in the Eall and in Oilobpr, 
in the fame yeai, appeared “ 1 he Doilor 
and Apotliccaiy,” a Farce which ftiJl re- 
mains on ihe ailing lift. In this pie^e 
Mr. Cobb had the artiftance of Mr. Sto- 
race in the beautiful Mufic to which l’ome 
pf the fongs were let, 

In Nov. 1789, thp Author and Ccrp- 
pofer, who had been lo i'uccelsiul in the 
laft -mentioned Farce, again united their 
talents, with Hill more luccels, in “ The 
Haunted Tower,” then ailpd at Dfury- 
JLane. In this piece Signora Stdrace, 
who had not before performed on 
^nglilh Stage, made her firft appearance. 
On the {it of January 1791* the f ame 


union of talents was fuccefafuIJyemployed 
in the pioduftion and performance of 
41 The Siege of Belgiade.” 

In the lame year the Drurv-Lane 
Company removed, while that Theatre 
was rebuilding, to the Hay-market, and 
Mr. Cobb furnilhed the Prelude with 
which the latter Theatre was opened ; id 
was entitled, “Poor Old Drury,” and wa$ 
received with conliderable applauft. In 
November 1792, he brought forward 
anothei Comic Opera, compoled by Sto- 
lact, entitled, “ The Pirates,” with 
the fame fuccefs he had already expe- 
rienced. 

In June 1794., the ftgnal viftory ob- 
tained by LoulHowe over the French 
fleet called forth the benevolence of the 
Public towaids the Widows and Orphans 
of thole Sailors who Jolt their lives in 
thp aft ion of the fiilt of the month, that 
day of triumph to the nation at large ; the 
receipts of a night were therefore devoted 
to this excellent defign by the Managers 
of Druiy-Lane Theatre ; and Mr. Cobb 
wrote a temporary piece, for the purpofe 
of aiding the charity, entitled, « The 
Glorious Firft of June,” which was pro- 
duced with great l'plcndour and lucceff. 

In December, in the fame year, Mr. 
Cobb gave the Public another Comic 
Opera, compofed by Storace, entitled, 

“ The Cherokee.” The laft produc- 
tion of Mr. Cobb’s pen was ** The 
Shepherdels of Cheapfide,” afted at 
Drury Lane in pie year 17^6 ; but thi* 4 
meeting with a cold reception, was pcN 
formed only two nights. 

From the preceding catalogue our Rea- 
ders will perceive, that no limall portion 
of their entertainment at one of the Thea- 
tres is derived from the pen of Mr. Cobb. 
X a Of 
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Of the fcveral pieces already enumerated > 
the greater part, we believe, are unhor- 
iowed from foreign Dramas, or oblolete 
Englilh ones. They, in general, are 
happily contrived, and have been luccefs- 
fully reprefented. They pleafed their 
firlt auditors, and ft ill continue to pleafe. 
They have not been confined to London 
audiences, but have diffuled miith ai d 
latistaClion to the lovers of the Dr&na in 
every part' of the tlnce kingdoms, and, 
indeed, wherever an Englilh audience has 
been collected together. From the en- 
tertainment already received from this 


Gentleman much more may be hereafter 

expe&ed. 

Mr. Cobb continues to ferve the Eaft- 
India Company ; and is, we are informed* 
lately appqinted to a military fituaiionin 
the voluntary aflociation of that body to 
defend their countiy againft the attacks 
of foreign and domeltic foes. In this 
capacity, we truft, he will not be called 
upon to (hew his attachment to his King 
and Country \ an attachment which, we 
have no doubt, it occifion requires it, 
will pervade every Briton, in eveiy pari 
of the Britilh dominions. 


MEMOIRS OF THE LATE MRS. POP E, 

OF fOVENT-GARDEN THEATRE. 


the various pie a lures which Bio- 
^ graphy alibi ds us, there appears to 
be none fought after with more avidity 
than tht Memoirs ot Theatrical Perlons. 
Thole 11 who have long gladdened or 
improved human life" make themlelves 
acceptable to the Public : we ieldom lee 
then) but in their proleftional charaCleis, 
and we generally identity the ideas 
which they give us at the time, with 
their perlons, habits, and characters : 
hence they grow upon our affeCi ions, be- 
caufe they are contributary to our plea- 
fnres, and their final lofs is lamented in 
proportion to their private and public 
excellence. 

Of the Lady whofe Memoirs we are 
now about to give to the public, thcie 
is but one opinion — that ftie was an ex- 
cellent A fire f ; and, to all thole who knew 
her belt, a ?nofi excellent woman j ful- 
filling both duties through a life, though 
much too Ihort either tor the enteitam- 
ment of the public or the happmefs of 
her friends, ytt of no inconliderable du- 
jation, with ihofe appiopiiate amiable 
exertions which vveie no lefs credi- 
table to herfdl, than exemplary to iu- 

ciety. 

M;ss Elizabeth Younge (tliemai- 
den name of this lady) was defeended from 
arcfpe&^ble family, who gave her a libe- 
ral education ; but her father dying be- 
fore he could fettle his children in the 
woi Id, bur heroine foun thought of pro- 
viding for herlelf by thole talents of 
which (he found herlelf poftelfed, and of 
which the belt informed of her friends 
gave her every encouragement. 

We do not kqow exactly the year this 
lady was born ; but, from circumftances, 
we conjecture, that it was about the year 
^>41 or 1741. In the fummerof 1768, wc 


know with precilion, Ihe was introduced, 
by the recommendation of .1 Lady, pf 
Falliion, to the late Mr. George Gai- 
rick, then Deputy Manage! ot Druiy- 
lane Theatie, at whole apartments in 
Somerkt- buildings Ihe reheiulc-d Jane 
Shore, and Mr. Ganick, who, fire in his 
alliance with the profeflion, with a good 
plain underltanding, was no inconhder- 
ahle judge of the Drama, pionouiued at 
once her capabilities. After a few more 
re hear fa Is he introduced her to his ble- 
ther David, who likewile gave her hi$ 
full approbation; and fuch a teftof her 
abilities lV\e had a right, without vanity, 
to look upon as a fortunate prcfurlor of 
hep fame. 

Having heen kept in proper training 
all that iummer, on the aid October 
following (1768) Ihe made her dehut at 
Diury-lane Theatre, in the charter of 
Imogen, in Cymbeline, with univerful 
applaule j but as that event (lands at 
the diftance of twenty-nine years from 
the prelent time, it may not be thought 
unentertaining to the generality of oi\r 
Readers, to give a brief review of the 
merits of this her firlt appearance. 

In her perfon (he was above what i-s 
generally called the middle fize, of a 
/lender make, but finely moulded, par- 
ticularly about the neck and (bowlders, 
with a commanding air, and a roundnefs 
and precilion of voice that then augured 
(he would excel in all the varieties o'f 
recitation ; her face, though it could not 
well be called handlome, wasimpieflive; 
and her eyes, though fmall, ponefled a 
vivacity and afire equally fuited to the 
dignity of the Bulkin, or the plcafantries 
of Comedy.

Her lecond chara&er was Jane Shore, 
wherein Ihe marked the icveral traits of 
that unfortunate feina)e with great pathos 
and precifion j and it is with a 'melan- 
choly pleaiure we remember her fpeaking 
the concluding lines of the firft adl, and 
the juft and merited applaule which fol- 
lowed them. It may be worthy of re- 
maik, that Mr. Bflny and ins wife, the 
Mailings and Alicia of the evening, 
having imhandfomely expiufled ft-nie le- 
luilanpe to perform with the new aCircis, 
Mi. Ganick, on the lecond night's per- 
formance, to lhew his oj)inion of her 
meiit, alfumed the p.ut ot Mailings him- 
lirlt, and immediately att-’iw.iid.s en- 
trulled her with the part of Ovifa, the 
principal character in Colonel Dow’s 

Zingis,” fiift perfonned at Diuiy-lan? 
17th Dec. 1768. 

It would be as difficult as it would be 
unncceliary to trivcl through the ieveraj 
Characters which Mils Younge pei formed 
this Icaiun at Diuiy-iane. It will be 
lufficicnt to fay, they were generally 
capital parts ; and, as a pioot how Hie 
filled them,»thc Mairagei, \vho was al- 
lowed to know the value ot money full 
as well as theatrical meiit, voluntaiily 
railed her lajaiy, after the thiid pighr, 
from forty Shillings to thu'i pounds, and 
fowaids the cloie of that leaion, or the 
beginning of the next, placed her on the 
lilt at five pounds per week. 

Her riling merits, and Mr. Garrick's 
recommendation, introduced h^r to Mr. 
jT.ove, then a conliileiable performtr at 
the fame Theatre, and Manager of the 
Richmond Company, who engaged her, 
timing the lummer leaion, as his heroine $ 
and here, as in all countiy companies, 
there being a greater feepe given to the 
peifoimers, in the line of tiying a 
greater variety of characters, Mils 
Younge’s abilities wereoitener called out, 
and fhe perfoimcd moll of the principal 
parts of Tragedy and Comedy with a 
reputation which accompanied her re- 
turn to Drury- lane >v\th an inerpafed 
eclat . 

Thp period of Mifs Younge' s appear- 
ance at Drury -lane, confidering the ftate 
of the Stage, was not fo favourable for 
her. Mrs. Pritchard l^ad, in the begin- 
ning of the fame year, left her profelfion, 
before the decline of her powers, accom- 
panied vyith all that famfc which was fo 
juftly attached to her private as well as 
pu-hfic character. Kitty Clive ftill main- 
tained hu ground, after delighting fuc- 


ceeding audiences for near fofty years, 
and occupied l'ome parts with unrivalled 
excellence. Mrs. Yates had jult gamed, 
after many years of prcgrclfivc indullry, 
the top of her pi ofeflion \ and Mrs . Barry 
(fmee Crawford), who had lhew 11 fuels 
talents at the King’s Theatre, Hay- 
mai ket, during the iummer of 1 766, was 
foon after engaged by Mr. Garrick, as a 
perfomof whom he find the greateli ex- 
piation ; fhe had likewife the addition 
of her hiiiband, the late Spranger Barry, 
to lupport her in molt ot her principal 
paits, and, with fuchan ailor, who couk| 
poliels any powei s and not exert them to 
then fullell extent ? 

To lpeak of Barry now (particularly 
to the riling generation) appeals to be 
alinoft as oblolete as quoting the charac r 
ters of the old Ichool from <( Cibber’s 
Apology j” but it is impo/IibJe foi thole 
who remembered this tieat after in the 
nieiidian of his powei s, ever to forget 
him : his fine and commanding figure, 
that ovcilooked in point of dignity as 
well as height all who luiToundcti him— 
his tones, which now (poke the language 
ot teiror .and command, and now the 
gernldt notes of love — his exquilite feel- 
ings, which electrified the whole fweep 
ot his audience — and, above all, that 
maltcrly difplay of the mixed and con- 
tending paflions which he exhibited in 
OthtUo , Oieftes, Farane <, Sec. &c. 
gave him fuch a decided fuperiority on 
the Stage, and rendered him lb much the 
objeft of popular attachment, that al- 
though thcle talents were on the wane 
at this peritd of his engagement, yet 
they were ftill “ majcftic in decay,” and 
occationally blazed out in all the fplcndour 
of their original brightnefs. 

We retrace thelc particulars partly to 
lhew the precife iituation Mils Ycunge 
ftood in, in rpfpeft to thele two powei ful 
heroines, Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Barry, 
who, at the different Theatres, were 
both before her in the polleflion of all 
the capital parts, and both the acknow- 
ledged favourites of the town j but ihe 
had that within which feldom fails to re- 
ward it^ pofleftois, viz. a confcioufcefs 
of talent , with a determined "refolution 
to cultivate it by every a& of ajhduom 
and unremitting attention ; her little Ma- 
nager quickly faw this, and political > 
took up Mils Younge to curb the oeca- 
fionai airs of his great ftage heroine s, 
ay they were each engaged at his The- 
atre. 

Opportunities foon qccurred to lhew 
the neceflity pf this precaution. Mrs- 

Barry 
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Barry frequently, on the day of perform- 
ance, ufed to fend word tc the Theatre, 
that ihe could not poiiibly appear that 
night, either on account of her own iJJ- 
or that of htr hulband j and theie 
©ccafional fits of ijlncfs a i mo ft period i- 
jeally happened the night be'oie, 'or after 
a Royal Command , when the Manager 
found it moft ncccflarv to mutter the 
ftrcnjrth of his company. Mrs* Yates 
had likewife, when the was afterwaids 
at Drury-line, her txcufcs in turn— In- 
somuch, that we have known the Ma- 
nager (the elder Column), during the 
fun of anew Play, c died out from dinner 
to be told, 44 that Mr*. Y.itc ^ fivou' the 
would not appeal that nigh* 1 oil the itage 
Without the life of a particular petticoat." 
The 1 idicule did not ttoj> litre — the Ma- 
nager was obliged to leave his company 
to fettle this important qudhon between 
the Mtjbfjs of the Rohes and the 7m»r- 
dran, left the audience flmukl be di Jap- 
pointed of their arnuleinent. 

Teazedwith theie ami limilar artifices, 

G arr ick faw in Mil's Younge thole riling 
talents which attciwaids ripened into fo 
much reputation. He therefore took 
particular care to inlliu.ft her in many 
little particulars of her pioleflion, and 
bad her always (in the language of the 
Green Room) unde » J/uded in thole 
parts whit j> hi s other two heroines we: c 
caft foi : fo that when eirliei of them lent 
an apology, her name immediately ap- 
peared in the hills, ami the play went 
on with no great diminution cd profit or 
applaule. Tneir vanity l'uppoited them 
in rhis extiav.ig.in*- conduct for fmne 
time, whilir the /eat winch oui young 
heroine ft it in treading in the fhocsof thole 
great aftreffes, incir.iicd hu knowledge 
and her powers, and, by bringing hu 
Toorc forward betc re the eyeof the Public, 
gave her an anticipated icputation. 

Wt rave often heard it from the mouth 
of this ludiiioits a ft refs (and which flic 
(old with a very be coming modelfy, and 
a gr.ittful recollection of God’s good 
providence to htr, which through all the 
fcages of her lire (lit never forgot), “ that 
fhe owed as miu h of her fame to this in- 
cident, and t<* the alhduity with which 
fcrimpiowd it, w» to any l’vttle original 
taints .‘he might p< (Tefi.” This alliduity 
was not omy or ule to her then, but grew 
habit through life, which 
contributed much to her piivare fatis- 
fafiion, and left an example to the Stage 
>crv worthy of imitation. 

Mr. Gamcfc’^parfuncmous habits in 
hit theuuual coricernt would not readily 
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permit him to advance the fabrics of his 
performers at all equal to their merits $ 
and this was the cafe wiih Mils Younge. 
After performing tvvo fcaioiia Ihe claimed 
a higner ft i pend, and was refilled. 
Piqued- at this, fhr detei mined to go to 
Ireland, and accordingly pel formed the 
fe.ilon of 1770, 71, at Dublin, where 
Ihe firtt represented, with uni ivalled ex- 
d Hence, the character of Lady Rodolpha, 
in Mncklins 44 Man of the World.’* 
Mr. Gairick foon felt the want of her 
pei foi mance, and took the eaibcft Oppor- 
tunity of re-engaging her on her own 
terms. She therefore returned to London 
the rrxt lea Ion, where ftie remained every 
iuccetding winter of her life. 

Kj om this period Mils Youngc’s re- 
putation as an iuTirefs took a mere efta* 
hlifhed form ; ftie not only filled occa- 
fionally the principal characters in th$ 
calt cf Mis. Yates and Mrs. Crawford, 
but often performed in the fame plays 
with thole ladies in no difparaging man- 
ner. Garrick, betide giving her the belt 
inftruftions, wiote feme Epilogues for 
her, and he was followed by fevcral of 
the dramatic writers of that rime. 

In 1775 Dr. Hiffernan fimtlied a poft- 
hu mous Tragedy of the late Henry Jones, 
called The Cave of Lira, which he 
brought out under the title of c Tbe Hr - 
mine of the Cave , fpr Mil’s Younge’s 
Benefit ; in which fhc lpoke the Epilogue 
and played the principal part : and in 
Mmch 1777* the prelent Mr. Jerning- 
ham, fince lo well known for his elegant 
talents in poetry, wrote the hiftorical 
intip lude uf Margaret of sh.jou, likewife 
for her Benefit : in both of which fh$ 
confirmed her founer reputation. 

Main of hei principal parts were caft 
in the fame plays with Gairick, and flic 
hail the fiitijfa&ion of perfoiming 6Vr- 
dtlia to his Lear the laft night but onp 
cf this gieat matter's peiloinunce on 
ihe Stage , which gave rile to the follow- 
ing little incident : 

After the dropping of the curtain, his 
hand ftill locked in her’s (as is the coflume 
1 11 finifhing this play), he led her down 
to the Green-room, wheic all the per- 
formers had gathered round liipi ; and 
rceolle&ing, with a figh, that this was 
the laft night but one tnat he was to ap- 
pear in a profeflion which he fo much 
01 n amen ted, and which gave him fo 
mych immortality, he exclaimed, 44 Ah, 
Reis r this is the laft time of my being 
your father, therefore you mull now look 
out to he adopted by lomebcdy elfe.” — 

44 Why then, bir,'’ laid Mils Younge 

1 /• 
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Inftantly fulling on her knees befoie him) 
“ give me a father’s blefling.” Garrick, 
furling hci lituation, and the impicflive 
manner in which fl:c Ipake, replied with 
great energy, “ God bJefis you." Then 
i. riling his eyes to the reft of the per* 
formers, he added, “ God bid's you 
all," and infant ly retired. 

Juft after Mr. Garrick's death, that 
is in 1779, MU" 8 Younge went over to 
Covent Garden Theatre; and as Mrs. 
Barry, by an unfortunate lecond mar- 
riage, had not a little dhanged her 
mind from her profeflion, and as Mis. 
Yates, fiomillnels, played but a certain 
number of nights in the i’ealon, our ht- 
roine now began to leap the benefits of 
her well-earned labours, and to ft and 
unequivocally the firft tragic alt rtfs on 
the Stage. What contribbted further to 
her general charatter at this time was 
the produ&ion of the Belles Stratagem, 
a Comedy, from the pen of Mrs. Cowley, 
in which Mils Younge played Lrtitia 
Hardy ; a part, we believe, exprelUy 
wiitten to give full l’cope to this great 
aftrefs’s powers, and which Ihe l’uftained 
witff fucli volatility and propriety of 
charaftei as (tamped the praile of «///- 
'verfality on her talents. 

But let not genius, however exalted, 
or however jiKlicioully cultivated, repofe 
too fecurely on :!), uncbangcablcnrjs of 
its Situation* Sui rounding nature, as 
well as revelation, tell us, “ That no- 
thing continueth in one lluv and daily 
experience further confirms, “ That time 
and chance, or talhion, or even caprice , 
will make mutations in all the greats 
well as frivolous departments of life." 

In the winter of 1782, when Mifs 
Younge was thus bearing all her 
blulhing honours thick about ner” (and 
which, to do her juftice, ftie enjoyed 
with a model ai ion rarely the lot of her 
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profeflion), Mr. Sheridan, fen. inM* 
duced to Drury lane Theatre the prefent 
juftiy celebrated Mr*. Sidcfons, who had 
performed lome inconfiderable characters 
about fix years before on the fame Stage* 
but for lome reafons, hitherto inexpli- 
cable, was lo little noticed by Mr. Gar- 
rick, that ftie very l'piritedly di Unified 
herl'elf from that engagement. 

This Lady's firlt appearance, as may 
be well remembered, was in Ifahella , in 
Southerne's Tragedy of “ The Fatal 
Marriage,’ * and in this chara&er Ihe 
dil’playcd i’uch genuine and original 
powers of acting, as to eftablilh her 
tame with the Critics the fiift night : her 
other performances fan&ioned this ap- 
probation fo much with the town, that 
Drury- lane foon became the Temple of 
the Mules, and Mrs. Siddons the preliding 
Goddeis. 

In this awful and unexpfcfted ciifis. 
Mil’s Younge Head ily kept before her tha 
advice of our immortal Bard— 

— — «« In the reproof of chance 

“ Lies the true pioof of men." 

As her temper, her talents, and her afli 
duities, never forfook her, flie lupportwf 
heifelf as a refpettable antagonift, doing 
tier duty with an increaled zeal, and 
never once repining either at her ill luck, 
or defraying from the talents of her 
great rival. She confidered her merit* 
as before the public, and Ihe committed 
heifelf to their patronage and protection. 
Her conduct was accoidingly rew aided ; 
for though the bruit of Mis. Siddons’ 
name carried with it the gieater tide of 
popularity, Mil’s Younge kept her ianfc 
as an excellent judicious adtrels, un- 
matched in many characters, and in 
powers of tqual dttUunation iupcriof t<* 
any one on the Stage.

KING CHARLES II. 

HOUGH this Monarch, it is very 
**■ well known, paid very little regard 
to the efl’entials of religion, there can be 
now no doubt but that he was, in point 
ot’ faith, a Roman Catholic , though by no 
means in the degree his brother James 
was. Lord Bolingbreke, in his “ Dif- 
fertationon Parties," makes this distinc- 
tion between them : “ His Majelty lipped 
from the Chalice, but his brother drank 
from it to the very dregs." 

He was converted to this religion when 
he was abroad, as it is fuppofed (on the 
authority of Sir Robert Southwell, com- 
municated to him by James, Firft Duke 
of Ormond) whilft he was at Cologne, in 
the year 1655 ; where he had mush pri- 
vate conference with Peter Talbot, a 
noted Catholic, and who was difpatched 
by him in a very fccret affair to Madrid, 
fuppofed to be that of imparting to the 
King of Spain his afTent to the Roman 
Catholic religion. 

This certainly followed, that his Ma- 
jefty did, the fame fummer, pafs incog- 
nito to BrufTelt, where a private treaty 
was concluded with Don John of Auftria, 
then Governor of Flanders, “ That all 
his fubje&s in the French fervice, or elfe- 
where abroad, fhould go into the fervice 
•f Spain 5" upon which his Majefty was 
paid three tboufand crowns per month, 
when perhaps, in a whole year, he had 
not received two thoufand pounds from 
all his friends in England. 

It was on the Pyrenean Peace, concluded 
between France and Spain in the year 
1659, that Charles refted all his hopes of 
reftoration. For this purpofe he dif- 
patched the Marquis of Ormond to 
Thouloufe, there to expert the coming of 
Cardinal Mazarine, in order to difooft 
him in favour of his Majefty } the Car- 
dinal, who, it afterwards appeared, re- 
garded but little the King's intereit, took 
another route •, fo the Marquis, miffing 
him, was obliged to go by Berne ana 
Bayonne to the place of treaty, where 
Sir Henry Bennet, afterwards Lord Ar- 
lington, nis Majefty 's Minifter, was dif- 
onng fill things, and particularly on the 
panifh fide, for his Majefty's coming.** 
Vou XXXI. March i7|7* 


Cardinal Mazarine however prevailed:’ 
the Treaty between thefe two Crqwns was 
concluded in November} but contained 
not one fyllable relative to his Majefty's, 
reltoration, or in any degree to his per - 
lbnal advantage. 

As his laft refource, and in order as 1 % 
is fuppofed to form fome alliance to l'up- 
port himfelf, a match was propoled to 
the old Princefs of Orange tor nis Ma- 
jefty, with the Lady Mary, her third 
daughter, and one of the aunts to the latt 
King William (then Prinee of Orange) | 
but the old Princefs had fuch little hopes 
of his Majefty's change of fortune at that 
time (though it fo fuddenly followed), 
thatfhe excufed the matter “on her being 
wholly under the protection of the States 
General, and that all things of that pub- 
lic nature ought to begin with them. 

This Lady Mary was afterwards mar- 
ried to the Count of Embdcn, and proved' 
the fruitful mother of many children. 

It was Francifco de Melo, Ambafla- 
dor then (1659) in London (and who 
dreaded the effects of the Pyrenean Peace, 
if England did not prevent them), who 
told General Monk, the King's prim# 
agent, that if the king fhould be calfeii 
home, the Spaniards would cenftrajn 
him to furrender Dunkirk before thiy 
would let him go out of their hands. 

It was this fame Ambaftador that pilt 
fefled General Monk of the advantage bf 
marrying the Infanta of Portugal to the 
King { that the high conlideration of 
Tangier and Bombay fhould be given* 
with the free trade of all their dominions, 
and fome millions of cruzadoes. By 
the fame channel Mr. Mornce (the then 
confidant of General Monk) was en- 
gaged $ and when he become Sin William 
Mornce, and Secretary of State (though 
originally but a private Gentlemen of the 
northern provinces), he negotiated the 
treaty of marriage, and the whole of it 
was managed through his office 5 lo that 
it was the General firft propoled this 
match to his Majefty, although it was 
oftenfibly carried on by Lord Chancellor 
Hyde, who had at firft the credit, and af- 
terwards the diigracc ef it, 

V Oi 
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Of KingCharles's attachment to theCa- 
tholic Religion, even in the affair of his 
.marriage, the following Anecdote is re- 
lated by Sir Robert Southwell, who had 
it from James Duke of Ormond : — 
“ At the time that the marriage was in 
treaty for his Majefty with the Infanta of 
Portugal, he faid that the Lord Chancel- 
lor Clarendon fpoke to the Lord Trea/urer 
and himfelf (the Duke) to attend his 
Majefty in that 100m, which they called 
4< the Clolet of Thomas Chitlins,” where 
_the rarities flood. Here my Lord

Upon this the King faid, 
the German women were foggy, and that 
not one of them would pleafe him for a 
wife ; that his accufation mull needs 
come all fiom the malice of the Spaniards ; 
and fo bid his Louiftiip, without moie 
fcruple, to proceed in the treaty.

After the Pyrenean Peace, and after 
the cold anfwer which King Charles the

“ Nearchu s accordingly enquired which 
way they were bending their courfe f 
“ We are in fearch of Nearchus and hi* 
people,” replied the Officer : — “And I 
am Nearchus,” faid the Admiral, “ and 
this is Archias ; take us under your con- 
du&, and we will ourfelves report our 
hillory to the King.” 

“While they were upon their progrefs, 
fome of the horfemen, impatient to carry 
the news of this happy event, let off to 
inform the King, that Nearchus and 
Archias were arrived, with five or fix at- 
tendants. This fuggefted to Alexander, 
that the reft of the people had peri died, 
either by famine or ffiipwjeck. During 
this interval, Ntaichus and his atten- 
dants arrived. It was not without diffi- 
culty that the King difeovered who they 
were, under the difguife of their appear- 
ai ce ; and this circumftance contributed 
to confirm him in his mUlake ; imagin- 
ing that both theii perfons and theii (frefs 
bcipoke Hi ip wreck, and the deftru&ion 
of the fleet. He held out his hand how- 
ever to Nearchus, and led him afide from 
his guaids and attendants, without being 
able to utter a word. As loon as they 
were alone he hurl! into tears, and contii 
nued weeping for a confiderable time ; till 
at length recovering, in lbmc degree, his 
compolure, “ Nearchus,” lays ne, “ I 
feel ionic fatisfattion in finding that you 
and Archias have efcapcd ; but tell imp 
where, and in what manner, did my fleet 
and my people perilh ?” — “ Your fleet,” 
replied Nearchus, “ is allfafe j your peo- 
ple are fafe, and we are come to bring 
you the account of their prefer vat ion.” 

Tears, but from a different fource, now 
fell much fafter from his eyes ; “ Where 
then are my /hips ?” fays he. “At the 
Anamis,” replied Nearchus, “ all fafe 
on /hoie, and preparing for the comple- 
tion of the voyage.”— “ By the Libyan 
Ammon and the Jupiter of Greece I 
fwcar to you,” rejoined the King, “ that 
1 am more happy at receiving this intel- 
ligence than in being the conqueror of 
all Afia j for I ffiouldhave confidered the 
failure of this expedition as a counter- 
balance to all the glory 1 have acquired.” 

“ Such was the reception of the Admi- 
ral.— The joy was now univer/al through 

the 
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army ; a folemn facrifice was proclaimed 
in honour of Jupiter the Prelervtr, of 
Hercules, of Apollo the Averter of De- 
ftru&ion, of Neptune, and of evjrry deity 
of the ocean 5 the games, were celebrated, 
and a fplendid procellion exhibited, in 
which Nearchus was the principal orna- 
ment ot the pomp, and the objeCl which 
claimed the attention of every eye. Flow- 
eis and chaplets were wreathed for his 
head, and Ihowered upon him by the 
grateful multitude, while the liiccefs of 
his enterprize was picclaimed by their 
acclamations, and celebrated in their 
fongs.” 

The particulars of the lajft ficknefs and 
death of Alexander, as related in his 
Diaijy and handed down to us both 
by Plutarch and Arrian, are curious. 
They contain a iufficient refutation of 
the vulgar opinion that this heio perifhed 
by poilon. 

It appears that Alexander had given a 
fplendid entertainment to Nt’urcbus and 
bis Oli.cers ; at the concluiion of which, 
as he was returning to his palace, he was 
met by Mtdius, who had been feafting a 
paity ot his military friends, and now re- 
queued the favour of the King’s compa- 
ny to do honour at the banquet. That 
night and the following day wciefpent in 
leltivity ; and it is not extraordinaiy 
that fome fyinptoms of lever weie the 
confequences of this excels. The Diary 
commences here. 

“ Month D.efius 18th. The King 
bathed, and, finding the fever upon the 
incrcafe, lleptat the bathing-houie. 

( t( The lleeping at the bathing- houfe 
is explained by Arrian, who (tales, that 
he was conveyed on his bed to the river 
fide, and cairied over to a garden-houfeon 
the oppofite fhore.) “ On this day ordei*s 
were ill'ued for the land-forces to be rea- 
dy to march on the z2d, and the fleet to 
be prepared to move on the z^d. 

“19th The King bathed , went from 
the Bath to his chamber ; pafled the day 
at dice with Medius j bathed again in 
the evening ; attended the facrifices in a 
litter ; took nourifhment ;{ aringly, in the 
evening the fever increaled j and the 
night was palled in great perturbation $ 
orders were ilTued for the ofheers to attend 
on the next morning. 

“ 20th. The King bathed ; attended 
facrifices as before j converfed while in 
the Bath with Nearchus upon his voyage 
from India, and gave him frefh orders to 
be ready on the 23d. 

“ 24ft. The King bathed j attended 
the facrifices in the morning > found no 


abatement of the di (order; tranfa&ed 
bulinds with the Officeis ; gave direct 
tioris about the fleet ; hathed again in the 
evening; the fever Hill increakd. 

u 2zd. The King removed into an 
apartment near the Bath ; attended the 
lacrifices ; the fevei now ran very high, 
and 9pprefled him much ; he neverthejefs 
erdertd the principal Olhceis to attend, 
and repeated his ciders in u-gaid to the 
fleet. 

23d. The King was conveyed to the 
facrifices with gre it difficulty ; but iflued 
frefii orders to the Na*\ii Officers, and 
convened about filling up the vacancies 
in the aj my. 

“ 24th. The King was much more op- 
prefied, and the fever much increafed. 

“ 25th. The King was now linking 
fall under the diforder, but iflued fre/n 
oideis for the Generals to attend in the 
palace, and the Officers ot rank to be in 
waiting at the gate. He luffered Itill more 
towaids the evening, and was conveyed 
back again over the river from the garden 
to the palace. Here he obtained a fliort 
repole ; but, upon his awaking, when 
the Gtnerals were admitted, though he 
retained his fenfes and knew them, he had 
loif the power of utteiance. 

“ 26th. The fever had made a rapid 
progreis all night, and continued without 
abating during the day. 

“ 27th. 7 lie lbldieis now clamorouily 
demanded to be admitted, wilhing to lee 
their Sovereign once mere if he were 
alive, and fu (pelting that he was dead 
and his death concealed. They were fuf- 
fered therefore to pafs through the apart- 
ment in fingle fifes without arms, and 
the King railed his head with difficulty, 
holdingout his hand to them, but could 
not (peak. 

“ 28th. In the evening the King ex- 
pired.” 

This Journal, which fo regularly re- 
cords the pi ogre Is of Alexander's mala- 
dy, lufficiently proves that the notion of 
his having been dcliroyed by treachery is 
a conjecture without foundation. Plu- 
tarch entirely discredits the ftory ; and 
adds, that it was not heaid of till fome 
years after, when Olympias wilhed to call 
odium on th z family vj Ann pater. Dr. 
V. v^ry jultly obfrrves, << that the vio- 
lence of Alexander’s paflions, the perpe- 
tual application of his mind, and tne ex- 
celfes ot the table, are tuily fufficicnt to 
furnifh cauics of ' diffolution, without 
having recourle to tiaafon and confpi- 
racy.’’

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In the Notes to this work there occur 
accafionally ftiort claffical remarks, trom 
which may be gleaned lome amufement 
and lome inftruction. At page iS5, Dr. 
V. tells us, “ that the‘H or half- 
decked Velfels of Nearchus, are exa&ly 
the vellels of Homer’s age, the 1’orc-part 
and waift open for the rowers, with a 
deck railedover the hinder part. This in 
Homer is called i«^ov> and toimed an ele- 
vation on which the fteerfman flood. On 
this deck, or under it, the peii'ous on 
board fometimes llept: which the Poet 
calls /leeping xa^ae xpowKnot 
Od. M. 32. For thefe* perhaps, the ca- 
bles were coiled ; but when a whole crew 
was to deep 01 board, this was impofli- 
ble, and the Infilling was in proportion 
to the confinement. This makes Ulyfl'es 
complain, that iilliaint on fliip-board 
rendered his limbs rjgid, and unfit i< r 

e nnnallicexerciJe. ‘‘He therefore,” fays 
r. V. in another place (page 298), 
< e never fiept in the after- part of the fliip, 
when he could find another bed. Jlgt/pwcw*

Our readers are not to conclude, from 
thefe lpecimens of Dr. V.’s work, which 
we have fele&ed for their entertainment, 
that it is in general cither cuttcal or bif- 
toncal .

But 
ftill he aflcits, that emulation is tire agent 
which, perhaps at every period of life, 
and undoubtedly in childhood and youth, 
fans them into a flame. 

But mult we not then, in the precefs 
of inJhuflion t \ tmploy the influence of 
companion and example ? Is it not 
lawful to apply to children a Jtimulus , 
which is applied with vifible advantage 
to kindle aidour, and to confirm good 
conduft, in insurer years ? Mr. G. in 
reply to thele queftions obftrves, judi- 
ciously , that to compare our own conduit 
and attainments with thole of ctheis, 
that we may more clearly tee our dttefts, 
and be incited to imitate a meritorious 
example, is a pi aft ice in many c3lesboth 
juftifiable and ulelul. It is there lure to 
be recommended on fui table occalions, 
and with proper explanation, to thole to 
whom we impait inltruftion. But to 
compare that wc may mil alt , is not the 
lame thing as to compare that we may ri- 
val . and emulation includes, not in name 
only, but in reality, the Ipnitol rival- 
Jhip. 

There is, undoubtedly, much good 
fenle and moial wiidoin in thele reitraiks; 
yet we qucitiun whether excellence m any 
talent will without nvaljh.p be ever ac- 
quired. How far cur hap pi nets or our 
utility may be increased by excellent e> is 
an enquiry of deeper rcfearch \ but ex- 
cellence pielents itfelt ,\s a glittering 
prize, which mortals will always pant to 
obtain. 

In the Chapter on Female Cinverfa - 
lion and Fpijhlaiy Cor rej puna iue % Mr. 
G. reprehends the levity of d if our l e in 
which women, even of impioved under- 
Handings, cccafmnally indulge. 

Take his cenlure in his own words, 
.which ieein the refultof attuai and acute 
oblervation : 

(i It is not only to women of moderate 
capacity that hours of trifling and flip- 
pant converlation are found acceptable. 
To thole of luperior talents they are not 
unfrequently known to give a degree of 
entertainment, greater than on flight con- 
fidcration we might have e^pefted. The 
matter, liowevci , may ealily be explained. 
Many women who are endowed with 
flrong mental powers are little inclined 
to the trouble of exerting them. They 
love to indulge a lupine vacuity of 
thought ; liften to nonfenfe without dil- 
Uti* fail ion, btcaufe to lilt^n to it re* 


quires no effort j neither fearch nor 
prompt others to ieaich, deeper than the 
iuiraceof the palling topic ot dilcourie : 
and were it not lor an uccafionai rcniarje 
that indicates dilcemment, cr a look of 
intelligence which gleams thiough the 
lift leffi ids ot doth, would icaicely be 
fuipefted ot judgment and penetration. 
Whilo thefe peifons rarely .tern, in the 
common interccurfe of life, to tmn their 
abilities to the advantage either ot them- 
felvcs or of their friends, others, gitted 
with equal talents, are tempted to mis- 
apply them by the conic ion inefs of pof- 
fefiing them. Vain ot their powers, and 
of their dexterity in rhe ufe ol them, they 
cannot refift the impulfe which they feel 
to lead a pert and coxcomicul young ma% 
whenever he falls in their way, to expole 
hinnelt. The prattle which they de- 
fjpiie they encouiage, bccaufe it amufes 
tliem by rendering the fpcaker ridiculous. 
They lead him on, unfulpiciom* of thejr 
deiign, and fecretly pluming himlelf on 
the notice winch he attracts, and on his 
own happy talents ot rendeiing himfelf 
agreeable, and delighted the nioft when 
he is moft theobjeft ot deriliorvtroin one 
flep of fcJly to another. By degrees they 
contract an habitual reli/h for the ftileof 
converlation wh.ch enables them at once 
to dilpJay their own wit, and to gratify 
their panic n foi mirth and their tafle for 
the ludicrous. They become inwardly 
impatient when it flags, and more impa- 
tient when it meets with inteiruption. 
And if a man of grave afpeft, and more 
wakeful reflection, pie fumes to flep within 
tile circle, they aihul the unwelcome ill* 
truder with a volley of hi nliant raillery 
and Iparkling icpaitce which bears down 
knowledge and learning before it, and 
convulfe the delighted auditors with peals 
of laughter, while he labours in hi$ 
heavy accoutiements after his light-aimed 
antagonifl, and receives at every turn 
a fliower ot auows, which he can neither 
pany nor withftand." 

In the Chapter (the IXth) on Amufg T 
menu, Mr. G. lays fo many reftraintf 
on the enjoyment ot Carnatic entertain- 
ments as amounts to a p)oh bttion. He 
permits it, leemingly, only in the cafe ** ip 
which its fuperintendance is committed 
to legal authority, which would prevent 
the Stage from being rendered an inftru- 
ment of political machinations ,and pf 
peripnal calumny j and alio purify it from 
incidents, expremons, and alluiions, of- 
ten five to modelty and injurious t« 
morals."

ImMr. G.’s leniobation of Sunday Cott- 
tens, we very heaitily concur with Jiiin.

«aiot often atfemu’d lo, bur net on that re- 
count ids useful and ci i.arienttd $ the 
io?; >>;itti/i£ 10 mn,w\y lelcdt and ample 
pci t ions <*i fotiu cov.j edaiotis. “ "I he 
mii.d is thus lion d with a treafurc of 
fertmunts ard ideas, combined by wii- 
teisrf u anlcendant genius and vigoicus 
imagination, clothed in appiopiiate and 
pit w in g language, and im prebed by the 
powers oi haimonv. The poetry, how- 
ever, fluvld be kle-ci. It fl.ouJd be Inch 
as may elevate the ht-ut with devotion $ 
add energy and girce to picccpts of mo- 
lality j kindle benevolence by pathetic 
imitative; oi paient vivid pictures of 
the grand and beautiful in the icenciy 
of nature. Such," lays Mr. G. “are 
the woiks of Milton, of Thcmlon, of 
Gray, of Mahn, and of Cowpcr. Hy 
theic means the iccneiy of nature will be 
contemplated with new plealure j the 
taffe will be called fcith, exeiciled, and 
C( rri died 5 and the judgment ^lengthened 
aid inhumed." 

Wcie we to add any thing to this ad- 
vice, it would be to add tccafionally 
eboftti pi ft (Oi » in jnofe . I* or iy has thL 
advaxitagi of a rr ad icr hold on Lhe facul- 
ties , and lei that vuyiealonis not fo 
flrcrg an exeicile of the mind. Eefidcs, 
tie ir t j m prrjc have commonly a 
iricie exact eonloi mil y with their arche- 
types, and au mi tc geneially wanted as 
t* ample* to the j ud seri/zr, 

Mi.G. at tlie 2. 3 Si li page difcufTts 
ami ccufutcs the conunonly-iecehcd no- 
tion, that it funned h>lcs nuke the btfl 
bufi. and* . He confide rs the Drama as 
having laid the foundation of this opi- 
nion, by canying its hero through four 
tut ii cadis, and thiee quarters of the fifth, 
with a charadlcr uniloimly immoral and 
unprincipled \ which he lays afide, like 
a wt in-cut luit, in the catailrophe, and 
is iUppcfed to become in a moment radi- 


cally virtuous. It mull he acknowledged 
that thvre is luch an impiobable foHy as 
this to be found*' in many novels and 
plays . It is alio tiue, that men can only 
he eltimated with any degree of certainty 
by their habits. On the other hand, there 
is generally feme foundation Jor popular 
u/o'begms and conciifions. Reforma- 
tion dots certainly JonuUmes take place 
in fomr. Theic lufely will he indulgent 
tofmall tranfgrdfions, when they know 
thcnilelves to nave coinmitttd far great- 
er ; and mull receive with gratitude marks 
of aliedlion, which they have felt only by 
theii 1 etui n to viitue. 

It is in the application of this rule to 
pUib-iCty as in other cafes, that the difh- 
edty Jic«. F01 how fliall we diftinguifh 
tilt pent ten* from the hypocrite ? And 
wh» n is the dangei pall of a relapft in 

Via ? 

In the Chapter on the Duties of Ma» 
tumonial Lije , Mr. G. ccnlures, with be- 
coming ipirit, the arhjice recommended 
by tome pf'U !Q-niO) ahjis, of concealing 
fiom the bujhond aiupeiiciity of undcr- 
flamlmg, loll theie fliould Item a dilpoii- 
tion to rivalfhip. He remarks very tiu- 
iy, that in general it is not ihc /inf e in 
woman that oft ends j it is latliet fome 
quality 01 diipofiticn which has no natu- 
ral connexion with it. Kithei it is ar- 
rogance, or impatience of ccntradidliori, 
or icludlance to dilcern and acknowledge 
erroi ; which render the manners of wo- 
men overheating, their tempei iriitable, 
and their prejudices oblUnatc. It female 
talents be graced with /nn / licit yy . ood- 
humouYy and modrjhy theie is icaiccly a 
hulhand's heart which they will not warm 
ivith delight. 

In a iuHftquent part of the fame head 
of inlhudtion, the ciicumllances aic dif- 
t rilled of j eviaL relations of the 
m after or of the miftrefs of the boufe 9 
“ who, though admitted to live in the 
pa 1 lour, aie in truth bumble dependents , 
rtuived either from motives of chanty, 
01 for the lake of being made uleful in 
the conduit of domeftic affairs, or of b£- 
ing companions to their protcdlrefs 
when the latter is not otherwile engaged 
or am 11 led.” 

We have not room for the quotation afr 
lengih on this topic 5 — we can only infert 
the two concluding paflages. 

“ Is it the part of friendfhip, of liberal* 
protedlion, to harrafs her with difficul- 
ties, to enfnare her fincerity, to eltablifh 
her in the petty arts of cunning and adu- 
lation ? Rather difmifs her with lome 
(mall pittance of bounty to fearcn in ob- 

fc urity 
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icurity for an honed maintenance, than 
{o retain her to learn hypccrily and to 
teach you arrogance, to be corrupted and 
to corrupt.” 

Tilde fentiments are no lefs Ipirited 
than juft, and are well worthy the consi- 
deration of females in the higher clajfes, 
who are often very capricious and tyian- 
nical rulers of their unfortunate pi ole- 
gees. The laft fentence is a happy appli- 
cation of a ftrongand brilliant ian.uk of 
Tacitus. 

Our Author is, for the moft part, 
grave and folemn j he ldaxcs, however, 
iometimes into ridicule and humour. 
Thus, for inftance, lie deferibes a jevude 
fajb ion able morning. 

What is called the morning is fwal- 
I nved up in driving from ftreet to itrcct, 
fiom Square to fquaie, inpuifuit of perfons 
whom file is afraid of dilcov in 

knocking at doors where flic dreads bting 
admitted. Time is frittered away in a 
fort of final! intercom fe with numbers 
foi whom fhe feels 1 if tie regard, and whom 
fhe knows to feel as little for hcifelf. 
Yet every thing bicathes the fpiiit of 
coidiality and attachment. The plcafure 
exprelfed at meeting is fo waim, the en- 
quiries after each other’s health lb minute, 
the fblicitude if either party has caught 
* cold at the laft Opera fo extreme, that 
a ftranger to the ways of high Jilt-, and to 
the true value of woids in the modern 
dictionaries of compliment, would he in 
aftonifliment atfucheffufionsofdifniteieft- 
ed huitvolence. Invitation fuccceds invita- 
tion 5 engagement preffes on engage- 


ment : etiquette offers, form accepts, and 
indifference a flumes the air of gratitude 
and rapture.” 

Mr. G. afferts in a note, whaf w# 
fhould hope is not often tiue, that the 
wives of fhopkeepers in London willaflc 
more than the real price of an article 
from ready money t ujlon ers, with the view 
of pocketing the excels themlelves j and 
it dete^ul in the fiaud plead ignorance 
of the value. It is difficult to lay whe- 
ther liich conduft be more injmious to 
the individual or to the public. 

There is a remark in the Chapter on 
Parental Dunes, taken from Dr. licnry*t 
Hiftoiy of England, which explains the 
attitude of Margaret Roper in the very 
curious ancient pi&ure of Sir Ihomai 
More’s Family by Holbein . Daughters, 
though women, were not anciently per- 
mitted to fit or repofe themfelves, other- 
wife than by kneeling on a cuffiion, 
until their mother depaited. 

From the above account of Mr. G.’s 
book it t vhhntly appeals well worthy 
the attention of all , and the <’il>gnit pe- 
rusal of ihi g n'ler fcx. As the ladies, 
however, llill moic perhaps than men, 
delight to blend amuJement with their 
weightier concerns, wc mult lepeat our 
wifli that the theory laid down had been 
more frequently enlivened by falls, and 
illuftrated by examples. The lhoralift 
might not, indeed, in that cafe have de- 
ferred more: fwu , /}, but we are lure lie 
would hare obtained it.

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*T HE Thirteenth Chapter of the Firtt 
* Volume opens with an account of a 
very happy eftablifhrnent enjoyed by our 
Author at a military ftation, called the 
Hope, where he was in the principal 
command, on the Cimmewine River, in 
Surinam. Here his felicity was confider- 
ably augmented by a viht from fome 
friends at Paramaribo, who gave him the 
add re Is of Meffrs. Paffalage and Son, at 
Arofter^am, the new propriety* «f Jiis 


favouiite mulatto, whom they alfo de- 
fied him to take with him to the Hope, 
This propolal he moft joyfully complied 
with, and immediately let his llavt;s 10 
work to build a Houle of Manicole trees 
for her reception. 

In the mean time* he wrote a letter to 
Meffrs. Paffalage and Son, .0 fay, that 
being under great obligations to one of 
their mulatto (laves, named Joanna, for 
having attended hhw timing iicknels, he' 
reqvofttil 
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requeued that they would permit him to 
urcha'e her liberty without delay, and 
e would immediately remit to them the 
money. 

In fix days Ins new dwelling was com- 
pleted. It confided of a parfour, whiih 
skllb ferved for a dining-room; a bed- 
chamber, where allb the baggage was 
llowed ; a piazza or fhed to fit under be- 
fore the door ; a fnull kitchen detached 
from the heuie, and a poultiy-houie ; the 
whole littnted on a loot by itfelf, com- 
manding an enchanting prolpccl on e’-civ 
fide, anil tui rounded v\ ;* h paling to keep 
Off tlie cattle. The tables, ftoi>i*., and 
benches, were .ill c< nip -led of Manicole 
boards, the doou and windows wi*rc 

f uardedwith ingenious wooden locks and 
eys, that were the work of a negio, 
liis houie being thus far finiflied and 
funiifkid, the next c ire v as to lay in a 
Ifick of piovilicns, which confiited of a 
b lire! of lit ui , another of lalted macknicl, 
which in that cnuntiy are delicious, 
hims, pickled lauiagis, Jamaica rum, 
tea, lv.gar, ipeimaciti candles, two 
foreign llieep, and a hog, helides two 
dozen of line fowls and ducks, prelented 
to him by Lucietii, Joanna's aunt. 

The Nlamccle Fiec, the wood of which 
he employed tor his habitation, he thus 
describes, with its ufes in building and 
iurniture, in anoMiei part of his work: 

“ Tlie Manicole, which is of the 
£alm Tice fpecies, is aboir the thicknels 
of a man’s thigh, vc.y ft 1 lit, and glow- 
ing to the height of forty <n fihy feet 
from the ground : the truak, winch is 
jointed at the difiar.ee of two oi tin ef- 
fect, is of a light blown colour, hard tx- 
ternally for the tlvck.iefs of half an inch, 
but pithy like the Englifh Elder. On 
the top the tree lpreads its beautiful gieen 
boughs, with leaves hanging ftrait down- 
wards like filk libbons, which fonn a 
kind of umbrella. 

“ The manner of ufiqg it for building 
huts or cottages, is by cutting the trunk in 
pieces of as many feet long as you wilh 
to have the partition high; which pieces 
Ve next lplit into linall board*, the 
breadth of a man’s hand, and divelLd of 
their pithy iubfhmce, and then they aie 
fit tor immediate uie. Having cut and 
prepared as many of tliefe latns as you 
want to furrourd tlie dwelling, you la/h 
them in a perpendicular polition, ard 
dole to each other, to two croi's bars of the 
fame tree fixed to the con.cr polls j and 
the whole is cut find fhaped by the bill- 
hook alone, ar.rl tied together by nebces* 
Tfeele Uft arc a kind of ligneous ropes of 


all fires, both to length and thicknc/k* 
Which grow in the woods, and climb up 
the trees in all directions ; they are fo 
plentiful and wonderfully difperfed, that 
they make the foieft appear like a large 
fleet at anchor, and kill many of the 
trees by mere compieition . 

“ With refpeft to the roofing of thefe 
flender habitations, it u done by the green 
branches of the fame Manicole that made 
the walls; each branch, which can be 
comp i red to nothing lo well as to the 
fhipe of a feather, ar.d which is as large 
a* a man, muft be fplit from the top to 
the both m in two equal parts, as you 
would (phi a pen. When a number of 
thefe half boughs are tkd together by 
their own vcrduie, and form a bunch, 
} r ou take thele bunches, and tie them 
with nehtt «. one above another, on the 
roof of the cottage, as th'ck as you pleafe, 
and in fuch a mannei that the* vt-rduic, 
which looks like the mane of a horfc, 
hang> downvvaids. This covciing, 
which at firff is green, but loon takes 
thecolourof the Knglilh reed-thatching, is 
very beautiful, laitirg, ard dole, and 
finifhtfs the dwelling without the help of 
a hammer, or nails; doors, windows, 
tables, leafs, Sc c. arc made in the fame 
manner; fo are the intlofuies for paidcns, 
and the places for keeping cittlc.” 

Having completed his houie, Captain 
Stedman thus describes his htuation in 
it with his beloved ccmp .nion. 

On the ill of April 1774 Joanna 
came down the river in the Fauconberg 
tent-beat, rowed by eight negroes, and 
airived at the Iinpo. I communicated 
to her immediately the contents of my 
letter to Holland, which Hie received with 
that gratitude and modelly in her looks 
which fpokc moic forcibly than, any re- 
ply. I min iluced her to her new habi- 
tation, where the plantation llaves, in 
token of refpedt, immediately brought 
her prefents of caf'ada, yams, bananas, 
and plantains, and never two people weie 
more completely happy. Free like the 
iocs in the foreft, and dilencumbemi 
of every caic and ceremony, we bieath- 
c l the purclf sether in our walks, and 
refrdhed our limbs in the limpid If ream * 
health and good Ipirits were now again, 
my portion, while my partner flourifhed 
in youth and beauty, the envy and admi- 
ration of all the colony*” 

The happinefs our author enjoyed in thi* 
Elyfran plantation was fuddenly blafted 
by the fatal news of the death of Mr. 
Paffalage, at Amlterdam, the gentleman 
to whom he had written to obtain his 

mulatto’* 
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mulatto's manumiflion ; and what le- 
doublcd his diltrcfs was, the fituation in 
which the proved to be, being likely to 
become a mother in the fpace of a few 
months. " It was now that a thoufand 
horrois intruded,” fays he, “ oh iny fe- 
iefted fpirits ; not only my friend, but 
my offspring, mutt; become a Have, and a 
/lave too under Inch a Government ! Mr. 
Patthlagc, on whom I lelied, dead ; — the 
whole edate going to be fold to a new 
matter} — Icovjld not bear it, was totally 
dittrafled, and mull have died of grief, 
had not the niildnefs ot her temper lup- 
orted me, by fuggetting the flattering 
ope that Lolkens (who had recommended 
Jne to Mr. Paffalage) would {till be our 
friend.” 

In this dittreffed fituation our author 
continued for lo me months, till being at 
the houie of a Mr. De Graav, in the Ca- 
favaniia Creek, that Gentleman, feeing 
him fe.ited by himftlf on a fmall bi id ;e 
that led to a grove of orange-trees, with 
a fettled gloom upon his countenance, 
took him by t‘* hand, and addrefled him 
jn the following manner : 

u I am acquainted, Sir, by Mr. Lol- 
kens, of the caulc of your juft diftrels. 
Heaven never left a good intention unre- 
waided. I have now the plcaluie to ac- 
quaint you, that Mi. Lude, of Amftcr- 
dam (thenew propi ictor of Fauconberg), 
has clioll-n me lor his adminifliator } and 
that from this day I (hall pride my lei f in 
making it my bulinels to under you any 
fervice with that Gentleman, as well as 
the virtuous Joanna, whole dclerving 
chai after has afnafted the attention of 
fo many people, while your laudable con- 
cluft ledounds to youi lading honour 
throughout the Colony.” 

Capt. Stedman lccciicd this informa- 
tion, a,s the reader will itadily conceive, 
with giatitude and delight j as well as 
the f)inpathetic felicitations ol fcveral 
friends, both male aixl female, who weie 
piefent at this vilit. 

While he was at Mr. De Graav's ef.ate 
he faw the dances of the Lcango ncgiocs, 
which confift from flitt to lad of a icene 
of wanton lafeivious geftures } luch as 
nothing but a heated imagination and 
a conftant praftice could enable them to 
difplay. Tilde dances are perfouned lo 
the found of a dium, to which the ne- 
groes beat time by clapping their lunds ; 
and they may be confldtred as a kind of 
play or pantomime divided into a number 
of afts, which laft for fome hours. 
Dining this reprefentation, the aftois, 
indead of being fatigued, become more

and more enlivened and animated, till 
they are bathed in lwcat, and their pal- 
fions wound up to fuch a degree, that 
nature is overcome, and they are ready 
to link in convulhuis. 

Howtvei indelicrtcthde exhibitions may 
he accounted, ialhion, our Author fays, 
has rendered them as agiecable as any 
otlier diveriions to the European and 
Ci cole Ladies, who, in company with 
the gentlemen, croud about them without 
the lead releive, to enjoy what they call 
a heat ty laugh ; while luch fames would 
change an Engldh woman's face from 
white to fcailct. 

Capt. S. oblerves very judly upon this 
fubjrtt that cudom gives a inflation to 
many things in lbme countries, which in 
others would be conhdcred as piepofte- 
rousj and in confirmation of his opinion 
quotes, in a note, a letter from Emanuel 
Mu tin, Dean ol Alicant, de.'ciibing th« 
t'anJan&o Dance, in Spain, bn lowed, as it 
is laid, originally from Pan. In this 
account the molt pruiient and wanton 
images arc (lightly veiled by the decencies 
ol a learned language. For the epittlt 
itfelf, which we have feen before, w« 
fhall refer our leaders to Capt. S.’s woikj 
though were it not that human nature is 
an inii motive and curious (peculation, 
in whatever attitude it be exhibited, the 
citation might better have been wholly 
omitted. 

The following paftnge piefents a very 
lionoui able indance ot the courage and 
fidelity of a negio: 

“ The poor negro, whom I had fent 
bcfoie me with a letter, had been Ids for- 
tunate than I was, haying his canoe 
oveilet in the middle of the liver Su- 
linain, by the roughnefe of the water. 
Witn gieat addicts, however, he kept 
him felt in an eieft pofture (for this man 
could not (win ), and by the buoyancy 
and refinance ot the boat againd his feet, 
he was enabled jud to keep his head 
abov\. the water, while the weight of his 
body kept the lunk canoe from moving. 
In this piecaiious attitude he was picked 
up by a man of wai 's boat } who, taking 
away the canoe for tbeir trouble, put 
him on Ihoie at Paramaribo. He kept 
the letter, however lurprifing, Jlill in his 
mouth; ar.d, being eager to deliver it, he 
accidentally ran into a wrong houfe | 
whtie being taken for a thief (for re- 
futtng to let them read it), he was tied 
up to receive four hundred lafhes, but 
fortunately was reprieved by the intcr- 
ceflion of an English merchant of the 
nan;e of Geidon, who was my particular 
A » friend, 
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friend, and knew the negro. Thus did 
the poor fellow efcape drowning, and 
being flogged j either of which he would 
have undergone, foonerthan difclufewhat 
lie called the fecrcts of his Mafra." 

Without wi thing to derogate from the 
fortitude of this flave, our readers will 
probably be inclined to think with us, 
that the punifhment could hardly have 
been intended fcrioully.oi that there mult 
be fome exaggeration in tM nanative. 
If it be exactly and literally true, the 
tUfpotiJin and criully pracliled on the 
unhappy (laves at Surinam is incon- 
ceivably and wantonly atrocious. 

We pafs on to the Second Volume, in 
tvhich we find a lively defeription of the 
Diary of a Surinam Planter, accompanied 
by a very charatteriltic print. Though 
we have fecn an account very analogous 
to this, in a detail of the mode of life of 
an Eaftnn Nabob (by which term is 
meant an Englifli merchant fettled at 
Calcutta or Madras), yet the refemblance 
is probably only Inch as ariles fiom a 
fimilar fituation. It is thus delineated by 
our author. 

“ A Planter in Surinam, when lie 
lives on his eftate (which is but fcldom, 
as they moftly prefer the ibciity ot P.ua- 
maribo), gets out of his hammock with 
the rifing lun, viz. about fix o'clock in 
the morning, when he makes his appear- 
ance under the piazza of his houle; wheic 
his coffee is ready waiting for him, 
which he generally takes with his pipe, 
inftead of toaft and butter ; and then he 
is attended by half a dozen of the fineft 
young Haves, both male and female, of 
the plantation to ferve him ; at this 
fan Bum fan Si or um he is next acceded by 
his overfeer, who regularly every morn- 
ing attends at his levee; and having made 
his bows at foveral yards diftance,with the 
moll profound rcfpe£f informs His Great- 
nefs what work was done the day befoie ; 
what negroes deferted, died, fell fick, 
recovered, were bought or horn; and, 
above all things, which of them negle&ed 
their work., affected ficknefs, or had been 
drunk or abfent, See . The pri loners are 
generally prefent, being fecund by the 
negro-drivers, and inltantly tied vp to 
the beams of the piazza, or a tree; without 
(b much as being heard in their own de- 
fence; when the flogging begins with men, 
women , children, without exception. 

The inftrurnents of torture on thefe oc- 
caflons are long hempen whips, that cut 
round at every lafh, and crack like piftol- 
~ ot ; during which they alternately re- 
:t f Dankee , Maffcra (thank you, 


M after). In the mean time he Italk* 
up and down with his overleer, affefling 
not lb much as to hear their cries, till 
they are Sufficiently mangled, when they 
are untied, and ordered to return to their 
work, without l'o much as a drefling. 

“ This ceremony being over, thedrefly 
negro (a black fuigeon) comes to make 
his report ; who being difmift'ed with a 
hearty curfe, for al living any Haves to 
be lick, next makes her appeal ance a fu- 
pei animated matron, with all the young 
ncgio childien of eliatc, over whom 
(he is governefs; theft*, being clean waHi- 
ed in the river, clap their hands, and clice^ 
in choius, when they are lent away to 
breakfaft on a large platter of lice and 
plantains ; and the levee ends with a low 
bow horn the overfeer, as it begun. 

“ His W 01 rtiip now launteisout in hi$ 
morning diels, which confilfs of a pair of 
the finelt Holland tiowfers, white (ilk 
(locking*,, and led or yellow Morocco 
flippers ; the reck of his Hurt optii, aucj 
nothing pvei it, a looli* flowing night- 
gown pt the finelf India * intz excepted. 
On his head is a cotton night-cap, as thin 
as a cobweb, and over that an enormous 
beaver lvat, that piotWfts his meagre vi- 
iage from the lun, nvbub is already the 
colour of mahogany, while his wlide 
carcall fcldom weighs above t ight 01 ten 
ftone, being geneully exhaufted by the 
climate and diftlpation. To give a more 
complete idea of this fine Gentleman, I 
prefent him to the reader in the plate with 
a pipe in his mouth, which almoft eveiy 
wheie accompanies him, and receiving a 
glals ot Madeira wine and water, from a 
female qiudciocn llavc^to lcfiefli him dur- 
ing his walk. 

“ Having loitered about his eftate, or 
lbmetimcs ridden on horleback to his 
fields, to view his inciealing It ores, he 
ret in us about eight o’clock, when, if he 
goes abioad, he drefl'es, but if not, j*e- 
mains juft as he is . Should the fii ft take 
place, having only exchanged lus trawlers 
tor a pal rot thin linen orliik breeches, he 
fits down, and holding out one foot after 
the other, like a horl'e going to be (hod, 
a negro boy puts on his ftockings and 
Awes, which lie alfo buckles, while another 
d redes his hair, his wig, or (haves his 
chin, and a third is fannirig'him to keep off 
the mulquitoes. Having now fhifted, he 
puts on a thin coat and waiftcoat, all 
white ; when under an umbrella, carried 
by a black boy, he is conduced to his 
barge, which is in waiting for him witl\ 
fix or eight oars, well provided with fruit, 
wine, water; and tobacco, by hie overfeer. 


j&i*. , 
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Who has no (ooncr -Teen him depart, than 
he relumes his command with all the 
ui'uaJ iniolence of office. But fliould this 
Prince not mean to ftir from his eftate, he 
goes to breakfaft about ten o'clock, for 
which a table is fpread in the hrge hall, 
provided with a bacon ham, hung- beef, 
fowls, or pigeons broiled ; plantains and 
Iweet caftava's roafttd j bread, butter, 
checfe, &c. with which he drinks ftrong 
beer, and a glafs of Madeira, Rhenifti, or 
Mczell wine, while the cringing overfeer 
fits at the iaither end, kctping his proper 
diltance, both being lerved by the molt 
beautiful Haves that can be fcle&cd : — 
and this is called bieaking the poor gen- 
tleman's faft. 

“ Attei this he takes a book, plays at 
chefs 01 billiards, entei tains hnnlclt with 
imilic, &c. till the heat of the day forces 
him to i etui n into his cotton hammock 
to enjoy his meridian nap, which he could 
no more difpcnle with than a Spaniard 
with his ftefla, and in which he rocks to 
and lio, like a performer in the Hack 
lope, till he falls alleep, without either 
bed or covering ; and during which time 
he is tanned by a couple of his black at- 
tendants, to keep him cool, &c. 

“ About three o'clock he awakes by a 
-natui al initinft * when, having w a Hied and 
perfumed hiinfclf, he fits down to dinner* 
attended, as at bieakfaft, by his Deputy 
Governor and iooty Pages, wheie nothing 
is wanting that the world can atfoul in a 
weftern climate, of meat, fowls, venilbn, 
filh, vegetables, fin it, See. and the molt 
exquihte wines aie often fquandeied in 
profu lion ; aftei this a cup of ftrong cof- 
fee and a liqueur finifti the repalt. At 
fix o'clock he is again vilited by his ovei - 
leer, attended as in the morning by negro- 
drivers and prifoners, when the flogging 
once more having continued for lome 
time, and the ncceflary ordeis being given 
for the next day’s work, the aflembly is 
difmifted, and the evening fpent with 
weak punch, iangaree, cards, and. tobacco. 
His Worfhip generally begins to yawn 
about ten or eleven o'clock, when he 
withdraws, and is undrefled by his footy 
Pages. He then retires to relt, where he 
panes the night in the arms of one or 
other of his fable Sultanas (for he always 
keeps a feraglio) till about lix in the 
morning, when he again repairs to his 
piazza walk, where his pipe and coffee 
are waiting for him, and where, with the 
• riling fun, he begins his round of difli- 
pation, like a .petty Monarch, as ca- 
pricious as he is defpotic and dc/pifa- 
Her 
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Though the intelligent reader will not 
fail to remark fome ttfong lines of cari- 
catuie in this portrait, it is neverthelefa 
verv Ikilfuily drawn, and by anartift who 
had the original before him. Juftica 
calls upon us to fubjoinwhat the Author 
has added at the bottom of the page im- 
mediately fucceeding, “ that holpitality 
is in no country pi aft i led with greater 
cordiality, or with lei's ceremony, thaniij 
Surinam, a ftranger being everywhere ai 
home, and finding his table and his beij 
at whatever eftate necellity or choice 
may cccafion him to vilit." Our Author 
concludes his prailes with what he con- 
ceives to be an additional commendar 
tion, that there are no inns to be met wit)j 
in tiie neighbourhood of any of the Su- 
11am rivers, and therefore this holpitality ip 
the more to be regarded. CaptainS. lee m# 
not to know, or to have forgotten,- thaj 
gratuitous courtefy to tiaveliers is indii- 
pen fable where there are no means of pro-, 
curing mcrcenaiy accommodation ; an^ 
that to exclude thefe, the only opportu- 
nities of reft and refrefliment on a journey, 
would he abfolutely to piohibit diftaut 
intercom ie. 

We /hall find a better contrail: to the 
chara&cr juft exibited of a Surinam 
planter, in the behaviour of a Mrs.Gode- 
froy towards our Author, when he had 
the offer of pui chafing his Mulatto mif- 
treis and his boy, without any. vifib'Je 
means of collet ing the lum neceflary for 
that purpoi'e. Read the tranfaftion in hia 
own woids: 

“ I now thought proper to take the 
firft opportunity of fettling matters with 
Mr. l)e Giaav, by piopofin gb/m to give 
me credit till I fhould have it in my 
power to pay the money for which Joan- 
na and my Johnny had been fold to me, 
and which I was dctei mined to fave out 
of my pay, if I Ihould exilt on bread, 
lalt, anil water* though even then this debt 
could not be difeharged in lets time than 
two or three years. Providence however 
interfered, and at this moment lent that 
excellent woman Mrs. Godefroy to my 
afliftance: for nofooiier was Die acquainted 
with my difficult and anxious fituation, 
than fhe lent for me to dine with her, 
when flic addrefTed me in the following 
terms : 

“ I know, my good Stedman, the 
prefent feelings of your heart, and the 
incapacity of an Officer, from, his income 
only, to accomplish luch a purppfe as tjie 
completion of your willies. But know, 
that even in Surinam, virtue will meet 
with friends. Your manly fenfibility for 
A a a that 
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that deferving young woman and her lit- 
tle boy mud claim the cfteem of all ra- 
tional perfons, in fpite of malice and fol- 
ly. Permit me then to participate in 
your happinefs, by requefting your accept- 
ance of two tlmifand fiOnns> or any lum 
you (land in need of.” 

“ Seeing me gazing on her in a ft ate 
of ftupefa&ion, without the power of 
fpeaking, (he continued, with a divine 
benignity, 

“Let not your delicacy, my fiiend, 
take the alarm : lbldiers and iuilois 
ought to be men of the feweft compli- 
ments.” 

“ As foon as I recovered, I leplied, 
that I was at a Ibis how to exprefs my 
admiration of l'uch benevolence; that 
Joanna, who had lo frequently pielerved 
my life, had certainly meiited my eternal 
lffe&ion ; but that my gratitude could 
not be lefs to one who had lo gcneroully 
put me in the way of ledeeming that in- 
yaluable woman from flavery. I con- 
cluded with obferving, that I could not 
now touch a /lulling of the money ; hut 
fliould have the honour to call on her the 
next day. 

“ I was no fooniT jetuined home, than 
I acquainted Joanna with yll ilia*' had 
happened, who burft into terns o» tin re- 
cital; but ir lifted tint flv heileli ftn-uld 
he mortgaged to Mis. Gpiltfroy l ill oriy 
f.uthing fhmid he p »id : /he inlet d was 
very anxious It-rlhi email* qvlion of her 
boy; but till tlut was don , fhe ablolule- 
ly refilled f»' .-crept of he. own tieedom. 
I ftnll not bei ■ emit ivoui to paint the con- 
<tft whit h I fullame 1 between .illcftmn and 
duty j but at lad I yielded to rhe dh of 
this chaimiag oeature, whofe ftn'in.onts 
fndcand her t me fti 11 the more. I in- 
ffantly drew up a paper, declaring my 
Joanna, according to her deiire, to be 
from this day tin piopcitycf Mis.Gode- 
froy, till the monty Ihc Lnt me /hould he 
repaid ; and on the following d..y, with 
the confcnt of her relations, which it ne- 
celfary when rclpr£ table flav'ts ate lold in 
Suiinam, I conducted her to Mrs. Gc.de- 
fioyk houie,whcje> thi owing herfcll at the 


feet of that incomparable woma*, 
lieilelf put the paper into her hands ; but 
this Lady having raifed her up, no fooner 
read the contents, than /he exclaimed, 
“ Mu ft it he lb ? then come here, my Jo- 
anna ; I accept you not as my /lave, but 
as my companion ; you /hall have a houft 
built in my orange garden, with my own 
Haves to attend you ; and whan Provi- 
dence /hall call me avvav, you /hall bo 
fiee; as indeed you are now at the mo- 
ment you wifti to pollela your manumif- 
licn ; which you claim both by your ex- 
tr.idfion and your conduct.” On thelt 
tei ms 1 accepted the money, and carried 
it to Mr. De Graav's; and laid it on his 
table, demanding a receipt in full. Thus 
Joanna was transferred from the wietch- 
cd eftate Fauconberg, to the prote&ion 
of the firft woman perhaps in all the 
Dutch Weft-Indies, it not in the world ; 
for which /lie tnanked me with a look that 
could only be exprefled by the countenance 
of an Angel. 

“ Mr. De Graav told me, on counting 
the m^ney, that two hundred florins of 
this lum belonged to him as ad mini ft ra- 
tor ; but that he begged to have a /hare 
in this aulpicious event, by not accept- 
ing his dividend ; thinking himlelf 
amply repaid by being any way inftru- 
rnental to the happinels of two deferving 
people. 

“Having thanked my difinterefted friend 
with an .ifk£tionatc fliake by the hand, I 
immediately returned the two hundied 
fhvins to Mrs. Godehoy ; and we all were 
h..ppy." 

We have ventured to abridge lome of 
the paiticulais of this interelfing inci- 
dent, chiefly in refpeft to the dialogue, 
as at hngth it would have taken up more 
Ipace than our limits will allow. B*it 
we have retained the eflential parts, which 
contd ci edit on all the perlons concerned 
in the lianiii&ion ; and prove that in ge- 
lieiofity, juttice, and dtiicacy of conduit, 
Europeans may equal, but cannot excel, 
tin inhabitants of the Welfern Continent.

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ACCOUNT OF PELEW, 

[FROM THE 0OMB AY GAZETTE.] 


IT Is very natural for a man who 
■** imagines that he has made a conli- 
derable dilcovery, to communicate it as 
loon as ^otfible to theWoild, that he 
may receive the praiie it delerves, and 
participate in the illumination that it 
'produces. This is fortunately my cafe 
at preftnt : I have juft dilcovered, that 
the Hlands of Pelew have been peopled 
by Greeks $ an impoitant point in the 
wanderings of mankind ! 

The word Pelew is evidently derived 
from Pelops, a name famous in antiquity : 
Who does not, lays Virgil, know the 
itory of Pelops ? He was the fon of 
Xing Tantalus, who, at a dinnei that 
he gave to the Gcds, lervtd him up as 
one of the difliet. None of the gmlhs 
but Ceies toucuid this pndane ]iim ul 
cookery ; but (lie, belore ihe was nivart 
of it, had already 1 wallowed ore cf his 
arms : Jupiter in pity rcltorui Pelops to 
lile, and iupplieel him with an ivory 
arm, inltead ot the one he had loft 
Pelops then became a conqueior, and 
gave his name at length ro Pdoponneius, 
and I believe to Pelew. The Pelopidcs, 
the Sx*va Pelopis Domus of Horace, 
have been the fuhjcft ot many Tragedies 
for the Stage, both in ancient and mo- 
dern times : 

Cui non di&us HyUspucr, ct Catania Delos, 
Hijyodamequc, huuieioque Pciop^ iniignis 
eburno ?

The Order of Nobility at pielent in 
Pelew is diilinguilhid by a targe hollow 
bone icl’cmbbng ivory, which is thiult 
over the hand, and us worn on the arm. 
Several of c ur Gentlemen of Bombay 
have received the tank of the Bone, the 
higheil dignity that thole lllandtrs can 
bellow: I think that no peilon new 
can doubt that this is cn inltitution in 
memoryof their Hero Pelops, nor that a 
Pelew Nobleman is a Pelops diftinguifhed 
b> his ivory vsxn— humn o^ue Pilots in- 
t bur no. 

As the people of Peltw had cho&n 
Pelops for their Ik .and .had given his 
jrame to their new lectiemcnt, it was ra- 
jtural enough t r them to hold Ceres in 
jUteliatiog', the only one of all the Gods 


who had done him an injury : we fine!, 
accordingly, that they low no kind of 
giain, nor offer her any honour. The 
only vegetable that they plant is a fort 
of yam i and to Inch a height, have they 
railed their hatred to Ceres, that this 
flight cultivation is carried on by 
women, for the men conlider it as a 
difgraceful occupation. 

It is no fmall proof of my origin of the 
people of Pelew, that lome of their 
1 Hands have always been undci a Re- 
publican Form of Government *. Fiom 
what country in their neighbourhood 
could they have gotten the idea of a 
Republic ? Every other fpot near to the 
Equator has long been lolt in IX*lfv tilin : 
Quintus Curt ius has faid indeed, that 
Alexander met with a Republic in India, 
“ ImU Sabiacas aJut , < validam indue 
gr;.'rr//y qua 7 pof idi tun regtwi tmperio 
rr^clmtur but he is a lellow ot no au- 
thority. It is much more isafonabJe to 
think with me, that the Pelcwci s brought 
with them the model of a Republic from 
Plato and Peloponnclus. 

The people ot Pelew make ufe of long 
fpcais In battle, which they thiow with 
allonifliing force : This ipcar is evi- 
dently the Doiu Miuron of Homer. 
Fiom throwing it well, a wanior of 
Pelew gets a great 1 eputation j he becomes 
tile d'j/irulttoi ot the heroic ages of 
Gicrct*. 

I he great care they take in combing 
and regulating their hair, fo unlike the 
pia&ice of Savages, N another proof of 
their origin cuuutr.ida Aihaioi. 

I am in fon lied by a Gentleman of 
much veracity, and of a fingular talent 
for obfervation, that he has leen th* 
women of Pelew linging their children to 
(l^ep by a mournful diLty, which, I 
cicubt not, is the lulu buttcalan of the 
Grecian mothu^. We know that a 
nun ot Ptlew who has not courage to go 
to war is obliged all his life-time to 
wear the diefs of a woman. Our Gen- 
tlemen, lately theie, law an unfortunate 
fellow in that habit, who appeared to be 
vuy much n/hamed of himieif. One muft 
be but little acquainted with the infti- 
tut ions of Greece, who does not fee the 
origin of this ingenious punrfhment

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED. 

BY JOSEPH MOSER, 


■p ADWINE, a Monk of the Bencdic- 
tine Order, about the year 1049, be- 
came Abbot of Weftminlier, having iuc- 
coeded Wolnoth, who died the lame 
ycai 

It was in the time of this Eadvvine 
that the Chinch of St. Petei, notwith- 
handing it had been lepaired by St. Dun- 
jtan f , was pulled down, and rebuilt 
much :n„je ipiendidly by Edwaid the 
Conic lib who endowed it with a large 
revenue, and gi anted to it level al pnvi 
leges and immunities. Thele piivi* 
leges and immunilies wue, by the piety 
and munificence cf lucceeding Kings, 
in iic h lncicafiui, and they continued in- 
Ciealing until they weie lwept away by 
the t^nciit of the times, and 1 wallowed 
in the voitex (ft reformation 

Not nu.irmg to enter inf\» a detail of 
thole grants, or a dilcuifion of thefc pii- 
yilegcs and immunities in general, I (hall 
wave' any oblervations upon thole diifu- 


live parts of the^fubjeft, to apply a few 
to one in paiticular, namely, the Right of 
Sanfluaiy, which, I need learcely inform 
my rcadeis, was a light inherent to the 
Chinch, and a certain dfttrift around it, 
of protecting from the Civil Power fu- 
gitives, debtors, felons, and even mur- 
derers ! 

This right, of which there are ftill con- 
fiderable tiaces to be obicivcd in the 
privileges annexed to the ecclefiaftical edi- 
fices ol Italy, it is piobable might, in 
the two fiilt inftanccs, be fometimes bene- 
iicial, though the two latter were ceitainly 
abules of it. 

The Right of Sanfluary I prefume to 
have every where aiiien, as it did in the

paganilm adhered to the femiments pro- 
.liiulgated in them, nor at the flow pro- 
grels which the true (lor it was a long 
-feries of years before it became the C a; bo- 
lit ) religion made while its dottiines 
were delivered by plain, though holy 
men, and its edifices as unadorned as its 
tenets. 

That Clu ifti.mity did at length dif- 
perle the mill or d.uknefs and enor in 
.which thefirlt ages wei e enveloped j that 
the fun, which had l’o llovvjy rite.i, fhone, 
and with relpJendcr.t Juft re pervaded a con- 
iiderable portion of the world, is ascertain 
as that the tide of human affairs, which 
jn its ebb carried off the iupetftition of 
jiagtmifm, at its reflux brought with it a 
iupcrftition, or, as it has been termed, a 
seal, perhaps but little inferior in its ar- 
dour, is to be lamented. This involu- 
tion from one violent piejudice to another 
proves, that to influence the pnflions of 
mankind toward a particular ohjeft h: s 
by Lcgiflators, in nil nuts, been thought 
^fieceflary. The Heathens found, in the 
woifhip of their numeious deities, a 


fource of joy, of admiration, of terror. 
Their priefts were fanftified ; and the 
very verge of their temples held as facred 
as the altar or the adytum. This fuper- 
flition, it it can be lo termed when un- 
der the guidance of the Chriilian fyltem, 
has been frequently applied to turn the 
minds of the people to the bell of pur- 
poles ; and although its violent ebulli- 
tions are, as I have juft oblerved, to be 
in lome refpells deplored, it feems, view- 
ing it with even the inolt unfavourable 
afpcll, to be far more innocent than the 
modern philolophy, which we have had 
late and lamentable experience is only 
calculated to incline them lo the worll. 

Among the many veftiges ftill remain- 
ing which lerve to /hew the vail influence 
of the See of Rome in former times, the 
Right of San$ua/y prefents itfelf firft to 
oui confideration \ a right which, with 
rcfjx*<5l to debtors, although not at pre- 
fent annexed to the Church, is not even 
now entirely abandoned in this country *, 

This right, befoic any part of it if 
commended, ought to be examined with 
fome accuracy ; for although it might, 
and unqueltionably did, occafionally af- 
ionl protection to the innocent j yet where 
one inflancc ot this fort occurs, we have, 
perhaps, an hundred which m^rk the mo- 
naflic boundaries as a harboiU u*i guilty 
a I’e treat for the fraudulent debtor, the 
robber, or the aflaflin.

Though 
often offended at the harftinefs of his 
manner and the feverity of his matter,

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vere obfervation, an indefcribable fome- 
thing about her heart will not permit 
Maria to harbour ferious hoftility 
againft a man, who, though apparently 
he is not entitled to life the unwelcome 
freedom of fpeech he exercifes, fills 
her with awe and commands her re* 
fpe£t. Difgufted with what he has ob- 
served, Sir William is determined, at 
the end of a little month, to return to 
India, without avowing himfelf to his 
child. At this time the play com- 
mences. The characters already men- 
tioned are explained, when Lord Priory 
arrives and gives an account of himfelf 
and his Lady, from which it appears 
that they are a primitive couple; the 
wife all meeknefs and obedience, the 
hufband notfora moment fullering Lady 
Priory to forget that fhc is to con fide r 
him as her lord and mailer. They go 
to bed at ten $ rife at five : the funefs

the folemn vow “ to honour and obey,” 
which the wife has made at the altar, is 
ftriCtly conformed to. My Lord begs 
to be accommodated for a few days at 
Mr. Norbury’s, and mod of the inci- 
dents of the feene there take place. 
Lady Priory has been killed in the dark 
by Mr. Bronzeley ; but, having her 
fcifTars by her fide, has cut off a piece 
of his coat to aid her to difeover her 
alfailant. Toefcape detection, and favc 
himfelf from Lord Priory’s refentment, 
he fuddenly begs Mr. Manly to change 
coats with him, and after he has done 
fo tells him the reafon. Manly, though 
hurt and aflonifhed at Bionzcicy's im- 
pudence, keeps the fccret, and is thence 
put into fome ridiculous fituattons. At 
length Bronzeley undertakes to make 
an end of the matter, and goes to apo- 
logize to Lord Priory in Mr. Manly's 
name. He fees Lady Priory, is captivated 
by her meeknefs and manners, and, by 
a feigned llory of a dreadful defign 
againft her, fo far engages her anxiety, 
as to prevail on her to give him an 
interview in private at Lord Priory’s 
hoijfc, which was under repair. When 
he arrives, he has fcarce opened his preli- 
minary, calculated dill more to ahum 
ber,whenfhe introduces my Lord to him. 
The fudden appearance of the huibaud 
confounds him, and lie is fo much at a 
lofs for plaufiblc terms of explanation, 
tl.** Lord Priory ridicules his folly at 
attempting his Lady, on whole honour 
and fidelity he has fo much reliance, 
rhat lie- readily aonfento that Bronzeley 
ikall be introduced to her at his defire,

and defies his libertine attempts to fyb* 
due his wife’s virtue. Bronzeley by this 
means prevails with Lady Priory to 
take an airing with him in his poil- 
chaife, and conveys her to his houfe* 
twelve miles from town, (he all the 
while conceiving fhe was complying 
with fome requefl of her Lord, for which 
fhe could not account. When he has 
lodged her, Bronzeley avows his motive; 
but he is awed by ner calm and firm 
conduit, fo far as, on her promife on 
that condition to think more kindly of 
him, to convey her immediately to 
London, fafe to her hufband. 'This 
incident naturally works a good deal of 
the plot ; and the agitation of mind of 
Lord Priory on hearing of the abfence 
of his wife on the fudden, is a proper 
punifiiment for his having expofed ner 
to infulr, and himfelf to injury of the 
mod fen fib le kind. Marta, and her 
friend Lady Mary, purfue their habit 
of gaming, till it involves them in the 
did refs that the purfuit of fo foolifh, 
if not fo indefenfible, a vice (for even 
for vices of fome kind a palliation, if 
not a defence-, may be fet up) is fure to 
entail. They are both arreded by the 
fame tradefman, and both carried to 
the fame fpunging-houfe, Maria hav- 
ing in vain attempted to prevail on 
her difguifed father to fave her from 
the horrors of a prifon. In her time 
of difgrace and didrefs, her father vi- 
fus her, and tells her he is willing to 
clear her from her difficulties on certain 
conditions, which he fpecifics. Find- 
ing a determined relinquifhmcnt of her 
fashionable vices the leading condition, 
fhe is unwilling to capitulate, afraid that 
fhe fhali not have fortitude always to 
keep her faith. A* a new and fubdi- 
tuted condition, it is propofed to her 
to quit the town, and to retire 10 the 
country for a few years. This condition 
ilie confidcrs as involving the firft, and 
dill more infupportable. Mr. Manly- 
then fays, he will not give hope that is 
not meant to be realized, and prefents 
her with a thoufand pound Bank-note, 
telling her, that he is about to depart 
for India immediately. This occafions 
her to beg, if he meets her father, to 
hide her mdiferetions from him. He 
replies, that her father will neverte- 
turn, his hopes being difappointed, and 
his fortune reverfea. Apprehending 
the word, and fearing that her father 
might be in didrefs, (he returns him the 
Bank-note, and begs him to apply it to 
hi* relief ; and, as the grcatelt favour 
Cc he 
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he can grant her, to fuffer her to ac- 
company him to India, to foothe a pa- 
rent s borrows, and cherilh him in his 
afflictions, cheerfully abandoning, for 
his fake, all her indifcreet propenfnits 
and pleafures. Softened by her affec- 
tion, Manly barfts into tears, and Nor- 
bury, entering, relieves them both by 
bidding her bend to her parent, who 
was then before her. A feene of great 
tendernefs enfues, and the father and 
his daughter return home together. 
Lady M:«ry is accidentally relieved from 
the bailiff’s houfe by Sir Gepige Eve- 
lyn, who had flown upon the wings of 
live to releafe his adored Maria the 
moment he had heard of her embarraff- 
ment,and, havingordered the lady t» be 
fet free as foon as he entered, fo as to 
engage himfclf for the debt, finds, upon 
an interview, that he had liberated Lady 
Mary inflead of Maria, who had been 
fet at liberty before. Alter thefe inci- 
dents, the pLt is wound up with the re- 
turn of Lady Priory to her fiufband by 
Mr. Uron^eiey, the reconciliation of the 
primitive pair, the union of Sir George 
and Maria, and of Bronzely and Lady 
&Ia ry. 

This Comedy is the avowed produc-

TREATY 

BETWEEN HIS BRITANNIC MAJESTY 
AND THfc LANDGRAVE OF HESSE 
DARMSTADT, SIGNED AT FRANCK- 
FORT, THE lOIH DAY OF JUNE 
1796. 

P E it known to thofe whom it may 
concern, that his Majefty the King 
of Great Britain, and his Serene High- 
nefb the Landgrave of Hcire Darmftadr, 
in confidcration of the drift tits which 
junite their interefts ; and having judged 
that in the prefent fituayon of aftairs 
it would contribute to the reciprocal 
welfare of Great* Britain, and of the 
dominions of Hefl'e Darmfladt, to ce- 
ment and ftrengthen, by a new Treaty 
pf Alliance, the conncftion which fub- 
fifts between them, his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, in order to regulate the objefts 
■relative to this Treaty, has thought 
proper to nominate Charles Craufurd, 
his Envoy at the imperial and Royal 
Armies; and his Serene Highruds has 
nominated on his part, for the lame 
nurpofe, the Baron Charles of Barck- 
haus, his Privy Councillor, and Di- 
rector of the Council of War; who, 
being furnilhed with the neceflary full 
powers, have agreed to take for bafis 
of the prefent Treaty the one formerly 
concluded between Great Britain and 
HeiTe, the fifth of Oftofier, one thou- 
sand feven hundred and ninety-three, 
to adopt iuch parts of it as may be ap- 
plicable to the prefent circumftances, 
or to fettle, by new articles, thofe 
points which it may be neceflary to 
Regulate otherwife ; and as it is not pof- 
fible to fpecify each particular cafe, 
every thing which fhall noj appear to 
be determined in a precife manner, 
either in the prefept Treaty or in the 
for rtier Treaty, fhall be fettled with 
equitV t>nd faith, in conformity to the 
fame prtn^iples which have been adopt- 
id in Former inflances. 

* Article !. There (hall be, therefore, 
in virtue of this Treaty, between his 
Majefty the K>gof Great Britain and 
bis Serene Highncf* the Landgrave of 
Hefie Darmftadt; their heirs and fuc- 
Ccflors,a (frift frifcndfhjpj *jnd a fincere, 
firm, fend cohftaiit’ union ; fo that the 
one fhall confider the interefts of the 
other as his tfwn ; hnd filial 1 ftrive to 
promote theiq \vith goo^ faith as much

as poflible, and to prevent and remov# 
all disturbance and injury. 

Art, II. His Majefty the King of 
Great Britain defiring to have in hit 
fur vice a body of troops, to be employed 
wherever he may think proper, cx- 
cepting in the Raft- Indies, or on board 
the fleet, and his Serene Highnefs 
wifhing for nothing more than to give 
his Majefty this frcfli proof of his at- 
tachment, engages, by virtue of this 
article, to fet on foot three battalions 
of infantry, forming a body of two 
thoufand two hundred and eighty-four 
men, according to the annexed fpecifi- 
cation ; thele troops ihall be ready to 
pifs in review before hit Britannic 
Majefly’s Commiflary the fourteenth 
day of July of the prefent year, at 
Darmfladt, and to begin their march, 
the following day for the place of their 
dellination. The General whom his 
Britannic Majefty Ihall appoint Com- 
mander in Chief in the countries where 
tlicl'e fhall ferve, fhall have authority 
to employ them, cither together or in 
detachments, and even to difperfe them 
amongft the dilTerent iilands or Dif- 
trifts of his command, in the manner 
which he fhall judge the mod advan- 
tageous for his Majefty *s fervicc. It 
being notv\ ithflanding well under flood 
that thele troops fhall always remain 
under the immediate orders of their 
own Chiefs.— The faid corps fhall con- 
fift of men diiciplincd and exercifed, and 
well armed and equipped. 

Art. 111. In order to defray the ex- 
pences to which tile Serene Landgrave 
f^all be put for ue equipment of the 
faid corps of troops, his Britannic Ma- 
jefty piomifes to pay to his SereneHigh- 
ntfs for each man thirty crowns banco, 
the crown being reckoned at fifty-three 
fols of Holland, or at four milling* 
and nine-pence three farthings Englifh 
money, of which payment fhall be made 
immediately after the review, and ac- 
cording to the effective date as fhall 
then be verified. All the camp necef- 
faries, as likcwile all the horfes, wag- 
gons, 4raft tiorles, valets de bat, find 
waggoners, who may b$ neceflary for 
the troops, as well for tranfporting the 
equipages, provifions, ammunition 
utenfils, and other objefts of every 
kind, as for the field-pieces, with their

Art. JV. lie (ulfs the Levy Money 
ftipu Jared in the pi '.ceding Article. Ins 
Britannic Majifty fhall ciufc to be paid 
to every Officer, as alfc to every one 
employed, not a fighting man of equal 
rank, the lam of three months pny 
according to his rank, and upon the 
fame footing as his national troops, in 
order to facilitate the. expence of his 
rivate equipment, u hich payment fiiall 
e made immediately after the figna* 
tujre of the prclcnt T reaiy. 

Art. V. Hi, Majcfty the King cf 
Great Britain engages hnnfelf, .in like 
manner, to p.»v to the Serene Land- 
grave an .annual fubfidy during the fix 
years this 7 reaty is to continue. Tins 
fubfidv fhall commence froni the day of 
the fignature, and n fhall be paid at 
the rate of eighty thoufand crowns 
banco per annum. The payment of 
this fubfidv fhall he made regularly, 
•jw-rthotit abatement, every quarter, ro 
the Agent of his Highntis in London.

v. Every thing that is necefTary for 
their lubfiftencc, namely, pay, bread, 
forage, and, in general, all emoluments, 
as well ordinary as extraordinary, at- 
ached to every rank, on the fame 
oonng that he allows them to his Bri- 
trfh troops in the different places of 
fheir dcftination ; and for this purpofe 
the ftarements of payment /ball be an- 
nexed to the prefent Treaty.

eveiy refpeft. 

Art. VIII As it is to be feared that, 
notwithfl inding the care made ufe of, 
it will not be polliblc entirely to pre- 
vent ddernon until the arrival of rlie 
troops at the place of embarkation, and 
his Serene riighnefs promising to em- 
ploy every means in his power that the 
laid corps fliail be embarked complete, 
it is agreed upon, that there fhali be at

His Majcfty fhall caufe thefe objects to 
be paid in advance from two to two 
months, either by alignments payable 
in favour of the Helfian Commillioner 
upon whatever c he It of his Majcfty may 
be neareft to the faid Commiflion, or in 
ready money to his Serene Highnefs’s 
Agent in London. 

Art. X. A frefh review (ball take 
place regularly every year; his Majcfty 
fhall give three months notice of the 
number of recruits neceffary to com- 
plete the corps, which number lhall be 
fixed according to the official report of 
the firft' day of April, fo rhat the re- 
cruits fliall be ready to be delivered 
to the Englilh Commiffary the firft day 
of July, at the place of the firft re- 
view, or one rpoiith after, at fuch port 
in Germany, or at fuch place on the 
frontiers of the Empire as his Majefl/ 1 
may chufe fo* their reception. The

the recruits delivered to the Britifh 
Commifiary, (hall be confide red as the 
effective (late of the new period, and 
(hall not vary until the review of the 
following year. 

Art. XI. There (hall be paid for each 
recruit armed, equipped, difeiplined, 
and exerciftd, the (uni of twenty 
crowns banco ; and his Highnefs the 
Landgrave takes upon himfelf the ex- 
ences of tranfport to the place of em- 
arkation, as well as of efcorr, which 
arc to be reimbursed by Ins Britannic 
Majefty. 

Art. XII. As, during the continu- 
ance of this Treaty, it will necefiarily 
occur, that Officers or Soldiers, either 
for family reafons, on account of pre- 
ferment, or for ficknefs, will be obliged 
to return home, his Majefty takes upon 
himfelf the expences ol their tranlp./rt 
in the two former caLs, as far as ihe 
frontiers of the Empire, and in the 
latter to their own country: his High- 
nefs promifes, in return, to replace the 
non-commiffioned Officers and Soldiers 
*o whom he may give permilfion to re- 
turn for any other r*afon than that of 
fitknels, at his own expence, and with- 
out requiring the conlideration for re- 
cruits n\cd in the preceding Article, re- 
ferving to himfelf nothing but the 
tranfport from the frontiers of the 
Empire unto the place of their defti- 
nation. — Moreover, his Highncl's will 
never rccal an Officer or Soldier with- 
out urgent caufc, or without having 
acquainted his Majefty thereof ; and he 
will take care that the number of Offi- 
cers fhall be always complete. 

Art. XIII. The Molt Serene Land- 
grave being at the chaige of furnifhmg 
the Lid corps with arms and clothing, 
in confequcnce of the pay upon the 
footing of Englifh troops, as agreed 
upon mthefe Articles, his Majefty lhall 
cauf? indemnification to be made for 
fuch lofs only in cloathtng, arms and 
accoutrements as (hall be occafioned by 
fome accident of war or of voyage $ as 
well as for every expence incurred in 
the tranfport of thefe feveral articles to 
the troops, and alfo of every thing they 
may Hand in need of; it being well 
under flood that the aforefaid Articles 
(hall, be delivered to the Englilh Com- 
niflary at the fame t4me as the re- 
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cruits of the year, in order that the 
fame veflel may convey both. 

Art. XIV, In cafe an Officer ftiould 
lol'c his equipage, either on his route 
or by fome accident of war, his Majefty 
(hall grant him the fame indemnifica* 
tion as Englifh Office is are allowed in 
fimilar cafes. 

Art. XV. As foon as his Serene 
Highnels (hall have put the corps in a 
(laic to march, within the term agreed 
upon, he (hall be confidered as havingf 
fulfilled his preliminary engagements | 
lo that the payment of the levy money, 
fubfidy, and pay (hall take place ac- 
cording to the aforefaid determination, 
even m cafe his Majefty, on account 
of fome unforeseen event, fhould not 
think proper to have the corps re* 
viewed, or to caufe it to ^ inarch op 
embark. 

Art. XVI. If before the period of 
the review his Britannic Majefty (hall 
find himfelf dilpofed to renounce this 
Treaty entirely, his Serene Highncfs 
(hall receive, under the title of indem- 
nification,

the Officers. 

3 d. Thiee months pay for the whole * 
of the troops, according to the Table 
annexed to the l'econti Article, See. 

4th. One year’s fubfidy. 

Art. XVIJ. At the end of fix years, 
his Britannic Majefty (hall fend back 
tne corps, at the difpoLI of his High- 
ncfs, in the fame date in which it was 
taken into his Itrvice, and being at the 
entire expence of tranfport until their 
arrival at Darmiladt ; it being under- 
Hood that his Majefty (hall not pay the 
levy money for the men who may bq 
wanting at, that time, except in the 
cafe where he lhall have failed to in- 
form the Serene Landgrave of it fix 
months beforehand, in order to fave his 
High mis the expence of a new com- 
pletion. If by accident the return 
lliould be retarded, the Treaty (hall 
be tacitly prolonged for one year, in 
every relpe£t, and a certain fum (hall 
be agreed upon 33 an equivalent for 
levy money, in proportion to the pre- 
fent arrangement. 

Art. XVill. If his Majefty (hould 
think proper, after the expiration of 
the fix years fixed for the duration of 
this Treaty, to keep the faid corps for 
fome years longer, his Highn^s con- 
fents to it befA>rehand ; and it will be 
then only ncceffary to make an arrange* 

men* 
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ment refpe£ing the levy and equipage 
money for the Officers, which will be 
calculated according to the proportions 
•f the prefent Treaty. 

Art. XIX. His Serene Highnefs re* 
fervcs to himfolf the jurifditfion over 
his troops, as well as all difpofitions 
refpedting promotion, difcipline, and 
interior adminiftration. 

Art. XX. His Britannic Majefty 
grants to his Highnefs the fum of fif- 
teen thoufand pounds fterling, to an- 
fwec the firll expences of equipping this 
corps > payment of which ihall be-made 
immediately after the iignature of this 
Treaty, and fhall be carried to the ac- 
count of levy money. 

Art. XXL Defertcrs fhall be faith- 
fully delivered up on both tides, and 
neither the foldicrs, nor any other per. 
Ions belonging to the corps of HeflTe 
Darmftadt, fhall be permitted to fettle 
in the dominions of his Britannic Ma- 
jefty. 

In witnefs whereof, we the un- 
derlined, authorised by the full 
power of his Majefty the King 
of Great Britain on one fide, and 
of his Serene Highnefs the reign - 
ing Landgrave of Htflc Darin, 
ftadr on the other, have figned 
the piefent Treaty, and have 
caufed the feals of our arms to 
be affixed thereto.

“ Gentlemen of the Senate, and of 
the Houfe of Representatives, 

•« AT the opening of the prefent 
Seflion of Congrcfs, I mentioned that 


fome circumftances of an unwelcome 
nature had lately occurred in relation 
to France; rhat our trade had fiiffered 
and was fuflfering extenfive injuries in 
the Weft-Indies, from the cruizers and 
agents of the French Republic'; and 
rhat communications had been received 
from its Minifter here, which indicated 
danger of a further difturbance of our 
commerce by its authority; and that 
we were, in other refpedts, far from 
agreeable ; but that 1 referved for a 
fpecial mefiage a more particular com* 
munication on this interefting fubjedV. 
This communication 1 now make. 

“ The complaints of the French 
Minifter embraced moft of the tranf. 
actions of our Government, in relation 
to France, from an early period of the 
prefent war; which, therefore, it was 
neceflary carefully to review. A col- 
le&ion has been formed of letters and 
papers relating to thofe tranfadtions, 
which I now lay before you, with a 
letter to Mr. Pinckney, our Minifter 
at Paris *, containing an examination of 
the notes of *he French Minifter, and 
fuch information as I thought might be 
ufeful to Mr. Pinckney in any further 
reprefentarions he might find nccelfary 
to he made to the French Government. 
The immediate objtft of his million 
was, to make to that Government fuch 
exphnations of the principles and con- 
duct of our own, «s, by inanifefting 
our good faith, might remove all jea- 
louly and difeontent, and maintain tint 
harfnony and good undcritanding with 
the French Republic, which it has 
been iny conftant folicitudeto preferve, 
A Government which required only 
a knowledge of the truth to juftify its 
meafurcs, could not but be anxious to 
have thu fully and frankly difplayed.

manner, the extenfive refources of his 
kingdoms in fupportof their public and 
commercial credit, and in defence of 
their deareft interefts.

The Duke of Norfolk exp re (Ted 
fome furpnze, that fo extraordinary a 
meafure fhould have been taken upon 
the reprefentation of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer only. He conlidered 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer arthe 
D d prime 
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prims contriver and mover and orga- 
nizer of the meafure ; but he did not 
think his rcprelcntation of thecaule of 
the fcarcity of cafli was fair. The 
alarms of the country had no doubt oc- 
cafioneda fcarcity ; but the great caufe 
of the fcarcity was the exportation of 
fpecie to fubfidizc the Emperor and 
other Powers on the Continent. It whs

/^\N the fcccnd reading of this Bill, 

^ Mr. P. Coke fhortly recapitulated 
its purport to fuch Members as might 
not beep prefvnt; at the time oi its 


drained the Nation of an immenfe 
quantity of lpccie nothing to do with 
the calamity ? The profuiion of Go- 
vernment in the creation of new offices^ 
increafe of Ctlarits, the annual defi- 
ciencies in almoft every department of 
the public Revenue, inftead of expe&cd 
furpluffes, would, perhaps, better ac- 
count for the public diflrefs than the 
alarm of invafion. Every public office 
was in arrear, even to the fnulleft fums ; 
and fo ignorant w* the Minifter of the 
demands for the general expenditure 
of the Nation, that he had not been 
able to calculate within ten millions 
of the fum wanted fo late as the 23d of 
December laft ! The lirft Lord of the 
Treafury was no longer Prime Minifter 
of this Country. Every ma;i in office 
had his hand in the public purfe. 
There was no controul till the money 
was aftually evpended, or, what wpi 
the fame thing, rhe debt incurred. To 
this, no doubt, was owing the enormous 
iffue of paper, and conlequently the 
heavy difcounts that naturally followed 
it. The fame thing would take place 
in the manufacture of Bank piper. 
Every man who had money would fell 
it, and we fhould have two prices for 
the fame commodity. He did not like 
the idea of force to compel perfuns to 
receive any paper, however well fe- 
curedj and he was convinced it would 
be attended with the moll fatal efFefts. 
He hoped, however, that Minifters, be- 
fore it was too 1 uc, would now begin 
to think of the netcllicy of economy in 
the . ubhc expenditure. 

1 he Lord Chancellor replied fhortly, 
and lupporttd the arguments of Lord 
Grenville. He declined faying any 
thing as to tile efifeft of making BanK 
Notes a legal tender, or of forcing indi- 
viduals to receive them in payments, as 
that quell ion was not before the Houfe.

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the Jury came to the trials with minds 
prejudiced and predetermined. In 
Southamptoni Poole! and other large 
places, the utmoft inconvenience was 
experienced from this circumftance. 
But the evil did not reft here — for 
afiizes were never held in thefe places 
but at the requeit of the Corporation, 
which, to avoid the expcnce, feldom 
made fuch requeft until the g 3 ols were 
croudcd. It frequently happened, that 
feveral years thus elapfed without cri- 
minals being brought to trial ; and he 
inftanced one cafe of a murdiur who 
was not tried till after the expiration of 
fe<ven years , when death had carried off 
all the witneffes againft him. His objeft 
was to give plainnffs, prolecurors, and 
defendants an option of being tried in 
the Court of the County .it large, or 
that of the Corpontion. He intended, 
he faid, to have the Bill iderrcd to a 
Select Committee above Hairs, and af- 
terwards recommitted for difcullion in 
the whHe Ilcufe. 

Mr. Wiglcy and Mr. Jeffery made an 
obfervation or two each, n f tcr which 
the Bill was read a lecoiid time, and 
referred to a Committee above flairs for 
to-morrow. 

DOWNTON EJECTION' PFTITIOV. 

Mr. Tyrwhitt brought up, as Chair- 
man of ttic Committee appointed to try 
the merits of the Downtnn Fkluon, 
the Report of the faid Committee. It 
determined that the fating Member 
was duly cledted, bur that the Petiivn 
againft him was neither frivolous nor 
vexatious. 

SOUTHWARK ELECT ION. 

Mr. H. Thornton faid, he had a Pe- 
tition to prefent from 1,150 Electors of 
Southwark , complaining of their having 
been deprived of the opportunity of 
voting, as they had no notice that Mr.

Mr. Ticrne\ h^ped the Hon. Mem- 
ber would follow the Petition by a 
(pecific Motion, to take it into con- 
fidcration His lituation was very un 
p&afinr, as that Petition chagtd him 
with having affumed the charadKr of a 
Rqneftntative. The Hon. Member 
1 r ’ K Petition fpoke the fenfe of the 
J the Elcdtors; in that he 


differed from him : he believed th$ 
majority would difclaim that Petition, 
which had been obtained by circular 
letters fent to thofe who ivere inimical 
to him, while his friends were ignorant 
that fuch a Petition was propofed. 
However general the prayer of the 
Petition hnight be, it was ufual for the 
Member prefenting it to make fome 
fpccilic Motion. He was certain the 
Houfe would attend to any that the 
Hon. Gentleman lhould make, and he 
anxioufly waited until fuch Motion 
ftiould afeertain his fituation in thar 
Houfe. 

Mr. H. Thornton faid, he had done 
what be thought his duty, in opening 
the genual heads of the Petition ; but 
he did not fee how lie could make the 
Motion required by the Honourable 
Gentleman. 

Mr. Ticrrcy replied, that the Pc-* 
tirion now upon the Table accufcd him 
of getting his fc.it unconditionally ; 
and if nothing more was done in it, the 
charge mnau.cd againft him. He 
wuh-ditto be enquired into ; bur, if 
jio Motion was made, he thought it 
won ci be proper for him to complain 
that, under colour of a Petition, ^ 
Member had been infilled.

FOREIGN GRAIN, 

Mr. Alderman Lulhington, in pur- 
fiunce of notice, rofe to fubnut the 
grounds of his Motion “ for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee to inquire 
into the cmfes and extent at the ioffes 
fu ftained by Britilh Merchants in fup- 
plymg the Country with Foreign 
Grain, after Government had debited 
From attempting it.” It might be 
urged, that it was incompatible with a 
general principle to indemnify Mer- 
chants (or unfuccdbful (peculations \ 
but he thought the peculiaiiry of the 
circumftances attending this cale would 
take jt out of that general principle. 
All the corn that had been furnimed 
by Government in 1795, including cap- 
tures, did not exceed 2,500 quarters, 
when the quantity furmlhcd by the 
Merchants the (oilowing year ex- 
ceeded 700,000 quarters. This vaft 
influx of grain, fortunately for the 
Country, but unfortunately for the ad- 
venturers, reduced the market price fq 
much, as to occafton a lofs of 6o or 70 
per cent. 

He concluded by moving, “ That a 
Committee (hould be appointed to in- 
yeftigate the caufes and extent of the 

Ioffes 
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loflcs fuftained by the merchants im- 
porting corn in the year 1796, after 
Government had ceafed to purchtfe on 
its own account.’* The Motion was 
agreed to. 

QUAKERS’ RELIEF BILL. 

The Order of the Day for the Houfe 
refolving itfclf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, on a Bill for granting 
Relief to the people called Quakers, 
and for taking their foiemn affirmation 
in criminal as well as civil cafes, being 
read ; and the queftion being put, that 
t lie Speaker now leave the Chair, 

Sir VV. Scott ftated at confidt. rable 
length his object ions to the farther 
prog refs of the Bill. They pointed 
chiefly to that branch of the Bill which 
refpcdlcd the payment of tithes. He 
profefled himfclf to be no enemy to 
toleration, but by toleration he meant 
that kind of toleration, which, as it 
affected religious opinions, was not in- 
conflftent with the civil rights of pro- 
perty. It was not enough that religious 
opinions fliould be flu cere, in order to 
give then, a claim to proteftion, for if 
they injured the civil rights of others, 
they could have no fuch pretenfions. 
It was erroneous to fuppofe that tithes 
were a fpccics of property merely ec- 
cleflaftical ; in many cafes they were 
lay property. A large proportion of 
tithe property was in lay hands under 
the title of lay appropriations. But the 
Quakers refufed to pay tithes to the 
appropriator, as well as to the clergy- 
man, though the property had been in 
his poffeflion for more than three 
hundred years, a period much longer 
than the perfualion upon which they 
^£ted had been in exiftence. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair laid, with regtrd 
to the principle of Ins Lc *rned Friend, 
on which he founded his objection to 
the mcafure, that no refpedt ought to 
be (hewn to religious lciuples where 
they went to aft'edl property, he could 
nor agree with him to the extent in 
which it had been dated, lie thought 
that fome refpedt ought to be fhewn 
even to thofe religions which might be 
confldcred as abfurd, though they in- 
volved this confequcncc, and they might 
even be the object of that good-natured 
toleration which his Learned Friend 
had mentioned. His Learned Fiiend 
Laid, thaT to fuch lcrnnles the Legil- 
lature might not at all to yield. He 
admitted that the Legifhturc ought not 
fo far to yield to tlurn as to it- lien the 
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fecurity of property ; but yet he thought 
ir wife, juft, and humaue, to giveitich 
indulgence as was confident with iti 
moll perfedl fecurity. Alterations in 
the laws which tended to afford cafe t«r 
the perfon who entertained the fcruple, 
without injuring the property which it 
regarded, he would contend, were wife, 
juft, and humane; and till his Learned 
Friend could fliew that the prcfentBill 
would actually produce the eftedt which 
he deprecated, he would not confent to 
the application of his puntipk*. 

The Solicitor General faid, that the 
whole aigumcnt of the Learned Ser- 
jeant proceeded upon the idea, that the 
body of Quakers laboured under a con- 
fidcrable grievance. Now be denied 
that any fuch grievance exifted, or that 
any Quakers were liable to be treated 
with the feverities which had -been ai- 
ledged, on the fcorc >of their religious 
fcruples. For a period of twenty years- 
no perfon of that perfuafion had been 
impnfoned for confidence fake. The 
great body of refpcdtinle Quakers were 
adluated by no fcruple with refpedl to 
the payment of tithes, nor did they 
wifh for the interference of Ac law on 
the fubjcdl. There were refpedtable 
Quakers \v,ho were tithe-owners and 
tithe-renters, and it was abfurd to fup- 
pofe that they could feel any con- 
fcientious fcruple in paying to others 
what they thcmftlves received and col- 
lcdted.

Mr. Alderman Combe prel’ented a 
Petition frem Edward Manning, Efq, 
Commander of one of the Eaft India 
Company’s fhips, which, he obferved* 
contained a cafe of extraordinary hard- 
iliip. Tlie Petitioner was the holder of 
a promiffory note for 2,500!. indorfedto 
him for a valuable confederation, the 
payment of which was refilled folely 
from its having been drawn upon an 
agreement ftamp. He therefore foli- 
ated for a Bill to enable the Commif- 
fi oners of Stamps to put the proper 
ftamp upon the note. 

The Solicitor General, after , ob- 
ferving that it was impoffible Captain 
Manning lhould have intended the 
fin all eft fraud on the revenue, which 
would have only required one frilling 

more, 
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more, faid, that fuch a Rill was never- 
thelefs not to be granted without con- 
fidcrabie* attention from the Houfe. 

The Petition was then brought up, 
and ordered to he on the Table ; and 
the Houfe adjourned. 

MONDAY, FF B, 27. 
tANDING OF THE FRENCH IN WALES. 

A Member rofc to fail the attention 
pf the Houfe to the late attempt of the 
French upon Wales. He laid, that he 
faw fomcihing exceedingly portentous 
in the manner in which tile kntiTiv had 
effected a ihfcent upon the coad of 
Wales with 1,400 men with arms, but 
witnout tents or field piedcs. It was a 
matter very extraordinary, tint iuch a 
number of men fnould land, form them- 
felvts into a body upon a lull j and, 
without {hewing any difpofmon to op- 
pofe the people, or the tur«.c that had 
marched again ft them, furrender them- 
felves at diferetion. Fourteen hundred 
men, with arms in their hands, could 
unqucftionably have done foniething ; 
but from their condudl, it appeared 
clear to him that they had been landed 
for no other purpofe than that of being 
made prifoners. Under this confide - 
ration, he could nut help founding an 
alarm to the country ; and, as he did 
not know how to ^ ct upon the nccafion, 
he beggi d to be infoi med what meafure 
was molt proper to be adopted upon the 
nccafion, and wlmt Motion u would be 
right for him topropnle to rlu Houle. 

The Speaker informed him, that it 
remained for him to prop>fc foine 
Mr *tion to the Houfe, in the form of an 
Addrds to hio M a jetty, or in any other 
manner r fiat his dilcrcimn might (uggttt. 

He then moved an humble Addrtfs, 
but no perl'on Iccondcd it, and the 
Motion tell to the ground. 

H 1 5 MAJESTY’S M F SS A G E. 

The L’hmcclior of the Exchequer 
. brought up a McfTage from the King. 
[See page 193] 

Mr. Pitt oblervcd, that he did not 
confider it ncctffaiy, at this rime, to 
propofe any fpccific meafure. He 
fhould content himfclf merely with 
moving, 'That his Msjcfty’s Mtflage be 
taken mro confideraiion to-morrow. 
He conceived it, however, to he his 
duty to Rate, that, in addition to the 
Motion for an Addrtfs on the Royal 
communication, it would be ncccfTary 
to proceed to the appointment of a 
Committee, to examine the general Hare 
ot the affairs of the Bank of England, 
He W8t confident that ;t would appear, 
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from a very (hurt examination of the * 
ttate of the Bmk, that not a doubt 
could^ie entertained of its fohdity and 
rclpnnfibilicy being equal to that of any 
former period ; that, not only was the 
Bank equal to anfwcr the utmoft ex- 
tent tlit demands againft it, but that 
there was an abundance far beyond any 
demand that could be made; yet he 
was fdtisfied that every Member would 
agree with him, tnat, under the pie- 
fent ci re 11 m fiances it would be highly 
expedient to declare by law, that the 
0’*tjt ending nigaganrnti of the Bank of 
England Jhnuld hr con/i In rd as ft at) eJ 
by to- National fcU b of ibr Country \ and 
r lint an Act fhmild he p^ffid, declaring 
that to he the law which already was 
the pr.idiict, viz. that then Notes fhould 
be received in c\\ ry branch of public 
payment. This meafure, he was fats- 
fied, would, in addition to the proof 
which an invettigm m of the affairs of 
the Bank would give of the fohdity of 
the 1 r refourccs, nccelEiily operate as a 
confirmation of their ability to anfwcr 
every demand. He did not think it 
lus duty to expatiate farther at piefent. 

It wis enough thar he had apprized the 
Iloufc of lus intention to piopofc thofc 
meafures which fumed to Inm to re- 
quire the mo if urgent attention. He 
trufttd the Houfe would be induced tq 
enforce, by a law, the rcflndlion which 
had been recommended to the Bank n« »t 
to make payments in cafli, exetpt m 
fuch calls as might be thought neceffary 
to permit. Having explained the na- 
ture and tendency of the meafure 1 , he 
concluded by moving, That the Mcflage 
be taken into confuler ition to-morrow. 

Mr. Fox w 1 fhed the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman to inform the Houle to what 
extent lie really meant to carry the 
principles of configuring the Notes of 
the Bank good j\nd law tul tendei s. To 
give tn fuch a principle an unlimited 
operation would, be had no hesitation to 
fay, produre confequenecs the moil 
ruinous and milclucvous. The fource 
whence originated the neceiliry of 
this m< afure was edily to be found in 
the enormity of our National Debt, 
which was now become fo intolerable a 
burthen, that it was necclTary to alter 
the laws of the C 'untry to enable us 
at all to bear the immenic weight of it. 

An incident fo extraordinary and fq 
novel as that arifing out of the prefent 
fituarion of affairs demanded the utmoft 
arrention 5 and he hoped, that in dif- 
ct^iing it rlie ruinous fy ft cm and the 
iniquitous 
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Iniquitous pra&ioes that had reduced 
11s to, our prefenr deplorable condition 
would be duly weighed, and impartially 
decided upon. He did not mean to 
enter into the particulars of the qu?f- 
tion unril it came fairly before the 
Houfe to-morrow ; but deeming the 
propofition of the Hon. Gentleman to 
be of the greateft importance, he hoped 
that a Committee would be appointed 
to enquire into the whole of the cir- 
cumftances which had combined to 
render the adoption of fo extraordinary 
a meafurc of urgent neceflity to the 
existence of the public credit of Great 
Bi itain. 

Mr. Alderman Combe then afked, 
whether Notes were to bi rendered le- 
gal tenders in mercantile or other tranf- 
adlions between individuals ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he had already given notice 
of every thing that he was then ai 
liberty to ftate. Whatever fliould be 
deemed practicable, it was certainly his 
intention to make legal. 

Mr. Sheridan laid, the ftoppage of 
payment of the Bank, whether a mca- 
fure of neceflity or not, was entirely an 
expedient of the Mmifter’s, and the 
.Directors had been called upon to obey 
an order to that efteCt. A proceeding 
l’o alarming demanded immediate at- 
tention, and he did expeCt that fomc 
plan would have been immediately 
brought forward to fan Ct ion fo extraor- 
dinary a meafurc. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman had flared, th»t the mnft 
J’alutary effects had already been de- 
rived from ir, and that one of the ad- 
vantages obtained by i: was a confider- 
able rife this dav in the price of flocks : 
a fpecies of re lomng which he con- 
ceived as ton aoiurd to be entertained 
for a moment. He rejoiced to hear 
that the affairs of the Bank were in a 
fafe condition ; he had little doubt of 
the faCt,and he was nv reover convinced 
that the neceflity of making its Notes 
legal payment would never have exiltcd, 
if the Bank had not been fo long iden- 
tified with the Government. It did 
not require to be explained what the 
caufc of the prefent alarming fituation 
of the Country was owing to. We all 
knew that the Ihip had lprung a molt 
dangerous leak % but it remained to be 
hereafter determined what was to be- 
oomc of the Filot, After all the pro- 
fellions which we had heard from him of 
the flourifhing ftate of our finances, and 
*fjkpr the repeated boafts made by him 


of the impoflibility of their ever being 
injured, what faith can be placed in his 
declarations, or what reliance is to be 
placed on his judgment ? — Mr. Sheridan 
concluded by handing the following 
Motion to the Chair : 

“ That no farther exportation of 
fpecie or coin to the Emperor, or any 
other foreign Prince, (hall take place 
until the fenfe of Parliament, upon a 
full review mf the prefent exigencies, 
lhall be afeertnined. 

Mr. Nichol feconded the Motion in 
a fliort but very warm fpeech, and was 
very fevere on Mr. Pitt in his obfer- 
vations ujjbn his former boaftings of 
confiding majorities, who he thought 
would foun have reafon to repent of 
their fervile confidence. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
exprefled himfclf not fo much aftonilhed 
at the Motion which had been made, as 
he was at the conduft of the Learned 
Gentleman who had feconded it. If a 
Motion of the prefent nature fliould be 
carried before we afeertained that there 
was no probability of a favourable 
change, it would be declaring to the 
enemy that we were determined to 
abandon the Emperor; a circumfltnce 
which would not fail to produce the 
mod mifchievous and dangerous con- 
fequenccs, as well to Great Britain as 
to her Ally. Undci thefe confiderations 
he lhould move the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox laid a fcarcity of Cafli had 
been experienced at former periods, and 
particulaily in the year 1795 5 yet at 
that period the Bank of England li^d 
experienced no difficulty. From what 
then could thi* difference arife, bur 
from the immenfe exports which had 
been made to the Continent ? Why 
then were the Houfe to confide thar 
the Miniftcr would not do that which 
he had already doner The whole of 
the bufinefs mult be brought before the 
public eye. That Houfe would btrray 
their duty to their conftituents if they 
did not a£l as confulering the bufinefs 
in this point of view'. They would, 
by any other condudt, make themielves 
acceflaries to all the confequences, or, 
in other words, to the certain ruin of the 
Country. 

Mr. Dundas complained of a want 
of candour on the oppofite fide of the. 
Houfe. 

Sir W. Milner faid, at a moment 
when the Bank of England had flopped 
payment, and when almoft every other 
Bank in the'Couutry bad violated the 

im^ii£4t s 
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implied conditions entered into with 
their Editors, it would be abfurd to 
liften any longer to the aflertions of 
Miniftcrs; it became that Houfe to fee 
■with their own eyes how the public 
money had bcen> and was to be ex- 
'pended. 

The Houfe then divided on Mr. Pitt’s 
‘Motion for the Order of the Day,

POOR BILL. 

The Report of the Bill for the better 
Regulation of the Poor being brought 
up, 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the further 
'Confideration of the Report be deferred 
toThurfdav fc’nnighr. 

Mr. Whitbread 1 ‘aid, that if the 
fchedules were to be circulated through 
the Country as the Bill had been, and 
as it was his opinion thev Ihouid be, 
there was no hope that the Bill could 
pafs in the prefent Seflion. The Biil 
was of a different nature, full of com- 
plex, and, in his judgment, of imprac- 
ticable machinery. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that there was nothing 
in the Bill which was not nccefliry to 
the fyftem which he had laid before the 
Houfe. 

Mr. Sheridan gave it as his decided 
opinion, that this Bill would not pift, 
and that it Rill would he m cr by the 
phrafe of “ new and unfoi eb'cn oc- 
currences.” It was a libel 011 me rich 
as well as the poor. It Iihri-cd the 
benevolence ot the one and the mduftry 
qf the other. He repeated 11 ;s wifli 
that its principle ihouid be brought into 
difcuilion, 

Mr. Pitt wifhrd, undonbtedlv, that it 
could be reduced to a lef comphcated 
ihape, but had no objection to let apart 
sl day for its difcuilion. 

r. Vanfittarc was oP op'nion that 
the Bill Ihouid give way to rhe prefTure 
of public buiinels, and thst the blanks 
being filled up, it may be mel .orated by 
the conlideranon of Gentlemen in the 
enfuing fu miner. 

Mr. Jolhrfe laid, that it was nccelTary 
for Members to under Rand the intent 
and meaning of the Bill. For this 
purpofe one day, at lesft, may be de- 
voted in the month of April. 

Sir W. Geary was ot opinion thkt 
the Bill ihouid be poftpontd to another 
ScIIion. 

The Report was ordered to bt re- 
w.vtd on Tburfdaydc’nnight.

On the morion of Mr. Pitt, fee on ded 
by Mr. Dundas, an Addrefs of Thanks 
was voted his Majefty for the com- 
munication in the Meffage of yefter- 
day. 

Mr. Pitt then rofe; and after juftify- 
ing the Order of Council from the ne- 
ceHity of the cafe, when fuch immenfe 
drafts were unneceffarily made upon 
the Bank for fpecic, and cxprelling his 
confidence that that order would per- 
fedtly fatisfy all reafonable perfons of 
the folvency of the Bank ; yet to put it 
beyond a doubt, and to re lieve fufpicious 
minds from the lead apprehenfions, he 
thought it necdTary to move, That a 
Committee of that Houfe be appointed 
to enquire into the quantum of the 
outftanding Notes of the Bank, and the 
funds they had to pay them; and he 
entertained no doubt but the refult 
would prove not merely the folvency, 
but the flourifliing ft it e of thatgre.it 
Company. He undi.rftood it would be 
urged, that the enquiry Ihouid travel 
farther back, and go into the caufrs 
which had produced the ncccffity of 
the prefent mcafures — but rhis he 
thought at the pitftnc period would 
not be a politic incafure ; and he con- 
cluded by moving, “Thar a Secret Com- 
nurtce be appointed to afeertain the 
amount of the* outftjnding engagements * 
o| the Bank,” &c. 

Mr. Fox declaimed ag^inft the 
Ordtr of Council as uuconftituiional, 
and againft the Mimflcr \\ iio had'ad- 
vi fed ir, and who had brought us into 
a fittutjon fo unparalleled and calamit- 
ous. 7 'he proclamation, he faid, gave 
a ftab to the vitals of public credit. 
He was nervous when he read it. 
“What,” obferved lu,“is the fenfe of it i 
It is to declare, though you have fo- 
lemnly and repeatedly promifed to keep 
your faith with rhe public creditor, 
though in all the difficulties, in all the 
emergencies of the country, you have 
hitherto avoided, wifely avoided, laying 
any kind of tax upon the dividends due ; 
though you have done all thefe a£fs, 
yet, that the circumftanccsof the coun- 
try are fuch, now, that you have looked 
to the great depofirory of cafli> have 
taken that cafh, and have thereby de- 
frauded the public creditor. Look at 
all your A£ls of Parliament. Do they 
fay, that you Ihall receive the money 
due to you at Rated periods of the year, 
in notes of the Bank of England ? No; 
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they fay that you (hall receive it in the 
cpin of the kingdom. Should Bank, 
notes he at one per cent, difeount, will 
not that be, to all intents and purpofes, 
taxing the dividends ? But it may be 
faid, that emergencies may be ne'celTiry 
to break through all rules. Neccflity 
certainly is a plea to which no anfwcr 
can be given ; but the neceflity ought 
tobeablblute and irrevocable j it ougjit, 
too, to be firidlly defined. I fliould 
have thought, that when the Minifier 
had been compelled by emergency to 
adopt a cafe of this nature, he would 
have eftccmcd it to be his duty to have 
explained the grounds of that emer- 
gency. 

He then argued, that the enquiry 
ought to go'into the caufes thatjhad led 
to the prefent meafurc — that the public 
required a full, fair, and ample expla- 
nation, and that the refcarches made 
fliould be of the utmoft publicity and 
extent, and not kept within the narrow 
limits propofed, or Confined to a Secret 
Committee. 

Sir John Sinclair, Mr. Hobhoufe, 
Lord Wycombe, Mr. Hu (fey, Mr. 
WiJberforce Bird, Mr. Smith, and fe- 
v cral other Mcmbeis argued on the 
fame fide; and Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Thornton, &c, fupported the motion of 
Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sheridan, after recapitulating 
the arguments of the feveral fpeakers 
againft. the motion, concluded by pro- 
pofing an Amendment to the original mo- 
tion — “ That after the word “ Houfe’’ 
fliould be inlerted thefe words, viz.—’ 
“ and alfo to enquire into the caufes 
which have produced the Order of 
Council of the 26th inftanr, together 


with their opinions thereon ; and to 
conftder of the propriety of continuing 
the faid order in force for a limitedtime.** 

This produced fomc further debate, 
and at twelve o’clock the Houfe di- 
vided.

Againft it, - 244 

Majority, 158 

[Mr. Pitt was oftener than ufual 
upon his legs during this debate, and 
the great point in difpute was, whether 
the enquiry propofed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer fliould be extended 
to the caufes which produced the necef- 
fity of the Order in Council, or fliould 
be conhned, in the prcfenc inftance, 
merely to the Jlability of the Bank ulti- 
mately to anfwer every demand upon 
them. — Mr. Pitt and the other Mini- 
fies contended, that the occafion called 
for immediate dccifion upon the latter 
fubjeft j while the queftion of the 
caufes of the neceflity involved many* 
circumftances which would require 
more time than public credit, in the 
prefent crifis, would allow to be fpent 
in uncertainty. Mr. Fox and the 
Gentlemen in oppolition urged, that a 
fair , fully and open enquiry was abso- 
lutely requifite, in order to calm the 
minds of the people, and to re-eftablifli 
public credit : they infilled that the 
connection of Government with the 
Bank was not for the advantage of the 
latter, and that great parr, if not the 
whole, of the prefent embarra Aments, 
had originated in the conduct of Mini- 
fiers. However, both parties admitted 
the perfect foivcney of the Bank to be 
a fa& beyond difpute.]

T HAVE the fatisfadticn to in- 
foim your Grace, tliat tranquillity is 
on the eve of being reftored to this 
Colony, ow’ing in a very great meafure 
to the unrcnr.ttcd exertions of Major- 
GcncralHunier,and to his humane con- 
duit towards the* enemy of every de« 
fu iption. All the Chaub Chiefs have 
furrennered, their p^opL are coming 
in daily, and we have at this moment 
ab<>u: 35JQ in our poifcfiion. Nearly 
al the Brigands, with their leader, have 
aifo furreudered. 

By a luhfequcnt Letter from the 
Governor 10 his Grace, dated bt. Vin- 
cent’s, the 1 6th of November lad, it 
appears, that the remainder of the 
Climbs and Brigands had l'urrcndircd 
themklves, and that the illand was in a 
Itaie of perfect tranquillity.

I HAVE the fatisfaition to acquaint 
your Giacc, that fmee the information 
tranfmitted to Mr. Greville, that the 
French had entirely ltft Bantry Bay, 
there has been norc-apptarancc of them 
upon the coafts ; fo that 1 truft, from 
the violence of the temped, and from 
their fhips being ill found and ill victu- 
alled, their expedition is at prefent frus- 
trated. 

Upon reviewing w'hat has pafled dur- 
ing this expedition of the enemy, I 
have the latisfa&ion to refledt, that the 
bed fpirit was mamfeited by his Majef- 

l y’s 
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ty’s Regular and Militia Forces ; and 
I have every reafon to believe, that if 
a landing had taken place, they would 
have d’fplaycd the utmoft fidelity. 
When the flank companies of the An- 
trim regiment were formed, the whole 
regiment turned out to a man, with 
exprelfions of the greateft eagerneft to 
inarch ; and the Downmire regiment, 
to a man, declared they would Hand 
and fall by their Officers. 

At the time the Army was ordered 
to narch, the weather was extremely 
fevere ; I therefore ordered them a 
proportion of fpirirs upon their route, 
and direfted an allowance of fourpcncc 
a day to their wives until their rtturn. 
During their march, the utmoft atten- 
tion was paid them by the inhabitants 
of the towns and villages through which 
they palled ; fo that, in many places, 
the meat provided by the Commiflrriat 
was not confumed. The roads , which 
in fomc parts had been rendered un- 
payable by the fnow, w ere cleaicd by 
the pcalanrry. The poor.people often 
/hared their potatoes with them, and 
d re fled their meat without demanding 
payment ; of which there was a wry 
particular inftancc in the town of li i- 
naghcr, where no Gentlem m or prin- 
cipal farmer refides to let them the ex- 
ample. At Carlow a confidcrablc fub- 
fenption was made for the troops as 
they pafled, and at Limerick and Cmk 
every exertion was ufed to facilitate 
the carriage of artillery and baggage 
by premiums to the carmen j and in 
the* town of Galway, which for a fliort 
time was left with a very inadequate 
garrifon, the zeal and ardour or the 
inhabitants and yeomanry were parti- 
cularly manifefled, and in a manner to 
give me the utmoft fatisfaftion. In 
fhort, the general good dilpolition of 
the people through the South and Wilt 
was lb prevalent, that had the enemy 
landed, their hope of aliiftance from the 
inhabitants would have been totally dif- 
appoinied. 

From the armed Yeomanry Govern- 
ment derived the inoft honourable al- 
fiftance. Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
the firft property vied in exerting 
themfclves at the head of their corps. 
Much of the exprefs and cfcort duty 
was performed by them. In Cork, 
Limerick, and Galway, they took the 
duty of the garrifon, Lord Shannon 
informs me, that men of three or four 


4«S 

thoufand pounds a year were employed 
in elcorting baggage and carrying ex* 
prefles.— Mr. John Latouchc, who way 
a private in his Ton’s corps, rode twen- 
tv-five miles in one of the feverelk 
nights, with an crfprels, it being his 
turn for duty. The merchant? of 
Dublin, many of them of the firft emi- 
nence, marched fixteen Inlh miles with 
a convoy of arms to the North, whither 
it was cond lifted by reliefs of Yeo- 
manry. The appearance in tins me- 
tropolis has been highly meritorious. 
The corps have been formed of the 
moft rcfpcftablc Barrifters, Attor- 
neys, Merchants, Gentlemen, and Ci- 
tizens, and tlmr number i i fo cor.fi- 
tlcrablc, and their zeal in mounting 
guard fo uleful, that I was enabled 
greatly to reduce the garrifon with 
perfeft fafety to the town. Themum- 
l>< rs of ^ eomanry fully appointed and 
dibiplincd in Dublin exceed two thon- 
fand, above four hundred of whom are 
horfe. The whole number of corps 
approved by Government amount to 
four hundred and forty, cxclufivc of 
the Dublin corps. The grofs number 
is nearly tw enry -five thoufand. There 
are alfo ninety-one utLrs of finite 
under confideration, and one hundred 
and twenty-five propnfals have been de- 
clined, and, in ieply to a circular let- 
ter wiirtcn to the Commandants of 
the rtfpeftive corps, their anlwers al- 
moft umverfallv coni .med a general 
ofti r of ftrvicc in any part of the king- 
dom. 

Many prominent c\ unples of indi- 
vidual loyalty and fpint have appear- 
ed. An ufefui impreilion was* made 
upon the minds of the lower Catholics 
by a judicious Addrels from Dr. Moy- 
lan the titular Bifhop of Cork . I can- 
not but take notice of the exertions 
of LorJ Kcnmare, who lpared no ex- 
pente in giving afljftancc to the Com- 
manding Officer in his neighbourhood, 
and who took into his own demefne a 
great quantity of cattle which had 
been driven from the coaft. Nor could 
anything exceed the ardour of the Earl 
of Oinionde, wlif, wlien h*s regiment 
of Militia was retained ss part of the 
garrifon of Dublin, foliated with fo 
much zeal a command in the flank com - 
panics, that I thought it a meafurc 
due to his Majcfty’s fervire to encou- 
rage his Lordfhip’s rcquclt.

SIK, 

YOU will pleafe to acquaint their 
Lordfhips, tint a few hours after I 
anchored with the fquadron in this Bay, 
the 2 d inii. J received a letter from 
Capt. Barton of his Majefty’s Ihip Lap- 
wing, acquainting me that he had de- 
flrovcd the French Ihip Le Decius and 
LaVaillante bug, oft' Sr. Martin’s, and 
that two French frigates. La Thetis 
and La Pcnfie were at anchor off Sr. 
Martin’s, refer) ing me to Lieutenant 
St. Clair for farther information. 

In confequence of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin’s, 1 immediately or- 
dered the Bellona and Invincible to Sr. 
Kitt’s, and dire&ed Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was necef- 
cefiary at that ifland, and then proceed 
towards St. Martin’s and Anguilla, 
tiling his beft cndcavouis to take or 
deflroy the French frigates, and pro- 
teft the ifland of Anguilla ; and he 
failed the lame evening on that fcrvice. 

Captain Barron having referred me 
to Lieutenant St. Clair, whom he de- 
tached in a Danilh fchooner with his 
letter, it appears that the French had 
landed about 300 men on the ifland of 
Anguilla on the 16th ult. and that 
after having plundered the ifland, and 
burnt feveral houfus, and committed 
every devaluation polfible, attended with 
a&s of great cruelty ; that on the ap- 
earance of the Lapwing they re-etn- 
arked their troops on the night of the 


26th, and the following morning early 
the Lapwing came to a&ion with the 
Deeius of 26 puns, and Vaillante brig 
mounting 4 thirty-two and twenty- 
four pounders, as a gun-vefl^l ; that 
after a clofe a&ion of about an hour 
the brig bore away, and in half an hour 
after the Decius ftruck her colours. 
The brig ran on fhorc on St. Martin’s, 
and by the fire of the Lapwing, was 
deftroyed j that on the Lapwing taking 
polTeflioii of the Decius, it was found 
Hie had about 80 men killed and 40 
wounded, being full of troops; that 
the following day the Lapwing was 
chafed by two large French frigates, 
and Captain Barton found it nccefTary 
to take the prifoners and his men out 
of the Decius, and fet fire to her, 
when he returned to St. Kitt’s, and 
landed 170 prifoners. 

I (hall take the earlieft opportunity 
of tranfmitting any farther accounts 
which may bt fent by Captain Barton ; 
but it evidently appears, that Captain 
Barton’s conduct was highly merito- 
rious by the capture and definition 
of this force of the enemy, and Caving 
the ifland of Anguilla from farther de- 
predation. 

The French troops employed on this 
fervice were picked men from Gua- 
daloupe ; and there is great reafon to 
fuppofe the greatell part of them have 
been taken or dtftoycd. Many of the 
foldiers were drowned i» attempting to 
fwim to fhorc. 

The Lapwing had but one man killed 
(the pilot) ar.d fix men wounded.

Hamilton) of Ti bitty College , Dublin* 
Dr. Hamilton had a living in the 
north, near the banks of Lough Swilly j 
having dined, a few days fince, at the 
houfe of a Mr. Waller, in his neigh- 
bourhood, the houfe was furrounded by 
a banditti of armed ruffians, about ten 
o'clock at night, who broke into the houfe 
while the family was at fupper, calling 
loudly for Dr. Hamilton, and threaten* 
ing death to the whole family. 

Mrs. Waller implored mercy for her 
hufband, a feeble poor gentleman, who, 
having loft the life of his limhs, was un- 
able to fly from their fury, and (he threw 
herfelf over him to protift him from 
attafli nation, when the miftrcanis fired 
three foots through her body, and killed 
her inftantiy. They then threatened 
to raze the houfe, and put all its inha- 
bitants to death, if Dr. Hamilton was 
not produced, and the fervants, to fave 
their own lives, dragged him from the 
wine-cellar to the door ; he endeavoured 
to cling by the ftaple of the hall-door 
K>ck, hut the villains burnt his hand to 
force him to quit his hold, and then 
dragged him a (hurt diftancc from the 
houfe, where they, in a mod barbarous 
manner, murdered him. This worthy 
Gentleman has left a wife and nine 
children wholly unprovided for.— Mr. 
Browne mentioned the matter in the 
Iriih Houfe of Commons, in order to in - 
ftitute lome public provilion for this aft 
Aided family. ,

At this 
time, the Captain having loft her fore- 
rruft, not a fail, (hroud, or rope left, 
her whed (hot away, and incapable of 
further ftrvice in the line, or in chace, 
the Commodore direfted Captain Mil- 
ler to put the helm a (larboard, and 
calling for the boarders, ordered them 
to boird. The foldicrs of the 69th 
regiment, with an alacrity which will 
ever do them credir, and Lieutenant 
Pm foil of the fame regiment, were 
amongft the foitmoft on this fervice.

more n turn! and eaty politeueis in the 
tun cl theii expreffion. In the poftfeript 
he appointed a meeting at Tyburn at 
twelve at night, where the Gentleman 
might pm chafe again any trifles he had 
loft; and my friend has been blamed for 
not accepting the rendezvous, as it 
fecimd liable tubeconlti tied by ill natured 
pu pie into a dv ubf of the honour of a man 
who had giwn him all the fatistalUun in 
lik powu lc r having unluckily been 
near llii.otiug him thiough the head."

Thomas Martyn was bern in Chuich- 
lane, Chelfea, on the 23d of September 
1735. He was admitted of Emanuel Col- 
lege the 24th of June 1752, and was ma- 
triculated of the Univerlity on the iSth of 
December following. 

He was elected to a Fcllowfhip on the 
foundation of the Lady Frances Sydney, 
Ccuntel’s of Suflex, on the 27th c f April 
1758. * He was ordained Deacon on T 'ri - 
nity Sunday, May the 21 A, the fame year, 
at Conduit-Areet Chapel, in the parifh of 
St. George's, Hancver- (quart: ; and 
PrieA at Buckden, on ^bei^dpf Decem- 
ber 1759 ; both by J bn Thomas, then 
Lord Bilhop of Lineal: . T ie beginning 
of this year he was an u>..ucccf$ful can- 
didate tor the Letfurcfhipof Chelfea, then 
vacant by the death of his fchoolmaftcr, 
Mr. Rothery. 

Mr. Martyn was unanimoufly chofen 
Profcffor of Botany by the Senate ot the 


Univerlity of Cambridge on the 2d of 
1- (.binary 1762, on the r'/i^natto /, not 
tin death, rt Ins father ; foi his lathe 1 did 
not die till the 29th ot January 1768. 
Prrfenfly aft.r, he w^sappointe , by I)i.

Hoi n thelc olf.ces were vdihout 
einoLuino'.t till 1 he year 17, 4, when a ta- 
bu vot ini hundrtd pounds a year was 
given bv the King, whillt the Duke of 
Ciaifcn, CiuU.cdlor ut the Umveility, 
was at ti'.e heud ot the 1 le.uuiy ; and lb 
ccntu.uid to the 2d ot Auguft 1703, 
when Mr. Mauyn was pppuiured Regius 
PiolifToi by patent, u*th a lalary ot two 
bundled pounds .1ye.11 .

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MEMOIRS OF THE LATE Mu. POPE* 
OF COVENT-GARDEN THEATRE. 

[Continued j )om Page *59.] 


VfISS YOUNGE having made lbme 
^ cccanonal trips to Ireland, her fame 
in Dublin was as well efiablifhed as in 
London. ThcManagerofCrow-ftreet The- 
atie therefore, in the year 1785, renewed 
an engagement with her foi that rummer, 
when Ihc, in company with the late Mr. 
Hendcilonand Mr. Pope (a young ador 
from Dublin), who made his appearance 
the wintei before at Covent Garden The- 
atre in Oroonoko with very conlideiable 
applaufe), fet out for that capital in the 
June of the lame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mil’s Younge, and another 
Lady of her acquaintance, into the fame 
polt-chaiie, and as Cupid avails himlclf 
much of accident, the two fanner, from 
fellow-travellers, loon commenced lovers. 
In fiiort, towaids the dole of that leafon 
they weie married together in Dublin, 
on terms of fettlement, &c. very credita- 
ble to the finceiity of Mr. Pope's affec- 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope reaffumtd their lituations at Covent 
Garden Theatre ; he in the firft lines of 
Tragedy and Comedy, die as evidently 
the hrlt adiefs in all thepaits of hei pro- 
feifion j which file 1’upported with a lta- 
tionaiy degree of reputation till Thui 1- 
day the 26th of Januaiy 1797, when, 
in the run of the new Comedy called 
" A Cuie forthc Heart- Ache," Ihe was 
reludantly confined to her bed. She 
found heiielf fo ill three days before this, 
that none but thole who felt like her 
Would ventuie out ; but futh was her 
zeal foi her profefiion, luch hei invariable 
feme of duty to Managers, Authors, and 
Perfoimers, that, lrcm the bate hint 
fr^m her phylician Dr. Warren, that her 
bulinefs might difiipate her difordcr, file 
cheeifully tried the experiment. 

Nature, however, was not to be con- 
quered thus j her illnefs increalcd upon 
her lomuch, that on her return fiom the 
Theatre fhe was ieiztd with liich a light- 
fiel's in her head, as for awhile to deprive 
her of all lenl’ation. Fiom this moment fhe 
Was confined to hei bed, and it was foon 
dilcovered that file had a paralytic affec- 
tion. During the fi r It month there were 
hopes of her recovery, as file retained her 
femes pretty accurately, and employed 


them to the beft of all poftible purpofet, 
in (onjiant acts of prayer, and pious rc m 
Jig nation to her eon tit ion. 

During this interval, being’ requelled 
by a female friend to endeavoiir to com- 
pofe herlelf, Ihe complacently faid, <l fhe 
would, if file would firft. permit her to 
repeat Pope’s Univerlal Prayer,” which 
/lie immediately began, and recited with- 
out ever milling a finglc word, with a 
precifion, a fervour, ami fullnefs of voice, 
that delighted and altonifhed every body 
about her. 

For the lall fortnight (lie daily became 
more inlenfible, feldom iper^ci ng, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sunday the 12th of March, when Ihe 
refuled all nourishment, and gave ifrong 
fymptoms of approaching difiolution. 
She continued in this (late till the morn- 
ing of the 14th, when file made figns to 
a particular friend as if file had fome- 
thing to communicate; many things 
were luggeltcd to her, to all of which 
file waved her head ; till, very oppor- 
tunely, her old and valued tiiend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, c died in, and read 
praytis by her. This leemed to be the 
objedf (lie aimed at, as fine giew inftantly 
competed, and, doling hei hands toge- 
ther as well as her infirm ftate would 
permit, joined molt fervently in the de- 
votions. 

Afttr this file n- In pled into a fiate of* 
inlenfibility till Wtdnefday the 15th 
March, when, about half paft two o’clock 
on that morning, file expired without a 
groan. 

F»y Mrs. Pope’s marriage fettlement 
file had the power ofdifpofing of her for- 
tune by will ; but with that jufiice and 
propiitty which ever diftingulfhed her 
charader, by dying inteftate, fhe left the 
whale of her prcpeity, except a few no- 
minal legacies, to her hufbar.d. 

Her remains were carried, in a heaffo 
and fix horfes, fiom her lioufe jn Half* 
moon-ftieet, Piccadilly, on Wedr.eiday 
the 2 2d of Maich following, between the 
hours of twelve and one o’clock, attend* 
ed by her particular friends in two mourn* 
ing coaches, and tollo-vcd by the Gen- 
tlemen compoiing the 5 - ho<J < f Garrick • 
(weai’ing the medallion of their founder)

* A few months before Mrs. Pope’s death file wasinftituted an honorary Member ofthfe 
So ^ety, and at the fame time complimented With a gold medal. 
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in Four more, befide her dcmeftics, and 
a numerous train of the populace, who, 
in the proceflion, as at the grave, teltificd 
their iorrow for To general a lofs by a 
mournful and refpefuul iilcncc. 

She was interred on the Weft fide of 
the Cloyfteis, Weftminfter Abbey (the 
ftev. Mr. Champnes reading thefuneial 
ltrvice), between the giavts of Di . 
Dupuis and Sir Richard Jebb, and co- 
veiecl by a marble ftone with tlie fol- 
lowing plain inl'cription :

of Mrs. Elizabeth Pole, 
late of the Tlii atre Royal, Covent 
Garden, 

who departed this Life 
on the 1 5th of Match 1797, 
aged 5Z Yeats.

Elizabeth Pi pe — theie remains to be 
added a fketch of her public and private 
charatlei \ and it is p leafing to the pen 
of Biography to review botli ; becaule 
in doing lo it will lull’ll the laft melan- 
choly yet pleating office of fricndfhip — 
recoid depaited excellence, and let before 
the Public an example truly worthy their 
irnitat ion. 

That Mrs. Pope was born for her 
p'rofeflien the vaiious qualities of her 
mind and jtrfon evidently proved. Of 
the latter we have already iepoi«ed in the 
beginning* of theie Munoiis, hence we 
have little nioie to fay, but that as tune 
had added fullnelb and rotundity to her 
figure, theie gave her a gi eater degree ot 
grace and dignit y . Inrejpuft to hu ta- 
lents, though tiny may be cdltd univer- 
fol, her forte contelfedly hy in the grave 
and dignified pa»ls cf Tugcdy, and 
particularly in thole whi r h itqiured the 
powers of ; Citation— here fhe was at leaft 
equal to any one nciie's in her time, and 
iupenor to moll, as the heft judges who 
have leen her in many of her paits, and 
particularly in Queen Catherine, have 
unauimoufly teftified. 

Her Comedy was lather of the well- 


bred fttady kind, luch as M/ j. Be /incur. 
Lady Eafy, Lady Brwr. Mrs . Sullen , &e. 
which required a fenlible maikcd deli- 
very— not but what we have lecn her in 

f air ice, Clannda, Eftifama , Rofalind, 
to very great advantage 3 and, in- 


deed, when we rccolleft her performance 
of Lrtitia Hardy, in the- “ Belle's St ia~ 
tagem, 11 we aie tempted to withdraw our 
former opinion, as here (he diiplayed 
luch grace, lpirir, and verfatility of 
chaiaHu, as to make it original m her 
hands. 

Her ftudy was favourable to her ge- 
nius j as theie wa> leldom known an 
inltance in which file wanted the aid of 
a Prompter. Hei aft. dui ties in her pro- 
feftion were likevvile conltant and unre- 
mitting: fhe drew her inhumation from 
the belt Iburces, horn the converfation 
ol intelligent peifons ; from obJervation 
on thefe eminent 1 n the Stage who pre- 
ceded her ; and from the (ludy of the old 
and modern dreftl s», & c. &c.j flie was 
lo particulai in this lalt, that before fhe 
firlt appeared in the character of ^i^en 
Elizabeth, fhe had not only reviewed the 
drefted figuie in wax work of this Prin- 
ce fs in Weftminlier Abbey, but care- 
fully read over and noted the minutiae cf 
herdicfs, as related by th* cdcbi ited 
Paul Heiitzner during his leftdence in 
England towards the elide of Queen 
Elizabeth’s icign , — hei attention* weie 
fully lepaid, as we believe fhe made as 
fine a representation of this chair&er in 
point of iimilitude, fpii it, and depoit- 
ment, as ever was diiplayed fince the 
clays of Shakdpcaie. In fhort, aftei the 
example ot her gieat mafter, Ganick, 
ftie omitted no enquiries, no alliduitics, 
that could enlarge the bounds of her pio- 
ieliion. 

Her private life leflefted ciedit on her 
theati ical chaiaCter. Called upon at an 
early age to exert hei felt for her f 11 Line 
maintenance, fhe had the good flnfe to 
piofit in this ichool of trial ; fhe had the 
grace to know herielf, to have a refpe<5t 
for the fuffeiings of others, and to eftl- 
mate the value of indeperdence j thefe, 
lempeied by a juft fenle ofieligion, gave 
a colon] to her life of the heft complexion ; 
it checked all riling temptations, which 
the gaud* aud vanities ot her piofdljon 
might otherwile txpole hei to; it taught 
her equanimity ot mind and economy of 
foitune j and by perlevering in thefe du- 
ties ftie became ufeful to heilelf and 
others. 

She had, like moft women fo high in 
her profeftion, many temptations to mix 
in what is called “ the Great World 3 
but her natural inclinations (independent 
of her prudence) led her to prefer com* 
forts to externals j fhe leldom, therefore, 
appealed in thole circfts, except in re- 
turning morning vilits, or paying her 

©tea- 
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•ccafional refpc&s to thofe who patio- 
11 i zed her in her profeffion. To her friends 
fhc was cordial, affable, and polite, and 
did the honojus oi her table with very be- 
coming hoipita 1 i ty and attention. 

Her convention partook as little of 
the Stage as any peifoimervve ever knew j 
and yet when the jfnbject was all oat 
ainongrt intelligent perfons, flie gave a 
very good opinion both of plays and 
players, but with a leleivt “ that never 
once c lit (tapped the mcdelty of natiue.” 
Indeed, her difpofition to ipcak v\il of 
every body was univerial, and flic had 
this dderved chamber from hei fiicnds, 
her neighbours, her fervants, and hum 
all who knew hei . 

She was regular in the whole of her 
conduct — 111 hei devotions, her chaiities, 
her hours, and in all her dnmeftic con- 
cerns j flic kept her accounts belli. If, 
which flit’ genet ally fettled weekly, and, 
iikemoft people who are theii own flew- 
ards, flic felt the* benefits, and her trades- 
men the punftu.ility, of this c. nduft. 
Hut the tin eft tell of a well fpent life, 
and “ that wliich fliould accompany its 
dofe , as honour, low, obedience, troops 
of friends,” fheenjoytd to a ch * ice winch 
was as gratifying to lee as it is now 
gratifying to 1 elate. 

From the firft to the lall hour of her 
iJIneis, crowds of perfons of all ranks 
weie found at her door, inquiring the 
flate of her health with the moil anxious 
lolicitudc. She was attendcil cut 11 cly by 
Inr tr,v>i jeivant*, who would differ no 
common muie tender to approach hei, 
but whole ok the chaige ot fitting up 
with her thcmfelves, and who executed 
this chaige with a leadinefs, a tendei- 
ncls, and a lympathy, that at once* be- 
fpoke the goodnels of the miftiels, and 
the giatitude ot thedomtllic. 

To tliefe weie added two ladies of her 
intimate acquaintance, who daily vihtecl 
her, and conltanfly ad mini lie rec^, or law 
admin iftered, to her the prefciiptions of 
her phyfician, accompanied with every 
degree of comfort and attention. One of 
thnn in particular deferves to be recorded 
as a fliining example of female Jut ndjhip 
in tliefe days of frivolity and diffipaiion . 
This lady, though in the bloom ot youth 
and beauty, living much in the circles of 
fafhion, and in the pcffeflion of a hand- 
fome fortune, not only gave her friend 
the terdeied afliduities by day, bvit fat 
up fever ai nights with her, fuggefting 
every degree of comfort and relief, and 
doing all the menial offices ot a fick 


room j the three lad nights fhe never once 
dined from her bedfide ; nor did Are 
leave hei till death doled this melancholy 
feene tor tver. 

Fiuni this example let the Good and 
f n turns be cheeud with the plcaiing 
hope of haung then deeds lepaiel them 
by the tender orficts of j\ icndjhio, and the 
ajft Stionate ngauls of the Public \ ^hilft 
t \\tf>ro/ r/ami ia:n of han 1 may be tail gilt, 
that without a p.t tiled ajfef'ton the 
mimeious tiain of viliters and elomeftics 
aie but the unfeeling pageants ot ceie- 
mony, and the pity or waijings of a 
fick rain the cant of intCTeft or hypo* 
ci ily. 

The following articles are fubjoined 
ta fhew, fre rn this Lady’s fit ft appear- 
ance on the Mage to the meridian of her 
theatrical excellence, what opinion the 
bed judges, as well as the Public at large, 
enter tamed of hei proleilioiul abilities.

(azd Odobei) made her firft appearance 
in the very difficult charader of Imogen 
has more than anlwercd the expectation 
ot the Public. Though her great fen- 
libility the firft night hindered her frtrd 
exemng the poweis of hei voice, and 
ociaiiontd her at times to be a little too 
low, )tt the nudici ce pciu-ivtd that 
this fault (if it 1 tight he called one) pro- 
ceeded from a jhojki and meritorious 
feeling of her fituati n ; anil her eafy de- 
portment and 1^1 act tul action, with her 
veiy forcible manner of eeprefling' the 
ftn ngcr part of her rhaia&tr, convinced 
them that, when her leafs were Removed, 
they fhculd have norealon to complain of 
her want of exertion. Her iecond per- 
foimance fully juitified their opinion, 
and it was agreed by the audience laft 
night, that no aftrefs ever made fuch a 
figure, and gave fuch hopes, at the firft 
and Iecond time of her appearance. 

“ The particular merit of this young 
Lady (whufe name we hear is Younge) 
is, that flie has acquired that part of 
a&ingathei firft letting out, viz.— Ealy 
addrels— exprefliye attention, and a na- 
tural familiar manner of fpeaking? which 
it requires years to attain to.

YOU we 1 c but too well founded in your 
conjefhms; which, however, I am 
inclined to think have arilen more from 
your own gecd talte and judgment, than 
Loin any opinion, which you may luve 
foimcd of mine. The lliain of approbation, 
with which I was lo well pleated to open 
my oblervations on the admired paliape 
pit tented to you in my lall, you will 
youi fell lee, cannot be extended beyond 
the intiodudciy line. Pope has iurely 
hetiayed great fuiluie of judgment in the 
next ; where be has rendered the word 
cixiy\r» by the periphrafe mo hi of 'vapor 1:

manner. The circumllar.ce of a man’s 
not feeing dui ing this Lcmpoiaiy darknefs 
beyond a Hone’s throw appears to the 
ingenious ElTayilt a mean idea, com- 
paied with that which, he fays. Pope 
has fubftituted in its ftead, “ the dilii- 
culty which the Ihepherds exptiicnce of 
liirvcying their flocks." On luch a point 
how are we to determine ? By what cir- 
terion are vve to decide ? Talte is hi 
vague and capiicious, that I am always 
difpoled tj mirtruft my own; el’pecially 
when it runs counter to the opinion of a 
writer, who has (hewn fo much accuiacy 
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kF difciimlnation and critical perfpicacity 
in his valmbic ElVay. J.et it, howc\u, 
lie allcwul i;u* to examine the pallage 
without pie utlice 01 pmti'ality by the 
cliaMifikd i nits of c:iticilm. 1 he Poll, 
su is uiu.'l with him, iduftratc* his lub- 
jt£l by the molt common and familiar 
circum Itances.

confuted as thv day grows thicker.** 

I wilt not teaze you with captious ex- 
ceptions to part icuhi expreffions. Take 
the whole together and tell me*, Does 
there really appear to you lo much ad- 
vantage on the pn t of Pope, as the in- 
geni< us Eflayill feems to difeover > The 
cc.Tiparilcn, perhaps it may be laid, is 
rot fiiriy infiitut#!. By confronting the 
two pie els in tr.is term Pope is depuved 
of his c Iu ratter i it ic excellence, the charms 
of Ins kducmg vei lihcaiKU. If tins 
fhould be* infilled on in Pope's behalf, I 
will adventuiv one couplet, merely to let 


forth the offend' ng cir cum fiance in as fk* 
voiable a light as I can :

I have hitherto confidered this admired 
paffage, and the improvements which 
Pope is laid to have made on the original, 
under tde liure lorm, as the ingenious 
IilTayift appears tv, have viewtd it. Blit 
I cannot diimi s f hL* lub)e£l without re* 
ilia 1 king, that in the warmth of his ad- 
miration he his been belayed into an 
extraordinaiy eiror. Pope has not ex- 
changed the offending 1 rtumfiancc fo) a 
bfditi'j\ lie has dropped it altogether, 
without lubiiituting any thing wha t foe ver 
in its lti_iid . Tiie plain lentiment, limply 
expiefled in the Greek text by three words 
KotfAtfiv 4 m (piXvi',, is indeed not ealily 
diicovcred amidft the heap of extraneous 
matter, with which it is encompafled irr^v 
the Engjilh veriion. Vet certainly it is 
this plain imtiment, wliicii Pope meant 
to convey by his wcidy interpietation, 
extended through a whole couplet; though, 
as appt*uis by the miftahe of the ingenious 
Eflayill, undei thisdifguill it is not known 
again for the fame. Now ii meiecmiflion 
be confidutd as lo great an impioviment, 
Pope in t.’ns inftance only lhares the ho- 
nor with another of Ids note, who has 
given us the full thiee books of the Iliad 
in vtife. He too, with e<jual delicacy of 
feeling, has had the addreis to drop the 
offending < // Lianjianc* : 

Am! as a mountain -mill glides o’er the plains. 
Friend to the thieves, but fatal to the fwains ; 
When hazy (kits the dillant view confounJ ; 
So the thick cioud rofc daik’ning from the 
giound. Travers. 

On the whole, whatever beauty the in- 
gen ioirs Elijyift may tee in theie lines of 
Pope, has not too much been lacrificed ta 
obtain it > Cun you think a tranflator 
juftified in giving fo different a call to 
the original compufition ? m altering fo 
materially the chunklmftic features of 
the piece ? and pi (Tenting an image fo fo- 
reign, and bearing lo little retemblance of 
the model, which he profefTes to copy ? 
The ingenious ElTayift lays it down as the 
firll law of tranflaticn, that <c it Ihould 
give a complete tranlciiptot theoiiginal.** 
On Lliis fundamental l.iw I will venture 
to reft whatever you have heard from me 
on theie iubje&s.

Towards tlu* clofeof the Fiill Volume 
there is a wonderful clcapeof mir Author 
from tho danger ot drowning, in eroding, 
on a 1 ait drawn by Hottentots, the 
Qi leir-boom, an extremely broad and 
iapidii\cr. The danger was much in- 
crcaled by M. Le Vaillant’s inability to 
fwim, and his being incumbered befidei 
by his powder flalks and two fulees. 
For .1 moment his fituation appeared 
hr-p-lcfs, as the dream was conveying 
them with an iirefdhbL cm lent towards 
the fea. The vigoious anti perieverinjg 
exeiticns of his Hottentot* at lall landed 
him in faftty. 

In the beginning of his tour into the 
country of the greater Nimiquns, our 
Author obkrvad u cm ioi<* circumflaure 
in Natural Ililloiy. I will recite at in 
his own woido : 

“ Every time I difeharged my piece 
at iheie (the fpring bark) antelopA* 
their rumps immediately, and at the 
lame moment, all became white and 

thoft 
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*hofc thoufandsof red backs flying before 
me, funned, as it were, one meet of 
fnow, which idmed dilplayed only to 
disappear again in an inlfant.” 

“ I have already l’poken of that fin- 
aular property of the ipiing-back ante- 
lope. which has the faculty of changing 
at will tlie colour o t its rump, which is 
red, and of m king it luddcnly become 
white, as it by a kind ot enchantment. 

A phenomenon of this nature prefents 
at fit fi to the mind inmething marvellous ; 
it is, Ikivvivu, finally true, and nia\ he 
calily compi ehend* d aftei the following 
expl.in.UK n. 

J'lie lor-* thick hair which covers 
the lump of tin lpnng-batk antcl-'p'* is, 
in genual, ot a tawne^ hue but though 
it appeals to he mturU ot that colom, 
it is only the lurtac e that is u illy lo, for 
underneath it is of a pure white, an<l in 
its natui.il lit nation this part is entiicly 
concealed : now all the hair on f he rump 
glows Horn a ftroog till'ue of mulcuJai 
id les, by means of which the animal 
can, at pleasure, extend or contract the 
ikin ; 1 a that, when extended, the upper 
hair is laid flat to the light and left, and 
that below only, wlvch is pet kelly white, 
remains ex poled to view, and even covu s 
the red. I cannot better deiuibe this 
opei at ion, tlun by comparing it to the 
action of opening and fhutting a book 
placed on its back.” 

Mr. Le V. i <111:11 ks on the prodigious 
multiplication ot thcle antelopes, not- 
withihmding the country they inhabit is 
inkliul with carnivorous animals, that 
the held he had routed, in a vtiy rap.d 
comic, employed time hours to pals the 
defile. 

'I'lie account of a Rhinoceros Hunt, 
though it be lomevvli.it long, is too f*.n- 
gul.11 and mtu effing to be withheld horn 
the Keadei. I will eiidcavoui, tlkie- 
fore, to abiklgeit, without oimttingany 
impoi taut circumftance. 

“ One day Klaus came in great ha He 
to my tent to inform me, that he had 
obierved, at fame distance from my cam]), 
two ih.noceiolies, Handing quietly dole 
to each other in the middle ot the plain. 
To attack two luch formidable enemies 
it was neceilary to ufe great precaution, 
and that we fhould approach them in luch 
a manner as they might neithei fee nor 
linell us. I gave m) lelf up, therefore, 
19 the entile dirc&ion of my lavages, 
and we let out armed alike with a good 
fulec. I cauled two of my ltrongcft 
dogs to he led in a lealh, in order that 
they might be let loofe onthcibincccrofic& 


in cafe it fhould be neceflary. We were 
obliged to take a long circuit to gain the 
lee lide of them, left they ihouid fmeil 
us ; and we reat hed the rivci under cover 
of the large trees which grew on it* 
banks 

“ As one of thefe animals was much 
larger than the other, I iuppjfed them 
to be a male and leu lie. Mutionlcis, 
by the tide of each other, the y Hood with 
their noles to the wind, and, conle- 
qucntly, prclcntcd to us their lumps. I 
was giv ing lbme ordei s to my u mpany, 
when Jdihu, one ol my Hattcntots, 
requeued that 1 would pel mil him to at- 
tack the twu animals alone, as a it- 
kvuypur. 

“ I have bcfoic obferved, that in 
Afiicait is ur.pjfltblc to get vyiiinn reach 
of ceitain wad animals but by creeping 
on the belly. Tiiole whoMiave acqum-d 
this iriauc Alcdfirlry/nv s. As Jcnker’s 
prt'polal could not imp*.dc oui general 
plan, I gj anted his jequeti. lie then 
If ripped himlclt naked, ami, taking his 
fufee, proceeded towuds the animals, 
creeping on his belly like a lei pent. 

11 In the mean tune, I pointed out to 
my hunters the different p.dK they hud 
to occupy. As for me, l remained on 
the Ipot wheie I was, with two Hotten- 
tots, one of whom hid my hoiie, and 
the other my dogs j hut, to avoid bejng 
leen, we polled omfelves behind a bufli. 
Jenker (lowly advanced, with his ejes 
fixed on the two monfteis. If he law 
them turn their heads he flopped, and 
remained motionlcl’s. One would have 
taken him foi a huge flone j and in this 
telpeil 1 my lelf was deceived. He con- 
tinued tieeping, with viuious interrup- 
tions, for niose than an hour. At length 
I law him proceed towards a large bufh 
of euphorbia, which was only two hun- 
ched paces from the animals. Being 
then Ciitam he was concealed, he* role 
lip, and made preparations tor firing. 

I waited with impatience for the report 
of his gun $ and was told by the Hot-, 
tenfot who flood near me, that Jenker 
could not fire till one ot the ihinoceroflcs 
fhould turn round, that he might, if poffi- 
bie, take aim at its head. 

“ Presently, the laigclt of the two hav- 
ing looked behind, was immediately 
fired at : being wounded, he lent forth a 
honid cry, and, followed by the female, 
ran furioully towaids the place from 
which the noife had proceeded. Jenker 
threw himfelf down with his belly on the 
ground, and they p. (fed dole by Ilia fide 
without perceiving him, and came 
I i 2, AraigUt 
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ftraight towards me. I prepared myfelf 
to receive them ; but my dugs became io 
reftlefs on their approach, that, being 
unable to check them, I ordered them to 
be let luofe, and cncoui aged them to the 
attack. 

“ When the animals faw this, they in- 
flantly tuned afide and preceded to- 
wards another oi the hunteis placed in 
amhulb, trom whom they received i le- 
cond fire, and then to another, trom 
whom they received a third. My dogs, 
on the oilier lund, hanafkd them pio- 
digioufly, whieh dill cnc.cnled liieir 
rage. * They kicked at their purium in 
the mod terrible irunnri, pLughul up 
the plain with their horns, and digging 
furrows in it feven or eight inches in 
depth, threw mound them a Jhovvu of 
pebbles and ftrncs. 

“ Dining tii is time we all kept ap- 
proaching to lurround them moie clolcly. 
'This rendeied them completely liutous. 
The male, however, luddeiily lliyptd, 
and tin ning jounJ to attack the digs, 
endeavoured to rip tin theii bellies with 
his h.oin j .md while he was ergiged in 
purluing flum, the female quifttfl him 
and rn ale liei ckupe. 

<r Her Hight was n fortunate ci.cum- 
ffanec. for we du-uld have ken inncli 
cmhaijaffid with t ..o inch f. imid.dlc 
ad*, eii a ie .. Without the ainitance of 
the d./gs we ih.uld not luve hem a^le 
to combat, but with gi\at hiy.iu, the* 
one that remained. The bloody naves 
which he* left whcrtvei he wen: • ■- 
luaiiiccd that he had uai’-i 1 m« u ‘h..n 
cent* wound j but hedekmied hiniillf with 
the greater obftmacy. 

“ Altera fiuitlcks attack, vvhieli ccn- 
tiniud tot ionic time, lie began to letrcat, 
delin or gain! ^ feii-ic- 
bullies, w'fh n view of finding did f ci , 
or to prevent his being ban alnd but m 
front. In order to difippuirt him, I 
rullud towards the place, and made a 
iign to the two hinte. s nearell me to ad- 
vance thither *al:o. lie was only ihi.ty 
paces from uswlien we took poffefficn of 
the poll: , ; cc‘»idirgly we all ..t the lime 
inffant di.'charged i nr three fliots ; he 
iniUntly lcll, and was never after able to 
rile. 

** Though mortally wounded, the ani- 
mal dill continued to defend luinklf 
when lying on the ground, as he had 
done when on his legs. With his feet 
he threw around him heaps of (tones, 
a$d neither we nor our d jgs durlt venture 

approach him. I wiilied to put an 
«ttd to his torment by firing one more 


ball, but my people inlreated me to 
debit. , 

“ I have already faid, that all the fa- 
v.igetiibes, and even the people at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the diicd blood 
ol the rhinoceros, to which they alcribe 
great virtues in the cine of ceitain dif- 
ordtrs. This animal had lob a gieat 
deal by his wounds. It was with much 
rcgiet that they law theeaith moiltened 
with it around him \ and they were ap- 
prJienfive that a new wound would m- 
cieafc that ids. 

“ Scaicely had the animal bieathed 
his la It, when the Hottentots all ap- 
proached with cagernels in oiderto ccllcdt 
the blov/d. I had approached the body 
alio, but with a different delign, to mefl- 
1 urc and examine it. The lavages ot tlie 
horde allured me it was one of the luigelt 
of its ipccies. I, howevci, did not be- 
lieve them, as its principal bom was only 
nineteen inches time lines in Itngtli— I 
had leen horns much iongu . The height 
ol t!ic animal was (even feet ii\c* inches, 
and its length, from the fnout Lo the loot 
of the till, eleven leet fix inches.” 

Mr. Li V. mtntKiis an extiaoi dinarv 
faculty polk fled by the* Hottentots, of 
ciiicovei ing w iter concealed in the bowels 
‘■I (lit earth. One tube, tlu K<>vrouanas y 
do this by the fight. They tlnow theni- 
feites fiat on the ground, take a d iff ant 
view, .n cl if the ipjee then i ye ti avarfes 
hicks any lubtcn.mem 1 pi inn,, lluv rile 
and point to t!ic t pc it . They dfcovei it 
by an tHienil and l.ibiik exhalation, 
wlncli e'/a pm ales In in eve*y cuiicnt of 
warei, wh^n not lur.k to too neat a 
depth. With jtgaul to pools, their 
evaporation is nu re fcnl'ble, and is dil- 
c.Aei ible even when behind an eminence ; 
and tl.e vapc.ms ol theihe ms and jivtis 
a»e io (ii fmcfly marked, tln.t all their 
Iimiio'Tcs may be tueed. (Jur 'havtl- 
hr accjuiicd tins faculty from his com- 
jj.mioi.o to a certain extent, fo as to be 
able to diltinguilh water at the diftance 
ol three bundled paces. 

Mr. J.e V. in one of his excurfions 
d-fcovered about a dozen zeluas, and was 
ti rtunaie enough, by the help of his 
do fa s, to fi.cure one, which was a iemale. 
He ventured noon her back, having i'e- 
' cm ed lnmfelt trom her teeth by a muzzle* 
and aitu a flight reliffar.ci , lcis than that 
of a colt the firff time of being mounted, 
ffie proceeded quietly with her rider for 
more than a league, to thehoufe whither 
the party was going. This trial fo far 
fatisfied Mr. Le V. that he thought 
of keeping her for riding, had not her 
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wounds been too large, from the bite of 
the* dogs, to promife a fpeedy cure. Our 
Author reafons from tins fail on the 
pofTi b j 1 ity of training the 7 ?bia, and en- 
deavours to ref u te t he ai g ument that migh t 
be taken fiom theweaknets occalioned by 
her wounds, which might render her mote 
manageable and docile. He ltates the 
tlifteience, in this relpecl, between do - 
ineflte animals and thoie in a flute of na- 
ture \ the foimcr of which bear blows, 
and even wounds, with coniidcrable pa- 
tience, while the latter are only rendered 
by acute pain moie ungovci liable and fu- 
lious. I think there is much tiutli in this 
diftinflion. 

Attei a long abfence from water, our 
Author delci ibes, in animated and glow- 
ing colouis, his auival at the Gi eat 
River. 

“ It was not long befoie I heard the 
noife of flowing watei toward the Noith 
Weft. This iound, winch announced 
our fafetv, made my lieai t leap for joy, 
and my people lnvojunl.ii ily utteied a 
fhout of gladnels. A iecond time our 
pains wuc on the point of being ended, 
and I fhould at length lee a river • For 
fince we quitted tfi.it of the Ele- 
phants, T had found nothing but the beds 
of periodical Itieams, eithei completely 
c liy, or containing a few puddles of Itag- 
nant muddy watei. The mine ipculily 
to enjoy Inch an agreeable fight, I mount- 
id on horiehacL with Klaas, and zode 
towaids the place to which the noife 
dii edit'd me. All l hole of my people 
who were not employed about the wag- 
gons began to iuii with me, and my ape, 
my dogs, ui.d indeed evuy one of my 
ani o ils that was at libtiry, let off at the 
fame time. .We puftied on, belter fkel- 
ter, contencbng who thotild fiilf reach the 
fpot. However, I infilled my ani...,«ls 
to precede me a lew paces, ccitain that 
thcii ImeH and their inftm£l would lead 
me by the fhoitcft load. The bai kings, 
the cries, the ti anlports of this gallop- 
ing crew, rekmhled a troop of bacchanals 
rathei than a company of famifhrd tia- 
vellers. I ihared the jey of every indi- 
vidual. A thoufand confultd lentiments 
agitated me at once, and my eyes were 
filled with involuntary tcais. Few men 
upon earth have Infilled pains equal to 
mine, but then lew have expeiienccd luch 
exquifite nleaiiiie. 

* 4 My nrft itep when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, that I might 
cool and refreih my limbs while I was 
quenching my third. Thus I finished 
two ui gent wants at once, and my pco- 
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pie, and all my animals,- did the fame.**' 

The hiltoiy of travellers over deleft 
regions mv.d be a hilforv of the chacf. 
The game of which Mr. Lc VaiJlaAt 
lpeaks with the grcatrft delight, is the 
cantelopnid, or giiafle, and the dny on 
which he obtained one of them he ac- 
counted the happielt of Ins life. 

“ I commenced my chace,” fays our 
Author, «« at fun-rite, and after walking 
fome hours peiceived leven giraffes, 
wliich rny dogs mllantly attacked. Six 
took flight togethci, the feventh, inter- 
cepted by my dogs, fled a different way, 
I followed him full fpeed , hut, in l’pite 
of the exertions of my horie, the giraffe 
fo far oiftftripped me, that on turning & 
little hill he wa» out of light, and I gavt 
up the pniiuir. The dogs, however, 
loon came up with him, and lie flop ped 
to defend Inmlelf. I heard" them bark 
witli all theii lhength, and concluding 
they h:ul thr animal .it bay, lpuzrcd my 
hoi le towaids them. 

“ I had lcaice turned the hillock, when 
I peiceived him fiuiounded by the dogs^ 
and endeavoui ing, byloicihle kicks, to 
chive them off. I had only the tiouble 
to alight, and brought him to the ground 
with a (ingle {hot. While I was looking 
ioj- my people, one ot them appealed} 
and made hgns to me, which at fir It I 
did not undciltind. Looking towaids 
the ipot to wiiien he pointed, I perceiv- 
ed, with fui p* i/e, a giialib ftanding un- 
der a laige ebony tiee, and afliiled by 
my dogs. It w^is the one I had juft be- 
foie (hot, which had, in u.dity, reco- 
Veied ilklf; but the moment I was p:i - 
paring to Hie at it a lecor.d time, it 
dropped down dead." 

Mi . Le V. g.x.s on to relite the tran* 
fports with which liis mind was over- 
whelmed in this acquirtion to tlie tfons 
of Ka tut. 'll Iliftoiy. lie enters minutely 
iiuo the piecautioiis which he took to 
preieive the fkin cntiie and undamaged, 
and he has hi ought it to £111 ope. He 
would alio have Itufied it, fo as to exhibit 
a faithful repi dentation of it in its* na- 
tural ftatc, were not the apartments of* 
an individual too low for the placing of 
fiich an enormous animal. 

Our Author diicovers upon all occa- 
iions a ftrong partiality foi his Afiican 
friends, which, in general, considering 
their hofpitality anu fidelity to him, is 
nctonly excufable, but laudable'} but in 
fome inftar.ccs this partial ity fiiews itfelf 
fo plainjy In oppofition to truth, that* I 
wonder how it could have cleaned the 
obfervation even of Mr. Le V. himfelf. 

Thus 
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Thus he tells of his coming to a horde 
of lavages, all of whom vyere infected 
with a dangerous peftilence, and their 
bodies being covered with ulcus they 
lay extended in their huts. Such of the 
Vrde, adds lie, a* had Aippoied them- 
ft Ives in good health, had retired towards 
die South, to avoid its influence. It is 
jvteifely in this place, which lcetns 
rile worft chofen in the book, that Mr. 
J.e V. chules to vindicate lavage nations 
lorn the acculation of abandoning, in 
their emigrations, old and in fit ?n /•e)/ons > 
Who are not in a condition to follow them. 

^.Ycry honourable Lnftance of our Au- 
thor’s friendly attention to the d litre flit 
#f the favages occurs in his hazardous 
9Lud fuccefstul attempt to diflcdge from 
an impenetrable thicket, a lamily of 
lions, which had greatly annoyed one of 
their encampments. I will mention the 
W»ore matuial circumftances of thi* oc- 
currence, which alfo fhews the ufual 
'method in Afuc.i of afiaihiig thoie for- 
midable beafts. 

u Full of hope and confidence in my 
4Krc-arni9, the chief i .‘quelled me to em- 
ploy my weapons to deliver them from 
luch a fcouigc. 'I he circumltance of 
the Irons hiving young ones rendered 
the attack a buhr.cis ol no Invall danger. 
Theft: animal;, at all times fcmmiabJe, 
•have, at luih perinis, i tierceneis that 
nothing tan refill. Ncmthi hi.. Ipio- 
tniicd to attack Micm the rext clay. At 
treak of tUwn the nun of the horde wug 
ready armed with anows and ailagivs, 
*i.d wailed m,‘ orders to proceed lo the 
:JtJck. I heard the lions Hill growling 
in their ftrong hold, but the ir.ue.ifmg 
figV Aion filt net d thtm. 

“ 'The thicket wa.> about No lmndud 
paces long and lix'ty wide. It cccupied 
i lpot iiir.k lowci th.m the adpcuit 
ground. As it wi> unfafe to attack 
lliele bealts in their intienchn»ent>, all 
^har lemaincd was. to tempt them out of 
<heir fort. I thtrefoie placed my markl- 
riKn ami the other lavages upon the emi- 
nences all round the wood, fb that the 
lions fhould be unable to reach the plain 
Without being perceived. 

« None of the lavages daring to enter 
the wood, we relolved to foice all the 
©sen of the horde into it. Accordingly’' 
when* we weie at our polls, with our 
•gun* ready to' £rc, we drove the oxen 
before us, compelling thtm by voices 
and blows to enter the thicket. The 
oxen, feenting their enemies, foon ru filed 
|>:ick with affright; but our cries, the 
talking of the doga, and the report of 


our piftols, compelled them to re-enter 
the thicket, which they did in a fort of 
fury, jofiling one another, and bellowing 
in :i fearful manner. 

u The lions, on their fide, wereroufed 
at the fight of danger, and their r#ge 
vented iticlf in dreadful roars. Tins 
hideous c» neert continued groat parr of 
the morning, and we began to delpair 
of luccefs, when luddcnly I heard, on 
the fide oppe lite to me, piercing ciies, 
inftantJy followed bv the report of a gun. 
Shouts of joy immediately iucceedul : 
I ran t« the place, and found the lionefs 
expiring. Klaas, who was ftationed at 
that poll, had ihot hei through the belly. 
Her dugs were levelled and pendant, 
which indicated file had young ones.

1 he favages conveyed the lei, els 
to the kianl, for the jmrpofe of foaltmg 
rn lur. bhe was four feet eight inches 
fo-h ro the top of the fhoulder, and eleven 
feet fou i inches long from the point of 
the nofc to the extiemity of the tail.

We find in the third Section a very ex- 
traordinary opinion, that the magnet 
was in the pofieflion of the ancient Ro • 
mans, under the name of Lapis Ht radius, 
in allufion to its n pitted inventor bln - 
cules . He affirms alto, hem Dr. Hyde, 
that the ( baldfan! and Arabians have 
immemoiially made ulc of it to guide 
them over the vail eklei ts that oveilpread 
their 1 Jpcilive count! its. 

It feems too that the Chinefe Records 
declaie, that the Emperor Cmng'V any, 
above a thou (and years before Chrijl, 
pi dented the King of Cochin-China, or 
his Amb.ifiadors, wdth a i'pecies of mag- 
netic index, in other words, with the 
viarim 1 's t ompaf . This may be true, 
but, confide! ing the extreme ignen nnee and 
timidity of the Chinefe even to th. is hour 
in nautical concerns , can Hardly be con- 
fidend as probable. But when Mr. M. 
inftrs from an expre'/.on in the ancient 
Inftitutcs of Mtnu (allowing them a 
elate equal, or even antenor to the 
1 500th year before the Chnftian xra), 
that the Biahmins were then acquainted 
with this wonderful diicovcry in naviga- 
tion, he will lun ly be thought to make 
a very prectpit iU londufion . It is de- 
duced from a paflage on the legal inten d 
of montv, and the limited rate, of it in 
dike u. it calc*., ”vi'h an exception ivith 
ft. ar.t to a "andio. t at fra.

of that animated fuperllition j mechanics, 
which enabled them to elevate to fucli 
luiprifing heights the immcnlb nwfTcs bf

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Rone difcourfed of above (Stone -hcnge* 
,&c.); and botany* to which a race con- 
ftantly rdiding in woods, and accuftomed 
to uic plants and herbs of a iuppoled 
myiterious efficacy in the rites of divi- 
nation, could be no ftrangers": What 
fciences, I lay, befides thefe they might 
have cultivated, the impenetrable dark- 
nel’s in which they delighted to bury 
thcmlelves and their purluits, muft ever 
prevent our knowing. An acquaintance 
with geography is indeed allowed them 
by C\eiar ; but to a race lo entiiely ie- 
cluded from the i eft of the habitable 
globe, little moie ct that fcience could he 
known than what they might learn from the 
Plxenician and Grecian navigatois, who 
lucceflively vifited the- coaft ol Britain. 
Ignorant of its external furhicc, how- 
ever, the deep and productive n. ir.es 
with which the iflund abounded afforded 
that inquilitive rate a noble opportunity 
of contemplating its internal wondtn, 
and advancing far in the knowledge of 
minerals, metals* gems* and other pro- 
ductions of the fubterraneous vvoikl. Of 
g comet) ua! knowledge alfo, no inconli- 
derable poition may fairly be ailigned 
them, as being lo intimately connected 
with aftronomy and the mt ebanical aus y 
;n which they had evidently made lb 
great a proficiency. Dr. Borlatc, indeed, 
lrom-his own perional investigation, 
greatly confirms this latter polition ; for 
on one of the rocks on the famous Kurn - 
tore -Hill in Cornwall, he diicovtred a 
very regular elliptical bafon, ten inches 
by fourteen, which, he obferves, could 
haully be fo exactly delineated without 
ft a* idling th z two focujfes of the edhp/is 
vuubnnatically j a Itrong evidence that 
not only the faidbafon w;is made by the 
Druids, but that they undeiltood the 
piinciples of geometry,'* 

'I 'he lubjeit of the ftcond Differ tat ion * 
Rated at length* is an enquiry into the 
commerce carried oil in very remote .ages 
by the phrenicians, Carthaginians, and 
Greeks, with the Britilh Illands, for 
their ancient Jlaple of tin ; anil their ex- 
ten live barter of that commodity for 
thole of the Indian Continent ; the whole 
Confirmed by extra&s from the Inftitutes 
of Menu * and interlperfed with ftri&ures 
6n the origin and progrefs of navigation 
af'nd Jbip building in the Eaft. This 
Chquiry is replete with cuHouj and amu- 
fing literature ; and with l'everal lingular 
fctts in natural hiftory. We are told, 
that in exploring the tin mines of th tCaf- 
fiteridrt and Cornwall * they exhibit in- 
ternal teflimony of the remotet alraoft 
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of the incalculable period at which they 
have been wrought; for in digging to 
the depth of fifty fathom, the miners 
frequently meet with large timbers ftill 
entire. They are vulgarly iuppoled to 
have been depoiited there by the waters 
of the deluge; but without going quite 
fo far back ,in the annals of time, Mr. 
M, thinks we may realonably enough 
conclude them to have been left there by 
Phoenician workmen* the props and pil- 
lars of the exhaufted mines ; elpecially 
as we are told inChildrey’s Natural Hil- 
tory, that pick-axts * bra/s -nails* and 
other utenjils* are found at the greatelt 
depths intermixed with tbofe tim- 
ber* . Mr. M. fubjoins a very cleat 
and particular account of tne me- 
thod of piepaiing tin in the mines of 
Cornwall, which, though diverted of 
technical phrafes* and as r/iuch abridged 
as the natuie of the fubjeCl will admit, 
is too piolix for our publication. We 
mutt theieioic refer our leaders for it to 
the original work, * 

In the progreis of the hilfory of our 
national commerce wkh the cities of 
*lyre and Ciitbagc , we are told of fome 
JinguUv and magnificent projects of the 
Macedonian Alexander, Among his pa- 
pers were found memoranda of ceitain 
giand 1c he rues which, if he had lived, it 
was his intention to have executed. One 
of thele was, to build a ihoufand galhe s 
to reduce the Carthaginians and other 
maritime nations who might be inclined 
to oppole the progreis of his anus in an 
intended conqueft of all the l'ea-coafts of 
Africa and Spain lying in the Mediterra- 
nean. Another memorandum ftated his 
intention to carry a broad and regular 
high road along the line of the fame 
coart, as far as Ceuta and Tangier* 
This was lor the convenience of com- 
merce, and fora moie eafy communica* 
tion between his land and fea-force». A 
thud plan was for the erettion of for - 
trrjffes* eftablirtiingm^»tf/j> and forming 
havens* docks* nadyaids* for building 
and repairing lliips throughput his do- 
minions at proper intervals. The whole, 
Icheme, if carried into execution, muft 
have annihilated the power of Carthage, 
and decifively marked the judicious po- 
licy and comprehend vegralp of the* mind 
that formed it* 

In describing the navigation of anti* 
quity , Mr. ^.obferves, that tbe Greek* 
Were accuftomed to fortify the outdde of 
their veftels with pitch* talked with rodri, 
which gave them a dark appearance, fod 
hence, m Homer, that they m uniformly 
Kk 4k 
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denominated fi-Xuucu, or black . The 
Roman's, he adds, in fucceeding age* 
improved on this pia£lice, and lit the 
firlc example to polterity ol‘ Jheathmg 
•vefels with metal . Mr. Lock in Ins 
Hijlory oj Navigation informs us, that 
Trajan’s fliip having been weighed out 
©t tlu* lake ot Riccio, where it hatl lain 
iunk tor above t bn teen hundred yean, it 
wasobieived that the />/;;<? and iyprefs of 
'it had lalled molt rem.ukably. On the 
outfide it was built with double planks, 
daubed over with Greek pitch, caulked 
with linen lags, and over all a Jheet of 
lead, talteneo on with little < opp< r nails. 
This /hip was weighed up by the crchr 
ot Cardinal Pmtpeio Coiomn. 7 ’hus 
it appears that caulking and Jh talking 
weie in u it px> ten bun h eU yu w s ago. 
For it cannot be doubtrd that th k flu * t 
of Uad n ailed ova the outlide of the vcf- 
lel with topper nails, -a as //“airing, 

• #md that in gieat pcrkfhci, the tuppir

In the account of the natural produc- 
tions of Pcriia, Mr. M.* cnumeiates 
their ttehtiran waits, with which the 
ancient inhabitants were not, like their 
Mahometan deh ndanis, denied to regale 
thunfilvcs. The wine of Schirez vve 
reiia mbei to have lien highly commended 
in that janctful but authentic repo/itoiy 
nf Eajiei n nmnntrs, the Arabian Tales. 
Oin Author thinks, that it was in allu- 
lion to the multitude ot the Pei [\i\nvine~ 
ya\ds that the golthn bed of Datius was 
aderned, Athenxitj writes, with the 
Jtatk of a vine in gold, and with branches 
iepu Tenting grapes, v lather . urn, ma- 
tuittcnit , or matin e, by clullcis o t iubirs 9 
emu aids, and amt :h\jis .

fhould be fony to mil's lome of the ob- * 
lervations on the circumllances that form 
tlie Jewifh character, particulaily thole 
thijf diieitt their liteiary purfuits. 

OurAuthoi animadverts on a prafttce, 
which he conlidcrs as pievalent, of name 4 
lef s wiiteis compofing books which are, 
tiom vanity, fathered by other pel Ions* 
who, 110 doubt, pay an extia price for 
the gratification ot their vanity. The 
wiiteis thus employed mutt be meir-in 
indifferent circumftances, we arc to pre- 
lume, otherwile they would not facrifice 
the hope of praife for the conveniency of 
money. It is poflible that Inch min may 
pi/fli is goal natural parts as well as ac- 
quired uccomplifhments ; of which we 
have an ir.difputcd inftance in Mr. Bail- 
cock, vi ho is now known to have been 
the author of a gi cat part, at leatt, of 
the Hampton LiXvies. There is no 
fpecics of compofition that requires 
greater tatte, judgment, and genius, than 
to fell* id from an nnintnfc vanely of ma- 
luials lucli paiticulais as are inteiefting 
to all times and ages, to arrange them in 
a cleai ordir, and, without repetition, 
to involve them, under lublime and af- 
fixing views, in one copious and ma* 
iellic It 1 ram of nai ration. Does it re- 
quii e let’s power in the unfoitunatc wri- 
tu, who is reduced to the ncoeflity of 
compofing hitloiical works in the nayie 
of .neither, undei the chilling damps of 
ohfciinty and poverty, than it would do 
undo the genial influence cf fortune, and 
the animating hope of approbation and 
applaufc ? We particularize hjftorical 
compofition, bee aul'e it is to this that; 
our Autfun chiefly ufus. But thp fame 
quettion may be put with regard to every 
other fpecies of compofition. It is by 
the compofition it fell, not the circum- 
flances of the writer, whether anonymous 
or fi 61 itiou(ly named, that his merit orde-c 
Uierit is to be determined. Dr. Johnfon 
wrote a gieat vaiiety of pieces, and, 
among others, fermons, pleached, arid 
eodiaps, publifhed, hycleigymen. And 
e fays* that “ a man may write at ajl 
times, andinaU humours, if he will, 
doggedly tp work that is, mile his, 
faculties into dpq exertion : which i& cer- 
tainly true ; yet Vaurien confrders. 
anonymous authors, at leaf! thole that are 
employed by others, as totally deftitute 
“ of invention and imagination ^ and as 
K \ \ ’ ' feflpisg 
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forming mechanical bcoks with me- 
chanical pens (Sec Vol. II. p. 162—* 
164) j as if fuch writers employed fome 
phyncal power in their works, and not 
the ufual inftruments and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes of reafoning, 
and the ufual laws of the aflociation of 
ideas. Precifelyon the lame ground he 
might reprefent as mere machines the 
molt renowned Pleaders before Courts 
df Judicature, whole fubje&s, in general, 
are none of their own chufing. The 
abfurdity of Vaurien in this matter is not 
greater than the petulance of joining a 
Vulgar cry againft men who are forced 
to write for bread ; who may, poflibly, 
poflefs as great powers as thole who write 
for fame. Nay, if what he fays be true, 
that there are perfons in London who can 
write with plaufibility on any fubjeft, 
€i in lunlhinc or in rain," the prelump * 
tion is clearly in favour of the poor and 
laborious writer. 

The ftrittures of Vaurien on this clafs 
of writers will fall with the lei’s weight, 
that it is evident he is not a man of edu- 
cation, but unacquainted even with the 
common divifions of fcience, as appears 
from his fr.eers at the recommendations 
of a certain wiiter in the Revitws of 
the Study of “ Univerfal or Philoso- 
phical Grammar j" words which he 
reprefents as 11 unintelligible, though 
formidable, confuting, and alarming’ ’ ( See 
Vol. II. p. 164). Is this bold Critic 
to be informed, that philofophical gram- 
mar, by connecting words with irk is, 
ideas with the principles and operations 
of the mind, and there again with the 
properties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful field of lpeculaticn, 
and gives precifion to the rtyle, as well as to 
the fentimen's of an author* The Philofo- 
J)hical Inquiry of Mr. Harris on the 
lubjeft of Univerfal Grammar is gene- 
rally known, n.tonly to thole who have 
had the advantage of a libeial and Icien- 
tific, but even to boys who have received 
what is called a common claflical educa- 
tion. And this fubjeft of philofophical 
Gramirtr has, of late, received much 
•ingenious, plcafirg, and fatisfatfory fj- 
luSration ift Mr. Horne Tooke’s 
flripoivla » or, Diverfions of Purley j par- 
ticularly in his cbfervations on the ab- 
ftraft meaning of the Particles. 

But ive were not, furprifed to find our 


Author, though poflTeflrd of lively parts, 
and a knowledge of the world, unac- 
quainted with the exigence of fuch a 
lcience as Philofophical, after perceiving 
his frequent errors againft Englifli Gram- 
mar.— Examples : “ Mr. Juftice, who 
[whom] 1 do not name," Vol. I. p. 17. 
“ She was refolved to vifit two kinds of 
perfons j firft, thofe who (lie did know ; 
and, fecondly, thofe who /lie did not 
know," Vol. I. p. 269.

This would feem to import 
that his fever might poflibly have been 
moie than viiible. But his meaning muft 
doubtJcfs be, that his “ fever was viiible 
only in his hollow eyes." “ Except a 
total ignorance cf Greek, Charlotte Pen- 
ton was the nymph of his foul," Vol. II* 
p. 177. Would it be poflible for Arif- 
totle himfelf, were he to rife from the 
dead, or any of his Commentators, to 
make either a logical or grammatical 
analyfis of the above fentence ? — The 
writer of thefe Sketches poflefles fancy, 
acutenefs, and a confideiable knowledge 
of the world. He has alfo read, and 
made excerpts from, a great variety of 
books. 'He is, however, very imper- 
fectly acquainted with the fciences, and 
the general principles common to all fci- 
ence. He dees not leem to have had the 
advantage of a good education. Though 
a judicious and humorous obferver on 
the ways of men, he is by no meins fitted 
to deferibe the Literature and Philofophy 
ot the times. We have farther to add, 
that he feem s, in very manyt inftances, if 
we rightly guefs his allufions, which are 
indeed very obvious, to pay more regard 
to the effefl he wiihes to produce on the 
aflc6Hons and emotions of his reader; 
than either to matter of fa£I, of candour 
of judgment, Yet, 1 on the whole, it U 
but juftifce to Vaurien to fay, thd{ 
though he is no great Critic in either 
Philofophy or Literature, and although' 
there is fiercely any natural bond of con- : 
nettion between the numerous fafts ancj 
fancies he has heaped together, he is, 
ncverthelefs, an intelligent, entertaining^

80 much having been hud in thefe ex- 
tracts concerning Joanna and lur little 
boy, the reader will, probably, not 
be uninterelled in what remains to bo- 
told ot her hi Itory, though the caf^rophe 
be melancholy, Capt. S. on quitting 
Suiinam for ever, w'.fhcd to take with 
him to Europe his faithful comynnion j 
hut, notwithttandiftg her ardent afftdmn 
for him, his intreaties were ineffettual. 
Her attachment to her native country, 
ih'l'c cf juhice to Mis. Godefmj, 
Whole debt was it ill undiichaigul, and a 
decent pride, which mull n^ v iidrily ex- 
perience mortification, on being degrad- 
td from the firft rank among her own 
cljfs in America to an hum'de and con- 
temptible condition in Europe, over- 
balanced every motive ot love and kn- 
dernefs placed in the oppolite hale. 
Captain S. left Guiana on the ill of April 
I777. In the month of Augull 17R3 
he received the melancholy tidings, that 


on the 5th of November preceding, his 
beloved miflrris expired, as fome lufpeft- 
ed by poilcn adminillered by the hand 
of jeuloufy and envy, on account ot her 
profperity, and the marks of diftintlion 
which her 1‘upcrioi merit had attra&ed. 
Her adopted mother Mrs. Godefroy, 
who bedewed her remains with tears, 
ordeieci hei to be'inteired under the grove 
of orange-trees where flic had lived. 
Her boy was lent to the Captain, with a 
bill otnear two hundred pounds, his own 
propeity, by his inheritance irom his mo- 
thei . His education being finillied in En- 
gland, he went two voyages to the Wett In- 
dies with the highelt character as a lailor, 
and Jcrved with honour as a Midlhipman 
during the diipute with Spain, on board 
his Majelty’s Ih'ps the Southampton and 
the Lizard. Unfortunately tor his friends* 
he penlhed at lea olF the illand of Ja- 
maica. 

Though Captain S \ parti ility for a 
race of beings with whom he was lo ten- 
derly connected induced him to mlleil, 
as it appears to us, with more diligence 
than caution, inlt-mces ot the oppreflinn 
which they jre laid to endure, ) tt, every 
rtalonabjg allowance being unde, thne 
can be no qucltion that much unneedh- 
ty evil cx:da in this iyfieni ot krvitude. 
Power will always be abulVd by tome, 
when not circumicribcd by law ; but the 
Lcgijlaior fhould dwill in the country 
for whole benefit his regulation* aie d-- 
fjgncd, and re acquainted with the pre* 
ludica and wants of i»s inhabit ants. 
In iccnr.uics in the ftile ot this work oc- 
cur here, ind there, which we havemaxk- 
cd with ituhcs in our <xt rafts. Thele 
may xm. 11 be pardoned in a foldicr and a

M DIDEROT, and feme literacy 
• friends, amvikd themlelves 
vrith praftlfmg a pleatant artifice upon 
the Marquis tie Croifmare , one of their 
fbciety, who had lately retired from Paris 
to his country refidence in Normandy. 
This gentleman, a perlbu of lingular hu- 


manity, had intcreftcd himfelf confidern- 
bly in the caute of a Nun, who had ap- 
pealed judicially agamft her vows^ intw 
which flic had been forced by her parents'. 
Without having lieen her, without know- 
ing her name, he went and lolicited in her

ment of a band of fifty perfons. It is 
impoflible to enter into a minute detail of 
■their malicious tricks: they prevented 
me fiom fleeping, fiom watching, and 
bom playing Ore day they Hole lome 
of my clothes ; another day they earned 
off my keys, or my breviary; my lock 
was fpoiled : they hindered me fmm eh. mg 
my duty; and what I did they ntverfaiJ- 
ed to deiange. They nfcribtd to me ac- 
tions and lpceches of which I was not 
the author ; they made me iclponfible lor 
every thing ; and my life was one conti- 
nued fcene ot leal oi pretended faults, ai d 
of challilements. 

“ My health was not proof againll fo 
long and level e trials. I fell into a (fate* 
of dejeftion, fpleen, and mcianchd) . At 
fiilt I had rtcourie to the altar fni energy 
of mind, and I found loine at times. I 
.wavei eel between re lig nation and delpaii ; 
Ibmelimcs fubmitting to all the rigour of 
my fate, at other times meditating my de- 
liverance by violent means. Theic was 
*a deep well at the bottom of the garden.

THURSDAY, MARCH l6. 

The Earl of Albemarle role to make 
fiis promifed motion on the Naval De- 
fence of Ireland. His Lord 111 ip en- 
tered into a copious detail of the naval 
operations, as well on r he part of the 
enemy as the Uririfli fleers, rcl'pefting 
the attempt on Ireland, from the period 
or rhe French fleet quirting Bred, until 
the time of Lord Bridporr’s return 10 
Portfmnuth ; and, from the whole, 
be argued, that mgledt and nufmanag.- 
wnent on the part i f the Bntilh, were 
the caules why the enemy’s fleet did r<-t 
fall into our hands. He coneltulcd by 
moving, “ That tins Houle do refolve 
irlclf into a Committee to mtjuiit into 
the meafures taken for ihe protection 
ef Ireland by a naval force, on the late 
attempt of invafion.” 

On the quefiion being pat from the 
Wool lack, 

Lari Spencer, in an argumentative 
fpeoch of con fide raole length, replete 
with rautical detail, lueceLlully replied 
to rhe Noolc Earl. He relied with con- 
fidence on the deciflon of the II on Jc, 
confcious that the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from caules out 
of the reacn of human controul. lie 
liood acquitted to him lei f. — He could 
nor command what depended on the 
weather and the element 1 '. — Could any 
perfon be found who could combat and 
emit roul thele irrcfifublc opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully refign the 
inicinai ement of the Britiih Navy, and 
would it juice at the circumiiancc . lor 
\jr%to part, he had made the bell ufe of 
* ihe means entrufted to his hands, and 
'employed them in fuch a manner as a 
inle of duty, and the lafety and honour 

nn country, had diddled. 


Lord Hood opprfed the motion, 
which he thought might be productive 
of much nulchief, without anfvcring 
anv g'jod juipofc. Inflead of tiufe 
Liiifls of difputfk, ’f all pmies would 
cordially unite in i U p port rf Govern- 
ment, he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours would be iucccisful, and that 
ue fliould obtain a fafe and honourable 
peace. 

Karl Fitzv illia/n confidertd the in- 
quiry as nictflarv, to ialisfy the people 
of Ireland lint the defence of their 
country was not a fecondaiy conlldera- 
tion, and that the lecunty of England 
was not fo much preferred to it, that 
their ihores were left unprotected, when 
an attack from an enemy was rcafuna- 
bly to be expcdled. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fifety of Ireland having been ne- 
glected, it had been the objedt of parti- 
cular attention. 

Earl Carbfle, Marnuis of Abercorn, 
Earl Moira, the Duke of Bedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfdowne, fuppoited 
the motion. After which the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle’s motion. 
— Contents, 14: Proxy, 1 5 in all, 15 1 
— Non-Contents, 74 ; Proxies, 20 f in 
all, 94 ; Majority, 79. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 21. 

Earl Moira tofe to bring forward a 
motion on the Ante of Ireland. He fet 
out with admitting the apparent delica- 
cy of the queflion, and with anticipat- 
ing the \anous objections which might 
be urged ag-onlt Ins p r opofirion j ho 
allowed the propriety of the feparate 
and independent Ltgiftaturts of both 
kingdoms adhering to the conflitutional 
bounds prefenbed to them in particu- 
lar cafes, and was aware of the allow- 
able jealoiify which, on fucli occafions, 
Ihould be entertained by either ; but 
fuch a line of rcnlbnmg could not apply 
to the prefent occafion. He contended 
that, when an urgent neceflity arofc, 
" hen circumftanccs tool; place in which 
rhe general iafety or welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
11 was necciTary, that cither the one or 
the other fliould boldly Hep forward, 
and, with manly opennels,a\ow its fen- 
t»ments in fuch a manner as to evince to 
the public the purity of its motives, and 
that it was on great and obvious grounds 
of public utility aionethatitsinterference 
was offered. His Lordfhip then moved, 
“ That an humble Addrcfs be prefen t- 
cd to h is Mrtjefty, imploring his pater- 
nal and beficxok'Dt intervention to re- 
medy 
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tnedythe difcontcnts which unhappily 
prevail in hisMajefty’s kingdom of Ire- 
land, and threaten fenoufly toaffeflthe 
deareft interefts of the Britilh Empire.” 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville rofe. — His Lord (hip 
began by regretting the able nee of his 
Noble and Learned Friend (the Chan- 
cellor), from whole experience and abi- 
lities their Lordlhips would receive 
much alliltance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl who brought forward the 
motion might conceive he had very 
ftrong grounds to proceed on, or he would 
not have urged their Lordlhips to en- 
tertain fucli a very objectionable propo- 
rtion ; a propofition which would in 
effect go to violate the folcnin contract 
made between the LcgiUators of Gre.it 
Britain ami Ireland, to tear afunder the 
bonds of union between the two coun- 
tries, and to (trike at the very founda- 
tions of the Britilh Empire. His Lord- 
fhip deemed the propol'cd cull upon his 
Majcfty to be at lead highly fuper- 
fiuous j there was no need of imploring 
his paternal intervention ; the whole- 
tenor of his conduct towards Ireland 
(hewed there was no ncceflity lor urg- 
ing him. Refpeding the fubjcCt of the 
reparation of the Legifhtivc Powers of 
the two countries, and conlii ming the 
independence uf that ofl reland, lusLm d- 
Ihipwcnt into an hiftoric.il detail. The 
bu finds was full taken 11 p about 14 
years ago, and lie recited the different 
conceflions which were unde with this 
viv\v, in the order in which they took 
place: — the renunciation of hcri* ins 
on tile part of Grrai Pm it mi, the repeal 
of t lie 6th ol George I. anti the rub- 
le queut indulgences which were grim- 
ed to the Irifh in matteis of Confiitution- 
al and commcici iliegnlation ; thefc were 
granted to that nation by the- molt folenm 
Acts of the Britilh Parliament, and 
againft all theft, he mull contend, the 
Noble EarTs propofition direCtly mili- 
tated. On this ground it was that lie* 
principally oppofed it, and he would 
trouble their Lordfliips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
motion his decided negative. 

Earl Fitzwilliam lpoke in favour of 
the motion, lie conlideted theprefeni 
as a cafe of exigency afFeCting the 
deareft interefts of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Legiflature of the one addrefting 
their common Sovereign to intcrpoic 
and remedy thofe grievances which io 
fenoufly threatened both. 


TheEarl of Liverpool e*preflcd his de- 
cidcd d i fa p probat ion of the Motion. He 
confidcrcd the adoption of it as direCtly 
trenching upon the Legiilative indepen- 
dence of Ireland, as it was clearly a 
matter of internal regulation. 

TheMarquis of Lanfdowne fupported 
the Motion. 

The Queftion being called for, the 
Houle divided on Lord Moira’s motion. 
Contents, 20; Proxies, 1 — Non-Con- 
tcuts7i > Proxies, 20. Majority againft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 23. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make hia 
promifcd motion for a Negociation for 

pc. ice. — He prefaced it with a very 
Hi o r t Addrcfs, in which he referred, in 
genera! terms, to what he ailedged to 
be the diftrdfed fituation of the coun- 
try, and the neediity that exifted for a 
lpcedy pacification, in order to fave it- 
— He alfo cenfured the conduct of Mi- 
ni fters with regard to the late Negotia- 
tion for peace, and contended for tlieir 
infiuceiity on the occafion j at the fume 
time, lie infilled on the f.nccrity and 
earned wiflics of the French Go- 
vernment to terminate the Negocittion 
amicably. — He then moved an Addrtfs 
to his Majelly, of con fide' t able length, 
and embracing a variety of topics. — Xhc 
leading features of the propolition were 
to the following clYcd : — The fitualio* 
of the country was fet forth as embar- 
raffed in fucli a manner, that the fpci;dy 
rclloration of peace was cffentuil to its 
prefervation and welfare. The gene ral 
bad conduit of Miniftcrs was infilled 

on, and particularly in the affair of the 
Irirte negociatim for peace, in which 
their inlinccrity was obvious. At ch c 
fame tirnt , the good-wilhes of the 
French Directory for peace were no kfs 
evident j and thefc points were illuftrut- 
ed by copious quotations. The pro- 
pofed Addreis then referred to Conflitu- 
uonal topics, and urged the propriety of 
rcfloring to Engliflnneii the ancient and 
free Conftitution of their country, as the 
beft means of infuring permanent pros- 
perity. Above all, the needliry of 
peace was infilled on, and his Majcfty 
was implored to order fteps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefc dcfirable 
ends, tScc. 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville obferved, that it was 
totally unncceffary to reply in any detail 
to the very extraordinary firing of pro- 
portions their Loidftnps had juft lic^rd. / 

WitV 
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With refpeft to the prominent feature 
in the motion— that which rcfpe&ed the 
Negociation for peace, it was a fubjc£t 
which the Houfe had recently difculted, 
and foSemnly decided. In this view he 
would move, that the Addrtfs of their 
Lordlhips on that occafion, namely, of 
the 30 th of December laft,be read : this, 
heoblerved, contained every necefiary 
argument againft that part of the mo- 
tion ; and it would be feen, that, fo f.»r 
from the Negociation being terminated 
by this country, it w^s infolenMv and 
abruptly broken off by the Government 
of Fiance. 

The Addrtifs abovementione d was 
accordingly read by the Clerk ; on 
wkm h 

The Duke of Norfolk rofe. — He ob- 
fen ed, thar the circurnftancc of their 
Lot dfhips having come to fuch a deci- 
iinn, even allowing it to have been una- 
nimous and juft, was certain I v no rca- 
fon why they fhould nor conlider and 
deliberate upon the fubjedt agai.i v hen 
occafion requited. He contended., that 
the i olnceriry of Mimfters was appa- 
rent •, and he had no hope of an ade- 
quate peace, until the ntg< c aiion of it 
was entrufted to abler and w ifer perlcns. 
He reprobat'd the idev of making the 
cefiion of Belgium by France a fmr c t ua 
non in the Negociation : if that was in- 
lifted upon, we never fhould nave peace. 

The Earl of Morton faul, lie deemed 
it incumbent on him to refill: the motion, 
with a view to the conliftency and dig- 
nity of the proceedings of the Houfe, 
and prefled the Houfe to recoiled, that 
the French had nor only broken oft' the 
Negociation for peace, but originally 
commenced the war — we were not the 
aggreftbis. 

The Marquis of Lanfidowne faid, 
he certainly would fuppurt the motion.

Mr. Whitbread role, in purfuance of

HI.CH PRICE OF BUTCHERS MEAT. 

Mr. Mainwaring rofc to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje£L It ap- 
peared, that the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the practices 
of jobbers, who went round the coun- 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them, and fometimes went through 
three or four hands before they reached 
the market. The laft of thefe jobbers 
Tent them to London, with a fixed price 
on their heads, contrary to the pra&ice 
of the grazier, who would fell them for 
the price of the day It was in evidence 
before the Committee laft Seffions, that 
one of thefe jobbers had gained in the 
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fpring of 1795 00 left than zoool. and 
tnere were a variety of indances where 
they had cleared other eonfiderable fums • 
More recently they had gone into the 
further practice of buying up lean cattle 
from the breeders, and felling them 
again to the graziers.— 1 The carcafe 
butchers alfo, indead of purchafing cat- 
tle in bmithfield, met them at the dif- 
fance of fome miles, and purchased half 
the fupply intended for the London 
market. Smithfield market was thus 
made to appear thin. Jt might be faid 
that there were already laws to prevent 
this; but the prefent mode of prolecution 
was fo expenfive and dilatory, it fub- 
jedted a complainant to fo much attend- 
ance, firft, before a Grand Jury, and 
then at the Atfizes, that offenders were 
feldom fued, nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. The Houfe would, of courfe, 
be very cautious when they were called 
upon to interfere with any trade ; but 
they would be alfo careful to cherifh the 
labouring clafTes, which were the true 
fupporters of our national importance 
and wealth. The report was then read ; 
after which Mr. Mainwaring moved for 
leave to bring in a Bill for more effec- 
tually preventing the foreftalling, en. 
^rolling, and regrating of live cattle. 

Mr. Alderman Combe feconded the 
motion. 

Leave was given, and Mr. Main- 
Wiring and Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered to bring in the Bill. 

The order of the day being read for 
the commitment of the Quakers Bill, 
Mr. Picrrcpoint obje&ed to the Speak- 
er's leaving the Chair ; the Bill, which 
he had maturely confulered, being, in 
his opinion, fraught with dangerous 
confequenecs. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair thought that all 
the objections to the Bill might be re- 
moved m the Committee. He then went 
oyer his former arguments in defence 
of it. 

The Solicitor General repeated his 
objections, contending that the Bill went 
to pick the pocket of one man, to re- 
lieve the pretended fcruples of another *8 
confcienee. r ^hc confcicntious part of 
the Quaker^, whom he much efteemed, 
did not defire the Bill. 

Mr. Jeffery s, of Poole, faid a few 
words for the Jfyll, and Mr. Hobhoule 
and the Attorney General oppofed it $ 
after which the Houfe divided ; for the 
Speaker’s leaving (he Chair 1 2.— Againft 
i it 18. 


On a fubfequent motion, the further) 
confideration of the Bill was poftposed 
to that day three months. 

THURSDAY, MARCH p. 

The Order of the Day for taking the 
Reports of the Committee of Secrecy 
into confideration being read. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob* 
ferved, that the Reports related, to two 
particular accounts ; one, the compe- 
tency of the Funds to defray the out. 
(landing engagements of the Bank ; and 
the other, the necelfity of continuing 
and continuing the Order of Council on 
the 2 6th of February lad. In tegard to 
an enquiry in Parliament, heconfidered 
it as a proper and neceffary meafure, be- 
cause the Houfe and the Public would 
thereby have an opportunity of feeing, 
that it was not without adue fenfe of thfe 
neceflity, that Government had fuf- 
pended the further payments of the 
Bank in fpecie, btcaufc, if the Bank 
had ca(h enough to aflift the public, it 
was impoliiblc that their ultimate fccu- 
rity (hould not be edablifhed on clear 
grounds. He (hould take the general 
fenfe of the Houfe on the necelfity of 
continuing the reftridlion ; and after- 
wards, he (hould wi(h to have the real 
fituation and refources of the country 
enquired into; the preflure of the pre,- 
fent burdens, and the probable effe&s 
of new ones ; the meafures mod impor- 
tant for the prefervation of the publio 
fafery, and the effe£ of the meafures 
hitherto adopted. He was felicitous for 
a firm and candid invedig-uion into all 
thefe fubjelts ; and having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by fubmitting his 
fird motion, “ That it be an lnftru&ion 
to the Chairman of the Committee to 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to confirm the reftridtions impofed 
by an Order of Council of the 26th of 
February lad on the payment of fpecie 
by the Bank for a limited time." 

Mr. Fox began by dating, that he 
could not coincide in the meafuce pro- 
ofed of guaranteeing the notes i(fued 
y the Bank ; for it tended to cement 
Government and the Bank 5 and every 
thing that went to unite didinft func* 
tions in the public department, was, in 
his opinion, a great and additional cala- 
mity to the nation. Any Mmidcr who 
advifed his Majedy to prorogue his Par 
Jiament until public credit was redored, 
(hould it lad for five years, ought, in his 

3 >inion, (o be fm peached. Mr. Fox, 
ter ^viewing the ncceifity of the mea^ 
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fares which led to the Order, of Coun- 
cil, which he termed not only a breach 
of faith, but an aft of robbery, pro- 
ceeded to date his objections to the ap- 
pointment of a Secret Committee to en- 
quire into the caufes of the necefiity. 
He declared he fhould oppofe going into 
a Secret Committee by ballot, convinced 
as he was, from the experience of many 
years, that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if adtualiy appointed by 
the Minifter. 

Sir J. Sinclair objefted to the word 
confirm, as tending to give a Jcgiflative 
fan£tion to the Order of Council 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word, than to give a 
legal force and credit to a meafure 
which the Committee had declared to 
be necelfary. 

The queftion, “ that leave be given 
to bring in the Bill/* was then put and 
Carried without a diviiion. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 10. 

THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no- 
tice, brought forward his motion on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, he entered upon a ge- 
neral review of the relative fituation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub- 
lic; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion ; pointed out the critical (late of 
public credit ; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he confidered as the 
prelude to national infolvency, and as 
an opiate in a fever ; and concluded by 
moving as a refblution, “ That it is the 
opinion of the Houfe, that immediate 
ftepsought to be taken to enableGovcrn- 
ment to difchaige the funi of i i,686,oooL 
or a part due from it to the Bank.*’ 

Mr. Grey feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar- 
guments of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
concluded with moving the previous 
queftion. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt. 

Mr. Fox fupported the motion of his 
Hon. Friend. 

A diviiion then took place.— For the 
previous queftion 1S5— Againft it 45. 
Majority 140. 

MONDAY, MARCH IJ. 
SINECURE PLACES AND PENSIONS. 

Mr. Harrifon called the attention of 
the Houfe to a fubjett of no fmall inte- 
teft and importance to the country, at a 
period When the public expenditure fo 
far exceeded the income that there ap- 
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peared hardly a portability of fupporting 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which this calamitous war had giveh 
rife. The public burdens, he faid, were 
not merely occalioned by the war ex- 
penditure; they were materially in- 
creafed by the erection of new offices; 
and the profulion and prodigality of Mi- 
nifters in every department, for the be- 
nefit of their Satellites and dependants. 
This prodigality oug(n to aroufe the 
jealoufy and indignation of the Guar- 
dians of the Public Purfe. If theprefent 
fyftem of corrupt influence was nob 
checked quietly within the walls of this 
Houfe, it would be done tumultuoufly 
without. By that new-fangled monfter 
called Confidence , the offspring of a too- 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were the 
d i fc u (lions and deliberations>of the Houfe 
influenced, and to this undue influence 
was to be aferibedthat train of accumu- 
lated burdens which were fo grtevoufly 
felt by the country. He then mention- 
ed a few places and fees, not amounting 
to any conliderable fum, which he wifh- 
ed to be applied to public purpofes ; 
among them were the (alary or the third 
Secretary of State, which he ftated at 
5000I. a year, and certain fees, arifing 
from Conringcnt Bills in the War De- 
partment, amounting to about $50,000!. 
He animadverted on the profligacy of 
Adminiftration, and thediftrefles of thd 
Public from the confequent accumula- 
tion of taxes, and concluded by moving, 
as a refolution, 41 That the extent of 
fupplies voted to Government fince 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes upoh 
the people, made it incumbent upon 
the Houfe to enquire. Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may not 
produced by the abolition of certain 
iuperfluous offices, penfions, and ex- 
orbitant fees, and likewife what fat- 
ing may accrue from an (economical 
reform in the public expenditure/' 
Lord W. Ruffel feconded the motion. 
Mr. Pitt, after alluding to fome irre- 
levant obfervations made by the mover 
and feconder of the motion, remarked, 
that the mover appeared to have two 
different objects in view ; the firfk rela- 
tive to the making retrenchments, and 
correcting j>rofufion in the eftablifhed 
offices of Government, and in finecure 
places and penfions— the fecond to an 
enquiry into the ftate of the national ex- 
penditure, and propofing a check on the 
expences of the ftAte. This latter was 
already Comprehended fin a refolution 
N n a which 
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which had paired the Houfe, to enquire 
into the finances of the country, and to 
confider of the mod practicable means 
for obtaining a diminution of the public 
expenditure. “ The Hon. Gentleman 
means to include in the inveftigatiun 
whtch he propofes, fubje&s of the mod 
extenfive and complicated nature. He 
wiftirs to embrace all the ordinary and 
extraordinary expences of the different 
. bianche^ of Government. He extends 
his enquiry into the diibarfements of 
Army, Navy, and even public eftdblifti- 
ments. I am ready to admit (laid Mr. 
Pitt) that as far as this propofuiun goes, 
it forms a I'ubjeCl worthy the confidera- 
tion of the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can fay what will be the effeCl of ir, or 
to what particular meafures it may lead. 
Yet, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be- 
fore th* Houfe confiderationfc of fuch 
extenfive views, and of fuch high im- 
portance, adopts a very fitigulir mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro- 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
Complicated in their relations, in a di- 
rect manner, to Parliamentary difeuf- 
fion ; but ftatts them as the object of a 
collateral enquiry, and introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
trenchment in the offices of Govern- 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle- 
man will not deny that there is an extreme 
difference between both oljc&s; for 
the check which he proposes on the 
public expences very much exceeds in 
importance that reform which Ik wiffi- 
os (hould take place in the eltablifhment 
and f&larics of public offiies. The dif- 
tinttion between thefe two objects being 
fo evident, as the latter docs not form 
any part whatever of the prupofitiou 
loimerly lubmitted to the Houfe by the 
Hon. Gentleman, nor of the nonce 
which he g*ve of his motion of this 
night, 1 mult confide r the manner of 
introducing it not only irregular, but 
inadequate to the magnitude of the en- 
quiry which he propofes to eftablilh. I 
alfo think itncccfliry to remind Gen- 
tlemen* that the objects which it com- 
prehends form the grounds of my mo- 
tion for the appointment of the Com- 
mittee which has this night been chnfen 
ballot. 1 ftated in general terms, 
revious to my bringing forward that 
rtmn, the various points to which the 
ention of the Commttee was to be di- 
aled; but ,1 could not, until I AP- 
fel kted THvr Committee, proceed 
goffer* in a fpecitic manner* each of 


thofe points. I therefore only fta ted, 
that it was my wifh and defire to move, 
at an inftru&ion to the Committee, 
that, after enquiring into and aicer- 
taiuing the whole Rate of the finances 
of the country — after reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt which had 
been incurred during the war — after 
invert igating the provifions which had 
been made to meet it — after confiderng 
the prooable amount of the total ex- 
pence of public fervice for the whole of 
the year 1797, and the fums now appli- 
plicable to defraying it; theCommutce 
fiiould exercife a full power in forming 
and digelling a plan for comptrolling 
the public expenditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the belt and moft prac- 
ticable means of obtaining a diminution 
thereof. 1 therefore am not a little 
lurprizcd, after dating thefe meafures 
in general terms — meafures which have 
been lanttioned by the unanimous con- 
currence of the Houfe, in confequence 
of the appointment of* the Committee 
for the profeired and acknowledged con- 
fideiarion of thofe very objects, that the 
Hon. Gentleman fhould now bring for- 
ward a motion to the fame end, and 
without any previous notice what- 
ever. * 

After rcafoning with much ingenuity 
and effedt on the juftice and propriety 
of ihe offices under confide ration, Mr. 
Pitt called the attention of the Houfe to 
the redulhnn that had already been 
made, and the favings that had been 
made in- confequence. Under this no- 
tion of an economical reform in 178a, 
and a fubfequent enquiry bv the Trea- 
fury, 278 offices had been aholiflied, and 
the expences reduced from 171,0001. to 
6o,oool. The falariesof the Exchequer 
Office had been materially reduced, as 
had the Auditors of Imprefs. The 
favings from thefe were nearly 6o,oool. 
The Penfion Lift had been reduced 
fince 178} above 48,0001. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cuftoms 
to the amount of r jo, the expence of 
which wa 9 jo,6Sol. had been lupprefted. 
In the Excife there was a laving of 
nearly 12,000k and Lotteries, See. were 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor- 
rupt influence. 

To afeercain the (late of the expen- 
diture compared with the income, was 
a fair fubjeCt of ihveftigation. Convin- 
ced as he was, that any attempt at en- 
quiry, with a view to the production of 
an efficient refource from the materials 
propofed* would eud in difappointment, 

• tit 
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h t flinuld move the previous queftion, 
not wifhing to preclude the Houfc from 
enifuiry, ftiould it afterwards be judged 
expedient. He accordingly moved 
the previous queftion. 

Mr. Sheridan fupported the original 
motion ; he admitted, there were many 
Offices that were not overpaid, but there 
were a very great number that called 
either forabolition or reformation. He ob- 
fervcd,theGentleman oppofitt to him had 

laces to the amount of io,oool. per.ann. 

ut allowed he was a very active fervant 
of the public. The Minifter himfelf 
alfo had a finccure, and undoubtedly 
ckferved it, for having brought the 
country into its prefent happy and prof- 
perous firuation. Adverting to the 
number t.f Peers created by the prelent 
Adminiftration, 160, he ccnfiind it as 
a laviffi diftribution of Minifteriul Fa- 
vours. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the offices enu- 
merated by Mr. Sheridan, there were 
three which he did not at prefert hold, 
and one which he never pofleilcd. To 
the fituation of Clerk of the Iloufe of 
Lords he was appointed in conlequence 
of an Addrefs of the Houfe of Peers to 
his Mrijefty. His lalary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly Hated at 3200I. 
a year, which was 2000I. a year iefs than 
any of his predeceflbrs. 

Mr.Wyndham confidercd the motion 
in a ridiculous point of view, and cx- 
prefTed his indignation at any peity fyf- 
tem for faving the ends of farthing can- 
dles and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox faid, the finecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely the power 
of holding 'nominal places under Go- 
vernment, without a plea of neceflity 
or the fan£tion of a grant from the Crown. 
Mr. Burke’s reform did not confine it- 
felf to a fubjett of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. Irs object was the faving of 
millions. He lamented that Mr, B< had 
affoci&ted with and fupported an ad* 
miniftration conftituted on principles 
dire&ly oppofite to thofe maintained in 
moft of his own books. — He contended 
that had it not been for the fupport Mi- 
nifters received from perfons holding 
finccure places, the Rate of France 
would never have been fo formidable as 
to havediftrefled this country with fcch 
heavy calamities ; had it not been for the 
influence of the Crown, France would 
not have poflefled Belgium, Holland, or 
Italy.— With regard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament could 
a£t in contradiction to its fentiments, he 
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had the authority of Mr v Burke, whp 
in one of his late pamphlets had averted 
that, the minority fpoke the fentiments 
of the majority. Alluding to Mr. 
Wyndham and others who had feceded 
from their former connexionjfhc faid, 
he was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fiverved from the principles 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
views of ambition end in reducing them 
to a Hate of inefficiency andindifcretion. 
Thcfe fecelfions of perfons from their 
eftabfilhed connections created a jea- 
loufy in the minds of the people that 
was pregnant with public mifehief. 
However he and his friends might be 
delirous to be employed as oftenfible 
agents of the country, he wilhed the 
prefent motion might pafs, in order to 
p-ovt to the people, that the view of 
po (To fling H place was not merely that 
of emolument ; on this principle ha 
wiflied to deftroy the exiftencc of flue, 
cure places. 

Mr. Rofe, in Tome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diifipated his 
own fortune, was not, he thought, the 
moft proper advocate for public econo- 
my. 

Mr. Fox in reply obferved, that Mi- 
nifters in their wilh to infulthim on his 
having fpenc his own fortune, were not 
angry for his having diifipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re- 
pair it. 

Some warm words naffed between 
Mr. Fox and Mr. Role, as to the rc- 
vcrfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox find, fcveral Exchequer and other 
offices, after the itves of the prefent pof- 
fefforsy ought to be abolilhed.

Mr. Pitt ohferved, that the Empe- 
ror’s bills had been drawn and accepted 
long before the Order of Council was 
ilTucd.— they formed part of the5o \oool. 
•voted the Emperor before the recel's, 
and we could not avoid paying them. 
Exchequer Bills were iffued for this 
pyrpofe, and part of the difeount fell 
•Vpoti the Emperor. 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
and committed for Monday, and the 
Houfe was ordered to be called over ou 
Monday fe'nnighr.

It was his intention, he faid, to move 
that the refolutions fhould be taken in- 
to conlideration at a future period, and t 
in the interval, that they fhould be 
printed.

i. It is the opinion of this Committee, 
that it is expedient th»t his Majefty's 
printer, inftead of 1126 copies of Afts, 
as he now prints, be authorifed and di- 
rected to print 3*50^ copies of every 
public Aft, 2 00 of every public local Aft 
(including Road, Canal Afts, &c.), and 
200 of every private Aft. The fecond 
and third Refolutions related merely fo 
the mode of Hiftribuiing thofe public 
and private Afts through the medium of 
the roft Office. The fourth enjoins the 
Chief Magiftrates of towns corporate, 
Scotch boioughs, and Sheriffs of coun- 
ties, on receiving thofe copies, to pre- 
ferve them for public ufe, and tranfmit 
them to their fucceiTors in office. The 
fifth charges the parties interested in the 
prolerution and event of private bills 
to tranfmit the copies to the Magiftrates 
in their refpeftive diftrifts, without any 
additional charge to the p&blic. The 
fixth direfts the King’s printer to ftate 
the gentiv.l heads of the ftatutes, to- 
gether with the general fubftance of 
each Aft. . The fcventh provides that 
the duration of any temporary law be 
exprelTed in the title of the Bill, and at 
the end of it, and no where elfe. And 
the eighth enjoins, that all ftatutes in- 
tended to be revived (hall be included 
in one Rill, describing the ftatutes rc^ 
lpeftively ; and thofe of a temporary 
nature in another Bill, deferibing the 
prccife duration and continuance. 

The Houfe refumed, the Chairman 
brought up the Report* and the Refo- 
lutions were ordered to be taken fur-* 
ther into cunfideration this day fe'ft* 
night. 

The other Orders being difpofed of, 
the Houfe adjourned.

Sir John Sinclair rofe to fubroit the 
liotiee he had given of his intention to 
ptopofe a meafure for the cultivation of 
vrafte and other lands. It was unnecef- 
(ary, he remarked, to dwell on the im* 
portance of a lubjcti fo intimately don- 
n eft ed with the profperity of the coun* 
try If it had been adopted when re- 
commended by the Board of Agricul- 
ture, he afTertcd, that we Ihould noc now 
be fuflfering fo much from a national ca- 
lamity. In 1795, and the following 
year, no lefs than a million quarters uf 
foreign wheat had been imported at the 
expence of 3*000,0001. fterling, which 
contributed in a great degree to the pre- 
fent fcarcity of coin.— He concluded by 
requeuing Gentlemen to give the fub- 
iea the mod ferious attention, and mov- 
ed, That a Committee be appointed to 
take into confederation the nioft effec- 
tual means of promoting the cultivation 
and improvement of W afte Lands, Com- 
mon Arable Fields, Common Meadows, 
&c. within this kingdom. 

The motion paffed, and a Committee 
was appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, re- 
queuing a lift of the number of French 
prifoners in Great Britain, and how 
they were difpofed of; alfo an account 
of the number ol foreigners who hive 
come into this country, from the ift of 
May 1792, and now refident therein, 
diftinguiihmg the laity and clergy, and 
the number of each refp<. lively. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that Go- 
vernment were now ufmg their utmoft 
diligence to afeertain the number ; and 
when the examination was completed, 
he had no objection to lay before the 
Iioufe the refult of their refearches. 

The Houfc having refolvcd itfelf in- 
to a Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
Bill, and the Claufe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having ftopt payment be- 
ing read, 

Mr. Fox faid, he could not confipnt.to 
a claufe of this nature, as he confidered 
obedience to the Order of Council* on 
the part of the Bank, as culpable rather 
than meritorious. The intimate con- 
nection that fubfifted between Govern- 
ment and the Bank, made him extreme- 
ly jealous in giving his con fent to put 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former. If the rumour were true, 
there \yould be an end of public credit. 


The rumour he alluded to was* that the 
Bankers had gone to the Chaocellor of 
the Exchequer* requefting his interfe-' 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
difeounts.— He urged the danger of 
makiug the Kang's Minifters the medi- 
um of accommodation at the Bank* and 
fepiefented the interference of the hand 
of power at incompatible with the ftabu 
lity of public credit, and repugnant t& 
the principles of the Conftitution. Re- 
probating, as he did, the interference of 
Minifters, he ihould give his negative to 
the claufe. 

Mr. Pitt contended* that the Report 
of the Committee was fufficient autho- 
rity for confirming the Order* and the 
indemnity was necclfary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe- 
dience to that Order. As to the inter- 
ference fo much reprobated by the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman, he admitted that 
the Bankers had communicated to him 
the necciiity of a fupply of cafti for the 
accommodation of rhuir cuftomers, and 
that he had ufed what influence he pof- 
fefled as an individual, to further their 
views. He urged the propriety of agree- 
ing to the claufe. 

Mr. Pollen was for delaying the paf- 
fingof the Bill until the Secret Commit- 
tee brought up their Report. 

The Solicitor General entered into a 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr. Sheridan attacked the claufe in 
detail.— if the Committee adopted this 
claufe without inquiry, they eftabliflied 
this pernicious principle* that the Bank 
are bound to obey, and that they are 
fure of indemnity. He faid, he could 
not conceive it polfible te make Bank- 
notes a legal tender on the part of the 
Bank, without extending the regulation 
to the whole clafs of Bankers alfo. 

Colonel Wood, the Attorney Gene- 
ral, and others, fpoke ; after which, the 
claufe was agreed to without a divifion. 

The Committee next proceeded to the 
difculfion of the reftriltive claufe, which, 
after the adoption of a variety of amend- 
ments, was agreed ro. 

Qn account of the latentf* pf the hour* 
and the difculfion which was likely to 
arifeon the filling up of the blanks, it was 
moved* that the Chairman fliould re- 
port progrefs* and aik leave to fit again 
on the refutnption pf theHoufe. Leave 
was given accordingly. 

Mr. Fox faid, he had np obje&ion to 
make way for the difcuffi<y\of the Bank 

BUI, 
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Bill, by poftpohing his motion on the 
ftate of Ireland, which ftood for to-mor- 
row, to a future day.— Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 23. 

TheHoufe having refolved ufelf into 
a Committee, to take into confidcration 
the Petition from the Debtors in Lan- 
cafter Caftle, 

Colonel Stanley faid, the objeft of 
his motion was to iuercafe the allowance 
to perfous charged in execution for debt, 
under the id Geo. II. from foiirpmce 
to fixpencc a day. He therefore moved, 
as a Refoluum, that leave be given to 
bring in a Bill to amend part of an Aft 
of the id Geo. II. for the relief of per- 
sons confined for debt. 

The Report was brought up, and leave 
given in conformity to the Refolntion. 

Mr. Fox rofe to make a motion re- 
fpeftmg the ftate of Ireland. He ob- 
ierved, that the bulincfs he had to bring 
before the Houfe was not only of gnat 
importance, but likewife f great ur- 
gency, on account of the d ill railed con 
dition of the filler kingdom. He en- 
tered into a derail of the circumftances 
that led to thefe dilcontents, the caufes 
of which were fit fubjefts of inveftiga- 
tion : Firft, the Houfe ought to enquire 
how far the people uf Ireland have had 
the benefit of the conceifions that had 
been made ; iecondly, whether meafures 
had been taken to allay the difeontenrs 
among the Roman Catholics, who con- 
(litured fivc-fixrhs of the people of Ire- 
land j and thirdly, to inquire into the 
cauf-.s of the difeontents in the north of 
Ireland. The general difTati faftion be 
afcribtd to the calamities brought on 
by the war, in which the interefts of 
the people were not confulted, and to 
their conftitutional grievances. Ireland, 
he (aid, had not a Legrflature even vir- 
tually reprtfentmg the people, and 
they had as little (hare in the Govern- 
ment as the fubjefts of the mod arbi- 
trary Monarch. The concclfions that 
had been made, he contended from a 
variety of rafts, had not produced an 
independence on the Minifters and Ca- 
fe net of this country; it had only pre- 
ceded the eontroul of the Lrgiflature. 

He took a rapid review of their politi- 
cal hiftory from its dependence on this 
country, traced their progrtl’s to civili- 
sation and comparative freedom, and af- 
ferted, that the reprefentation was fo 
conduced, for purpofes of emolument 
and corruption, as to bear only a faint 
reltrobUnce to the reprefentation of this 


country, with all ita abufes (afcd fla- 
grant they were), though they proofs 
tooe eftabliflied on fimilar principles. * 

We were now, he faid, in a (fate fi- 
milar to the period of 1774, when we 
were n> govern America by force, or 
make corceflions. He related a variety 
of occurrences which preceded the Ame- 
rican War, fimilar to thole that have ta« 
ken place in Ireland. The proclama- 
tion, for inftance, for difafming the in- 
habitants of Malfachufet's Bay, to the 
proclamation lately ilTued by General 
Lake at Belfaft, and the difpofition of 
the French to aid them in their rdiftance 
to che Government of Great Britain ; 
though Government might difarm, ex- 
perience proved their inability to keep 
the people difarmed. 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an occa- 
fion, no objections would be taken in 
point of form. The necelfity of the in- 
terference ought to fuperfede all confi- 
derations of this nature. He concluded 
by moving, 44 That an humble Addrefs 
be prefented to his Majclty. praying 
that he would he gracioully pleafed to 
take into his royal conlideration the di- 
fturbed ftate of Ireland, and to adopt 
fuch lenient meafures as may tend to 
reftore tranquillity, and conciliate the 
aftVftions of his Jrifli fubjedts.” 

Sir F. Burdett fcconjlcd the motion. 

Mr. Pitt objefted to the motion, on 
the ground that the Legifiature cf this 
country, having abdicated the power of 
enforcing any requifition by our autho- 
rity, we could not conllitmionally inter- 
fere with an independent Legislature. 
Befides, the motion was, in his opinion, 
nugatory, as it went to advjfe his Ma- 
jefty to extend his paternal regard to the 
filler kingdom ; a circumftance which 
he had never ceafcd to do during a 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycombe, Mr. W. Smith, Mr. 
Courtenay, and Mr. Hobhoufe, (poke 
in favour of the motion ; and Lord 
Hawkelbury, Lord F. Campbell,, and 
Colonel Fullarton, againftir.

In conlequencc of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin’s, I immediately 
ordered the Belluna and Invincible to 
St. Kite’s, and dirc&ed Capt. YVilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was necelfa- 
ty at that ifkind, and then proceed to. 
wards St Martin's anti Anguilla, ufing 
his beft endeavours to take or deflroy 
the French frigates and protedt the 
ifland of Anguilla j and he failed the 
fame evening on that i’ervice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant Sr. Clair, whom he de- 
tached in a Danifh fchoon*er with his 
letter, it appears that the French had 
landed about 300 men on the ifland of 
Anguilla, the 26th ult. and that after 
having plundered the ifland, and burnt 
feveral houfes, and committed every 
devaluation pollible, attended with adts 
of great cruelty, that on the appearance 
of the Lapwing they, re embaikcd their 
troops the night of the 26th, and the 
following morning early the Lapwing 
came to aftion with the Decius of 26 
guns, and Vailiantc brig, mounting four 
thirty. two and twenty-four pounders, 
*s a gun veflel ; that after a clofe aftioa

of about an hour the brig bore away, 
and in half an ho-ur after the Decius 
ft ruck her colours. The brig ran on 
llioie at *8?.

I HAVE the honour to make known 
to you, tor the information of the Lords 
CoiBiniffioncis of the Admiralty, that oil 
Fuday laft the 13th inft. at half part noon, 
in latitude 47 dtg. 30 min. N. Ufhant 
bearing N. E. 50 leagues, we di (covered a 
laige (hip in the N. \V. quarter, fteering 
undtr eafy fail for Franc^; the wind was 
then at weft, blowing hard, with thick 
hazy weithei . I inftautly made the fig- 
nal to the Amazon for a general chace, 
and followed it by the fignal that the 
chace was an enemy. At four P. M. 
the Indefatigable had gained fufficiently 
upon the chace for me to diftinguiih very 
clearly that fhe had two her of guns, with 
her lower deck ports fhut, and that fhc 
had no poop. 

At 15 minutes before fix we brought 
the enemy lo clofeaftion, which continued 
to be well fuppoited on both fades near as 
hour, when we unavoidably ihot ahead ; 
at this moment the Amazon appeared 
aftern, and gallantly fu p plied our place ; 
but the eagei nefs of Capt. Reynolds to 
fecond his liitnd had brought him up un- 
der a prefs of fail, and, after a well fup- 
ported and clofe file for a little time, he 
aifo unavoidably fhot ahead. The enemy, 
who had neatly effe&ed running me ca 
board, appeared to be much larger than 
ihe Indefatigable, and, from her very 
heavy fire of mufquetry, I believe wm 
full of men ; this hre was continued until 
the end of the action with great vivacity, 
although fhe frequently defended both 
fides of the fhip at the lame time. 

As foon as we had replaced fome ne- 
cefTary rigging, and the Amazon had re- 
duced her fail, we commenced a fecond 
attack, placing ourfelves, alter fome raking 
broad fides, upon each quarter; and this 
attack, often within piftol fhot, was by 
both fhips unremitted for above five hours: 
we then fhecred off to fecure our marts. 

It 
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It would be needlefs to relate to their 
^rdfiiips every effort that we made in an 
attack which commenced at a quarter be- 
fore fix P. M. and did not ceafe, except- 
ing at intervals, until half pad four A.M. 
I believe ten hours of more fevere fatigue 
was fcarcely ever experienced ; the fea 
was high, the people on the main deck lip 
to their middles in water j fome guns 
broke their breechings four times over, 
fome diew the ring bolts from the fines, 
and many of them were repeatedly drawn 
immediately after loading ; all our mads 
were much wounded, the main t« p mad 
coinpleatly unrigged, and faced only by 
uncommon alacnty. 

At about twenty minutes pad four, 
the moon opening rather brighter than 
before, (hewed to Lieutenant George 
Bell, who was watchfully looking out on 
the forecadle, a glimpfe of the land ; he 
had fcarcely reached me to report it when 
we faw the breakers. We were then 
clofe under the enemy’s (larboard bow, 
and the Amazon as near her on the lar- 
board ; mot an in(Umt could he loll, and 
every life depended upon the prompt 
execution of my orders; and here it is 
with heartfelt pleasure 1 acknowledge 
the full value of my Officers and (hip's 
company, who with incredible alaerry 
hauled the tacks on board, and made fail 
to the louthward. The land could not 
be ascertained, but we took it to be 
U diant, and in the Bay of Bred, crippled 
as we were, I had no particular tears, 
but before day we again faw breakers 
upon the lee bow ; tne (Kip was inttant- 
ly wore to the northward ; and being 
then fatisfied that the land we had before 
feen was not Ujhant, the lingering ap- 
proach of day-light was molt anxioufly 
looked for by all; and foon after it open* 
ed, feeing the land very clofe a-head, 
we again wore to the fouthward in twen- 
ty fathoms water, and a few minutes af- 
ter difeovered the enemy, who had fo 
bravely defended herfelf, laying on her 
broad fide, and a tremendous lurf beating 
over her. The miferable fate of her 
brave but unhappy crew was perhaps 
the more fincereiy lamented by us, frpm 
the apprehenfion of furring a timilar 
misfortune. We patted her within a 
mile, in a very bad condition, having at 
that time four feet water in her hold, a 
great fca, and the wind dead on the 
more, but we had afeertained, beyond a 
doubt, our fituatitifo to be that of Hodierne 
Bay, and that our fate depended upon the 
poflible chance of weathering thePenmark 
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Rocks. Exhaufted as we were with fa- 
tigue, every exertion was made, and every 
inch of canvas fei that could be carrfedf 
and at eleven A. M. we midc the break- 
ers, and by the bl ifing of God weathered 
the Penmark Rocks about half a mile. 

The Amazon had hauled her wind to 
the northward, when we (lood to the foiltli - 
ward ; her condition I think was better 
Jjian ours, and I knew that her activity and 
exertions were fully equal to any that 
could be effected under fimilar circum- 
ttances ; the judgment with which Ihe was 
mamged during fo Jong an aflion, and the 
g d land y of her attacks, could not but me- 
rit thchigheli commendation, and to the 
heart of a friend it was peculiarly gratify- 
ing. I have full as much reafrn to fpeak 
highly of my own Officers and men, to 
whom I owe infinite obligations. The 
Lieutenants Thompfon, Norway, and 
Bell, Lieutenants 0‘Conner and Wiifon 
of the Marines, and Mr. Thompfon the 
Matter, have abundant claims upon my 
gratitude, as well as every inferior Offi- 
cer in the (hip. The lufferings of the 
Amazon arc unknown to me ; and I am 
fingulvirly happy to fay that niy own are 
i neon fuler.ible. The FLrft Lieutenant. 
Mr. Thompfon, a brave and worthy OrS 
6cer, is the only one of that description 
wounded, with eighteen men, twelve ef 
which number have wounds of no ferioui 
conlequcnce, confiding chiefly of violent 
coniulions from 1 pi liters,

I Think it my duty fo (late to your 
Gracv., that I yefterday received an ex- 
prefs from Ilfracombe, mentioning that 
there were three frigates * oft* that 
place; that they had fcurtled feveral 
merchantmen, and were attempting to 
deftroy the Ihipping in the harbour. 
They begged that I would immediately 
order the North Devon Regiment of 
Volunteers under my command to 
march to their afliftancc. In confe- 
quence of this reprefenration, 1 ordered 
the men to get ready to march as foon 
as polfiblc. 1 have great fatisfa£tion in 
fay 1 ne. that in four hougs 1 found eve- 
ry Officer and man that was ordered on 
the parade at Bidcford (fifteen nnlcs 
from home) * ready and willing to 
march to any place they lhould be com- 
manded to goto. I cannot exprtfs the 
fatisfaftmn I felt at feeing the men fo 
willing t»# defend their King and Coun- 
try, at the fame time as filent, orderly, 
and fuber, as might be expected at a 
morning parade of an old regiment. 
The grVateft exertions were made by 
all deicriptioris of people to affilf, and 
to render every fcruce in their power. 
As I was preparing to march, 1 re- 
ceived an account from Ilfracombe, that 
the French Ihips were gone from the 
coaft, and that tranquillity was reftored 
again toihe town. How farthe report 
was well founded 1 cannot poiiibly lay ; 
but as this affair may be mifreprefented 
and exaggerated, 1 truft your Grace 
will exeme me troubling you with this 
letter; and I flatter mylelf it inuii give 
you pleafure to hear of the loyalty of < 
this aeighbourhood, and that the be- 
haviour of the Volunteers and Inha- 
bitants will meet the approbation of his 
Majefty.

On the 26th, Generil Guieux's di- 
v’liou fit out from Pardep.me, at five 
o’clock in the morning ! that of Gene- 
ral Serrurier hfc Pahano ar four, Doth 
d. rating thii. rn.rch to Valvaibnc. 

G'neial Guieux’s divifion parted be- 
yond Valvahmc, and ariived on the 
links of the T-’ul^mento at eleven 
o’clock in tlit m. -rnn.g. The hoftile 
anny was entrench'd on the oppofite 
lidtof tiie river, (t which it pretended 
ro diipute the palT.ige. My Aide-de- 
Camp, the Chief or Squadron Cr ulier, 
went at rht lie id of twenty-five guides 
to reconnoitre it as far as tin* entrench- 
ments, ^ nd was received with grape- 
ihot. 

Gencr.il Btrmdotie’s divifion arrived 
at noon. I immediately gnvc ordtrs to 
Generil Guieux to march to the left, in 
order 10 trots the river on the right 
of the enemy’s entunchments, unJer 
the proieftion of twelve pieces of artil- 
lery. General Bernadofte was tfo crofs 
it on the right ; both divifion* formed 
their battalion' of grenadiers, ranged 
themlllves in order of battle, having 
each half a brigade of light infantiy be- 
fore them, fupported by two battaitons 
of grcnadicis, and flanked by the ca- 
valry. 

The light infantry manoeuvred as ' 
riflemen, General Dammprtm on the 
left, and Gtneial Ltfpirftflc on the 
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tight, made their artillery advance, and 
a^brilk cannonade was opened. I gave 
order* for every half brigade to file off 
in a clofe column on the wings of their 
fecund, and of their firft and third bat- 
talion. 

General Duphot, at the head of the 
*7th light infantry, threw himfelf into 
the riser, and presently gained the op- 
ofite bank. General Bon fupported 
im with the grenadiers of Guieux's di- 
vifion. General Murat made the fame 
movement on the right, and was like- 
wife fupported by the grenadiers of 
Bernadotte’s divifion. The whole line 
put itfelf in motion, each half brigade 
en echeion, with fquadrons of cavalry, 
to fill up the empty (paces from behind. 
The hoftile cavalry wanted fcveral times 
to charge our infantry, but without i’uc- 
cefs ; the river was crofted, and the ene- 
my routed in every direction. They 
attempted to alfail our right with their 
cavalry, and our left with their infan- 
try. I fent General Dugua, and the 
Adjutant-General Kellermann, at the 
head of the cavalry of rtferve, aififted 
by our infantry, commanded by the 
Adjutant- Genera! Merieur; they worfted 
the enemy’s cavalry, and took prifoner 
the general who commanded them. 

General Guitux ordered the village 
of Gradifca to be attacked ; and, not- 
withftanding the darkncls of the night, 
he captured it, and completely routed 
the enemy ; Prince Charles had juft 
time enough left to fave himfelf. 

General Scrruncr’s divifion patted the 
river, in proportion as it arrived, and 
^ranged itfelf in battle array to fwrve as 
a corps of referve. 

In that day we took from the enemy 
fix pieces of cannon, one Genera!, fevcral 
fuperior officers, and made from four to 
five hundred prifoners. The quickncfs 
of our dilplay and manoeuvre, and the 
fuperiority of our artillery, alarmed the 
enemy to fuch a degree, that they would 
not make a (land, and profited by the 
night to take flight.

The 28th, the divifion qf General 
Bernadotte departed at three o’clock in 
the morning, marched round Palmano- 
va, and took pofition on the torrent of 
the Torre, where the huffarsmet him. 

The divifion of General Scrrurier 
took pofinon on the right, that of Gene- 
ral Guieux 011 the left. I fent Citizen 
Lefalc wirli the 24th regiment of Chaf- 
feurs to Udine. 

The enemy at our approach evacuat- 
ed PalmaiTova, where wc found 30,000 
ration* of bread. See . It was but ten 
clays before that Prince Charles feized 
that place from the Venetians ; he wiih- 
ed to occupy it ; but he had not had time 
toeftablilh himfelf there. 

General Malfcna arrived at Sr.Daniel, 
at Ol'opo, at Gemona, and puflied his 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The 29th General Bernadotte ad- 
vanced and blockaded Gradifca; Gene- 
ral Serrurier marched oppofite Saine 
Pietro, for the purpofe of palling the 
Ifonzo. The enemy had fcveral pieces 
of cannon, and fome battalions on thd 
other fide, for defending the paflage. 

I ordered different manoeuvres to a- 
larm the enemy, and the paflage was 
effected without oppofition, I cannot 
forget the trait of courage of Citizen 
Androfiy , Chief of Brigade of Artillery, 
who, ordered to try whether the river 
was fordable, precipitated himfelf into 
the water, and palled and repaired on 
foot.

CAPTURE OF GRADISCA. 

General Serrurier reached Gradifca 
by his march upon the heights w hich 
governed this town. 

To make a diverfion, and to preclude 
the enemy from the difeovery «f ourina- 
naeuvre, General Bernadottc caufcd the 
liflemcn toatt :tk them in their entrench- 
ments ; but our (Udiers, impelled by 
their natural ardour, advanced with 
their fixed bayonets to the very walls of 
Gradifca They were there received 
by a hesuy dikhaige of mufquctry and 
grape lhot. 

Five tlioufand prifoners, the (lower of 
Prince Charles’s army, ten pieces of 
cannon, and eight ftandards, were the 
fruits of this manoeuvre. We at the 
fame time palled L’llonzo, and took 
Gradifca. 

General Serruricr, in the mean time, 
arrived upon the heights which com- 
manded Gradifca, rendering every 
means of retreat impolfible. The ene- 
my, panic (buck, law no polTibiiity of 
defence, and dtfpaired of making their 
efcapc. General Bernadette prefented 
the lummens iubjointd, when the ene- 
my capitulated. 

General Bcrnadotte, obliged to fup- 
port them, brought forward four pieces 
of cannon to force the gates ; but they 
were defended by a flechc well entrench- 
ed. 

The divifion of General Bernadette 
conducted itfelf with that gallantry 
which guarantees our future fuccefs. 
General Bernadotte himftlf, his Aid- 
de Camp, and Generals, braved every 
difficulty and danger, i folicit the rank 
of General of Brigade for Adjutant- 
General Mireur. 

BATTLE OF CASASOLA. 

The divifion of General MalTena, car- 
rying the firft of La Chinfa, encounter- 
ed the enemy, who wiflied to dilputc the 
paftage of the bridge of Cafafola. The 
riflemen drove the enemy back, and 
immediately after tbc grenadiers of the 
32dand 57th demi-brig..dc 9 in dole co- 
lumns, forced the bridge, bearing the 
enemy, notwithftanding their entrench- 
ments and cbevaux di jrize, purluing 
them even to Pontieba, raking 600 pri- 
foner«, all belonging to the iegimenrs 
lardy brought from the Rhine* All the 
nngazincs which the enemy pofftlftd on 
this fide became alio our property.

Capture of the Place , 
Meanwhile General Guicux drove 
the column which lie had defeated to 
Put'ero, as far as rhe A uftriin *Chinfe, 
a poll extremely well intrenched, but 
which was carried by nlfiult after a 
very obltmurc engagement, m which 
Generals ]>-»« Vcrdier, and the fourth 
haif-bng nie, as wul ns the 43d, par- 
ticuliily diltinguilhed themfclws.

The hoftile column, feeing theChinfe 
taken, precipitated its match, and fell 
into the middle of the divifion of Gene- 
ral Maflena. who, after a fi'ght combat, 
made the whole prifoners, 30 pi-ccs of 
cannon, 400 waggons carrying the 
baggage of the ehemy, 5000 men and 
four Generals fell into their hands. I 
am eager to appnle you of this event, 
becauie, undi.r the prefent circumftan- 
ces, it is in Jifpe ridable that you ffiould 
be informed ol tvery thing without de- 
lay ; I referve it to give you a more 
detailed account of all thefc events as 
fuon as 1 (ball have received all the re- 


ports, and as Coon as every roottietf* 
lhall be lefs precious. 

The chain of the Alps whith parts 
France and Switzerland from Irafy, fe- 
parates the Italian part of Tyrol frort| 
the German part, the Venetian Staiei 
fiom the dominions of the Emperor, and 
Carinthia from the county of Goricd 
and Gradifca. The 'divifion of Maf» 
fena had crofied the Italian Alps, and 
came to occupy tiic defile of the None 
Alps. Our enemies were fo auk wal'd, as to 
enrhral all their baggage and part of the 
army, by the None Alps, who were 
that moment taken. The combat of 
Tarvis was fought above the clouds, on 
a height which commands Germany; 
in fcvcral parts to which our Jmc ex- 
tended the fnow lay three feet deep, and 
the cavalry, charging on the ice, luffer- 
td accidents, the refult of Which were 
extremely fatal to the enemy's cavalry.

Tlie Parliament in which he then fat 
drawing near a conclusion, Mi.

“SJR, 

“ The declining ftate of my health, and 
a v'i/h cf retiring from all public buli- 
nels, have for feme time made me think 
of not offering my feivice again to the 
town of Lynn as one of their fteprelenta- 
tives in Parliament. I was even on the point 
above eighteen months ago of obtaining 
leave fo have my ieat vafafet 1 by one of thoicj 
temporary places often ,beftowcd £<fi that 
purpoft* j but I thought it more leipeft- 
ful, and more confonant to the £reat aw\ 
lingular obligations \ have to the corpo- 
rationand tdwn of Lynn, to wait till I hat} 
executed their commands, to the laft hour 
ot the commiftion they have voluntarily 
entmfted to me. 

“ Till then, Sir, I did not think of 
making this declaration ; but hearing 
that diff:£js faction and diffenfions have 
anlcn among ft you (of which I am lo 
happy as to have been in no /hape the 
caule), that a warm conteft is expelled, 
and dreading to fee in the uncoirupted 
town of Lynn what has fpread lb fatally 
in other places, and what I fear will en^ 
in the ruin of this conlhtution and coun- 
try, I think it my duty, by an early d<% 
claration, to endeavour to prelerve the 
integrity and peace ot fo great, fo refpefct- 
able, and fo unblemiflied a borough. 

“ My father was re-chofen by the free 
voice of Lynn, when impriloned and ex-^ 
peiled by an arbitrary Court and pro/ti- 
tute Pailiament ; and from afFeflion to 
his name, not from the final left merit in 
me, they nnanimoully demanded me for 
their member while I was fitting 
for CajUr R/JFnjr, Gratitude exa£ls what 
in any other light might leem vain gloii- 
ous in me to lav * but it is to the lading 
honoui of the tovm cf Lynn I declare, that 
I have reprelented them in two Parlia- 
ments, without offering or heirig a Iked 
for the fmalleft gratification by any one 
of my conftituents. May I be per- 
mitted, Sir, to flatter my it If they are 
periuaded their otherwife unworthy rc- 
prefentttive 
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prefentative has not difgraced Co fret and 
unbigfled a choice. 

“ I have far above five and twenty yean 
in Parliament : and allow me to fay, Sir, 
as I am in a manner giving up my ac- 
count to my constituents, that my con- 
duct in Parliament has been as pure as 
niv manner of coming thither* No man 
who is or has -been miniitcr can fay that I 
have ever alked or received a perfonal 
favour ; my votes have neither been 
dictated by favour nor influence, but by 
the principles on which the Revolution 
was founded, the piinciples by which 
we enjoy the eltablilhment of the pre- 
sent Royal Family, the principles to 
which the town of Lynn nas ever ad- 
hered, and by which my father com- 
menced and doled his venerable life. 
The belt and only honours I defire 
would be to find that my conduct has 
been acceptable and iaiisfaftcry to my 
conititueiits.

TN all former wars it has been invaria- 
bly foi;n<|, that the mortality of our 
leamen from difeale has far exceeded that 
of our lols by the enemy. The Hospi- 
tal and Jail Fcvcf and Sea Scurvy are the 
I grand deltn>ycisf of that valuable body of 
men ; the fiilt of thefc difcaics can only 
be avoided by air and a due attention to 
clcanlincis, as has been repeatedly evin- 
ced in the India Ihips, where the diforder 
js lo little known, that very c*«>uded 
Ihips have frequently reached the place of 
their deltination without the lois of a 
p>an j and it is a plealing ciicumltancc 
to find, that the lame means have pro- 
duced equal benefits pour Navy.

If the former 
fliouid be ohjetfed to, as being liable to be 
bioken on board fiiip, I would then recom- 
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mend the ufe of elm tubs. Should aii y 
doubt be entertained of my principle* it 
may be ealily alcertained by trying the 
exponent in a common flower pot in 
a room. The only objection that 
occurs to me againft it is, the additional 
conlumption ot water it would occation, 
which in long voyages cannot always be 
1 ‘pa red. I ieel tnc fall force of this j 
but in an objt& of lo much conlequence 
as that of the health oi our l'eamen, it 
ouglit to have but little weight, and any 
water left in the tubs or jars might be 
applied again to the lame proceis, and 
after all need not be entirely loll, as it 
might lerve for the purpoie of boiling 
the iait pro vilions of the 'nip's company, 
which is now generally done with a mix- 
tiue of iult and lrclh water.

Philoibphers will eftewn him raoft on 
account of his metaphyfical works, in 
which he exhibits proof s of a cleameis of 
conception, andan accuracy of difrin^l ion, 
rarely to be found In the pages of airy 
other writer. I know that theie enqui- 
ries have been cen lured as of no profit 
to the mind of maiy which they are faid 
perpetually to delude.

To the EDITOR of the EUROPEAN MAGAZINE. 

'SIR, 

I BEG leave, through the medium of your Magazine, *to offer to the Publif 
the following Ode. It is the production of Shah Allum, the Hill nominal Em* 
peror of Hinduftan— a man whole misfortunes and fufferings are abundantly 
known, but whofe talents and virtues have not been juftly appreciated. Th# 
narrators of his melancholy biftory, viewing him merely in a political light, 
and judging of the man from the imbecility othis government, have formed con- 
clufions unfavourable to his intellectual endowments ; but thofe to whom an inti* 
mate knowledge of his life has given the means of eftimating the general chara&er 
of his mind, whilft they concur in the opinion of his incapacity for public affairs, 
detcribe him, at the fame time, as pofleffing much elevation of fentiment, and 
acutenefs of fenfibility j as being alike capable of exalting his mind to the purfuits 
of philofophy, and of frftening it to the exercife of the milder virtues. Poetry 
was the amulement of his youth ainidft the lplendour of a palace, and is now tht 
•onfolation of his age in the gloom of a dungeon. 

This Ode is efteemed the belt of his late performances, and is rendered pecu- 
liarly intercrting by the afflicting nature of its theme. It was written at the ago 
of feventy, about two years after he had been denofed, imprifoned, and deprived 
•f his fight, by Golaam Kbader, one of his vanal Princes, and it be;rs ample 
teftimony of his dignity and his fpirit. It breathes the warm language of infulted 
virtue, and the calm dictates of pious resignation. It (hews a mind of which tht 
energies have neither been enfeebled by age, nor reprefled by adverfity. 

Of the beauties and defeCts of the Poem, as they appear in an Englifh drefs, it 
were unbecoming in this place to make any difci imination. I may, however, be 
permitted to obferve, that the Tranllator has given to an al molt literal tranfla- 
tion,a chaftenefsand an elegance which, from the oppofite idioms of the two lan- 
guages, and the (fill more oppofite genius of Oriental and of Englifh poetry, has 
beenbut feldom attained. But thefe pathetic verfes have a higher value, as illuf- 
trating the character of their venerable author, whom England has allowed to lan- 
guid! in hopelefs mifery, than from any inliinfic merit of their own. I truft, there-' 
fore, that a contemplation of his unhappy condition, and of thofe feelings which 
it will not be denied him to have exprened in a manly as well as a delicate flrain^ 
will excite the fympathy of the reader, and afluage the feventy of the critic ; and, 

I may prefume, there are thole amonglt us who can commit rate the fate of de- 
graded magnificence, and give a tear to the forrows of negle&ed genius.

Mercury, avcrypietty 
appellation in my opinion, had in then ’s 
fallen into dlfgrace ; and they have had 
the impudence to advertife that i never 
entered their fhops, and that all their 
cofmetical noftrums, which l am at the 
bottom of 9 are compofed and compounded 
without any affiltance from me.

At>ropoi , Mr. Tdltor, I do not know 
whether you and I were not acquainted 
in your juvenile days : however, I lhall 
not prefs that matter any further, hecauie 
abundance of pcriors whom I haveferved 
in rheir youth growfhy, and aroalhamcd 
of owning that th* y hai"* had any con- 
nexion with me wacn they arrive at 1 iper 
yeais.

piN the 29th of June 1793 difeove red 
^ an iiland from on board the Shah 
Hor mazier, of Calcutta, then in com- 
pany with the Chejhrfield , in latitude 
9°. 2 3 ft S. and 146°. 57'. E. longitude, 
‘by good oblervation. 

Tlii* new difeovered land is called 
Tate's Island, in honour of Mr. 
Tate, of Bombay. 


CALCUTTA. 

On the ift of July the (hips anchored 
in nine fathom water, about twelve 
miles to the E ail ward of 'Tate's Ijland ; 
when it was pro po fed by Captain Hamp- 
ton, of the Hoima/ier, to lend a boat 
from each ihip to found two reefs of 
rocks, extending to the Northward from 
the North point of the iiland to the 
Southward from tha South point. 

The 
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The boats were accordingly difpatch- 
rd J and when they had approached with- 
in abSut'half a mile of the ifland, they 
perceived that the ifland was inhabited. 

The natives made flgns to the Teamen 
to cofne afliore ; but the day being then 
far advanced, and not having a lufTicient 
quantity of arms and ammunition in cafe 
they weie attacked, they thought it molt 
piudent to make the bell of their way 
(jack to the fhips. 

When the n4tives faw they were about 
to return, many of them leaped into the 
water and twain after the boats, while 
otheis of them launched two or three ca- 
noes, and loon came up with them. 
They bartered bows, ai rows, and (pears, 
for linall penknives, beads, See . — 
Some of the natives went aflei wards on 
bo.nd the (hips, and tiaded there in the 
lame articles. 

They are a flout well-made people, 
woolly -headed, and in llalure k u-nible 
the delcription given of the New Guineas, 
as well as in Complexion-. They appealed 
to be humane and hofpitahlu people fiom 
their behaviour while on board. 

After they had left the Horntazier it was 
peiceived that they had ftolcn a hatchet, 
and feveral linall articles, which might 
have been expefted, as it is common 
amongft 1110ft lavages. 

On the id of July it was propofed by 
Captains B.mipicn and Holt to man one 
boat from the two fhips, and lend ha* 
afliore, to fee if there was any water to 
be had, and alfo tor a party to go up to 
the bight ft point of the ifland, to Ice 
how far the land extended to the Wtft- 
waid, as the fhips were then looking out 
for Fortji's Sir eight *. 

Mr. Shaw, chit f Officer of the Chef- 
tei field, was appointed to this duty. 
Captain Hill, of the New South Wales 
corps, Mr. Caller, Purler of the //,/*- 
wa%ier> and Mr. Hafkett, paftengur, 
piopofed to accompany him, in older to 
make fome observations on the foil, pro- 
duce, and inhabitants, of this new-dif- 
^overed ifland. 

On the vl. hi the morning, the fe gen- 
tlemen having provided theinfelves with 
prefents for the natives, confuting of 
pen-knives, fcifl’ais, razors, beads, &$c. 
and w ith plenty of arms and ammuni- 
tion, in cafe of attack, embarked on 
board a boat, and at noon reached the 
ifland. 

The natives received them very kindly, 
and conduced the boat to a convenient 
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amongft the natives, which they appear- 
ed to be very much pleafed with, it was 
pfopofed, that Melfrj, Shaw, Carter, and 
Hakett, fliould proceed to the top of a 
high point of land, and that Captain HQ! 
fliould ftay by the boat with the fo\w 
leamen. 

They accordingly armed themfelvc^ 
with a mulket each, and a luflicient 
quantity of pow'der and kill to begin 
thtir journey properly accoutied. 

Thcic were by this time great num- 
beis of the natives, men, women and 
children, aflembled round them* ,the men 
and children quite naked, and the womeit 
with no other covering than a leaf over 
liicli parts as nutuie had taught them to 
conceal. ^ 

The gentlemen, when properly equip- 
ped, made ligiis to them that they were in 
want of water, on which, with th^greateft 
cheariulncl’s, they conducted them to an 
excellent ipring of water, frequently 
killing the hands of the paity on the way, 
crying out “ V/ubba 1 wahla !" which 
they luppofed to bv water in their laa- 
guage. 

After the gentlemen had examined the 
water, they made flgns of Wing defirous 
to alcend the hill ; the natives readily 
conceived their meaning, offered to con- 
d uft them, and appeared to be very happy 
in the ftiangcis company. 

They had proceeded about three quar- 
ters of a mile up the hill, when they 
wcie conduced to a level lpot of cleared 
ground, where giafs was growing, and 
feveral young pi intain tiees fpnnging 
up in the midft of it, and the number of 
hiids chirruping among the bullies that 
fun ounded this fpot made it appear ro- 
mantic. 

Here they were invited to fit down, to 
which Meftis. Center and Shaw con- 
futed , but on Mr. Hafkett’s faying “he 
i’u (’peeled they had fomedefignsonthem,^ 
Mi . Cartel replied, that he believed them 
to be a let of innocent creatures, and 
made flgns for fomething to drink. 

A boy was immediately difpatched, 
and fhortly after returned with two co-' 
coa nuts, which were given them to drink# 
After Mr. Carter had drank he got up 
and gave his mufket to Mr. Hafkett to 
hold, while he took a fketch of the 
landscape as it then appeared to his viewi 

The natives feeing the two mil fleets ill 
Mr. Hafkett’s hands, defired to hold[ 
them for him 5 he gave Mr. Carter's to 
one of them, but kept his own cocked, 
rhe-muzzle dire&ed towards the breaft of 
him who held it# 

At 
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As foon as Mr. Carter had' finished, 
he took the mufket from the native, and 
chid Mr. Hafkett for his fear, mention- 
ing repeatedly that they wefean innocent 
race of men, and Mr. Shaw acquieiced 
in his opinion. 

Alter refiefhing thcmfelves they made 
figns to the natives to proceed further 
up the hill, which they did not fecin m 
efined to, but rather wifhid them to go 
down to the valley that appeared clear 
and pleal'ant from the place thev wue 
then in, which was funovnuled by busies 
*nd fhrubs. 

When the natives perceived that their 
▼ifitors were determined to aicenii the 
hill, they frllowcd in great innnbeis, 
hallooing and lhouting molt hidcoully on 
; the way. 

Mr. Hafkett ftriftly ©bferved t heir 
motions 5 as they were continually mak- 
ing figns to each other, and freqm ntly 
pointing towaids him, He intimated theie 
obfervations to the other gcr.tlcmcn, and 
begged them fir God’s fake to be on 
their guaid, for the natives wue certainly 
bent on mil’chicf. 

At length, about half pad two P. M. 
they reached the fummit of the hill, on 
which they found a clear fpot of giouiid 
of fomc acres in extent: tnc natives here 
kiffed their hands frequently, and, veiy 
kindly to all appear* ’ce, invited them 
to fit down and re It thcmfelves j which, 
however, they declined to do, the day 
being fo far Iper.t. 

Here they had an opportunity of taking 
the view which was the cbieft of then 
journey j they faw the reefs extending 
as far as the eye could reach ; hut no 
land to the Weftward of the ifland, except 
a large find bank nearly even u ith the 
water’s edge, and not far from the illand 

At the fame time they alio perceived a 
great number of the natives round the 
boat, who they fuppofrd were trading 
with Captain Hill. When they had 
made their obferva'ions they began to 
ciefcend 5 by degrees the natives contrived 
to feparafe the three gentlemen at $ight 
erten yards from each other, infinuating 
thcmfelves between thtm in the path, 
which was but narrow, under the pie- 
tcnce of afliftingthem down the hill. 

Mr. Hafkett perceived boys of about 
*4 or 15 years of age lurking in the 
butties as they patted, with bundles of 

^ ears and arrows, of which he inte.rmed 
r. Carter, who was the i’oremoft in the 
n*th, and afked Mr. Shaw, who was be- 
fipd them, if he faw them ? who an- 
wmmd in the affirmative. 


Mr. Shaw begged the other gentleme* 
to he on their guard ; and Mr. Hafkett 
propofed to Mr. Carter to turn all the 
natives before them, as he could plainly 
perceive they were bent cn murdering 
them ; but Mr. Carter faid, he thought 
that would fhew figns of miflrult or fear, 
and that he thought it -better to go on 
as t hey were, and be ail upon their guard. 

They had got down the hill the gi eateft 
part of the way in this manner, when 
thev weiemet by a very old man, who 
kitted Mr. Carter's hand firft, and then 
attempted to kiis Mr. Hafkett's, but was 
not permitted 5 he then went on and 
kitted Mr. Shaw's, who was in the rear. 

Immediately after Mr. Hafkett called 
cwt, “ They want to take my mufket 
from mej" and Mr. Caitcr exclaimed, 
“MyGcd! my God! they have mur- 
dered me!” Mr. Hafkett difeharged his 
inufkef at the next man to him ; on th<; 
rtpoit of it the natives all fled into the 
buffi es. 

Ilcie was a hon id Ypeftacle for Mr, 
Hafkett to behold > Mr. Caitei lying 
on the ground in a gore of blood, ami 
Mr. Shaw with a large cut in his throat 
under the left jaw j but luckily they were 
both able to rife and proceed down the 
hill with all poflible fbced, firing at the 
natives wherever they law them. 

When they arrived on the beach they 
called out “ File! fire!” But whatmuft 
have been their feelings when they per- 
ceived Captain Hill and one ofthefeamen 
dead upon the beach, cut and mangled in 
a fhocking manner j they fhortly after 
perceived two of the feamen floating cu 
the water between the boaL and the beach, 
with their throats cut from ear to ear. 
After feme difficulty the unhappy fur- 
vivois made a ffiift to get on board the 
boat. 

They found lH at the natives had taken 
all their provifions, boat cloaks, &c. 
darted the water out of their kegs, and 
left the fuurth failor 'dead in the boat, 
cut and mangled in the fame fho^kingj 
manner. 

They tried to get in their grapnel, but 
found it impoflible, it was lo entangled 
arnongft the rocks by the natives. They 
therefore cut it 5 and Meflis. Shaw and 
Hafkett got out two oars and pulled off 
fhorc, whilft Mr. Carter kept the natives 
off with his mufket. But they found 
great difficulty in getting out of the 
reach of their fpears and arrows, as the 
wind blew frefh on fhore. 

At length they found they could wea- 
ther the point of the ifland by holding the 

fail,

fail, which the natives moil fortunately 
haa left behind them! and it was hoifted 
accordingly. 

Mr. Haflcett bound up the wounds of 
his* unfortunate comrades with their hand- 
kerchiefs } but Mr. Carter was io weak 
from the lofs of blood, that he was ob- 
liged to lay down in the bottom of the 
boat, while the other two weie lpctfators 
of the fate of their deceafed companions. 

They law very diitinftly thole voia- 
cious cannibals dragging the b. dies of 
Captain Hill and the leamen up towards 
large fires prepaied on the occasion, yel- 
ling and howling at the fame time. 

Between nine and ten they cleared the 
point of the illand, when it was pro- 
pofed by Mr. Shaw to run under the lea 
of it, and endeavour to get to the land 
bank they law from the top of the hill ; 
that being the only method they could 
take, as they might reafonably hope, when 
they had not returned to the Ihips as 
expe&ed, boa would be lent in quell 
of them the next morning. 

They, therefore, hauled up under the 
lea of it, and made fall a club 01 iron 
wood, which the cannibals had left in 
the boat, to a nine pound lead, which 
had alfo efcaped their notice j thefe they 
bent to the lead- line, and let it go, in 
hopes it would ride her till tfce morning. 

They then committed the body of the 
nuirdtred leaman to the deep, and re- 
turned thanks to the Almighty for de- 
livering them from thole inhuman mon- 
gers. 

The pain the two wounded gentlemen 
felt, and the anxiety of them all, de- 
prived them of relt all that night. When 
day- light appeared, they found they had 
drifted ncaily out of light of the illand, 
and to the leeward of the land bank. 

It was impoflible to reach the bank ; 
they therelore confulted resetting what 
was befl to be done in their perilous litu- 
ation. 

They examined what was left in the 
boat, and found fome knives and feiflars 
in the Hern locker, but to their great 
furrow the compafs was gone, and all 
their provifions and water. There was 
alio Mr. Hafkett’s great coat left in the 
boat, but nothing cite. 

Left now totally to Mr. Shaw, as to 
what were the beft Heps to take, as the 
other two were neither navigators nor 
feamen, he informed them, that the wind 
was then fair to run dire£l for Ttmor f 
which lay nearly Weft of them, and he 
fuppoltd they ftiould reach that illand in 
About ten days. He' could not think the 
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!hip or boats would ever find them, and 
the longei they delayed bearing away, the 
lefs able they would be to perform their 
voyage without provifions and water. 

Tiiey theiefore all agreed to ftand 
away to the WellWard, and trull them- 
lelves to that Piovulence who had deli* 
veicd them from the cannibals of Tate’s 
Illand. 

Animated with hope, they continued thus 
until the 5th, when hunger and thirlt prey- 
ed upon them : Mr. Carter’s wound was 
fo painful that he begged to have it exa- 
mined, which Mr. liafkett did while 
Mr. Shaw held the liter oar. With 
great difficulty the hair was cut from the 
head, which, with the handkerchief and 
his hair, were entirely clotted with 
blood. The wound was in the back 
pai t of the head, and appeared to hare 
been made with a hatchet. Alter having 
been walked with fait water, Mr. Halkett 
tied it up witli a piece of his fhirt, and 
Mr. Carter found himielf after the 
drefling much relieved. 

In the afternoon they difeovered land, 
which they luppoled to be the S. W. 
extremity of Acw Guinea j and on run- 
ning down towards it, perceiving a reef 
extending to the Southward, on which 
were leveral negroes, whole heads only 
were out of the water, they were at 
hrll miitaken tor breakers above the wa- 
ter, but as loon as their miitake was 
diicovered, no one was eager to try their 
triendlhip, the fate of their companions 
being too irelh in their memory ; not even 
though one of the negroes held up to 
them a large fifh j no iinali inducement 
to men who had not broke fait for fifty- 
two houis. 

They palled the reef, however, wit hi 
out in the lealt noticing the natives, and 
continued their courle to the Westward, 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Halkett relieving each 
other every two hours at the ilcer oar. 

On the 6th in the morning they difeo- 
vered a land bank to the Southward, 
quite dry, to which they gave the name 
of Forlorn Hope. A great number of- 
birds being perceived about this hank, 
they endeavoured to make for it, in the 
hopes of killing lome of them and ga* 
fhering eggs, but found that the boat 
was drifting to the ‘leeward cf the bank 
they therefore hauled down the tail, and 
endeavoured to row up to it, but found 
themielves fo exhaufted tor want of food 
and water, that it was impoflible to 
make their way towards the bank ; indeed 
fo much had that attempt fatigued them, 
that it was with the grcatelt difficulty 

S s they 
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tljey could iccomplilh ftepping the maft 
and again hoiflingthe fail. 

This fatigue* after the boat was again 
on her courie, occafioncd them to repine 
and murmur at their misfortunes ; but 
reflection on the goodnefs of that Provi- 
dence who fo far bad protected them, 
changed it into a perfeCt reliance on his 
mercy. 

On the 7th in the morning they found 
two fmall birds in the boat, one of which 
they immediately divided into three pai :s, 
each devouring nis (hare with the keeneft 
fenfationsof hunger : the other bird was 
leferved for another meal. Even with 
this fmall (hare of fuftenancc their fpirits 
were confidcrably raifed ; — they It ill fleer- 
ing to the Weftwaid ; the fun being their 
guide by day, and the liars by night. 

Shortly after l'un-fet this day they 
found themlelves in Ihonl water, and 
breakers all round them ; however, they 
flood on till about nine at night, when, 
having deepened to about five fathom, 
it was propofed by Mr. Shaw, and agreed 
to, that they Ihould come to and reit 
themfelves for the night. 

On the 8th in the morning they difeo- 
vered land on both iides of them, which 
was at firft very difeouraging, but Mr. 
Shaw, perceiving a cuirent letting to the 
Weftward, conjeClured that there was 
a paflage through, and that after clearing 


the land they Ihould find an open fea, by 
which means they might fliortly reach 
Timor. 

Having, therefore, flood in between 
the iflands, they found there was a paf- 
fage between them, and, not perceiving 
any ligns c f inhabitants, agreed to land 
and look foi water: Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Hafkett accordingly landed, and finding 
a hole full of waler, Mr. Shaw could 
not refiain from di inking heartily of it ; 
after which, however, and that a keg of 
it had been filled, it was found to be as 
brackilh as the water nlongfide. 

They flood on through thefe ftraights, 
which they named God' s Mtrcy. In the 
afternoon Mr. Carter's wound became 
very painful j and on Mr. Halkett’s 
opening it to walh it as ulual with lalt 
water, he found three pieces of the fkull 
had worked out ; which circumflance, 
however, he did not communicate to 
Mr. Caitei, but, on the contrary, gav$ 
him every aflurance of its doing well. 

Mr. Caiter having bten very weak 
fiom the opening of the wound, the 
throat of the lemaining bird was cut 
and applied to Mr. Carter's mouth, an 
yielding a lew drops ol blood, gave him 
great relief. They divided the bird in 
the fame manner they had c|one the other,

A CORRESPONDENT obferves with 
** fincejre regret, in the late Gazette ac- 
counts of our various fuicefles in St. Do- 
mingo, no mention made of any of the 
French officers or troops in our pay. Mon- 
talembeft, Delbruges, DesScurces, Depef- 
tre, and many others, are names which 
would not discredit any report j and the 
eohduft of the gallant Chevalier de Sevray, 
commanding a Black company in our fer- 
▼ice, ought not to have been pafl'ed over in 
filenceby our Generals ; this Gentleman 
was wounded in 'the bread in one of the 
•ftions under Gen. Bovryerj he was fo far 
recovered as to be out or danger, but on 
the Brigands attempting to ftorm one of 
Jgorts, he was again in aftion, and by 

e‘ 


his exertions greatly aided the rcpulfc 5 
but thole exertions cauled his wounds to 
open alrefh, and he died in conlequence. 

That there are bad men in all nations 
muft be allowed ; but our Correfpondent 
cannot help thinking fuch French Gen- 
tlemen as have attached themlelves to us, 
have thus given the ftrongeft proofs of 
their honour and integrity, their wilh for 
cod order and government, and they* 
lould ever be mentioned for their portion 
of merit, as a principal ftimulus to great 
and good aft ions. This, without mean- 
ing any refleftron on our commanders, 
would, in the opinion of our Correfpon- 
dent, give them additional credit for 
their candour and difiutereflednefs. 

Our 
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Our Correfpondent alfo obferves an ac- 
cdUnt of the very flourifhing ftate of the 
pariih of L’Arcahaye, but not a fyllable 
to whom this is to be attributed $ had the 
inhabitants been confulted, they -would 
have proclaimed to the world, that the 
high ftate of cultivation, and the great 
tranquillity in which that pariih is at 
prelent, is owing to the genius, ftrong 
mind, and indefatigable exertions of Col. 
Lapointe, Commandant of the Diftiift, 
who whilft almoft every other part of the 
Ifland is devaftated and in inl’urreftion, 
has unifoimly prelerved peace and quiet 
in the extent of this puri/h under his 
charge, and by this means bi ought it to 
unequalled prolperity. 

As the Biitifli nation is fo little ac- 
quainted with the immcnle value of this 
IHand, our Correfpondtnt prelumes to 
give a (hort Ikctch of this panjb j it is 
the fmalhjl m thr Ijland, and the fertility 
and vaft refources of the whole may in 
feme meafure J>e judged of therefrom. 

L’Arcahaye, from Boucaflin to Fort 
Lapointe is from four or five, to nine 
miles wide to the mountains. 

The hills of the lame pariih are fixty- 
fix miles long, in coffee, from MountTcr- 
rible to the Hill of Montruis. 

In 1789, fifty veffels, each from 300 to 
4.00 tons, were loaded here with lugar and 
coffee, befides a great quantity of mo- 
laffes and other matters fhipped to Ame- 
rica, and the contraband trade j ado 
taffia, there being three diftillei its. The 
Fonds Blancs adjoining, and two-thirds 
of Mirebalais, on account of the nearnefs 
of the lea, (hip much of their produce 
from this pariih alfo. — There are in the 
pariih 

57 fugar eftates, 

300 coffee eftates, 

4 indigo eftates, and about 
100 lmall places where cotton is 
cultivated, 

x 8,000 (laves, and 1000 to 1100 white 
inhabitants j fome eftates make 1000 
hogfheads of fugar per annum, and one 
eftate of forty-eight acres (that of Ja- 
roffay aux Vafes), has been known to 
produce 2oo,ooolb. of fugar in one year; 
a good deal of clayed fugar is alfo made, 
and double refined equal to any in the 
world. They leckon that a good field 
Jlave fhould earn there 400 dollars or up- 
wards of 90!. fterling, per annum* 
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This pariih, like many others in S£ 
Domingo, is very independant of ftafons. 
A variety of ftreams and rivulets, which 
are never dry, run from the mountains, 
and every eitate has a part, proportioned 
to its magnitude, allotted to it, which is 
feen meandering through the cane pieces, 
and preferves them in conftant verdure j fa 
that though the general feafon of mak*, 
ing fugar is the fame as in the Britifti 
Iflands in the Weft Indies, yet they make 
fugar the wboleycar round . 

This is one of the fmalleft pariihes and 
plains of the Ifland. Prior to the war, the 
experts from St. Domingo exceeded in 
value thofe of the whole Britilh Iflands in 
the Weft Indies } the Spanifh part of this 
invaluable I Hand is laid to be equal in 
fertility to the French, though, owing to 
the indolence of thofe people,, it is little 
cultivated. 

In the whole Ifland it is very healthy, 
and cool in the mountains. In J788, the 
population, £Lc. of the French part of 
St, Domingo flood thus 
30,826 white inhabitants, befides troops, 
24,848 lmilattoes and free negroes, 
434,429 flaves, 

793 f ll B ar eftates, 

3,150 indigo ditto, 

789 cotton plantations, 

3,117 coffee eftates, 

54 cocoa ditto, 

520 water mills, 

1,6x9 cattle mills, 

46,813 mules, 

36,782 horfes, 

243,682 head of cattle, &c. 
and all this within the ipace of 70 years, 
as it could only be Laid to be a colony 
fince 1718, when the throne of Spain was 
lecured to the Duke of Anjou. 

Spain holds two-thirds of the cultiva- 
ble foil j has only 14,000 blacks or mu- 
lattoes, of which 7 000 or 8000 are (laves, 
and has no plantation of conjequence, yet 
they have held this Colony three centuries, 
and it colls the Government 2 50,000 dol- 
lars annually, whilft in 1788 the French 
part yielded 6,924,166 livres of ochoi, 
or duties to Government on the various 
productions of the Colony, of which 
the total value the fame year was 
179,383,396 livres. In the §pani(h part 
they have only a depreciated paper cur* 
rency, as all their fpecie goes to the 
French part of the Ifland.

been told that day my mother was buried, 
now 'tis unfold yet; but will bedifpofed 


of, as foon, as it can be conveniently 
done j tho indeed, 'tis perplex'd wt. 
fome difficult its. I was a long time 
here living att my own charges, and 
you know now eXpeniive that is : this, 
together with the furnifliing of mylelf 
wt. cloaths, linnens, one thing with 
another, to fit me for any bufinefs of ibis 
nature hrre t neceflarly oblidg'd me to 
contract fome debt, being a Granger here, 
'tis a wonder how I got any credit ; but, 
I cant expelt 'twill be long fuftain'd, un- 
lefs I immediately clear it. even, now, 
I belive it is at a crilis. my friends 
have no money to fend me, till the land 
is fold ; and my creditors will not wait 
till then — you know what the conie-

* Doctor Cranston, to whom this letter is addrefled, appears to have been the 
companion of (he early youth, and the confidant of the mature life, of Thornton. He was 
fon of the Gentleman who was then Minifter of Ancrum, on whofe death Mr. John Cran- 
fton, another of his fons, fucceeded to that office. Dr. Cranfton having died foon after 
his father, all his papers fell into the hands of his brother, who lived to an advanced age in 
" the paftoral charge of Ancrum ; and at his death, which happened a few years ago, both 
his own and his brother’s manuferipts came into the ponT.-ffim of his furviving family. 
From this period, the prefent letter lay unnoticed amon K ft lumber till lately, when it was 
taken out by a maid-fervant, and devoted by her to the purpofe of packing up fome candle- 
flicks, which were fent to Kelfo to be exchanged. The pcriln into whofe hinds it thus 
fell (Mr. William Muir, junior, copperfmith, Kelfo 'i fortunately difeovered ir-> value} and 
has obligingly fumiflied us with it on the prefent occafion. The copy we have taken, and 
which is now fubjoined, is exalt and literal ; the fpdling, punctuation* and even the errors 
of the original, being fcrupuloufly prsferved. 

The Public will perceive, that this intcrcfting epiftle is without date, and is figned on(y 
with initials *. But, independent of the fimple narrative of the means by which it has been 
refeued from oblivion, it feems to carry in it fuch in tr in fie marks of authenticity, that no. 
one who is in the leaft acquainted w.th the peculiar charslter of the productions of Thom- 
fon, can hefitate a moment in afcribing it to him. Bcfides gratifying that laudable curiofity 
which the Public naturally feel to become acquainted with the mod minute circumftances in 
the lives of eminent men, we confider this letter as peculiarly intcreftmg in many other 
points of view. It appears to have been written at a moft ciitical period of the author's 
Jife, being fon after his arrival in England, whither he went upon the death of his mo- 
ther. Jt exhibits the interefting fpeltacle of an elegant and imxp’ nenced mind, labouring 
tinder the preflure of pecuniary embarraflments, and Aruggling with thofe feelings of con- 
feious dignity by which he had long been prevented from foliating aflirtance, and which 
the horrors of impending indigence alone enabled him to overcome. But the account he 
then proceeds to give of the origin and pattial progrefs of “The Seasons’’ more nearly 
concerns the Public, and merits the attention not only of the Biogiapiier, whom it enables 
to throw light on an ohfeure part of the hiftory of this work; but alfo of the Philofophcr, 
whom it mull forcibly Imprefs with the reflexion, that the moft trivial circumftances fome. 
times aiFelt the whole tenor of a man s life, and that, by caufes apparently the moft in- 
efficient, his fame and fortune may be for ever decided, as well as the nature and extent of 
-fiis influence on mankind. Had not Mr Ricclcton, a man who is now altogether un- 
known as a poet, cotapofed a fmall production on Winter, the immortal tk Seatons” might 
never have exifted ; and thus, not only might Scotland have derived comparatively fmall 
itiftre from the genius of her Thornton, but the world might never have been delighted with 
die enchanting imagery and glowing defeription of the Poet of the Year.

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If In your power, you won’t refufe me, 
Is, a fetter of credit, on foine merchant, 
banker, or fuch like perfon in London, 
for the matter of twelve pound ; 
till I get money, upon the telling

That chcar the fpirits, and ftrene the foul. 

Then teirible floods, and high winds, 
that uluully happen about this time of 
year, and have already happen’d here, 
(I wilh you have not felt them too dread- 
fully) the firft produced the encloled 
lines ; the lait are not completed.

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• c O," faid I authoritatively, “ this 
eaitli is not our only place of ex ■ 
iftence; that .God who lent the good 
into this world of cait* has prcpaied a 
future rewaul more than adequate to all 
their prefent fuftciings." — My heart was 
gladdened with the idea — it fwelled with 
thankfulnefs to its great Creator, and 
benevolence to all mankind. Tranquil- 
lity reigned in my breaft — my feelings 
were lbttened into haimony. The Ctiuft: 
of the exclamation was forgotten ; — my 
mind was relieved from every unplealant 
imprtflion. Perfect lerenity we were 
never meant long to enjey i — fhort was 
its ftay with me — the name of Julia 
ftruck my ears, and inftnntly recalled my 
wandering thoughts. “ She is awoke," 
faid the Cottager — that moment I found 
myfelf at her bed -fide and clafped her 
lily hand to my heart.

— Now maik the 
eontraft : Alcander (patience iuppoit me 
sit the mention of his name') came lo 
blaft her felicity. Under the ici in ot an 
angel he concealed the heart of a fiend. 
Her puiltlefs beauty inipiied him with 
no other lentiment than a wifh to get her 
into his powers irem the guilt of fuch 
an allien he tell littlt crmpur.lt ion— his 
only difficulty was to effect it. The ex- 
ternal advantages, alas! of a fine firm 
and winning add refs were but too power- 
ful advocates witjv the heart of Julia in 
bis favour : the delicacy of his flattery 
pleaful her ; and thofe praifes, which* 
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when they proceeded from others, (he 
disregarded, from Alcander weie re- 
ceived with raptuie. Too artlels to con- 
ceal hei aftbllion, her defti oyer perceived 
the advantage he had gained before (he 
lieilelf was aware of it. This difeo- 
very, inftead of filling him wirh grati- 
tude (could a heart Inch as his be lenli- 
ble of that foft emotion), only embold- 
ened him in his hopes; from that time 
doubling his afliduuies, in an unguarded 
moment he pi evaded >.pon her to put her- 
(clf under his protedion.

Though reduced to the ex- 
tremity of dillrefs, Julia thought not of 
herhlt; (he flew to her aged paient, 
whole arms, flic well knew, would be 
eptn to receive her. She anivtd juft in 
time to Ice the remains of that revered 
gundi.in ot her happinels depofited in 
the tdtih. 1 1 id Julia's guilt had ftruck 

him to the heart — there needed not a re- 
petirion of the blow. Foi fix weeks (lie 
be re the remembrance of the feene j the 
fevinth foui d her in the lituation I have 
deicribed.

other in the woi Id, will l>e as lufficient 
t9 g 11 aid us againft internal much; nations, 
a* our fortirude and prudence have hi - 
theito been lufficient to lepel the ag- 
grellions of holtile nations With the 
conduit of thole to whom Government is 
committed, every wile mail, in his pn- 
\ute capacity, will forbear to inteileiej 
confeious that his opinion mult netelfa- 
rdy be ciicmnicribid by a nairow and 
inaccurate range of information. But, 
in what more immediately ulates to in- 
dividuals, lie is not equally reliiamed ; 
indeed he may be faid to be called 
upon in an el'pecial manner, b) his duty 
as a good citizen, to do all in his power 
to contribute to fount ordcr 7 and to the 
Jup pre, fan of dangerous inno\ations. 

It is on this account that tin. woik be- 
fore 11s has a claim to cur earnelt re- 
commendation. it appears to contain a 
fair narrative of fuch events as fell with- 
in the writer’s sbfervation and bitter ex- 
perience, during the continuance of one 
of the moil crut l and atrocious tyrannies 
recorded in the hilloiy of mankind. Its 
proper tffe£l is to guard eveiy man who 
refte&s from an eager propenlity to array 
himlelf and his countrymen with thefe 
wer -local, ng rags of France which have

hitherto appeared only as the emblems of 
Log pat v, iv) etch tlnrf , and Jlunghter . 

Though theltileof this work is good, 
the fair Authoiels is lo modefl, as to 
apologise foi any defefls that may ap- 
pear in it. She tells her reader*, “ Tnat 
ihc fliould never have ventured to offer 
any pi ( duel ion of heis to the world, 
had ilie nut conceived it poflible, that 
information and reikcuons collcilcd and 
made on the lpot, during a period when 
Ijancc exhibited altate of which there 
r» no example, might gratify curiolity 
without the aid of literary einbelli/h- 
ment; and an adheience to truth might, 
in a lubjeit of this nature, be more ac- 
ceptable than biiliiancy of thought, or 
elegance ot language. The eruption of 
a volcano, Ihe adds, may be more ici- 
cntificjlly dclcribcd and accounted for 
by the- philofopher : bwt the relation of 
the illiterate peafant who beheld it, 
and fullered from its effe&s, may not he 
lei’s intei elting to the common hearer. ’* 

Tlieic lemarks are undoubtedly juit 9 
and argue a very becoming diffidence in 
the wnter; it is our province to add, 
what a perufal of theleVolumes will con- 
firm, that where the lpettator of, and 
lharer in, the difmal icene is fraught 
alfo with the wiidom of the philofopher, 
the information derives from this cir- 
cumftance additional weight and value $ 
and that the penon who has publifhed 
thefe pages is not more faithful in Hat- 
ing the circumltances, than judicious and 
conjiderate in appreciating the impor- 
tance 
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tance and extent of the calamities (he re- 
lates. 

Perhaps we can in no way better con- 
fult the interefts of the Public and of the 
Author cfs 9 without over- looking-, what 
ought to be our chief concern, the enter- 
tainment of the readers of our jniiccl- 
hny, than by leltfting, as we turn over 
the pages of two clolcly printed oftavo 
\olumes, luch pallages and occurrences 
as (hall appear particularly important 
and impremve; making ourldvcs any oc- 
cafional lemarks which may render our 
ext rads more intelligible o: ulUui. 

.The firit letter we lhall notice is dat- 
ed Arras, 179a, which ddcribts the gar- 
den and palace of the Bilhop of that 
place, who had emigrated. In this de- 
scription, •veluti inj/nittlo , tbty may be- 
hold their fate who quit their native foil 
to clcape the ordeal of ptrjuution , and 
all may contemplate the rile of malig- 
nity and the progrds and pumlhment of 
ingratitude. 

“ Alter obtaining an order from the 
Municipality, we went to lee the gardens 
and palact of the Bifhop. The garden 
has nothing vtry icmarkable, but is 
largeand well laid out, according to the 
old (file. It forms a vay agieeabic 
walk } and, when the Bifhop poilelled it, 
was open toi the enjoyment of the inha- 
bitants, but it is now (hut up, and in 
difoider. The houle is plain, and mb- 
ftantially furnifhed, and exhibits no ap- 
pearance of unbecoming luxuiy. The 
whole is now the propeity of the nation, 
and will foon be dilpoled of. I could not 
help feeling a fenlation of melancholy as 
we walked over the apartments. Every 
thing is marked in an inventory juft as 
left, and an air of arrangement and re- 
fidence leads one to reflect, that the own- 
er did not imagine, at his departuie, he 
was quitting it perhaps for ever. I am 
not partial to the original emigrants, 
yet much may be laid tor the Bifhop of 
Arras. He was purlued by ingratitude, 
and marked for perfecution. The Ro- 
belpieires weie young men whom he had 
taken from a mean ltate, had educated, 
smd pationized. The Revolution gave 
{hem an opportunity of difplaying their 
talent's, anti their talents procured them 
popularity. They became enemies to 
the Clergy, became their patron was a 
feifhop ; and endeavoured to render their 
benefactor odious, becaufe the world 
fculd not forget, nor they forgive, bow 
much they were indebted to hiiu.— Vice 
ifr not otten paflire \ nor is there often a 


medium between gratitude for benefits/ 
and hatred to the author of them. A little 
mind is hurt by the remembrance of\ 
obligation, — begins by forgetting, and 
not uncommonly ends by nerlecuting.** 

Of the domeftic diftrefles perpetually 
excited by civil lufpicion and animolity, 
the following is a very diftrefting and in- 
tcreft i ng />/7? /^terminating happily how- 
evtr in its p/rfiiCt/ve : 

“ The laft days of our ft ay at Arras 
were embittered by the djlirefs of our 
neighbour and acquaintance Madame 

dc B . She has loft two (ons under 

circumftanccs lo affeiling, that I think 
you will be interefted in the relation. 

— The two young men were in the 
army, and quartered at Perpignan, at a 
lime when lomc effort of counter- 11* vo- 
J lit ion was laid to be intended. One of 
them was ariefted as being concerned, 
and the other lur rendered himltlf pn- 
loncr to accompany his brother. When 
the High Court at Orleans was inftituted 
for trying State-prifoners, thole of Per- 
pignan were ordered to be conduced 
there, and the two B.’s, chained together, 
were taken with the reft. On their ar- 
rival at Orleans, their gaoler had millaid 
the key that unlocked their letters, and, 
not finding it immediately, the young 
men produced one which anlwered the 
purpole, and releafed themlelves. The 
gaoler looked at them with lui prize, and 
alked why, with luch a means in their 
power, thty had not elcaped in the night, 
oj on the road. They replied, becauie 
they were not culpable, and had no rea- 
lon for avoiding a dial that would ma- 
nifelf their innocence. Their heroilm 
was fatal. They were brought, by a 
decree of the Convention, from Orleans 
to Vcrl’ailles (on their way to Paiis), 
where they weie met by the mob and 
maflacred. 

“ Their unfortunate mother is yet 
ignorant of then late } but we left her 
in a Ifate little preferable to that which 
will be the effect of ceitainty. She law 
the deuce for tiani’poiting the priloners 
from Orleans, and all accounts of the le- 
lult have been caiefully concealed from 
her y yet hei anxious and enquiring looks 
at all who appicach her, indicate but 
too well her fuipicion of the truth. 
Monfteur de B.’s lituaiion is indifcribably 
painful. Informed of the death of hi a 
ions, he is yet ubliged to conceal his 
fufferinjs, and wear an appearance of 
tranquillity in the picience of his wife. 
Sometimes he escapes, when unable to 

contain

contain his emotions any longer, and re- 
mains at M. de ’s till he recovers 

hiinfelf. He takes no notice of the fub- 
je£t of his grief, and we relpeft it too 
much to attempt to con foie him. 'The 

Jail time I alhed him alter Mad. de , 

he told me her lpirits were fomething 
better, and, added he, in a voice almolt 
lulfocated, Jbe n a mu f mg bn f elf ivttb 
working neckcloths for her funs ! — When 
you refleil that the maflacres at Paris 
took place the fecond and rlfird of Sep- 
tember, and that the dcciee vv;.s palled 
to hiing the priioneis from Orleans 
(where they weie in lalety) on the tenth, 
I cm fay nothing that will add to the 
horrci of this tranla&ion, or to your de- 
tection of its caufe. Sixty-two, moftly 
eople of high lank, fell viftiins to this 
arbaious policy : they were brought in 
a furt of tovcitd waggons, and weie 
murdered in heaps without being taken 
out." 

We promifed a happy perfpeflirje to 
this pi Hurt , and it will be found in the 
note fubjoined. 

“ Perhaps the reader will be pleated 
at a difcoveiy which it would have been 
unlafe to mention when nride, or in the 
courfeofthis concfponder.ee. The two 
young men alluded to above ai lived at 
Vei failles, chained together, with their 
fellow-pi iiontis. Sui prize, perhaps ad- 
miration, had diverted the gaoler’s at- 
tention from demanding the key that 
opened their padlock, and it was (till in 
their poflefiion. On entering Vcrfailles, 
and oblerving the croud preparing to at- 
tack them, they diverted themlelvco of 
their fetteis and of every other incum- 
brance. In a "few moments their car- 
riages were furrounded ; their compa- 
nions at one end weie already murdered, 
and themielves (lightly wounded j but 
the confuiion incicafmg, they darted 
umidrt the croud, and were in a moment 
undiltinguifhable. They wue aftci- 
Wards taken under the protection of a 
humane magilfrate, who concealed them 
for fi.me time, and they are now in per- 
fect kcurity — They weie the only two 
of the whole number that escaped." 

The following palfnge will remind thofe 
of our readti s who weie in I ondon during 
th e dreadful non which took plac$ in the 
year 1780, of federal » id unions though 
neceffary Jultefvgcs which dccemy was 
often compelled at that time to recur to, 
to (belter itfclf frrm outrage. 

“ It is cmicus in walking the rtreets 
Vo 1.. XXXI. May 1797. 


to obferve the devices of the fevfrnl 
clafles of arilfocracy j for it is not to b> 
dilguifed, that frnce the hope from Du- 
mourrer has vanifhed, though the difgurt 
of the people may be increafed, their 
terror is alio greater than ever, and the 
Departments near Paris have no refource 
but iilent fubmiflion. Every one, there- 
fore, obeys the letter of the decrees with 
the diligence of fear, while they elude 
the fpmt of them with all the ingenuity 
of hatred. — The rich, for example, wild 
cannot entirely divert themfelves of their 
remaining hauteur , exhibit a fullen com- 
pliance with the edi&s. It has lately 
been ordered, that every houfe in the Re- 
public (hall have fixed on the outfide of 
the door, in legible characters, the name > 
age, bn th- place, and pi off {/.on of its in- 
habitants. Not the pooreli cottager, nofi 
thofe u ho arc too old or too young for 
action, nor even unmarried ladies, are 
exempt from time proclaiming the ab- 
rtra£l of their hiftory to paffers-by. 

“ Some of tlie wealthy do this on a 
fm all pita: of paper, written in a fmall 
hind, and placed at the very extreme of 
the height allowed by the law. Some 
fix their hills l'o as to In* half covered by 
a fhmtcr ; others farten them only with 
waters, lb that the wind, detaching one 
cr two corners, makes it impofiibie to 
read the leif. Many who have courts or 
pafljgcs to their hordes, put their names 
on the half of a gate which they leave 
open, fo that the writing is not per- 
ceptible but to thofe who enter. Rut 
tholevwho are moft afraid, or inoft de- 
cidedly aiilfociats, lubjoin to their legif- 
teis, all g oo:l Rt publicans, or /'/ve la 
Republame, ime h * null** 1 fill c. Some 
Jikcwifc, who are in public o likes, or 
fhop-ktcpu s, who are very timid and 
afraid ct pillage, or ate ripe for a coun- 
tei revolution, have a (licet, half the lii&fcof 
the door , decorated with red caps, tri-co- 
loured ribbons, and Darning lenience 9 
ending in Death or Liberty." 

A tew pages farther on, our fair tra- 
veller introduces a letter from a female 
friend of lur’s, dated from a nnifin d' ar- 
ret, to which (lie had been conveyed by* 
a dcciee of Convention. We have not 
room for the whole, though interefting ; 
At the following paragraph is a fpoci- 
men of the atrocity and falfbood with 
which the public concerns were ma- 
naged : 

“ One of our companions is a non- 
juring priert, who has betn imprMbncd 
T t under 
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under circumftanees which make me al- 
moft afhamcd of my country. — After 
havingefeuped from a neighbouring De- 
partment, he procured himl'clf a lodging 
in the town, and for ionic time lived veiy 
peaceably, till a woman, who fulpeflcd 
nu profeffion, became extremely impor- 
tunate with him to confels her. 'J he 
poor man for leveral days ivlufed, tell- 
ing her, that he did not confider himlclf 
*s a prieft, nor wifhed to be known as 
futh, nor to infringe the law fhu ex- 
cluded. him. The woman, howac., 
lli 11 continued to pirlecniv him, a Hedging 
that hei conlcier.ce was ddlrc^ed, and 
that her peace depended on hei In ingable 
to confers in the tight • way . At luigth 
he fuffered himfelf to he prevailed upon ; 
the woman received an bundled livres 
for infonning againft him, and, perhaps, 
the prielt will be condemned to the guil- 
lotine.” 

We find in a fuhfequent rote, that 
this unfortunate non-jut o> actually luiiued 
afterwards on the fcatF* Id. 

The following letter will hirnifh the 
Englifh reader with a competent idea of 
a donna liaty vijit ; and, as we hope, will 
ftt him on his guard againlt inch as 
would introduce that novel fptaes of 
tviniflration into our I (land j after the 
example of thole whom they (ft light to 
honour and extol. They might not in- 
deed begin with fiuh rtgn.auons, but 
they would afiuiedly end with them.

Brother, that my lettcis have for loine 
time been rather intended to iatisfy your 
curiofity than youi aftt&ion.

This 
intelligence, as you will conceive, fiif- 
iScieqtly alarmed me, and I loll no time 
ii>eoniuIting Mad. De ’s friends 

-rhe fub'ett, who were generally of

menace, and that it was too unjuft fo be 
put in execution. As feme days elupfed, 
and no flips were taken in confcquence, 
J began to ihmk that they wcie right, 
and my ipirils were fomewhat revived 5 
when one evening, as I was preparing 
to go to bed, my maid iuddenly entered 
the room, and ben 1 e fhe could give me any 
previous explanation, the apaitmer.t was 
fiJkd with aimed men. As loon a® I was 
coJJcflul inough toenqune the object of 
this unle.tionahlc vii't, I learned that all 
this miliiai y apjxv i l w.ij to put the finis 
on my pa pci s, and convey my perion to 
the Hotel dc Vil'e 1 1 knew it would be 
vain to remor.ftiate, a:al therefore made 
:m cfloit to lecovei my ipirits, and lub- 
nut. 

“ The bufinefs, however, was not yet 
tu initiated ~ my papei s were to be fealed ; 
and though they wcie not very volumi- 
nous, the |Tt cel's was m re difficult than 
you would imagine, none of the company 
having been employed in affairs of the 
kind before. A debate' en lucd on the 
manner in which it fhould be done, and, 
afru a very tumultuous diicuflion, it 
was fagacioully concluded to leal up the 
doois and windows of all the apartments 
appropriated tom) uft*.

Mealed, and returned home moie dead 
than alive.

here, I undeiltand that they had all been 
treated m the fame manner. As loon ns 
the Rep) eft at ant had Ul the town, by 
dint of lolieitation v.e prevailed on the 
Municipality to t Jvc the le ,1 off the 
rooms, and content tiiem. elves witli le- 
lc&ing and lccuring my pape-s, which 
was done yelteiday bv a Commillioner 
formally appointed* ior the pm pole. I 
know not the quality of the goid eiti/er.s 
to whom tins important charge was en- 
trufted, but I concluded from their t*Jh*me 
that they had been more uielully em- 
ployed the pi (.ceding part of the day at 
the anvil and laO. It is ceitain, how- 
ever, they had undertaken a bu fine Is 
greatly beyond their powers. 1 liey, in- 
deed, turntd over all my tnmks and 
drawers, and dived to the bottom of 
water-jugs and flower-jars with gieai 
zeal, hut negle&vd to learch a laige port- 
folio that lay on the table', probably from 
, not knowing the uie of it j and my ier- 
vlyit conveyed away l’ome letteis, while 
*i amufed them with the fight of a blue- 
bottle fly through a microicope. 

They were at firll much puzzled to

Three weeks 
after ffie was arrellcd at midnight, put 
into a cart, and brought hither. She 
had no time to take any precautions, and 
their little commerce , which was in ha- 
T t 2 berdaihery. 
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berdafhery, as well as fome work (he had 
in hand, is abandoned to the mercy of 
the people who arretted her. She has 
reafon to fuppolc her crime is, not having 
frequented the conttitutional niafs. Her 
accufer is a member of one of the town 
committees, who, ttnee her brother’s 
abfer.ee, has pcrfccuted her with diflio- 
nourahie propofals, and, having been le- 
pulled, has taken this method of lcveng- 
ing himfelf. Jlei conjefluie is mull 
piobably right, as lincehtr imprifonrm .it 
this man has been cndcavounug to make 
a fort of barter with her for her lclcafe. 

“ I am ) tally coiueincd for this poor 
creatine, who is at picieiil nveiy goi.d 
girl $ hut il fhe remains here, flu* will not 
only be deprived of hci means ofhviug, 
but perhaps hcrmoiak may be iireme- 
riiabJy comipted. She is i.ew lodged in 
a room with ten or a dozen men, and the 
houle is lo crowded that 1 doubt whether 
.1 have interelt enough to piocmc her a 
more decent apartment. 1 ' 

What can this Itiange policy have in- 
tended, which thus cxpoled to ru..i and 
want a girl of onc-and -twenty, net lor 
any open violation of the law, but 
merely for her ; tligious opinion > ; ar.d 
this too in a country which proftlhd 
toleration as the bails or its Govern- 
ment ? 

Of the mode by which the Military

immediately luggcllcd to him the pro- 
feflicn of his companions , and calling to 
a couple of dragooi s who had attended 
him, he ordered them to ai red the two 
Gentlemen as ariftouats, and convey them 
without ceiemony to pulon. They 
fubtnitted, letmingly mole fuipri/ed than 
alaimed; and intwohouis the Genet a l 
received a note from a higher powei, de- 
filing him to let them at liberty, as they 
were agtnts of the Republic.” 

Another fhort mil, met of the condufl 
of Robelpiei re and his patty tewnids 
thole in imlna\y con won a whole politi- 
cal opinions the) luipc'jed, will iaithtr 
evince the atrocity ol tl.eii jcal< ufy : 

“ Nov. 2 i. We luue been walking in 
the yard (os the pnfon) to chiy with Ge- 
nual Lavcnuit, who, for an adl which in 
any other country would have gained him 
c.edit, is in ibii lufpended from his com- 
mand. When Cultinc, a few weeks be- 
tcrc his death, left the army to vilit Ionic 
of the neighbouring towns, t he command 
devolved to Lavcneur, who received, 
along with c>t her clhcial papers, a lilt of 
counterfigns, which, having piobably 
been made fome time, and not altered 
confoimably to the changes of the day, 
contained, among othus, the woids 
Cum! oi ( / 1 — Lonjuiution \ and thelewcte 
in their turn given out. On Cultii.e’s 
tiial this was made a part of his accufii- 
tion. Laventur, recollecting that the 
circumftance had happened in thcabfenco 
ol Cuftme, thought it incumbent on 
him to take the blame, if thcie were any, 
on himlelf, and wrote to Pat is to explain 
the matter as it really ftoed j but his 
candour, without availing Cuftine, 
drew perfecution on himlelf, and the 
only notice taken of his letter was an 
order to arretlhim. After being dragged, 
like a criminal, from one town to ano- 
ther, and often lodged in dungeons and 
common prilbns, he was at length depo- 
sed here.”

Sug- 
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Suireeftions for the Improvement of Hofpitals, and other Charitable Inftitutioni. 
By William Blizard, F. R. $. and F. A. S. 


W E often have cccafion to wifh fpecu- 
lative and proteflional men woujd 
employ their abilities and habits of ob- 
iervation on mattns ot general conve- 
nience and utility. From the ingenuity of 
enlightened minds but occafionally excr- 
eted in conlidciing the numinous exi- 
gencies of human li'c, many valuable 
advantages would inevitably ariie. It 
would nut meicly diiclofe new fourecs of 
fcience, but enhance its impoitance, by 
j er.de 1 ing its principles practicable, and 
reducing them to common ule. This 
deplorable misapplication of talent is 
prolific of great and manifold evils. It 
deluges the woilb with rignoiance anti 
emu, ahul'es the ciedulrus, inlults the 
wile with fi£l ion and nonlenle, and lwells 
the mafs of learned lmnhei with a con- 
Jhiiit acceflion of ridiculous paiadoxvS 
and obiolete theories. . We aie, tluie- 
loi c, highly gi Allied by < very deparluie, 
in writeis ot ciedit and relpeclability, 
Ircm this nldels expence ot laboui and 
time, and hope mow, in the- tiue 

ipint of what may be expeffed fiom an 
individual kiiouliy difpoled to conlult 
the puhLc welfare, will be as acceptable 
to oui readcis a* uuiielvts. Theii tern- 
pels, at lealt, mud be ftiangcly pervei Je, 
11 their takes oddly vitiated, who can 
pemle theft with anydegiee of candour, 
and not receive vciy latisktdoiy intoi illa- 
tion on a vanity of paiticulais, in which 
all arc, mote 01 Ids, concerned. 

One of thenu.lt curious tads in the 
hiliory of civil iociety is, the Origin of 
J lolpitals. It is lontcwhat lemarkahle, 
that m the Pagan world, and even among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, not- 
withstanding their tranlctndant refine- 
ment in taitc, and all the elegant ails, 
the luperior excellence of their facial 
ifiuhlifhments, their enthuiiafm ioi poli- 
tical liberty, and that mafculine vigour 
of intelled which dillinguiflicd all their 
pin lu its, we find no accommodation of 
this iort for the indigence and milciy to 
which multitudes ot our fellow-crcaturts 
aie, in every lit nation, lubjeded. With 
ull their Icicnce, accompiiflnntnt, and in- 
vention, they feeni no where to have 
made any peimancnt provilion again d the 
accidental diftiels of mis fortune or ail- 
ealt. The infiitution of Hofpitals was 
one of the firft monuments inlcribcd to 
humanity when the world became Chris- 
tian. Conftantinc the Great had rccourfe 
to this mode of fumilhing an aiylum for 


the deftitute and infirm, whom the faitk 
he adopted, and the policy he purfued, 
did not ptimit him to leave unprotected. 
The expedient was acceptable to ever y 
pei lbn of feeling, and piaducd even by 
Julian the Emperor, who in thiacaic- 
fully imitated the example, though he 
publicly renounced the creed, of his illuf« 
trious picdeccfibr. Providence probably 
rdemd a meai'ure thus propitious to 
human fuiliy and the calualties of fo- 
cuty, to giacc the aui pices 01 Revealed 
Religion, winch was originally lubltan- 
tiaud by a merciful attention to the buf- 
fering part of mankind, and miraculoufly 
b(U Ini? all manner of difcafts. And 

theic Hill tubfuls the happic (l accordance 

between whatevei abndges the-ravages 
ot affliction, and the influence of a fyftem 
which has loi its object the iaivation of 
the* \\" 1 Id ! 

To the lame benevolent principle we 
owe ihe publication beloic us. It is the 
obvious lelult of long, h-dulous, and 
cm reft attention to the vauous localities, 
exigencies, ai.d 1 emulations here tnume- 
lated. Many ciicumllances in the exte- 
rior, a* well as the internal arrangement 
and conduit of llofpitals, in detail, have 
occupied our Author’s caie and obilrva- 
tion. lie conceives the inteieft of hunva* 
nity and that of ihefe charitable ertahlifh- 
ments, in general, d pecinlly in this me- 
tropolis, to be perfectly inlcpaiable. 
And it does him peculiar honour, 
mnidfl his very laborious and extenfive 
pi ad ice, iii» great pro fcfhonal celebrity, 
and private ave cations, that fo large a 
poit ion of his ftudies fhould be thus em- 
iloytd in devifing the heft means for me- 
ictating the lutterings of cur common 
nature. Intentions like thefe would 
fandion talents very inferior to his. 
Indeed, what higher merit can we 
exped to find in any work, than that it 
means well, and is well exteuted ? 

What cur Author lbggefls in fpeaking 
of cordial medicine, and the ialutary 
ufe of Itrong beer for lecruiting the 
health and fpints of patients from the 
moil laborious claffes of the poor, reduced 
by fickncfs and penury, deferves very 
paiticular regard. It refers to a cir- 
cuinftancc of extreme feverity, which all 
the poor in the kingdom are equally 
doomed to fuffer from the late exorbitant 
duties cn wine. This is often enough 
a neceifiuy ingiedient in preferiptions 
for families who can ill afford it j but 

where 
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where this is not the cafe, and however 
iiulifpcnfablc, apothecaries may always 
be luppoltd molt lpanng ia their compo- 
fition* of what is molt coiily. May the 
following lcaionahle huus, lanftioned ny 
the highclt ph\ heal authority, have* due 
*ffe& un l'uch as ale compete. .t to red j 
the grievance 1 

“ There are diiei’cs ard flatus in 
which wine is iflcMiJly necdlaiy to 
Jile.

land peribns. Whatever atfefts the prof- 
prnty of InftitutioPs thus ex ten live and 
nnpoitant, finely merits frcqutnt, ddi- 
beiate, and mnm'e dnculiion. The 
public arc, theretcrc, deeply interelfed 
in whatever would facilitate their im- 
provement. Bnt even thefe by no means 
txkauittiic minty ot Mr. Ulizaid's pio- 
duitions.

Nov. 24, 1694. 

DEAR SIR, 

*• Y^^R's 0#ober 24 came not to 
* my hands till the 7th inftant, for 
Mr. P. and I did not meetfooncr, and 
then I happened to be very buly in 
preparing for a journey to the place 
where I am now. I fliould have been 
glad to have waited upon you in Lon- 
don (if you had come thithci ) , for after 
1 received youi^letter I ft opt one of my 
voyages into the country, in hopes to 
wait upon you there. 

44 I am glad that you are going to 
found Armenian and Schvonian Lcr- 
ters. You have an oracle for the former 


language amongft you (I mean Dr. 
Hyde); but is there any that ftudies 
or defigns to ftudy the latter (which l 
would certainly do were I ten years 
younger) ? if there be, I mull make 
bold to trouble you with fame queries. 
If you could get a young ingenious 
WelJhman to ftudy that and the old 
Northern Languages, you would do 
the world fome fervice by railing up 
fuch a man t For (as I take it) there are 
four old original European Languages, 
the Greek, the Sclavonic, the Gothic, 
and the Celtic, or ancient Britifh ; and 
he that understands them ail, as an in- 
genious Welchman (that hath learned 
Greek) may eafily do, will be able to 
illuftrate the harmony of Languages 
ancient and modern (Latin alfo compre- 
hended, becaufe it is little elfe but 
Greek L He will alfo thereby be ena- 
bled to illuftrate many things in anti- 
quity which yet lie in darknefs; and 
the difeoveries he will ftud himfelf able 
to make in thefe things will be fo de- 
lightful to him, that he will fcarce be 
ftnfible of his pains. 1 defigned (hadl 


not been driven from my ftation ) to have 
trained up one to thefe ftudies, and 
made him my amanuenfis ; but now, 
having neither good health, nor good 
fight, nor amanuenfis to help me, nor 
quiet enough to do that little I could 
not otherwile do without, I am become 
in a manner ufelefs and good for nothings 
and am far from deferving thofe com- 
pliments you give me with refpe# to 
thefe Languages.

FK1ER THE GREAT, EMPEROR OF 
RUSSIA. 

This energetic Monarch took all 
the pains and ufed all the means pof- 
lihle to become intimately acquainted 
with every thing proper for a man 
who ruled a great and uncivilized Em- 
pire to know. He entered himfelf into 
the detail of all the arts ufeful to man- 
kind. That of Ship-building leems to 
have been his favourite ftudy. To -ac- 
quire a knowledge in this very ufeful 
art for a great and commercial Empire, 
he worked as a common ftiip-carpenter 
in the docks of Amfterdam, and came 
over to England, where he was received 
with great kindticfsand hofpitaliry by 
William the Third, who procured for 
his refidence the houfe of Mr. John. 
Evelyn, the learned and ingenious au- 
thor of 44 Sylva,” called * Saye’s Coutt* 
near cheY ard of Deptford, and appointed 
the Duke of Leeds to attend him. One 
clay, after he had vifited the magni- 
ficent Hofpital of Greenwich, he went 
to Sr. James’s Palace to dine with King 
William : That Prince afked him how 
he liked Greenwich Holpital? 44 Ex- 
tremely well, Sir/’ replied the Czar; 
44 and if I were permicred to advife 
your Majefty, I fliould recommend to 
you to remove your Court thither, and 
convert your V alace into an Hofpital. ,# 
Peter exprelTed great fatisfaftion to

ance of his metropolis, 44 But, Sir,** 
(aid he, 41 1 am above all things pleafed 
with the fimplicitv, meeknefs, and nio- 
defty that prevail in the drefs of the 
richeft nation of Europe/' Peter often 
mentioned to the English Noblemen 
and Gentlemen who attended him, 
that he purpofed to make a fecund 
journey to England, as he found in that 
country fo great a nuniberof inftru&ive 
objedts. In his Majefty’s old Library 
in the Green Park there is a portrait 
of this great Prince by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller ; it correfporids exactly to the 
following defeription of Peter’s perfon, 
as given by that inftrudlive Traveller, 
Mr. Bell, of Auchrcrmony : 44 His 
Majefty's perfon was graceful, tall, 
and well made ; he was very plain in 
his apparel ; he generally wore an 
EngJilh drab-colouretj frock, never ap- 
pearing in a drefs-fuit of deaths, un- 
lefi on great feftivals and hok^ys, on 
which occafions he wasfometimes dreflTc-d 
in laced cloaths, of which fort he was 
not owner of above three or four fuits. 
When he was drelTed he wore the 
Order of St. Andrew $ at other times 
he had no badge or mark of any Order 
on his perfon. When he went about 
the town by land, he always made ufe 
of an open two* wheeled chaife, attend- 
ed by two foldiers or grooms, who rode 
before, and a page, who fometimes 
flood behind the chaife, and often fat 
in it with his Majefty, and drove 
him. He rofe even in the winter time 
before four o'clock, and was often in 
his cabinet by three, when two private 
fecretaries and certain clerks were in 
conftant attendance.— Peter feems to 
have loved his fubje&s with the atten- 
tion of a friend, as well as with the 
affe&lbn of a father. He was anxious 
for their plcafure and amufement, as 
well as for their improvement. He 
came one day to the Gardens of Peterf- 
burgh, called Catherine's Gardens, in 
honour of the Emprefs, v'hich he had 
laid out hrmfelf, and on finding no 
perfon walking in them, he afked the 
re rt fon ; one of the fentincls replied, 
44 Sire, it is beeaufe we have futFered 
no one to enter/’— 44 And pray, block- 
head/’ replied the Czar, angrily, 
44 what wife -acre has giyen you thefe 
orders 4 ‘0ur Officers, Sire," replied 
the cenrinel. 44 What a pack of fools !" 
replied the munificent Emperor ;** could 
thefe people imagine that I had made 
fo vafla walk, and at fumuch expence 


too, for myfclf alone, and not for th# 
advantage of the public?” The Czar, 
on being invited by one of his Nobles to 
a hunting party, which was to terminate 
with the hunting of the wild boar, re- 
plied, 44 Hunt, Sir, at much as you 
pleafe, and make war on wild bcafts $ 
for my part, I cannot amule mvfelf 
in that manner whilft l have enemies to 
encounterabroad.and refractory fuhjc&s 
to bring into order at home.” — Peter 
the Great knew no game of cards ex- 
cept a common. Dutch game, at which 
he played occafionally amongft his Offi- 
cers military and naval ; and he re- 
ftritted the flake to a fmall fum, and 
made an edi£t, which declared that he 
who lofl more than that futh was under 
no obligation to pay. Of perfons who 
were fond of gaming this great man 
ufed to fay, that they had no tafle for 
any thing ufeful, and that they de- 
voted their time and talents to the pur- 
pofes of grofs avarice. The Czar, when 
he retired to reft, was fh general com- 
pletely fatigued with the toils of the day, 
and gave drift orders that he fhould 
never be awaked unlefs in cafe of fire. 
When any accident of that kind hap- 
pened, there was a (landing order given 
to rouze him at the firft appearance of 
it, and his Majefty was frequently chi 
firft perfon that affifted at the firje, 
remaining there and givingthe neceflary 
orders until the danger was over. Nearly 
the laft ait of this great Monarch's 
life was an effort to fave the lives of 
fome of his fuhjeits. In a very infirm 
date of his health the Czar was in a 
boat vi firing fomc works that were car-* 
rying on near Feterfburgh $ lie faw at 
fome diftance a vetTd, full of foldiers and 
tailors, in danger of perifhing ) the 
weather was cloudy, and the fea rough, 
and the violence ot the waves had al- 
ready driven the veflelon a fand. The 
Czar immediately lent a boat to their 
alfiftance; but, notwithftanding the 
efforts of the crew, they could not get 
the vcflTel afloat. The Emperor, a wic- 
nefs of this diftrelfing fpeitacle, and 
thinking that they did not exert them- 
felves fufficierttly to fave their brethren 
from the fury of the waves, took the 
refolution of going himfelf to tli^ir 
alfiftance, and finding that his boat could 
not advance to- the lhorc on account » f 
the fand banks, ht waded imo the 
water up to his knees, and reached the 
boat that was aground. Thfc pretence 
arnd the example of the beneficent So- 
vereign made every one redouble hi* 

efforts ) 
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efforts ; the boat was foon got off, and 
the pfcrfons it contained were favtd. 
The next day the Czar was taken with 
a fliivering fir, which was followed 
with a return of his old diforder, a very 
horrid internal difeafe, of which he 
never recovered : acute and unremitting 
pain indicated the approaching death 
of this friend of his country, to which 
he refigned himfelf with the mofl heroic 
firmnei's, two months after the exertion 
of one of the moft heroic adls of bene- 
volence that Hiftory has ever confccrat- 
cn ro the memory and admiration of 
mankind.

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ACCOUNT OF -THE LATE MUTINY IN THE CHANNEL FLEET. 


f N the month of February laft, peti- 
** tions were fent from all the linc-of. 
battle fhipsat Portfmouth to LordHowc; 
but being all written by one perfon, and 
couched inthe fame language, it was pre- 
fumed they were only tne productions of 
fome faCtiousor mad-brained individuals, 
who were too contemptible for notice ; 
the petitions were therefore thrown 
afide, and obtained no anfwers. This, 
on the return of the Fleet to port from 
the laft cruize, occafioncd'a corrcfpon- 
dence by letter to he kept up and pa (Ted 
from <hip to fhip, through the whole 
fleet j till at length it wa. unanimoufly 
agreed upon, that no fh ip fhould lift an 
anchor till a redrefs of grievances was 
obtained. In this ftate matters remain- 
ed till the 15th of April, when Adivi- 
ral Bridport ordered the fignal for the 
fleet to prepare for fea ; but, inftt.-.d of 
weighing anchor, three cheers were 
given from the Queen Charlotte, as the 
fignal for difaflfcCtion, which was in like 
manner followed by every fl'.ip in the 
fleet- The Officers were thunder- 
ftruck, and tried various means to bring 
the men to a fenfe of their duty , but 
without etfcft. The next day a boat from 
each fhip was demanded, and two men 
from the crew of each were appointed 
Delegates to rtprefent the whole, and 
Lord Howe’s cabin was deemed the 
moft proper place for their delibera- 
tions. On the 17th, every man m the 
fleet was fworn to fupport the caufc in 
which he had embarked ; even the Ad- 
miral's body fervantsjwerc not exempted 
from the oath. Their next proceduic 
was the reeving ropes, in Jerrouni, at 
the fore-yard-arm, and turning all the 
Officers out of the fleet who had behav- 
ed in any manner to offend them. On 
the iSth the Lords of the Admiralty 
arrived there, in the courfe of which, 
and two following days, fevcral propo- 
fltions were made by them to reduce 
the fleet to obedience, but ineffeft ually. 
Qu the 2 1 ft Admirals Gardner, Col- 
poys, aud Pole went on board the Queen 
Charlotte, in order to confer with the 
Delegates, who informed the Admi- 
rals, that it was the determination of the 
crews to agree to nothing that fhould 
not be *fanft!oned by Parliament, and 
gaurantecd by the King’s Proclamation ; 
Which fo Jifappointed and irritated Ad- 
iral Gardner, that he fuzed one of 
lC Delegates by the collar, and fwore 


he would have them all hanged, with 
every fifth man throughout the fleet. 
This circumftance fo exafperated the 
crew againft the gallant Admiral, that 
it was with much difficulty he elcaped 
from the Hiip withhis life. 'J'he Dele- 
gates from the Royal George now re- 
turned to their fhip, and informed the 
crew of what had happened, who, after 
fome confutation, refolved on fummon- 
ing all the Delegates on board rhfeir 
flnp, which was done by lioifting the 
red or bloody flag, which ftiuck terror 
through the fleet (as the fignal was not 
generally unde'rftood), and particlarly to 
the Officers, who trembled for the con- 
fequences, fearing that fomething 
dreadfully hoftile was intended. It 
was at this ntament that the much valu- 
ed and refpe&cd Lord Ilridport’s flag 
was ft ruck, with a rcfolutioii never to 
chfplay it again, whichMrew tears from 
almoft all the Officers. The fleet next 
proceeded to load all their guns, ordered 
a watch to be kept the fame as at fea, 
and put every thing in a (late of defence, 
keeping every Officer to his relpc£tive 
fhip. On the zzd the men were foine- 
what pacified, and caufed two letters 
to be written, one to the Lords of the 
Admiialty, flating the caufe of their 
condutt on the preceding day $ the 
other to Lord Bridport, in which they 
filled him their Father and FrunJ , and 
avowed no intentional offence to him. 
This had a good c He 61 ; for on the 23d 
the Admiral icturned to his flnp, and 
rthoifted his flag, and, after a fhort ad- 
drclsto the crew, in which he told them 
the painful bufinels of the laft week 
would be the means of hurrying him 
fhortly to his grave, he informed them 
ihat he had brought with him a redrefs 
of all their grievances, and-his Majef- 
ty’s pardon for the offenders, which, 
after feme deliberation, were accepted^ 
when ever man returned to his duty. 

The following are authentic Copies 
of the fcveral Papers which have paffed 
on this very extraordinary occafion : 

To the Right Honourable and the Ho- 
nourable Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
gefifes, in Parliament affembled. * 
The humble Petition of the Seamen and 
Marines on board his Majefty’s Fleer, 
on bt half of themfelves ; 

Humbly Shewcth, 

That your Petitioners, relying on the 
candour and juftice of your Honourable 

Houfe. 
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Houfe, make bold to lay their grievances 
before you, hoping that when you refleft 
on them, you will pleafe to giveredrefs, 
as far as your wiidom fliall deem ne- 
ceflary. 

We beg leave to remind your auguft 
Aflembly, that the Aft of Parliament 
patted in the reign of King Charles II. 
wherein the wages of all Teamen ferving 
on board his Majefly’s fleet was fettled, 
patted at a time when the neceflaries of 
life, and (lops of every denomination, 
were at Jeatt 30 per cent, cheaper than 
at the prefent time ; which enabled 
Seamen and Marines to provide better 
for their families than we can flow do 
with one half advance. 

We therefore requeft your Honour- 
able Houfe will be fo kind as to revive 
the Aft before-mentioned, and make 
i'uch amendments therein as will enable 
your Petitioners and their* families to 
live in the fame comfortable manner as 
Seamen and Marines did at that time. 

Your peticionurs, with all humility, 
laid their grievances before the Hon. 
Karl Howe, and flattered ourfelves with 
the hopes that his Lordfhip would have 
been an advocate for us, as we have been 
repeatedly under his command, and 
made the Bntifh flag ride triumphantly 
over that of our enemies. But, to our 
great furprize, we find ourfelf unpro- 
tected b) him, who has feen lo many in - 
fiances of our intrepidity in carrying the 
JJritifh flag into every part of tne Teas 
with viftory and luccefs. 

We profefs ourfelves as loyal to our 
Sovereign, and zealous in the defence 
of our Country, as the Army or Mi- 
litia can be; and efteem ourfelves equal- 
ly entitled to his M?jefty’s munificence ; 
therefore with jealoufy we behoid their 
pay augmented, and the out-penfions 
of Cheifea College increafcd to thir- 
teen pounds per annum, while we remain 
negleCted, the out-penfijntrs of 

Greenwich have only feven pounds per 
annum. 

We your Petitioners therefore hum- 
bly implore that you will take thefe 
matters into conflderation, and, with 
yoqr accuftomed goodnefsand liberality, 
comply with the prayerof this Petition, 
and your petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray, &c.

To the Right Honourable the Lords 
CominHhoncrs of the Admiralty : 
My Lords, 

We, the Seamen of his Majefty*s Na- 
vy, take the liberty of addrclfing your 
Lordfliips in an humble Petition, (hew- 
ing the many hardihips and opprettions 
we have laboured under for many years, 
and which we hope your Lordfliips will 
red refs loon as potfihle. We flatter 
ourfelves that your Lordfliips, together 
with the uation in general, will ac- 
knowledge our worth and good fervi- 
ces, both in the American war and the 
prefent ; for which fervicc your Lord- 
fliips’ Petitioners do unanimoully agree 
in opinion, that their worth to the na- 
tion, and laborious induflry in defence 
of their country, deferve fomc better 
encouragement than that we meet with 
at prefent, or from any we have ex- 
perienced. We, your Petitioners, do 
not boaft of our good fervices for any 
other purpofe than that of putting you 
and tne nation in mind of the refpeft 
due to us, nor do we ever intend to de- 
viate from our former character, fo far 
from any thing of that kind, or that 
an Englifliman or men fliould turn their 
coats, we likewift* agree in opinion, 
that we ihould fuffer double the hard-

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England to be in the leaft impofed up- 
op by that of any other power in the 
World* we therefore beg leave to inform 
your Lord (hips of the grievances which 
we at prefent labour under. 

Wc, your humble Petitioners, relying 
that your Lordlhips will tal^e into early 
consideration the grievances of which 
wc complain, and do not in the leaft 
doubt but your Lordlhips will comply 
with our defires, which arc ,cvery way 
feafonable. 

The firft grievance which we have 
to complain of is this, that our w^ges 
are too low, and ought to be railed, that 
we might be berr^r able to Support our 
wives and families in a manner com- 
fortable, and whom we ate in duty 
bound to Support as far as cur wages 
will allow, which, we trull, wiil be 
looked into by ymjr Lordlhips and the 
Honourable Houle of Commons in par- 
liament allemhled.

Rigid, who affumes the entire eon- 
Sroul over Albina, has entered imo aft 
agreement with Veritas, the Tutor ot 
George Howard, a young gentleman who 
lives in the neighbourhood, by which, if 
(he effefts a marriage between the Tutor 
and Albina, Veritas is to give this cet> 
rapt Governefs half of the Mandeville 
ell ate®, amounting to five thoufand pounds 
a-year. Albina, however, is attached to 
Howard, and* is beloved by the latter. In 
this (late of affairs, Mandeville arrives 
from India, being unable to. bear any 
longer a reparation from his daughter, 
having received no Accounts of her, or 
X x acknow- 
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acknowledgment of the remittances he had 
made, for her maintenance. As foon as 
he arrives, he ($‘ recognifed by Realize, 
Steward of the Mandeville property, who 
immediately makes a demand upon him 
for money, and threatens an aired upon 
non-payment. Sir Solomon Cynic, an 
old tefty batchelor, being ignorant that 
Mandeville had fcnt home money for the 
fupport of his daughter, al fo determines 
to arreft Mandevilje for a fum foe which 
he had made himfelf refnonfible as le- 
curity for a deceafed friend. In this ex- 
tremity Maudiville, debarred from the 
fight of his daughter* anil un-ble to liqui- 
date thefe demands, is almoft n antic with 
grief and defpair, but is alTifted by the 
geneiofity of Gcprge Howard, who pro- 
cures him an afylum in \ neighbouring 
cotpfge.

iomon is*di (covered. As Mandeville had 
thj^s been dllo difeovered in his retreat, he 
.jWrttfbre, according* to the advice of 
Ijjgftrd, endeavours to (better himfelf in 
ahSipartment of Mandeville Caftle, which 
was' ioppo&d to be h.tfinred. T# this 
ap^rtriffent Albina is ordeied by her Go- 
’lfs, as a place of fecurity and punilh- 


ment, till the marriage (hall have taken 
place between the former and Veritas. 
Albina is not the leaft difturbed by the 
fiippofcd Ifcrrois of the place; but per- 
ceiving that Deborah, the old maid, who 
had been ftaiioned with her as a guild, is 
very -much terrified, Albina im pules on 
her fenrs, ui order to get rid of her ; and, 
accouling to the ftyle of modern Novels, 
tells her that the old Baron, Did to- have 
been murdered in that room, would appear 
when the bell (truck one. Precifely at 
tills period, Mandeville, who had been 
purfued by Bailiffs, files a piftol in the air 
to frighten them, and then breaks into the 
haunted room. Deboiah flies away in 
horror, and Albina, terrified, conceals 
herlelf behind the bed -curtain. In this 
lunation Ihe is feen by Mandtville, who, 
as (he Dill reta ns her naval uniform, takes 
her for one of*nis enemies, and treats her 
roughly j but finding (he fympathifes in 
h's griefs, he trftfts to her protection, 
without, however, revealing \\ ho lie it, 
though eaineftly defired to difclofe him- 
felf. In this litualion he is found by 
Realize arfll the fervants, who feize him : 
but Albina drives them away with tl.e 
piftol, which they fuppofe f® be loaded ; 
and by her defire Mancfeville retires to 
another apartment, where (lie locks him 
in to prevent deteDion. 'She then le- 
fumes Jier female attire, and is pn the eve 
of being hurried away from the Ciftle by 
the Govei nefs, who is apprehenlive that 
(he will fee her father, lavilh her tot tune 
upon him, and confequently that (lie (hall 
lofe all her authority. Veritas, who is a 
well dif poled man, though lie had been 
drawn into the lchemes of the Governed, 
having been made drunk by Howard, re- 
veals tlie whole plan of ftie intended 
m.uriage, expo Its the interefted villainy of 
the Go vet nets, and pioduces a letter, in 
winch her artful fuppreflion of the le- 
mitrances from Mandeville, and thefubtle 
means which (he had ufed to induce his 
father to difinherit him, afe all unravelled. 
This difeovery ’induces Sir Solomon to 
take pai t with. Mandeville, and to over- 
threw the power of tWe Governef . Al- 
bina, fenlihle of the impolition® that had 
been pi aft i led on her and hes grandfather, 
in an interview with ^Howard, tears her 
giandfather*s will to pieces, alledging, th.it 
her father would have been the legal heir 
if his character and conduit hnd not heed 
milieprelented. After this general expla- 
nation, ^Vlbina and Howard are of courJe 
given to each other, and jufticc is difpcnibd 
to all parties.

DEBTORS AND CREDITORS. 

Earl Moira, in an excellent Ipeech, 
dated the hardlhips which Debtors la- 
boured under by being fubjeft to im- 
prifonment on mefne procefs, and fre- 
quently being obliged, for want of bail, 
to lie twelve month* in § prifon before 
the plaintiff would bring the matter to 
a trial. He alfo ihewed the h?rd(hips 
which many hundreds of others fuffered 
by being imprisoned in execution, and, 
where the plaintiff did not proceed, be- 
jng Kept in gaol fometimes for many 
years from want of money to liberate 
♦l cmfelvcs by fupcrftdeas. The Society 
for the Relief of Pcrfons confined far 
Small Debts liberated by their benevo- 
lence in the laft year one hundred and 
thirty unfortunate pcrfons under this 
wretched predicament. His Lordfhip 
moved, " That a Committee be ap- 
pointed toconfidcr the ftate of the laws 
between debtor and creditor, and to 
matte their report on the fame. * Be- 
fore hisLorcUhip fat down, he men- 
tioned that the Learned Lord then on 
the woolfack had put into his hands a 
Scandalous letter, which the Learned 
Lord had received from fotne perfon, 
who therein accufes the Learned Lord 
of authorizing a long lift of enormities 
which pnfonersfor debt were fubjedted 
to, and which, he laid, he was fure 
there was not one Lord m that Houle 
who would not all together dilbclieve. 

Lord Kenyon began by alluding to 
the letter mentioned by the Noble Lord, 
and declared, by all that was Ucred, 
and as he hoped for mercy at the Dav 
of Judgment, that every word in it, fo 
far as related to hitnfelf encouraging 
enormities in the prifon, or in any re- 
fpea whatever promoting corruption, 
was abfolutcly and pofitively falfe. He 
toped, nay he entreated and conjured 
their Lordffeipi would appoint a Worn, 
inifte* to enquire into his conduct in 
v Vol. XXXI. May 179V* > 


this refpelt. On the fubjc&of the Com* 
mittec moved for by the Noble Lor<J» 
he oppofed it, on the ground of the in- 
jury that any alteration in the Law of 
Arrefts would do to the credit of chit 
country as a commercial one. 

Earl Moira deprecated the idea of a 
Committee to enquire into the Learned 
Lord's conduit, and paffed fome very 
high encomiums on his Lordfhip** char 
ralter, of the truth of which he wai 
fure every Noble Lord was convinced. 
It was only an anonymous letter, and 
not worthy of notice. He bad a fimiJaf 
one in his pocket, from a* man who 
called hitnfelf a Dejperate Creditor , and 
who threatened to kill his Lordfhip 
himfelf for the exertions he was tiling 
in favour of unfortunate Debtors, He 
hoped f therefore, the two anonymoua 
letters might be allowed to pair qf to- 
gether, without any further notice be- 
ing taken of them. 

The queftion being called for, a divi. 
fion took place : Contents 21, Not- 
Contents 37— Majority 16. 

MOTION FOR THE REMOVAL OR 
MR. PITT. 

The Earl of Suffolk offered himfelf 
to theirLordfliips* attention, as poffelfing 
the warmed love for his country, which 
by the mifeonduft of his Majesty's Mi- 
nisters had been reduced from a ftate of 
the hightft profperity 10 the verge 
of ruin. He adverted to the conduit 
of Minifters, in facrihcing the feelings 
of men who had performed the molt 
eminent fcrviccs to their country, to pro- 
mote their own perfonal influence, and 
political jobs with individuals. They had 
given to a Noble Duke (Portland ) a mark 
of honour intended by his Majefty as a re- 
ward for a Noble Earl (Howe), which 
he had been well allured was, as it ought 
to have been, confldered by the Noble 
Earl as an indignity to him. How had 
they treated another Noble Lord (Rod- 
ney) for the glorious fcrvices of the 
12th of April I It was true he had a 
miferablc penfion, but he had been fuf. 
fered to Unguifh in poverty in hit old 
age ; and, but for the perlonal protec- 
tion he enjoyed as a Veer in Parlia- 
ment, he would have ended hia days in 

Y y * jail. 
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a jail. When dcceafcd, his body was 
failed on, and for a, confiderable time 
denied the rights of hurial. Their whole 
fyftem was to govern by influence ; they 
had libelled the loyalty of the people, 
and branded every man with tne epi- 
thets of Jacobin and Democrat who op- 
pofed their meafures. J n tracing them 
through every Court on the Continent, 
from the Treaty of Pilnitz to the pra- 
fent moment, duplicity, incapacity, and 
corruption were difccrnible in all their 
meafures. The Noble Earl faid, in re* 
viewing the circumftances of the War, 
he found Mipifters as incapable in their 
plans of hostility, as they were in their 
negotiations for P-eace ; and after com* 
menting at fome length on the fituation 
to which they had reduced the finances 
of the country, he concluded by a mo* 
lion to the following effect : 

** That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
fented to his Majefty, praying that he 
would be graciouily pltafed to remove 
from nis Councils his Mmifter, namely, 
the Pirft Lord of the Treafury, who 
by his milconduft had forfeited the 
confidence of the People.” 

Lord Grenville very ably replied to 
the variety of topics in the Noble Earl's 
Addrefs. He vindicated the conduct 
of Mmifter* with refpeft to the War; 
he faid, every nerve nad been drained 
toprofccute it with vigour and effect ; 
ana contended, that as far as the arms 
of Great Britain were corcerncd, the 
dsfired fuccefTts gent rally enfued. The 
miscarriages of the Allies on the Conti* 
nent could nor fairly be imputed to Mi- 
nivers ; and they feized the firft oppor- 
tunity, v'here it could be done with 
honour and advantage, of bringing 
about a Peace, which overtures were 
notorioufty counteracted by the enemy. 
With regafd to the tenor of the motion, 
he ipuft fay, he never knew any inftancs 
of the kind^ where. fuch a motion was 
brought forward \vithout any one fpe- 
cific charge altedged of mifeonduft or 
malverfation againft the perfon in quef* 
tion ; it wa* therefpre unnepefTary to 
dwell on that h?ad* He thought it ne- 
ceftary, however, to fay, that one part 
of the Noble Lord's accufation had no 
foundation in truth. The Treaty of 
Pilnitz, heaffcrted, was pot only entered 
into without the participation, but even 
without the knowledge of the Britilh 
Government. 

A long debate enfued, at the conclu- 
lion of which a divifion took place :

The Earl of Oxford moved, That 
the Houfe he furnmoned on Thurfday 
to take into confideration the ftanding 
order, No. 1 14, relative to the entering 
of Protefts on the Journals.

BREACH OF PRIVILEGE. 

The Earl of Oxford begged leave to 
bring a very important bufinefs before 
the Houfe. In confequence of his 
motion for Peace being negatived (See 
Page 271, 172.) he had come down tQ 
the Clerk's room next day to enter a 
proteft upon the books ; but to his fur* 
prife he found that Lord Kenyon had 
carried off the motion in his pocket. He 
therefore mo^ed, “ That a Lord Chan- 
cellor carrying away a motion from the 
Table of their Lordihips, was guilty 
of a high breach of the Privileges of 
their Houfe ; and that 9 Lord Kenyon, 
a£ting as Pro-Chancellor, having car^ 
ried away his motion, had been guilty of a 
high breach of Privilege, and ought to 
be cenfured.” 

The Bifliop of Rochefter moved, 
44 That the 77th ftanding Order of that 
Houfe fhould be read, which declares 
it to be a high breach of Privilege to 
print any part of the proceedings of 
that Houfe without the authority of 
their Lordihips/* When he came down 
to the Houft on this day, he conceived 
that the Noble Earl had it in contem- 
plation to move that the Printer and 
Publifhcr of a Ncwfpaper called Thu 
Oracle, had been guilty of a breach 
of Privilege in publifhing, under thq 
title of an Addrtfs to the Nation % an ac- 
count of a debate which had taken 
place in that Houfe, accompanied with 
remarks figned by the Noble Earl's title 
of honour. This infamous thing, which 
the Printer of that Paper h*d had th* 
audacity to publifh, was certainly a high 
breach of the Privileges of their Lord* 
fhips 5 and as the Noble EafI feemed tot 
be implicated in the publication, it 
would have been very becoming in hinp 
to have come forward and vindicated hi,* 
own dignity along with that df the Houfe, 
The Rt. Rev. Prelate proceeded to ad vert 
to one or two of the paragraphs in this Ad* 
d refs, and reprehended, with muchfeve- 
rity, one in which Lord Grenville’t 
reply to the Noble Earl’* motion is 

termed 
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tcrmcd/oer^^^and rude\ and 4 ike wife 
th% concluding fentence, in which the 
Parliament is called tbeir 9 that is, the 
People's Parliament . He (aid, that the 
Houfe of Commons* as chofen by the 
People, might properly be called their 
Representatives ; but that parliament, 
as compofed of Lords and Commons, 
was, in conftitutional language, and by 
the law of the land, the King's Parlia- 
ment . — He mentioned this phrafe in 
particular, becaufe when rain and in- 
experienced young men made ufe of 
fuch expreifions, there was fometimcs 
more meant by them than met the ear. 
He concluded with faying, that were it 
confident with perfonal refpelt for his 
Lordihip, he would term the prefent 
a mod petulant motion. 

Marquis Townlhend could not agree 
with the Noble Prelate, that the Parlia- 
ment wasthc King’s Parliament; it was 
reprefentative of, and confequently the 
Parliament ofjhe Nation. 

The Bifhop ofRochefter explained, 
that what he meant was, that Parlia- 
ment as an aggregate body, and com- 
pofed as it was of Lords and Commons, 
was the King’s Parliament ; he was 
fubjett to correction if he was wrong. 
The Noble Prelate added, that he would 
have moved, that the Printer and Pub- 
li flier of the Oracle had been guilty 
of a high breach of privilege, had he 
not conceived that fuch a motion would 
have come with more propriety from 
the Noble Earl (of Oxford). 

Mar quis Townfhend faid, that he 
would have no objection to a motion 
being made by the Noble Prelate, that 
the Printer and Publi&er of that Paper 
had been guilty of a high breach of 
privilege ; the more fo, as he had ob- 
served an infamous falfehood in ano- 
ther Morning Paper of this day, ftating 
the fubftance of an anfwer faid to have 
been made by his Majefty to a Noble 
Earl, when no anfwer had been made 
at all. 

The Earl of Suffolk dated, that cer- 
tainly no anfwer had been made by his 
Majefty on the occafion alluded to, and 
that what he had faid had been grofsly 
nufreprefented in the Lme paper* 

The motion being put, 

The Earl of Oxford was the only 
Peer who faid Content . 

Nothing material occurred in the 
Upper Houfe from this time till 
MONDAY, APRIL 24. 

The Royal Aflent was given by 
Commiffion to Lord Cadogan'i Divorce 
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Bill, and 20 other public and private 
Bills. 

Th> Duke of Crtafcon exorefled hit 
furprite at the abfenoe of Minifters, 
when their Lord (hips and the Public 
might naturally be fuppofed to be anfci- 
ous for fome information refpeCting the 
rumours which had lately been in cir- 
culation. Whether thofe rumours 
were falfe, or whether they were 
founded in fad, he was unable to deter- 
mine ; but of courfe he concluded thiey 
were falfe, becaufe he had no authority 
to (late them to be true. Their LoVd- 
ihips mud have known, through the 
medium of the public prints, and po- 
pular report, that three very great and 
alarming events were faid to have taken 
place during the recefs. The firft was, 
a feparate Negociation for Peace between 
his Imperial Majefty and the French 
Republic, which muft be impoflible, 
fince no perfen in Adminiftration had 
chofen to apprife their Lordfliips. The 
fecond was, the report of increafed dif- 
tuibances in Ireland, which muft be 
equally erroneous ; and the other was, 
a fon of detailed and circumftmtial ac- 
count of the infurreCtion of the Seamen 
on board of his Majeftv’s Fleet at 
Portfmouth, which muft be equally 
untrue, or their Lordftiips would have 
been officially acquainted with it, and 
informed of the mca lures adopted to 
rellore peace and fubordination. If 
they had been true, their Lordfliips 
ought to have been informed of every 
circ urn fiance by a Meflage from the 
Crown, unlefs it was the intention of 
Minifters to realize an opinion which 
he had heard fome time ago, that their 
Lordihips merely fat in that Houle to 
regifler the a&s of Adminiftration. He 
warned their Lordfliips to be cautious 
how far they repofed an unconftituttoaal 
confidence in Minifters ; and, though 
he had no motion to offer, he hoped he 
fliould foon hear further .of the points 
which he had dated, and refpe&iog 
which the public mind wasfo muck hi* 
tere (ted. 

The Lord Chancellor left the wool- 
fack, in order to obferve upon three 
events mentioned by the Noble Dnke. 
With regard to any Negociation of jhn 
Emperor for Peace, he faid, be kntw 
nothing more of it than what h® had 
read that morning in the ucwijpnptrs. 
A mail had, indeed, arrived witnintwo 
or three hours, which might have 
brought further intelligence * but with 
the contents he was wholly untcquiint- 
Y y a x ed. 
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ed. With regard to Ireland, he be- 
lieved that every thing wat much in the 
fame date now as it was before the re- 
eefs, and that accounts in new (papers 
were (o much exaggerated that they 
ought not to be relied on. As to the 
fleet at Portfmouth, he believed he 
could allure their Lordfhips that eVery 
part of it was in a (late ot tranquillity, 
and that the Sailors had returned to the

R. Alderman Anderfon prefaced 
a motion for leave to bring in a 
Bill for the better regulation of the 
afftze of bread, by enumerating the va- 
rious abufes praftifed under the prefent 
A&— Leave was accordingly given. 

The Bill for repealing the Aft of the 
laft feffion, which permits the importa- 
tion, and prohibits the exportation of 
Corn, was brought in by Mr. Ryder, 
read a fir ft time, and ordered to be read 
a fecond time to-morrow. 

BANK INDEMNITY DILL. 

This Bill being recommitted to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer moved for 
the introduftion of a claufe, to make 
Bank notes a legal payment to the Col- 
leftors in every department of the pub- 
lic. revenue. The claufe was received, 
and read a firft and fecond time. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then dated, that he had to propofe ano- 
ther claufe of much more importance, 
and which related to the commercial 
inrercourfe of individuals. At prefent, 
however competent pcrlons might be to 
the payment of their debts, they were 
liable to be arreded if they were not 
able to make their payments in fpecie. 
His objeft was, not to make Bank notes 
a legal tender, but to provide that no 
perfon (hail be arreded, on firft procefr, 
who (hall tender Bank notes to the 
amount of hit debt. Such aclaufe would 
do no more than give to Bank notes the 
effieft of fpocial bail ; but it would dill 
be in the power of the creditor to make 
his debtor depofu the Bank notes in 
Court, and there would be no fort of 
iatarruption to further procefs, or any 
alteration in the ultimate relult of the 
fuu. lt would give relief to perfons 
againd the fc verity of immediate procefs, 
<kt without going *0 the extent of ren- 
dering Bank notes a legal tender. 

The claufe was patted, and ordered 
take added to the Bill*

TUESDAY, MARCH 18. 

Mr. Ryder moved the order of t|h 
day for tne fecond reading of the Bill 
for repealing that part of an Aft of the 
prefent Seffion which prohibited the 
exportation of Corn. 

Mr. Alderman Combe oppofed the 
motion. Brewers, he (aid, had fuf-. 
tained very heavy Ioffes from the enor- 
mous price of barley, and it was but rea- 
fonable that they (hould have an oppor- 
tunity of indemnifying themfclves now 
that the price was fome what reduced. 

Mr. Whitbread fpuke to the fame 
effeft, and moved, as an Amendment, 
44 That inftead of now, the Bill be read a 
fecond time this day month.*' 

Mr. Ryder and Mr. Yorke oppofed 
the amendment, bccaufe it had a ten- 
dency to affeft the agriculture of the 
country. 

A divifion took place, when there 
appeared for the amendment, Ayes 
24; Noes 59. 

The Bill was then read a fecond time. 

Col. Wdod made his promifed mo- 
tion refpefting the defence of the coun- 
try, which was feconded by Sir John 
Sinclair ; but the Colonel, hading tne 
fenfe of the Houfe much againft him, 
did not prefs his motion to a divifion.

Mr. Edwards reported from theTn-

FRIDAY, MARCH 31. 

In a Committee of the whole Hoqfe 
upon the Bill to permit the exportation 
ot Grain, 

Mr. Ryder propofed that the com- 
mencement of the Bill (hould be on the 
30th of April.— Agreed to. 

Mr. Sheridan 1'aid, that as he had 
put off the motion he had intended to 
make this day with regard to any fur- 
ther, advances to the Emperor, in order 
that tne Houle might be in poflfellion of 
the Report of the Secret Committee, he 
was de (irons to know when that Report 
would be produced. If there was not 
a profpeft of the Report of the Secret 
Committee being before the Houfe in a 
day or two, he certainly (hould net de- 
fer his motion upon this fubjedt ; an i in 
this view he moved, “ Tfiat there be 
laid before the Houle copies of the re- 
presentations made by the Directors of 
the Bank, withPregard to the advances 
to the Emperor, fince the firft of Ja- 
nuary 1795, with the anfwer of his 
Majefty*s Minifters thereto.’* 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that it was impofllble for him to 
anfwer the queftion, when the Report 
of the Secret Committee would be laid 
before the Houfe. He did nor wifli to 
avoid the dilculfion of the fubje£>, nor 
was it polfibie for him to avoid it ; but 
flill he was defirous to meet it fairly 
and fully. In all the circumftanccs of 
the cafe, to make further advances to 
the Emperor, provided we could fo ob- 
tain his cordial co-operation in the com- 
mon caufe, he considered as a meafure 
the mod elTcntial to the intercfls of the 
country. Whether it was proper, how- 
ever, to enter upon the fubjett upon 
partial information, he would leave to 
the Houfe to determine. He did not 
oppofe the produdtion of the papers. 

The motion was then carried. 

The Report of the Bill for continuing 
the Order of Council was brought up, 
read, and agreed to ; and on the motion 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Houfe again went into the Commit- 
tee to confider certain claufcs that were 
to be offered 

Mr. Pitt faid, that after an inter- 
cou rfe which had taken place between 
him and Gentlemen from the Bank, and 
alfo from the great body of the Bankers, 
he unde rftood that they approved of the 
general principle of the claufe which he 
had to offer to the Committee. The 
fubftauce of it was, to allow the Bank to 


repay, at different periods, in Caffc to , 
thofe who may, at their diferetioa, 
hereafter depofit caih with them, fathac 
no more than the ee-fourths of fuch ruin 
Ihould be repaid by the Bunk in catis 
during the continuance of the prefent 
Bill. This claufc, he apprehended, 
would be of great advantage to the Bank, 
and to the Public. 

After l'ome obfervations from Mr. 
D*nr, Mr. Thornton, Mr. Sheridan, 
and Mr. Tierney, the claufe was agreed 
to without a div.fion. 

MONDAY, APRIL 3. 

On the Report of the Bank Indem- 
nity Bill, Mr. Tierney moved a claute 
to this effetf, “That any perfon mak- 
ing a tender of Bank notes in payment 
of a debt, (hould not be allowed to have 
this tender ftand in the place of holding 
fuch perfon to fpecial bail, unlefs fuch 
perfon (hould make oath that he or (he 
did not poflefs the whole or thr^e- 
fourths of the fum for which fuch per- 
fon had been arrefted.” 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, this claufe would entirely do away 
the effects of a former claufe refpe&iag 
the tender of Bank notes. 

The claufe was negatived without a 
divifion. 

Sir William Pulteney presented a 
claufe by which the Bill was not to 
have efftft, un'efs at the third reading 
of it, the Directors of the Bank ihould 
notify to the Speaker of the Houfe that 
the reftri&ion contained in it was at 
their defirc. 

The Houfe divided on this claufe.-^ 
Ayes 45, Noes 86. 

The Bill was then ordered to be en- 
grofled. 

The Report of the Corn Bill Was 
brought up, and, on the reading of the 
Amendment, That barley be exempted

SLAVE TRADE. 

Mr. Ellis role to make his promifed 
motion rcfpe&ing the Slave Tiade. 

It might be fuppofed, he faid, that 
the mcal'ure he intended to oiler to the 
confideration of Parliament, was fonie 
modification of the Abolition Bill ; but 
it was of a dirc£Uy oppofite nature; for 
jie confidered an abolition «f the trade, 
and the vneafures adopted for that pur- 
pofe, fo fraught with impolicy, and 
pregnant with injuftice to individuals— 
;n (Sort, fo radically faulty, that nopof* 
fible modification of them could be made 
innoxious. From the civilization of the 
Negroes in Africa, very falutary effects 
might be expelled 3 but the procefs 
mufl nccdfarily be flow, and the effects 
produced be at a very diftant period ; 
and much applaufe was due to thofe 
who had embarked in that laudable at- 
tempt. The civilization And reforma- 
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tion of morals and manners in the Ne- 
groes of the Well-Indiea was an objeft 
of ftill greater importance in the great 
fcheme of ultimate emancipation : for 
it would be found, that population waa 
always on the dccreafe among thefe 
people ; fo that the very exigence of 
the coUnies dtpended upon the fupply 
from Africa *, and that dccreafe of po- 
pulation was attributed, by fome, to a 
vicious fyftem of morals and manners 
among the Negroes ; by others, to an 
excels of labour, and the want of a fup- 
ply of proper food $ and by others to 
both caufes taken together. After hav- 
ing enforced thefe topics by the relation 
of many falls, he moved, “ That an 
humble Addrefs be prefented to his 
Majcfty, requefting that he would give 
dire&ion to the Governors of his Weft 
India Iftands, to recommend so their 
refpeltive Councils to adopt fuch mea- 
furesas will tend to the natural increafe 
of the Negroes, and to employ fuch 
means as will contrioute to their moral 
and religious improvement, fo as gra- 
dually to dimmilh the necclfity of the, 
Slave Trade, and lead to an ultimate 
Abolition, and lecure to them the pro- 
te&ion of the laws.” 

Mr. Barham leconded the motion, 
and fupported the meafure in a fpeeclt 
of fome length. 

Mr.Wilberforce oppofed the motion, 
as falling fliort of what it was his wilh 
and opinion ftiould be adopted. 

Mr. Pitt faid, this funjeft had been fo 
frequently and fo minutely difeuffed, 
that very little argument was ncccffary v 
The only qutftion that remained was 
as to the time ; and for himlelf he he- 
fluted not to declare, that no Abolition 
would fatifcfy lnrathat was not immediate* 
jpicifk^and :ot at* 

Mr. Dudley Ryder moved to amend 
the motion, by leaving out the words 
“ gradually diminifti, and ultimately 
abolifti.” 

Mr. Fox reviewed the feveral argu- 
ments againft the immediate abolition, 
and infilled they were totally unfatis^ 
factory* He oppofed the motion, as 
tending to fubftiiute an unreal and pre- 
tended remedy, inftead of that which 
ought to take place, an immediate abo- 
lition. 

Lord Hawkefbury, Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Windham, and Mr. B. Edwards, fup- 
ported the motion. 

Mr. Rydci’s Amendment was re- 
je£led without a divifion j and the ori- 
ginal motion carried by a divifion of 9^ 
agaipft 63— Majority 36* 
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FRTDAY, APRIL 7. 

BANK BILL. 

Upon the qucftion, That this Bill’s du- 
ration be to the 14th of June, Sir W. 
Pulteney rofe to oppofc it. He entered 
into a hiftory of the Rank, from its 
commencement to the prefent hour, 
and declared himfelf to he perfc&ly 
peifuaded, that all the embarrafiments 
which Government had in money tran- 
sitions a rofe from the monopoly of the 
Bdnk of England \ from which he 
formed an opinion, that another Bank 
ought to be eftablifbcd ; he did not mean 
a rival Bank, but a Bank that fhould 
iflue its paper, .and be capable of paying 
that paper on demand. He knew that 
there was gre^.t terror on the idea of 
oppoiing the Bank, but be did not think 
that fuch terror would be of long du- 
ration. He believed that the Bank ir- 
ftlf would be benefited, and that the 
value of Hock would ri r e, ihould the 
Bank monopoly be done away. In or- 
der to fhew that two Banks would be 
ferviceablc to thi« country, he referred 
t*> Scotland, where ilu-re were two, the 
hiftory of which he gave at full length. 
Theie was no countrv in any part of the 
globe, America ixccptcd, which had im- 
proved fo rapidlv in Agriculture, T rade, 
Commerce, and Manufactures, as Scot- 
land hid iince the t fiablifhinent of theie 
tun Banks, and this improvement was 
chiefly owing to thole cftabiifhmenrs. 
He enlarged much on this topic, and 
concluded hy moving, tint tne Bill be 
in force only to the Ath of May, inlhad 
of the 24th of J une. 

Mr. Pitt declined entering into the 
topics the Honourable Baronet had 
brought forth } but oppofed the Amend- 
ment, which was rejected, and the Houfe 
adjourned. 

MONDAY, APRIL lO. 

Mr. Pollen rofe, in conformity to 
notice, to i'ubmit a proportion on the 
fubjeft of negotiation. In doing this, 
he difclaimed the idea of being attuned 
by party-motives. He was impelled by 
a * con vi ft ton of the necetfiiy of termi- 
nating the war, or convincing the world, 
that the proftcution of it was owing to 
the ur.juft demands of the enemy. He 
then took a review of the calamities 
produced by it, txpariated on the cri- 
tical fituation of this country, and con- 
cluded by moving an add refs to his Ma- 
jefty, reprefenting, “ That it appeared, 
on matur. conftderation, from the refult 
of the ;nte negotiation, that his Majefty \ 
gracious and benign intentions had been 


mifconceived by the Government of 
France, or unexplained to the French 
nation ; the Houfe therefore prayed 
that his Majefty would be pleaft’d to 
adopt fuch meafures as he may judge 
moft effectual to remove thofe mifcon- 
ceprions and mifreprefentations relative 
to the fincerity of his Majcfty’s Mi- 
nifies. " 

Mr. Pitt faid, at the prefent con- 
juncture, the motion could not be pro- 
ductive of an^ praflical benefit to the 
country, and might prove injurious to 
frefh negotiations. The Hon. Gentle- 
man’s lamentations on the caWinities of 
war would always prevail, tinlefs war 
could be wholly excluded ; but on every 
evil t lie Houfe ought to decide on the 
comparative evil, without fuffering their 
judgment to be biafifed by circumfiaftces 
una voidable in a comeft founded on 
juft ice, necefiity, and fclf-defence. — 
With refpeft to the Addrefs itfelf, it 
was calculated to encourage the enemy- 
rind embarrafs frefh rhances of general 
pacificition.— If any fuccefs could be at- 
tained, it mud be by a dire£t negotia- 
tion in concert with our Allies. But 
he begged to prefs upon the Houfe that 
thctc were even limits to the wifli for 
peace. That object was only defirable 
where there was adequate fecurity 
againft additional infults, and on this 
principle the Country ought to a&. If 
therefore meafures of this nature arc 
now depending, any thing that may 
fruftrare them was dangerous at the 
prcltnt criiis. — Our views ought to he 
dire&fd to difippoint the policy of the 
enemy, in difunuing our Allies. “ I 
have, "faid Mr.Pitt, **no difficulty in fiat- 
ine, that his Majcfty’s M^niftersare at 
tins moment about to embrace an op- 
portunity for negotiation. In confe- 
quence of the determination exprefted 
bv tiie Emperor, not to enter into any 
Negotiation for Peace, except in concert 
wirh Great Britain, fteps have been 
taken for the renewal of a joint nego- 
tiation, and his Majcfty has determined 
to ft nd a confidential perfon to Vienna 
to concert meafures with the Emperor 
for a joint negotiation. Under thefc 
circum (lances he hoped the Hon. Gen- 
tleman would not prefs his Motion. 

Col. Porter contended, that Minifters 
were not actuated by a fincere defire 
to make Peace. 

Mr. Addington combated ( the topics 
advanced by iMr. Pollen, and entered 
into a vindication of the Minifter's con- 
du& through the whole of this war, of 

which 
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which he gave a hiflory of the origin 
and 0 progrefs, and l’uggefted the pro- 
pricty of poftponmg this Motion until 
the event of the Negociation alluded to 
was known { and concluded by ex- 
pr effing his difapprobation of the nun ion, 
and moving the Order of the Dav. 

. Mr. Fox (aid, it was impuffible for 
him under the prtflure of cal mines at 
the prefent conj untfure to give afiltnt 
vote. The Houle was again called on 
to continue their confidence in thole 
men wh««fe councils had been fo inju- 
rious to the counrry, and whole nego- 
tiations had been fo unfucccl'sful. When 
pea< e was ncgociatcd he hoped it would 
be conjointly ; but if the queftion was, 
whether the war was to be profecutcd, 
or we were to have a ieparvte peace, 
he felt no hefitarion in laying he pre- 
ferred the latter. After a few remarks 
on the nature of the peat**, which, he 
fold, ought to be on the lyftem of equal- 
ity and juft ccunpenfations, but, above 
all, a rtoncili^ion of the rtltntmenis 
of the rclpc&ive people in order to a 
permanent peace, to coin nice both 
countries that their rcfpe&ive Govern- 
ments are not dangerous to each mliei, 
and that thev are equally capable of 
maintaining the relations of amity and 
peace, he concluded by giving Ins unit 
hearty fuppoit to the motion. 

Several Members delivered their fen- 
timenti, after which a diviflon took 
place on the Amendment : Ayes, 291 ; 
Noes 85 ; Majority again ft the motion, 

, The Houfc adjourned to Thurfday 
fc’nnighr. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 20. 

This day the Houfc having met pur- 
fuant to adjournment, 

Mr.W. Bird obtained leave to bring

The Speaker, on taking the Chair, 
informed the Houfe, that he had receiv- 
ed a letter from Admiral Sir John Jer- 
vis, exprelling his moft grateful ac- 
knowledgments for the honour con- 
ferred upon him by the Houfe, in vot- 
ing him their thanks for hisfervices on 
the 14th of Februai y lsift, when the Spa- 
nifli fleet was defeated by the Britilh 
under his command. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the Houfe to form it fc If into a Com- 
mittee of Supply, Mr. Fox enquired 
Vox, XXXI. May 1797. 
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whether any information wig intended* 
to be given to the Houfe relative tothe 
proceedings which, he underflood from 
the newfpapers, had lately taken place 
on board the fleet at Portfmouth, and 
at what time it might be expe&ed. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that a communication upon the 
circutnft ances alluded to would be made 
as loon as pofiible. He had none to 
make this day, nor could he ftate the 
piccife day when the Houfe would be 
applied to upon the fubjeft ; but he 
could promife that no time would be 
loft. On going into the Committee of 
Supply, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, after fome previous ftatements, 
which were rem irked upon by Mr. Fox, 
moved, that the (um of 5,000,000!. be 
granted for the Navy ; the fum of 
i,ioo,oool. to difeharge Exchequer 
Bibs; and the fum of 2, 1 77,000!. to make 
goodchargcs on the Confoiidated Fund* 
Various other futns were alfb mo\ed fof 
and voted.

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©Werved, that according to the prefent 
rate, the Strand, the rental of which 
did notexceed 70,000!. per annum, paid 
annually 21 5I. while Mary-le-bonne,the 
rental of which exceeded 300,000!. paid 
only 54I. per annum. The fame lort of 
argument he applied to Spitalfields and 
Shoreditch, where numbers of the poor 
induftrious people arc compelled to 
contribute, with difficulty, a larger por- 
tion to the county rate than parilhes 
(fuch as Mary le-bonnc) wheie fcarce- 
]y any but the rich and idle refilled. He 
obferved alfo, that if the Bill did pals, 
Mary-le-bonne would not have a great 
deal to complain of, fince an equal 
County rate would pot afitTs it more, in 
addition to the t.ifie which it now 
contributes, than one penny in the 
pound. 

The Marquis of Tichfield (fon of 
the Duke of Portland, the great propri- 
etor of the parilh of Mary-le-Bonne) 
oppofed the Bill, and argued for the 
ancient contributions, on the plea, that 
perfons who had made purchafcs finte 
they were fettled, and under an idea they 
would not be altered, would be mate- 
rial fufferers by the Bill, He was, 
however, out-voted. On the firft di- 
vifion, that the Bill be read a fecond 
time, there being for it 8*, againft it 
71 : and on the fecund divifion, that it 
be read a third time on Wednefday 
fe’nnight-t-the Ayes being 80, NotS77. 

THE SECOND BUDGET. 

Mr. Pitt rofc, and lamented that the

The new Loan he had provifionally 
agreed for to the amount of i8,ooo,oool* 
(viz.) 13,000, ocol. for Britiih fer vices, 
and 1,500,0001* for Irilh fervices, 
certaii. j and 3,500.0001. conditionally 
for the uf. of the Emperor, if the Houfe 
(as he hoped it would) fhould deem it 
necefihry to let him borrow that fum in 
this country. But this would be a fub- 
je£t for future and feparate difeuffion. 
He lamented, that in borrowing the 
money he could not make a better bar- 
gain for the Public— but he had done 
Ins utmoft fo to do. The bonus given 
to the fubfcribcr was 4I. 17s. and the 
intereft paid by the public 61. 17s. per 
cent. Mr. Pitt here took occafion to 
mention, that he lhould bring forward 
a propofition to make fome further al- 
lowance (as they had been unexpected 
fuflferers) to the patriotic fubfcriuers to 
the late Loyalty Loan ; and that in his 
eftimates of the Navy, he had not in- 
cluded the additional pay which the 
iare proceeding? at Spithcad might make 
neceflary. 

NEW TAXES. 

To pay the intereft of the money 
railed by loan, the Minifter then propos- 
ed the following taxes : 

Stamps.] He meant to increafe all 
the branches of the ftamp paper and 
parchment duties, with the exception 
of fuch as had lately received an aug- 
mentation (fuch as legacies, &c.), and 
to lay a flamp duty on authenticated co- 
pies of all deeds. On Attornies Certi- 
ficates alfo lie ihould propol'e an addi- 
tional duty. 

Plati .] An addition to the duty on 
ornamental plate he thqught a proper ob- 
ject. 

Transfer of Property.] The 
principle of taxing transfer of Property 
had been admitted in levying a duty on 
property difpoled of by auClion— he 
therefore ffiuuld propofe a tax of 
four-pence in the pound on all private 
transfers of property. 

Newspapers.] He obferved,that the 
next tax he had to propofe would give 
rife to a good deal of difcuiiion, not 
merely verbal. Newfpapere the Minif- 
ter thought proper to confider as a lux- 
ury, and that the tafte for them was fo 
great and general in the country, that it 
was not likely to befhaken by any addi- 
tion to their price. The prefent ftamp 
duty upon a Newfpaperwas two-pence, 
and he propofed to add to this a duty of 
three half-pence more, which would 
produce 114,0001. per annum at lead. 
Adv tRTiSRMfcNTS.] He would pro- 
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pofe a dill further charge on this article. 
All Advertifements indifcriminately, 
whether long or Ihort, now paid a duty* 
of three (hillings ; he Ihould therefore 
now proportion the duty according to 
their length, or their fituation in a print. 
Upon the Icale winch he fhould lay 
down in this cafe, he calculated an in- 
creafe of annual revenue of io,oool. 

Toll Tax.] La Illy , laid the Mini* 
fter, I (lull offer to the Houfe a tax 
which has before been thought of— a 
tax upon the Conveyance of all Gooda 
in Carriages of every denomination. 
He had feen the produce of the tolls i& 
different parts of the country, “ and I 
have,” added he, “ obtained an accurate 
count of the amount of them round 
the Metropolis ; what proportion they 
bear to the Kingdom at large it is difficult 
to ftate ; but 1 do not think that the 
tolls round the capital, amount to a 
re nth part of the whole kingdom. I 
fhall, therefore, lake the tax at 450,000!. 
a year, impofing upon all carriages for 
the public, the lame fum as taken by the 
Receiver of the Toll.

The Speaker read a letter from Sir 
Thomas Moftyn, Hating, that he did 
not intend tooppofe the Petition againH 
his return, as a minor, for Flintlhire. 

A conference was fixed with the 
Lords for Monday, on the fubjelt of 
the better promulgation of the Statutes. 

Mr. Fox told the Minifler, he could 
not make his taxes yefterciay amount to 
the fum he had Hated them at. It ap- 
peared that Mr. Pitt, in his fpeech, had 
forgot to inform the Houfe of the new 
datics he put in his liH, on Bills of Ex- 
change, and Fue Insurances. 

Mr. Fox again rofc, and declared, 
great as was the fum the MinifUr was 
railing this year, it was not fuflicient 
to ani'wer the cxpcnces. He noticed 
the great failure in the produce of the 
wine tax in confequence of the laft duty. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had kept nothing 
back, and the expences would not exceed 
the fum raifed. 

Mr. Wm. Smith obferved, that if the 
marriage of the Frincefs Royal took 
place, there would be a further fum to 
provide for her dower of 80, or ioo,oool. 
To this was to be added 400,0001. at leaH 
for the increafed pay of the Seamen, and 
the additional bonus to the fubferibers of 
the Loyalty Loan would amount to 
about 300,000!. more, making in all a 
further fum to be provided of tioo,oool. 
Some perfons might think that we had 
'iniHied the bitter cup, but it would foon 
appear that we were doomed to drink its 
very dregs. 

Mr. Pitt made no reply. The queHion 
was put, That the Refolutions be read 
t fecond time, 0 and carried. 

The Oppofition Members then rofe 
tad left the Houfe in a body.

attainment of a general Peace on (ecure 
and equitable terms. 

And his MajeHy relies on the zeal and 
affe£tion of his faithful Commons, tm 
provide for enabling his MajeHy to de- 
fray l'uch other extraordinary expences 
as may be ntceffary for the public fer- 
vice, and to take fuch meafures as the 
exigency of affairs may require.

“ In common with out Fellow Citi- 
zens, we deplore the evils of War, and 
carnedlv prav for the return of Peace s 
We have beheld, with fatisfadlion, the 
repeat( d efforts > f Government to put 
an end to hodilities; and we truft 
thofe efforts will be continued, until 
fucb a Piace may he obtained as Engli/b - 
men ought 10 dtjire — fuch a Peace as may 
prefetve the independence, the honour, 
and the commercial interells of this 
great Nation. 

“ And we think it expedient jw t ' er to 
declare our averlion and abhorrence of 
all proceedings tending to excite dif- 
cord, at a time when unanimity is fo 
eflenfially ncctffaiy; or to fonltioii 
measures of turbulence, when the 
good order of the country is the impe- 
rious duty of every Briton to maintain. 
Every deviation from that line of con- 
duit muft dimulate our enemies to rife 
in their demands ; and muft place the 
profpelt of reconciliation at a greater 
diftance. 

4 ‘ In the name of Peaces then y we fuh - 
fcribei And wc invite our Brethren of 
the Livery to join us in giving our

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SOME ACCOUNT of the late Mr. SAMUEL HEARNE, 

AUTHOR OF “ A JOURNEY FROM PRINCE OF WALES’S FORT, IN HUDSON’S 
BAY, TO THE NORTHERN OCEAN, UNDERTAKEN BY ORDER OF THE HUD- 
SON’S BAY COMPANY, FOR THE DISCOVERY OF COPPER MINES, „A NORTH- 
WEST PASSAGE, &C.iIN THE YEARS 1769, 1770, 1 77 I , AND 1771 V* 

(WITH A PORTRAIT.) 


X/l R. SAMUEL IIEARNE was born 
A in the year 1745 i he was the Ton 
of Mr. Hearne, Secretary to the Water- 
works, London-bridgc, a very leniible 
man, and of arefpe&able family in So- 
merfetfhire ; he died of a fever in his 
40th year, and left Mrs. Hearne with 
this foil, then but three yeais of age, and 
a daughter two years older. Mrs. H. 
finding her income too lmall to admit 
her living in town as Hie had been ac- 
cultomcd to do, retiied to Bimmifter, in 
Doifetfhire (her native place), where 
Hie lived as a gentlewoman, and was 
much refpe£ted. It was her wifli to give 
her children as good an education as the 
place afforded, and accordingly lent her 
l’on to Ichool at a very early period : but 
his diflike to leading and writing was 
io great, that he made very little pro- 
grefs in either. His mailers, indeed, 
Ipared neither threats nor periuafion to 
induce him to learn, but their arguments 
were thrown away on one who leemed 
predetermined never to become a leat bed 
man; he had, however, a very quick 
apprehenfion, and in his childifh lports 
/hewed unufual activity and ingenuity ; 
he was particularly tond of drawing ; 
and though he never had the lead inftruc- 
tion in the art, copied with great deli- 
cacy and correftnefs even from nature. 
Mrs. Hearne ’s friends, finding her fon 
had no tafte for ftudy, advifed ner fixing 
on fome bufinefs, and propofed i'uch as 
they judged moil fuitablc for him ; but 


he declared himfelf utterly averfe to trade, 
and begged he might be lent to fca. His 
mother wry rclu&lantly complied with 
his leqiud, took him to Portimouth, and 
lunainul with him till he failed.. His 
Captain (now Lord Hood) promifed to 
take caie of him, and he kept his word ; 
for he gave him every indulgence his 
youth required. He was then but eleven 
years of age. They had a warm engage - 
ment^foon after he entered, and took le- 
vel al piizes*. the Captain told him he 
fliould have his (hare, but he begged, in 
a very aife&ionate manner, it might be 
given to his mother, and ihe would 
know belt what to do v/ith it. He was 
a Midlhipman leveral years under the 
fame Commander ; but either on the con- 
clulion of the War, or having no hopes 
of preferment, he left the Navy, and 
entered into the fervice of the Hudfon^s 
Bay Company, as Mate of one of their 
Hoops. He was, however, foon diilin- 
guilned from his affociates by his inge- 
nuity, indullry, and a wifli to undertake 
fome hazardous enterprise by which man- 
kind might be benefited. This was re- 
prelented to the Company, and they im- 
mediately applied to him as a proper 
per ion to be fent on an expedition they 
had long had in view, viz.— to find out 
the North Well Paflfage: he gladly ac-, 
cepted the propofal, and’ how far he fuc» 
ceeded is (hewn to the Public in his 
Journal. On his return he was ad- 
vanced to a more lucrative poll, and in a

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fcwyears was made Commander in Chief, 
in which fituation he remained till 1782, 
when the French unexpectedly landed at 
Prince of Wales’s Fort, took pofleffion 
of it, and after having given the Go- 
vernor leave to fecure his own property, 
feized the flock of furs, &c. &c. and 
blew up the fort. At the Company's 
requefl Mr. H. went out the year follow- 
ing, faw it rebuilt, and the new Go- 
vernor fettled in his habitation (which 
they took care to fortify a little better 
than formerly), and returned to England 
in 1787. He had faved a few tljou finds, 
the fruits of many years induflry, and 
might, had he beenblefled with prudence, 
enjoyed many years of eale and plenty j 
but he hart lived fo long where money 
was of no life, that he leemed inlenfible 
of its value here, and lent it with little 
or no fecurity to thofe he was fcarcely 


acquainted with by name ; fincere and 
undefigning himfelh he was by no means 
a match for the duplicity of others. His 
difpofltion, as may be judged by his 
writing, was naturally humane } what 
he wanted in learning and polite accom- 
plilhments he made up in native fimpli- 
city and innate goodnefs ; and he was lb 
flri&ly lcrupulous with regard to the 
property of others, that he was heard to 
fay, a few days before his death, “ he 
could lay his hand on his heart and lay, 
he had never wronged any man of lix- 
pence.” 

Such are the outlines of Mr. Hearnc’s 
character ; who, if he had fome failings, 
had many virtues to counterbalance them, 
of which charity was not the leafl. He 
died of the dropfy, November 1792, 
aged 4.7.

J'T'HERE hath been for fome time pnft 
* in almolt all European countiies 
much talk concerning the Propaganda, 
a fociety whole members are bound by 
folemn engagements to ftir up fubjefls 
againlt their lawful rulers, and to pro- 
mote dilfenfions and agitations in all 
European Hates* Hitherto this lociety 
is known chiefly by the effects prod need 
by it : it conlilts of two orders 01 clafles 
of men, viz. men of tnthuflaffic clilpo- 
litions, who imagine themlelves to, be 
called to reform the world, and of am- 
bitious, mifehievous knaves, who flatter 
the former in order to ufe them as their 
tools, and whofe wilh it is to breed 
trouble, confufion, and dill ration, which 
affords them an oppoitunity to flih in 
troubled waters, and to lay hold on power 
after it hath been wrefted from the hands 
of thofe men in whom it had been law- 
fully and rightfully placed* 

I have taken great pains (even in 
France itfelf) to obtain an accurate ac- 
count of this club or lociety : I found 
means to become a member of almoft 
every club in Paris, even of that famous 
club of 1789# whofe Prefident was the 
Marquis de Condorcet ; and which, to 
the bed of my knowledge, never ad- 
mitted any foreigner as a member except 


my fld f. But notwithflanding nil my 
pains, endeavours, and relcarches, con- 
cerning the Propaganda, were in vain 
until lately, when I obtained, by the 
kindnefs of an eminent man, in whofe 
heait the welfare of mankind is fincercly 
imprelfed, the following authentic ac- 
count, which I have here tranflated, and, 
by Ills pci million communicate 1 I have 
no doubt of the authenticity of this ac- 
count : 

The club of the Propaganda is very 
different from the Jacobine club, not- 
withflanding they are too frequently con- 
founded with each other. The Jacobines 
are the ltirrers up of the National Af- 
lembly $ on the other hand, the Propa- 
ganda are the feducers and ltirrers up of 
the whole human race . This club exifl- 
ed as early as the year 1786, and the 
Lords Rochefoucaiilt, Condorcet, and 
the Abbe Sieyes, were at the head of it. 

Their tenets are as follows ; and for 
the fuitherance of them, their fociety is 
eftabliflied as a pbilofopbical order , whofe 
obje6t it is to controul the opinions of 
mankind. To become a member of this 
fociety, it is neceflary that the candidate 
be either a defender and promoter of 
modern philofophy (that is dogmatical 
Rtheifin), or clft Rixum of an ambitious 

chara&eri 
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character, turbulent, and dilcontented 
with the Government under which he 
lives. When he is admitted he gives 
his word of honour to obierve fecrefy j 
before* he is accepted, he is informed 
that the number of members is very 
great, fpread over all the earth, and that 
all thefe members labour inceflantly to 
pHtany falle or traiterous members (who 
might betray their fecrets) out of the 
way. The candidate further gives his 
word of honour, that he will communi- 
cate all information he may acquire to 
his brethren ; that he will always defend 
the people in oppofition to the Govern- 
ment ; that he will do his utmoft to 
relift all peremptory (by him called ar- 
bitrary) commands, and do all that in 
him lies to introduce an univerial to- 
lciance of all religions. 

There are two clafles of members, 
futh as pay and fuch as 3 o not pay ; 
they pay according to their ability : the 
number of contributing membeis wtac 
about 5000, the dumber of non-conti 1-' 
buting members about 50,000 ; thefe 
bind themfelves to fpread the dotfrines 
of the Propaganda in all countiies, and 
to promote the deligns theieof. 

The outer has two degiees, adfpirants 
and initiate: the fil'd is acquainted with 
the fcope of the order, but the latter is 
al lb informtd as to the means the order 
uies to obtain this end. An adfpirant 
cannot be admitted into the degiee of 
initiate until he has undertaken a philo- 
fophical million, and can clearly prove 
that he has made ten profelytes. The 
treafury of the order pofiefies at prelent 
20 millions of Jivres, ready money ; and, 
according to the lali accounts, theie will 
be, before the end of this year (1791), 
30 millions in it. 

The order is built upon the following 
principles : opinion and nrccffilv ( or 
need ) are tbe f/> rings oj all human ad ion ; 
if you therefore can caufe the needy ne - 
cejfityywant, or depend ance (call it which 
you will), to fpread , you may thereby con - 
troul the opinions of mankind , and will 
be enabled to Jbake all the fvjh ms of the 
•worlds even tbofe whub feem to have the 
firmeft foundations , 

To delude the Hollanders has coft the 
order great labour j but the confideration 
that tbe blow becomes umverfal has fuf- 
tained them. The plan of the order is 
a* follows 1 Ho one can deny but that 


oppreflion, under which Tome men live 
(let it be prattifed where it will), is a 
great ci uelty and calamity, this therefore 
mult be removed and put an end to by 
the light of philolophy. When this is 
done, it will only then be needful to wait 
for the favourable period in which the 
minds of mankind will be umverfally 
tuned to accept the new fyftem, which 
mull be preached all at once over the 
whole of Europe. Thofe who obfti- 
nntely refill this fyftem, we muft en- 
deavour by peiluafion or by need to 
renounce their oppofition j but if they 
perfill, and are incorrigible, they muft be 
treated as the Jews have been treated, 
and be excluded from the rights of lb- 
ciety, diiven from among men. 

There is another article in the fociety’s 
plan which is no lefs remarkable $ it is 
this, 7 he Propaganda muft not try to 
bung her plan to bear until Jbe is per - 
ft Illy convinced that tbe need (want or 
necefiily) txtfts ; u would be better to 
wait fifty years, than by pm yitancc to 
fail . 

A numerous focicty like this, whofe 
members hitheito as yet a 61 fingly, which 
accumulates money, which gees to work 
(lowly, and carefully avoids all preci- 
pitance, which will (hike no blow until 
(he is well allured of almoft certain fuc- 
cefs, luch a fociety is a daugeious thing j 
their pregrefs may poflibJy be fwift, and 
delivei ance out of their hand feems next 
to an impoflibility. The Dutch patriots 
who fled to Fiance conlideied tbe Propa- 
ganda as their chief anchor: Suppoie 
(lay they), lunpofe then that the Houfe 
of Auftria will afford us no afliftance, 
there yet remains torus the Propaganda $ 
there are miffionaries of this order all 
over Holland, anil pa haps even already 
lbme regular lodges. 

In the club of the friends of the people 
at Brullels, a lbeaker lately exprened 
himfelf in the following woids : ‘ Every 
where they are prepaiing fetters, but 
philolophy and reafon will one day tri- 
umph ; and the time Will come when the 
unlimited, uncontrouled ruler of the Ot- 
toman Empire in the tvening (hall lay 
himfelf to reft as a defpot, and in the 
morning (hall arife as a citizen.* 

The treaiury of the Propaganda re- 
ceives eonfiderable fums from all th$ 
provinces of Holland.

SIR, 

T CANNOT but be in fear that I do 

not (land in that degiee of favour 
with you which I had realon to hope I 
did, and fome lufpicions have octuried 
to me on this occalion, which give me 
incxprvdhble uncalinefs, not to lay con- 
cern . 

I muft therefore beg leave to allure 
you. Sir, (conclude what you pleafe 
irom it) to afi'uie you, on my honour as 
a gentleman, and by eveiy tiling laued, 
that as I have never mentioned you in 
con venation but with the higheft icfpe£t 
and gratitude j fo I have never writ any 
tiling that had a view to you, hut what 
was perfectly honourable and well intend- 
ed. There is a line in a late poem *, viz. 
tlie one epillle which I pielumc you may 
have iten, that canics in it a flight rail- 
lery upon Di . Young — but this was 
entirely without my approbation, and lo 
I was overborne in it, as a thing of that 
jHtiue that could not well give offence to 
hun, or to any one elfe. As to the fiift 
Ode of IioiaceJ diat I had the honour to 
add refs to you, I hope it is not in the 
heart of man to conceive, that I ferefuw, 
and wiliully deiigned the ndiculc which 
I found, with great grief, follow td upon 
if, or that I could he guilty of iuch low 
and wretched diiingcnuity and impel ti- 
nence.

GARRICK'S MONUMENT, 

IN WESTMINSTER - ABBEY. 


S UNDAY (the nth of June) the new 
monument to the memory of the late 
David Garrick, Efq. in Poets Corner, 
Weftminfter-abbey, was opened. 

This interefting and well-executed tri- 
bute of a private friend, to the memoi y 
of a man- to whom the Public owe amulc- 
ment of the highclt kind, being now open- 
ed for infpeftion, feme delcription of it, 
by explaining the Sculptor's daligns, may 
be ufeful and proper. Garrick is repre- 
sented at full length, in an animated po- 
rtion, throwing alkie a curtain, which 
difeovers a medallion of the great Poet, 
whom he has illuftrated ; while Tragedy 
and Comedy, adorned with their relpec- 
tive emblems, and half leated on a pedef- 
tal, leem to approve the tribute. The 
curtain itfelf is defigned to reprefent the 
Veil of Ignorance and Barbnrifm, which 
darkened the Drama of the immortal 
Baid till the appearance of Garrick.— 
The carefling attitude, airy figure, and 
finding countenance of the Comic Mule, 
is intended to delcribe the latisfaftion 
(lie derives from at length beholding a 
memorial to her favourite ; while Melpo- 
mene, with a more majeftic and dignified 
mien, raifing her veil, gazes with cha- 
rafteriftic admiration on the “ fovereign 
of the willing foul," whom flic at once 
delightsin and deplores. The fimilitude 
to Garrick will immediately be felt fly 
every fpeftator who has his featuies in 


remembrance : and where is the perfon 
ot tafte who has ever once lccn him, can 

forget the reiemblance ? The back 

ground is compofed of beautiful dove- 
coloured marble, relieving the figures, 
which are in puie ftatuary marble. The 
A 1 tifi is Mr. Webber.

SEOR6B VILLIERS, &UKE OF BUCK-

A MONGST the follies of this very 
witty and profligate Nobleman, hi? 
pajfion for cbemiflry was a principal drain 
in thediflipation of his immenle fortune. 
The hunt after the philofopher’s (tone 
was one of the great impofitions of his 
time $ and, with all his wit and judgment 
in many other matters, he fell into the 
belief of this folly : hence he built a 
laboratory at great expence in his houfe ; 
utenfils were provided, and the molt 
celebrated artifts in the tranfmutation of 
metals employed. 

The Duke continued this great charge 
for many years, in the midlt ot €t ten 
thou land other freaks which died in 
thinking;” for whoever was unpaid, or 
whoever was neglefted, money was to be 
found to pay the expences of this labora- 
tory, till this chimera, with other extra- 
vagancies, caul'ed him to fell a great part 
of his eftates. 

In all this time, however, nothing was 
produced by thofe fons of art but lome 
dilcoveries of little value. Excufes 
and large promifes were conllantly held 
out ; fuch as, “ that the glafles broke, 
or the man let out the fire, or fome other 
accident which retarded the grand pro- 
cess.” At laft, the Duke encountering 
nothing but misfortunes, money very dif- 
ficult to be had, and the operators finding 
themfelves flighted, the project entirely 
fell to the ground. 

It is impoflibleto calculate the expences 
which the Duke was at in paying the 
numberof Italians, French, and Germans, 
concerned in this mad undertaking : one 
of them, we are told in Lemory s Che- 
miftry, of the name of Huniades carried 
off about Jixtten tboufand pounds f which, 
by afterwards lending money to the Duke 
and others at ufurious intereft, he in a few 
years increalcd to thirty tboufand ; the 
Whole of which he left by will to his fif- 
ter, a poor woman who fold e ait hen -ware 
in Shoreditch.

and ambitious prelate, was banifhed by a 
decifion of the Houfe of Lords, on a charge, 
not fo fully p' oved , yet his general character 
as one ftrongly attached to the intereft of 
the abdicated Familywas always fufpe&edf 
and this fufpidon feems to be pietty well 
confirmed by the following note found 
amongft the late Dr. Birch's papers t 
“ Lord Harcourt leaving the old 
Miniltry provoked Atterbury’s abufive 
tongue. He in return declared, that on 
the Queen’s death (Queen Anne), the 
Bifhop came to him and to Lord Boling- 
broke, and laid, “ Nothing remained 
but to proclaim King James immediate- 
ly.” He further offered, “if they would 
give him a guard, to put on his lawn- 
ileeves and head the proceflion.” 


LORD GALWAY. 

This Nobleman, who is fo often men- 
tioned in the annals of Queen Anne, 
though not a very fortunate General, wan 
a man of uncommon penetration and me- 
rit. He often vifited the old Marchionefs 
of Halifax, the widow of the celebrated 
Marquis, who diflinguifhcd himiclf no lei’s 
as a man of wit thai as a great Stalefman, 
during the reigns of Charles, James, and ( 
William ; and here meeting with the late 
Earl of Chelter field, whom he obferved 
had a ftrong inclination for political life, 
and at the fame time an unoonquerable 
love of pleafure, with fome tin&ure of 
lazinefs, gave him the following advice t 
tt If you intend to be aman of bufinefs, 
you muft be an early rifer, In thediftin- 
guifhed polls rank and fortune will en- 
title you to fill, you will be liable to 
have vifitors at every hour of the day $ 
and unlefs you 101II rife conjlatttly at an 
early hour you will never have any leifure ; 
for yourfelf.”— This admonition, deli- 
vered in the moft obliging manner* m$dt 
a conliderable imprefuon on the mind of 
young Chefterfield, who ever after ob- 
ferved that excellent rule, even when he 
went to bed late, and was adyflgeed ia , 
years. 

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE ^TELLEE, 

In confirmation of the abgjpe advice we 
fubjoin the fallowing obfcnrationof Lord 
Q Q c • ■ Chief 
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Chief Juftice Willes. * It was amongft 
the deliderata of his Lordfhip’s private 
enquiries to find out the principal caufes 
of longevity j and, accordingly whenever 
he examined a witnefs who had the ap- 
pearance of advanced age, he generally 
enquired, €i how he lived, what regimen 
he kept, &c . See , ” This he pra&ifed for 
a great number of years, fometimes 
balanced in his mind in favour of one 
fyftem, and fometimes in favour of ano- 
ther, till at laft he found out, that what- 
ever were their private habits, the early 
rifers had by far the greateft claim to 
longevity : and this he often enforced to 
young people as an obfervation they 
fllould by no means overlook in the con- 
duct of life. 

SIR ROBERT TAYLOR 
affords a (h iking example of the habit and 
good effects of early rtfing . We have 
been informed that this Gentleman, who 
was bred an architect, and followed it 
with confiderable reputation, never was 
found in bed for the fpace of forty years 
at five o’clock. He lived in good health 
to feventy-iive years of age, and left to 
his only ion, the prefent Michael Angelo 
Taylor, Efq. a foi tune of above one hun- 
dred tboufand pound j, befuie an handfome 
jointure lo his widow. 

His death was occafioned by a cold 
which he caught attending the funeral of 
a friend. 

KING WILLIAM. 

About November 1674, his Majefty 
(Charles II.) fent over the Earl of Oifory 
to the Hague, with a commiflion to propole 
the Lady Mary, eldeft daughter of the 
Duke of York, as a match for the then 
Prince of Orange. His Highnel's re- 
ceived the meffage with great refpeCt, and 
anfweied, “ There was nothing he more 
ambitioned when the war was over ; but 
then he could neither leave the war, or 
think it very pleafing to the Lady to 
bring her where the noife of war was.”

It is 
faid| one or both of thefi? latter pieces 
gave Mr. Walpole f« much difguft* that 
he ordered his name to be ftruck out of 
the lift of Members, and renounced the 
honour annexed to it from his connection 
with the body of Antiquarians. It can- 
not, however, be denied, that the charac- 
ter of Richard is cleared from many of 
the enormities charged upon him by hif-i 
torians and poets. 

It was about this time that the tranfla- 
tion took place for which he has luffered 
the greateA cenfure, and from which, we 
believe, he derived a very lading concern ; 
though, when every ciicumftance is duly 
weighed, perhaps but little blame will 
attach to his memory. We fhall give 
Mr. Walpole’s own narrative in his own 
words, extraCled from a letter to Mr.

" B^thoe, my bopkfcller, brought me 
a pacquet left with him. It contained 
an ode or little poem of two or three 
ftanzas, in alternate rhyme, on the death 
of Richard the Firft, and I was told in 
very few lines that it had been found at 
Briftol with many other old poems, 
and that the poffefTor could furnifh me 
with accounts of a feries of great pain- 
ters that had flourifhed at Briliol, 

"'Here I mult paufc* to mention my 
own reflections. At firll I concluded 
that fomebody having met with my 
“ Anecdotes of Painjing” had a mind 
to laugh at me. I thought not very in- 
genioufly, as I was not likely to fwallow 
a fucceflion of great painters at BriftoJ. 
The Ode or Sonnet, as I think it was 
called, was too pretty to be part of the 

} >lan ; and, as is eafy with all the other 
uppofed poems ot Rowley, it was not

Walpole’s unpublilhed defence, we con- 
ceive much of the prejudice enteitaincd 
againft him by fome on account of this 
tranfaftion, will' either totally difappear, 
or at leaft be confderably leilcncd. 

In the year 1 76R, Mr.Walpclc printed 
fifty copies of his tragedy of the “ Myf- 
terious Mother,” a performance entitled 
to very high praife. Of this piece an 
account is given in our Magazine of Sep- 
tember 1787, to which, on this occalicn, 
we muft reler. It was oiiginally cem- 
pofecl with a view to the perioi mance of 
Mrs. Pritchard; and could the hoirible 
circumftance on which it is founded be 
foftened, we are of opinion it might, ftill 
he reprelented with great efteft by the 
prefent ornament of the tragic feene. 

From this period no circumftance of 
importance occurred in the courfe of Mr. 
Walpole’s life until the year 17*71, when, 
by the death of his nephew, he fucceeded 
to the title of Earl of Orford. The ac- 
ceflion of this honour, and of the foitunc 
annexed to it, made no alteration, in any 
refpeft, in his manner of living. He 
ilill purfued the fame unvaried tenor of 
life, devoting himfelf to the convention 
of his friends and to the purfuits of lite- 
rature. He had been early affli&ed with 
the gout, which, as he advanced in years, 


acquired ftrength, though it did not 4$) 
qualify him either for company or cojfe» 
verfation. The fame fpint of enquiry, 
the fame ardour of purfuit, and the iam^. 
candour in judgment, prevailed aimofl to, 
the latefl period of his life. He was ca- 
pable of enjoying the fociety of his friends, 
until a very fhort time before his death* 
which happened on the ad March 1797- 

By his will, which contains 22 fheets* 
betides the addition of feven codicils, by 
one of which he di reeled that his body 
might be opened and afterwards privately 
interred; and bequeathed to Robert Berry K 
Efq. and his two daughters, Mary and 
Agnes Beri y, all his printed workslin 4 
manulcripts, to be publifhed at their hif- 
cretion, and for their own emolument. 

7 'o thele two ladies he gives 4oool. 
each; and, for their lives, the lioule and 
garden late Mrs. Clive’s, with the long 
meadow befeue the fame, and all the fur- 
niture there; after their deaths or mar- 
riages, to go to the fame ufes as Straw- 
berry- hill ; and with a treflriftion not to 
Jet the houfc for longer than a year. 

By the lame codicil he alio direfts all 
the boxes containing his prints, books of 
piints, kc. be conveyed to Strawberry- 
In II, to remain as heir- looms appurtenant 
to that eltate ; and makes it a particular 
requeft to the perlon in poflcflion of liis 
favouiite retidence, that the books, and 
eveiy article of furniture there, may be 
preferved with care, and not difpofed of, 
nor even Removed. But all the letters 
written to him by fuch of his friends as 
(hall be living at the time of his death, 
are to be returned to the writers.

* This very beautiful villa was originally a fmall tenement, built 1698, by the Earl of 
Bradford's coachman, as a lodging- houfe. Colley Cibber was one of its firft tenants ; and 
after him, fucceflively, Talbot, Bifhop of Durham, the Marquis of Carnarvon, Mrs. Cheue- 
vix, the toy-woman, and Lord John Philip Sackville. Mr. W. purchafcd it 1747, began tq 
fit it up in the Gothic ftyle 1753, and completed it 1776. He permitted it to be fiiewn, 
by tickets, to parties of four, from May to O&ober, between the hours of 12 and 3, and only 
one party a day. The belt, concife account of this villa, and its valuable contents, that ha$ 
hitherto appeared, may be found in Mr. Lyfons's “ Environs of London,” but a more parti* 
culardefciiption of it mayfoon be expert ed in a Hiftory (already printed) of the Parifh of 
Twickenham.

Berg, lie returned home to his father, 
who was a Bookfeller at Zurich, and 
whole Ihop was reforted to by fuch men 
of genius as were then in that city : 
here his poetical talents in fome (light 
degree displayed themfclves, though not 
in Vuch a manner as to prevent his father 
from fending him to Berlin, in the year 
1749, to qualify him for his own bu- 
finels. Here he was employed in the 
bufmefs of the /hop ; but he foon became 
diffatisfied with bis mode of life : he 
eloped from his mailer and hired a cham- 
ber for himielf. To reduce him to or- 
der, his parents, according to the ufual 
mode in fuch cafes, withheld every Supply 
of money. He revived, however, to fae 
independent j (hut himfelf up in his 

chamber; 
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chamber ; and, after fome weeks, went 
to his friend Hempel, a celebrated artift, 
whom he requefted to return with him to 
his lodgings. There he (hewed his 
apartments covered with freih landlcapes, 
which our Poet had painted with lweet 
oil, and by which he hoped to make his 
fortune. The drugging up of the 
lhoulders of his friend concluded with 
an afliirance, that though his works were 
not likely to be held in high eftimation 
in their prefent ftate, fome exportations 
might be railed from them, if he con- 
tinued the lame application for ten years. 

Luckily for our young Artift his 
parents relented, and he was permitted 
to fpend his time as he liked at Berlin. 
Here he formed acquaintance with artifts 
and men of letters : Kraufe, Hempel, 
Rainier, Sulzer, were his companions ; 
Ramler was his friend, from the finenefs 
of whofe ear and tafte he derived the 
greateft advantages. With much diffi- 
dence he prelentcd to Rainier lbme of his 
compofitions 5 but eveiy verle and every 
word were criticifed, and very few could 
pafs through the fiery trial. The Swifs 
dialert, he found at laft, was the obllacle 
in his way, and me exertions requilite to 
fatisfy the del?cacy of a Geiman ear 
would be exceflive. Ramler adviled him 
to clothe his thoughts in haimonious 
prole; this counlel he lollowed, and the 
anecdote may be of uli; in Britain, where 
many a would-be Poet is probably ham- 
mering at a verfe, which, from the cir- 
curtiftances of his birth and education, he 
can never make agreeable to the ear of 
tafte. 

From Berlin, Geflher went to Ham- 
burgh, with letters of recommendation to 
Hagedom ; but he chofe to make himfelf 
acquainted with him at a coffee-houfe 
before the letters were delivered. A 
dole intimacy followed, Aid he had the 
advantages of the literary fociety which 
Hamburgh at that time afforded. Thence 
he returned home, with his tafte much 
refined; and, fortunately for him, he 
came back when his countrymen were in 
fome degree capable of enjoying his fu- 
ture works. Had he produced them 
twenty year* before, his Daphnis would 
have been hifled at as immoral ; his 
Abel would have been preached againft 
a* prophanation. 

This period may be called the Au- 
guftan age of Germany : Klopftock, 
Ramler, Kleift, Gleim, Utz, Leifing, 
Wieland, Rabencr, were refeuing tbeir 
from the farcafms ot the great 
,c. Klopftock paid about this 


time a vifit to Zurich, and fired every 
breaft with poetical ardour. He had 
fcarce left the place when Wieland came, 
and by both our Poet was well received. 
After a few anonymous compofitions, he 
tried his genius on a fubjert which was 
ftarted by the accidental pemfal of the 
tranflations of Longus ; and his Daphnis 
was improved by the remarks or hi* 
friend Hirzel, the author of the Ruftic 
Socrates. Daphnis appeared firft with- 
out a name in the year 1754. ; it was 
followed in 1756, by Inkle and Yarico ; 
and Gefliier’s reputation was fpread in 
the lame year, over Germany and 
Switzerland, by his Paftorals, a tranf- 
Jation oi which into Englifh, in 1762, 
was publiflied by Dr. Kenrick. His 
brother poets acknowledged the m«rit of 
thefe light compofitions, as they were 
pleafed to call them ; but conceived their 
Author to be incapable of forming a 
grander plan, or aiming at the dignity of 
heroic poetry. To thefe critics he loon 
after oppoled his Death *jf Abel. 

In 1762, he collerted his Poems in 
four volumes ; in which were fome new 
pieces that had never before made their 
appearance in public. In 1772, he pro- 
duced his lecond volume ot Paftorals, 
with lbme Letters on Land/cape Painting. 
Thele met with the molt favourable re- 
ception in France, where they were 
tranflated and imitated; as they weie 
all©,' though with lels 1‘uccels, in Italy 
and England. 

We lhall now confider Geflher as an 
Artift : till his thirtieth year, Painting 
was only an accidental amulemeut ; but 
at that time he became acquainted with 
Heidegger, a man ot tafte, whofe col- 
lertion of paintings and engravings was 
thus thrown open to him. I he daughter 
mad* an impreflion on him, but the cir- 
cumftances of the lovers were not fa- 
vourable to an union, till, through the 
artivity and friendlhip of the Burgo- 
mafter Heidegger and Hirzel, he was 
enabled to accomplifh his wifhes. The 
queftion then became, how the married 
couple were to live ? The pen is but a

Her repentance having been ex- 
cited not by a fenfe of guilt, but a dread 
4>f fhame, quickly vamfhefi ; and Folly 
fprung, with renewed and elaflic fence, 
from the cloud of miichance that had en- 
veloped her. 

In the meanwhile her fon thrived under 
the affiflance of Jupiter, and was loon 
known to the vroild by the name of OMH- 
nacy 5 and never fmee the creation of the 
world waa a fon more Arongly marked by 
th*i diipofltion of either parent, however 


diverfified by accidental circumflaticei. 
In the profecution of any fcheme he ic 
indebted to his father for the means, tho* 
his mother conftantly direbls the end. 
The Him inflexibility of Mars infpire? 
his mod trivial undertakings, aqd from 
thele he is to be dilfuaded neither by the 
dictates of prudence, the fenfe of fear, 
nor the dread of fhame : he continues his 
com ic in a cool, though hcadflrong direc- 
tion ; and Inch is the inconfiftency of his- 
difpolkion, that lie derives new vigour 
when comcious that he is wandering in 
the mazes of cn\ r. In his progrels he is 
to be diverted neither to the right nor the 
left. Pallas in vain points cut the road 
to happincis ; his aim is not to enjoy hap- 
pinefs himfelf, but to perluade others that 
lie enjoys it. His perpetual error is oc- 
C'lhoned net by a dil petition naturally de- 
pi aval, but from an overbearing conceit 
of the I upenoi ity of his abilities, cauling 
him to difdain Advice and ieje& Aflilt- 
ance. 

In his journey through Ifle he perpetu- 
ally humbles ; but leems, like Antarus, to 
lile Wronger from the fall, and to exult in 
his fancied fagacity. All thole who find 
the road to Wifdom too lleep and labori- 
ous, become the votaiies of Obflinacy, 
though daily experience might convince 
them of the treachery of their commander. 
Thus, though fure to create ad ifl ike and 
difleminate difpute wherever he appears, 
Obflinacy thinks to afllime the femblance 
of Wildom, and at every defeat flies for 
conlblation to the fociety of his mother, 
(who is frequently feen to wear the garb 
of age) and who with open arms receives 
hei ion. They then flatter themfelves 
thc*r happinefs is complete : fancied ado- 
ration is iubflituted for real negle^l 
they laugh at the world, and thus are 
prevented from oblcrving that the world 
laughs at them.

OBSERVATIONS and EXPERIMFNTS on the DIGESTIVE POWERS of the 

BILE in ANIMALS. 

»Y E AGLESFIELD SMITH, M. D. AND MEMBER, OF THE SOCIETY FOR THE 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF ARTS, MANUFACTURES, oCC. 


TOURING the beginning of the prefent 
war, I attended a man who was 
troubled with the jaundice, which we 
thought to proceed from a wound he had 
received in his liver. His fceces were 
whitAg^iio gall could be difeharged by 
Ycmlnkl^ his appetite was aJmoll ns 
good as formerly, when in health j but 
Sis di^iUpn was in a great mcafurc loft ; 


for whatever food he took into his fto- 
mach, inflead of being digelled into 
wholefcme.chyle, entered into ^rmenta- 
ticn, producing great diftenfion of the 
ftomach, head-acht, and often vomiting. 
Net litcceeding in relieving the patient 
by the ulual means, and as he was de- 
clining in his flrength daily, I endea- 
voured, by a temporary method, to re- 
lieve 
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lieve him, which' was by making him 
tAc inwardly the gall of other animals ; 
as it appeared to me that all the lymp- 
toms of indigeflion pioceeded from a 
want of th t fluid finding its way into 
the ftomach. 

I theiefcre gave him half an ounce of 
the gall of a ftictp, lecently killed, in two 
ounces of water : this, drank alter a mo- 
del ate meal promoted digeftien, and 
feemed to reftorc the patient, tor a while, 
to his lormcr ftate 0 ! health. To be fa- 
tisfi^d ot this fa£l, I repeated the expe- 
riment leveral times, and thereby lup- 
poited the patient until the obttrurtion of 
the gall into the ftomach was fortunately 
removed. 

This led me to make the following 
expunments, to alcertain the digtftive 
po-neis ol the hepatic fecretion. . . . 
It is a generally itceived opinion, foimcd 
on the eyptiimeiits ot the* Abbe Spallan- 
zani Rauineur, and others, that the di- 
gelhon is performed. by the lolvent power 
of the t'djlttt fun r j a fluid iecieted from 
the interior luitace ol the vu rihumausy 
and from the ’alophagus of animals with 
Along muicular ftomachs, as in gallena- 
ccous fowls, &c. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

Having encloled lomc grains of barley 
( brwfeJ )o <js to admit oj contaft iviih the 
fluid*) in two tin tubes (perforated at 
each tnd, and with /that l boles m the 
middle)) I fattened them to the end of a 
piece of packthread, and thrult them 
down the alophagus of a young cock, fo 
as to lie near ihe entrance ot the muicular 
ftomach. But w»thm the cavity of that 
r vi feu », I fattened it by the other end to 
the beak of the bird, and kept it there 
for twelve houis, during which time it 
had increaied much in its weight, from 
the able iption ot the aiophageal juice. 
Nodigettion feemed to have taken place, 
neither was it in any mcafure tinged with 
gall, as the tafte ot the inclofed lubttance 
was entirely infipid, and had acquired no 
particular colour. 

I think it has been proved, and is a 
general opinion, that there is little or no 
lecretion from the horny lubttance which 
lines the ftomach in theft* animals ; yet 
we find their food, before it pafles out of 
the ftomach into the inteftin<.s, to be en- 
tirely changed in its confidence and ap- 
pearance : it becomes a fluid ot a yellow 
cineritious colour, and of a bitter tafte. 

I repeated this experiment on other birds > 
as turkeys, pigeons^ &c, 


experiment the SECOND. 

Having bruilcdtwo diachms of boiled 
veal, I enclolcd it in a tin tube fimilar 
to the former. I thruft it down the afo- 
phagus of an owl, and fattened it with a 
piece of packthread to the beak of the bird, 
lo as to prevent its entering into the fto- 
mach. 1 kept it there for fourteen hours, 
during which fpace it had not loft any 
thing of its weight, but had increafed, 
from the abforption cf the afophageal 
juice. It had not acquired any particular 
tatte, the juice of the alophagtts itfelf 
being infipid. I then thiult it down fo 
far as to enter the ftomach of the biid, 
but fo as not to reach the bottom, thereby 
preventing any contaft between the meat 
and the gall, which generally lies at the 
bottom of the ftomach in all animals. 
After foui teen hours there appeared not 
the leatt alteration, nor had it acquired 
any particular fmell. 


EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 

I inclofed two drachms of boiled veal In 
the fame tin tube with which I made the 
former experiment, and thruft it down the 
alophagus of the fame owl, and allowed 
it to reach the bottom of the ftomach. 
After five hours I pulled it up. I found 
it had loft one half of its weight, and the 
ltmainder was entirely changed in its 
confidence, being now of a white colour, 
and reduced to a kind of pulp, and tailed 
extiemely bitter from being impregnated 
with the bile. I thruft this remainder 
down the throat of rhe bird a fecond time. 
After two hours I pulled it up, and I 
found the tube quite empty. I have 
olten repeated this expel iment, and with 
the fame fuccefs, on owls, crows, and 
other biids ot prey. 


EXPERIMENT THE POURTH. 

To fome fheep which were going to be 
killed I had an opportunity of making 
the following experiment : Having 
bruifed fome leaves of vegetables, I 
inclofed them in tin tubes, perforated a( 
both ends, as well as in then* Tides, with 
fmall holes. To one fheep I gave fix of 
thefe tubes, and at different periods of 
time, fo that when the animal was killed 
they might not ail have patted the pyterus 
of the latt ftomach. After feven hours 
the animal was killed. I found one tube 
in the duodenum quite empty'; two in 
the bottom of the fourth ftomach in the 
famte ftate. One which feemed recently 
to have patted the cardia of the fourth fto- 
mach was fcarcely changed, having ac- 
P d 4 2 quired 
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quired no particular tafte nor fmell, but 
fiad abforbed much gaftric juice* The 
remaining two had not got quite fo far as 
the above mentioned ; did not feem in the 
lead altered^ but were a little bruifed 
with chewing. I repeated this experi- 
ment fince, and with near the fame effeft. 
The tubes which weft in contaft with 
the bile, which is always found in large 
quantities at the bottom of the laft fto- 
mach, were generally found empty, or 
Vvhat remained was reduced to a loft grey- 
ilh pulp, and had a very bitter tafte. 


EXPERIMENT THE FIFTH. 

In order to try whether animals could 
digeft their food while their gall-dufts 
were obfti ufttd by ligature, I made the 
following experiments on frogs. Cold- 
blooded animals feemed well adapted to 
my purpofe, being moil tenacious of their 
living principle, and their interior cavi- 
ties being lefs fufceptible of inflamma- 
tion when laid open bv incifion. I 
therefore laid open the abdomen of feveral 
frogs. I then parted a ligature round the 
duft which tranfmits the gall into the 
duodenum, (in frogs it enters the duo- 
denum) at about a third of an inch 
from the pylorus of the ftomach. Hav- 
ing tied the ligatures pretty tight, I then 
fewed up the wounds, and allowed them 
fome time to recover themfelves. In 
this ftate I fed them with in lefts, and 
pieces of earth-worm cut fmall. Two 
days after this I opened the ftomach of 
two frogs, and found that there was not 
the leaft appearance of digeftion having 
taken place in the infefts. Theabforbents 
feemea to have afted a little on fome of 
the pieces of the earth-worms, but lo little 
as Itarcdy to be perceptible. The re- 
maining frogs I fed with the gall of other 
frogs, which I killed for tne purpofe. 
After twelve hours, on opening thefe I 
found the appearances quite different 
from the foregoing, as I always found 
their ftomachs empty, and nothing re- 
maining but the wings of the inlefts, 
the pieces of earth-worm having entirely 
difappeared. I could not oblerve any 
alteration in regard to the healthinefs of 
the animals on which I had performed the 
operation, “ as milk put into their lio- 
machs coagulated as in a natural ftate of 
that cavity.” In this experiment I never 
failed in fucceeding during the fummer, 
Sfthofe animals are arrived at their 
; decree of irritability or life. 

EXPERIMENT THE SIXTH.

compare it with that pf the gaftric juice,? 

I inclofed one drachm of boiled beef 
(< bruifed fo as to exfofe a large fur face) 
in a tin tube, perforated fimilar to the 
former. This I immerfed into the gall 
of a Iheep recently killed, having previ- 
oufly diluted it with a imall quantity of 
water, that it might enter the pores or the 
tube more eafily. The lame quantity of 
beef I immerled into the juice fecreted 
from the alophagus of gallenaceous fowls; 
ar.d like wife the lame quantity of beef 
I immerled into the fluid lecreted f rom the 
lower part of the alophagus in crows. 
Thele juices I obtained by means of 
fponges . They did not appear to have 
any particular tafte or colour, not being 
in the Imalleft degree mixed with the bile. 
At the lame time I immerfed the fame 
quantity of beef into water. I kept them 
fourteen hours in a dtgree of heat equal 
to that of the •human body ; after which 
time I *ook them out, when I foui«d that 
the beef which was immerled in the gall 
had loft one-half of its weight ; the re- 
mainder being intirely changed in its 
confiftence, it was now become a white 
pulp, of a lweetilh bitter tafte. Thofe 
in the other juices did not appear at all 
changed, either in weight, colour, or con - 
fiftence. I often varied this experiment, 
but always with the fame effeft, as well 
on vegetables as on flelh meat. 

From the foregoing experiments' It ap- - 
pears, that the gall, and not the gaftric 
juice, is the principle of digeftion in ani- 
mals. I do npt deny that animals may 
live a confiderable time without the gall 
finding an entrance into the ftomach, as is 
often the cafe in the jaundice. Food 
after maftication may be eaftly afted on 
by the abforbents, as we find extraneous 
fubftances are when put into any cavity 
of the human body. An animal may be 
fupported for weeks by clyfter. Gall, as 
a ftomatick had been long in ufe in 
France and Italy, and was found of great 
ufe to people with weak ftomachs ; and I 
have frequently given it to people who 
were troubled with uneaflnefs after a full 
meal, and never failed in relieving the 
patient. But it feems to hare fallen out 
of ufe through principles of delicacy; 
but furcJy no better can fupply its place 
with equal eflfelh In fome lei’s civilized 
nations, and where much animal food is 
ufed, gall is reckoned a luxury. (See. 

“ Lobo's Voyage to Abiffinia.") The 
liver is the largeft vifeus in the body of 
ihoft animals ; and no fufficientJy mate- 
rial ufe has been aftribed to its fecretiori. 
We know of no animal which, wants the 
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liver ; and in Tome voracious fifties it 
difchurges its fluid immediately into the 
/cavity of the ftomach. Befides, we never 
find that diseftion has taken place in any 
animal until the food has found its way 
to the bottom of the ftomach, when it 
meets with the bile. This is not only 
£een in men and other animals which 
feed on flefh meat ; but, in the ftomachs 
ef calves, the coagulum of milk is only 
digefted in proportion as it becomes 
mixed with tne bile in the laft Itomach 
or duodenum. In ferpents and iome 
fifties which fwallow their f®od whole, it 
is little altered, except in that part which 
lies contiguous to the bottom of their 
ftomachs ; and, on examining the ftomachs 
of thefe animals, we do not find any dif- 


ference, in regard to the furface, either of 
the upper or lower ends. On pre(Tun; 9 
the tranfuding liquor appears to be the 
fame in every pait : a ohurUfs tnfipid 
fluid, Gall has a great power of aflimu- 
Jating animal oils with water, and hat 
been much ufed by dyers to take the 
greafe out of their wool before the co- 
louring matter is applied ; and it is by 
this lame power of aflimulation that I 
conceive it ailifts digeftion. 

On examining the experiments of 
Spallcnzani and Mr. J. Hunter, I do not 
find any experiment which militates 
againft this conclulion ; which, if proved* 
would certainly be of thegreateft benefit 
to icciety.

Good Brother, 

nrHE very good charafter I redued con- 
cerning you horn our R. Miltrels in 
Holland has given me a paiiicular con- 
fidence in y r care to putt thos direftions 
of my pi inted Letter in pi aft ice. Your 
panlli, if it bee not fo numerous as I 
iuppoied, yet lyes on the great Northern 
jroade ; it would be for our Churches 
honour, and for the conl'olation of well 
difpofed travallers, to find daily prayers 
in y r church.

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|^N the morning of the 9th Mr4 Carter 
^ was fo much reduced as to be under 
the neceflity of drinking his own urine, 
which example was followed by the other 
two, and notwithlhnding its being dif- 
agreeable, they found gicat relief from 
it* About nine at night Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Halkett found thtmfelves fo weak 
and overcome by lleep, that not being 
longer able to Hand to the fteer oar, they 
Jalhed flic oar, and found the boat went 
along very Headily. After joining in a 
prayer of thankigiving to the Almighty, 
to whole protection they committed 
thermelves, they lay down and had a re- 
frjlhing deep ; occalionally, however, 
they could not re I rain from ftarting up 
to look out for land or danger. 

They re fumed their labours at the 
oar on the morning of the 10th, which 
were rather inert did by its blowing 
fre/h and by a heavy (well, which 
obliged them to reef the fail. It was 
with the greatell difficulty Mr. Carter's 
.wound could be diefied. Mr. Shaw's 
wound in the throat was by this time 
jiearly doled up. 

They Hood on this day without any 
thing material occmrir.g j Mr. Shaw 
Hill ufing all his poweis to cliccr them 
with the alfurances of feeing land in a 
iday or two, although at the lame time 
be had hardly Arena th to haul the fheet 
aft, while Mr. Halkett iafhrd the oar. 

At ten P. M. they found very Ihoal 
water, with breakers all round, on which 
tyfr. Halkett took the oar, while Mr. 
Shaw kept a lor k cut for a channel ; in 
which manner they lan on for the dis- 
tance of three or four miles in not more 
than three or four feet water ; the lea 
ftequently breaking over them, which 
rendered Mr. Carter's iituation truly de- 
plorable, as, from extreme weakneis, he 
could not Air from the bottom of the 
"boat, which was fo full of water that it 
was with the greatdt difficulty he could 
keep his head above it. 

To add to their diitrefs, no fooner 
hacP'they got clear of one Thoal, than 
from" the violence of the oar beating 


againft another Mr. Halkett was knocked 
out of the boat, which requited all the 
exertions of Mr. Shaw to get him in 
again, and which he could have accom- 
piifhcd by no other mode than that of 
putting an oar under his arm, and lift- 
ing him up as by a lever. 

On the 1 1 th they felt themfelves much 
relieved by getting Clear of the Ihoals 
and launching once more into the ocean 5 
on which occalion, as often before, they 
addreffed themfelves to that P^vver to 
which they (Suited for deliverance. Mr. 
Carter's w v 6und was again waflied, 
and four pieces moie taken from the 
fleuil, when they clearl^ dilcovered, that - 
■from the blow being given llantways 
down the back of the head, it had been 
given by a hatchet, which they had no 
doubt was the one which had been ltolen 
from the Ihip. They Hill however allured 
him of its looking well and being about 
to heal. 

They were now in greater dilirefs than 
ever for waters even the lall miieruble* 
refourcc they had conliderably failing 
them. This threw luch a damp on 
their lpirits that they grew dilconfolate, 
and were making up their minds to meet 
death with becoming fortitude, having 
given up every hope of lur\4ving another 
day, when Mr. Halkett cageily exclaimed 
u he law land." 

Mr. Shaw likewife perceiving it, they 
wer^in an inftant revived. Once more 
putting their hopes in Providence, they 
Hood in for the fouthem extremity of the 
land, which they made no doubt was 
'I'lmor , and foon got in a few miles to 
the leeward of the extreme, where they 
dilcovered a bay, at the head of which 
were cocoa-nut trees. 

They lhortly after perceived the na- 
tives on Hiore. Recent circumHances, 
however, made them fearful of landing \ 
but Mr. Shaw obferved, that they might 
as fafely trull to the chance of being 
well received on Hiore as periHi at lea,' 
which they mult inevitably have done iq 
another day. 

leaving refolved, therefore, they ran 

i n Ml 
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into the bay, when it was propofed that 
Mr. Halkett fhould remain in the boat, 
while Mr. Carter and Mr. Shaw went in 
fearch of water. But on Mr. Carter’s 
being helped out of the boat it was 
found he could not (hind ; he was 
therefore helped in again, and Mr. Haf- 
kett with Mr. Shaw advanced towards 
the natives, Mr. Shaw having a water 
keg and Mr. Halkett a mufquet, when 
they were overjoyed by hearing the na- 
tives callout, Bligb ! recolle&ing 

that Captain BU$b was very humanely 
treated at Timor j and they had now no 
doubt left but they had the good for- 
tune to touch at the lame place. They 
made motions to the natives for cocoa 
i \ ruts, who gave them to underhand that 
they did not belong to them ; one of 
them however gave Mr. Shaw a baked 
yam, which he found it impoflible to 
eat on account of his throat? being fo 
exceedingly parched. Having made ligns 
for water, the natives -led them to a 
lpring where they Quenched their third ; 
when, having filled the keg, they ran to 
Mr. Carter, who was calling out for 
water, after which they devoured tne 
yam with the greatett eagernels, the na- 
tives looking at them the whole ot the 
time in adonilhment. 

After their (lender repad they men- 
tioned the word Timor to the natives, 
who repeated it veiy diftin&ly, and 
•J/Jlnted towards the point to the l’outh- 
ward, and then to a prow on the beach, 
intimating that they would conduft 
them there j in conlequence of which 
Mr. Shaw gave them two mufquets and 
a number ot knives and feidhrs which re- 
mained in the boat. 

The natives made ligns to go farther 
up the bar, which they acquielced in j 
but finding they wilhed to lead them up 
a very narrow inlet, Mr. Shaw refilled 
to go in with the boat, reprefenting that 
it would be highly imprudent, and, as 
they wilhed to get to Cupan % as fuon as 
pollible, thought it advisable to make 
the belt of their way there. 

This being agreed to, the boat was 
pulhed off, and two oai s got out in order 
to row round the point, cxppTung, after 
that, to. have a lair wind to Cupang, 
Finding, however, a prow in chace of 
them, they lay on the ir oars, hoided 
their fail, ?nd put away befort the wind, 
in order to efcape from 11 aver y, which 
they made no doubt of experiencing it 
taken by the prow in chace of them. 


The prow continued chafing them along 
the Ihore, between a reef and the beach, 
which extends the whole length ot the 
illand. Finding the prow dill in chace 
they Itood over the reel, which is a con- 
tinued chain of breakers, and the prow * 
not thinking it pioper to follow them, 
they efcaped and coaded it down the 
idand. Night approaching, and finding 
themlelves much fatigued, they liauled 
the Iheet aft, and hilled the oar as be- 
fore, and found the boat went along 
Ihore very deadily. They then lay down 
to deep, and on waking in the morning 
were refrelhed with the linell of ipiccs, 
which was conveyed by the land wind, 
and which lb revived Mr. Carter that 
he feveral times exclaimed, “ Keep up 
your hearts my boys, we drill dine with 
the Governor of Cupnng to-day. 1 ' 'Their 
hopes were however fVullrated by tha 
numerous difficulties they had yet to 
encounter, owing to the innumerable 
Ihoals and points. The water they had 
drank tended likewife to increaie their 
appetites. They weie forced at night, 
notwithdanding, to purfue the lame 
method they had formerly adopted in 
order to obtain lulficient red to enable 
them to go through the fatigue* of the 
enfiiing day. 

On the morning of the 13th, Mr. 
Shaw took the deer oar ; but the wind 
being frefli, and the b©at going with 
great velocity through the water, he 
was, from wcakr.efs, unable to Itand the 
force of the oar and fell overboard ; 
luckily, however, he held by the gunnel 
until Mr. Halkett came to his alliitance, 
when with great exertions he was got 
into the boat again. 

Shortly after this they faw a point 
a-head, which they found it impolfible to 
weather while the wind remained the 
lame way. They, therefore, once more 
determined to land, and accordingly ran 
into a final! bay ; when the native* 
came running towards them, beckoning 
tjiem to come alhore, and calling out f# 
Bitghl Bligb! They immediately ran 
the boat on- Ihore, and Mr. Halkett 
being helped out of the boat by the 
natives, they fat him down on the, 
beach, and went immediately to the alfi fi- 
ance of his companions. When they 
had brought them on fifore, they pre- 
lented them with a couple of cocoa nutg, 
yams, and Indian corn, which 'they re- 
ceived with unfeigned gratitude. 

The natives gazed on theie three fa- 
miflied 
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nifhed fufFerers in filent aftonifliment : 
nor is it to be wondered at j for their 
cheeks were (hrivelled, their eyes iunk 
almoit into their heads, their beards 
long, and their whole frames totally 
emaciated. 

The natives, far from difturbingthem, 
made figns for them to eat and drink, 
which they did with the greateft eager- 
xieis. Mr. Carter then begged to have 
his wound dreft’ed, which was done with 
frefh water. Mr. Shaw having unbound 
his woui d tound it nearly htaled. 

The natives appearing to exprefs fomc 
curiclity as to the manner in which thoie 
wounds were received, Mr. Shaw ex- 
plained it in the beft manner he could, 
at which they made iigns ol being much 
ihocked, which did not however fully 
fatisfy the three Gentlemen of their 
pacific intentions ; but as they beckoned 
to proceed on towards their huts, they 
complied, which gave the natives, appa- 
rently, great fati station. 

They then attempted to get up and 
walk, but found they could not accom- 
plifti it without fupport, which the 
natives very kindly afforded them, and 
led them to their town, which is fituated 
at the top of a fteep hill, acceflible only 
by two perpendicular ladders, up which 
they were lifted by their guides. When 
they arrived they were taken to the 
Chief's houfe, wheie were aficinbied an 
immenle concourie, who came to view 
the itrangers. Here they were again 
prefented with corn, yams, and toddy 
to drink ; after which the Chiefs prefled 
them to take reit. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Shaw accordingly laid themlelves down 
there, but Mr. Hafkett was removed to 
another houfe, there not being fufficient 
room for all. 

They were a little alarmed at feeing 
two men watching at the door ; not- 
withftanding that the Chief placed him- 
felf between them and the men, and had 
a fpear by his fide. Mr. Shaw got up 
in the night and went out of the cloor, 
in order to try if they would prevent 
him going farther, but was agreeably 
furpriied to find they waited only kit 
any thing (hculd be wanted by theltran- 
gers. 

On the morning of the 14th of July, 


when they again met together, the na- 
tives presented them with Indian com, 
yam, and toddy ; which when they had 
taken they made enquiry into the name 
of the land, and found that it was 
called Sarrety and was feparate from the 
Timor Landy which was the firft place 
they retreftied at. They were alfo in- 
formed that there was another fmall 
illand to the northward called Fardette 
by them, but which is in our charts 
called Ternabor. They alfo underftood 
that a prow came yearly to trade to Trrna~ 
boYy and that (he would arrive in feven 
or eight months. 

This information greatly relieved 
them, and they were loon convinced that 
the natives were of a humane and hof- 
pitable nature. 

The fiift and fecord week clapfed 
without any material occurrence, except 
that of a [lair ol Icdfars being ftolen by 
one of the child] en. As tney were very 
ferviceabJe in cutring the hair round Mr. 
Carter's wound, theCnief was informed 
of the circumftance, and he immedi- 
ately called a council, confuting 0 i the 
elders of the community ; when after an 
hour's debate they withdrew, and on the 
day following the feifiars were found. 

On the 25th of July Mr. Carter's 
wound was entirely healed, after having 
had thirteen pieces of the fra&ured fleufl 
taken out. 

They remained in perfeft health unfit 
the 24th of November, when Mr. Car- 
ter caught a fever, and died on the lotlt 
of December 1793, much regretted by 
his friends Shaw and Halkett, as well as 
by the natives of Timor Land . 

The twe lurvivors waited in anxious 
expeflation for the arrival of the annual 
trading prow from Banday and (he ar- 
rived, to their great joy, on the 12th of 
March 1794. 

They lai led from Ternabor on the 
10th of April, and on the ill of May 
arrived at Banday where they were re- 
ceived with the utinolt hofpitality by the 
Governor, who fupplied them with every 
thing necefi'ary for men in their fitua- 
tion, and brecured them a paflage on 
board an Jndiaman bound to Batavia , 
where they arrived on the 10th of Octo- 
ber >794* 
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r pHOUGH this very a fleeing fubjefl: 
“** nas been t^ated by a great vaiiety 
of wi iters, the Volumes before us fuinifh 
new 1'oUiCes of emotion as vveli as ot in- 
ftiuilion. The Author uiiintd mi- 
coimnon oppoitunities of Incoming ac- 
quainted with many tranfattions and 
cuciimPanccs unknown to the world; 
he poiiclfcd judgment to oblerve, and ien- 
libility to kcl, whaltvcr was important 
and intci tiling in the Rcnes that paikd 
ui dti hij eye ; and he appeals to pulTels 
a very uncommon dune ot candoui and .1 
ltgaid to tiuth: tor, while lie dilplays 
the virtues and injui its done to the 
amiable ai.d unloitimate King, lie il* es 
not conceal his weakness, nor that thele 
were, in a great mealuie, the ciult cl lus 
misfoitiines. Mi. Belli and hid no in- 
tention that thele Mv moiis llmuM be 
pubhihed during his ire. “ Iiis«ciiiet 
\uw in tins Wcuk w. s to do jufiice to 
the dial a£U r ol Loun»XVT.; to iLkcl 
the calumnies invented by ihe mod 
wicked of men to judily the dethroning, 
impriioning, and lmudti ing the niv.it vir- 
tuous of Kings. Placed iw imutiors 
that afforded me opp< nunitics oi know- 
ing the principles 011 v.hich his Ma elty 
tided, and the motives of his conduct at 
a melt important cniis, I confider mylelf 
as a necefl'ary witnds in the gust cauR 
between Louis XVI. and his Muideicrs, 
of which pofteiity is to judge. 

“ My fiilt deiign was, that thole Me- 
moirs ihould be rdeived lor the impartial 
judgment of future ages, as my perfonal 
teltimony refpc&ing all the lads within 
my knowledge 5 but it has been luggeltcd 
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to me fmee, that tbofl* fa&s would derive 
a gi utter degiee of authenticity Irom 
their being iimmitted to the contradiction 
of all cotemporaries who think them Pelves 
ink idled in refuting them; that ttye 
truth of the Memoirs may be brought to 
the tell ol that crofs-examination, I liaVe 
been prevailed upon not to defer their 
publication any longer. 

“ The honour ot the French Nation 
loudly demands, that all the manoeuvres, 
inliioues, and confmiacies that brought 
on the piefent Revolution Ihould be laid 
open ; that all the hulls ihould be known ; 
that tlit* real criminals lliould be branded 
fin the jiiltiticat *011 of the innocent’; and 
theauthcis of iiich general calamity, and 
of lo many atrocities may not be ctft- 
futindul with their numerous vidimS. 
Ti mb and julhce fnall trace the liAc 
winch ought to diltinguiflt and feparnte 
the emus which pi educed and favoured 
the Revolution fiom the horrid crimes 
which difgraced it. This leparation wjll 
exhibit on one fide but a Imall number 
of men ; the greateft portion and the 
mod bleed- Utility, of the guilty having 
already been overtaken by, the divine 
vengearce. On the other iidc will ap- 
pear the whole Fiench Nation, compoied 
of different parties, now mftrd divided'by 
their recoiled ion? than by their opinion^ 5 
for the g: eat elf part being at length en- 
lightened by time and by misfortune', 8e- 
tdt thole whole exaggerations led tlfem 
affray : they are now more eilrangfed by 
the hatred which they iuppofe In each 
other, than hy that whicn they really 
feel ; all aie har railed by, 4hd dlfgufted 
E e e * ’ with 
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with the Revolution j all feel the ne- 
ceflity of a general union to obtain the 
eftablifliment of that order and tran- 
quillity for which they all figh, ancj are 
willing to purchafe by reciprocal facri- 
fices, and by the oblivion of all injuries 
and refentments ! How can they refute 
to forget and forgive the confequences of 
errors, into which ahnoft every indi- 
vidual of the French Nation have been 
led ? for there is hardly one who did not 
wifh for fome change in the Government, 
at a period when the minds of men were 
in fuch a ftate of exaltation, that the 
antient edifice of the Conftitution was in 
danger of being totally overturned, if at 
al] attacked. To vows imprudently 
made, to the chimerical and ambitious 
hopes of hot-headed and fa&ious men, 
to an inconiiderate defire for a new order 
of things, was owing that general fer- 
mentation, of which a clals of men, as 
artful as peifidious, took advantage to 
throw all info confufion. Since then, 
every one has, in fome way or other, 
helped on the Revolution : this ought to 
produce a reciprocal forgivenefs, as uni- 
verfal as the errors from which it ori- 
ginated } — I fay the errors, not the 
crimes $ — for I am far from thinking, 
that certain execvable deeds, obje&s of 
everlafting degradation to the French 
Nation, will ever be forgiven by it. 
But, fortunately, the greattft criminals, 
the chiefs of the Regicide faction, no 
longer exift; and, among thole of their 
accomplices who have the misfoitune to 
be alive, how few there afe who were 
not driven by threats and by terror, 
rather than prompted by native wicked- 
refs ; and who would expiate the crime 
of their cowardice, if remorfe copld ex- 
piate fuch a crime ! ” 

Mr, Bertrand forefees that the publi- 
cation of thefc Memoirs will offend the 
violent of all parties ; but he has formed 
the refolution of making no anfwer to any 
attack that may be made on his political 
opinions : which he leaves to anfwer for 
themfelves, and to the judgment of the 
candid. However, he retains the right 
of reaifying, in the Original, fuch as 
may appear hereafter, * n his own judg- 
ment, erroneous. 

The Exordium which we have here 
extracted appears to us to be excellent. 
He brings forward* the moft prominent 
Jntures of tbe piSfure he is going to 
SSke, which are indeed as juftly as boldly 
marked 5 and, throughout the wftole of 
* > Memoirs, there is an air of fincerity 
candour. Mr. Bertrand has re* 


corded a very great number of Anec- 
dotes, not a few of them interefting to 
every reader ; but the greater number, 
perhaps, to the natives of prance only.— 
It is as a book of iolid and feafonable 
inftru&ion, rather than a book of enter- 
tainment, that we regard tliefe Memoirs. 
Mr. Bertrand is a judicious and pene- 
trating obferver ; and his ©bfervations 
are commonly of fuch a nature as to de- 
ferve the attention of Statefmcn. As an 
example, we fhall give the following 
extiaft : It is generally known, that an 
open refinance of the Fiench Monarchy 
fiift broke out in Rennes, the Capital of 
Brittany. “ The capital error which 
M. de Tliiard committed, and what im- 
mediately occalioned the infiirreftioq, 
was the order he was known to have 
given to the troops, not to make any ufe 
of their arms, except to intimidate j for 
he had directed, that the foldiers fhould 
put the rammers into the barrels of their 
firelocks, in fight of the populace ; to 
prove clearly, in cafe t&ey mould have 
harboured any fufpicion of being fired 
upon, that no harm was intended. 
Having received this pledge of their fe- 
curity, the mob became infblent and 
outrageous in the higheft degree ; while 
the foldiers, on the other hand, were in- 
timidated and paflive, fiifFering themfelves 
to be cuffed and kicked, and even allow- 
ing their arms to be taken from them, 
without attempting retaliation or re lift-* 
ance. In fliort, a party of fixty foldiers 
were fo obedient to the orders of re- 
maining pafiivc, as tamely to allow their 
fentry-box to he broken in pieces by an 
inconfiderabie mob, and they themfelves 
to be beaten and wounded by the broken 
pieces of this very box. 

“ The people were emboldened to the 
exceftes, rather from the impunity with 
which they were permitted to a <51, than 
from any idea of their own ftrength. At 
firft, the diforder might have been fup- 
prefied, if M.deThiard had given orders 
aloud to charge immediately, and fire 
upon thofe who did not difperfe at the 
firft warning ; but, moft Unfortunately, 
he thought it would he better to over- 
awe the people by a more confiderable 
appearance of force j and that very night 
he difpatched couriers to St. Malo, with 
orders for frefh battalions of infantry, a 
few fquadrons of cavalry, with fome 
pieces of artillery, to march immediately 
to Rennes. This little army would cer- 
tainly have been fufiicient to ranfack the 
town, knd exterminate the inhabitants; 
but, as the character of M. dp 

was 
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tvas too well known to be fufpefted of 
havftig fuch deligns, the arrival of thofe 
troops, Co far from terrifying the multi- 
tude, only rendered the inlurreftion more 
general, and augmented the mortification 
and difguft of the foldiers, who were full 
of indignation at the defpicable part 
which they had been made to aft. The 
military officers were not received in any 
family in town j and there never palled a 
day but what fome of the foldiers were 
attacked or beaten. We were not much 
more relpefted ourfelves : we lcldom 
appeared in the flreets without hearing 
very difagreeable comments parted upon 
us. To this M. de Thiard always re- 
turned a gracious fmile, which the po- 
pulace. (not comprehending its refined 
delicacy) imputed to afteftation, or took 
for a fign of fome fear. This cuftom of 
overlooking every attempt which was 
made againft Royal authoaity, and the 
licence which was given to degrade and 
intuit the perfons employed to fupport 
it, infpired the ladders of the inlurreftion 
with the higheft degree of inlbiencc. A 
farce was afted in the fquares and public 
ftreets, particularly under the windows 
of the Commandant and the Attendant, 
which was defigned as a burJdque on 
the lit de juflict ’, the laft feffion of par- 
liament, and fome of the new laws. This 
piece was performed by flioe -blacks and 
chimney-fweepers, die fled in tattered 
ddack robes, iquare caps, ami paper cra- 
vats, and leated on the little (tools which 
thele blackguards bi ought for the oc- 
cafion j giving, as it was faid, an ciuft 
representation of putting the Judge on 
a level with the judged. Printed papers, 
giving an account of all that parted at 
this Royal fitting of flioe- blacks, were 
diltrihuted with profulion among the 
populace. Thefe papers contained* alio 
the fpeeches which the aft or s in this 
were luppofed to have pronounced j but 
which the loud applaufe and mirth of 
the immenfe crouds which followed them 
prevented from being heard. 

“ M. de Thiard, who dined with me 
that day, happened to arrivf while this 
entertainment was going on under my 
window. The idea leemed to him very 
amufing; and he endeavoured to make 
me laugh at fome of the faicafms con- 
tained in a piece, where we were both 
made to aft the lowed and moft indecent 
parts. I could not help faying to him, 
with fome degree of fpleen, * that if this 
farce had been afted in Conftantinoplc, 
and that I had read the account of it in 
the Gazette, I might perhaps have been 


as much inclined to laugh as he was ; 
but that it was impoffible for me to find 
any amufement in feeing the King's 
authority fo fcandaloufly degraded.* 
This was the cafe already to fuch a de- 
gree, that the fpirit of revolt infefted 
every clafs. The Parliament, which had 
till then given an example of fubmiffion 
to his Majefty's orders, was loudly ac- 
cufixl of having fold itlelf to the Court ; 
and was in a manner compelled, by cir- 
cumrtances, to inhinge the interdiftion 
againft afl'embling. I parted within ten 
paces of the mob, without attrafting any 
attention : they were entirely occupied 
by a detachment of dragoons, who came 
to lupport the liege or blockade of the 
Hotel de Ludle ; and who, inftead of 
marching againft the mob, whom they 
might have difperfed in a twinkling, 
formally drew themlelves up, according 
to the orders of M. de X^iard, and flood 
peaceable fpeftators in the walk which 
overlooks that town. A few moments 
afteiwaids I met a dragoon, who, in 
galloping to join the detachment, chaced 
before him all the people in the. ftreet. 
Twenty-five dragoons, I am convinced, 
by a brilk charge, would have been fuf- 
ficient to put all the inhabitants of the 
town to flight." 

Mr. Bertrand gives a very fatisfaftory 
account of the commencement of the 
Revolution ; of which he very juftly ob- 
lcrves, that “ the lirlt (ymptoms are as 
important as the effefts." 

He has occalion to remark many in- 
ftances of the cowardice and infblence of 
the mob ; ealily dilpeiled, if timeoully 
and vigoroufly attacked j but rendered 
audacious and fierce by hefitation and 
forbeai ance. 

There is fomething at once curious 
and inlfiuftivc in the States, Parliament, 
and Bailiages of Brittany reviving and 
recovering their piivilegcs that had been 
fo long antiquated. This (hews the im- 
portance of even obfolete and dormant 
claims ; which may be realized by time 
and accidents. 

Our Author, throughout his Book, has 
manifold occaiions, which he readily em- 
braces, of doing juftice to the memory of 
Ids Royal Matter; but, among the many 
and various teltimonics exhibited to the 
innocence and goodnels of the late King 
of France, theie is none more emphatic 
than that of our countryman General 
Melville, recorded in a note, page 173. 
vol. 3. “ The General, fpeaking of that 

Prince, faid with much emotion, that he 
was over-good. The fen Ability of the 
E e e a * humane 
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humane and philanthropic General is 
well known. It Teemed, however, to 
have been excited by the misfortunes and 
unmerited fufrerings of the King in a 
very extraordinary degree. The General 
had opportunities of being intimately ac- 
quainted with the virtues of Louis XVI. 
-By the Peace of 1783, it was fettled that 
the I/land of Tobago (houlcl lemain to 
the Crown of France; blit no conditions 
had been ftipuiated in favour of the Britiih 
proprietors, who dreaded the idea of their 
rights and properties fall'll g under a 
French Government. It was thought 
necelfaiv to lend a deputation to the 
Court of VerfiilJes ; and this was hap- 
pily committed toGuieinl Melville, with 
another Gentleman. The Genual had 
not only been the fii/t Governor of To- 
bago from 1764, but indeed the Founder 
of the Colony ; that Illaml, then covered 
with wood and uninhabited, having been 
included in his general Government of 
the Ceded Illaneis. He had acquntd, of 
rouil’e, a particular knowledge of the 
Illand, and ot its intercits ; and he was 
alfo confidercd as a pci ion mail likely to 
be well icceivcd at the Fiench ('cun, 
from his conduct towaids the French in 
his Government ot Guadaluupe, and af-

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Our work is not intended for the dif- 
cuflhSn of metapbyfical jubtleties , which, 
in truth, enter not, nor were ever intended 
to enter, deeply into the bu finals and bo- 
foms of men. Let 11s return to our friend 
Ja.vcs. The following detached incident 
will give an idea of his tharatfer : 

“ While our two theologians were de- 
puting without underttandingeach other, 
as in theology it will lometimes happen, 
night appi o\ched.

Clofe by their fide they heaid inl- 
ine del. ate bin Its of* hiu^hlei , and the tu- 
multuous joy of about a dozen lobbeis, 
who had been befoie them and engi died all 
the provilions. James w. stoluabiy tran- 
quil ; his mallei wusfu 11 om being of the 
lame temper. The latter was employed 
in placing his chagiin btl'nc him in every 
attitude, and in eveiy *» dl.t ol view j 
tfwhilc his lei vant devoured a lew Idas of 
black bread, and f wallowed, not without 
wi y faces, lb me glaffes of bad wine. 'I hey 
weie in rhis fruition whin they lieai d a 
knocking at theirdoor. I* was a waiter 
whom theie mfolcnt and dangerous neigh- 
bour had c mpelkd to cairv to oui tia- 
v cl lei s, on one of their piates, ail the 
bones of a LavI which they had ealen up. 

“ Jjiijis, tiled with iudigii it 1011 atstbis 
treatment , laid hold of his malkr’s piliols - 
“ Where me you gi mg — “ Leave 
me to mana'yj the matter .”—-* 1 Where 
are ycu going, 1 lay Why ! to 

bring this 1 abide to reafon.”--** Don't 
you know iheie is a do-cii of them' ' — 
“ Weic they an hundud, the number is 
of no CKiilciji’en ce if a dine* ' high 
that they aic not enough .” — “ Dc.il con- 
found ycu v* ith your impertinent bab- 
ble.” — James made his t-cape* ficm h:s 
matter, epteis the room where the ruf- 
fians weie allemblcd with a loaded piltol 
in each hand. “ Quick lu bed,” laid 
he j <e tlic iirii that lii'rs I (hall blow his 
brains out.” 

“ James’s air and tone of voice fo 
lirongly proved Jiim to be in earned, that 


the rogues, who ralued their lives as 
much as honeft men, role from table with* 
out the lmallcft murmur, undrelled thera- 
f elves, and went to bed. His mailer, 
doubtful of the blue of this adventure, 
waited his return in fear and trembling. 
James entered the room loaded with the 
f poils of theie people j he had feized the 
whole of their effects, that they might not 
be tempted to rife again ; he had extin- 
gu iflicd their candles, and double-locked 
their deoi , the key of which he kept in hi* 
hand with one of his piltols. “ At pie- 
fen t, Sir,” laid Ive to his matter, “ we 
haw nothing mere to do than barricade 
this dooi , by pufhing our beds dole to it, 
nd then go to deep in tranquillity. Ac- 
cordingly he lets to work, and puttied the

Hi* 
matter eating in his n.. a llice of black 
bread, and drinking a plafs of bad wintr, 
pricked up his ears, locked at James, 
who lav Jnuiing, and faid, “ What a 
devil ci a fellow is this ?” Following 
the example of his valet, the matter 
fti etched hunftlf alto upon his b&l, but 
he could not, like him, enjoy rcpole, fur 
he did not fieep a wink. At day- break 
James felt Jotnebcdy fliakirg him ; it 
was his mailer, who whiipeied him, 
“ James ! Jaint* !”

“ James rubbed his eyes, yawned feve- 
ral times, ttretched himfclf, rofe, put on 
his clothes very deliberately, replaced 
their beds in their former ftation, Tallied 
out of the room, went down flairs into 
the ttable, fad died and bridled the horfes, 
awoke the landlord who was flill afleep, 
dilcharged the reckoning, kept the keys 
of the two chambers, and off fet our he- 
roes.” 

James you fee is endued with conflitu- 
tional bravery, which has been the cafe 
alfo of more dijiinguifljtd Fatnhjls of 
whom hiftory has recorded the achieve- 
ments. Concerning the friendly alliance 
between coin age and fatalifmwe fliall not 
now l’peak ; obferving only, that this 
fpecies of philofophy is very fit to infpire 
confidence in fuch as are engaged in peri- 
lous undertakings. According to thefe 
principles, fecurity and apparent fafety 
are foinetimes, to ule an exprellion of our 
poet, more dangerous than danger. The 
reader may not be l’oiry to be told, that 
James and his mafter continue their jour- 
ney unmolefted by the robbers whom the 
funner had routed. 

But let us diop James for a while, 
and attend to his tnajhr ; not him of the 
fable, but Diderot , the tnafttr of both, 
who, quitting his fi&itious character, 
thus relates an anecdote of himfelf : 

“ The hiftory of the poet of Pondi- 
cherry . — After the ul’ual compliments 
vpon my wit, my genius, my tafte, my 
condefcenfion, and other dilcourle of 
which I do not believe a word, though I 
have been in the habit of hearing it re- 
peated, and perhaps with fmcerity, for 
twenty years. 

“ Tnc young Poet drew a paper from 
his pocket. “ There are a few verfes,” 
he fays to me. — “ Verfes “ Yes, 
Sir ; and I hope that you will have the 
goodnefs to give me your opinion of 
them.” — “ Do you like to be told the 
tauth ?” — “ Yes, Sir ; and I delire to hear 
irfrwi you.” — “ Well, you lhall hear 
“What l are you fuch a fool a3 to 
befiKfve that a poet would come to you in 
queft of truth “ Yes.” — “ And 
really to tell it him ?” — “ Moft cer- 
tainly !” — “ Without management ?” 

Certainly ; management in fuch cafes 
fit at the beft a grofs infult ; when fairly 


interpreted, it means you are a bad poel j 
and as I do not think you have nerves to 
hear the truth, you are but a filly fel- 
low.” — “And do you find that franknefs 
always fucceeds “ It very feldom 
fails.” 7 

“ I read the verfes of my young Poet ; 
and I told him, “ Your verfes not only 
are bad, but they prove to me that you 
will never make good ones.” — “ I mutt 
make bad ones then, for I cannot refrain 
from writing.” — “ What a dreadful 
curie ! Do you know the difgrace, Sir, 
into which you are about to fall ? Medi- 
ocrity in Poets can neither be endured 
by gods nor men, nor by bookfellers- 
/helves $ fo faid Horace.”—* 4 I know 
it.”— 44 Are you rich 1 44 No.”— 

“ Are you poor “ Very poor.” — 
44 And to poverty you are going to add 
the ridicule which attaches to a bad poet s 
you fliali have thrown away your whole 
life; you will become old. Old, poor, 
and a bad Poet ! Ah ! Sir, What a ca- 
talogue !” — 44 I am fenfhble of it ; hut I 
am conftrained in fpite of myfelf.” (Here 
James would have laid, but this was de- 
creed on high ). — “ Have you any rela- 
tions 44 I have.”— 44 What are their 
Situations in life — 44 They are jewel- 
lers.”— 44 Are they difpoled to do any 
thing for you ?” — 44 They may.” — 
44 Well j go iee youi relations, and pro- 
pole to them to advance you a fmall quan- 
tity of jewels. Embark for Pondicheny, 4 
make bad verles on your voyage ; on 
your an ival make a fortune. Your for- 
tune made, return here, and write as many 
bad verfes as you pleafe, provided that 
you don't print them, for it is needlefs to 
ruin any body.” 

44 About a dozen years after I gave 
this advice to the young man he again 
made his appearance. I did not recoiled 
him. 44 lam, Sir, faid he, the perfon 
whom you lent to Pondicherry ; I have 
been there, and have amafl'ed a fortune of 
an hundred thoufand francs. I amYe- 
lurned, have fet about writing verfes, and 
here are fomc which I have brought 
you.”— 44 Are they flill bad >” — 44 Still.” 
— 44 But your lot is fettled, and I have 
no objection to your perfifting to write 
bad verfes.” — 44 In truth, this is my in- 
tention.” 

This you will think, Reader, a Angular 
occurrence and a Angular character j but 
M. Diderot has many of them in ftore. 
Here what he fays in another place upon 
this fubjefl : 

44 Is it this that excites your incredulity ? 
In the fii tt place, nature is fo diverfified, 

eipecially 
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specially in chara&ers and inftin&s, that 
there^is nothing in the imagination of the 
poet fo extravagant of which oblervation 
and experience do not prelent us with the 
model. I myl'elf, who now fpeak, have 
met with the fellow of the Mock-Dottor, 
which till then I had confidered as the moft 
entertaining of all fiftions.— What ! the 
fellow of a hulband whofe wife fays to 
him, / have three children on my hands, 
and who anfwers, Lay them down then. 
44 They a/k for bread.” 44 Give them 
a rod.” Precifely. — The following is 
the dialogue that paired between him and 
my wife : 44 Are you there Monfieur 
Goufle 44 Yes, Madam, for I can- 
not be in two places at once.— 44 Where 
are you come from ?” — 44 From the place 
I went to. 1 ’— 44 What have you done 
there ?” — 44 I have impaired a mill that 
was out of order.”— 44 Whofe mill was 
it ?” — 44 I know nothing c£ that } I did 
not go there to fet the miller to rights.” 
— 44 You are very well-drefled, contrary 
to cuftom. Why under this fuit, which 
is very becoming, have you a dirty jhirt ?” 
— 44 Becaufe I have no more than one.” 
— 44 And why no more ? — 4 < Becaul'p I 
have no more bodies than one at a time ?” 
— 44 How are your children 44 Admi- 
rably 44 And the boy that has fuch 
fine eyes, fo plump, lo pretty a fkin 
44 Much better than the reft j he is 
dead.” 

<• 44 Take Goufle to a tavern, tell him 
your bulinels, propole that he Ihould go 
with you twenty leagues off he will ac- 
company you. After having employed 
him,dilmils him without a penny ; lie will 
return perfe&ly fatisfied with his treat- 
ment. 

44 Goufle and Premonval kept a fchool 
of mathematics together. Among the 
numerous fcholais that attended theie 
was a young Lady, called Mil’s Pigeon, 
the daughter of the celebrated artift who 
conftrucied tliofe two plamlpheres which 
have been tranl'ported from the Royal 
Garden to the Hall of the Academy of 
Sciences . Mil's Pigeon went evei y morn- 
ing with her fatchcl under her arm, and 
her mathematical inftrument cale in her 
mu IF. One of the profellbrs, Premonval, 
fell in love with his fcholar, and in fpiteof 
the propofitions upon lolidsyinfcrib^d upon 
thp fphere, 4 Ihewasgot with child.’ Father 
Pigeon was not a man to acquielce with pa- 
tience in the truth of this corollary. The 
fituation of the lovers becomes embarraiU 
j*Hg ; they hold a conference j but having 
nothing, nothing at all in the world, what 
f ould be the rcl'ult of their deliberations ?

They call to their alZiftance their friend 
Goufle. The latter, without faying at 
word, fells his whole property, linen, 
clothes, inftruments, furniture, books ; 
raifes a fum of money ; hurries the two 
lovers into a poft-chaife ; accompanies 
them moft cheerfully as far as the Alps ; 
there he empties his purfe of the little 
money that remained ; prefents them 
with it j embraces them 5 withes them a 
good journey j returns on foot, begging 
his way as far as Lyons, where, by paint- 
ing the rooms of a cloifter of Monies, he 
earned as much as enabled him to return 
to Paris without begging. 

44 Thiswas very fine.”— 44 Certainly.” 
— 44 And from this heroic attion you 
imagine that Goufle was poflefled of a 
great fund of morality.” — 44 No, indeed l 
be undeceived - } he had no more idea of it 
thana horfe.”— 44 Impoflible !”— 44 It is 
true, however. I had employed him in a 
piece of bufmefs j I gave him adraftupon 
my agent for eighty livres ; the fum was 
written in figures. What docs my man 
but add a cypher, and draws eight hun- 
dred livres.”— 44 Ah ! (becking . 
44 He is not more difhoneft when he robs 
me than generous when he ftrips himfelf 
to lerve his friend. He is an original, 
deftitute of principles. The eighty livres 
were not fufficient for him ; with a daft* 
of the pen he procured the eight hundred, 
for which he had occafion. And then 
with what a valuable book I pre- 
fented ? Some time after I had occafion 
for another valuable book, and again he 
turniihed me with it. I wiflied to pay 
for it ; he refufed to accept the price. J 
had occafion fora third.” 44 This time, M 
faid he, 44 I cannot fupply you j my 
Do&or of theSoibonne is dead.” 

m 44 And what connexion has the death 
of your Do6\or of th# Sorbonne with the 
book that I wifli to piocure ? Did you 
take the two former out of his library ?” 
— 44 Afluredly !” — 44 Without his 
leave ?” — 44 Poh ! What need had I of 
that, in order to adminifter diftributiye 
juftice > I only difplaced thefie books for 
the better, by transferring them from a 
place where they were ufclefs, to another 
where they were to be ufed to advantage.” 
After this, (hall we venture to judge of 
men by their conduft ? But there is the 
ftory of Goufle and his wife which is beft 
of all.” 

And this, Reader, you a&ually find 
lb me forty pages after, at the end of this 
firft Volume. But we have not room for 
its infertion. 

T 0 wards the end of the fecond Volume a 
pleafant 
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plea fan t quarrel takes place between 
James and his mailer, in confequence of 
the fuccels of the former in an amour in 
which his mailer had failed. We will 
extraft the more prominent parts of it : 

44 Maftcr. “ Well now, James, you 
fay you were fixed in the lioufe of Deigland , 
and Denote ordered by her mother to pay 
you at ieaft four vifits a day. The bag- 
gage to prefer a James !” 

44 James. 44 A James! a James, Sir, 
is a man like another. 1 ’— Maftcr. 44 James, 
you are miftaken ; a James is not a man 
like another. ’’---James. 44 He fonie- 

times is better than another.” ---Maftcr. 
44 James, you forget youilllf 1 Relume 
the hiftory of youj amcuis * and remember 
that you aie, and ever will be, no moie 
than a James.”— James. 44 If in the 
cottage where we met the robbers James 
had not been a little belter than his mal- 
tcr.”-- -Mailer. 44 Jarms, you aie imper- 
tinent ; you abufc my gjcdniis. It I 
have been guilty of the folly oi faking you 
out of your place, I know very well how 
to fend you back to it again. Janies, 
take your bottle and your balon, and go 
down Hairs.”— -James. 44 You me pier: ltd 
to fay fo, Sir ; I feel mylelf very well 
heie, and I will not go down flans.”— 
Mailer. 44 I lay, you iliall go down 
flairs.”--- James. 44 1 am lure you don't 
lay tiue. What, Sir, alter having acuif- 
tomed me for ten years to live on the loot- 
ing of a companion ?” — Mailer. 44 I think 
proper to put an end to this.” --James. 
4t Aftei having fuffeitd all my impel ti- 
nences ?”«— Mailer. 44 I intend to In tier 
them no longer. ’’--James. 44 Alter 
l'eating me at table by your fide, calling 
me your friend.”-— Mailer. 44 You do 
not know then what is the meaning of the 
word friend, when bellowed by a iuperior 
upon his inferior.”— -James. 44 When, 
it is known that all your ordeis are not 
worth a pinch of fnuff till latificd by 
James : utter having coupled youi name 
fo clofe to mine that the one nevet goes 
without the other, and all the world lays, 
James mid bis M fl< r ! all at once you ai e 
plcaled to leparate them No, Sir, tint 
will not be. It is den ted on higb> that 
as long as James lives, as long ashismal- 
ter lives, and even alter they are both 
dead, it will be laid, James and his Maf- 
tcr !”— Matter. 44 And I fay, James, 
j you lhall go down ftaiis ir.ftar.tly, 
file I command you.’" ---James, 
bmmand me to do fomething elle, 
jftf you have a mind to be obeyed.” 

* And now James and his Mailer, who 
hitherto contained themfelves, both 
4 


at once fly out, and fet a crying, might 
and main, You Jball go down flairs--- 1 
ivtll not go down flairs. The hoftefs 
came up (-the quarrel was at an inn), and 
being a difcreet and prudent dame adjufted 
the matter, by lequiring mutual concef- 
fions, not knowing,” adds the Author, 
44 that this, which Ihe took to be the firft 
conteft, was more than the hundredth of 
the fame lptcies that had happened.” 
James very wifely remarks, on an amica- 
ble lelumption of the argument after- 
waids, when the mailer propofes that they 
fhoukl now change llations, 44 Do you 
know what would be the confequence ? 
You would loll* the title without obtain- 
ing the fubfiance. Let us runain as we 
are $ we are both very well ; and let the 
reft of our ii fe be employed in making a 
proverb. ’’---Mattel . 44 What piovcib 
— James. 44 James manage' bis m after C* 
---We dial ^be the full to whom the fay- 
ing will be applied, but it will be re- 
pealed of a liiouhuid far fu pci ior to you 
and me.” 

Theic is invchfolidily of refle£Hon and 
knowledge oi human nafuie in this little 
cccunencc, which has the appearance of 
levity ; and a very tilcful hint may be 
gatheitd fiom it tor the direction of 
j'.cial tondur . l>ut this we willingly re- 
fer to the leader’s lagacity. He will al.’o 
find, in diffluent pails of this work, 
J’eveial happy liiokts ol non and hitmow ; 
but in this paiticular Diderot is rnuc4i 
inieiiorto his picdeccfloi Voltaire. In 
mixing it cccai.onally with indecency and 
projant tuft both Authors agree j and the 
pluloiopher of Feiineymay be thought to 
be equalled, if not outdone, in the fable 
of the S'xidh and the thing, ?, and in the 
application ol that fine pa flag e of Ovid, 
Oi hnmmi fuoltnh dedtf, which that Poet 
attributes to the author ol nature, to 
James’s Or,a,l (loathed hat. For his 
indtu/uy Dulciot dcierds himfelf for- 
mallv in the very arguments of Sterne ; 
but Inch arguments, by proving too much, 
prove nothing. It their truth be admit- 
ted, it follows, that books do not at all 
tonti ibute either to injure the morals or 
to improve them ; it fhculd be added, 
that the more exceptionable paffages are 
omitted in the tranflation before us. 
Many other u ftmbionces of Sterne occur 
belides this which we have noticed. The 
Author confeffles this rijetnblanee in one 
caft j admitting alio, that the point of 
originality can only be decided by priority 
of compofition. 

The main queftion, conttming predes- 
tination or fatality % remains in its primi- 
tive 
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tlve metaphyfical darkrtefs j from which, 
learning and diligence, far fuperior to 
Diderot's , have not hitherto been able to 
draw it forth. A work of levity and 
gaiety was certainly not defigned to alter 
the condition of it j but may contribute 
a little to difplay the character of thofe 
who maintain it. James is a pleafant 
fellow ; but he lometimes appears, what 
his Mailer calls him, a dangerous raga- 


muffin. * Whoever conceive theinleivet 
impelled by inevitable fate will probably 
teel lefs remorje for the malignity of their 
Ichemes, than grief for their frujlration : 
tor how convince him of guilt, who 
throws the fault upon t\st flarsf or how 
delight bis fancy with the temporal re- 
wards of bonefiy , who believes that he is 
born to be banged f

T N the following paflfage w£ fee the (late 
of Religion during the tyranny of 
Robefpierre, and his unprincipled and 
fangu inary fafliflh : 

“ While the conftcrnation was yet re- 
cent, the deputies on million in the de- 
partments Ihut up the churches entirely: 
The refufe of law clubs were paid and 
encouraged to break the windows and 
deftroy the monuments of them, and thefe 
outrages, which it was previoully con- 
certed, Ihould at firft aflame the appear- 
ance of a popular tumult, were loon re- 
gulated and directed by the mandatories 
of the Convention themfelves. The 
churches were again opened— atheiftical 
and licentious homilies were lubftituted 
for the proferibed lervice, and an abfurd 
and ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
mythology was exhibited, under the title 
ol the Religion of Reafon. On the prin- 
cipal church of every town was in- 
ferred the 'Temple 0} Reafon ; • arfd a 
tutelary goddefs was inltalled with a ce- 
remony equally pedantic, ridiculous, and 
profane ; yet the philofophers did not on 
this occaiion difdain thole adventitious 
aids, the ufe of which they had fo much 
declaimed againft, while they were the 
auxiliaries of chriftianity. 

“ Mufic, proceflions, and decorations, 
which had been banilhed from the ancient 
worlhip, were introduced in the new one; 
and the philofophical reformer, even in 
the very attempt to eftabliih a religion 
purely metaphyfical, found himfelf 
obliged to inculcate it by a grofs and 
material idolatry. Thus by lubmitting 
hi$ abftra&ions to the genius of the peo- 
ple, and the imperfe£lions of our nature, 
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perhaps the bell apology wat offered for 
the eirors of that worlhip, which had 
been prolciibed, persecuted, and ridi- 
culed. 

“ Previous to the tenth day, in which 
a celebation of this kind was to take 
place, a Deputy arrived, accompanied by 
the female goddefs; that is, (if the town 
itfelf did not produce one for the purpofe), 
a Roman drels of white fatin was hired 
from the theatre, with which Ihe was in- 
verted, her head was covered with a red 
cap, ornamented with oak-leaves, one 
arm was reclined on a plough, the other 
grafped a fpear— and her feet were fup- 
ported by a globe, and environed by 
mutilated emblems of feodality. 

“ Thus equipped, the divinity and 
her appendages, were borne on the 
fliculdeis of Jacobins m bonnet rouge , 
and elcorted by the National Guard, 
Mayor, Judges, and all the conftituted 
authorities, who, whether diverted or 
indignant, were obliged to oblerve a re- 
fpe&ful gravity of exterior. When the 
whole cavalcade arrived at the place ap- 
pointed, the goddefs was placed on an altar 
ere&ed for the occafion, from whence Ibe 
harangued the people, who in return pro- 
filed their adoration, and fung the Car- 
magnole, and other Republican hymns of 
the fort. 

They then proceeded in the lame 
order to the principal church, m the 
choir of which the fame ceremonies werfe 
renewed ; a prielt was fometimes procured 
to abjure his faith, and avow the whole 
of Chriftianity an impollure: though it 
mull be obferved in jullice to the French 
Clergy , that it was leldora pofiibk to find 
Fff any

any who would confcnt to this infamy : 
in fuch cafes the part was exhibited by a 
man hired and d refled for the purpofe. 
The feftival concluded with the burning 
of prayer books, iaints, confellionals, 
and every thing appropriated to the ule 
of public woifhip. 

“ The greater part of the attendants 
looked on in fijent tenor and aftonifh- 
ment j whilft others intoxicated, or pro- 
bably paid to aft this l'candalous farce, 
danced round the flames with an appear- 
ance of frantic and lavage iniith. It is not 
to be forgotten, that Reprefcntatives of 
the People^ often piefided as the High 
Pritfts of thele lifts ; and their official 
difpatches to the Convention, in which 
thefe ct i emonies wc i e min utely ddcribed , 
were always heard with burlis of ap- 
plaufe, and fanftioned by a decree of in- 
lcrtion in the Bulletin.” 

It might have been expefted that dur- 
ing the extreme lcarcity oi grain, the far- 
meis would become, and often with fuf- 
ficient reafon, objefts of fulpicion j yet 
the records of oppicflive cruelty liave ftl- 
dom, probably, have never before equalled 
the following detail of their perfecutions : 

It occurs in a note al the 100th page 
•f the Second Volume, and is in part 
authenticated by the fptech of Dubois 
Crane e, Sept. 22, 1794. 

44 The aval ice of the farmer was 
doubtlefs to be condemned, but the cruel 
defpotifm of the government almolt 
weakened the fenfe of reftitude, for by 
confounding error with guilt, and guilt 
with innocence, they habituated you to 
indiferiminate pity, and obliged you to 
transfer your hatred of a crime to rhofe 
who in punifhing it, obieivul neither 
mercy nor juftice. A Farmer was guil- 
lotined, bccaufe fome blades of corn ap- 
peared growing in his pond ; from which 
eircumltance it was inferred, he had 
thrown in a large quantity, in older to 
promote a fcarcity } though it was lub- 
ftantially proved on his trial, that at the 
preceding harveft the grain of an adjoin- 
ing field had been got in during a high 
wind, and that in alt probability fome 
fcattered ears which reached the water, 
Kid produced what was deemed fufticient 
teftimony to convift him. Another. un- 
derwent the fame punifhment for pur- 
suing his ufual courfe of tillage, and 
fowing part of his ground with lucerne, 
inftead of employing the whole for 
wheat , and every where thefe people be- 
came the objefts of periecution, both in 
their perfons and property. 

^JjAlmoft-'afl ourconfiderable farmers,*’ 


fays Dubois Crance, have been throwrt 
into prifon j the confequence is, that 
their capital is eat up, their flock gone 
to ruin, and our lands have loft the al- 
mofl incalculable effeft ol their induftry. 
In La Vendee fix millions of acres of 
land lie uncultivated, and five hundred 
thou land oxen have been turned aftray* 
without Iheiter and without an ow- 
nei 

Maniacs of every nation, as was the 
cafe of Margaret Nichollon, and others, 
have occafionally, ard it may eaiily be 
accounted for, direfted their wild ven- 
geance againft the Throne ; but no in- 
flance ot the bloody retaliation of de- 
l’potilm can exceed that ot Robefpierre. 
Let the reader run Over the following 
narrative, and Ih udder at Revolutionary 
Syftems. 

“ The aflaflins of Henry the Fourth 
had all the benefit of the Jaws, and fuf- 
fired only after a legal condemnation; 
yet the unfortunate Cecilia Renaud, 
though evidently under r. flate of mental 
derangement, was hunied to the fcaffold 
without a lieai ing, for the vague utter- 
ance of a truth, to which every heart in 
France, not loft to humanity, mult 
afient. Brooding on the mileries of her 
country, till her imagination became 
heated and difordered, this young woman 
feems to have conceived fome hopelei’s 
plan of redrefs from expoftulation with 
Robefpierre, whom fhe regarded as a' 
principal in all the evils fhe deplored. 
The difficulty of obtaining an audience of 
him, inflated her to make fome compan- 
ion between an hereditary Sovereign and 
a Republican one j and ffie avowed, that 
in defiling to fee Robefpierre, fhe was 
aftuated only by a curiofity to contemplate 
the features of a tyrant. On being 
examined before the Committee, file ftiil 
perfifted that her defign was feulement 
pour voir comment ctoit fait un tjran 
and no inftrument, or poflible means of 
dcih uft ion was found upon her to juftify 
a charge of any thing more than the 
wild and enthufiaftic attachment to 
Royalifm, which fhe did not attempt to 
dilguile. The influence of a feminine 
propenlity, which often furvives even the. 
wreck oi reafon and beauty, had induced 
hei to drefs with peculiar neatnefs when 
flic went in learch of Robefpierre ; and 
fioin the complexion of the times, iup- 
pofing it very probable a vifit of this 
nature might end in imprifonment and 
death, Ihe nad alfo provided herfelf with a 
change of clothes to wear in her laft mo- 
ments. •* Such 
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<c Such an attention in a beautiful girl 
of eighteen, was not very unnatural j 
yet the mean and cruel wretches who 
were her judges, had the littlenels to en- 
deavour at mortifying, by diverting, her 
of her ornaments, and covering her with 
the molt loath lome rags. But a mind 
toitured to madnels by the lutferings of 
her country, was not likely to be fhaken 
by luch puerile malice j and when inter- 
rogated under this ditguile, (he (till pre- 
served the fame liimnels, mingled with 
contempt, which flie had Ihown when 
firlt apprehended. No accuiation, or 
even implication, ot any peiii.n could be 
drawn fiom her, and lur own confelhon 
was that ot a pafimnate J *y:ihy j yet an 
univcnal conlpiracy was ncveithelels 
decreed by tht- Convention to exilt, and 
Mils Reuaud, with lixtymne others, 
wire (entenced to the Gmljptine without 
farther tnrl, than mciely calling over 
their names. They were conducted to 
the Icaffold in ^ lhrt ot red frocks, in 
tended, as was alleged, to maik them 
as allaihns — but, in reality, to prevent 
the croud diilinguiftu.'.g or leceiving any 
impretli m In 111 the numbei of young and 
intereftmg tcmalcs who wtic computed in 
this dieatltul daughter. They met death 
with a courage wmch teemed almolt todil- 
appoint the malice of their tyiants, who, 
in an original excels ot baibanty, are 
•faid to have la.iK Led that their power of 
inflicting could not reach thole mental 
faculties which enabled their victims to 
fuller with fortitude.” 

We hnd farther in two notes below, 
explanatoiy ot the above pallage, that 
the fixty-nine people executed with 
Madamoilelle Renaud, except hci father, 
mother, and aunt, were totally unconnect- 
ed with her and with each other, anj had 
been colle- ted from difleient prifons, be- 
tween which no communication could 
have fu blitted. We aic told alfo that 
Fouquier Tin ville, Public Acculer of the 
Revolutionary Tribunal, enraged at the 
courage with which his victims fub- 
mitted to their fate, had formed the de- 
sign of having them bled previous to 
their execution, intending by this means 
to weaken their lpirits, tnat they might 
appear lefs interfiling to the people, by 
a pulillanimous behaviour in their lalt 

jnoments ! _ , , , 

In Auguft 1794* our fair authored 
quitted her dreary prifon, in confequence 
of the fall of the deleft able Robelpierre. 
She reckons it among her fatisfalhons, 
with the exception of the MarechaUe 


de Biron, none of her fellotf-prifonert 
had iuffered on the Icaffold. Of ber, 
however, the fate appears to exceed the 
meafure o i autboufed Muider. 

It Ice ms fhe was a very old and infirm 
woman, and taken from her confinement 
in the fame prilon with this Lady, to the 
Luxembourg at Paris, where her 
daughter-in law, the Duchcfs, was alfo 
confined. A cait arriving at that prifon 
to convey a number ot vidlims to the 
Tribunal, the lift, in the courfe dialelt of 
Republicanilm, contained the name of 
La Femme Biron. “ But there are two 
of them,” laicTlhe Keeper u Then 
bring them both.” — The aged Mare- 
challe, who was at flipper, concluded 
her meal while the left were preparing, 
then took up her book of devotion, and 
depai ted chearfully. The next day both 
mother anil daughter were guilfoiined ! 

The enthufialm of Rouileau's genius 
was fometimes ulefully fubmitted to his 
good lenie and knowledge of mankind. 
He obleives very juftly, that it is danger- 
ous to teach the common people to rta- 
fom it mull not always be informed of 
too much, becaufe it cannot be informed 
fufflciently. Nothing therefore is gene- 
rally more ridiculous or pernicious, than 
to make the bulk of the people neglell 
their ufeful callings to become philofo- 
fberi and t>atiiotu 

Yet this right of dire&ing public 
affaiis, and of negletting their own, is 
one chaiaHeriltic ot the new politics of 
France. Remark the following fentence 
of tianfpoitation in the registers of a 
popular Ccmmiflion : 

“ Begeron, a dealer in fkins y fufpeQed % 
—having done nothing in favour ot the 
Revolution — extremely lelfifh, ( egoifte ) 
3 nd blaming the Sans Culottes for neg. 
leding their callings, that they may 
attend only to public concerns.” Signed 
by the Member of the Commiflion and 
the two Committees.” 

Much clamour and heart-burning has 
arilen in this country, from the check 
which Government has given of late to 
the formation of Political Clubs and 
Aflbciations. The following paragraph 
from .the hiflory of the late rulers of 
France, will be the higheft praife of the 
prudence of our Minifter's conduit, in 
the mind of every impartial Friend of 
focial order. 

« T^e profligate, the turbulent, the 
idle, and needy of various countries in 
Europe, have been tempted by the fuc- 
cedes of the French Jacobins to en- 
F-ff* devour 
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deavour at eftabliffiing fimilar Inftitu- 
tions; but the fame fucceffes have ope- 
rated as a warning to people of a different 
defcription, and the fall of thefe focieties 
has drawn two confeflions from their 
original partisans, which ought never to 
be forgotten : namely, that they were 
farmed for the purpofe of fubverting the 
monarchy, ana that their exigence is 
incompatible with regular government of 
any kind. “ While the monarchy (till 
fxifted," fays the philofophic Lequino, 
4i it was politic and neceffary to en- 
courage popular focieties, as the moft 
efficacious means of operating its de- 
(trultion; but now we have effelted a 
revolution, and have only to confolidate 
it by mild and philofophic laws, thefe 
focieties are dangerous, becaufe they can 
produce only confufion and difordcr." 

This is alfo the language of JBrilTot, 
who admires the Jacobins from their 
origin till the end of 1792, but after that 
period he admits they are only the inltru- 
jnents of faltion, and deftrullive of all 
order and property. For the period of 
the Jacobin annals, fo much admiied by 
that Revolution ill, and commended in 
his addrefsto his Conltituents, comp rifts 
the dethronement of the King, the m a fia- 
cres of the prifons, and the banillimcnt 
of the priefts. The period he reproaches, 
begins precifely where the Jacobins de- 
puted the claims of himfelf and his party 
to the exejufive direction of the govern- 
ment. 

“ We learn therefore, not from the 
abufes alone, but from the praifes be- 
ftowed on the Jacobins, how much fuch 
combinations are to be dreaded: their 
merit, it appears, was to have fubverted 
the monarchical government, and their 
crime that of not being ufeful as agents 6f 
tyranny longer than while they could alfo 
be principals. " 

Of the following example of enormity, 
pofterity might have been permitted to 
poubt, did not the circumftance of its 
having become the fubjelt of legal in- 
ipellion, eltablifh the horrid fait. 

The Deputy Maignet, was on miffion 
in the Department of Vauclufe, and be- 
tides numberlefs other cruelties, he 
£ aufed the whole town of Bedouin to be 
burnt, a part of its inhabitants to he 

f uillotined, ancj the reft to be difperled, 
ecaufe the Tree of Liberty was cut 
* down on a dark night, while they were 
a deep. The order tor burning the place 
begins thus 5 Liberte , Egatile , au nom 
du peufle Francois j and after Hating the 

* 


offence of the inhabitants, and inftituting 
a ccmmiffion for trying them, pioceeds 
thus : “ It is hereby ordered that as foon 
as the principal criminals are executed, 
the National Agent, fhall notify to the 
remaining inhabitants not confined, that 
they are enjoined to evacuate their dwel- 
lings, and take out their effelts in twenty- 
four hours ; at the expiration of which 
he is to commit the town to the flames, 
and leave no veltige of a building Hand- 
ing. Further, it is forbidden to erell 
any building on the lpot in future, or to 
cultivate the foil. 

* € Done at Avignon, the 1 7th Floreal." 

Maignet efcaped the juft punifhment 
of his atrocity; as it was proved in the 
courfe of the debate, that he was autho- 
rized by an exprefs deciee of the Con- 
vention, to inflict this lpecific example 
of barbarity. 

Of the miitual fufpieiom which tyranny 
never fails to excite amongft private in- 
dividuals, to prevent them from uniting 
to make an efreltual rcffiltance to a go- 
vernment they lecretly deteft, the follow- 
ing fait is an illuftration : 

“ Two gentlemen dined with us yef- 
terday, whom I knew to he zealous 
royal ills, and as they were acquainted, j 
made no fci uple of pi oducing an engrav ing 
which commemorates myflerioully the 
death of the King, and which I had juH re- 
ceived from Paris by a private conveyance^ 
They looked alarmed, and affcfled not 
to underfland it; and perceiving I had 
done wrong, I replaced the print with- 
out farther explanation : but they both 
called this evening, and leproaclied me 
feparately for thus expofing their ienti- 
ments to each other.'* 

In fuch times indeed how could any 
man be fure of his life, or his liberty, 
for a fingle moment ? The fair writer tell$ 
that the municipality of Dijon common- 
ly iffued their writs of aneH in -this 
form ; — “ Such and fuch a perfon fhal{ 
be arretted, and his wife— if he has one." 

But our time and our paper are fail- 
ing us, while we aie citing a few of the 
facts and paffages in thefe letters, worthy 
of an Engliflmian’s moft ferious atten- 
tion and meditation. War, even the 
moft neceffary and moft defend ve, is a 
calamity which humanity muft always 
depreciate ; but when weighed againft 
a Peace, which may domclticate fuefy 
maxims and fuch conduit, it be- 
comes comparatively a bleffing. A\ 
prelent a Briton delights to fave and to 
proteft ever* an enemy, when i\ibdued^ • 
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l>ot what are the fentiments which a 
Revolution mud excite in him towards 
lm relations, his countrymen, his friends ? 
If there be truth in this narrative, which 
we have no ground to queftion, a father, 
a brother, a bencfa&or, fliould he diflent 


Family Secrets, Literary and Dcmejiic. By Mr. 

Pratt . 5 Vois. 1 2 mo. Longman. 1797. 

WE are at a lofs how to clafs this per- 
formance, which attempts, and we think 
not unfuccefsfully, to unite wi h the enter- 
tainment afforded by the novel, fomething 
of the higher order of literature. To exalt 
the character without diminishing the intciell 
of tins fpecics of compofit.on, is certainly no 
eafy talk; but the principal difficulty of it, 
as the Author obferves, feems to confiff in 
combining the one with the other, fo as to 
invigorate both. “ Of the posTibihty of railing 
the general chara&er of the Englifh romance 
by the interfperfion of fubjeds of weight 
and fublimity, efrherin fcience or morals (he 
alfo obfeivci.), fo a* hkevvife to raife the 
paffions and affedions of the fable, there 
cannot be a doubt: and it ha* indeed heen 
by dveral autliors occafionally attempted, 
and with luccifs to a degree, but with ap- 
parent a r piehc-nfion."

In the progiefs of the ltory, 
the mind is kept in fufptnce, and the events 
are not anticipated btfoie their timtt The 
Jittrary difeutfions do not intcirupt the chain 
pf adventures, but appear natuialiy to arife 
out of them. There is a due mixture pf the 
Comic with the ferious, and we ppnfider the 
character of Partington as well drawn and 
fupponed ; indeed we fufpetted, before the 
Author's intimation, that he had fome real 
perfon in view. The part which we leaft 
approve is the cavern feene in the laft 
volume, which feems to have been introduced 
by the fafhionable rage for imitating the 
horrors of “ The My ft tries of Udolpho.*’ 
Nor are we much better fatisped with the 
converfion of one of the principal characters 
to the Roman Catholic faith. Thefe Vo- 
lumes, upon the whole, however, combine

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED.

T EAVING the fabulous Rories of 
Malmucius, and the pgihaps equally 
fabulous hiftory ot Lucius, as the dreams 
of Monachilm, I fhall leturn tu the point 
from which I ^ve, in a long digrcflion, 
diverged , namely, the reign of Edward 
th( Confeflor, who, as I have hcictoicre 
obfcivcd, laid the foundati-.n oi thole 
livilegts and immunities which were 
y lome of his lucceflbrs enlarged ; by 
fome curtaijtd down to the age ot Henry 
the Eignth 

In ancient times, the right of fanc- 
tuaiy extended not only to the Church 
itftdf, hut included the Vicar s or Mi- 
nifter’s houie and furrounding premifls f j 
yet it was ftill far moie connacHed than 
that of the Greeks, whole lan&tianes 
fu quently comprehended the gloves in 
which their Temples were fituattd, and 
comprifed a ciicuit ol fcveral miles. 

Ofthe lan&wary at Wcftminlter, once 
fo famous, little now remains. Its pri- 
vileges have been long lince take* away, 
find the part which ftill retains its ancient 
name, is not, as k is coiijeilured, more 
than one third of its original dimensions : 
yet, upon the veftiges ot that little, it is 
no unpleafant purfuit for a contem- 
plative mind to dwell ; and in a mo- 
ment of reflexion, endeavour to retrace 
the events that have happened, the feenes 
that have paffed, and tne changes which 
a feries of ages have wrought in the 
parrow compais of the few acres fur- 


rounding the venerable and auguft fabric* 
which kuns to have rtared us head im- 
pel vious to the ftonn, and to have tri-* 
umphed over the ruin of time. 

The Coiidiuition of the Bencdiftine 
Monaftery ot St. Peter at Wdtminrter, 
it was once thought, refted upon as firm 
a balis as the Abbey itfclf } and, fenced 
around by laws tcclefiaftical and civil, 
was for centuries unaffailtd, and indeed 
deemed unavailable. It was a fortunate 
cncumftance for this Nation, that the 
pei ions to whom its fall was owing, 
th ugh rapacious, were not / btlojopbers $ 
conleouently, they did not attempt t® 
root rfy one religious eftablifiiment, with- 
out planting anothei in its Read $ and, 
although we owe little to tbur motives, 
we have gieat obligations to Piovidence 
toi the iflue of an event, which has been 
a lingular blcfting to the ages which have 
fucc ceded that memoiable epoch in the 
hiftory of this Country. 

Although it is more than probable 
that the luppliants and fugitives who 
fought the piotedlion which the ftirino 
and cloifteis of St. Peter afforded, were, 
in peiiods far remote, very numerous, 
I do not find any that have been deemed 
of iufficient conlcquence to attratt the 
attention ofthe Hiftorian, from the reign 
of EUward the Confefior down to that 
of Richard the Second, when not only 
^he Sanihiary, but the Church fuffered 
a violation, which, as it caufed a con-

In one of her letters to M. dc Vol- 
taire, (lie fays, “Sir, I have juft now 
received your laft letter, in which you 

f ive me a decided place amongft the 
tars. I hardly look upon thole kind 
Q f places as worth taking much pain 1 ; to 
obtain. Indeed, I have no inclination 
to be placed amongft thofe whrm the 
human race has fo long adored, unlcl's 
by yourfelf and your worthy friends. 
Whatever fclf-lovc one may feel, it 
feems impc'iihle, 1 think, for any one 
to defire to fee himfelf put upon a level 
with Calves, with Oxen, with Croco- 
diles, with Onions, Serpents, and beafts 
©fall kinds, &c. After this enumeration,* 
where is the peribn who can defire to 
be deified ?

RACINE. a 

Voltaire ufed to fay, that nothing 
couldbe foeafy as to make a commentary 
upon the writings of this elegant writer, 
for that the author would have nothing 
to do but to put under every pallagc, 
“fine, admirable, excellent, charming, 
&c.” The French fcholars univerfally 
prefer his verfes to thofe of any Poet in 
their unmufical language. Racine was 
by no means a man of good temper, and 
was extremely rough and impetuous in 
converfarion. He hnd once a long and 
a violent difpute with his friend B01- 
leau when it was over, Boileau, with 
great fang front, laid to him, “ Had 
you any real intention juft now of mak- 
ing me uneafy?’’ “God forbid, my 
good old friend,” replied Racine. — 
“ Well then,” faid Boileau, “ you 
have done what you did not intend to 
do, for indeed you have made me un- ( 

ealy.'* « 

Yet Racine had fo great an attach- 
ment to Boileau, shat when the fatyrilt 
vifited him on his death-bed, he faid, 
throwing his arms aroimd him, 11 I 
look upon it as a great happinefs that 
I die before you.” 

Racine read extremely well. Louis 
the Fourteenth fent to him one day 
when he was indifpofed, to read fome- 
thing to him. Racine propofed the 
celebrated Tranflation of /Plutarch's 
Lives by Amyot. “ The language is 
antiquated/* laid the King.— “ Well, 
then, Sir,’’ replied Racine, “ l can 
.correfl that defeat ; J .will put him into 
modern French.” This Racine did, 
and pleafed his Sovereign extremely. 

Racine, foon after his appointment to 
the place of Hifloriographer to Louis 
the Fourteenth, requeued an audience 
V ql. XXXI* June 1797. 


— “ Sire,” find he, " an Hiftorian 
ought not to flatter ; he is bound to re- 
prefent his hero exadly as he is. He 
ought indeed to pafs over nothing. In 
what way dots your Majefty choofe that 
I Ihould fpeak of your gallantries >'* 
“ Pals them over,” replied the King* 
coolly. “ But, alas 1 Sire,” replied 
Racine, with great manlinefs, “ what 
1 omit, the reader will fupply.” Louis 
replied, “ Pafs them over, I tell you.'* 
— Racine added, 44 As there are many- 
incredible things, Sire, in the life of 
your Majefty, the finecrity with which 
I Ihould avow the weaknelfes nf my 
Hero to my reader, will perfuade him 
that I regard the truth, and this regard 
to truth wiP, in his mind, be a paflport 
for my hiftory." Louis replied, €t I 
am not yet decided in my opinion what 
you oug.«r to do : All that I can tell 
you at prefent is, to pafs over my in- 
trigues.” 

EDMUND SPENSER. 

Ben Jonfon told Mr. Drummond, 
of Houthorden, that by the Blated 
Beaft in the “ Fairy Queen,'* Spenfec 
meanr the Printers, and by the falfe 
Duefla, the Queen of Scots. He faid 
toothu Spenkr's goods were robbed 
ny the Irilh, and his houfe and a little 
child burnt, and that he and his wife 
cfcaped ; and that afterwards he died 
in King-ftrcer fqr want of bread ; and 
that 1ft refilled twenty pieces fent him 
by Lord Eflfcx, and faid he had no time 
to fpend them. 

BEN JONSOV. 

This learned man ufed to curfe Pe- 
trarch for fedudting verfes into fonnets, 
whicn, he faid, was like that tyrant's 
btd, where fome who were too Ihort 
were racked, others too long cur (hort. 
He laid, that Petronius, Pltnlub Sccun- 
dus, and Plautus, ipoke beft Latin, and 
that Tacitus wrote the fecrets of the 
Council and Senate, -ns Suetonius did 
thofe of the Cabinet and the Court 5 
that Lucan taken in parts was excel- 
lent, *buc altogether naught ; that the 
fixth, feventh, and eighth books of 
I^uintilian were not only to be read, 
bui altogether digeft'ed; that Juvenal, 
Horace, and Martial were to be read 
lor delight, and Hippocrates for health.

MONDAY, May i. 

•yHrS day the various Bills upon the 
Table were read in their refpedtive 
ftages. Among tliefe was the Minute 
of Council Bill, which was read a third 
time, and pa (Ted. 

The Ulher of the Black Rod apprized 
the Houfe, that a number of Members 
of the Houfe of Commons were waiting 
for a conference with their Lordflups 
in the Painted Chamber, which took 
place with the accuftomed forms. The 
Deputation from the Commons was 
heided by the Mailer of the Rolls, who 
read the Relolutions agreed to by that 
Houfe rcfpeiling a Plan lor the more 
cfTrftual Promulgation of the Statutes. 

After fome private bufinefs had been 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjourned. 

TUISIJAY, MAY 2. 

Lord Muncafter prelcnted, from the 
Houfe of Commons, certain Reports, 
made by the SecrU Committee ol that 
Houle, for the ufc of their Lordflups. 

Lord Grenville pn. fen ted a Meflage 
from his Majeity, precifely the fame as 
that delivered to the Houfe of Commons 
on Saturday lad [fee page 356.], which 
was read by the Clerk. 

His Lordfhipthcn moved, “That his 
Majtfty’s Melfage he taken into con- 
fideration on Thurfday nexr, and that 
the Lords be fummoned for that day j” 
which was ordered accordingly. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 3. 

The Royal AlTent was given by Com- 
milfion to the Minute of Council Bill, 
the Jrilh Funds Transfer Bill, and to 
nineteen private Bills. 

ROYAL MARRIAGE. 

Lord Grenvil-'e prefented a Meflage 
from his Majeftyi fimiiar to that de- 
livered to the Houfe of Common^ re- 
fuelling the intended Marriage of the 
l’rincefs Royal to the Hereditary Princfc 
of Wirtemberg. His Lordlhip then 
moved an Addrefs to his Majeity, in 
anfwer to his gracious Meflage, which 
he prefaced by obferving, that the ut- 
most unanimity mull pervade the Houfe 
'on fuch;an nccafioh, and that all their 
Lordfliij)* muft.feei happy in expreffmg 
their focere congratulation at an event 
which 'produced fuch an advantageous 


alliance, and contributed to the domeftic 
hrippuiefb of his Majeliy’s Royal Fa- 
mily. 

The AJdrefs was then read, which, 
aft.r thanking his Ma icily for his 
mod gracious comm un hat ion, faithfully 
echoed the Meflage*, and exprcflTed the 
fatisfaftion and concurrence of the 
Houfe: in tlie wannelt and molt af- f 
fedhonure language* 

The queftion was then put, and the 
Addrefs was voted nan. dif 

The Duke of Bedford intimated his 
intention to bring forward, on fome fu- 
ture day, a Motion for tnc production 
of papers relative to the l^te proceedings 
on board the Channel Fleet at Spithcad, 
unlefs Mimfters deemed it expedient 
fo to do of their own accord. . 

Earl Spencer laid, that he had it not ' 
in command from his Majeity to make 
any communication to the Houfe on the 
fubjedt ; nor did it appear to him as 
likely that he Ihould be ordered to do 
fo. 

Earl Howe faid, that he had attended ' 
the Houfe lately fcveral rimes, and 
waited with anxious impatience for an 
opportunity of vindicating himfelf from 
an unfounded charge thir had been al- 
ledged again It him, winch atfeited his 
proteffional cred.t and character; he 
felt that he could not regularly have 
originated the difculiion luu felf, but 
was fofcfar happy, that he was likely to 
have a regular opportunity of vindi- 
cating himfelf ; at, the fame time it 
ftruck him (alluding to the affair of the 
Mutiny) as a' very improper fubjcift for 
difeufiion, and, in the prefent circum- 
ftancis, rather likely to be productive 
of mifehief, than of good effects. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Clarence took the opportunity toexprefs 
his opinion, that the Noble Admiral’s 
conduit had been perfedtly unexception- 
able, and that when the opportunity 
arrived, he would be able to vindicate 
himfelf in a manner confonant to the 
illultrious charter he had always 
maintained. He alfo coincided with the 
Noble Admiral, in deprecating the dif- 
cuffion of the fubjedt, as likely to be 
produdhve of no podiblc good efteft. 

Lord 
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Lord Grenville obferved to the fame 
effect. He deprecated the difeuflion of 
a <Lib;ett of Lich delicacy and import- 
ance, as of the mod injurious tendency, 
and, under the prcfent circumftances, 
as had berrer never been mentioned. 

The Earl of Carhfle fud, that al- 
lowing the prcfent moment not to be a 
proper one for fuch a difeuflion, it might 
be proper to mveftigue the affair, for 
the purpofe of determining where the 
faults lay, or how an affair of its alarm- 
ing tendency had originated. 

Enrl Howe rofc and laid, that by what 
had tranfpired, it was not likely that 
he ffiould have a fitter opportunity than 
the prcfent moment, for bating to their 
Lord (hips the iharc he had in the un- 
fortunate tranfaftion before alluded to, 
which to the beft of his rccollettion 
was this : During his rcfidence at Bath, 
ftbout three or tour months ago, the 
Noole E irl Paid he receded fevtral pe- 
titions, accompanied by anonymous let- 
ters, reprefenting the exigence of 
grievance s onboard the fleet which he 
once hail the honour to command ; bur, 
on account of their coming in lo quef- 
tionable a fliape, he did not tranlmit 
them to the Admiralty. He was in- 
duced, however, to communicate what 
bad happened to an Officer on board 
the flirt, and rcqudtcd infoinntion as 
to the cK.ftcnce of thofe grievances. 

* His friend allured him in reply, that if 
finy grievances did vxift, they were un- 
known to him. With this anfwcr his 
Lordflup was latisfied, and concluded 
that the allegations in the petitions were 
without foundation. On his return to 
town, however, one of the L'»rdsof the 
Admiralty called at his houfe on the 
fuhjett of the petitions, and the iequel 
was well known to their Lordllups and 
. the Country, bv public rumour? 

After a few explanatory words, the 
conversion dropped. Adjourned. 

THUKSDA Y, MAY 4. 
ADVANCES TO THE EMPEROR AND 
IRELAND. 

The Order of the D *v, for the con- 
fideration of his Majefly’s MefTage to 
the Houfe, delivered on Tuefday, re- 
fpefting a pecuniary Loan to the Em- 
peror, and alio a Loan to the Govern- • 
ment of Ireland, having been moved, 

Lord Grenville then rofe to move an 
Addrefs to his Majefty on the occafion, 
which he prefaced with a Very few ob- 
fervations, as he was 4 confident that but 
one opinion could prevail among their 
Lord (Iiips on the fubjeft of his Majcfty’s 


communication. The foliation of Ire- 
land was obvioufly fuch as to render 
the propofed pecuniary afliftance ne* 
ceflary : to this he deemed it impolfible 
to offer an obje&ion. With refpeft to 
the projefted Loan to our illuftrioua 
Ally, his Imperial Majefty, it was 
deemed expedient, under the prefent 
circumftances of the War, to enable this 
Country to accommodate that Prince 
with a Loan, to the amount mentioned 
in his Majeffy’s gracious Ml ffage, (hould 
the fituation of affairs require it, as the 
beft means of effecting a general and 
fccure Peace. HL Lordlhip then read 
the Addrefs, which, after thanking his 
Majefty for nis gracious communication, 
as ufual, faithfully echoed thd Meffage. 
The Addrefs being read from the Wool- 
fack, the queftion was put, and it was 
voted 7/fJw. dif 

The Addrefs was then ordered to be 
prefented to his Majefty in the ufual 
form, and an adjournment took place. 

FRIDAY, MAY 5. 

The vauous Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpettive ftages, 
and fomc private bufinefs difpofed of, 
after which an adjournment took place. 

MONDAY, MAY 8. 

The Loan Bill was bi ought up from 
the Commons, and read a Hrft tunc. 

Various Bills were forwarded in their 
refpedive ftages, after whicti the Houfe 
adjourned. 

# TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

On the Queftion for the fecund read- 
ing of tlu. Loan Bill, 

The Earl of Suffolk rook the oppor- 
tunity to obferve upon the magnitude of 
the fum that was intended to be fent to 
Ireland, and thought that the meafure 
ret] uircd explanation. 

Lord Grcnvi'le replied, that the fitu- 
ation of it eland was obvioufly fuch, as 
to leave no doubt of the propriety of 
railing a fum of money for its defence, 
in this country ; and that its difpoftl was 
to be under the diredtion of the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland. 

The Earl of Suffolk obferved, that if 
he imagined tt were to be applied to the 
external defence of Ireland, no perfon 
could be lefs inclined to oppofe it, as he 
well knew the importance of, Ireland to 
this Country ; it was us right band , , 
which, if lopt off, the efFcdts might he 
fatal : but if it was for the fujpport of 
a fyftem of coercion 1 in that Country, 
he deprecated the confequences. 

Lord Moira advened to this, Motion 
he had not long finite made refpc&ing 
H h h % I tb € 
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the Affairs of Ireland, and afferted, that 
had his advice then been taken, the 
various unfortunate circumftances that 
had fince happened in that Country 
would not have taken place. It was 
not yet too late for the Houfe to inter- 
fere, and to prevent Minifters from 
carrying thcii nugatory feheme of co- 
ercion into effect ) they might addrefs 
the Sovereign, and by his paternal in- 
tervention, his Kingdom of Ireland 
might yet be faved. He did hot allude 
to a feparation of the two countries, 
but feared that Ireland would be 
plunged into fuch a fituation, as to be 
not only not a fupport to Britain, but to 
become dangerous to her. 

Lord Grenville obferved, that at pre- 
sent there was no queftion before the 
Houle. With refpert to uhat the 
Noble pari (Moira) had alluded to, 
and the Motion he propofed, he mull 
fay, that its adoption would be a vio- 
lation of public faith, and of the folemn 
contract made with Ireland, which was 
guaranteed by. the Parliament of this 
Country, of veiling in the Parliament 
of Ireland the absolute and cxclufive 
legiflation with refpeft to irilh con- 
cerns. 

The Earl of Moira faid a few words 
to the fame tendency as what he had 
before advanced j and he ccnl'ured the 
diftin&ions made by Minifters as eva~ 
(ions. 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
•nd ordered to be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford ftated, that 
feveral Gentlemen of the Surgical Pro- 
felfion confidered themfelves as ag- 
grieved by fome of the piovifions of t lie 
Surgeon’s Bill, and lequelltd to be 
permitted to be heard by Counfcl again ft 
it.' His Grace therefore moved, “ That 
the third reading of the Bill be deferred 
until the 19th lnftant, ,, which was or- 
dered accordingly. 

Mr. Pybus prelentcd a Bill from the 
Houfe of Commons, to enable his Ma- 
jelly to carry into effe& the Order of 
Council of the 3d of May, refpe$mg a 
certain in create of pay and allowances 
to the Seamen, &c. which was read a 
firft time. t 

Lord Grenville moved the immediate 
fecond reading of the Bill. 

The Earl of Suffolk having expatiated 
on the gteat importance of the nieafure, 
wilhed tef know of Minillers, why they 
had not brought it fofward earlier ? 

Lord Scringe (Duke of Athol, in 
Scotland) role, and with feme warmth 


deprecated all difeuffion of this meafure* 
which, amongft other evils, might afford 
the opportunity of mifreprefentation, 
and might be attended with ferious con-, 
fequences. 

Lord Grenville ftated his firm con- 
viction, that all difculfion of the prefent 
fubjcCl was highly improper ; and better 
realons could not be alfigned by him 
againft it than thofe given by the Noble 
Earl (Strange). 

The Duke of Bedford faid, he had 
no wills to provoke ditcuffion; but his 
duty led him to deprecate the conduft 
of Minifters, in thus delaying to come 
to Parliament. What palled that night 
could not be cenfured as difculfion ; it 
only afforded Minillers an opportunity 
to vindicate themfelves, and to Hate 
their reafons for delaying the meafure. 

The Earl of Moira obferved, that an 
explanation oru.:he part of Minifters was 
neceffary to fatisfy the Country, as well 
as Parliament, refpeCting the caufcs of 
their delay in bringing forward the 
Bill $ and that a fatisfailory explanation 
might prevent the evil from Ipreading 
farther. The Seamen would then fee 
that they were not ncgle&ed. The 
queftion propofed by the Noble Earl, 
he thought, embraced no difculfion. 

The Lord Chancellor quitted the 
Wooifach, and obferved, that he would 
appeal to the underftanuing of all pre- 
fent, if the prefent moment was to be 
loft in unavailing dilputc. Let them 
confuler what might be the prefent 
condition of the Fleet. — Tranquillity 
was the objeft ot all.— There was no 
objection to the palling of the Bill.— 
Then why clog its progrefs by inquiries, 
for which there would be time enough 
.hereafter ? 

Tife <Bill was then read a fecond time, 
the commitment of it negatived, and' 
then read a third time, and patted. 

The Houfe then waited for lomc time 
for the arrival of the Commilfion to 
authorise cerrain Peers to give his M»- 
jefty’s AlTent to the Seamen's lncreafed 
Priy Bill, and to other Bills. Qn the 
CommiliLn being brought down, the 
Houfe ot Commons were fent for, and 
his Majeftv's Royal Affent was given 
to the Bill for Increafing the Pay and 
certain Allowances to the Seamen, and 
to eight private Bills. 

The Houfe then adjourned.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that of the three points which his 
Majefty’s Meffage recommended to the 
confideration of the Houfe, namely, the 
Loan for the fcrvice of Ireland, that for 
the fervice of the Emperor, and the 
other Extraordinary Expences for the 
Public Service which might be ren- 
dered neceffary by the exigency of af- 
fairs, he ihould only trouble the Com- 
mittee upon the two firft 5— and, with 
refpeft to the Loan for Ireland, there 
was, he believed, fo little difference of 
opinion, that, though {ie Ihould make a 
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mind, he was inclined to poftponc the 
Motion he had intended to bring for- 
ward to-morrow, relative to the Report 
of the Secret Committee of that Houfe, 
At the fame time he would wilh to have 
the Order remain for fummoning the 
Houle for to-morrow, as he believed, 
that uniefs fome intelligence to quiet 
the public mind arrived before that 
period, he fhould bring forward a 
Motion relative to the prefent ftate of 
the Marine of this Country, Adjourned,

motion upon it, he would not follow it 
with any obftrvations. On the fubjeft 
of the Loan rp the Emperor, he was not 
faiTguine enough to expert the fame 
unanimity, though the general pro- 
priety and prudence of retaining the 
alliftance of the Emperor, as long as the 
war fhould continue, was almoft uni- 
verfally admitted. It would, however, 
not be ncteffnry for him to do more than 
r'Mn'nd the Houle of the chief points 
difculfed in the laft debate upon this 
fubjett. I11 that difcullion, the benefit 
of fuch a divcrfion as the arms of the 
Emperor produced was generally ac- 
knowledged : in point of economy it 
was alfo agreed, that no expenditure of 
equal amount at home could produce 
the lame tflfeft ; and ir was almoft as 
generafly admitted, that the refultof the 
uiverfion effected by the Emperor was 
highly beneficial, if confidered only with 
a view to our domcftic credit. The 
only difference between the period of 
the laft difcuffion and the prefent pe- 
riod was produced by the circumftinces 
which had occurred at the Bank by the 
Vrourfe of the Exchange, and by the 
advantage which the Houfe had m pof- 
fefling the Report of their Committee 
of Secrecy upon the Public Finances. 
That Report, Mr. Pitt contended, 
(hewed the difficulties with refpeft to 
cafh to have been occafioned by the 
concurrence of many caufes at home, 
and n6t* either immediately or exclu- 
fively by foreign remittances. During 
the continuance of the late drains front 
aoroad, fo much were they counteracted 
by the ftdtirifliing ftate of our com- 
merce, that the courfeof the Exchange 
had rifen. Mr. Pitt concluded by 
flaring, that of the three millions and 
a half which he ihould propofe to grant 
by way . of Loan to the Emperor* the 
fum of i,6ao,oool# had been already 
remitted *

Mr. hox ooftrved, tint however the 
Hon. Gentleman might rejoice in hoi d - 
itog out the Imperial Loans not to have 
been the exclusive caufes of the prefent 
difficulties, which no man fuppofed, it 
was well known that they were material 
caufcs of rhof* difficulties The gr at 
importation of corn might have been 
another caufe, and it was time that this 
did not now cxift ; but in the courfe of 
the prefent year the payment for neutral 
cargoes might be a drain equivalent to 
thar. 7'he rt.d difference, however, 
between the prefent period and that in 
which the laft Loan was granted, con- 
fided in the interior circumftances of 
the country. It was unnecefl'ary for 
him to ftatc the alarming fa£ls which 
configured that difference. There was 
now hlfo a drain for Ireland. The 
Hon. Gentleman had referred to his 
triumphant arguments in a former dif- 
cnfiion ; and c* rtainly they did procure 
him all that triumph, which, in the 
circumftances of the country, the ma- 
jority of the Houfe could bellow; yet 
he was furprikd to find that triumph, 
and the fame arguments, referred to 
upon the prefent occafion. 

Mr. Fox, after feverely condemning 
the conduit of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in draining the Country 
of fpecie and impovcntliing aft ranks 
of people, in granting Loan a ( tcr Loan 
to the Emperor, laid, ht did not know 
that he fhould object to the Loin pro- 
pofed for Ireland ; not that he thought 
the fum inconfiderable ; but when 
mcafurts were taken for bringing that 
country into tht fame fit nation as Ame- 
rica ; when there was apparently a vairf 
intention, he had almoft laid he hoped 
it would be vain, to fubjeit it by ar- 
mies ; when that ifl.uid was in a ftate 
almoft as bad ns rebellion; in this fuu- 
ation, however much he might teel for 
afiifting Ireland, he did not know 
whether he could entirely appiove the 
Loan. He concluded by fayiftg, rhat, 
as the Houfe might in a few days know 
on what grounds they were to vote tlie 
Loan for the Emperor, he would move, 

“ Thnt the Chairman now report pro- 
grefs, and afk leave to fit again.*’ 

After a debate of confiderable length, 
in which Mr. Grey, Sir VV. Puhency, 
Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Wilberforce, and 
Gen. TarWon, feverally took part, the 


Houfe became clamorous for a divifion, 
which accordingly took place on Mr. 
Fox’s Motion. The numbers were,

KOYAL MARRIAGE. 

Mr. Pitt delivered a Melfage from 
his Majefty, of which the following is 
the fubltance : 

“ His Majefly having agreed to the 
marr age of the PrinceL Royal with 
the Hereditary Prince of Wirremberg, 
has thought fit to communicate intel- 
ligence of it to the Houfe of Commons. 
His Majefty i$ fuily fat'sfied, that th,e 
marriage of her Royal Highnefs with a 
Proteftant Prince, fo confiderable in 

rank 
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rank and (lation,who is connected with 
the Royal Family by common defeent 
from the Princefs Sophia of Hanover, 
could not fail of being highly, accept- 
able to all his fubje&s ; and the m*ny 
proofs cf affection and attachment wfiich 
he has received from this Houfe, afford 
hnn no room to doubt, that the H >ule 
will enable him to give fuch a portion, 
as may be fuitable to the dignity of the 
cldell daughter of the Crown.” 

Mr. Put then moved, “ That an 
humble Addrels be prJcnted to his 
Mijefty on the above Mefiage which 
patted nem. eon. 

Mr. Fcx a Iked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, v. hither it was not his in- 
tention, in coniequence of intelligence 
received in town of the Emperor having 
figned the preliminaries of a fepararc 
Peace, to abandon the Loan } For his 
own part, he did n r t tiiirlk it polfible 
for the Houfe to proceed in it. 

Mr. Put declared, tint he had no 
more information on the fubjift al- 
luded to than any other Gentleman. 
The only intelligence he had was in the 
I French Papers, and that medium was 
not fufficicnt a tit hour y to ftuluce the 
Houfe to alter the line cf conduit they 
were to purf'ie. 

Mr. Sluricun afked the Miniftcr, 
whether the Houfe were to undtrftand 
chat no more money was to be fent to 
the Emperor, till we were allured that 
he had not made a feparate Pence ? 

Mr. Pitt (aid, he purpofed going on 
with the Loan Kill to-morrow, and 
vvifhed to decline all dilculfions at 
pre lent. 

Mr. Jekyll moved for an account of 
all advances now outflanding made to 
the Emperor, above the luin of 
i fc 6co,ooo!. Agreed to. ® 

Tile import of the Committee cn the 
Cultivation of Wait" Linds was brought 
up ; and, after a ihort converfation. the 
Ihll was 01 dered to be re-committed for 
Friday next. 

Sir John Sinclair faid, it was with the 
utmolt aftonifhment he faw the manner 
in which this Bill had been received*. 
He had expedited, that every Gentleman 
who valued the proiperity of the Coun- 
try, would have been anxious to give it 
every fupport. He hoped that Gentle- 
men would look into the Report j and 
he was fure, if they did not agree with 
the meal'ure now piopofed, they would 
ftp theneceffity of propoling fome other 
in* its room. 
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The other Orders of the Day befog 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjourned* 
THURSDAY, MAY 4. 

The Ballot for a Committee to try 
the merits of the Malinelbury Elc&ion 
being appointed for this day, and there 
being only 95 Members prefent at four 
o'clock, the H mle adjourned. 

FRIDAY, MAY 5. 

The Report of the Committee of 
Ways and Means on the Irilh Loan was 
brought up. The Rcfolutions wero 
read and agreed to. 

On the reading of the Order for the 
Commitment of the Loan Bill, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
informed the Houfe, that it was his in- 
tention to bring in a ieparate Bill for 
the advances already made to the Em- 
peror ; and that he fhould not, at 
prefent, bring in a Bill for farther ad- 
vances. The Houle then went through 
the Committee, and ordered the Report 
to be received to-morrow. 

The Houfe having rcfolvcd itfclf intt 
a Committee ot Supply, 

Mr. Put moved, that the fum of 
8o,oool. be granted to his Majefty as a 
mariHge portion to the Prmcels Royal j 
which was agreed to. 

Sir John Sinclair, in a Committee on 
the Cultivation of Waite Lands, moved, 
“ That the Chairman be directed to 
move for leave to bring in a Bill for in- 
c in ling, dividing, and allotting wade 
lands, common tields, &c. in England, 
where the parties were unanimous, and 
alfo for removing any legal difabilities. 
The fecond proportion was for enabling 
perfont intitled to any wafte lands to 
divide, allot, enclofe, and hold the fame 
in feveralty, where the parties arc not 
•unanimous. 

The Report was ordered to be re- 
ceived. 

The Solicitor General fignified hit 
intention to oppofe the ftcond propo- 
rtion when it came before the Houle. 

Adjourned. 

SATURDAY, MAY 6. 

A £<gmon againft Waikington In- 
clolure Bill was prclented. 

Mr. Role brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Supply; and the 
Refolution for granting 8o,oool. as the 
Marriage Portion of the Pnnccfs Royal, 
was agreed to nem. con. 

Mr. Rofe alfo brought up the Report 
of the Loan Bill, the Amendments of 
which were agreed to. 

Mr. M‘Dowal moved the fccond 
rend- 
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reading of the Scotch Small Notes Bill, 
•which was read accordingly, and the 
Bill ordered to be committed on Mon- 
day.— Adjourned. 

nonday, May 8. 

The Addition Stamp Duty, and At- 
tornies* Regulating Bills, were brought 
in and read a fir ft time. 

The Cambrick and French Lawns 
Bill was read a firil time. 

Mr. Tierney prefented feveral pe- 
titions, figned by upwards of 3000 ftiip- 
buildres, caulkers, maft-makers,fawyers» 
and artificers employed on the Thames, 
in confequence of a Bill now depending 
in Parliament,' whofe operation they 
conceive to be injurious to themfelves 
and families. The Bill alluded to con- 
tained a claufe li For regiftering Ships 
built in the Settlements in pofleifion of 
the Eaft India Company,’* which the 
Petitioners confidered as a virtual re- 
peal of the Navigation A6t. 

The petitions were brought up, read, 
and laid upon the Table. ' 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to refolve itftlf into a 
Committee, to take into confideration 
the Eftimates prefented to the Houfe 
by his Majefty’s command, for enabling 
him to increafe the pay and allowance 
to Seamen, &c. in conformity to an Or- 
der of Council on the 3d of May, 1797. 
The Houfe having refolved ufelf in the 
laid Committee, , 

Mr. Pitt rofe, apparently much agi- 
tated and embarrafled. He began by 
dating, that when any propofuion was 
brought forward for an increafe of the 
ublic expenditure, it might naturally 
e expected that he fhould enter upon 
a detailed ftatement of the caufe that led 
to that augmentation of pay and allow* 
ance in any of the fervices. On the 
prefent eccafion, however, he declared, 
that he did not find hinafelf at liberty to 
enter into a detail of the tranfa&ions.--- 
Observing how much this fubjedt occu- 
ied the attention of the Houfe, he felt 
imfelf obliged to fay, that he muft truft 
to their judgment in concurring to the 
Motion, in preference to their entering 
into a long difeuflion. He was, befides, 
unable to enter into a ftatement of tile 
events that had more recently happen- 
ed, and if he could, he fhould feel a re- 
luctance in doing it j for whatever the 
extent of thole embarraflments might 
be, they were wholly, or in a great de- 
gree, to be aferibea to mifreprefen ra- 
tions. The utmoft caution ought to be 
employed to avoid even the polfibility of 


mifreprefentation. Nothing could, id 
his opinion, contribute fo effectually to 
fllence discontent, as the unanimous de- 
cision of Parliament. He therefore felt 
it his duty, on public grounds, to en- 
treat the judgment, and, if poffible, the 
filent judgment of the Houfe. He then 
moved that the fum of 536,0001. he 
granted to his Majefty, to enable him to 
defray the increased pay and allowance 
to Seamen, Marines, &c. according to 
the diftribution in the Order of Coun- 
cil, founded on the Report of the Com* 
mifiioners of the Admiralty, and alfo 
about 2 1,000 1. for incrcafed expences 
already incurred. 

The Refolutions were read by the 
Chairman ; and, on the qutftion for 
their being read a fecond time, 

Mr. Fox rofe and faid he fhould cer- 
tainly agree to the Refolutions, but he 
fhould betrs-y his duty to the country 
were he to give a filent vote. He dif- 
fered from the Right Hon. Gentleman 
in his notions of confidence. Every 
queftion relative to the public expendi- 
ture ought to be fully difeufled. The 
Minifter had alluded to mifreprefenta- 
tion of debates, but, inftead of difeuf- 
fion, a profound filence had been '>b- 
ierved, and a fufpicion of the fincenty 
of Miniftcrs had ripened into revolt.--- 
Why, he dc fired to know, had they l’uf- 
fered a whole fortnight to elapfe before 
any application was made for the inter- 
ference of Parliament? The confe- 
quence of this criminal conduCF, which 
argued a degree of guilt and incapacity 
unparalleled in the annals of the coun- 
try, would attach generally upon the 
Houfe, were the Refolutions to pafs 
without remonftrance. 

It was the duty of the Houfe to in* 
quirt how far the Admiralty had ac- 
ceded to the wifhes of the Seamen, aftd 
how far the Seamen were fatisfied, and 
whether the remedy propofed was likely 
to be effedtual in allaying the difeon- 
tents. The Houfe had a right to com- 
plete information, and if their privileges 
were not maintained, they were giving 
‘them up to men who had proved them* 

1 elves unworthy of the confidence of the 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan declared that the cir- 
cum (lances of the cafe were fuch as to 
induce him to vote without information. 
The Minifter had alluded to the new 
mutiny, and faid, “ Nothing can tend 
more towards the reftoration of harmony 
than an unanimous vote/* He wi(hed 
to know why he did not bring forward 
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his propofition on the publication of his 
Mj)jefty*s pardon ? 

Mr. Pitt declared that the bufinefs 
was not brought on in confequence of 
frefh difturbancesj and contended that 
the previous notice was3 fufficient'proof 
of the intention of Government to ap- 
ply to Parliament for a confirmation of 
their promifes. 

Mr. Sheridan contended, that the 
fecond difcontents were wholly to be 
afcribed to the piocraftination of Mi- 
nifies. 

The Rcfolutions were then agreed 
to. 

Mr. Pitt propofed, on account of the 
urgency of the bufinefs, that the report 
be now received. 

This motion was agreed to, and the 
report received. Adjourned. 

TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, *41 confequence 
of what happened yefterday, on a fub- 
je£i which arrefted the attention of every 
individual, he^onfidered it his duty to 
inquire of the Minifter, why he did not 
at an earlier period propofe the refolu- 
tion which he fubmitted to the Houfe 
yefterday, which was unanimoufly adopt- 
ed, and which, if prefented fooner, 
would probably have pi evented the 
moft difaftrous confequences ? 

Mr. Pitt laid, no man could avoid la- 
, menting that the earlieft opportunity 
poftible was not taken; but the Hon. 
Gentleman was mifinformed, if he fup- 
pofed that no fteps had been taken. So 
early as the 26th of April, the fubjett 
was referred to the Privy Council, to 
conHder of the Memorial 'of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, relative to the Sea- 
men’s demands. The matter was after- 
wards fubmitted to the King in Council, , 
and, upon his approbation of it, •direc- 
tions were given for the eftimate to be 
laid before the Htufe. Every .thing 
had been put into an official train ; but 
more fpeed would certainly have been 
employed, were it poifible to forefee the 
cffetls of procraftination. On any fu- 
ture occafion he expreffed his readinefs 
to fubmir to an inveftigation of his coi*- 
du6l to the decifion of the Houfe. At 
prefent, however, he felt it his firflduty 
to recommend that a bill, founded on 
the Refolutions which had already been 
adopted, fhould be immediately palled, 
as the bell mode of terminating this un- 
fortunate bufinefs. * 

Mr. Fox defired to know whether 
fuch language as the Houfe had Juft 
now heard was to be endured, after an 
Vo L. XXXI. Junje 1797* 
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inftance of fuch fatal and unfufferable 
neglett ? The effeA of thefe mifehiev- 
ous delays might eafily have been pre- 
dieted. He then took a review of the 
negotiation between the Delegates and 
the Commilfioners of the Admiralty, 
and the fubfequent refolutions of Go- 
vernment to the Order of Council on 
the 3d inftant, on which the eftimatee 
(delayed to fo late a period as Monday 
laft) were founded. In the whole of 
this proceeding there were fuch evident 
marks of confcious guilt, as, he trufted, 
would induce the Houle to cenfure the 
condu6t of Adminiftration. The Mi- 
nifter afFe&ed to lament the confe- 
quences that had arifen from his delay • 
but could he ftate any individual aft of 
his Miniftry which had not afforded to 
his country a fubjeft of lamentation ?— 
More lives, it was now unde/ftood, had 
been loft, and manv high in profelfional 
charafter, for whole ferviccs their coun- 
try were deeply indebted, were at thia 
moment in a lituanon of the utmoft pe- 
ril. Under fuch circumftances, it be- 
came the bounden duty of the Houfe to 
llamp the conduct which had produced 
this effeft with lome mark of reproba- 
tion. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, in confequence 
of what had fallen from Mr. Fox, he 
fhould proceed immediately to move a 
vore of ccnfure. The thinnefs of the 
Houfe could be no objection, for it waa 
certainly as full as when fums of money 
had been voted in the utmoft profufion. 

Mr. Sheridan began an eloquent and 
animated fyeech, by reprobating the 
conduct of Minifters for delaying the 
confideration of the Seamen’s claims, to 
make way for the Imperial Loan, the 
Princefs Royal’s Portion, &c. of lefs 
imp Ttancc to the true interefts of the 
country. Unlefs the Minifter had bee* 
completely befotted, it was impolBble 
for him not t4 have apprehended new 
jcalQuftes and difcontents from his fcan- 
dalous procraftination. The nature of 
the difcontents were unknown to the 
Houf$; but if’ there were men among 
them tvtio wiflied to facrifice the Con- 
futation, they were the bafeft traitors 
on earth, and he could not perfuade 
himfelf the Britifh Sailors, who 
ought to be a&uated by nobler fenti- 
ments, would of their own accord be 
found cavilling for an increase of pay, 
when the deareft interefts of their coun- 
try were involved. Some encroach* 
ments he was inclined to think had been 
made on their rights* or attempts to 
I i i abridge 
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abridge their comforts. Whatever the 
confi quences may be, he declared tljat 
they were wholly imputable to rhe mif- 
conduft of Adminiftrarion. Me con- 
cluded bv propelling a Committee to meet 
the other Houfe now, with a view to a 
joint Committee, empowered to fend for 
ptrfons, papers, and record*, and like- 
wife to he at liberty to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place. 

Mr. Titt f iid, the queftion he wiflied 
to bring before the Houfe was of infi- 
nitely more importance than the propo- 
rtion of the Hon. Member; a propor- 
tion calculated to produce a total change 
in the difciplinedf the Navy, and tofub- 
vert the fundamental principles of the 
Conftirution ; hecaufe its obvious ten- 
dency was to fuperfede the fun&ions, 
not only of the Executive Government, 
but alfo thofe of the Lecifli'ure of the 
country. He concluded hy moving, 
that a rneflage be lent to the Lords, de- 
firing them to continue their fittings for 
fomc time. c 

Mr. Sheridan flill per lifted in his Mo- 
tion for the appointment of a joint Com- 
mittee to inquire into the caufes that 
had produced the extraordinary infub- 
ordination in the fleet. 

The Speaker put Mr. Pitt's Motion, 
and a Mcflage was lent accordingly to 
the other Houfe. 

The Refduticn of the Committee of 
Supply, for granting the fum of lip mil- 
lions five hundred and leventy-two thou- 
fand pounds to His Majefly, for the in- 
creafed pay and allowance of the Sea- 
men, &c. was read, and a hill ordered 
in purfuancc of that Refolution. 

Mr. Whitbread poflponed his motion, 
on account of the ftiortnefs of the notice. 

Mr. Pitt then brought uo the Bill* 
founded on the above Refolution. It 
Contained a proviflon not before men- 
tioned, bccaufe an eflimatc of the ex- 
pence could not be made, namely, for 
the continuance of pay to Sea men, &c. 
who were wounded, until their wounds 
were healed. The Bil] was read the 
firft and fecond time, committed, en- 
grofled, read a thud time, pa fled, and, 
after an adjournment of feveral hburs, 
received the Royal Aflcnt by Commit 
floft, which give* it the efficacy of Law. 
—‘—Adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 10. 

Mr. Whitbread rofe to make his pro- 
mifed Motion for a-cenfure on Miniflfcrs 
for delaying to bnngthe Admiralty Re- 
ports on the late Mutiny at Portfmouth 
bfcfore the ^ftufe/ He took a view of 


all the tranfaftions that have tranfpired 
on the unfortunate bulirefs, from the 
fi: fl fvmprcms of difcnmenr to the lat* 
expiation, and contended, that, accord- 
ing to the negotiation " ich the Admi- 
ralty, it was exprcfslv llipuUted on the 
part of rhe Seamen, that the prnrnife of 
the Lords of the Admiralty and live pio- 
chmanon fhould be ratified by Parha- 
rr.cnt with the utmoft celnity and dif- 
patch. This was fhamefully delayed to 
Monday laft, and to the criminal delay 
were to he afmbcd the late diftnnttnr»« 

He fhould therefore move, that “ the 
Right Hon. William Pitt, hiving folong 
delayed the eftimare* of the Se linen's 
incrcafcd pay and allowance, is guilty 
of a grofs neglect of dury, and deferves 
the cenfure of this Houle.” 

Mr. Pitt role, and proceeded to dif- 
cufs the Queftion as applicable to delay, 
and having e^rered upon a hiftory of 
the whole tranfa&ion, contended th.it 
there was unqueftionable evidence of 
the intention of Minifies ro bring for- 
ward the bufinefs on Monday, (founer 
it could not polfibly have been done), 
for the completion of the engagement 
with the Seamen.

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? principal Delegate, was the fpokefman 
or his colleagues, who amounted to 
about a dozen. They ftood behind 
Parker, forming a fort of half circle, and 
the Lords of the Admiralty feemed feveral 
times; delirous t f inviting them to fpeak, 
but none of them yvould take a part in 
the difeuflion except Parker, who, being 
the chief of the Delegates, is called the 
Port Admiral. 

Lord Spencer addreffed himfelf to the 
Delegates. He told them they fhould 
have every indulgence that had been 
granted to the feamen at Portfmourh, and 
with which they had been contented ; 
and his Lordfhip expreflTed a hope, that 
the feamen at Sheernefs would be alfo 
fatisfied with thofe indulgences. The 
feamen faicl, they had other grounds of 
complaint. They prefented a lift of 
them, amounting to eight articles, the 
hrft and principal of which was, the 
unequal Diftribution of Prize Money. 
The Lords Cominiflioners told the De- 
legates they could grant nothing of 
themfelves, but they would lay their* 
demands before thofe who mull finally 
decide upon them. 

In the courie of the difeourfe, Lord 
Spencer alked them, rather peevifhly, 
What do you wnrt ?" To this Par- 
ker anfwered, “You are a man of lenlc, 
and you know what is due to us $ you 
know what we want.” The audacious 
infblence of Parker was intolci able. 
When Lord Spencer hinted, he rnuft lufer 
their demands to Minifters in London, 
Parker fajd, <e Aye, go and confult the 
ringleaders of your gang and as the 
Delegates were retiring, Parker, in an- 
fwer to forne very juft admonitions from 
Lord Spencer, laid, “ You may all 
be 

On Tuefday afternoon, the Lords of 
the Admiralty returned to towv?, without 
having accomplifhed the objeft of their 
journey. The Mutineers grew bolder : 
in addition to mutiny, they committed 
a£U of plunder and piracy. The 


Grampus ftore-fhip, equipped fbf the 
Weft Indies, with a fupply of Naval tnd, 
Ordnance Stores for the Fleet there, was 
flopped by tlie Pelegates~-the ftores were 
taken out of her, and diftrihuted amongft 
the (hips under the command of tnt 
Delegates. The Serapis ftore-fhip, from 
the Weft Indies, was likewife flopped. 

On Thurfday evening the Delegates 
fent on fhore to the Admiral a decla- 
ration, ftating their intention of blocking 
up the River Thames. They gave as 
the reafon for this, their having heard 
that the Dutch Fleet was on the point of 
failing ; and as ‘they were determined to 
have their grievances, as they call them, 
fettled, they would bring things to an 
extremity at once. This was confidered 
as a threat which they would fcarcely 
venture to execute ; but yefterday, about 
half pad twelve, the Standard, Infpe&or, 
Brilliant, and Swan, got under weigh, 
and moored at e?pial dittances acrofs the 
mouth of the Thames. Soon after, 
feveral velfels Handing down the River 
were obliged to come to an anchor near 
the fhips of the Mutineers. The Mon- 
mouth at the fame time moved her birth. 

The Prelid<;nt of the Delegates now 
held his office only for a day. A tiefh 
Piefulent was choien every day.

Three cr four of the number, 
however, were well difpofed, but thefe 
were kept in the middle of the fleet, and 
were obliged to com 01m to the orders 
of the Delegates.

the confequences that might follow ; it feemed to throw 
but he expreffedVwifh to wave thefubjett, and Captain 
pernuffion t qjfa gctd on his voyage. 
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The San Fiorenao, which had lain for 
fome days in a ftate of captivity under 
the (fern of the Sandwich, mu^h to the 
honour of her gallant officers and her 
loyal crew, made a furprifing efcape, 
equally remarkable for the boldnels- of 
the attempt, as well as for the manage- 
ment and (kill with which it was exe- 
cuted. It appears, that the moment 
when the iVveral Ihips were to pipe all 
hands to dinner, was the time fixed upon 
for carrying this plan into effect; when 
it was naturally ftjppofed that the hoftile 
Ihips muft have been in a Hate of the 
leaft preparation to prevent its com- 
pletion. The Boatfwain’s whittle, there- 
fore, was the fignal on this occafion : the 
cables of the San Fiorenzo were inftarftly 
cut, and the got under weigh without 
lofs of time. This efcape was favoured 
by the arrival of the Montague, which 
came up at that moment, and by the 
fudden agitation which the fvent cauled 
in the Fleet, the mutinous crews were by 
this, and the circumitance already men- 
tioned, 1 etarded *n their endeavours to 
bring back the St. Fiorenzo by force. 
Notwithftanding ail this, fhe was fired 
at by feveral of the Ihips, audits Ihe was 
perceived to have fuitained confiderable 
damage in her rigging and hci main fore 
chains, it was feared that lome lives 
might have been loft. She proceeded 
immediately to Harwich, where fhe ex- 
ited to meet the other frigates which 
were to convoy the Prince and Princels 
of Wirtemberg to Germany. 

On May 31, part of Admiial Duncan s 
fleet, viz. the Iris, Agamemnon, Ardent, 
and Leopard, defected him and came to 
Yarmouth, and foon afterwards joined the 
Mutineers. 

Meal’ures now became neceflary to be 
taken, on behalf of Government On 
JiWe 1, his Majefty communicated to 
Parliament the dilbrders which had taken 
place in the fleej, anu recommended /bine 
more effe&ual proviliontor the prevention 
and punifliinent of all traiterous attempts 
to excite fedition and mutiny. This 
communication pioduced immediately an 
att of # parliament, which was com- # 
pleated on the 6th of June. 

During that night, the Serapis, Capt. 
Duncan, made her efcape, though da- 
maged from the (hot of the rebel (hips. 
Two others attempted to efcape, but 
were overpowered. 

June the 7th, in the forenoon, the Earl 
of Northcik, who has fo long been con- 
fined on board the Montague of 64 guns, 


arrived in town, charged with (event 
Propofitions, in a Letter addrefted to the 
King, from the Mutineer Committee on. 
board the Sandwich. The following 
were the particulars of his million : 

At one o’clock P. M. on Tuefday, 
the two Delegates of the Monmouth wen 
rowed on board that (hip, and informed 
Lord Northcik, it was the plea fure of the 
Committee, that he (hould immediately 
accompany them on board the flag (hip, 
as they had prcpofaU to make leading to 
accommodation. His Lord fh ip imme- 
diately complied, attended only by one 
Officer. He found the Convention in 
the State Cabin, confiding of 60 Dele- 
gates, with Parker fitting at their head. 
Before they entered upqn bufinefs, the 
Prciident demanded of the perlon ac- 
companying Lord Northelk, Who ho 
was ? The anfwer was, 44 An Officer 
of the Monmouth, who accompanied his 
Captain in the capacity of Secretary, 
from a luppolition that he might want 
one on the prefent occafion. ” — “Who 
knows him ? Say, Delegates of the 
Monmouth, what kind of man is he V 9 
—The two Delegates ftated, that he waa 
a worthy good man ; cn which it was 
unanimouify voted, that he might attend 
the conference. Lord Northelk was now 
told by Paiker, 44 That the Committee, 
with one voice, had come to a declaration 
of the terms on which alone, without the 
finalist alteiation, they would give up 
the Ihips : and that they had lent for 
him, as a known Seamen’s friend, to be 
charged with them to the King; from 
whom he muft pledge his honour to return 
on board, with a clear and pofitivc an* 
fwer, in 54 hours.” Parker here read 
the letter, which was faid to contain (bme 
rough compliments on his Majefty’svir- 
tuts, and a* many coarfe ttrichires on the 
fuppofed demerits of his Minifters. Hit 
Lordfhip laid, “ he would certainly bear 
the letter as they defired ; but he could 
not, from the unreafonablenefs of the 
demands, (tatter them with any expec- 
tation ot iuccefs." They perfifted that 
the whole muft be complied with, or they 
would immediately put the fleet to lea! 
Lord Northefk was now rowed on board 
the Duke of York Margate packet, un* 
dir a flag of truce, with three cheer* 
from the Sandwich, and with the" follow- 
ing State paper to ratify his credentials j

Lord Northefk arrived at Graveiend, 
took, a little repnle, and proceeded by land 
to town ; when, after Hopping for a 
Ibort time at the Admiialty, he attended 
Earl Spencer to the King. 

To lb is application no anfwer was 
returned ; and Ihortly after, divilions 
took place in the rebel councils. The 
termination of the Mutiny iucceeded ; 
the particulars of which are extracted 
from the following letter printed in The 
Whitehall Evening Post of the 
17th of June : 

* g Sheer nefi, June 1 5. 

<c A violent difference of opinion arole 
among the men at the Nore on Finlay j 
and it was on that afternoon the Repul le 
made foi this place, and that the Leopard 
went up the Thames. Other veil els, 
particulaily the Naifau, allb attempted 
to efcape, but they wuc prevented. 
Some men were killed in the vanous 
ftruggles on board the (hips, and many 
weie wounded; but the molt agv nrmg 
fight was the Repulfe, which ran aground, 
and in that helphis fituatiun was hied 
upon at a moft teiiible rale by the Mon- 
mouth, the veflel winch followed her 
clufe. The people of this place fpcr.k 
With the lumotr hoi 101 of the light, and 
with the utmolt indignation of tee uew 
of the Monmouth, who weic guilty of lo 
barbarous a conduit. They naturally 
imagined, that the daughter was great 
on boaid the Repulfe, but happily they 
were deceived : only a Lieutenant lolt 
his leg, and another man was wounded 
by a„ fplintcr. This was veiy rtmaik- 
ablcy as many bundled lhot weie fired a!^ 
her, and they were feen in afieat numbeis 
to ffrike the water clofe to the Repulle. 
The Ardent afterwards in the daik el- 
capcd,tand, in palling the Monmouth, 
fired at her and killed or wounded ftveral 
of the crew. Next day, namely, on 
Saturday laft, the Delecp-tes, finding it 
irapoffible to effect their purpuft*, various 
propofitions were made, but dilcord uni- 
verlaJly- reigned. It was then that t)?e 
red flags were ftruck, and that the tiade 
was allowed to pafs up the Thames, a 
mtafure which the Delegates took in con- 
fequence of being afliired, that flopping 
the trade had excited the public relent- 


ment ; it was then that diftruft of each 
other, and defpair of fucceeding in their 
demands, took poffeflion of the feamens* 
minds, and that every fliip was fuffered 
to lollow her own couile. In this Hate 
they lemained on Sunday, in hopes of a 
genual pardon ; but finding that Go- 
vernment w;is decided in refilling it, and 
that the molt vigoious preparatives were 
making to foicc them to lubmiflion ; 
finding that the ii conduct was odious to 
the whole Country, they refolved to al- 
low every fliip to do the bt ft for itfelf, 
and to oppoie the defertiun no longer. 

Ci On Mtfnday night, the NafVau, the 
Standaid, and othtis, made off* a little 
way up the Thames, anil early on Tues- 
day moining the fiu. flops alieady men* 
t lolled lailui up the River to Gravefcnd, 
with a flag of tiuce flying. On Tucfday 
aiteinoon the Champion failed in under 
tlie guns of Sheet nets, and on Tuciday 
night the Monmouth, regarded as the 
molt ileipeute fliip of all, came into the 
Little Noie, under the guns of ilie Foit, 
to iuuendu; but lo^litrle faith was 
placul in hei apparent intentions, that 
tveiy pi epai.it 1011 was made to cun pi 1 
her 10 iupinit. The guns at the Foit 
weie ready to fire on her, and the Ardent 
dieu up on t lie oppnlite fide, io that flie 
would then have been between two hies 
it flic had attempted to rtfilt. When 
file fiifl came in, it was with difficulty 
the uew ol the Kepuhe could be remained 1 
fioni going tij nght her, Inch was their 
indignation at the duel conduit of the 
Monmouth. 

“ The lame night the Biillinnt and 
fonie otlieis came into Sheet ncl's, and the 
Lion and a frigate went up the Thames.

I AM now to acquaint you, for 
their Lordftiips’ information, that on 
the 7th inft. Sir Harry Neale, in the 
St. Fiorenzo, recaptured the Cynthia 
brig, from Li(bon to Poole, laden with 
fruit, which had been taken eight days 
before by a privateer brig. On the 8th 
inft. the Impetueux captured La Va- 
tour, a fmail cutter privateer, armed 
with muikets, having twenty-ei^h't men 
on board, and only one day from Breft. 
In the afternoon of that day, the wind 
coming to the northward, I bore up 
for Ulhant, and detached the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe to look into Breft* 
and I have the fatisfallion to inform 
their Lordftiips, that on the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe’s returning to rc r 
join the fquadron, they fell in with and 
captured La Rcfiftance and La Con- 
llance, French frigates. The taking 
thefe (hips does Sir Harry Neale, with 
Captain Cooke, and their Officers and 
men, the higheft honour^ and 1 hope 
their (kilful and fpirijed conduit will 
meet their Lordftiips* approbation, as I 
warmly feel they have merited my 
particular thanks.. Herewith you wjll 
receive alfo a copy of Sir Harry Neale's 
letter to me on this occafion, 

St. Fiorenzo, at Sea , March 9, 1797. 

MY LORD, 

I have the fatisfaltion to acquaint 
you, that after having (agreeable to 
your dfye&ion), with the alfiftance of 
Captain .Cooke, of his Majefty's (hip 
La NguMK^under my orders* recon- 


noitred the enemy's force in the Outer 
Road of Breft Harbour, Captain Cooke 
informed* me he faw two (hips to the 
weft ward, (landing in for Breft $ in con* 
fequence of which we tacked, and 
made fail, clofe on a wind, for the pur- 
pofe ©f going the weather gage ; 
which being with eafe accompliihed, 
we bore down upon the (hips together* 
having afeertamed them to be two 
French frigates 5 and as we were not 
more than two or three leagues from 
Point St. Matthew's* wiro a leading 
wind out ofJBreft, and the French fleet 
in fight from our tops, it was an objell 
of great importance to be as dccifive 
as pofliblc in our mode of attack. As 
the largeft (hip was the headmoft, we 
both engaged her very warmly, at the 
diftance of about forty yards, and com. 
pelled her to furrender, after a (hort 
rcfiftance. t By this time the fmaller fri- 
gate had arrived up, and being imme- 
diately attacked by bath (hips in the 
fame manner as the former, her refin- 
ance, though better made, was not long. 
She ftiuck her colours about nine 
o'clock A. M. The whole of the 
adtion wat. a running fight, and did not 
laft more than half an hour.

Head-Starters, hi at dad, Felr. 27, 

S I R, 

On my arrival in this country, I did 
nor fail to lay befoic the Admiral my 
inftruChons, and 10 confult with him 
upon the means to cany them into 
execution. I found in him every de- 
lire to co-operate in the execution of 
the views to-which they are directed.* 
The arrival of part ot the convoy from 
England enabled us to proceed with 
confidence in our operations j therefore, 
as foon as the troops could be collected 
from the different iflands, .which were 
ordered to rendezvous at Cariacou, the 
Admiral failed from Maitinique, which 
ifland he left with his fquadroif on the 
jzth inft. 

The precifion with which the A<K 
miral had given his orders to aflemble 
the (hips of war and tranfports, left us 
not a moment qf delay. On the 15th, 
in the morning, the fleet failed from 
Cariacou. On the x6th, in the after- 
noon, it 'palled through the Bocas, or 
entrance Info the Gulf of Faria, where 
we found thft Spanilh Admiral, with 


four fail 6f the line and a frigate, at 
anchor, under cover of the [(land of 
Gafpagraijde, which was fortified. 

Our fquadron worked up, and came 
to anchor oppofitc to, and nearly within 
gunfijut of the Spanilh fhips. The 
frigates and tranfports were ordered to 
anchor higher up in the Bay, and at the 
diftance nearly of five miles from the 
town of Port D’Efpagne. The difpo- 
fition was immediately made for land- 
ing at daylight next morning, and for 
a general attack upop the town and 
(hips of war. . 

At two o’clock in the morning of the 
17th, we perceived the Spanilh fqua- 
dron to be on fire ; the fhips burnt 
with great fury, one line of battle flrp 
excepted, which tfcaped the conflagra- 
tion, and was taken poflefiion of at 
day-light in the morning by the boats 
from our fleet : the enemy at the fame 
time evacuated the ifland, andabandoned 
that quarier. 

This unexpected turn of affairs di- 
rected our whole attention to the attack 
of the town. The troops were imme- 
diately ordered to land, and, as foon 
as a few hundred men could be got on 
lliore, about four miles to the weltward 
of it, we advanced, meeting with little 
or no refiftance. Before night we were 
mafters of Port D’Efpagne and the 
neighbourhood, two fmall forts except- 
ed. In the morning a capitulation waf 
entered into with the Governor, Don 
Chacon, and in the evening all the 
Spanifh tioups laid down their arms, 
and the whole colony paffed under the 
dominion of his Britannic Majellv. 

Copies of the Capitulation, of the 
(lores and provisions taken, are here- 
with tranfmitted. 

It js a peculiar fatisfaClion to me that 
there is no lift of killed or wouncj^; 
Lieut. Villeneuve, of the 8th regiment 
of foot, who was Brigade Major to Bri- 
gadier-General HompeTch, being the 
only perfon who was wounded, and 
he is lincc dead of his wounds. 

From the Admiral I have experienced 
every poifible co-operation. (JJaprain 
Woolley, pf his Majefty’s (hip the Arc- 
thufa, and Captain Wood, of the Fa- 
vourite (loop of war, - who had been 
fent to reconnoitre in the Gulph of 
Paria, afforded us minute information 
of the fituation of the enemy previous 
to our arrival. Captain Woolley, who 
directed the dilembarkation, (hewed all 
the zeal and intelligence' which I have 
experienced from him on former occa- 

lions* 
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fions# To Lord Craven, who begged 
to attend the expedition, i am indebted 
for great zeal and exertion. 

Lieutenant - Colonel SoteV, who is 
intimately acquainted with this coun- 
try, has been, and continues to be', of 
very great ufe to me. I fliould not do 
juflice to his general charatter, if I did 
not take this opportunity ro exp refs it. 
My Aid-de-Camp, Capt. Drew, of the 
45th regiment, will have the honour to 
deliver this letter : he has ferved long 
in this country, and is capable to give 
fuch further information as m ly be re- 
quired.

YESTERDAY the following pro* 
clamation was publifhed : 

“ The Preliminary Articles of Peace 
are figned, in confequence of which hof. 
tiiities have ceafed, and the hope of a 
fpeedy re flotation of peace is brought 
nearer to its completion. 

“His imperial Mtjefty will feel the 
moll heart-felt pleafure, fhould he fuc- 
ceed in his endeavours to put an end tQ 
the war, and l'pare theeffufion of human 
blood, and by a lafting peace fecure the 
honour and happinefs of his beloved 
fubje&s. His Majefty has therefore 
given it in charge to the underfigned, tQ 
give public notice of the figning of the 
Preliminary Articles of Peace, and the 
confequent retiring of the French army 5 
and fince by this event the country of 
Lower Auftrfc. is freed from the imme- 
diate danger with which it was threaten- 
ed, his Majefty will no longer impofe 
on his brave and loyal fffojeits the bur- 
den of bearing arms, and therefore com- 
mands that the general levy be fuper- 
feded. His Imperial Majefty has like- 
wife given orders, that a medal fhall be 
ftruck fuitable to the occafton, which 
fhall be worn on the breaft by thofe who 
voluntarily took up arms for the general 
levy, as an honourable teftimony of the 
gratitude of the country for their tide** 
fity and valour. 

41 It is now therefore the will of hi$ 
Majefty, that the peafants fhould re- 
turn to their ruftic labours, the ftudents 
to their fchools, and the artizans to their 
refpeCtive employments! and by indus- 
try, economy, ^nd morals, diftinguifh 
themlelves, as much as by the Ipirit with* 
which they armed in defence of theic 
country.

DOMESTIC 

DUBLIN, MAY l6. 

A MOST awful fpe6laclc took place 
_ at the camp at Claris Warren : four 
privates of the Monaghan Militia, in 
purfuante of the fentence of a Court 
Martial, were (hot. Thefe men had 
been feduced from their^allegiance by 
the United Irifhmen; they had engaged 
to defert from their Officers upon a fig-< 
nal, and were^&ually appointed Offi- 
cers, and had received tommiffions to- 
a£t in a rebel corps. The enormity of 
the offence was or that magnitude, that 
the lenity of Government sould not be 
extended to them, and the fentence of 
the law was accordingly executed. The 
whole of the execution was conducted 
with the greatcfl folemnky ; the pro- 
( ceffion of the troops from Belfaft was 
marked by its regularity and filence.— 
On the ground were drawn up a de- 
tachment of the 2 2d dragoons, a detach- 
ment of the Royal artillery, the 64th 
jregiment, the 3d batallion of light in- 
fantry, the Monaghan and Carlow regi- 
ments of militia, the Bradalbane and 
Argylc fenciblcs. After the execution 
the troops marched in ordinary time by, 
the bodies, which had been conveyed to 
church-yard ; and the ceremony 
clofed, leaving the ftrongeft fyrqptoras 
of impreffiomon all the fpeftators. 

June 2. This morning their Serene 
Higneffes fet out from St. James's for 
Harwich, on their way to Germany, 
cfcorted by a party of Light Dragoons. 
The .Prince and Prinetfs were in the 
King’s travelling poll-chaife; General 
Garth and the Countefs of Aylelbury, 
in one of the Queen’s coaches, and the 
attendants in one of the private car- 
riages. 

Their Serene Highneffes breakfafted 
at St. James’s palace, ^and fet off from 
the garden gate. The Princefs was 
dreffed in a blue riding habit, with the 
far of the order of St, Catherine at her 
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bread, and wore a draw bonnet. She 
endeavoured to appear chearful ; but the 
faultering accents with which (he bade 
her attendants and the furrounding 
multitude farewel, befpoke the agim* 
tion of her Serene Highnefc. The 
Prince appeared feveral tutus at the 
window, and affectionately embraced 
his amiable confort on their leaving thd 
apartments. The feene was highly af- 
fecting, and drew rears from many of 
the fpcClators. 

None of th« Royal Family were pre«< 
fent, as they had taken leave the pre- 
ceding night at twelve o’clock. They* 
were all To deeply affeCted on her Serene 
Highnefs’s parting with them, that it is 
impoflible to do juftice to their feeling*' 
upon the occafion. Her Majedy and 
thePrinceffcs (hed abundant tears, whilp 
the Princefs hung upon her Royal fa* 
ther’s neck, overwhelmed in grief. — 
The Prince at length prevailed on her 
Serene Highnefi to go with him, and 
fupported her to the coach. The King 
followed them to bid his daughter Bn 
affectionate farewel, but fo overpowered 
were his parental fec’lings that he could 
fcarcely give utterance to his words,
